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-  very  great  advantages  which  Hiftory  has  produ- 
•i  to  mankind,  are  too  numerous,  as  well  as  too  ge- 
nown,  to  need  a  repetition  in  this  place  ;  but  it  has 
.  conduft  of  our  beft  Hiftorians  to  have  dwelt  too 
>  the  general  defcription  of  great  events,  either  to  at- 
hat  they  might  have  thought  little  matters,  or  to  be 
\  point  of  time,  as  particular  information  required; 
-onologist  therefore  has  been  very  judicioufly  called 
aid  of  the  Historian  ;  who,  contenting  himfelf 
i  mbler,  though  not  lefs  ufeful  fphere,  has  given fyfiem 
.  *ition9  and  regularity  to  faffs  ;  and  thus  by  ere&ing 
^  ices  (if  we  may  fo  exprefs  ourfelves)  for  the  Reader's 
m,  have  affifled  the  memory  in  recovering  thofe 
which  are  but      fubjeft  to  be  worn  out  in  the 
■id  fuccefljon  of  events, 

range  faclsin  the  order  they  have  happened,  and  to 
each  its  proper  date,  have  been  likewife  very  ufeful 
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ii  PREFACE. 

in  accounting  for  the  operation  of  Arts  and  Sciences  on  Hi- 
ftorical  Events ;  as  by  this  knowledge  we  are  led  to  com- 
pare more  accurately  the  ufe  of  fuch  Arts  and  Sciences,  the 
difficulties  they  removed,  and  the  good  effe&s  they  produced 
to  Society.  Who,  for  in  (lance,  that  did  not  know  the  exadt 
time  the  ufe  of  the  compafs  was  difcovered,  but  muft  be  at 
a  lofs  to  account  for  the  rapid  progrefs  navigation  made  in 
one  century,  more  than  in  the  accumulated  aeras  of  antiquity  ? 

Thefe  then,  with  other  various  advantages,  that  are  derived 
*  from  this  ufeful  Ally  to  Hi/lory ,'it  is  prefumed  will  entitle  the 
British  Chronologist  to  public  protection  ;  particular- 
ly as  it  regifters  every  interefting  event,  from  the  earlieft  pe- 
riod of  oiir  afcertained  hiftory  to  the  prefent  time,  in  that 
concife,  yet  clear  manner,  that  whilft  it  fully  fatisfies  the  tem- 
per of  curiofity,  it  is  by  no  means  a  bufinefs  to  the  memory. 

The  utmoft  care  has  been  taken  to  collect  many  national 
occurrences  and  domeftic  fads,  which  have  hitherto  efcaped 
the  eye  of  compilation  ;  and  for  this  purpofe,  not  only  the 
beft  of  our  Englifli  Hiftorians  have  been  confulted,  but  the 
records  and  journals  of  parliament,  and  valuable  depofits  in 
public  offices,  together  with  a  number  of  fcarce  authentic 
Manufcripts ;  it  being  the  wiih  of  the  Editor  to  leave  no  j 
induftry  and  expence  unexerted  in  producing  a  much  more  I 
exatl,  ufeful,  and  extenfive  fyftem  of  British  Chronology 
than  has  ever  been  offered  to  the  Public.

He  had  fent  over  before  him  Ccmius  king 
of  the  Attrtbatii  (ArtoisJ  to  invite  the  Bri- 
Princes  to  enter  into, an  alliance  with

the  Romans  j  but  Comittt  was  imprifoncd  by 
the  Britons,  and  not  releafcd,  till  £<r/<rr  de- 
feated, and  compelled  them  to  fue  for  peace. 

The  mips  on  which  th?  Roman  horfe  em- 
fcirlced,  being  afterwards  difpetfed  by  a 
form  as  they  lay  in  the  Downs,  the  Bri- 
ms commenced  hoftilities  again,  and  fur- 
rounded  the  Cerent h  legion  ;  but  Cerfar 
marching  to  the  afliftance  of  the  legion, 
the  Britom  were  defeated  a  fecond  time, 
and  gave  hoftages  as  pledges  of  their  fideli- 
ty; whereupon  Cafar  re-embarked  all  his 
forces,  Sept.  20,  and  returned  to  the  conti- 
nent, about  the  autumnal  equinox* 

He  found  Britain  divided  into  feveral 
petty  kingdoms,  or  principalities,  united 
however  under  Cajfibtlan,  to  oppofe  his  in- 
vafion. 

54.  The  following  year  Ceefar  made  a 
fecond  defcent  on  Great  Britain,  his  fleet 
con  fitting  of  fix  hundred  vefiels  and  twen- 
ty-eight gallies,  with  five  legions,  and  two 
thaufand  horfe  ;  he  advanced  to  the  Stour, 
near  where  Canterbury  now  it,  where  he

defeated  the  Britons,  May  20  ;  he  then  ad- 
vanced to  the  Thames,  which  he  pjfled  at 
C\Av«y  Stakes,  near  Oat  lands  >  penetrating  as 
far  as  Verulam,  Cajfihelanx  capital. 

Cerfar  irhpofed  a  tribute  on  the  Britons  of 
three  thoufand  pounds. 

CaJJibelan,  and  the  princes  of  S-utb  Bri- 
tain, thereupon  fubmitting,  and  giving  hof- 
tages to  Carfar,  he  embarked  his  forces, 
Sett,  26,  and  returned  to  the  continent, 
where,  afpiring  to  the  empire,  and  the  Ro* 
mans  being  engaged  in  civil  wars,  the  Bri- 
tons remained  unmolefted  for  ninety  years. 
Carfar  is  fuppofed  to  have  embarked  at  Calais 
or  Boulorn,  and  to  have  landed  near  Deal  ia 
Kent,  in  both  expeditions. 

23.    Cunobel'tne  reigned  in  Britain,  and 
had  a  palace  2t  Maiden  in  Efftx\  in  whole 
reign  the  firft  coin  was  made  in  Britain, 
Ann.

451.  The  Saxons  having  driven  the 
P'sHt  and  Scots  into  the  north  part  of  the 
ifland,  introduced  ftjll  greater  numbers  of 
the'r  countrymen. 

452^  llenglft  fent  for  a  further  fupply; 
with  whom  arrived  Otla  his  brother,  who 
brought  with  him  his  fon  Ebufi. 

454.  Vortigern,  com  pel  I  sd  by  his  fub- 
jeets  to  admit  his  fon  Vortimer  partner  in 
the  throne,  was  deprived  of  all  authority.  * 

The  Britons  endeavoured  to  rid  the  king- 
dom d  the  Saxons }  but  were  refitted  by  tfc 
Saxwvs,  when  a  war  commenced,  which 
terminated  in  favour  of  the  latter. 

455.  The  firft  battle  was  fought  at 
Ayltsf'.rd  in  Kent,  when  the  Saxons  were 
commanded  by  Hengifi  and  Horfa,zaA  the 
Britons  by  Vortimer.  Here  Horj'a  was  (laid 
and  buried  near  the  fpot  which  is  now  call', 
ed  Hcrfted ;  and  Hengifi  with  his  own  hand 
flew  Catigern  the  brother  of  Vortimer,  who 
was  buried  near  Aylesfcrd ;  and,  notwitbt 
ftanding  the  Saxcnt  had  not  the  advantage 
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mf  the  day,  immediately  after  the  battle 
Uerrg,J}  firft  took  upon  him  the  title  of 
King  of  AC**/. 

457.  Two  years  after,  another  battle 
was  fought  near  Cray/yd  in  ■fow,  where- 
in y or  timer  wai  entirely  defeated,  with 
the  loft  of  more  than  40CO  men  and  his  btft 
officer*. 

Vortimtr  retired  and  fliut  himfc)f  up  in 
London,  not  being  able  to  keep  the  field  ; 
and  Hengifi,  to  terrify  the  Britons,  ravaged 
the  country  in  a  mcrcilcfs  manner  :  they 
that  were  moft  expofed  to  the  fury  of  the 
Saxon j  left  their  habitations  and  fled  to 
the  woods  for  (better. 

458.  The  Britons  de fired  afliftance  of 
the  kings  of  Armoriea,  when  Ambrofius  was 
lent  with  10000  men,  but  through  jealoufy 
prevented  from  being  joined  by  the  Britons, 
who  became  a  prey  to  their  inteftine  broils, 
inftead  of  uniting  again  (I  the  common 
enemv. 

Numbers  of  the  Britons  retired  into  Walts, 
and  fome  went  to  Holland,  and  landed  near 
Ltyden. 

■  .Thus  the  unhappy  Britons,  for  feven  or 
eight  years,  fuftered  all  the  calamities  of  a 
civil  war,  till  by  agreement  a  divifion  of 
the  kingdom  pui  an  end  to  their  animofities. 

466.  The  war  was  again  renewed  again  ft 
their  common  enemy  the  Saxons ♦  and 
In  the  firft  engagement  Hengiji  loft  Wipped 
his  pen  era  I,  at  Ipfwicb  in  Suffolk. 

467.  It  was  in  this  war  the  famous 
Arthur  at  14  years  of  age  firft  made  his  ap- 
pearance. He  was  King  of  Cornwall  and 
Devon. 

473.  A  battle  was  loft  by  the  Britons, 
which  enabled  the  Saxtns  to  enlarge  their 
dominions. 

475.  Vtrtimtr  died  by  poifon,  given  by 
his  mother  in  law  Rvwtna,  at  the  infti- 
gation  of  Hengifi,  and  was  buried  at  Lin- 


476*  Herrijl  entertained  Iforiigern  and 
300  of  his  principal  noblemen,  wnotn  he 
murdered  on  May  1,  and  in  memory  of  it 
Ambf.ftui  ere/ted  Stent- berge  in  Wiltfbve. 

Ambrofius  aflumed  the  purple  in  Britain, 
after  the  mariner  of  the  Remans. 

477.  Hcn^ifi'i  treachery  and  murder  of 
the  Briujb  nobles  rendered  him  hated, 
and  his  country  became  depopulated,  by  the 
inhabitant's  retiring  to  other  parts  ;  which 
induced  him  to  fend  to  Comany  for  Eila, 
-who  landed  at  Wbitering,  in  Sufjex,  but  not 
without  oppofition. 

With  him  arrived  his  fons,  the  youngeft 
#f  whom  was  Cifj'a.    He  had  continual 


wars  with  the  Britons,  the  particulars  where- 
of are  unknown,  except  that  they  fettled" 
on  the  fea-coaft,  and  were  called  the  South' 
Saxons,  and  their  country  SuJJex.  Thuus 
that  were  fettled  on  the  eaft  coaft  were 
called  Eaft  S axons,  and  their  country  Effcxm 
The  country  between  Ej/ix  and  Sujj'tx  was 
termed  MtdtiUj'ex.  As  tax  Kent,  it  retained 
its  ancient  name. 

Without  any  previous  treaty  or  truce, 
both  Britons  and  Saxons  laid  quiet  for  eight 
yean. 

485.  The  Britons  took  arms  againft 
Vortigern,  purfued  him  into  Walts,  where 
they  bcfieged  him  in  a  caftle  which  took 
fire,  and  he  periftted  in  the  flames,  after  a 
troublcfome  reign  of  30  years* 

487.  Ambi  cfius  renewed  the  war  againft 
the  Saxons,  and  obtained  a  fignal  victory 
over  Ella  and  his  two  el  deft  Tons. 

488.  Hergifi  died,  aged  69,  bavin?  been 
in  Britain  39  years,  and  on  the  throne 
of  Kent  33. 

490.  Prince  Arthur,   who  had  long 
aflifted  Ambrofius,  made  a  voyage  to  Jeru- 
fa  lan. 

491.  Arthur  returned,  and  defeated  tha 
Northumbrian  Saxons. 

Ella  having  taken  a  ftrong  place,  whert 
now  Pevernfty  is,  in  Sufjex,  aflumed  the 
title  of  King  of  the  South  Saxq/ts,  and 
was  elected  the  Monarch  or  General,  in 
the  room  of  Hengifi. 

494.  Arthur  again  defeated  the  Nortbum* 
br'tan  Saxons,  on  the  river  Duglts,  neat 
Wiggan  in  Lancajbirt. 

495.  Cerdif,  a  Saxon  general,  arrived 
in  Britain,  from  whom  descended  the 
kings  of  England,  in  the  male  line,  to 
Edward  the  Confeflbr,  and  in  the  female 
line,  to  his  prefent  Majefty. 

The  fame  year  Arthur  bcfieged  Tori,  but 
was  obliged  to  raife  the  liege,  as  Ctrdu% 
landing  had  brought  frclh  troops. 

497.  Arthur  defeated  the  revolted  fub* 
jells  of  Ambrofius,  and  drove  their  lead- 
er into  Walts,  where  he  procured  the  pof- 
fcflKm  of  Brtcknoc  and  Radnorshire,  which 
he  creeled  into  a  kingdom. 

50 1.  Porta,  another  Saxon,  landed  at  the 
place  now  called  Portfmoutb,  with  more 
Saxons,  who  became  (o  very  numerous,  that 
Arthur  quitted  the  field  and  retired  to  Landm* 

564.  The  valiant  Arthur  again  took  the 
field  at  the  head  of  15000  men,  and 
defeated  the  Saxons  under  Cmfc  near  Bofto*. 
and  foon  after  a  fecond  time,  near  Gainsford* 

<o8.  The  Britons  were  defeated  at 
Cbardftrd  in  Hampfbire,  5000  men 
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IWn,  and  Ambrofius&ttX  in  a  very  advanced 

Arthur  fucceeded  Ambrofut  in  the  go- 
vernment, and  his  name  was  terrible  to 
'the  Saxons :  he  was  crowned  at  Caerkon, 
and  defeated  the  Northumbrian*  on  the  bor- 
ders of  the  rivet  Rib  r cat,  that  runs  through  , 
Laneajbire,  which  was  his  tenth  viftory  over 
Che  Saxons  ;  and  foon  after  again  defeated 
another  army  of  theirs  at  Cadbury  in  $*- 
mefftt/bire, 

511.  The  battle  of  Baden-Hill  near 
Bath,  where  a  moft  complete  victory  was 
gained  by  Arthur,  wherein  two  of  the  Saxon 
chiefs  were  (lain,  and  Ctrdic  was  obliged 
to  retire  to  an  inacceflible  poll.  Here  Ar- 
thur flew  400  with  his  own  hand. 

5x2.  The  Piils  made  a  defcent  in  the 
north  in  favour  of  the  Saxons,  againft 
whom  Arthur  went,  defeated  them,  and 
ravaged  their  country. 

The  fame  year  died  Gutn'rver,  the  wife 
•f  Arthur,  and  me  was  buried  in  the  county 
•f  /Input  in  Scotland. 

Arthur  retired  to  Tork  to  regulate  the  af- 
fairs of  the  church. 

5;  1 3.  Cerdic  received  a  fupply  of  troops, 
which  landed  at  Caljbot  in  Hampjbire,  from 
Ccmaiiy,  to  reinforce  his  army,  after 
his  defeat  at  Baden-Hill  \  took  the  field 
again,  and  committed  great  devaluations. 
'  519.  Ctrdic  defeated  the  Britons,  which 
made  them  defpair  of  extirpating  the  Sax- 
sax. 

520.  The  bimopricof  St.  Davidt  found- 
ed by  Arthur,  and  Dubritiui  was  the  rirft 
BiAiop. 

521.  Ceriie  founded  the  IPr^ 
kingdom,  and  was  crowned  at  WincLefitr, 
93  years  after  his  arrival  in  Britain. 

527.  Ercbetnvin  began  to  aflume  the  title 
pf  King  of  the  Ejfi  Saxons. 

About  the  fame  time  multitudes  of  Angles 
landed  on  the  caftern  couft  of  Britain,  where 
without  difficulty  they  fettled,  and'  founded 
a  fifth  kingdom  under  the  name  of  Eafi 
Angles, 

Arthur  was  in  the  north  when  they 
landed,  and  Cerdic  gave  him  battle  and  de- 
feated him  at  Cbtrdfey  in  Buckingham/hire, 
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528.  Arthur  made  a  treaty  with  CerdU 
and  a  flurried  the  title  of  Emperor. 

C30.  Cerdic  fubdurd  the  Ifle  of  Wight 
and  cruelly  deftroytd  the  inhabitant!. 

53 1.  Modred,  Arthur  %  nephew,  debauch- 
ed the  Queen  in  private,  and  married  her 
publickly  ;  furrendered  a  great  part  of  Ar- 
thur x  dominions  to  Cerdic,  and  was  crowned 
King  of  the  remainder  at  London. 

532.  Cerdic  invited  over  more  Saxons, 

533.  Cerdic  gave  the  Ifle  of  Jftgbt  to> 
his  nephews* 

535.  Arthur  returned  from  Armorica  and 
difcovtring  Modred 's  villany,  raifed  for- 
ces, and  after  feveral  defeats  in  favour 
of  Arthur,  a  decifive  one  was  fought  in 
542,  near  Camelftrd,  wherein  both  fell,  and 
with  Arthur  all  the  hopes  of  the  Britons*

The  Saxons,  though  they  were  divided 
into  feven  kingdoms,  were  for  the  mod  part 
fubject  unto  only  one,  who,  by  way  of  dt- 
ftinSion,  was  ftiled  the  King  of  the  Englijh 
nation  }  thofc  who  were  more  powerful 
than  the  reft,  giving  law  unto  the  others, 
in  their  fevera!  turns. 

HE  NCI  ST,  firft  monarch  of  Britain, 
landed  in  the  ifle  of  Tbanet,  449  ;  and  after 
having  furpriftd  Portigem,  and  put  to  death 
a  great  number  of  the  Britons,  took  poflef^ 
fion  of  the  beft  part  of  his  dominions,  nn<M\ 
laid  the  foundation  of  the  tnonarchy.  He 

bore 
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bore  in  his  rtandard  the  white  horfe  bla- 
zoned, in  the  lame  manner  as  borne  by  the 
dukes  of  Brunjtvick.  He  was  born  at  Anuria 
in  Weftpbalia,  and  left  behind  him  two  Ions 
and  a  daughter,  having  reigned  thirty-three 
years,  died  in  4S8,  and  was  fucceeded  by 

ELLA,  the  fecond  monarch,  Cent  for  by 
Hengift  in  the  23d  year  of  his  reign,  who 
brooght  with  him  a  iopply  of  Saxons,  and 
landed  at  Sborebam'xnS affix.  He  continued  in 
fit-bain  nve  years,  harraffing  the  natives,  be- 
fore be  affumed  the  title  of  king  of  the  Soutb- 
Saxons,  which  he  governed  for  fix  years  be- 
fore the  death  of  Hengift,  after  whom  he 
fucceeded  as  the  fecond  monarch.  He  had 
three  fons,  the  eideft  died  before  their  fa- 
ther, and  the  youngeft  fucceeded  htm  in  the 
kingdom  of  the  South-Saxons.  Ella  was 
'fucceeded  by 

CERDJC,  the  third  monarch,  who  ar- 
rived in  Britain  and  overcame  a  Bri'ijb  love- 
reign,  called  Natanleod,  near  the  f;  ot  now  cal- 
led CAW,  in  Hamfjblre,  in  the  fevemh  year 
oftbe  reign  of  EIL'%  monarchy,  and  in  about 
fix  years  after  began  the  kingdom  of  the 
Weft-Saxons,  where  he  reigned  thirteen 
years,  when  he  affumed  the  n)onarchy,which 
he  continued  the  fpace  of  twenty-one  years, 
and  dying  in  $34,  left  two  fons. 

KENRIKE,  fecond  king  of  the  Weft-Sa- 
jrwri,  fourth  monarch,  the  eideft  fon  of  C^r- 
die,  and  immediately  after  the  death  of  his  fa- 
ther, fucceeded  in  his  whole  dominions.  He 
twice  defeated  the  Britons  in  the  3»d  year  of 
his  age.  He  reigned  26  years,  and  died  560* 
He  left  three  fons,  the  eideft  was 

CHEVLINE,  the  third  king  of  the  Weft. 
Saxont,  and  filth  monarch,  fucceeded  his 
father  in  both  his  dignities,  and  enlarged 
his  kingdom  of  the  Weft-Saxons )  but  treat- 
ing his  fubjectt  with  contempt,  he  was  by 
them  compelled  to  abdicate  his  throne  in 
the  thirty-third  year  of  his  reign,  and  died 
in  banifhment  in  593.  He  had  two  fons, 
the  youngeft  of  whom  furvived  him. 

ETHELBERT,  fifth  king  of  Kent,  and 
firth  monarch  of  Britain,  began  to  reign  593. 
St.  Auguftine  firft  arrived  in  his  dominions, 
in  596,  with  his  followers,  were  entertained 
by  the  king  at  Canterbury,  where  they  fettled, 
and  to  whofe  doctrine  Erbelbert  became  a 
convert,  and  gave  Canterbury  to  the  ufe  of 
the  Auguftines.  He  alfo  procured  from 
Ethe&crt  the  gift  of  an  idol  temple  without 
the  walls  of  the  city,  as  a  burial  place  for 
himfelf  and  fucceflbrs,  which  he  afterwards 
converted  into  a  monaftery.  This  King  was 
the  firft  that  caufed  the  laws  of  the  land  to 
be  collected  and  iraoflatcd  into  Saxon,  and 


heptarchy; 

did  many  things  that  are  worthy  to  be  er* 
amples  to  bis  lucccfibri.  He  died  February 
24,  616,  the  twenty-fir*  of  his  chriftiaaity, 
the  twenty -third  of  his  monarchy,  and  me 
fifty-fixth  of  his  reign  over  Kent,  and  waa 
buried  at  Canterbury.  His  firft  wife  *waa 
the  daughter  of  CbUferike,  king  of  France* 
by  whom  he  bad  three  childrtn,  a  fon  aiyi 
two  daughters.  He  had  a  fecond  wife, 
whofe  name  is  not  tranf mined  to  us,  being 
unworthy  of  remembrance,  for  marrying; 
her  fon-in-law  after  the  death  of  hii  father. 
Poj>e  Bomriface  prefentcd  Etbelbert'*  eideft 
daughter,  Erhtlburge,  with  a  looking  glafa 
and  an  ivory  comb,  £  which  was  preferved 
in  Sir  Robert  Cotton  %  collection)  in  order  tQ 
induce  her  to  be  married  to  Edwin,  king  of 
Nort  bum/  erland. 

REDWALD,  third  king  of  \\\tEaft-An- 
gles,  became  the  feventh  monarch  or  Bri- 
tain about  616  j  and  in  the  twenty-fourth 
year  of  his  reign  over  the  Eaft- Angles  j  who 
in  the  fecond  year  of  his  reign  had  efta- 
blifhed  Edwin  on  the  throne  of  Northumber- 
land. He  d  ed  in  the  eighth  year  of  hie 
monarchy,  and  tbe  thirty-fint  of  ir.t  reign 
over  the  Eaft  •  Ar.glts,  in  the  year  of  drift 
624.  He  had  two  fons,  the  eideft  died  be- 
fore his  father,  and  the  youngeft  fucceeded 
him  in  the  throne  of  the  Erf-Angles. 

EDWIN  the  Great,  king  of  Northumber- 
land, fucceeded  Redtvald  as  tbe  eighth  mo- 
narch of  Britain,  in  the  year  624  }  he  waa 
the  firft  chriftian  :nd  the  ninth  king  of 
Northumberland.  He  received  baptifm  the 
1 2th  of  April  in  the  eleventh  year  of  hia 
reign,  in  627,  about  one  hundred  and  eighty 
years  after  the  arrival  of  the  Saxons.  He 
loft  his  life  in  a  battl-,  October  4,  633,  th« 
fixth  of  his  chriftianlty,  the  ninth  ot  hia 
monarchy,  and  the  forty 'feventh  year  of  hia 
age.  His  body  was  buried  at  Whitby,  in 
Yorkjbire.  He  had  two  fons  by  his  firft 
wife,  by  his  fecond  he  had  two  fona  and  two 
daughters. 

OSWALD,  the  tenth  king  of  Northum- 
berland, and  the  ninth  monarch  of  Britain, 
in  634,  erected  a  crofs  of  wood,  which  ia 
faid  by  Bed*,  to  be  the  firft  alt*r  to  Cbrijl 
among  the  Bemicians.  He  waa  (lain  at 
Maferfitld  in  Sbropfbire,  Augvft  1,  643,  in 
the  ointh  year  ot  his  monarchy,  and  the 
tbirty-eighth  of  his  age.  He  married  Kine- 
burg,  daughter  of  Kin?ils,  the  firft  chriftian 
king  of  the  Weft-Saxons,  by  whom  he  had 
a  fon  n^med  EtbeJivald. 

OSWT,  the  eleven*  h  king  of  Northumber- 
land, became  the  tenth  mor.arch  of  Britain 
in  643,  on  O&obtr  1 3.    He  totally  defeated 
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Ptnda  the  Mercian,  and  £/£rWking  of  the 
Eafi-Anght^on November  6,  67 3, and  reigned 
3h  great  gl  >ry  for  thirty-three  years,  He  it 
vras  that  tedded  the  long  controverfy  for 
the  cdrbr.-iian  of  Eafier.  He  died  February 


I  5,  670. 


H;S  wit.  was  the  daughter  oi '  Ed- 


m>in  of  NtrtbumbrtLi.J,  by  whom  he  hid 
two  fons  and  two  daughters. 

WVLFHERE,  fixth  king  of  the  Mer- 
cians, became  eleventh  monarch  of  Brrain  in 
6715  he  be£?n  to  reign  in  Mernt  in  659,  and 
reigned  over  them  levcntcen  years,  and  was 
monarch  of  Briain  four,  He  died  in  675, 
and  was  buried  at  Peterborough.  He  married 
the  daughter  ofErcombert  of  Kent,  by  whom 
lie  had  three  fons  and  a  daughter. 

ETHELRED,  the  fevenih  king  of  Mer- 
da,  and  the  twelfth  monarch  of  Britain, 
fuvceeded  his  brother  Wulfbtrt  in  both  dig- 
nities, in  67c.  In  the  beginning  of  his 
reign  hedefoiated  great  part  of  Kent,  and  in 
677  deftroyed  the  city  of  Rochcflcr,  and 
many  religious  foundations  ;  in  recompence 
for  which  he  became  a  monk,  and  died 
abbot  of  Bradney,  in  the  thirtieth  year  of 
bis  reign,  and  of  Cbrift  705.  He  married 
the  daughter  of  Of  ivy,  of  Northumberland, 
by  who:Ti  he  had  •  fon  who  outlived  his  fa- 
ther but  did  not  Jucceed  him  in  hit  ho- 
nours. 

KENRED,  his  nephew,  the  eighth  king 
of  Mercia,  and  thirteenth  monarch,  fuc- 
cecded  his  uncle  in  his  dominions  in  705, 
and  reigned  in  peace  for  fouryears,  and  then 
following  his  uncle's  example,  became  a 
monk.  In  his  reign  pope  Conjlantine  or- 
dained the  adoration  of  images  to  comme- 
morate faints.    He  was  fucceeded  by 

CHELRED,  fon  to  Etbelred,  ninth  king 
Of  the  Mercians,  and  the  fourteenth  monarch, 
in  709.  He  was  killed  in  battle  with  Iras, 
king  of  the  rVefi-Saxuns,  afttr  a  reign  of 
ieven  years,  716.  He  died  without  chil- 
dren, and  was  buried  at  Litchfield, 

ETHELBALD  I.  tenth  king  of  the 
Mercians,  became  fifteenth  monarch  of  Bri- 
tain, in  7r6.  The  beginning  of  his  reign 
**as  debauched,  but  he  reformed  on  being 
admonifhed  by  Cutlbtrt,  archbifhop  of  Can- 
terbury, and  by  way  of  an  atonement  built 
Cropland- Abbey  in  Lincolnshire.  In  the  thir- 
tieth year  of  his  reign  it  wn  enacted  that 
the  fcriptures  mould  be  read  in  monaftcrie?, 
and  the  Lord's  prayer  and  Creed  taught  in 
the  Saxoo  tongue.  In  the  fortieth  year  of 
Ilis  reign  he  was  (lain  by  his  own  fubjecls, 
wh^n  he  was  leading  bis  troops  againft  Cuth- 
fW  the  Weft-Saxm,  at  Secondinr,  three  miles 
from  Tarm/ertb  in  fVanvickJbire,  and  was

buried  at  Repton  in  Do-lxjhire,  in  757,  leav- 
ing neither  vufe  nor  chu.% 

OFFA,  ihc  nth  king  of  the  Mercians, 
and  1 6th  monarch.  He  was  born  lame, 
deaf,  and  blind,  which  continued  till  he 
arrived  to  manhood,  when  the  Mercian  no- 
bles received  him  for  their  king,  and  he 
began  his  reign  with  a  greater  profpect  of 
glory  thnn  any  of  his  |;redeccfl"ors.  He 
took  «p  arms  againft  Kent,  flew  their  king 
at  Ott rford,  and  concurred  that  kingdom. 
He  made  great  havock  beyond  the  U  umber, 
whcr.ee  returning  triumphant,  he  went 
againft  the  Weft-Saxws.  He  cauftd  a  great 
trench  to  be  dug,  from  Brijld  to  Bajing~ 
wark  in  Flir.tjbire,  as  the  boundary  of  the 
Britons  who  harboured  in  Walts,  in  774  ; 
which  the  lVtljb  endeavoured  to  deftroy,  but 
were  rcpulfed  with  great  lefs.  The  ledger- 
book  of  St.  Albans  fays,  Cffa  firft  ordained 
the  founding  of  trumpets  before  the  kings 
of  England,  to  denote  his  appearance,  and 
require  refpefr.  He  repulfed  the  Danes,  to 
their  great  lofs.  He  admitted  his  fon  £<»■- 
ftyd  a  partner  in  his  fovereignty,  and  out  of 
devotion  paid  a  vifit  to  Rome,  w  here  he  made 
his  kingdom  fuhject  to  a  tribute,  then  call* 
ed  Pctcr-pcnce,  and  procured  the  canoniza- 
tion of  St.  A'ban.  At  his  return  he  built 
St.  Albans  monaftcry,  oppofite  Verolanium 
in  Hertford/hire,  793.  He  died  at  Offley, 
June  29,  794,  in  the  39th  year  of  his  reign, 
and  was  buried  at  Bedford,  in  a  chapel  fince 
fw allowed  up  by  the  river  Oufe.  He  had 
iffue  by  his  queen,  one  fon  and  three  daugh- 
ters. 

EGFRTD,  the  12th  king  of  the  Mer- 
cians, and  17th  monarch  of  Britain,  fucceed- 
ed his  father  in  both  dignities,  on  the  13th 
of  July,  794  j  died  the  17th  of  December  fol- 
lowing, and  was  buried  in  the  abbey  church 
of  Sr.  Athens,  leaving  neither  wife  or  child. 

KEN  WOLFE,  13th  king  of  the  Mer- 
cians^ and  iflth  monarch,  fucceeded  Egfryd 
in  795.    He  w  as  an  example  of  piety,  and 
impartially  adminifterod  juftice  ;   he  was 
temperate,  humble,  courteous,  without  o- 
ftcntation,  in  peace  frudious  to  enrich  hit 
fu  ejects,  and  in  war  firm  and  determined, 
which  crowned  his  endeavours  with  victo- 
ry.   He  conquered  Kent,  gave  that  king- 
dom to  Cutbred,  and  kept  their  king  Pren 
captive  in  Merda.    He  built  Wir.bcmb 
monaftery  in  G/oucefierJfjirc,  where  he  led 
Pren  to  the  altar,  and  releafed  him  without 
ranfomor  even  intreaty.    He  died  in  819, 
in  the  2adye?r  of  his  reign,  and  was  buried 
at  Wlncbcmb.    He  left' one  fon  and  two 
I  daughters, 

1        C  EGBERT 
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EGBERT,  the  17th  king  of  the  Wtji-  j 
Saxsnt,  and  19th  but  firft  fole  monarch  of 
the  EngVtJk.  He  began  his  reign  over  the 
Wep-Saxcnt  in  800.  The  Cirnlfj  and  Weljb 
aflociated  ?gainft  him,  which  provoked  him 
to  enact  a  law,  commanding  no  Briton  to 
prefume  to  pafs  Offas  ditch,  and  immediate 
death  to  his  enemies  that  durft  fct  foot  up- 
on Eng/ijb  ground.  He  took  Cbe/ler,  and 
caufed  their  broken  image  of  Cadivallo  to  be 
thrown  down  from  the  weftern  gate  of  Lon- 
don. He  conquered  Merc'ta,  and  laid  the 
foundation  of  the  fole  monarchy.  His  fuc- 
cefs  was  Co  great,  in  a  war  undertaken  in 
809,  that  in  one  campaign  he  reduced  all 
Cermuali  to  his  obedience.

The  government  of  the  Heptarchy,  from 
llengifis  arrival  to  its  diifolHtian.  was  378 
years.  Various  circumflanccs  occurred  to 
procure  that  event  ;  the  principal  of  w  hich 
was  the  gre.it  inequality  amonglt  the  feven 
kingdoms,  in  extent  and  power.  The  Hep- 
tarchy w  as  hardly  founded,  before  the  kings 
of  Wrjftx  ftibducd  SuJJ'ex  and  Kent ;  and  the 
kings  of  Mercia  had  neaily  conquered  Ef- 
j(Xy  when  it  was  itfelf  reduced  by  Egbert, 
and  Eafi  Anglia  was  conquered  by  the  Atfer- 
cum.  But  the  principal  caufe  ot  the  dif- 
folution  was  the  default  of  male  heirs  in 
the  1  oval  families  of  all  the  kingdoms, 
Wfjj'ix  excepted  J  whence  arofc  thofe  divi- 
'fion«;  among  the  prc.it  men,  which  exceed- 
ingly weakened  their  refpcclivc  ftatcs.

Atheljlan  purfued  them  with  his  fleet, 
and  took  nine  of  their  {hips  near  Sandwich 
in  Kent. 

852.  Notwithftanrfing  their  ill  fuccefs 
laft  year,  they  landed  again,  in  the  Thames, 
where  th«y  arrived  with  300  fhips,  and  no- 
thing being  able  to  oppufe  them,  they 
landed  near  Lcrdon,  where  they  brgan  their 
ufual  ravages.  London  and  Canterbury  felt 
unmercifully  the  effects  of  their  rapine. 
They  then  attacked  the  King's  aimy,  at 
Caslcy  in  Suiry,  but  met  with  fo  great  a 
defeat  that  but  few  efcaped.  Atheljlan  is 
no  more  fpoken  of,  but  fuppofed  to  have 
loft  his  life  in  this  battle. 

853.  The  Wefh  took  up  arms,  but  were 
foon  reduced  to  obedience. 

Etbe'ncdf,  w  ith  the  confent  of  the  tri- 
butary kings  and  his  great  council,  granted 
the  tythes  of  all  England  to  the  church  j 
and  carrying  his  fun  Alfred  along  with  him 
to  Rcir.e  [854]  he  rc'built  the  Englilh  col- 
lege there,  extending  the  gift  of  Petcr- 

■  pence  over  all  his  dominions,  for  the  bet- 
ter fupport  of  theftudents  there.  He  obli- 
ged himfelf  alfo.  to  fend  to  Rome  annually 
300  marks,  2co  whereof  were  to  purchafe 

,  wax  tapers,  for  the  churches  of  St.  Peter 
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and  St.  Paul,  and  the  remaining  hundred]  t« 
beat  the  Pope's  difpofal.  In  his  reti/ri*. 
from  Rcme,  he  vifited  the  court  of  France, 
and  married  Judith,  the  daughter  of  Charles 
king  of  France,  a  princ«fs  of  but  twelve' 
years  of  age,  which  unl'uitablt:  match  in- 
duced his  fon  Ethtlbald  to  confpire  againit 
his  father. 

The  Kiug  returned  to  England,  and  was, 
compelled  by  his  fon  [855]  to  furrendcr  the 
Kentijb  dominions  to  him,  with  the  fame 
power  as  held  by  Atbrifan,  who  was  dead. 

About  this  time,  EStr.und,  a  youth  of  rr»y-« 
al  extractions  was  crowned  king  of  Eefi 
Anglia. 

§56.  Etbeltvolf  finding  death  approach- 
ing, made  his  will,  wherein  he  difpofed  of 
his  dominions  to  Etbelbert,  and  after  his 
deceafc  to  Elided,  and  after  bim  to  Alfred 
his  youngeft  fon.  This  is  the  firft  inflance 
of  our  kings  difpofing  of  their  dominion*, 
by  will. 

857.  Ethel-wolf  dieJ  Jan.  13,  and  was 
buried  at  Stein'mg  in  Suffix,  having  reigned 
20  ye^rs,  leaving  behind  him  four  fons  and 
one  daughter,  who  wat  married  to  But  herd 
king  of  Mercia,  and  died  in  888.  Erbet- 
bald,  his  eldeft  fon,  was  already  in  pofleflion 
of  JVeffex  ;  Etbelbert.  the  fecond  fon,  had 
for  his  /hare  Kent,  Effex,  Surrey  and  Sufftx9 
comprized  under  the  name  .of  the  kingdom, 
of  Kent  but  Ethelred  and  Alfred  were  but' 
ill  provided  for,  till  tbey  afcended  the  throne*

honouring  the  emperor  Charles'' 9  daughter 
with  being  his  queen,  after  his  death,  con- 
trary to  all  laws,  took  her  for  his  own  w  ife. 
This  reign  wa«  remarkable  for  no  event  of 
moment,  nor  for  any  action  of  his  worth 
recording,  except  being  brought  to  a  fenfe 
of  hit  fault  in  marrying  hi*  Aep-mother, 


for  which  he  was  obliged  to  make  hit, 
peace  with  the  pricfts,  by  donations  to  mo- 
nafteries,  abbeys,  and  other  religious  foun- 
dation!. 

He  reigned  about  two  years  and  a  half, 
and  lrft  his  whole  kingdom  to  his  brother 
Etbelbert.  He  died  Dec.%o,  860,  and  was 
buried  firft  at  Sherburne  in  Derfetjbire,  but 
*  to  Salijbury.

860.  OUccetded  his  brother,  both  by  his 
^  father's  as  well  as  his  brother's 
appointment.  He  was  crowned  Jan.  860-1.

S65.  F.icuJiri  Uj,an  lev.  ing  an  aimy  to 
lateral  them,  hut  his  preparations  occa- 


fioncd  them  haftily  to  embark  with  their 
plunder,  before  they  could  be  inter*, 
ccptcd. 

866.  Ethtlbert  died,  having  reigned  fia\ 
years,  during  which  time  hiftory  affords  but 
few  events  bchdea  thcinvafiona  of  the  X>*«vj» 
He  was  buried  near  his  brother,  at  6ixr» 
borne,  leaving  behind  him  two  ions,  AJbtim* 
and  Etbdward*

866.  t  |"*HE  third  fon  of  Etbehoolf,  fec- 
J[    ceeded  to  the  crown,  in  whofe 
reign  the  Danes  commit  great  ruvaget  thro' 
tfce  whole  kingdom. 

8G7.  The  Djr.a  in  particular  ravaged 
the  monaftcries  for  their  moft  valuable  cf- 
fe&e,  and  multitude,  of  nuns  were  cxpofed 
tet  their  lufl.  To  prevent  the  like  at  Col- 
dir.gkcm  in  the  county  of  March  in  Scotland, 
the  abbefs  and  nuns  cut  off  their  ncfrs  and 
Upper  lip,  to  fcrcen  themfclves  from  the 
outrages  they  were  threatened,  with,  for 
which  the  Danes  fct  fire  to  the  monaftery, 
and  the  nuns  were  all  burnt  in  it.  They

871.  Ethelred  overthrew  the  Danes  at> 
Afftndo;  which  was  the  greitcft  lota  the 
Danes  had  ever  met  with  in  England* 
had  nine  fct  battles  with  the  Datta  in  onei 
year,  and  waa  wounded  between  Al>mgdi», 
and  Wallingford  in  Berkfkire,  which  occa* 
fioned  his  death,  April  27,  872.  He  was. 
buried  at  Winbvne  in  Dorfet/hhe,  and  left- 
two  foot  and  one  daughter. 
'    In  this  reign  happened  a  great  plague.

S72.  T7*Ourth  fon  of  Etbehoclf,  fucceerf- 
JP  ed  his  brother  in  the  aid  year 
of  hi*  af.e,  was  crowned  at  Winch* Jltr,  and 
is  diftinguifiu-d  by  the  title  of  Alfred  the 
Great,  at  whofe  coronation  was  firft  ufed 
the  ceremony  of  crowning  and  anointing. 
He  was  born  at  Wantage  in  Berks,  849,  and 
was  obliged  to  take  the  field  againti  the 
Dana  within  one  month  after  his  corona- 
tion, at  Wiltcn  in  Wilts,  with  various  fttc- 
cefs,  but  at  Jcn^th  defeated  them. 

876.  The  Danes  divided  their  army ;  one 
part  feired  on  Exeter  where  they  wintered, 
and  the  other  went  to  Northumberland.  Al- 
fred defeated  them  at  Exeter^  but  they  again 
made  bead  aeainft  him  at  Cbiptenbam,  where 
he  was  worried,  and  foon  after  at  Briflol, 
where  he  recovered  ftrength,  and  attacked 
them  in  camp,  at  Abingdon  in  Berkptire. 
He  fought  feven  battles  with  them  the  fame 
year. 

877.  Another  fuccour  of  Danes  arrived, 
and  Alfred  was  obliged  to  difgvife  bimfelf 
in  the  fervice  of  a  ftiepherd,  in  the  ifle  of 
AJderfty,  in  the  county  of  Somtrftt, 


878.  In  the  difgaife  of  a  mud  clan,  he 
difcovered  the  Danes*  carcleft  way  of  liv. 
ing,  and  collecting  his  fcattered  friends,  at- 
tacked and  defeated  them. 

He  compelled  their  king  Gut  brum,  with 
thirty  of  the  chiefs  of  the  army,  and 
divers  of  the  common  Jbldiers,  to  be  bap- 
tized, and  forced  them  to  retire  oat  of  the 
kingdom.

that  had  a  method  of  dividing  time  t>y  c  in- 
dies made  of  wax,  marked  with  lines 
which  ferved  for  fo  many  hours  ;  :tnd  to 
prevent  the  wind  from  making  tlurn  burn 
tinfteadily,  he  invented  the  expedient  of 
inclofing  them  in  lanthorns. 

892.  The  Dana  arrived  again  with  250 
fliips,  and  harrafkd  the  land. 

893.  The  Dana  with  300  fail  of  ihips 
invaded  England  again,  under  one  Hajiirgs, 
and  were  encountered  at  fea  by  the  rti  ;  s 
lately  built  by  king  Alfred^  whereupon 
a  peace  en  feed.

He  h  id  by  hb  firft  queen,  two  fons  and  * 
daughter;  by  his  fecond  queen,  two  fon« 
and  five  duir;htcrs ;  and  by  his  third  and  lajfc 
quern,  he  had  two  fons  and  two  daughter*. 

He  is  fuid  to  h  ve  foupht  56  fet  battles 
with  the  Danes  by  fca  and  land.  The  fam« 
y^r  hedi-d  he  formrd  a  body  of  laws,  af- 
terwards made  ufe  «f  by  Edward  the  Con- 
fe.Tor,  and  w-s  the  grnund-work  of  the  prc- 
fent.  H>:  o?K>.-d  his  nobles  to  bring  up 
their  children  to  learning,  and  to  induce 
th-.m  thoi,  t  •■»,  he  permitted  none  into  office 
unlris  they  were  learned. 

He  conferred  the  order  of  knighthood 
upon  his  grand  on  Atbf'jian,  who  appears  to 
be  the  firft  knii-ht  ever  made  ty  any  of  our 
Engiif't  monarch*. 

This  prince  took  a  furvry  of  all  England, 
the  rr.I's  whereof  were  lodged  at  W~incbcfler\ 
from  which  model  Doorrulay-bo ok  was  af- 
terward made  by  iFifHam  the  Conqueror, 
but  with  more  exaclnefs.

The  D.;ncs  lan^'ci  again,  and  haf» 
inp  ravaged  the  country,  returned  home 
with  the  plii  uier.

925.  Ed-ward  died  in  the  24th  year  of 
his  reign,  at  Fan-in^dc-n  in  Bcrkfcire,  and 
was  buried  near  his  father.

929.  Atbelflan  returned  to  England,  and 
Arlaff,  a  Danilh  prince,  brother  of  Gcdfrid 
w  ho  had  fled  to  Ireland,  returned  to  Scotland, 
and  induced  Conflantine,  who  was  dif^uftcd 
with  Atbelflan  for  his  haughfy  behaviour  to 
him  at  Dacrt,  to  embark  in  concert  with 
bim  to  recover  Northumberland.

95  c.  Atl-ilflan  marched  rrgainft  Scttlanet, 
but  curcluvi-j  a  peace  with  Cmflantine  and 
rcfto:ed  him  :ill  the  places  he  had  taken. 

936.  A  frefh  war  in  the  north,  and 
Atbelflan  expelled  the  Scots  out  of  Cumber- 
land. 

937.  A  fcrere  froft  in  England,  which 
lalted  120  days  \  it  began  Dec.  22. 

935.  Corflantire  of  Scotland  renewed  th* 
war,  and  received  afliftar.ee  from  Atdyff  of 
Ireland. 

At  the  indication  of  n  courtier,  Atbelflan 
condemned  his  brother  Edwin  V*  be  cxpofed 
in  a  boat  without  oar$,  out  of  v»h:c  t  the 
Prince  leapt  into  the  lea  and  w  is  drowned. 
The  King  had  remorfc  fcr  his  conduct,  and 
to  avert  the  vcmeance  of  God,  built  Mid" 
dlcitn  abbey  in  Dznrttl  ire,  and  foon  after 
ordered  his  advuer  of  the  murcer  to  be  be- 
headed. 

He  defeated  the  united  furcrs  of  the  Dam 
and  Scots,  and  made  the  princes  of  iValu 
tributary  to  him.

He  increased  the  royal  navy  to  360  fliipt, 
maintained  the  dominion  of  the  narrow 
&as,  and  reigned  in  greater  fpleador  than 
any  of  his  predeceflors :  he  built  Ramfey 
abbey,  and  47  other  monafteries  in  different 
parti  of  the  kingdom.

960.  He  made  ievere  laws  to  punifh 
corrupt  magittrates,  but  his  great  attach- 
ment to  the  monks  contributed  to  his  great 
fame.

In  this  reign  the  controverfics  between 
the  regular  and  the  fecular  clergy  run  high  :

975.  He  died  in  the  thirty- fecond  year 
of  his  age,  and  the  feventcenth  of  his  reign, 
and  was  buried  in  the  abbey  of  Glajlcnbury. 
Among  other  laws,  he  enacted  one  to  fup- 
prefs  exceffive  drinking,  ordaining  a  fise  by 
pins  in  the  cup,  with  penalties  to  any  who 
fliould  prefume  to  drink  deeper  than  the 
mark  ;  and  iropofed  on  the  princes  of 
fVaki  a  tribute  of  wolves  heads,  thct  for 
three  years  amounted  to  300  each  year, 
which  extirpated  them,  and  the  tribute 
ceafed.  He  obliged  eight  tributary  princca 
to  row  him  in  a  barge  on  the  river  Dee,  in 
960,  when  he  made  a  vifit  from  Cbe/ler  to 
the  mnnaftcry  of  St.  John  Baptlft. 

He  left  two  fons  and  a  daughter ;  Ed- 
ward, his  eldeft  fon,  was  bom  of  a  concu- 
bine, and  his  youngett,  Ethebrd,  was  the  fon 
of  ElfrtJa  ;  Edit  ha  %  his  daughter,  was  a  nun 
and  afterwards  tainted.  He  exhaufted  the 
trcafury  in  building  monasteries.

979.  King  Edward  is  murdered  [May  tSJ 
near  Corfe  caftle,  by  his  ftep-mothcr,  queen 
E.'frida,  to  make  room  for  htr  fon.  This 
Prince  had  little  more  than  the  name  of 
King  for  about  three  years  and  a  half.  For 
his  innocence  and  fuppofed  miracles,  after 
his  death,  he  obtained  the  furname  of  Mar- 
tyr. He  was  buried  firft  at  IFarbam,  and 
afterwards  removed  to  Shaft  ft  vry. 

To  arte  ne  for  his  murder,  Elfrida  found- 
ed two  nunneries,  one  at  Ambreflury,  the 
other  at  JVbcrtoell  near  Andwer,  in  which 
lad  flie  fliut  herfelf  up,  to  do  penance  the 
remainder  of  her  days.

Figures  in  arithmetic  firft  introduced  in

The  Dana  invaded  the  kingdom,  but 
were  reftrained  from  further  tnifchiefs  by 
Etbebrtd  paying  them  10,000/.   to  defift 
and  depart  \  notwithftanding  they  then  de- 
parted, fo  great  an  emolument  excited  them 
to  commence  hoftilities  foon  after,  and  they 
made  frequent  invafions,  in  993,  095,  996, 
998,  and  999,  receiving  at  one  payment 
about  30,000/.  raifed  by  a  land-tax  called 
Danegeh,  and  the  Danes  grew  fo  imperious 
as  to  acquire  the  title  of  Lord-Danes,  which 
induced  Etbelred  to  order  a  general  maflacre 
of  them  on  N*v.  13,  1002,  which  be^an 
at  Wehv'tn  in  liertfordfltire.    This  act  cx- 
afperated  the  Danes,  and  excited  them  to  re- 
venge their  countrymen's  deaths ;  for  which 
purpofe  Swain  landed  on  the  coaft  of  Devon, 
in  1003,  and  on  the  coaft  of  Norfolk  the 
year  following,  when  he  deftrnyed  the  city 
of  Nurwnb  and  the  town  of  Tbetfurd',  n:>r 
did  he  quit  the  kingdom  till  Etbelred  had 
paid  him  36,000/.  which  he,  the  year  fol- 
lowing, derrundedas  an  annual  tribute  j  to 
enforce  the  payment  of  this  demand,  he  fent 
a  fleet  j  to  oppsfc  which,  in  1007,  Etbelred 
fitted  out  one  much  larger  than  any  ever  pof- 
fcflsd  by  his  predeceflbrs  ;  but  by  the  dif- 
fenfions  of  the  nobility,  it  was  rendered  ufc- 
lcfs,  and  the  Danes  pillaged  Kent,  and  fe- 
curcd  their  winter  quarters  in  the  iffc  of 
Tbanet.    In  the  fpring  of  1008,  they  fub- 
dued  great  part  of  the  kingdom,  pilljging 
whcre\'er  they  went.    To  flop  their  pro- 
gxefs,  it  was  agreed  to  pay  them  48,000/. 
to  quit  the  kingdom,  in  10 it.

Soon  after,  Swam  entered,  the  H umber 
,  again,  threatening  defolation  to  the  whole 
kingdom,  which  fo  intimidated  the  unhappy 
Etbe/red,  that  he  retired  to  the  ifle  of 
Wight,  and  fent  his  fons,  with  their  mother 
Emma,  into  Normandy  to  her  brother,  and 
Swat*  took  poflcflion  of  the  whole  king- 
dom in  the  year  1013. 

Swain  was  proclaimed  King  of  England, 
and  no  perfon  difputed  his  title.  The  firft 
act  of  fovcrci^nty  he  exercifed  was  laying 
on  the  people  an  tnfupportable  tax  \  which, 
however,  he  did  not  live  to  fee  enforced,  aa 
he  died  a  few  weeks  after. 

1014.  Swain  was  killed  at  Thetfvrd  in 
Norfolk,  but  by  what  hand  our  historians 
do  not  inform  us,  unlefs  we  give  credit  to 
that  monkifti  ftory,  once  fo  common,  that 
he  was  killed  by  St.  Edmund,  upon  his 
threatening  to  deltroy  the  town  and  monks 
of  St.  Edmund/bury.  He  was  buried  at 
York. 

Landisfeme  fee  removed  to  Durban. 

Canute,  fon  of  Swain,  was  proclaimed 
March  10x4,  and  endeavoured  by  fever*! 
alts  of  munificence,  to  gain  the  affections 
of  his  Engli/k  fubjeets,  but  without  fuccefs. 

1014.  Etbelred  II.  returned  at  the  invita- 
tion of  his  fubjects,  and  Canute  left  England. 

Etbelrtd'%  Avarice  and  cruelty  foon  oegan 
to  (hew  itfelf,  by  his  exalting  large  furoa 
from  his  lubjefts,  and  two  Danifk  Lords 
were  facrificed  for  thair  eftates. 

Edward  the  King's  fon  married  Alghha, 
widow  of  one  of  thefe  lords,  contrary  tj  hit 
father's  knowledge  or  con  fent. 

Cinute returned  with  a  fleet  of  200  fail  and 
landed  at  Sandwich,  which  occafioned  Ethel- 
red  to  retire  to  the  north  ;  but  by  evading 
a  battle  with  the  Danes  he  loft  the  tft'eetaonl 
of  his  fubjects,  and  retiring  to  London  he 
expired,  nftera  troublefome  reign  of  35  years, 
and  was  buried  at  St.  PauCi,  Aprxlr^,  IOl6w 

In  this  reign  it  was  firft  enacted,  that 
priefts  ftiotild  not  marry  \  it  being  the  cuf- 
tom  before  for  them  to  take  two  or  three 
wives. 

It  was  alfo  enacted,  that  none  ftiould  be 
fold  out  of  the  kingdom  ;  it  being  the  cuf- 
tom  of  the  Englijh,  about  that  time,  to  fell 
their  children  arid  kindred  into  Ireland  for 
flaves,  with  as  little  concern  as  they  did 
their  cattle.

He  enlarged  the  monaftery  of  St,  Ed* 
mundjbury,  and  augmented  its  revenues  ;  he 
founded  a  monaftery  of  Benediffines  in  Nor* 
folk,  at  Benetpiotm,  which  he  profufcly  en- 
dowed, and  gave  a  croft  to  H'incbefter  worth 
one  year's  revenue  of  the  kingdom. 

103a.  In  the  fifteenth  year  of  his  reign, 
he  made  a  voyage  to  Rome,  where  be  be- 
llowed great  part  of  his  riches  to  pious  ufes, 
as  they  were  called  in  thofedays.

A  contention  about  the  fucceflion  be- 
tween the  three  brothers,  and  a  fourth 
party  was  formed  by  the  friends  of  Etbelredt 
children.

Hc'arTived  at  SandwL  b,  June  13,  and  was 
crowned  at  London.  As  foon  as  his  coroaa- 
rfon  was  over,  he  ordered  his  brother  Ha- 
r->ld'%  body  to  be  dug  up,  the  head  to  be 
cut  off,  and  the  body  to  be  thrown  into  the 
Ibamn.  Harold" s  body  was  afterwards

Macbeth,  king  of  Scotland,  wai 
depofed I  by  king  Edward,  and  Malcolm 
made  King  in  his  Mead. 

1055.  Harold,  fon  of  earl  Godwin,  ia 
great  favour  with  Edward. 

Tofii,  Harold**  brother,  made  earl  cf 

Northumberland. 

1056.  Alfgar,  fon  of/  the  duke  •# 
Mir cia,  brother-in-law  \a  Harold,  banifhed, 
for  carrying  on.  treafonable  correfpondence 
with  Griffin,  king  of  Wale*, 

Atfgar  retired  into  Wales  and  was  tt» 
reived  by  Griffin,  and  in  conjunction  they 
entered  Here/ord/lire,  and  deftroyed  Hartford, 
burning  hin  the  church  and  monaftery. 

The  Wtljb  were  defeated  by  Harold,  who 
procured  Edward'*  pardon  for  Alfgar,  and 
he  was  rcftored  to  his  eftates. 

The  biihoprick  of  Saftjburf  was  tranflattd 
from  Wilton,  by  Hemannm  the  twenty-fifth 
bifhop  of  Wilton  ;  himfelf  the  firft  bifhop. 
^  1057.  Prince  E.^card.  eldeft  fon  of 
Edmund  Jronfide,  being  fent  for  out  of  Hun- 
gary by  his  uncle  king  Edward,  arrived  ia 
Er.glaxd.  The  crown  belonged  to  him  by 
right  of  inheritance,  if  his  father  Edmund 
Ironjide  was  legitimate  :  but  Matthew  Pari* 
fays,  that  king  Etbelrtd  had  Edmund  Irvnfida 
by  a  concubine. 

1058.  This  year  the  King  ffrit  took  09 
him  to  core  the  cril  by  the  touch. 
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Griffin,  prince  of  Walet,  delivered  by  hit 
fubjects  into  Edward's  pofleffion,  was  put 
to  death  at  Ltaidsn  for  rebellion. 

Leofrie,  the  great  duke  of  Mercia,  died, 
and  was  buried  in  Coventry  monaftcry, 
which  his  lady  had  built.  Coventry  was 
cafed  of  fame  heavy  taxes  by  his  lady  tod'wa. 
His  fon  Alfgkr  fuccecded  him  in  bis  ho- 
nours, and  dying  the  year  following  [1059] 
«ras  buried  near  his  father. 

1060.    Waltbam  crois  built. 

Lincoln  cathedral  built. 

1062.  The  Confeflbr  defigoed  Edward 
for  his  fucceflbr,  but  he  died  foon  after  his 
arrival,  in  the  twenty-founh  year  of  his 
reign,  leaving  one  fon,  named  Edgar  Elbe- 
ring,  and  two  daughter!,  Margaret  and 
Cbrjftian. 

Harold's  ambition  and  hores,  revived 
by  the  death  of  prince  Edward,  afpired 
to  the  crown,  and  went  to  demand  the 
hoftages  given  the  King  by  Gtdwin  his  fa* 
ther,  but  was  referred  to  the  duke  of  Nor- 
mandy, to  whom  he  went,  and  promifed 
William  every  afli  fiance  to  his  afcending  the 
throne. 

1064.  Exeter  cathedra],  as  it  now  is, 
legan  to  be  built.

book  to  be  made. 

Having  been  educated  in  Normandy,  he 
preferred  the  Normans  to  the  highett  poftt 
in  church  and  Rate,  introducing  the  frencb 
language  and  cufloms. 

The  King,  a  little  befoic  bis  death,  de- 
clared the  duke  of  Normandy  (his  coufin  by 
the  mother's  fide)  his  fucceflbr ;  and  this 
was  faid  to  have  been  done  with  the  con- 
fent  of  the  Engl'ijh  nobility. 

King  Edward  was  born  at  JJlip  in  Ox- 
fordfkxre,  and  reigned  twenty-three  years  ; 
he  died  the  fifth  of  Janutry,  1066,  and 
was  buried  at  Wejlminjler.

*  ic68,  April  3.  Rccfhbllfhed  the  tax 
of  Danegelt,  which  occafioncJ  an  oppofition 
at  Exeter,  where  lived  tht  mother  of  Ha- 
rold the  late  King,  which  William  befieged 
in  perfon,  and  reduced  to  termi.  He 
built,  a  ftrong  citadel  in  it,  and  filled  it 
with' a  garrifun.  In  this  city  he  pafTcd  hi* 
Hatter,  and  thither  his  Queen  went  to  him, 
and  was  crowned  the  Whitfuntide  fol- 
Jowing. 

This  year  is  jem.irkablc  for  the  many 
catties  that  were  bulk,  vjr.  Nottingham, 
York,  Lincoln,  Huntingdon,  Cambridge  and 
Durham.

1 100.  This  year  there  happened  an  in- 
nundation  of  the  fca,  which  overflowed  the 
lands  of  Godwin  earl  of  Kent  j  to  this  day 
called  Godwin  Sands. 

The  King  hunting  in  NewForefl,  was

He  married  Matilda,  the 
daughter  of  Malrolm  king  of  Sects,  by  Mar- 
garet his  wife,  fitter  to  Edgar  /ttbcling,  and 
daughter  of  Edward,  fon  of  Edmund  Iron- 
fide  ;  by  which  he  hoped  to  flrcngthen  his 
title  to  the  crown  of  England.

1 101.  Duke  Robert  being  returned  from 
the  holy  land,  raifed  an  army,  with  which 
he  made  adefcent  at  Portfmoutb,  and  claimed 
the  crown  of  England  as  his  birth-right.

He  held  the  firft  great  council  (which 
feme  are  pleafed  to  call  the  firft  parlia- 
ment) wherein  the  prohibiting  prieft*  their 
wives  and  concubines  was  confidercd  j  and 
the  biihops  and  clergy  granted  to  the  King 
the  correction  of  them  for  this  offence } 
by  which  means  he  raifed  vaft  fums  of 
money,  compounding  with  the  pricfts  for 
certain  annual  payments,  to  permit  them 
the  enjoyment  of  their  wives  and  concu- 
bines. 

In  this  King's  reign,  wheat  to  make 
bread  for  one  hundred  men,  one  day, 
was  .valued  at  one  {hilling  j  one  flwcp 
jt  four  pence  j  one  hide  of  land  (as  many 
acres  as  one  team  could  plow)  was  taxed  at 
one  (hilling  per  annum  ;  and  there  being 
244,400  hides  fouth  of  the  Humber,  this 
tax  amounted  to  12,220/.  to  which  may  be 
added,  about  an  eighth  for  the  lands  north 
e(  the  Humber, 


Taxes  in  this  Reich* 
In  the  fixth  year  of  his  reign,  he  fet  i 
fum  upon  every  pari  ft  church,  and  forced 
the  incumbent  to  pay  it,  to  redeem  his 
church. 

He  had  alfo,  during  his  whclc  reign,  a 
connant  annua/  tax  0/  iza\  upon  eveiy 
hide  of  land. 

He  left  100,000/.  in  ready  money,  befidct 
plate  and  jewels  of  inert imable  value. 

HIS  ISSUE. 

He  had  ifTue  by  Maud  of  Scotland,  only 
one  fon,  named  William,  drowned  in  his 
pafl"<!£c  from  Narniandy. 

He  had  alfo  ifTue,  one  daughter,  called 
Maud  the  Emprefs,  being  firit  married  to 
the  empror  Henry  IV.  and  five  natural 
fons  and  nine  daughters. 
Maud's  fecond  hufoand  was  Jtffery  Plan- 
tagenet,  earl  of  Arjou,  by  whortl  (he  had 
Henry  II.  king  of  England,  and  two  other 
fons,  Jeff.ry  and  William,  who  died  with- 
out iffuc.

Sf  then  bifhop  of  Wincbejler,  Rcger  bifliop  of 
alijbury,  and  other  great  men  of  his  fac- 
tion ;  though  himfclf  and  all  the  nobility 
fpiritual  and  temporal,  had  fworn  to  Maud' s 
fucceffion. 

*  He  was  crowned  at  Weftminjler  on  St. 
Stephen'*  day,  Dec.  26,  by  the  archbifhop 
of  Canterbury,  and  received  the  homage  and 
oaths  of  the  nobility  to  be  faithful  to  him. 

Stephen  feized  the  late  King's  treafurcs, 
to  the  amount  of  100,000  pounds. 

1 1 36.  A  great  fire  in  London,  which  de- 
ftroyed  a  great  part  of  the  city,  from  Ald- 
gatelo St.  JWs  church }  the  bridge,  which 
was  of  timber,  was  alfo  burnt. 

Stephen  aboli/hes  Banegelt  for  ever. 

David  king  of  Scotland  aflcmbled  a  body 
of  troops  in  favour  of  Maud,  but  entered  in- 
to a  treaty  after  feizing  onCarlifle  andiWzv- 
eafile,  which  he  retained,  and  the  prince  of 
Scotland  did  homage  for  them. 

There  were  no  lefs  than  1500  ftrong  for* 
pefTcs  in  the  kingdom. 

1 137.  Stephen  reduces  Normandy, 


A  war  with  the  Weft,  where  the  King't 
troops  were  worilcd. 

The  cathedral  of  Roehefier  was  burnt, 
June  3,  as  was  alfo,  the  next  day,  the  whole 
city  of  York,  and  its  cathedral,  with  39 
churches ;  and  the  27th,  the  city  of  Bath 
was  nearly  deftroyed  by  fire.

1 1 62.  Tbcmai  a  Bucket  made  archbifliop 
•f  Canterbury. 

The  King  endeavours  to  reduce  the  ex- 
orbitant power  of  the  clergy. 

A  feci  called  Pubiicam,  rejecting  bap- 
tifm,  theeucharilr,  and  marriage,  came  in- 
to England  out  of  Germany  this  year.  ' 

The  biftiops  pronounce  them  hereticks  ; 
thry  are  burnt  in  the  forehead  and  whipped. 

1163.  The  Archbiihop  and  clergy  infill 
upon  being  exempted  from  the  jurifdiclion 
at'  the  temporal  courts  in  criminal  cafes. 

1 1 64.  Several  ftatutes  made  at  Clarendon, 
to  retrench  the  power  df  the  church, which 
are  fubferibed  by  the  archbiftiops  and  bi- 
fliops. The  Pope  refutes  to  confirm  the 
laws  made  at  Clarendon  by  his  bull.  Bco 
kct  takes  part  with  the  Pope,  agatnft  the 
King,  is  impeached,  tried,  convicted,  and 
£  ned.  He  quits  England,  November  a,  and 
puts  himfclf  under  the  protection  of  the 
Popp  and  the  French  king.  He  is  receiv- 
ed with  great  pomp  by  the  Pope.  This 
•ccafions  a  war  between  France  and  Eng- 
land* 

1 1 65.  Henry  vifits  Normandy  to  confer 
with  the  Pope,  but  is  prevented  by  Bctkct, 
and  returns  to  England. 

The  Weljb  in  arms,  and  endeavour  to 
Jhake  off  the  Engfijh  yoke, 

Henry  returns  10  Normandy. 

He  forbids  all  intcrcourte  of  the  clergy 
with  Rome. 

1 166.  c  mc  German  hereticks  arrived  in 
England,  and  were  condemned  at  Oxford, 
and  the  King  forbidding  any  perfon  to  re- 
lieve them,  they  were  ftarved  to  death. 

A  council  held,  when  excommunication 
was  denounced  by  Becket  againit  the  obfer- 
vcrs  of  the  conftitutions  of  Clarendon. 

1167.  The  emprefs  Maud,  Henry's  mo- 
ther, died  Sfftt  10,  and  was  buried  near 
Rouen. 

Prince  John  born. 

11 68.  llenry,  cldeft  fon  of  king  Henry  II. 
did  homage  to  the  king  of  Trance  for  Anjon 
and  Maine. 


Jefery  the  fourth  fon  of  Henry  II.  by 
the  command  of  his  father,  dij  homage 
alfo  for  Brit  any  ;  and  Jeffery  thereupon  re- 
ceived homage  of  the  barons  of  Br  it  any. 

1 169.  Becket  excommunicates  molt  of 
the  clergy  of  England. 

Princefs  Eleanor,  the  King's  daughter* 
married  to  Alpbcnfus  king  of  Cafi'ile. 

1170.  Jtbn,  fixth  fon  of  king  Henry  II. 
(afterwards  king  of  England)  created  duke 
©t  Cornwall. 

The  King  caufes  his  fon  Henry  to  be 
crowned,  and  William  king  of  Scott,  and) 
his  nobility,  to  fwear  allegiance  and  fealty 
to  him  again  A  all  men,  faving  the  leakjr 
.  they  owed  to  himfelf. 

The  young  King's  coronation,  without 
his  Princefs,  gave  difguft  to  the  French 
court,  and  occasioned  a  mort  war.  Henry 
vifned  Normandy,  and  made  up  his  breach 
with  Becket,  and  held  his  ftirrup  whilrt 
he  was  getting  on  horfeback.  The  excom- 
municated prelates  vifitcd  the  King  in 
Normandy  with  their  complaints,  and  he 
ordered  Becket  not  to  iHr  out  of  the  bound* 
of  his  pari  ft). 

1 171.  He  receives  archbifhop  Becket  into 
favour,  after  fix  years  exile.  Becket  not- 
with/landing  excommunicates  the  King't 
friends,  who  complain  of  this  ufage  to  the 
King. 

1172.  Dec.  30.  Becket  is  murdered  in 
the  cathedra)  tXCanterbury,  by  four  knights. 

The  King's  expedition  againft  Ireland, 
where  he  receives  the  fubmiffion  and  oaths 
of  the  Jrijb  princes. 

He  cunftitutes  his  youngeft  fon  John, 
Lord  of  Ireland,  and  defigned  to  have  made 
him  King,  having  obtained  the  Pope's  con- 
currence. 

The  King  fubmits  to  do  penance  for 
Beekef*  murder,  and  enlarges  the  Pope's 
authority  in  England. 

1173.  A  con  1  piracy  formed  againft  the 
King  by  the  Queen,  the  young  king  Henry, 
and  his  two  brothers,  on  account  of  Fair 
Rofamond,  a  concubine  of  the  King's. 

Qneen  Eleanor  is  made  a  ftate  prifoner. 

1174.  They  draw  the  French  king  and 
the  king  of  Scott  into  the  qoarrrl,  which 
occafions  a  bloody  war,  in  which  William 
king  of  Scott  is  taken  prifoner,  July  I 3« 

Henry  arrived  in  England,  and  reduced  all 
the  infurrrltions. 

King  Henry  fi  nifties  his  penance  for 
Beckct"t  murder,  receives  eighty  hfties  from 
the  hands  of  the  monks  of  Canterbury,  and 
offered  a  gift  of  40/.  per  annum  for  find, 
ine  conftant  lighu  at  Becket' i  tomb  ;  he 
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alfo  agreed  to  pay  the  knights  of  Jerufa- 
tem  the  expence  or  maintaining  200  iol- 
dters  in  the  holy  war. 

A  peace  concluded  between  king  Henry 
acd  his  fons. 

The  king  of  Scotland  and  David  his 
brother,  did  homage  to  king  Henry  II.  for 
all  the  territories  the*/  were  poflcflcd  of, 
vi*.  Sect  land  and  Go/way  j  they  alfo  fwore 
allegiance  to  the  King  and  his  fon  Henry. 

The  bifliops  and  abbots  of  Scotland  fwore 
allegiance  and  fealty  to  the  faid  kings  of 
England,  and  their  heirs. 

They  alfo  fwore  they  would  continue  in 
fubje&ion  to  the  church  of  England, 

The  earls  and  barons  of  Scotland  fwore 
allegiance  and  fealty  to  the  faid  two  kings, 
Henry  and  his  fon. 

This  agreement  was  confirmed  under  the 
frah  of  the  king  of  Scotland,  and  his  bro- 
ther David,  >nd  the  caftfes  of  Roxburgh, 
Berwick,  Cedwortb,  Edinburgh,  and  Ster- 
ling, were  put  into  the  hands  of  king 
Henry  the  elder,  as  a  fecurity  for  the  per- 
formance of  it,  on  the  part  of  the  king  of 
Sc:t:'j*id  and  his  barons. 


1 175.    A  fynod  was  held  at  Wefiminjler,

1 176.  The  kingdom  firft  divided  into 
fix  circa  its,  and  three  judges  appointed  for 
each  circuit. 

Joan,  a  daughter  of  Rofamond, 
was  married  to  William  king  of  Siciry* 

London  bridge  begun  by  Peter  Caiman, 
a  prieft,  which  was  33  years  in  building. 

1 177.  The  French  king  comes  in  pil- 
grimage to  Tbituat  a  Becktt  i  tomb  5  he 
offered  there  a  mafii  ve  cup  of  pure  gold,  and 
gave  to  the  monks  7200  gallons  of  wine 
yearly,  and  made  the  Augujiinet  toll  or  cuf- 
tora  free  throughout  bis  dominions.  The 
feme  time  the  earl  of  ¥  lander  t  had  a  con- 
ference wi:h  Henry,  and  vifited  Becket's 
tomb.  After  which  Htr.ry  went  to  iW- 
vuxndy  in  Auguft  and  returned  in  July  1178. 

Dec.  Henry  purchafed  the  earldom  of 
Afarebe  from  Audebert  its  earl. 

Glaft  windows  began  to  be  ufed  in  pri- 
vate hoafes. 

Henry  feverely  puniihed  the  debaferf  of 
the  coin,  and  in  Nw.  1 180,  there  was  a 
new  coinage. 

This  year  Lnoit,  king  of  France,  died, 
and  waa  fucceeded  by  his  fon  Philip. 

1 181.  Henry  debauched  his  fon  Richard"* 
intended  princefs,  which  gave  great  um- 
brage to  his  fon  j  to  avoid  wbofe  refent- 
he  endeavoured  to  embroil  him  in  a 


quarrel  with  his  brother  Henry,  but  it 
proved  ineffectual,  and  cemented  them  th« 
Stronger  ;  they  formed  a  defign  of  revenge, 
but  were  prevented  by  young  Henry's  death. 

"83,  June  II.  The  young  king  Henry 
died  in  the  thirtieth  year  of  his  age,  having 
borne  the  title  of  King  near  thirteen  years. 

Princefs  Margaret,  young  Henry's  widow, 
was  fent  home  to  her  brother,  and  flie  fome- 
time  after  was  married  to  Beia,  king  of 
Hungary. 

1 1 84.  The  King  gave  50,000  marks  of 
filvcr  to  affrft  at  a  crufade,  but  declined 
going  in  perfon. 

1 185.  An  earthquake  overthrew  the 
church  of  Lincoln,  and  other  churches  ;  at 
the  fame  time  there  was  almoft  a  total 
eclipfe  of  the  fun. 

The  Pope  fent  Henry  a  crown  made  of 
peacock^  (cithers,  for  him  to  crown  his 
fon  John  king  of  Ireland  with.  J*bn  em- 
barked for  that  ilhnrf,  but  loon  alter  re- 
turned. 

The  King's  fon  Richard  rebels  againft 
him  again,  and  is  encouraged  by  the  king

1 1 86.  Henry  threatenc J  to  drfinherit  his 
fon  Richard  for  his  turbulent  conduct, 
which  occasioned  his  fubmiftion. 

1 187.  Aug  19.  Jeffrey,  another  of  the 
King's  fon*,  killed  at  a  tournament  at 
Paris,  and  buried  in  Notre  Dame  church. 

Richard  and  Jcbr,  the  King's  fons,  in. 
conjunction  with  the  king  of  France,  har- 
rafs  Henry. 

1 1S9. ,  Ihnry  was  defrrfed  by  his  French 
fubjects,  and  was  every  where  defeated,  and 
obliged  to  fubmit  to  hard  terms. 

Ji.ly  6.  King  Hcniy  died  in  Normandy, 
with  grief,  uttering  imprecations  .^.ga:nft  hit 
fins, whit  h  the  bifliopi  prefrnt  could  no:  per- 
fuade  him  torevoke,  in  the  fifty-futh  year 
of  his  ?g%  and  the  thirty-fifth  of  his  rciga, 
and  was  buried  at  Fontcvcrard  in  France

but  no  account  what  it  amounted  to. 

A  fecond  fcutagc  to  raifc  men  fcr  the 
ficge  of  Tbctilouft,  in  the  fifth  yor  of  his 
reign,  11 59,  amounting  to  iSo,oco/. 

A  third  fcutage,  in  the  feventh  year  of 
his  reign,  at  two  marks  every  knights  fee. 

In  the  twelfth  cf  his  reign,  two-pence 
in  the  pound  for  the  firft  year,  and  one 
penny  in  the  pcund  for  four  years  alter,  of 
all  rents  and  movable?. 

In  the  fourteenth  of  his  reign,  a  fourth 
fcutagc,  at  a  mark  a  knight's  fee. 
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In  the  eighteenth  of  his  reign,  a  fifth 
fcutage,  uncertain  what  it  was. 

In  the  laft  year  of  his  reign,  a  tenth  of 
all  moveables  tor  the  crufado.

By  hit  queen  Eleanor,  daughter  and  beir 
of  rViUiam.  duke  of  Aquitaine,  he  had  ifluc, 
William  his  eldeft  fon,  born  the  17th  of 
Mgufi  1152,  who  died  "$6.

J1S9.  "O  ICHARD,  (furnamed  Ceeur 
j\  dcLion)  was  the  third,  butcl- 
deft  furviving  fon  of  Henry  II. 

He  releafed  his  mother  Eleanor  who  had 
been  prifoner  fixteen  years,  and  beftowed  on 
her  the  adminiftration  of  government  dur- 
ing his  abfence. 

He  did  homage  to  the  king  of  France, 
and  was  crowned  duke  of  Normandy  at 
Rouen  on  July  20. 

Rkhard  returned  to  England,  and  landed 
at  Port/mouth,  Aug,  12,  and  from  thence 
went  to  rVincbefter,  Aug.  15,  where  he  look 
account  of  his  father  s  treafures,  to  the 
amount  of  900,000/.,  from  whence  he  re- 
turned to  JVefiminJicr. 

Sept.  3.  He  was  crowned  at  rVc/imfcJlcr, 
when  the  mob  falling  upon  the  Jtivs,  who 
came  to  offer  their  prt-fenta,  murdered  many 
of  them,  and  plundered  their  houfes.  The 
example  cf  the  Londoner t  was  followed  at 
Norwich,  Feb*  6,  at  Stanford,  March  7, 
St.  Edmund  s  Bury,  March  lS,  and  at  Lin- 
toln  and  Lynn. 

He  releafrd  the  fubjecYion  of  the  king* 
dom  of  Scotland,  to  fVdliam  king  of  Sets, 
and  delivered  up  to  him  the  catties  of  Rox- 
burgh and  Berwick.

j  191.  The  fun  totally  eclipfed. 

The  regents  in  England  difagreedi  and 
Lcngchamp  ailumrd  the  whols  management, 
which  occa honed  his  being  tried,  condemn- 
ed and  imprifoned  by  prince  John,  whb  alfo 
ejected  him  out  of  the  regency.

Udbu  followed  his  example,  at  the  er pence 
'  the  livet  of  forae  thoufand  chriftiias, 
Sept.  3.  Richard  obtained  *  gre*t  victory 
rex  Saladine,  and  repaired  the  cities  that 
had  been  dismantled,  viz.

Richard  ex  barked  for  England, 
and  was  (hipwrecked  near  AquiUia,  but 
Caking  the  road  to  Vienna,  he  was  feixcd  by 
the  duke  of  Auftria,  who  fent  him  prifoner 
to  the  Emperor,  a.?d  he  was  arraigned  as  a 
criminal  before  the  diet  »f  the  empire, 
where  be  pleaded  hiscaufe  fo  well  as  to  gain 
all  the  German  princes  in  his  favour,  but 
the  avaricious  Emperor.

1194.  R  ichard  rcrleafed  Feb.  4. 
March  ao.  He  returned  to  England,  and 
linded  at  Sandwich,  where  he  was  received 
with  every  mark  of  fidelity  from  bis  fob. 
jc£U,  after  an  abfence  of  four  years. 

Soon  after  Richard's  arrival  he  rcducecd 
his  brother's  party,  cited  him  to  appear  he- 
ro re  him,  to  which  he  did  not  comply,  and 
was  therefore  condemned  to  lofe  all  his 
potfefltoos  and  be  rendered  incapable  of  in- 
heriting the  crown.

1 197.  tfing  R'ubard  obtains  a  great  vic- 
tory over  the  French* 

About  this  time  lived  Robin  Hew/ and  little 
John,  the  former  was  betrayed  at  a  nunnery 
at  Berkley  \  being  fick  he  defircd  to  be  blood- 
ed, and  was  bled  to  death. 

A  great  famine  throughout  England  at- 
tended with  a  mortality.  During  this  fa- 
mine Richard  rYund  feme  (hips  at  St.  Vakrl 
full  of  corn  exported  from  England  \  he  or- 
dered all  the  people  belonging  to  the  vcflcl 
to  be  hanged,  and  fent  the  corn  back. 

1 108.  He  is  wounded  with  a  poifoncd  ar- 
row, of  which  wound  he  died,  April  the  bth 
1 199,  in  the  forty-firft  year  of  his  age,  and 
the  tenth  year  of  his  reign.

which  Widomar  refuting  to  part  with,  the 
King  befieged  his  caftle,  and  there  received 
the  mortal  wound  above-mentioned. 

Ireland  remained  under  the  government 
of  earl  John,  and  his  deputies,  during  this 
reign.

The  citizens  of  London  Infulted  the 
Queen  as  me  was  patting  by  water  through 
London  bridge,  by  pelting  her  with  mud 
and  ftones,  and  giving  her  opprobrious  lan- 
guage, which  highly  incenfed  the  King, 
who  foon  after  collected  arms  and  provisions 
into  the  caftles  in  his  pofleffion,  and  this 
giving  umbrage  to  the  barons,  each  party; 
was  ready  to  take  the  advantage  of  the  other. 

Prince  Edward  demanded  provifion  of 
the  inhabitants  of  Br'tftd  to  furnifti  that 
callle  with,  which  they  refuted  ;  on  which 
hefliut  him  felt' up  in  it,  and  was  blockaded 
by  the  inhabitants,  but  efcaped  from  it 
by  ftratagem.

This  prince  for  the  new  model  he  gave 
AeEngfi/h  I2W,  defcrvedly  has  the  name  of 
the  Engtijb  Jufiln'un ;  and  proved  to  his 
countrymen  of  more  advantage  in  his  civil 
than  his  military  capacity,  great  as  it  was. 

EJward  was  the  firft  Sovereign  of  En%- 
UrJ,  that  quartered  the  arms  of  England 
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and  France,  and  the  firft  Englijb  fovcreiga 
that  was  called  Lord  of  Ireland  on  his  coin.

By  E leaner  his  firft  wife,  daughter  of 
Ferdinando  III.  king  of  Spain,  he  had  iflue, 
jfchn,  IlfKrf,  and  Alfbonjo,  who  died  young;

beans  or  peafc,  fold  for  twenty  fltillingr, 
ar.d  whoever  did  not  comply  to  this  order, 
forfeited  the  provifions  to  the  King. 

1 31 7.  The  King  deprived  the  earl  qf 
Lantcjhr  of  hi 5  lady,  and  gave  her  to  an- 
other, whiih  occafioned  great  murmurings 
againil  the  King. 

Jan.  28.  A  parliament  was  held  at  Lin- 
coln, where  they  granted  the  King  a  fifteenth 
ot  all  moveables. 

June.  The  Kinj  received  a  letter  froni 
a  woman,  as  he  fit  .it  dinner  in  public  in 
lVcJlm*$cr,  which  he  ordered  to  be  read 
aloud,  as  he  imagined  it  cout-ined  fome- 
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thing  to  divert  him  and  the  company,  but 
was  mortified  at  finding  all  his  mifconducls 
exhibited,  and  all  the  grievances  mentioned 
that  the  nation  had  laboured  under  fmte  his 
accefiion  to  the  throne. 

^aZ'  '5*    '^ftc  Qli,ccn  brought  to  bed  at 
Elf  bam  of  a  Prince  named  John. 

1318.  Aug.  19.    The  King  and  barons 
arc  reconciled. 

The  king  of  Scotbnd  with  an  army  ra- 
vaged the  border?  of  England. 

The  Scots  paf;  into  Inland,  and  make 
Edward,  the  brother  of  Robert  Bruce,  king 
there  j  but  they  are  defeated  and  driven  out 
of  the  country,  and  their  new  king  Edivard 
killed,  after  three  years  reign. 

Berwick  is  taken  by  the  Scots. 

1319.  A  truce  for  two  years,  concluded 
between  them. 

The  univerfity  of  Dubfin  founded. 

1320.  The  two  Spencer:,  father  snd  fon, 
enrolling  the  King's  favour,  the  nobility 
compel  the  King  to  banifh  them. 

AVt/.  14.  The  grcateft  earthquake  that 
had  been  ever  known  in  Envfond,  to  the  un- 
fpeakable  terror  of  all  degrees  of  people. 

1321.  The  Queen  was  infuluj  by  one 
of  the  confederate  barons  at  Leeds  ca^lc,  in 
her  journey  on  a  pilgrimage  to  Canteriwy, 
and  (he  ftirred  up  the  King  to  a  rrvcr.^e, 
who  levied  troops  wnd  io;>k  the  ojflle. 

Warwick  callle  taken  by  the  King  frcm 
tie  barons. 

A  war  commences  between  the  King  and 
the  lords  j  and  the  King  rcurlcs  the  ba- 
r-uiijueat  of  the  Spcncerx. 

1322.  The  earl  of  Lanrafler,  and  the 
lords  being  defeated,  the  F.arl  and  many 
others  are  condemned  as  traitors,  and  ex- 
ecuted the  1 8th  of  March. 

The  order  of  the  knights  templars  wa?, 
aboliihed  by  pope  C/ment  the  firrt. 

The  knights  templars,  were  an  order  of 
knights  instituted  by  Biildioin,  king  of  jfe- 
ntfaJm  (about  2co  years  before  this  time) 
for  the  defence  of  that  city,  and  of  the 
pittrircs  that  travelled  thither  j  and  were 
afterwarJs  difperfed  through  all  the  king- 
doms of  chriftendom  :  they  were  enriched 
Ly  taft  donations  of  the  fuperftitious  world, 
having  no  lefs  than  fixteen  thoufand  lord- 
ftips,  befidet  other  lands,  conferred  upon 
them ;  and  neglecting  to  obferve  the  firft  in- 
rtitution  of  their  order,  nnd  being  charged 
with  the  mod  deteftcd  crimes,  particularly 
fodoiny,  and  denying  our  Saviour  j  all  the 
princes  ofEunpt,  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  Hope,  agreed  to  imprifon  their  perfons, 
»ad  fej«  all  their  lands  and  trTelts  at  once, 
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and  a'nolifh  their  order.  Their  revenues 
being  afterwards  transferred  to  the  knights 
hofpitallersj  but  whether  their  immenfs 
riches,  and  their  in  talent  behaviour,  were 
not  the  grand  motives  for  fupprefling  this 
order,  is  much  doubted  j  for  none  of  the 
crimes  they  were  charged  w  ith  were  proved 
agiinft  the  EnglM  te  v.plars;  and  the  con- 
tc<Tions  of  thofe  in  Frarcc  were  extort- 
ed by  torture.  The  Ergfljb  templars  were 
on!y  fent  into  other  monalterics. 

1323.  The  King  made  an  unfuccefsful 
expedition  into  Scotland  ;  and  a  truce  is  con- 
cluded for  thirteen  years. 

1324.  The  Queen  being  difobliged  by 
the  Spencers,  takes  pirt  with  M^r  timer 
and  the  lords,  againft  the  King,  and  goes 
into  Frar.ee  with  her  fun,  prince  Edivard* 

1325.  The  Queen  and  all  her  adherents, 
are  declared  enemies  to  the  kingdom. 

1326.  CKW  College  in  Oxford,  founded  hy 
the  King,  or  by  his  almoner  Adsvtde  B/omr, 

The  Queen  removes  ino  Hainau/t  with 
her  fon  thirteen  years  of  age,  whom  ihe 
marries  to  Flilippa,  the  earl  of  Bainau/r's 
daughter,  ana  rjifjs  an  army  of  2000  men 
agarnit  the  King. 

Sep.  22.  She  lanis  In  EJftx,  and  drive* 
the  King  into  IV Acs*  The  elder  Spencer  is 
taken  by  her  at  Brijlol,  and  hanged. 

King' £<iWW  concealing  himfelf  with 
the  younger  Spencer  in  JVj!<sy  prince  Ed' 
ivjrd  was  declared  CuJ}*sf  or  guardian  of 
the  kingdom. 

The  King  and  the  younger  Spencer  are 
taken  at  CaerflHy  in  G/wior-arfiire.  The 
King  is  imprifoned  at  Kme'hvcrtb. 

Great  cruelties  committed  by  the  Queen 
on  the  prifmcrs. 

1 327.  Spencer  is  hanged  and  quartered. 
The  younger  Spencer   was  made  Lord 

Chamberlain  by  the  barons,,  became  they 
thought  him  unacceptable  to  the  King; 
but  as  he  infinuatcd  himfelf  into  the  King's 
favour,  they  were  as  impatient  to  remove 
him,  raifed  forces,  plundered  the  c!>atcs  of 
both  father  and  fon,  rleftroyed  their  corn 
and  cattle,  abufed  and  murdered  th?ir 
tenants  and  dependants,  and  compelled  the 
King  to  baniih  them  :  but  the  King  after- 
wards recalled  the  Spencers,  defeated  the 
barons  forces,  and  executed  the  earl  of  L^r- 
eafier,  and  fome  other  chiefs  j  but  the 
Queen  and  her  adulterer,  Morti+te',  retiring 
into  France,  and  bringing  over  with  them  a 
foreign  force,  and  having  prepared  the 
people  to  depefe  the  King,  the  Sper. :en  were 
murdered  publickly  without  any  forms  of 
law,  and  the  King  himfelf,  not  lon^  after, 
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in  a  mote  private  manner.  The  character 
of  the  elder  Spencer  is,  That  be  wax  a  pet  fon 
of  great  integrity,  wife  itt  council,  fltut  in 
arms.  And  the  barons  themfelves  looked 
upon  the  younger  Spencer  as  an  able  minister, 
when  they  placed  him  near  the  King,  and 
yet  the  retaining  thefe  two  noblemen  in  the 
ininifiry,  was  looked  upon  a  fufficicat  rcafon 
for  depofing  their  fovcreign. 

Jan.  The  Queen  and  Prince  called  a 
parliament  in  the  King's  name,  where  fix 
article*  arc  drawn  up  againft  him  for  male- 
adminiftration. 

The  nobility  fend  thefe  articles  to  the 
King,  and  by  their  deputies  renounced  all 
homage  and  fealty  to  him. 

They  judged  him  unfit  to  rule,  and  depo- 
fed  him  j  but  the  Prince  rcfufed  to  accept 
the  crown,  unlefs  his  father  would  refignit; 
whereupon  a  formal  resignation  is  extorted 
from  him  in  the  19th  year  of  his  reign, 
and  43d  of  his  age,  and  Ed-ward  his  fon  is 
declared  King,  20  Jan. 

One  of  the  principal  events  in  this  reign 
was  thedifTblutionof  the  knight's  templars, 
which  Edward  complied  to,  at'the  earnefr. 
felicitation  of  the  Pope  and  the  king  or 
France.  Their  prodigious  riches  and  insup- 
portable pride  rendering  them  odious.  They 
vac  poflefled  at  their  diflblution  of  above 
l6,coo  lordfhips,  bcfidcs  otlicr  lands.  The 
grand  mailer  of  the  order  was  then  in  Paris 
where  he  was  Seized,  and  with  fifty-Seven 
others,  burnt.  Under  the  actuation  of  he- 
rtfy,  fodomy,  an^  numbeilcfs other  crimes. 
Edward  caulcd  ail  in  England  to  be  Seized  I 
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13x7.  TJ1  D  WAR  D  furnamed  7fW,V, 
JQ/  eldcft  fon  of  Edward  II.  "and 
queen  Ekar.tr,  being  under  14  years  of  age, 
Succeeded  to  the  crawn,  'J. in.  20,  in  his  fa- 
ther's life-time,  in  the  manner  above  relat- 
ed. 

Jan.  26.  The  King  was  crowned  at 
Wrjiminjiery  and  a  general  pardon  proclaim- 
ed, which  was  afterward  imitated  by  Suc- 
ceeding kings  at  their  coronation. 

Feb.  a.  Tiic  King  received  the  order  of 
knighthood  from  the  hands  of  the  carl  of 
Lancafier. 

The  archbiihop,  and  eleven  others  of  the 
nobility,  are  appointed  guardians  to  the 
young  King ;  but  the  Queen  and  Mortimer 
fake  upon  them  the  administration  of  the 
government. 
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on  one  day,  Jan.  7,  1322,  and  Soon  after 
held  a  national  fynod  at  London,  where  they 
were  condemned,  but  not  treated  with  that 
rigour  they  were  in  France.  They  were 
only  difperfed  in  the  monasteries  to  do  pe- 
nance, with  a  moderate  penfion  paid  out  of 
the  revenues  of  the  order.  The  Pope  re- 
Served  to  the  holy  fee  the  difpofal  of  the 
estates  of  the  order,  and  Jhortly  after  align- 
ed them  to  the  hofpiullers  or  knights  of  St. 
John  of  Jcrufalem,  now  called  the  knight* 
of  Malta, 

HIS  ISSUE. 

Edward,  his  eldeft  fon,  who  Succeeded] 
him. 

John  furnamed  of  Eh  ham,  his  Second 
fon,  afterwards  carl  of  Cornwall,  who  died 
unmarried. 

He  had  two  daughters,  Joan  married  to 
David  prince  of  Scotland,  Son  and  heir  of 
Robert  Bruce ;  and  Eleanor  married  to  Jtry- 
nold,  Second  earl  of  G  elder.

Roger  Mortimer  had  as  great  an  influ- 
ence over  the  Que;n  as  Spencer  had  over 
the  late  King.  He  executed  the  oflice  of 
prime  miniftcr,  and  managed  the  affairs 
of  the  kingdom  according  to  his  pka- 
Surc. 

As  the  parliament  was  at  the  Queen's  de- 
votion, /he  procured  the  grant  of  a  dower, 
exceeding  two  thirds  of  the  revenues  of  the 
c  row  n . 

The  parliament  afligned  a  hundred  marks 
a  month  for  the  maintenance  of  the  King  ; 
a  Sum  more  than  Sufficient  for  the  expencea 
of  that  unfortunate  prince,  who  was  treat- 
ed in  his  confinement  after  a  very  unbecom- 
ing manner. 

The  fame  parliament  annulled  the  fen- 
tenecs  palled  in  the  late  reign,  as  well

Tho  Seas  inviJe  England. 

Sir  y antes  Murray  and  Sir  y antes  Douglas 
With  ao.cco  men,  ravaged  the  borders  of 
England,  and  on  Ftb.  a,  endeavoured  to 
furprize  Korbam  enfile,  but  the  governor 
took  feveral  of  them  prifoners  and  flew  a 
great  number. 

The  Seen  ravaged  the  borders  of  the  Tyne 
between  Carfijle  and  Ncwtajlle  \  they  were 
ptrrfucd  by  the  King's  army  but  with  little 
faccefs.  The  Scott  having  kept  their  inac- 
cessible poftt  above  a  fortnight,  retired  in 
the  nigrit  to  their  own  country,  too  far  for 
Edward's  purfuit. 

April  14.  The  depofed  King,  who  had 
for  iome  time  been  confined  nt  Kenelwortb 
calxle,  was  removed  to  Berkley  caiUe,  to  be 
treated  with  greater  feverity  than  his  late 
keeper  chofe  to  comply  with.  In  his  re- 
moval thither,  he  was  carried  firft  to  Ccrfe 
cattle,  and  then  to  Bnftol,  under  the  con- 
duct of  Sir  John  Maltravert  and  Sir  Thomas 
Gvrnej,  both  of  very  brutifli  tempers. 

In  the  journey  they  made  him  fuffer  a 
tboufand  indignities,  even  to  the  crowning 
him  with  ft  raw,  riding  all  night  and  not 
faffertng  him  to  fleep,  being  fcarcely  covered 
with  clothes  that  he  might  feci  the  damps  of 
the  night  j  they  caufed  him  to  be  fhaved  in 
an  open  field,  with  water  taken  from  a 
slinking  ditch,  which  made  him  ihed  a 
torrent  of  tears,  and  in  fpite  of  them  laid 
he  would  be  ftiaved  with  warm  water.  The 
groodnefs  of  his  conftitution  prevented  him 
from  being  poifoned,  which  his  keepers 
feveral  time*  attempted.  Tbefe  wretches 
finding  their  attempts  ineffectual,  fent  for 
frefti  inftruttions,  ann  received  an  equivocal 
Ordtr  from  Orfeton  bilhop  of  Hereford,  one 
of  the  Queen's  creatures,  wherein  he  ad- 
vifed  them,  at  the  fame  time,  to  murder 
Edward,  and  exhorted  them  to  retain  from 
fuch  a  crime  j  ami  indeed  the  words  afcribed 
to  hhn,  are  capable  of  both  theie  fenl'cs, 
according  to  the  difference  of  the  pointing  :

Sept.  21.  Edward's  keepers  laid  a  pillow 
on  his  face,  and  thruft  a  horn  pipe  up  hit 
body  through  which  they  ran  a  red  hot  iron, 
and  burnt  his  bowels.  His  body  wai  pri- 
vately buried  in  the  cathedral  of  Giocefter, 
where  foon  after  his  fon  caufed  a  ftately 
tomb  to  be  erected.

King  Edward  III.  folcmnizes 
his  marriage  with  Philippa,  the  carl  of  Hat- 
navlt's  youngeft  daughter,  at  TV*. 

Charles  the  Fair,  king  of  France,  died  FeF* 
I,  without  male  iiiue,  leaving  his  Queen 
big  with  child.  Edward  claimed  the  re- 
gency of  the  kingdom  of  France  during  the 
Queen's  pregnancy,  as  nephew  and  n  cart  ft 
relation  to  the  tatc  King}  but  it  was  claim- 
ed and  adjudged  to  Philip  de  Falnis,  coufin 
germ  an  of  the  late  King. 

March.  A  parliament  held  at  fork', 
when  feveral  of  the  lords  did  not  attend, 
through  their  diflatista&ion  of  the  Queen 
dowager's  conduct. 

April.  The  queen  of  France  was  deliver- 
ed of  a  daughter,  and  Philip  caufed  hknfclf 
to  be  crowned  king. 

Edward  reftorrd  Scotland  all  that  Edward 
I.  had  taken  fr^m  them,  which  occafioncd 
great  murmuring  in  England. 

June  17.  He  renounces  all  pretentions 
of  fupcriority  over  Scotland. 

The  lady  Jean,  fifter  to  king  Edward 
III.  i»  married  to  David  Bruce,  the  fon  of 
Robert,  king  of  Scotland,  being  but  feven 
years  of  age. 

The  carl  of  Eancafler  is  attacked  by  the 
Qucen-motber,  who  ftirrcd  up  the  young 
Kin;:  againft  tbim,  which  induced  pre- 
parations for  his  defence  n^ainft  the  court  j 
and  a  maniferto  wa«  pubiiihed,  containing 
complaints  againft  the  Queen  dowager  and 
Mir  timer. 

1329,  April.  Philip  regent  of  France  fum- 
moned  Edward  to  appear  before  him,  and 
do  him  homage  for  Guitnne  and  Pontbieu. 

Edward  privately  protcfls  againft  the 
homage. 

jfunt  6.  Edward  failed  from  Dover  for 
France,  (having  appointed  his  brother  John 
of  El: bam,  regent  in  his  abfencc)  with  a 
retinue  of  1000  horfc,  and  arrived  at  Amiens, 
where  he  did  homage  to  Philip  in  the  prc- 
fence  of  the  kings  of  Navarre,  Majorca, 
and  Bohemia,  and  promifed  to  ratify  the 
homage  under  his  great  feal  on  his  return  to 
England)  which  he  did  not  comply  with, 
but  ufed  every  delay,  fo  as  to  rccafion 
Philip1*  dcmolilhing  the  caftle  of  Xa'met 
and  plundering  the  town. 

July  9.  Robert  Bruce  king  of  Scotland 
died,  and  was  fucceedod  by  his  fon 
David. 

1330,  March  19.  Edmund  earl  of  Kent, 
king  Edward's  uncle,  is  beheaded  at  the 
inftigation  of  Mortimer,  aged  a8. 

April  29.  Queen  Pbilippa  crowned  with 
great  magnificence. 

H  May 
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May  8.  The  unexpected  refentment  of 
Philip  produced  a  new  tieaty  between  the 
Kings,  and  Edward  fent  letters  patent 
under  the  great  feal  to  confirm  the  homage. 

June  15.  This  year  prince  Edward 
afterwards  ftiled  the  Black  Prince,  was  bora 
at  Woodpch. 

Off.  19.  The  King  being  made  fen- 
fib  1c  of  Mortimers  famil  arity  with  his  mo- 
ther, and  taking  umbrage  at  his  arbitrary 
proceedings,  fcized  hts  perfon  in  Nottingham 
ca/tle. 

Gunpowder  was  invented  this  year  by 
Swart  h,  a  monk  of  Cologne , 

The  King  diflblvcd  the  parliament  and 
called  another  to  meet  at  Wrfimirficr,  Nov. 
a$t  when  he  afl'umcd  the  reigns  of  govern- 
ment, though  he  was  not  arrived  to  the  age 
prefcribed  by  law. 

The  Queen  dowager  feized,  confined,  and 
her  dower  reduced  10  3000/.  per  annum. 

The  earl  of  March  was  treated  with  the 
juft  rigour  he  defcrved,  and  the  impeach- 
ment brought  before  the  parliament  contain- 
ed f«.  vera)  heavy  charges,  vix.  that  he  had 
aflumed  the  government  of  the  kingdom 
without  authority,  contrary  to  the  eiprcfs 
regulation  of  parliament ;  that  he  had  placed 
fpies  about  the  King}  that  he  had  procured 
the  death  of  Edward  H.  by  his  cxprefs 
order;  that  by  his  contrivance  the  late  earl 
of  Kent,  the  King's  uncle,  loft  his  life  ; 
that  he  had  appropriated  to  his  own  ufc 
a 0,000/.  of  the  King's  money  ;  and  that 
he  lived  in  a  too  familiar  manner  with  the 
Queen-mother.  For  all  which  he  was 
condemned  as  a  traitor,  to  be  hanged  and 
drawn,  on  the  common  gallows  at  Tyburn, 
Nov.  19,  where  bis  body  hung  two  days 
and  nights. 

1331.  This  year  the  art  of  weaving 
cloth  was  brought  from  Flandert  to  England, 
by  John  Kemp,  to  whom  the  King  granted 
his  protection  j  and  at  the  fame  time  invited 
ever  fullers,  dyers,  &e. 

Sept.  30.  A  parliament  was  held  this 
year  at  rVeJlminfter. 

King  Edward  formed  the  project  of  con- 
quering Scotland,  and  made  ufc  of  Balioi  to 
accomplifh  his  end  j  and  at  the  fame  time 
pretends  friend  (hip  to  David. 

1331.  Balioi  embarked  with  an  army  of 
2500  men  and  landed  at  Kingborn,  March  5, 
near  Pert  by  and  defeated  David's  troops 
in  four  battles,  one  of  which  was  at  Cladef- 
more  [dug-  *'•]  ncar  St.  John*  town. 
David  of  Scotland  retired  to  France  for  pro- 
tection. 

Edward  countenanced  the  fending  one 
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flups  by  private  perfons  in  their  own  nam*, 
who  gave  chace  to  a  fleet  provided  by  Da" 
vi<T%  adherents,  and  which  was  his  bit  re- 
fuge. This  fleet  they  deftroyed,  and  Da- 
vid* %  hopes  vanished. 

J>l}>7uJ!y  J9*  ^-aWdcfeats  the  Scott 
at  Halidvwn,  which  ended  in  the  entire  roue 
of  the  Scotch  army.  Seven  Scctcb earls  were 
(lain  on  the  fpot^  with  900  knights,  4000 
gentlemen,  be  fides  15,000  common  fol- 
diers }  which  defeat  was  followed  by  the? 
furrendcr  of  Berwick,  which  king  Edward 
annexed  for  ever  10  the  crown  of  England. 

Edward  Balioi  fon  of  John  Balioi  late 
king  of  Scotland,  was  crowued  King  thereof 
at  Scone,  Sept.zj,  1333- 

1334.  Balioi  held  his  firft  parliament  at 
Edinburgh,  February  10,  to  which  Edward 
fent  his  commiffioners.  Bal'r.l  caufed  aU 
he  had  done  in  favour  of  Edward  to  be  ra* 
tificd  and  confirmed,  and  he  gave  up  to  Ed" 
ward  fevcral  places,  vix.  Cedhurgb,  Selkirk, 
Roxburgh,  Dymfries,  and  the  caltle  of  Edin- 
burgh, in  reward,  as  he  laid  in  his  letters,  for 
the  afliltance  received  from  Edward,  to 
whom  at  the  fame  time  Balioi  did  volun  • 
tary  homage  for  the  kingdom  of  Scotland, 
with  all  the  circumftanccs  denoting  an  en* 
tire  fubjcltion. 

By  this  fubmiffion  Balioi  forfeited  the 
eftcem  and  affection  of  his  fubjects,  which 
induced  them  to  rebel  againft  him. 

Dec.  24.  Lord  Archibald  Douglas,  with 
the  earl  of  Mar,  improved  this  difcontcnt 
and  headed  the  party  of  malccontents,  who 
attacked  and  defeated  Balioi,  forcing  him  to 
efcape  on  an  horfe  without  a  faddle  to  Car- 
lijle,  from  whence  he  fent  Edward  word  of 
his  fituatton. 

Balioi  being  defeated  by  the  party  that 
adhered  to  David  king  of  Scotland,  king 
Edward  marched  into  Scotland  to  his  aflilt- 
ance, but  returned  without  effecting  any 
thing  in  favour  of  Balioi }  he  ravaged  the 
country  and  returned  to  England }  in  the 
mean  time  the  Scotch  army  retook,  fome  of 
the  places  from  the  Englijb. 

1335.  Edward  in  the  fpring  attacked 
Scotland  by  fea  and  land,  and  advanced  as  far 
as  the  northern  ocean,  and  in  the  mean  time 
his  brother  the  ear)  of  Cornwall  ravaged  the 
weftcrn  counties  of  the  kingdom.  The  earl 
of  Murray  regent  of  Scotland  taken  prifoncr 
by  the  Englijb. 

The  Pope  and  king  of  France  endeavour, 
ed  to  divert  Edward  from  his  war  in  Scot- 
land, but  without  effect.  The  Scots  fubmit 
to  Edward,  and  he  returned  in  triumph  to 
England, 
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1330.  The  Engli/k  troops  left*  in  Sctt- 
lind  defeated,  and  their  leader,  the  ear)  of 
Atbol  flain,  which  revived  the  course  of 
the  Setts* 

Two  parliaments  were  held  this  year, 
the  firft  at  Northampton  in  May,  and  the 
oxher  at  Nottingham,  on  Sept.  25,  which 
granted  him  Urge  fupplics.  It  laid  a  tax 
oo  every  bag  of  wool  tranfported  by  Englifk 
merchants  40*.  and  by  foreigners  3/. 

08.  5.  John  of  Eliham,  the  King's 
brother,  die.i  at  Ptrtb  in  Scotland,  and  was 
buried  at  ff'eftminfter. 

1337,  Edward  returned  to  Srar- 

/*>!</,  and  ravaged  the  country  with  great 
fury ;  he  burnt  the  town  of  Aberdeen,  and 
fomc  o  her  places  of  lefs  note,  and  leaving 
a  fnull  army  with  Baliol,  returned  to  Eng* 
land. 

His  fuccefles  in  Scotland  made  him  form 
a  defign  on  France,  pretending  the  falic  law, 
in  excluding  females  from  the  fucccfliun  to 
that  crown,  did  not  exclude  their  mile  if- 
fue,  and  on  that  founded  his  pretention  to 
the  crown. 

Edward  formed  feveral  alliances  with 
foreign  prince?,  via.  the  emperor  Lewis  of 
Bavana,  the  duke  of  Brabant,  the  earls  of 
Guilder  and  Hainault,  the  archbifhop  of 
Cologne,  tec.  but  more  particularly  the 
gre.it  James  tfArtevil/e,  a  brewer  of  Ghent, 
whom  Edward  a  flirted  with  troops  till  he 
could  collect  all  his  army  together. 

The  EngUfb  troops  gained  great  advan- 
tages in  Flanders, 

This  year  was  remarkable  for  the  King's 
1  commiflion  for  feizing  the  eftates  of  tr.e 
Lombards  or  ufurers,  who  were  grown 
odious  on  account  of  their  extortions  ;  and 
for  hisfciaing  the  revenues  of  alien  priories, 
especially  thofe  of  the  Clunic  and  Cifter- 
tian  order  ;  both  which  proceedings  the 
parliament  countenanced,  and  they  produced 
the  King  large  fupplics  for  the  war. 

While  Edward  was  making  his  prepa- 
ration for  this  important  war,  he  fum- 
moned  a  parliament  in  the  middle  of 
March,  wherein  it  was  enacted,  that  no 
wool  of  Englijb  growth  Jhould  be  for  the 
future  tranfported  beyond  fea,  and  that  all 
clothworkers  fhould  be  received}  from  what- 
ever foreign  parts  they  came,  and  encou- 
raged. It  was  alfo  ordained,  that  nose 
fhould  wear  any  rloaths  made  beyond  fea, 
except  the  King,  Queen,  and  their  chil- 
dren j  alfo  that  none  fhould  wear  foreign 
furs  or  filks,  unlefs  he  was  worth  100/. 
fer  annum.  In  this  parliament  the  King 
e/eaUd  prince  Edward,  his  cldcft  fon,  duke 
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of  Cornwall,  being  the  firft  in  England  that 
bore  the  title  of  Duke.  He  was  verted  with 
the  dukedom  by  a  wreath  on  his  head,  a 
ring  on  his  ringer,  and  a  filvcr  verge  in 
his  hand  ;  fince  which  time  the  elded  fun 
of  the  king  of  England  is  born  duke  of 
Cornwall.  At  thin  Solemnity  he  created  Ax 
earls  and  twenty  knights. 

Edward  wrote  to  the  Pope  and  cardinals 
to  juttify  his  claim  on  France,  and  de- 
manded the  crown  of  Philip,  by  the  duke 
of  Bralant,  whom  he  made  his  lieutenant- 
general  for  that  kingdom,  with  orders  to> 
the  French,  whom  he  called  his  fubjecls, 
to  pay  him  obedience. 

Btncditl  XII.  who  filled  the  papal  throne, 
ufed  all  his  influence  with  the  two  kings 
to  prevent  a  war,  and  for  that  purpofc  fene 
two  legates  into  England  to  perfuadc  them  to> 
'  peace,  but  without  any  other  effect  than  a 
fhort  truce. 

1338,  Feb.  3.  There  was  a  parliament 
held,  in  which  the  laity  granted  the  King 
one  half  of  their  wool,  for  the  next  fum- 
mer,  and  at  the  fame  time  he  took  the 
whole  from  the  clergy,  making  them  pay 
nine  marks  for  every  fack  of  the  belt 
wool. 

July  15.  Edward  fet  fail  from  Orwell 
in  Suffolk,  with  a  fleet  of  500  fhips,  for 
Antwerp,  where  he  arrived  July  22. 

He  was  made  vicar  of  the  empire,  ,and 
had  an  interview  with  the  Emperor  at  Co- 
kgr.e,  where  two  thrones  were  erected  in 
the  public  market  place  for  their  reception. 

Edward  vifited  Ghent,  and  granted  the 
principal  cities  feveral  privileges,  in  order 
to  encourage  their  trade  with  England. 

1339,  May  7.  Edward  whilfr.  abroad 
created  the  duke  of  Ju/iers  a  peer  of  Eng- 
land, by  the  title  of  earl  of  Cambridge,  with 
a  grant  of  20/.  a  year,  payable  out  of  the 
iiTues  of  Cambridge/hire,  with  a  penfion  of 
1 000/.  per  annum,  but  he  never  had  a  fum- 
mons  to  parliament.  He  was  queen  Phi* 
Ttppa%%  nephew,  and  died  without  iffiie. 

July  2t.  Edward  gave  the  duke  of 
Brabant  no  lefs  a  fum  than  60,000/.  to  be 
aflured  of  his  affiftancc. 

Aug.  8.  The  cxpence  daily  encreafing 
on  Edward,  it  compelled  him  to  borrow 
money  from  all  the  foreign  princes  that 
could  fupply  him,  nor  did  he  fcruple  the 
af&ftance  of  private  perfons,  and  took  up 
fuch  fums  as  they  were  willing  to  lend, 
though  never  fo  (mall.  He  even  pawned 
his  crown  to  the  archbifliop  of  Triers  for 
;o,oco  florins.  His  expences  may  be  feen 
by  the  following  account.

Aw.  29.  Queen  Pbilippa  w  5  brought 
to  bed  at  Antwerp  of  a  prince  called  Lionet. 

Sept.  21.  Edward  put  hitnfelf  at  the 
head  of  40,00x3  men,  and  [Off,  22]  offered 
battle  to  Philip,  who  retired. 

The  adherents  of  David  king  of  Scotland 
befieged  and  tcok  Perth. 

1 340*   David  took  Srcrling. 
Copper  money  was  this  year  firft  ufed  in 
Scotland  and  Ireland. 

Edward  takes  on  him  the  tide  of  King 
of  France,  and  quartered  with  his  own 
arms  the  FUurs  de  luce  of  France.  He  at 
the  fame  time  ufed  the  motto,  Dieu  et 
tnon  droit. 

Feb.  8.  The  King  published  a  declara- 
tion addreiTed  to  the  French,  and  a  mani- 
feftoagainft  Pbiftp,  whom  he  only  (tiled  the 
carl  of  Vahiu 

Feb.  21.  He  embarked  for  England, 
when  he  fummoned  a  parliament,  which 
met,  March  29,  and  made  him  lar  c  grants. 

This  year  Thomas  Blan ket,  and  fomc  other 
inhabitants  of  Br'tfiol,  fet  up  looms  in  their 
own  houfes,  for  weaving  thofe  woollen 
clothes  that  yet  bear  that  name. 

The  Pope  exhorted  Edivard  to  quit  his 
title  and  pretenfions  to  Frame,  which  he 
treated  with  indifference. 

About  this  year  the  ifle  of  Man  was 
conquered  by  William  Montacute,  carl  of 
Safifbury,  who  thereupon  was  honoured 
with  the  title  of  king  of  Man.  This 
ifland  was  fubjccl  to  Scotland  before. 

Edward  in  perfon  obtained  a  victory 
over  the  French  at  fea.  He  took  and  funk 
all  their  mips,  being  400  fail,  and  killed 
30,000  men. 

The  King  entered  France  with  an  army 
of  150,000  men,  but  a  truce  for  a  year  was 
agreed  on.

As  foon  as  the  trace  was  (igned,  Edward 
with  his.  queen  Pbilippa,  who  had  lived 
three  years  in  thcl.w  countries,  returned 
to  England.  She  had  been  delivered  there 
of  two  princes,  the  lad  of  whom  was  John 
of  Gaunt.  She  landed  at  the  tower,  Nov.  30. 

John  of  Gaunt,  third  fon  of  Edward  III. 
created  earl  o  Rwbmrd. 

The  Emperor  and  the  duke  of  Brabant 
withdrew  their  troops  from  Edward,  and; 
the  Emperor  revokes  the  grant  of  vicar  ge- 
neral to  Edward. 

Edward  returned  to  EnglfnA,  and  quar- 
relled with  the  archlnAop  of  Canterbury  for 
his  mifconduct.  in  his  abfence. 

April  23.  A  parliament  met  and  grant- 
ed Edward  further  fupplies. 

1341.  The  King  and  the  Archbilhop 
wer  -  reconciled. 

The  Pope  Ihcwed  great  partiality  to 
France,  and  put  FLndtrs  unJrr  an  interdict. 

1342.  During  this  year  Edward  was  in 
Bretagne,  affixing  the  earl  of  Motafort 
againlt  the  king  of  France,  where  he  befieged 
and  took  Name*,  Rcnnes,  Vannes.  and  Git  in-, 
gatnp,  but  by  the  mediation  of  the  Pope  a 
truce  was  granted  tor  three  years,  and 
ward  returned  to  E'ghnd,  Mar.  2. 

1 343.  The  Eng/ijb  fleet  deftiaed  againft 
Scotland  was  rendered  unfen  iu-.ible  by  a  vio» 
lent  itorm,  antf  Edrva-d  grant rd  1  truce 

David,  aflirtcd  ly  the  French  king, 
marched  againft  England,  and  penetrated  to 
Durham,  which  he  took,  and  put  all  the 
inhabitants  to  the  fword. 

Edward  mvched  towards  Scotland,  and 
relieved  IVavk  cattle,  which  the  Scots  had 
befieged. 

He  vifitrd  the  countefsof  Sali/bury,  his 
coufingermain. 

He  concluded  a  truce  with  David  for 
two  years. 

1343,  June  3.  BaKo!  quitted  Scotland^ 
and  was  reftorrd  after  nine  years  abfence. 

1 344,  April 23.  Edward  called  a  parlia* 
ment  for  toe  welfare  and  tranquility  of  the 
kingdom,  when  fcveral  good  regulations 
were  made  j  among  others  wa3  the  fiatute  of 
provifivnt,  which  excluded  foreigners  from 
Englifk  ecclcfjaftical  preferments,  and  re- 
duced the  papal  authority  in  England ; 
which  act  has  fmce  been  frequently  renewed) 
and  called  the  fiatutt  of  pramvr.ire.  Ed' 
ward  alfo  very  folemnly  renewed  the  Magna 
Charta. 

The  Madiera  idands  difcovered. 

In  this  parliament  the  King  created  his 
eldeft  fon  Edward,  prince  of  Wales,  and 
inverted  him  with  a  coronet  and  a  ring  of 
gold.   This  Prince  was  then  13  years  old. 

Kin^ 
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King  Edward  ordered  tournaments  to  be 
pubiiihed,  and  gave  honourable  invitation 
and  reception  to  all  perfons  of  diftin&ion, 
w  hether  natives  or  Joreigncrs,  carefling  them 
with  the  greatert  politencfs,  magnificence 
and  liberality  j  and  to  avoid  all  diftintlion 
of  rank,  he  creeled  a  circular  hall  200  feet 
in  diameter,  at  H^ndftr,  where  [Jan,  1] 
he  feafted  all  the  knights  at  one  table, 
which  was  called  the  round  tablo,  in  me- 
mory of  the  great  Arthur,  wlu  it  is  pre- 
tended firft  inftituted  an  order  of  knight- 
hood by  that  name. 

Gold  firft  coined  in  England  this  year. 
Philip  of  France  pubiiihed  a  like  tourna- 
ment, and  by  that  means  got  into  his  power 
feveral  of  the  noblemen  of  Bretagne,  who 
had  fided  with  Edward,  and  beheaded  fome 
of  them,  which  provoked  Edward  to  fend 
Pbifip  a  defiance,  and  made  great  prepara- 
tion for  renewing  the  war  in  France. 

j  34  5,  June  7.  A  parliament  was  held 
at  rVeftminfler,  who  granted  brge  fupplics 
for  carrying  on  the  war  with  France. 

July  3.  Edward  embarked  for  Flar.dcri 
from  Sandwich,  and  returned  to  England 
again  in  three  weeks,  leaving  the  earl  of 
Derby  to  begin  hoftilities. 

1346.  The  duke  of  Normandy  made 
great  progrefs  in  Guienne,  in  oppotition  to 
Derhy  ;  he  engaged  in  the  remarkable  fiege 
of  Aiguillon. 

Edward  held  a  parliament  at  JVeJhiinfler, 
where  by  the  advice  of  the  great  council  he 
took  into  his  hands  all  the  revenues  in 
England  enjoyed  by  alien  ecclefiaftics,  and 
the  cardinals  of  the  French  faction. 

To  relieve  the  brave  defenders  of  Aiguillon 
Edward  haftene^  his  warlike  preparations, 
and  embarked  July  4,  but  was  driven  back 
to  Cornwall  by  a  itorm.  He  re-cmbarked 
with  his  army,  which  confiftcd  of  i6ooihips 
great  and  fmall,  containing  4000  men  at 
arms,  10,000  archers,  12,000  JVelJh  foot- 
men, and  6000  Irijb,  befides  a  great  num- 
ber of  the  chief  n -t  ility,  an.i  the  young 
prince  of  }Vales,  then  but  15  yiir  and  one 
month  old,  all  of  whom  landed  in  Nor- 
mandy, The  moment  the  King  landed  he 
knighted  the  Prince  his  (on,  and  ieveral  of 
the  young  lords. 

Edward  with  his  army  ravaged  the  coun- 
try, burning  and  plundering  whatever  came 
to  his  way. 

He,  among  many  other  fucccfles,  made 
the  conftable  of  France  his  prifoner. 

Edward  advanced  xoPoiJJt,  where  Philip 
endeavoured  to  enclofe  him  between  the 
Seine  and  the  Oyfet  but  he  took  welter  in 
fontbku. 


AT  A  R  D  IH. 

Aug .  24.  Edward  encamped  at  Crejfy, 
and  the  fame  afternoon  at  four  o'clock  the 
battle  began.  The  French  army  confiftcd 
of  above  100,000  men.  The  king  of  Bo- 
hemia, who  though  blind,  was  prefent  at  the 
battle,  having  caufed  his  horfe's  bridle  to 
be  fattened  to  thofe  of  two  brave  knights, 
was  flain,  and  his  ftandard,  on  which  was 
embroidered  in  gold,  three  oftrich  feather*, 
with  thtfc  words,  leb  Dien,  that  is,  / ferve, 
was  taken  and  brought  to  the  Prince  of 
Wales,  who,  in  memory  of  that  day,  bore 
three  oftrich  feathers  in  his  coronet,  with 
the  fame  motto,  which  is  ftill  continued  by 
all  princes  of  WaUt.  The  Englijb  in  this 
battle  gained  a  complete  victory,  and  Ed' 
ward  the  Black  Prince  immortal  honour. 

In  this  battle  the  Englijh  ufed  cannon  or 
greit  guns  for  the  firft  time. 

France  loft  in  this  battle  the  king  of 
Bohemia,  the  earl  of  AUnfon,  the  duke  of 
Lorrain,  the  carl  of  Flar.den,  the  ear)  of 
Bhis,  11  princes,  8  bannerets,  1200 knights, 
upwards  of  80  ftandards,  and  above  30,000 
Common  foldicrs. 

The  King  pubiiihed  orders  in  his  camp 
that  the  prifoners  ihould  not  be  infulted 
in  their  misfortunes,  but  that  his  troops 
ihould  thank  God  for  their  victory. 

Edward  the  day  after  the  battle  of  CrrJJy 
defeated  a  body  of  militia  that  was  coming 
to  Pbilifs  afliftance,  when  he  flew  7000 
on  the  fpot. 

He  proceeded  to  Calais,  which  he  inverted 
Scft.%,  1346,  and  reduced  to  great  extre- 
mities by  tamine  j  to  alleviate  which,  the 
governor  turned  out  of  the  place  all  ufelefs 
perfons,  to  the  amount  of  1700,  whom 
Edward  relieved,  and  let  go  where  they 
pleafed. 

The  king  of  Scotland  entered  England 
with  an  army  of  50,000  men,  with  defign 
to  draw  Edward  from  the  fiege  of  Calais, 
To  oppofe  the  Scott,  who  had  advanced  to 
Durham,  queen  Pbilippa  took  upon  her  the 
command  of  fome  troops,  and  proceeded  at 
their  head  with  great  expedition,  and  gave 
him  battle  [Oft.  17]  at  NeviTt-Qrofs  near 
Durham,  wnere  (he  totally  defeated  the 
Scots  and  took  David  prifoner,  whom  <he 
brought  to  London,  There  were  no  lefs 
than  20,000  Scott  flain.  The  Scotch  king, 
though  he  had  two  fpeart  hanging  in  hit 
b<>dy,  his  leg  almoft  incurably  wounded, 
and  his  fword  beat  out  of  his  hand,  refufed 
to  furrendcr  to  the  governor  of  Koxborovgb 
caftle,  and  at  the  fame  time  ftruck  him  in 
the  face  with  his  gauntlet  fo  fiercely  as  to 
knock  out  two  of  bis  teeth  \  however  the 

governor, 
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governor,  whofc  name  was  Cef>  eland,  con- 
veyed him  oot  of  the  held,  but  rcfuung  to 
deliver  his  prifoncr  to  the  Qiiccn,  who 
ftayed  at  Nrwcaftle  during  the  battle,  lie 
vent  to  Edward  at  Calais  to  excufe  his 
rcfufal,  and  was  rewarded  with  500/.  a 
3 ear  in  land,  and  made  a  knight  banneret. 

Edward" s  troops  in  Ptarmandy  defeated 
Charles  de  Bkh  and  took  him  priioner,  near 
La  Roche  de  Rein. 

Philip  of  France  tried  to  relieve  Calais 
with  an  army  of  x  50,000  men,  and  ottered 
battle  to  Edward,  but  without  fuccefs  ;  he 
then  challenged  him  to  combat  by  fix  on  a 
fide,  but  was  rejected. 

Edward  received  a  reinforcement  of 
1 7,000  men,  and  Pbllib  retired* 

1 347,  Aug.  4.  Calah  furrendered  to 
Edward  on  the  terms  of  life  to  the  inha- 
bitants and  foldiers,  except  fax  of  the 
burghers  who  were  to  be  the  victims  of 
Edward's  revenge  Thcfe  fix  went  bare- 
tooted,  in  their  fhirts,  with  halters  about 
their  necks,  and  prcfented  the  keys  of  the 
town  to  Edward,  whom  they  found  highly 
incenfed  agninft  them  j  and  notwithstanding 
the  intcrceflion  of  the  Prince  of  fVales  and 
other  noblemen,  he  commanded  them  to  be 
led  to  execution  >  but  he  could  not  refift  the 
solicitations  of  the  Queen,  (who  on  her 
knees  with  tears  intrcated  him  in  their  be- 
half) and  was  overcome  by  her  influence. 
The  Queen  ordered  cloaths  to  be  brought  - 
them,  and  entertained  them  in  her  tent, 
difmifling  them  with  prefents ;  an  action 
which  did  then  and  ever  will  redound  to 
the  honour  ct  that  princefs. 

.  A  few  days  afterwards  Edward  made  his 
entry  into  Calais,  he  turned  out  all  the  na- 
tive inhabitants  and  peopled  it  with  Englijb, 
which  done,  he  returned  in  triumph  to 
England,  where  he  arrived  Oil.  a.

King  Edward  elected  emperor  of  Ger- 
many,  but  he  rcfufed  it. 

1348.  This  year  was  remarkable  for 
the  prodigious  plenty  which  immediately 
followed  EdwareTi  victories. 

St.  Stephen's  chapel,  Weftminjier,  was 
built,  which  then  belonged  to  the  Kind's 
palace,  but  now  is  ufed  for  the  Houfe  of 
Commons. 

Jan.  15.    A  parliament  was  held  this 
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year  at  London,  and  another  a  few  month* 
a  ter,  when  the  King  bad  very  large  top- 
plies  granted  him. 

The  deanry  of  Windfor  erected  by  this 
King. 

1349.  Was  remarkable  for  corruption 
of  manners  in  England,  when  the  women 
gave,  vent  to  unbridled  debauchery,  laying 
afide  their  modefly,  and  feemed  tu  glory  m 
the  lofs  of  their  virtue.  The  men's  cxcefles 
were  no  lefs  fcandalous. 

Philip  of  France  endeavoured  to  corrupt 
the  governor  of  Calah  to  deliver  it  to  him, 
but  was  prevented,  and  his  troops  routed  by 
Edward  and  his  fon,  Jan.  1.  The  King 
gencroufly  treated  his  prifoncra,  and  ta 
Euftace  of  Ribaument,  a  knight  of  Ficardy, 
he  gave  a  firing  of  pearls  of  great  value,  lor 
his  valour. 

Feb.  8.  Edward  and  the  Prince  returned 
to  England,  where  he  [April  23]  iuftitutc  I 
the  Order  of  the  Garter,  which  has  never 
increafed  its  number,  being  originally  but 
26,  including  the  fovereign. 

Aug.  The  plague,  which  had  raged  for 
fome  time  in  Ajia  and  part  of  Europe, 
fpread  itfelf  into  France,  and  from  thence 
into  England,  where  it  made  its  ftift  ap- 
pearance in  Dorfet/bire,  and  then  fpread  all 
over  the  kingdom,  and  carried  off  -one  half 
of  the  nation  :  London  especially  felt  its 
violence,  where  in  one  year  50,000  pcrfons 
were  buried  in  one  church-yxrd,  now 
called  the  Charter-houfe  near  Smitbjield. 

Newcajlle  nearly  deftroyed  by  a  fire. 

A  continual  rain  from  Midfummer  to 
Chriflmas. 

1350.  King  Edward,  in  per  fon,  ob- 
tained a  great  victory  over  the  Spaniards  at 
fea. 

FbiFip  de  Vahls,  king  of  France,  died 
Aug.  22,  and  was  fuccc:ded  by  his  fon 
John,  who  renewed  the  truce  with  £<**- 
ward. 

Corpvt  Cbrifti  (vulgarly  Benedict)  college 
in  Cambridge  founded  by  the  brethren  of 
the  gild  or  focicfy  of  Corpus  CbriJH,  and 
the  brethren  of  the  gild  of  the  Bleflcd 
Virgin  Mary.

1354,  'July  13.  A  treaty  was  fct  on 
foot  with  Scotland,  wherein  David  Icing  of 
Scott  was  to  be  ranfomed  lor  90,0*0  marks 
of  lilver. 

Sept.  8.  The  prince  of  Wales  fent  to 
France  with  a  fmall  army  and  appointed 
lieutenant  general. 

Nov.  a.  The  King  alfo  follows  him 
with  his  two  fons  Lionel  and  John  of  Gaunt 
with  2000  men. 

The  king  of  Navarre  made  peace  with 
Jvhn  of  France,  upon  which  Edward  dif- 
milTed  his  foreign  troops  and  returned  to 
England. 

The  Scott  renew  hoililities  and  take  the 
town  of  Berwick.  The  parliament  grants 
the  King  to  the  amount  of  1,500,000/. 

Nov.  17.  The  Scots  having  taken  Ber~ 
wick  by  furprite  battened  the  King's  return, 
who  called  a  parliament  the  25th,  which 
granted  bim  a  frelh  fubfidy  of  fifty  /hillings 
on  every  fack  of  wool  for  fix  years. 

1355,  Jan.  7.  Thomas  the  King's  fe- 
venth  ion  was  born  at  Wocd/ioek. 

Jan.  13.  The  King  retook  Berwick, 
and  found  the  Scott  bad  demolilhcd  all  the 
fortifications  and  ruined  Edinburgh. 

Jan  20.  The  King  made  Balid  relin- 
quish his  right  to  Scotland  for  the  yearly 
pcnfion  of  2  000/. 

There  were  two  parliaments  this  year. 

The  war  is  renewed  in  France. 

.1356,  May  16.  The  bifiSops  held  a 
fynod  at  St.  PauV%,  and  granted  the  King  a 
tenth  for  two  yean  and  the  inicrior  clergy 
for  one  year. 

July.  The  prince  of  Wales  made  great 
ravages  in  Languedoc,  Perigord  and  It  Limcu- 
Jin  with  an  army  of  12,000  men  and  befieged 
Bourges,  but  the  Fnrnr£  king  approaching  at 
the  head  of  40,000  men,  he  withdrew  from 
thence  and  intrenched  hirofcif. 

The  Frentb  king  demands  of  the  prince 
of  Wales  four  of  his  noblemen  to  be  at  his 
mercy,  and  himfelf  and  troops  to  furrender 
prifoners  of  war,  which  was  honourably 
rejected  by  the  Prince. 

Aug.  Charles  de  Bhis  obtained  his  liberty 
for  the  fum  of  700,000  crowns  and  left  his 
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two  fons  in  hoftage  for  fecurfty.  E dwarf 
forgave  him  halt  the  fum  to  be  punctual  io 
the  payment  of  the  reft. 

Sept.  29.  Edward  the  Black  Prince  ob- 
tains a  great  viflory  over  the  French  at 
Poiclicrs,  where  John  the  French  king  and 
his  fon  Philip  are  uken  prifoners. 

At  the  battle  of  PoiUhrs  the  French  had 
flam  6000  men,  among  whum  were  800 
nobles,  the  duke  of  Bourbon,  the  duke  of 
Athene  and  fifty  other  great  lords. 

King  Edward  cauled  a  public  thanks- 
giving lor  eight  days. 

1 3  57,  April.  A  truce  concluded  for  two 
years  with  France. 

May.  The  Prince  made  his  triumphant 
entry  into  London,  with  king  John  hit 
P'ifoner,  and  was  met  by  the  lord  mayor 
and  aldermen  in  all  their  formalities  j  the 
citizens  hung  out  their  plate,  tapeftry, 
and  armour,  fo  that  the  like  had  never  bcea 
leen  in  the  memory  of  man. 

The  French  king  and  his  fon  were  lodged 
in  the  Savoy,  with  all  the  freedom  they 
could  defire. 

Coals  firft  imported  at  Londm. 

1358.  The  earl  of  harcourt  died,  and 
made  Edward  h's  heir,  which  cftate  he 
gave  to  the  lord  Holland.

Nov,  Queen  Ifabella,  mother  to  king  Ed- 
ward, died,  having  been  confined  by  her 
fon  twenty-eight  years  in  the  caftle  of  Rifirg, 
for  her  familiarity  with  Mortimer.  Jean, 
the  King's  filler,  alfo  died. 

1 1  ^9.  Edward  refolves  to  carry  the  v  ar 
into  France,  and  confined  John  in  the  tower. 

March  15.  A  body  of  Normans  landed 
at  Wincheljea  and  plundered  the  town,  but 
the  Londoners  fitted  out  a  number  of  fhipe 
and  fcoured  the  feat. 

The  duke  of  Burgundy  obtained  a  fcparate 
truce  for  three  years. 

March.  King  Edward  enters  France 
again,  and  marches  to  the  walls  of  Paris, 
which  holding  out  againft  him,  he  ravages 
the  whole  kingdom,  till  ficoo  of  his  men 
and  horfes,  if  we  may  credit  our  hiftorian?, 
were  killed  by  a  ftcrm  of  thunder  and  light- 
ning, which  induced  him,  'tis  faid,  to 
hearken  to  terms  of  peace  ;  and  the  treaty- 
was  concluded,  May  8,  i  jto,  when  the  king 
returned  to  Enr.'ar.d, 
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By  this  treaty  king  John  was  fet  at  liberty 
after  four  years  imprifonment,  paying 
3,000,000  crowns  for  his  ran  Com. 

April  28.  The  lord  Morley  had  been 
killed  outright,  and  lord  Guy  de  Beaucbamp 
died  by  the  hailftoncs  falling  on  him. 

1360.  July  19.  The  King  equipped  a 
fleet  and  fent  John  to  Calais,  where  he  was 
accompanied  by  prince  Edward,  the  duke 
of  Laucafter,  and  feveral  other  noblemen. 

Off.  20.  The  King  failed  from  Sand' 
wicb  with  an  army  of  100,000  men  and 
1 100  (hips  ;  on  his  landing  he  divided  his 
army  into  three  bodies. 

Off.  24.  The  two  Kings  fign  and  fwear 
to  the  treaty  at  Calais,  where  Edward  came 
a  few  days  before. 

Off.  31.  The  treaty  being  ratified  by 
the  king  of  France,  Edward  embarked  at 
Calais  and  landed  at  Dover  the  next 
morning. 

1361.  Edward  fent  Sir  Jsbn  CbandcU 
into  Frame  to  command  as  lieutenant  ge- 
neral in  the  countries  belonging  to  the 
Englifh,  with  a  great  falary. 

Jan.  20.  The  parliament  met  at  Wrjl- 
minfier,  and  approved  of  the  treaty  of  Bre- 
tagve.

A  great  plague  in  England,  which  be- 
tween January  and  July  took  off  in  London 
57,374  pcrfons ;  and  among  them  Henry 
duke  of  Lancafler;  and  in  Paris  30,000. 

Jobnoi Gaunt,  Lord-Steward,  fourth  fon 
to  king  Edward  III.  created  earl  of  Lei- 
eejfer. 

1362.  An  act  is  made  in  this  year,  that 
the  counfel  at  the  bar  (hall  plead  in  the 
Engtifk  tongue  (the  French  being  ufed  before) 
but  the  pleadings  to  be  entered  in  Latin. 

The  King  in  parliament  declares  Lionel, 
his  third  fon,  duke  of  Clarence ;  John  of 
Gaunt,  his  fourth  fon,  duke  of  Lancafier  j 
and  Edmund,  his  fifth  fon,  earl  of  Cam- 
bridge.

The  parliament  met  at  Weff- 
minficr,  alio  afterwards  Nov.  8,  when  it  was 
diflolved. 

'3°4,  JAn'  Jcbti  king  of  France  coming 
into  England  to  fettle  the  payment  of  the 
remainder  of  his  ranfom,  died  in  London 
the  8th  of  April,  his  body  was  carried  into) 
France,  and  buried  at  St.  Denys. 

In  the  fame  year  likewife  came  into  Eng~ 
land,  Piter  king  of  Cyprus,  and  David  king 
of  Setts. 

Jan.  The  four  Kings  entertained  by  the 
city  at  the  lord  mayor's  houfe,  Sir  Hemy 
Picard  then  lord  mayor. 

Sept.  29.  John  de  Montfort  defeated)

The  Pope's  demand  of  the  tribute 
granted  by  king  John,  was  rejected  by  the 
King  and  parliament. 

The  Englijhmen  who  accompanied  the 
king  of  Cyprus  againft  the  Infidels  gain  great 
honour,  in  particular  one  Thomas  Uackwood 
a  taylor.

June  a  I.  King  Edward  dies  at  bis 
manor- houfe  at  Sheen  (now  Richmond)  in 
the  65th  year  of  his  age,  and  the  51ft  of 
his  reign,  and  was  buried  in  Wefimirfitr 
abbey.

At  the  King's  giving  up  his  laft  breath 
every  body  forfook  him,  and  Alice  Pierce 
robbed  him  of  his  jewels,  and  tbe  rings  oft* 
his  fingers  and  then  withdrew ;  he  was 
only  attended  by  one  ptieft,  who  came  in 
by  accident.

In  his  thirteenth  year,  the  tenth  weaf"f 
the  tenth  fleece,  at  d  the  tenth  lamb  weref 
granted,  befides  30,000  facks  of  wool. 

In  his  fourteenth,  the  ninth  meaff 
fleece  and  lamb. 

In  his  thirty-fixtb,  a  grant  of  aoi.  for 
every  fack  of  wool,  and  every  300  wool 
fells  exported,  and  401.  for  every  la  ft  of 
leather, 

In  his  forty-third,  on  every  fack  of  wool, 
431.  44/.  and  on  every  laft  of  leather  4/* 
be  fides  the  annual  cuftoms. 

In  his  forty-fifth,  a  fubfidy  of  50,000/. 
was  granted,  to  be  raifed  on  every  pari  ft* 
proport'wtably,  and  computed  that  5/.  ibt. 
on  each  pariih,  one  with  another,  would 
raife  it :  Tbis  feemt  to  have  been  a  land-tax. 

In  the  forty-fixih,  granted  2s.  on  every 
tun  of  wine,  and  6d.  in  the  pound  for  all 
merchandize,  in  confederation  of  the  pro- 
tection of  merchant  fhips  and  foreign  trade  s 
Tbis  feemt  to  be  the  original  of  tannage  and 
poundage. 

In  his  fifty-firft,  granted  a  poll  of  40% 
on  every  head  above  14  years  of  age. 
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1377. ICHARD,  the  only  furviving 
XV  child  of  Edward  prince  of 
Walet  (called  the  Black  Prince,  eldeft  fon 
of  Edward  111.  by  Joan  his  wife,  daughter 
of  Edmund  earl  of  Kent)  fucceeded  to  the 
crown  on  the  death  of  his  grandfather, 
being  about  eleven  years  old. 

July  16.  The  young  King  was  crowned 
at  Wejlminfltr. 

The  coronation  oath  of  Richard,  with 
fome little  alteration,  was  the  fame  as  that 
now  ufed. 

The  champion  at  this  coronation  is  the 
rirft  mentioned  in  hiftory,  bur  was  certainly 
of  an  older  date,  as  it  was  claimed  by  virtue 
*}f  a  right  annexed  to  Scr'tvclly  manor  in 
Lincdnjbire. 

Immediately  after  the  folcmnity,  the 
young  King  conferred  feveral  dignities  on 
his  uncles  and  other  noblemen,  to  whom 
he  granted  penfions  of  1000  marks  each. 

The  truce  with  France  expired  without 
being  renewed  or  prepared  againft,  and  the 
French  infefted  the  coafts  of  England,  and 
burnt  Port  (mouthy  Rye,  Haftingt,  Dartmouth, 
Plymouth,  and  feveral  other  places,  and  de- 
feated fome  troops  headed  by  the  Prior  of 
L««r  in  Kent.  They  were  repulfed  at 
Wincbefiery  but  landed  in  the  idc  of 


and  made  a  fruitleis  attack  on  Carsjbroit 
csftle. 

Orders  were  iftued  for  arming  the  clergy. 

The  King's  uncles  governed  the  ftate. 

Sept.  8.  The  earl  of  Dunbar  feized 
Raxborougb  caftle,  but  it  was  foon  after  re- 
covered by  the  earl  of  Northumberland,  at 
the  head  of  10,000  men,  who  ravaged  the 
borders  of  Scotland. 

Thomas  of  Woodfiock  was  created  earl  of 
Buckingham. 

Henry  Piercy,  lord  conftable,  created  earl 
of  Northumberland. 

Guifcard  tTAngoulefm,  the  King's  go- 
vernor, created  earl  of  Huntington. 

03.  13.  The  King  held  a  parliament, 
which  fettled  the  adminiftration  during  the 
minority,  when  the  duke  of  Lancafier  was 
difappointed  of  being  fole  regent,  and  Alice 
Pierce,  the  late  King's  favourite,  had  all 
her  eftates  confiscated,  and  herfelf  banifbed. 
•  Richard  confirmed  Jobnt  charters. 

The  parliament  granted  a  fubfidy  ;  and 
that  it  might  not  be  mifapplied  in  the 
King*ft  minority,  ftipulated  that  it  fhould 
be  lodged  in  the  hands  of  Pb'dpot  and  Wal- 
worth, two  aldermen  of  London,  to  be  ap- 
plied only  to  the  war  againft  France  and 
Spain,  who  were  at  this  time  in  confede- 
racy 
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«jcy  apinft  England }  but  the  duke  of 
Laatafier,  the  King's  uncle,  found  means 
to  get  the  trcafure  iuto  hi*  hands,  and  ap- 
plied it  to  other  ules. 

Altec  Pierce  (the  late  King's  concubine, 
by  whofe  influence  the  duke  of  Lancajler 
had  obtained  fo  great  a  fhare  in  the  admtni- 
ftration,  in  the  laft  reign)  being  banished, 
and  her  eftate  conftfeated  by  the  parliament, 
the  Duke  procured  her  to  be  recalled,  and 
her  fortune  reftored. 

New  collrge,  in  Oxford,  founded  by  Wil- 
tiam  dt  tVitkbam,  bifttop  of  Wwcbcjltr. 

1378.  Jobn  Pbilpot,  an  alderman  of 
Lmdm,  fits  out  a  Heel  at  his  own  charge, 
and  takes  abundance  of  prizes;  and  being 
called  to  account,  by  the  duke  of  Lancafter, 
for  annoying  the  nation's  enemies  without 
fumcicnt  authority,  he  w^s  honourably  ac- 
quitted, and  the  adrniniftrationcenfured  for 
not  protecting  the  tride  of  the  kingdom. 

The  EngK/b,  commanded  by  the  duke  of 
Bucks,  Sir  Hugh  Caherly  and  Sir  Robert 
Kmlles,  march  from  Calais  through  the 
north  of  France,  with  8000  men,  who  de- 
flate J  the  French  and  rcftorcd  tlie  duke  of 
Br'ttawf  • 

An  army  wis  fent  to  join  the  Portuguese, 
andaffift  in  advancing  the  duke  of  Lancajler 
to  the  throne  of  Cafi'sU,  but  they  did  not 
fucceed. 

Oct.  20.  A  parliament  was  held  this 
year  at  Glicefier,  when  feveral  heavy  taxes 
were  Laid,  but  particularly  on  the  clergy  and 
the  nobility  \  every  abbot  paid  jo  marks, 
and  every  monk  40  peace. 

Nov.  %o.  The  Scots  gained  by  the  French 
fuddenly  broke  the  truce,  and  by  furprife 
took  Berwick ;  but  it  was  retaken  a  few  days 
after  by  the  earl  ef  Northumberland,  with 
tOjOoo  men  at  arms,  and  7000  archers, 
who  defeated  the  Scots,  when  the  celebrated 
Hotfpur  was  prelent  and  fignalized  his  cou- 
rage. 

The  plague  raged  in  the  north  of  England, 
which  obliged  the  two  nations  to  a  better 
•bfenrance  of  the  truce,  without  a  new 
txejty. 

The  duke  of  Lancajler  s  lofty  fpirit  in- 
fringed the  fancluary  of  Wtjimw&er,  where 
a  knight  and  a  monk  were  killed  for  re- 
filling his  orders. 

The  king  of  Navarre  delivered  Cberlurg 
to  the  Engl tfr*  which  the  Englifh  garrifoned. 

A  great  plague  in  the  north  of  England 
which  did  great  havock,  and  depopulated 
feveral  parts. 

The  duke  of  Lancafter  undertook  to  re- 
lore  the  duke  of  Brttagne  to  his  dominions, 


but  could  not  accompli  (h  it  without  the 
alfiftance  of  the  court,  who  afljfled  them 
in  confi deration  of  having  Br  eft  delivered 
to  the  Englijb. 

Greenland  difcovered  by  a  Venetian. 

1379,  April  25.  A  parliament  met  at 
Wtfiminjler,  and  laid  a  tax  upon  every  man 
in  the  kingdom,  from  the  higheft  to  the 
1  owe  ft.  Every  juftice  of  two  benches,  with 
the  chief  baron,  was  to  pay  5/.  an  earl  4/. 
the  lord  mayor  of  London  aJ.  every  alder- 
man 401.  and  a  baron  the  fame  j  every  ad- 
vocate at  law  4or,  Sec.  tec.  every  perfon 
being  rated  according  to  his  ftation. 

Aug.  4.  The  king  of  France  conrifcating 
Brttagne,  they  recalled  their  fovereign. 

The  war  continued  in  France,  but  with- 
out any  decifive  battle. 

Dec.  16.  A  fleet  or  Englifh  (hits,  with 
troops  for  the  afliftance  of  the  duke  of 
Brttagne,  were  for  the  molt  part  loft  in  a 
violent  ftorm,  and  above  1000  men  drowned. 

1380,  Jan.  17.  A  pariiament  was  held 
at  rVefhntnftcr,  in  which  foreign  ecclefi- 
aftics  were  rendered  incapable  of  holding 
benefices  in  England,  and  it  alfo  expelled 
foreign  monks. 

Fourteen  commiflioners  were  appointed, 
to  examine  into  the  difpofal  of  the  re- 
venues of  the  crown. 

Charles,  king  of  France,  died,  and  was 
fucceeded  by  his  fon  Charles  VI.  a  youth 
about  twelve  years  of  age,  with  whom  the 
duke  of  Brttagne  made  a  treaty,  and  the 
Englijh  troops  returned  to  England,  April  30. 

1381,  May.  The  truce  with  Scotland 
was  renewed  on  account  of  the  plague. 

Bills  of  exchange  arc  firft  mentioned  as 
ufed  this  year. 

A  great  earthquake  in  different  parts  of 
Europe* 

Nov.  2.  A  parliament  met  at  Northamp- 
ton, when  the  King  having  a  preffing  oc- 
cafion  for  money,  and  the  treafuries  of  the 
rich  having  fupplied  the  laft  grant,  this  was 
to  be  levied  by  way  of  poll  tax,  from  which 
no  perfon  was  exempt,  not  even  the  monks 
and  nunsj  all  above  15  years  old  were  to 
pay  twelve  pence  each. 

The  feverity  with  which  the  tax  gatherers 
collected  the  money  occafioned  a  rebellion, 
headed  by  Walter,  a  tyler  of  Deptford. 

Tyler 's  rabble  confifted  of  above  100,000 
men,  and  were  fpirited  up  by  John  Ball,  a 
prieft,  whom  the  mob  let  out  of  Maidflone 
gaol,  on  May  3.  He  preached  to  the  army 
upon  this  proverbial  rhyme ; 

"  When  Adam  dalfe  and  Eve  fpan, 
«  Who  was  then  a  gentleman  ?•• 

I  %  The* 
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They  ftrft  cleared  the  gaols  of  all  the 
prisoners,  and  then  proceeded  to  London, 
sphere  at  firft  they  met  with  refinance  j  but 
forcing  their  paffage  over  the  bridge,  they 
plundered  the  city  and  feised  on  the  tower, 
wherein  were  600  warlike  men  and  6000 
archers  j  they  there  found  the  archbishop 
of  Canterbury  and  the  Lord  Treafurer,  with 
many  other  noblemen,  who  were  imme- 
diately beheaded  by  the  rebels  j  then  they  pro- 
ceeded to  the  palace  of  the  duke  of  Lancajler, 
at  the  Savoy,  which  they  burnt,  with  the 
'archbifhop  of  Canterbury's  palace,  and  the 
magnificent  priory  of  St.  John's,  Clerker.wtll, 
on  May  24.  This  done,  they  divided  them- 
felves  into  three  bodies  \  Wat  Tyler  remain- 
ed about  the  tower  with  30,000  men  ;  Jack 
Straw,  another  of  their  leaders,  advanced 
into  the  city  with  the  rtbels  of  Effex,  to  the 
number  of  60,000  ;  the  reft,  under  the 
conduct  of  another  leader,  lodged  them- 
themfclves  upon  MiU-E nd - G reen .  The 
King  publifhed  a  general  pardon,  which 
the  Effexmtn.  embraced  and  returned  home. 
Wat  Tyler  rejected  the  offer,  and  the  King 
proposed  a  conference  with  him  in  Smith* 
jield,  where  Wat  behaved  with  great  info- 
lence,  and  took  hold  of  the  King's  horfe's 
bridle,  and  threatened  the  King  with  his 
fword,  which  fo  exafperated  William  Wal- 
worth, lord  mayor  of  London,  who  attend- 
ed the  King,  that  without  confidering  the 
danger  to  which  the  King;  was  expofed,  he  I 
difcharged  fuch  a  blow  on  the  rebel's  head 
with  his  mace,  that  he  laid  him  dead  at 
the  King's  feet.  The  rebels  were  pre- 
paring to  revenge  his  death,  which  the 
King  prevented  bv  crying  out  in  a  refolute 
and  courageous  voice,  tl  "Will  you  kill  your 
King,  who  will  then  redrefs  your  wrongs  ?'* 
which  daggered  their  refolution,  and  they 
threw  down  their  arms.  On  this  occafion 
the  dagger  was  added  to  the  city  arms,  and 
the  King;  knighted  Walworth  and  fevers  I  of 
the  aldermen  on  the  occafion,  and  granted 
them  lands  for  ever* 

There  were  other  infurreelions  in  Mr- 
ftlk  and  Suffolk,  where  the  rioters  burnt  all 
the  ancient  charters  in  the  abbey  of  St. 
Fdmundjhuty,  and  of  the  univerfity  of 
Cambridge,  but  they  were  defeated  by  the 
bifhop  of  Norwich,  at  North  Wal/bam  in 
Norfolk. 

July ft,  Upward  of  1500  were  hanged, 
the  chief  of  whom  was  Jack  Straw. 

The  duke  of  Lancafter,  upon  the  firft 
news  of  the  infurreclion,  concluded  a  truce 
with  the&orj. 

The  King,  who  had  been  defiroui  of 


being  married,  demanded  the  laughter  of 
Barnabat,  duke  of  Mdany  in  1379;  but 
this  not  fucceeding,  he  demanded,  in  1 380, 
a  daughter  of  the  late  emperor,  Lewis  of  . 
Bavaria,  and  had  no  better  fuccefs  than 
in  the  former  negociationj  at  lair,  on 
May  a,  1381,  his  marriage  with  Ann  of 
Luxemburgb,  filler  of  the  emperor,  Wtn- 
eejiaus,  was  concluded  at  Nurembvrg,  who 
arrived  in  England,  at  Dover,  the  latter  end 
of  December,  and  was  married  to  the  King 
in  the  chapel  royal  at  Wefiminjler  on 
Jan.  14  following,  and  was  crowned  fooa 
after.  Inftead  of  her  bringing  a  dower, 
king  Richard  gave  the  emperor  no  lefs  than 
10,000  marks,  or  80,000  florins,  for  his 
alliance,  and  was  alfo  at  the  whole  charge 
of  bringing  her  over.    1  ' 

At  the  Queen's  requeft  the  King  granted 
a  general  pardon. 

1 381.  Edmund,  earl  of  March,  grandfon 
of  Roger  Mortimer,  who  was  beheaded  the 
beginning  of  the  reign  of  Edward  111.  died, 
in  February,  in  his  government  of  Ireland. 
He  had  married  Pbilifta,  only  daughter  of 
Lionel  duke  of  Clarence,  third  fon  of  Ed' 
ward  III.  and  by  her  had  a  fon  called 
Roger,  who  fuccceded  him  in  his  honour 
and  eftate. 

May  5.  The  parliament  met,  and  pa  (Ted 
an  aft,  empowering  biftiops  to  imprifon  he- 
reticks  without  the  King's  licenfe. 

Richard  made  choice  of  flattering  fa- 
vourites, to  whom  he  granted  a  consider- 
able fum j  but  they  were  rcfufed  to  b« 
fealed  by  the  chancellor,  as  being  indif- 
crect  grants,  which  the  King  refented  and 
demanded  the  feal?  and  fealed  them  himfelf. 

Oft.  6.  A  parliament  met  and  revoked 
the  late  power  given  the  bifhops  of  im« 
prifoning  heretic  ks. 

The  fchifm  continuing  in  the  church, 
Urban  publifhed  a  crufade  againfl.  Clement 
and  his  adherents,  of  which  the  bifhop  of* 
Norwich  was  made  general,  and  the  Eng- 
lijh  nobles  engaged  in  it  with  teal. 
'  1383,  Feb.  24.  A  parliament  was  held 
at  WeflminJIer,  when  Wickliff prefented  feven 
articles,  containing  the  Tubftance  of  hit 
doctrine.  This  parliament  approved  of 
the  crufade  and  granted  a  fupply. 

April  23.  The  bifhop  of  Norwich  em- 
barked with  50,000  foot  and  2000  horfe. 
When  he  arrived  at  Calais  he  attacked 
Flanders  contrary  to  bis  directions,  and 
was  obliged  to  retire,  after  having  in  bat* 
tie  killed  xo  or  12,000  of  the  French* 

Off.  25.  The  French  and  Scots  in  con- 
junction ma^c  defctnts  into  England,  which* 
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cArligcd  Richard  to  call  a  parliament,  who 
granted  him  a  fubGdy  to  continue  the  war. 
TLcmat  lord  Mowbray,  earl  of  Notting- 


ham, was  made  the  firft  earl  marih.il 

138a,  a6.  A  truce  with  France, 
and  the  duke  of  hancaficr,  with  aooo 
lances  and  6000  archers  went  and  ravaged 
Scotland  to  the  very  gates  of  Edinburgh. 
There  was  an  army  aflcmblcd  by  the  King 
at  Nrwcafiltf  but  by  the  mediation  of  the 
duke  of  Burgundy,  a  truce  was  granted, 
and  the  duke  of  Lancaffcr  returned  home. 

April  15.  A  parliament  met  and  granted 
the  Ring  farther  fupplics. 

The  duke  of  Laucafier  fufpected  and  ac- 
cufed  of  confpiring  the  King's  death,  but 
was  acquitted. 

Edmund  of  Langley,  fifth  fon  of  king 
Edward  II I.  earl  of  Cambridge,  created 
duke  of  York. 

A  parliament  met  November  la,  at  IVcJi- 
w.'tnfier,  which  granted  the  King  a  large 
f apply,  and  reverfed  the  fentence  paft  againft 
Alice  Puree  in  a  former  parliament. 

The  truce  with  France  and  Scotland  being 
expired,  the  duke  of  Lane  after  went  to 
Paris  to  prolong  it  for  three  months,  where 
he  fpent  50,000  marks. 

A  project  formed  to  deftroy  the  Duke, 
which  he  avoided,  and  by  the  influence  of 
the  princefs  of  Walts  was  reconciled  to  the 
King. 

1385.  The  truce  being  again  expired, 
France  prepared  to  exert  itfelf,  and  for  that 
porpofe  fent  fuccours  to  Scotland,  in  order  to 
favour  the  intended  defcent  on  the  fouth 
coaft  of  England. 

An  array  levied  on  the  borders  of  Scotland 
confining  of  300,000  men.  The  duke  of 
hancafter  with  60,000  marched  into  Scot- 
Und, and  drove  their  army  before  him. 

Berwick  caftle,  lately  taken  by  the  Scots, 
is  recovered. 

Franco  deferred  her  expedition,  and  Rich' 
erd  entered  Scotland  in  Augufi,  but  neglect* 
Che  opportunity  of  fubdutng  that  kingdom. 

The  Scott  made  a  direrfton  in  Cumberland, 
where  they  deftroyed  Penrith,  made  an  at- 
tempt on  Carlifte  and  cruelly  ravaged  the 
country.  Richard  returned  to  England, 
without  attempting  to  refill  the  Scots  in  Cunt' 
berland,  which  gave  great  difguft  to  hit  fub- 
jeett. 

The  lord  Holland,  the  king's  brother, 
quarrelUd  with  and  killed  the  earl  of  Staf- 
ford?* eldeft  fon,  and  took  fanctuary  in  Be- 
verley abbey.  The  King  refuting  to  pardon 
him  at  their  mother's  came  ft  folicitation  ; 
#c  died  of  grief  at  Wallingford  caAk,  and 


was  buried  in  the  church  of  the  friars 
minors  at  Stanford,  where  the  king  after- 
wards built  a  chapel. 

The  King  foon  after  pardoned  his  brother. 

Sept.  The  duke  of  Lan.afttr  being  in- 
vited to  accept  the  crown  of  Cafiile  to  which 
he  laid  a  claim,  (elicited  aififtance  from 
Richard. 

Off.  1 3.  A  parliament  held  at  rSeJlmin- 
fier,  and  granted  fupplics  for  the  expedition. 
The  earl  of  March  (grandlon  of  Mortimer, 
executed  as  a  traitor  in  the  late  reign)  de- 
clared presumptive  heir  to  the  crown. 

Before  the  parliament  broke  up  the  King 
conferred  on  the  earl  of  Cambridge,  his  uncle, 
the  title  of  duke  of  Tori  ;  and  on  his  other 
uncle,  the  earl  of  Buckingham,  that  of  duko 
of  Glocefter.  The  earl  of  Oxford,  Robert  de 
Vert,  he  created  themarqu's  of  Dublin,  and 
focn  afer  duke  of  Ireland.  This  favourite 
w*s  the  fir  A  that  be  re  the  title  of  marquis 
in  England. 

This  year  Dr.  }V;;k;:jf  died  at  his  pari  fix 
at  Lutterworth  in  Leicefter/bire  :  be  was  dug 
up  forty  years  afterward,  and  burnt  for  a 
heretick. 

Some  of  his  opinions  condemned  by  the 
Pope  and  bilhops  as  heretical,  were  thefe, 
(vim.) 

That  the  material  fubftance  of  bread  and 
wine,  remained  after  contention  in  the 
facramcnt  of  the  altar  j  that  Chrift  is  not 
in  the  facrament  identically,  and  really,  in 
his  own  corporeal  prcfence. 
That  all  external  confeftion  is  unprofitable. 
That  if  the  Pope  be  an  ill  man,  he  has 
no  power  over  the  faithful. 

That  friars  ought  to  get  their  living  by 
labour,  not  by  begging. 

Many  of  Wickliffy%  difciples  were  impri- 
foned  in  this  reign,  for  maintaining  fuch 
doarines. 

1386.  The  king  of  Armenia,  who  had 
been  expelled  his  dominions  by  the  Turks, 
visited  England  for  fuccour,  when  Richard 
granted  him  1000/.  per  annum. 

Aug.  i.  The  duke  of  Lancafier  embark* 
for  Spain,  with  an  army  of  zo,ooo  men,  to 
recover  his  kingdom  of  Caflilc,  bat  is  un- 
fuccefsful. 

0&.  1.  A  parliament  met  at  Wcflmir.Jltr, 
and  as  a  great  army  had  been  levied  to  re  fife 
the  French,  the  King  wanted  a  fupply  j 
which  the  parliament  not  readily  granting, 
and  addrefling  him  again  ft  his  favourites, 
he  retired  in  difguft  to  Eltham,  and  dif- 
putesarofe  between  the  King  andparliament. 

The  firft  company  of  linen  weavers  fet- 
in  England  this  year. 
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Off.  31.  The  French  prepare  a  vaft  hVct 
and  army  to  invade  England,  but  are  dif- 
pcrled  by  a  floim. 

The  parliament  oblige  the  King  to  dif- 
charge  his  favourites,  Michael  de  la  Psfe 
carl  of  StjTui,  and  Robert  ,.e  Vere  duke  of 
Ireland  j  but  they  arc  reftored  to  favour  on 
the  riling  of  the  parliament. 

1 3$ 7.  William  of  fFtckhatn,  hi rti op  of 
Wincheficr,  founds  a  college  at  rVinchcfifr. 

The  firlt  high  admiral  of  England  ap- 
pointed* 

March  8.  The  earls  of Arundel  and  Not- 
tingham KaVing  taken  a  large  fleet  of  French , 
Spanijb,  and  Flmijh  merchantmen,  and 
bmught  them  to  England,  incurred  the 
Kin^s  difjjeafure  and  refigned. 

The  duke  of  Ireland  divorced  his  wife, 
firft  coufin  to  the  King,  and  grand  daughter 
to  Edward  III. 

The  King's  favourites  endeavour  to  make 
him  abfolutc,  and  the  King  communicated 
his  defign  to  the  flierifts,  who  rcfufe  to  cn- 
jnge  in  the  plot  j  but  the  judges  determine 
that  the  King  is  above  the  law. 

Prcpofals  of  reconciliation  with  the  King 
and  nobles  rendered  v/clefs  by  the  carl  of 
Suffolk,  upon  which  the  confederate  lords 
take  arms. 

The  duke  of  Ghccfter,  and  the  lords  of 
his  party,  defeat  the  King's  forces  com- 
manded by  the  duke  of  Ireland  ;  whereupon 
the  duke  goes  to  Fhndcrs,  where  he  dies. 

1388.  Dombs  were  this  year  invented 
by  a  man  at  Venlo. 

The  King  took  refuge  in  the  tower, 
when  il  was  discovered  he  'ntended  to  fell 
Calais  and  Cberhvrg  to  Charles  of  France. 

The  confederate  lords  take  poffeflion  of 
London,  feize  upon  the  judges,  and  compel 
the  King  to  difcard  his  minifters,  and  call  a 
parliament,  where  they  attaint  the  archbi- 
fhop  of  York,  the  duke  of  Ireland,  the  earl 
©f  Suffolk,  chief  jufticc  Tre/Jil'tan,  «nd 
ethers  j  and  afterwards  hang  up  TreJJitian  (the 
J'ffrcyt  of  his  time)  and  Icveral  other  per- 
sons of  quality,  and  Wanifh  the  other  judges. 

The  confederate  lords,  at  a  conference  with 
the  King,  reproach  him  with  his  conduft, 
which  Richard  anfwered  with  tears ;  and 
upon  his  not  meeting  them  at  Wefbminfter 
as  required,  they  threatened  tochufc  a  new 
one,  which  made  him  comply  and  confent 
to  the  banifhment  of  his  favourites ;  and 
the  judges,  who  had  favoured  his  defigns, 
were  taken  off  the  benches  in  iVeflnmjler- 
Jlall  and  fent  to  the  tower. 

They  alfo  compel  the  King  to  renew  his 
coronation  oath,  and  pafe  an  i€t  of  general 
pardon.  «

I      13S9,  Feb.  3.    The  parliament  met,  and] 
pa  fled  an  aft  lor  a  general  pardon. 

The  Scots  had  taken  the  advantage  of  the 
troubles  and  were  advanced  to  Ncwcaftle9 
committing  great  ravages  on  the  border?, 
when  llvipur,  fun  of  the  earl  of  Nortbum- 
btrLnd  m..rched  apainft  them,  and  with  hit 
own  hand  Dew  Dturlas  their  leader,  but  he 
was  defeated  and  taken  prifoner. 

The  Eng/ifh  high  admiral,  the  earl  of 
Arundel,  tcok  from  the  t  rench  80  laden 
fliins,  and  plundered  the  iilcs  of  Ree  and 
Olcron,  foon  afirr  which  the  two  crowns 
agree  on  a  truce  lor  three  years. 

1300,   "Jan.   14.    The   king  declares 
him  lei  f  of  age,  and  makes  alterations  in 
his  miniAry. 
^William  of  Wtckham  made  lord  chancellor. 

Edward  Plantagenet,  eldcft  fon  of  Ed~ 
mind  of  Langley,  aukc  of  York,  created  earl 
of  Richmond. 

The  Kinj;  makes  over  Gafcogny  to  hit 
uncle  tin  duke  of  Latwa/er. 

The  Duke  had  met  with  better  luccefs  in 
I  a  fecond  expedition  to  Spain,  than  hc  did  in 
the  firft,  for  he  compelled  the  King  of 
Caflile  to  pay  him  600,000  hvrcs,  and  give 
him  fecurity  for  an  annuity  of  40,000  livret, 
doting  his  own  and  his  duchcfVs  life  j  and 
that  Kins  married  his  fon  to  the  Dukc'f 
daughter  Karherine,  fettling  the  fucceffion  to 
the  crown  of  Qafiile  on  the  iftue  of  that 
marriage. 

1391.  A  terrible  plague  and  a  famine 
very  feverc  in  England.  , 

The  King  was  fo  extravagant  in  his  ex- 
pences,  that  in  his  kitchen  alone  he  had 
above  300  domcfticks,  and  is  faid  daily  to 
entertain  6000  perfons. 

Flaying  cards  invented  for  the  amufe- 
mcnt  of  the  king  of  France. 

1392.  As  his  revenues  were  not  fuffi- 
cient  to  fupport  his  cxpenccs,  he  attempted 
to  borrow  looo/.  of  the  citizens  of  London, 
but  was  rcfu'ed,  which  he  refented,  and 
under  colcur  of  punifhing  a  tumult  of  little 
confequence  he  ftripped  the  city  of  her  pri- 
vileges, [May  ac.]  took  away  the  charier, 
•nd  removed  the  courts  of  jufticc  to  York  j 
nor  would  he  reftore  them  till  the  Londoner! 
had  prefented  him  with  10,000/.  and  two 
gold  crowns.  By  this  he  entirely  forfeited 
the  afrcftion  of  the  citizens,  who  made 
him  fenfiblc  afterwards,  how  dangerous  it 
was  for  a  king  of  England  to  have  London 
for  his  enemy. 

Nov.  3.  A  parliament  was  held  this 
year  at  Wef.minfltr,  which  granted  the  King 
a  fubfidy,

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1393.  A  rebellion  in  Ireland,  and  the 
King  prepared  for  his  journey,  and  called  a 
parliament  [Jan.  ai.J  at  Wefiminfter,  fur  a 
fop  ply  for  that  purpose. 

The  mercers  company  in  London  incor- 
porated. 

1394.  The  King  fet  out  for  Ireland  on 
"January  9,  and  from  thence  fent  his'  uncle 
the  duke  of  Glocefier  to  folicit  a  further 
f  u  pply  from  parliament,  who  met  'January 
*5»  1 395»  which  was  called  by  the  duke 
©f  York,  who  was  then  regent  in  England. 

Sept.  The  King  fet  out  for  Ireland,  at- 
tend by  the  duke  of  Ghctficr,  and  the  earls 
of  March)  Nottingham,  and  Rutland,  &c. 
where  at  firft  he  made  fume  progrefs 
again  ft  the  rebels,  but  as  the  feafun  would 
not  permit  him  to  proceed,  he  went  to 
Dublin,  where  he  held  a  parliament. 

1 395.  June  7.  Queen  Anne  died  at  SLeene, 
in  Surrey, 

Soon  after  the  death  of  the  Queen,  the 
ducheffes  of  York  and  Lancajler  both  died. 

Wicklif't  doclrine  gains  ground  in  Eng- 
land, aim  his  followers  growing  numerous 
made  the  clergy  apprehenfive  of  conlc- 
quesccs ;  they  folic i ted  the  return  of 
the  King,  who  left  the  earl  of  Marik  to 
manage  the  war,  and  arrived  in  England 
in  May,  to  fuppiefs  the  Loliardx. 

1396.  The  duke  of  Lar.cafter  married 
the  lady  Kalberine  Swinford,  widow  of  Sir 
1 baeat  Swinford,  by  whom  he  had  tour  chil- 
dren, in  the  life-time  of  his  former  duchefs. 
Tbele  he  afterwards  procured  to  be  made 
legitimate  by  act  of  parliament ;  and  from 
John  Beaufort,  eldeft  fon  of  John  of  Gaunt, 
by  Katberine  Swinfcrd,  Henry  VII.  of  the 
hoofe  of  Lancafter,  derived  his  right  to  the 
crown. 

This  year  died  at  Louvain,  the  duke  of 
Ireland,  the  King's  favourite,  whofe  corpfc 
was  brought  into  England,  where  he  was 
buried  at  £<zr/'s  Ccln  in  Efftx,  with  great 
pomp,  at  the  King's  ex pence,  who  attended 
the  funeral  in  pcrfon,  but  the  nobility  re- 
fused to  attend. 

The  Gafcont  refufed  to  acknowledge  th<? 
duke  of  Lanrafier  for  their  fovcrtign,  and 
the  King  revoked  the  grant  of  that  fove- 
reignty, 

J,hn  Beaufort  (cldeft  fon  of  Jabn  of 
Caunt)  created  earl  of  Rutland. 

08.  31.  The  King  married  ICahl, 
daughter  of  Cbarlet  VI.  king  of  France, 
but  feven  yean  old,  anj  a  peace  was  made 
for  30  years. 

They  were  married  iu  St.  Niclnfai* 
church  at  Calais,  by  the  archbilhop  of  Can- 


terbury, and  Hie  was  crowned  the  January 

following. 

Richard  is  faid  to  have  expended  on  his 
marriage  not  lets  than  300,000  marks,  and 
received  with  the  Queen  but  200,000. 

The  duke  of  Giouceflcr,  who  liked  nei- 
ther the  marriage  nor  the  truce,  reproachol 
the  King. 

Richard**  exceflive  expences  ©ccafioned 
him  to  make  ufe  of  illegal  mcthudi  lor  m 
fupply,  fo  that  almoft  all  the  nobles  and 
rich  men  were  obliged  to  lend  the  King 
money,  though  it  was  well  known  he 
never  intended  to  repay  it. 

,397i  7*m*  **•  Tnc  KJn8  «llcJ  a  par- 
liament at  rVeflfKtnfter,  which  gTanted  him 
fupplies.  In  this  parliament,  the  judges 
banifhed  to  Ireland  obtained  leave  to  return 
to  England. 

TIil-  King  rcftored  Cberburg  and  Brefi  t» 
the  French,  which  gave  great  umbrage. 

The  duke  of  Gbcrfier  again  reproached 
the  King  with  his  conduct,  which  gave 
Richard  great  difgnft,  and  the  dukes  of 
Lancafer  and  York  quitting  the  court,  the 
King  determined  to  get  rid  of  him. 

He  trappanned  the  Duke  into  his 
and  font  him  to  Calais. 

Aug.  1,    The  King  called  a 
the  peers  at  Nottingham. 

Blackwell-ball  purchafed  by  the  city  of 
Lsndon. 

Richard  began  repairing  Weflmnfter-bcIL, 
and  caufed  the  walls,  windows,  and  roof  to 
be  taken  down  and  new  built,  with  a  {late- 
ly porch,  as  it  now  remains. 

Srft.  17.  The  King  called  a  parliament 
that  repealed  the  acls  which  abridged  hia 
prerogative,  and  particularly  an  ad  whidi 
empowered  eleven  lords  to  infpeft.  the  pub- 
lic revenues,  and  call  his  minifters  to  ac- 
count :  and  it  was  declared  they  were  traitcr- 
oufly  obtained. 

The  lords  that  had  appeared  in  arms 
againft  the  King  were  many  of  them  at- 
tainted and  executed. 

The  arch bi (hop  of  Canterbury  was  im- 
peached for  being  one  of  the  Lords  com- 
miffioners,  appointed  by  parliament,  in 
1386,  for  the  infraction  of  fhc  admini- 
ftration  of  public  affairs. 

The  earls  of  Arundel  and  Warwick  were 
accufed  of  the  fame,  their  eftates  confif- 
cated,  and  Arundd executed,  at  which  the 
KinK  was  prefrnt.  The  archbifrop  wax 
banithed  as  well  as  Wa**wici. 

The  duke  of  GUctfcr  was  fmothcrrJ  at 
Calais,  a;  the  King  apprehenc-d  danger, 
fliouli  he  putlickly  executed.    H;s  ccrpfe 
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was  brought  to  England  and  buried  in 

Wcfimirfier  abbey. 

The  King  gratified  feveral  of  the  lotds 
with  the  titles  and  eftatee  of  thofe  who  were 
executed. 

1398,  Jan.  29.  The  parliament  met 
again,  and  ftrove  to  carry  the  prerogative 
royal  to  its  greateft  extent. 

They  paffed  an  act,  delegating  their  au- 
thority to  a  fele&  number  of  lords  and  com- 
mons nominated  by  the  King. 

During  this  feflion,  Richard  brought  into 
Sbre*vfbuty  a  numerous  guard  of  the  militia 
of  Cbejbirc,  who  exprefltd  fo  Itrong  an  in- 
clination to  ferve  him,  that  to  gratify  the 
county,  he  creeled  it  to  a  principality,  and 
added  to  the  reft  of  its  titles,  that  of  prince 
of  Cbejlcr. 

Edward  Plantagenet,  duke  of  Lancafier, 
created  duke  of  AumtrU. 

Henry  of  Bellngbroke  created  duke  of 
Hertford.  He  married  Mary,  daughter  and 
coheir  of  earl  Humphrey  de  Bobun  ;  after 
the  extinction  of  whofe  line,  the  Stafford* 
fomctimes  ufed  the  AHle  of  Hereford. 

OcJ.  6.  Commiflioners  from  Scotland 
met  fome  others  from  England,  at  Haudert- 
fiank,  on  the  borders  of  the  two  kingdoms, 
for  fettling  an  exchange  of  prifoners  taken 
fince  the  truce  at  Leulingbam,  1389,  and  to 
regulate  other  affairs. 

Nov.  A  rebellion  broke  out  in  Ireland, 
when  Roger  Mortimer,  earl  of  March,  go- 
vernor of  Ireland,  was  killed  in  battle. 
This  Prince,  who  was  declared  by  act  of 
parliament  preemptive  heir  to  the  crown, 
Irft  two  fons,  both  of  whom  died  without 
ilTue ;  but  the  marriage  of  Ann  their  filler 
with  the  duke  of  IVA's  fecond  fon  proved 
a  fertile  fotirce  of  troubles,  which  long  af- 
flicted this  kingdom. 

The  King  prepared  for  his  journey  to 
Ireland,  and  for  that  purpofe  extorted  mo- 
ney from  his  fubjccls  in  an  arbitrary  man- 
ner, which  rendered  him  more  odious  than 
ever. 

Dec.    A  quarrel  between  the  dukes  of 

Hereford  and  Norfolk  propofed  to  be  de- 
cided by  duel,  but  prevented  by  the  King, 
who  baniflied  both  the  dukes,  contrary  to 
the  privileges  of  the  nobility. 

*399»  Feb.*.  John  of Gaunt,  duke  of 
Lancajler,  died,  and  was  buried  in  St. 
PauPt  church,  and  his  fon  the  duke  of 
Hereford**  cftate  was  feized  by  the  King. 

Seventeen  counties  charged  with  treafon, 
in  adhering  to  the  duke  of  Glocefier  ten 
years  before,  and  obliged  to  purchafe  their 
pardons  of  the  King, 


:Hard  it. 

Large  Aims  extorted  from  the  fubjecl^ 
by  way  of  loan,  and  their  provifions  feiseo 
for  the  ufe  of  the  army  without  paying  fo* 
them. 

The  earl  of  Northumberland  declared  a 
traitor  by  the  King,  who  alfo  bani&cd  him 
and  confiscated  his  eftates. 

The  duke  of  York  being  appointed  guar- 
dian of  the  kingdom,  the  King  embarked  for 
Ireland,  where  he  arrived  May  31,  at  Water* 
ford,  from  whence  he  marched  to  Dublin. 

He  was  attended  by  the  fons  of  the  duke 
of  Lancafier,  by  his  third  wife,  and  by 
thofe  of  the  late  duke  of  Giocefier,  whom 
he  carried  like  holt  age  j,  and  took  with 
him  the  beft  part  of  his  jewels,  as  if  ho 
had  forefeen  he  ihould  never  more  return 
to  his  palace, 

July  4,  In  his  abfence,  Henry,  late 
duke  of  Hereford,  now  duke  of  La ncafier, 
landed  in  Torkjhire,  and  was  joined  by  the 
nobility  and  gentry. 

The  Regent  endeavoured  in  vain  to  pre- 
vent a  genrral  revolt,  but  his  counfeilors 
retired  to  St.  Alban\  and  London  declared 
for  the  duke  of  Hereford. 

The  Duke  published  a  manifefto,  having 
taken  the  tide  of  the  duke  of  Lancafier, 
declaring  he  came  to  redraft  grievances, 
and  that  he  had  no  defign  upon  the  crown. 

The  Regent  endeavoured  to  levy  troops, 
but  without  accompliftiing  his  defign,  which 
occafioned  the  mini  wry  to  defert  him  and 
retire  to  Briftol,  and  the  Regent  threw  up 
the  care  of  public  affairs,  and  retired  to  his 
his  own  houfe. 

The  duke  of  Lancafier  marched  to  Lm- 
don,  and  was  received  with  joy  ;  from  thence 
he  went  to  Briftol,  which  furrendered  to 
him  immediately.  The  earl  of  Wihjbve 
and  his  companions  he  beheaded. 

When  Richard  heard  of  thefe  tranC- 
a&ions,  he  imprifoned  the  Duke's  brothers, 
with  the  duke  of  Glocefier  %  fons,  but  waa 
detained  by  contrary  winds,  which  occa- 
fioned the  difperfion  of  fome  troops  raifed 
in  Che/hire  and  Wales  for  his  afliftance. 

Richard  landed  at  Mtlford-Hoven,  and  in 
the  mid  ft  ot  his  diftreft  retired  to  Conway 
caftlr,  and  propofed  an  accommodation  with 
the  duke  of  Lancafier,  when  be  offered  to 
the  duke  of  Northumberland  to  refign  hi* 
crown,  provided  that  life  was  promifed  him 
and  eight  others,  and  defired  an  interview 
with  the  duke  of  Lancafier. 

The  King  and  the  Duke  had  an  inter- 
view, and  on  Aug.  20  went  together  to 
Chefier,  and  from  thence  to  London,  where 
Ritbard  was  confined  in  the  tower; 
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tilehairS*  treafure  and  jewels,  to  the  va- 
lue of  700,00c/.  fell  into  the  bands  of  the 
dake  of  Lance  ft  cr,  who  furomoned  a  par- 
liament in  the  King':  name. 

Sept.  29.  Richard  made  a  public  rcfig- 
sation  01  bis  crown,  by  delivering  it  up, 
.  with  thefcepter,  and  ether  enfigns  of  royalty, 
and  by  an  inftr\.mcnt  figned  with  his  own 
h*nd,  confciTcd  himfelf  unworthy  and  un- 
fit any  longer  to  govern  }  which  was  the 
neat  day  laid  before  the  pari  lament,  who 
ordered  articl  e  of  accufation,  and  rcifons 
for  the  depofition,  to  be  exhibited;  when 
the  duke  of  Lane  after  claimed  the  crown. 

During  tbii  reign  the  cudom  prevailed  of 
wearing  piked  flioes,  tied  'o  the  knees 
with  ribbands  and  chains  of  iilvcr. 

The  ladies  wore  high  dreiies  on  their 
heads,  piked  herns,  with  long  trained 
gowns,  and  rode  on  fide  fuddles,  after  the  rx- 
amplcof  the  princefs  Ann  of  Bcitmia,  who 
nrft  brought  that  falhjon  into  this  country, 
before  which  time  they  uled  {0  ride  a  ft  ride 
like  men. 

It  is  remarkable,  that  when  RutarcTi 
.  fecond  wife  came  from  Bohemia,  /he  had

He  ordered  the  laft  parliament,  fum- 
moned in  king  Richard* s  name,  to  aftemblc, 
without  iiTuingnew  writs. 

The  archbi/hop  of  Canterbury  harangued 
the  parliament  in  praife  of  the  new  King, 
and  adjourned  them  to  the  14th  of  OHuher. 

King  Henry  filed  fcvcral  potts,  and  large- 
ly rewarded  the  earls  of  Northumberland  and 
fYeJimnrlar.d  for  their  atTiftance. 

Henry  gave  the  ifle  of  Man  to.thc  earl  of 
Wtrth*mb*rJand. 

OB.  13.  This  being  Edward  the  Con- 
feiTor's  day,  Henry  was  crowned  with  all 
the  ofoal  formalities,  being  then  33  years 
old.  He  lodged  the  night  before  in  the 
tower  of  London,  where  he  made  his  three 
font,  with  feveral  fons  of  the  nobility,  and 
others,  to  the  number  of  forty-fix,  knights 
of  the  bath.  At  his  coronation,  he  was 
t  anointed  with  a  pretended  miraculous  oil, 
faid  to  be  brought  by  the  Virgin  Mary  to 
St.'  Thsmat  of  Canterbury. 

The  dukes  of  Exeter  and  Scmcrftt,  the

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no  fooner  fet  foot  on  /hare,  but  fuch  a 
violent  tc  rpeft  immediately  arofc,  as  had 
not  been  l'<rcn  in  many  years ;  feveral  /hips 
were  da/hed  in  pieces  in  the  rurbour,  and 
the  flii.>  in  which  the  Queen  came  over 
was  flut  tered  and  br.>k.  .1  :  which  was  the 
more  c'jft.:vaH  ,  t.v.iufe  his  fecond  wife 
brought  a  iU...i  \\;:h  her  to  the  EngJifh 
ca  ls,  in  whu  h  u*c  King's  baggage  was 
loft,  and  many  fliips  of  hi»  fleet  call  away. 

Taxes  in  this  Reign. 

They  were  generally  fifteenths  and  half 
fifteenths,  or  laid  on  wool,  wool  fells  and 
leather,  very  mtderately  :  but, 

In  hit  fourth  year,  there  was  a  general 
poll-tax  of  three  groats  a  head  upon  the 
laity. 

In  his  eleventh,  three  /hillings  a  tun  wa» 
granted  on  wine,  and  one  /hilling  in  the 
pound  on  merchandize. 

In  his  fourteenth,  three  (billings  a  tun 
was  grartca  on  \wnc,  and  one  /billing  in 
the  pound  on  :uerchanJi2e. 

In  his  eighteenth,  the  lame  for  three  year** 


r  r  iv. 
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I  earls  of  Kent  and  Albemarle  (who  bad  ad- 
hered to  R'ubard)  were  deprived  of  their 
honours  and  eftatcs. 

Prince  Henry ,  fon  to  Henry  IV.  thirteen 
years  old,  was  created  prince  of  JVales,  and 
the fucceflion  of  the  crown  limitted  to  him 
and  his  ifluc,  remainder  to  his  three  younger 
brothers  fucceflivcly. 

This  parliament  examined  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  former  one,  and  rcverfed  feve- 
ral acts  of  attainder,  and  repealed  fcvcral 
laws  for  dtfpotifm,  and  the  King  granted 
a  general  pardon. 

A  mom;  others,  they  reverfed  the  attain- 
ders of  his  uncle,  the  duke  of  C/ocefier, 
and  his  friends,  and  revived  the  flat u tea 
pa/Ted  in  the  nth  of  Richard  11.  and  re- 
duced all  treafons  to  the  ae,th  of  Edtu.  III. 

OB.  22.  Edmund  Mortimer ,  earl  of 
March,  confidcring  it  dangerous  and  fruit- 
lefs  to  aflert  his  right  to  the  crown,  retired 
to  his  eftatc  near  the  borders  of  Wales. 

Thomas  Merks,  biihop  of  CarlijU,  made  a 
fpeech  in  parliament  again/l  king  Henry%% 
ufurpation,  but  it  produced  nothing  in 
favour  of  Richard,  and  himfelf  was  com- 
mitted prifoner  to  St.  AWami  abbey,  but 
was  fooo  after  rc  leafed. 

K  The 
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The  parliament,  however,  determined 
that  Richard  fhould  be  kept  in  confinement 
during  bis  life,  with  a  princely  allowance; 
bat  in  cafe  any  perfon  mould  attempt  his 
deliverance,  Richard  would  be  the  firft 
man  that  would  furfer  death. 

Henry  promifed  the  clergy  his  protection, 
and  affured  them  he  would  extirpate  hcrefy, 
and  having  had  a  targe  fupply  for  his  ex- 
penccs,  he  difTolved  the  parliament. 

He  difpatched  ambafladors  to  all  the 
different  courts,  to  give  a  plaufible  reafon 
for  Richard**  depofition  and  his  own  pro- 
motion. 

The  Gafcmt  were  prevented  from  a  re- 
volt. 

The  Scots  broke  the  truce  and  took  Werk 
cattle  which  they  raxed  to  the  ground. 
They  foon  after  fign  a  treaty  and  return 
horns. 

Ccefcy  Chanter  the  poet,  died  this  year. 

A  great  con fpi racy  of  the  nobility  to  re- 
store king  Richard. 

They  are  defeated,  and  more  noblemen 
executed  than  in  any  preceding  reign. 

1400.  King  Richard  wu  murdered  in  P««- 
efraff  caltie,  being  attacked  by  eight  perfon?, 
of  whom  he  (lew  four.  He  was  buried  at 
Langley,  and  fourteen  years  after  removed 
by  king  Henry  V.  and  honourably  interred 
in  fVtfiminftcr  abbey.  He  lived  thirty-three 
years  and  reigned  twenty'  two  years  and  three 
months.    He  died  without  ifTue. 

Aug.  23.  King  Henry  marched  againft 
the  Scot it  and  burnt  Edinburgh.  He  march- 
ed alfo  againft  the  fVelfh,  who  had  taken 
arms  in  behalf  of  king  Richard. 

He  obtained  a  victory  over  the  Scttt. 

The  emperor  of  Cinflantmoj>le  viflted  Eng- 
land. 

The  King  married  his  eldeft  daughter 
Blanch  to  Lewis  of  Bavaria,  prince  pala- 
tine of  the  Rhine,  and  gave  her  a  fortune 
of  40,000/.  fume  fay  but  40,000  nobles. 

1401,  Jan.  Henry  aiTembled  a  parlia- 
ment which  paiTed  fever  a  1  acts  in  favour 
of  the  clergy. 

Fth.  ix.  A  LUlard  was  condemned, 
named  Wilham  Sawry,  and  burnt  in  Lan- 
der. 

A  negocia'ion  was  on  foot  about  fending 
back  king  Richard**  widow.  And  at  the 
fame  time  a  marriage  propofed  between  her 
and  Henry**  fun,  which  did  not  take  effect, 
and  the  Queen  was  font  home. 

1401,  Aug.  1.  The  duke  of  TV*,  the 
King's  uncle,  died,  anJ  was  buried  at  Lang- 
ley  abbey  in  Hmfotdjbire* 

Owen  Gltnda-wfr  taking  advantage  of  Hen 
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ry't  negligence,  revolted  \  on  which  Henry 
published  a  pardon  for  the  Weljh,  proviJsd 
they  fubmitted  by  a  certain  time,  which 
they  neglected,  and  Off.  *,  Henry,  marched 
againft  them,  but  they  retiring  to  the 
mountains,  Henry  could  only  ravage  the 
country,  which  he  did,  and  returned  to 
London. 

A  plot  was  difcovered  by  the  King  hjm- 
felf,  againft  his  life,  by  means  of  an  iron 
inftrument,  with  three  (harp  fpikes  placed 
in  his  bed.  The  authors  of  it  were  never 
difcovered,  notwithftanding  the  ftricteft  en- 
quiry. 

1401.  The  King  levied  a  tax  for  the 
the  marriage  of  his  daughter. 

A  rumour  of  Richard**  being  alive  oca* 
ftoncd  a  commotion,  and  he  feverely  puni fil- 
ed the  authors. 

^  PbUippa  the  King's  fecond  dauber  mar- 
ried to  Erie  king  of  Denmark,  a  minor. 

Another  marriage  was  propofed,  but  did 
not  fuccced,  between  the  prince  of  Walet 
and  the  filter  of  Ene. 

Henry  married  Joanna,  the  widow  of  the 
late  duke  of  Britagne,  a  daughter  of  the 
king  of  Navarre,  but  the  King's  marriage 
was  not  confummaced  till  the  next  year. 

The  French  court  got  into  their  power 
the  perfon  of  the  young  duke  of  Bre- 
tagnt. 

He  my  prepared  to  chaftife  the  rVekb0 
headed  his  army  and  marched  into  Walet. 

May  j.  TheSrorj  invade  England,  but 
are  defeated  at  Nijhetr  and  about  10,000  of 
them  flain. 

July.  Another  battle  at  Hallidowlitfl, 
where  the  Engiijb  were  victorious. 

The  French  and  Engfijb  ambalTadors  con- 
tend which  nation  had  violated  the  treaty 
by  fome  late  inroads  on  the  coafls,  but  it 
terminated  in  a  renewal,  without  examin- 
ing too  Aridtly. 

The  Fren-b  demand  a  reftitution  of  the 
portion  of  the  widow  of  Richard  \  to 
balance  which,  the  Englijh  demanded  the 
ranfom  due  for  their  king  Jabn,  taken  by 
Edward  III. 

Sept.  30.  A  parliament  met  at  Weft- 
nunfier  and  granted  the  King  fome  fup- 
plies, 

1403,  Feb,  7.  The  new  Qneen  arrived 
in  England,  and  the  King  received  her  at 
Wfftminjter,  where  the  marriage  was  con- 
fummated,  and  (he  was  folemnly  crowned, 
the  27th  of  the  fame  month. 

The  French  under'  Waleran  earl  of  FoT± 
who  married  the  filler  of  Richard  II.  made 
a  defcent  on  the  IJle  of  fftgbt,  which  Henry 

took 
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torvk  little  notice  of}  and  foon  after  the 
duke  of  OrktXHt  fent  him  a  challenge,  in 
revenge  for -the  death  of  Richard  II.  which 
ended  in  abufive  mefiages  to  each  other. 

The  carl  of  Northumberland  at  the  battle 
ot  Halixivwn  had  taken  feveral  prifoners  of 
great  quality,  which  Heny  demanded  of 
him,  and  obliged  him  to  refign.  This  gave 
the  Ear)  great  difguft  and  he  determined  to 
refent  it,  by  forming  a  confpiracy  in  favour 
of  Mortimer  earl  of  March,  then  a  prifoner 
in  Wales,  whom  Henry  refuted  to  releafc. 

The  confpiracy  was  formed  by  the  duke 
of  Surry,  the  earls  of  Northumberland  and 
Sali/bury,  Owen  Glendvwer,  and  others. 

'July  22.  They  are  defeated  by  king 
Henry  at  Sbre%vjbttryt  and  young  Pierey, 
fiirnamcd  Hotffiur,  killed. 

Young  P'tercy  and  Douglas,  fenfible  of 
the  fuperiority  of  their  enemies,  depended 
chiefly  on  taking  off  the  King  in  the  be- 
ginning of  the  engagement.  They  charged 
with  the  utmoft  fury  the  troops  which  de- 
fended the  royal  ftandard,  and  killed  the 
flandard- bearer,  and  feveral  other  knights 
habited  in  the  King's  coat  armour.  The 
King  himfelf  was  once  difmounted,  and  his 
fon  the  prince  of  Wales  wounded  in  the 
fece,  in  the  violent  charges  made  by  Pierey 
and  Douglas.  In  this  battle  fell  moft  of 
the  gentlemen  of  Cbeffiiret  and  5 coo  of  the 
common  fbldiers  on  the  part  of  the  male* 
contents,  with  about  1500  on  the  King's 
fide. 

The  Bret  on  t  made  a  defcent  on  the 
weftern  coaftft  of  England,  burnt  Plymouth, 
and  committed  other  a&s  of  cruelty,  which 
the  regency  of  Bretagne  dit'claimed,  but  the 
inhabitants  of  Plymouth,  without  the  King's 
commiflion,  revenged  the  injury  they  fuf- 
Mined,  on  the  coaft*  of  Briton  ry. 

1404,  7 an,  15.  The  parhament  met 
and  granted  the  King  a  fubfidy,  which  muft 
have  been  a  very  extraordinary  one,  as  all 
the  records  relating  to  it  were  ordered  to 
be  deftroyed. 

The  people  crave  reformation  of  the 
King's  houfe,  and  that  he  would  difmifs 
fome  number  of  the  retinue,  feeing  that 
is  now  more  chargeable,  and  lefs  bonourr 
able,  than  his  progenitors ;  and  that  the 
ancient  ordinance  of  the  heufhold,  in  eafe 
of  the  people,  might  be  kept  |  and  that 
the  officers  of  the  houfhojd  be  fworn  to  put 
the  ordinance  and  ftatutes  in  due  execution, 
and  to  confider  the  grief  of  his  fubjetfs,  by 
unjust  purveyance,  contrary  to  the  ftatutes, 
which  by  an  ordinance  in  council  the  King 
doth  willingly  condcfccnd  onto]  whereby 


the  charge  of  the  houfe  was  limitted  to 
16,000  marks.  And  to  cafe  the  chart* 
of  the  King's  houfe,  the  Queen  did  allot 
a  portion  of  her  joiutare,  befitting  her 
own  expenecs,  to  the  treafurer  of  the 
hoofe. 

The  King  granted  a  general  pardon. 

Wilham  oiWkkham,  bifliop  of  Winchefitr, 
died  this  year,  who  founded  Nev>  College  in 
Oxford,  and  another  at  Witcbefier. 

A  counterfeit  king  Richard  fet  up  againft 
Henry, 

Henry  discovered  the  impoftor,  and  pu- 
ni  flies  the  promoters. 

Another  defcent  of  the  Bretons  who 
landed  at  Portiamd,  but  they  were  repulfed  \ 
they,  then  landed  at  Dartmouth,  where  the 
women  ugoalized  themfclves,  drove  them 
back  to  their  ftups,  and  took  feveral  prifoners 
of  diftin&ion.  Notwith (landing  thefe  fre- 
quent landings  the  nations  were  not  at  war 
with  each  other. 

July  so.  A  truce  was  concluded  with 
Scotland  tor  a  year.  Owen  Glendotoer  not 
only  continued  in  his  rebellion,  but  had 
taken  several  places. 

OH*  6.  The  parliament'  met,  which 
confiftcd  of  fuch  as  were  not  (killed  ia 
the  laws,  and  to  which  the  clergy  af- 
terwards gave  the  epithet  of  the  i&terjte 
parliament,  for  their  petitioning  the  King, 
who  demanded  a  fupply,  to  feize  part  of 
the  revenues  of  the  clergy,  as  they  pof- 
fetPed  a  third  part  of  the  lands  of  Eng~ 
land,  and  did  him  no  perfonal  fervice,  but 
fpent  their  revenues  in  luxury  and  idle- 
nefs,  inftead  of  applying  them  to  the  ufes 
their  founders  intended  them,  but  the  mo* 
tion  was  rejected. 

Toward  "the  end  of  this  year  Innocent  VII. 
notified  to  the  King  his  promotion  to  the 
papal  throne. 

1405,  Feb.  1.  The  King  had  informa- 
tion of  a  combination  againft  him. 

The  children  of  Mortimer,  earl  of  March, 
who  had  been  confined  in  Windfor,  as  pledges 
of  their  father's  allegiance,  were  conveyed 
away,  bot  the  King  caufed  fuch  diligent 
fearch  to  be  made  after  them  that  they  were 
difcovered  and  brought  back  j  and  the  duke 
of  York  being  fufpeited,  was  taken  up  and 
committed  to  Pawn  fey  caflle,  but  foon  after 
releafcd  for  want  of  evidence. 

The  prince  of  Wales  with  a  numerous 
army  went  againft  the  Weljb,  and  defeated 
them  at  Monmouth,  March  11,  and  foon  after 
again,  May  14,  when  Glendeweri  fon  was 
taken  prifoner.  The  Weifr  however  perfift 
in  their  revolt, 

K  %  They 
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The  Wtljb  relied  on  the  affiftanee  of 
France,  who  regarded  rut  the  treaty  of 
peace,  as  they  this  year  had  taken  from 
England  above  fixty  places  in  Guicnne. 

Great  guns  firft  ul'ed  in  England  this 
year,  at  the  fiege  of  Berwick. 

The  King  called  a  council  of  the  lords, 
and  defircd  an  aid  of  money,  being  a  (named 
to  a  fit  the  parliament  who  had  lately  granted 
him  a  confiderable  fubfidy.  But  the  lords 
flatly  refufed  to  comply  with  hts  dclires 
■without  the  confent  of  parliament.  The 
clergy  made  the  fame  denbl,  and  the  King 
difmuTed  them  with  fgns  ol  dilplcafurc. 

A  new  infurreftion  againft  king  Htnry  in 
the  north,  by  Tbcntat  Mowbray,  earl  mar- 
JhaJ,  the  arcbhiftop  of  Tork,  and  Henry 
Fiercy,  carl  of  Northumberland,  &c.  which 
h  fupprcfled. 

The  archbifhop  of  York  and  the  earl 
fnarlhal  taken  by  ftratagem  by  the  earl 
of  Weftmor  eland,  but  the  earl  of  Northum- 
berland cfcaped  to  Berwick. 

The  King  arrived  at  Pont ef raft,  where 
the  two  noble  prifoners  were  tried,  con- 
demned, and  beheaded.  This  is  the  firft 
inftance  of  a  bifhop  fuflering  death  in  Eng- 
land upon  the  fentence  of  a  civil  judge. 

The  Pope  excommaskatcd  all  concerned 
fherein,  which  coit  Htnry  large  fums  to 
procure  abfolurion. 

From  Pcnxfra*}  the  King  went  to  York, 
where  'he  lords  HajiUgs  and  Falconbridge, 
met  with  the  fame  fate. 

The  earl  of  Northumberland  retired  into 
Scotland,  but  Htnry  became  mafter  ol  Ber- 
wick and  fcvcral  other  cattle*  of  the  Earl's 
after  which  he  returned  to  London. 

Au%.  7.  The  French  landed  in  rVales,  with 
I40  fail  and  12,000  men,  but  the  lord  Berkley 
and  Henry  Pay  took  fourteen  and  deftroyed 
fifteen  of  their  fliips  in  Milford  Haven. 

The  King  marched  againft  them,  but 
being  retarded  by  fevere  weather,  the  French 
re-embarked. 

Sept.  8.    This  year  the  Scott  made  in- 
roads but  were  repulfed. 

Oft.  3.  The  King  made  a  grant  of  the 
JJle  of  Man  to  Sir  John  StanUy,  anccftor  of 
the  earls  of  Derby. 

1406,  Oft.  10.  PbiTippa  the  Kintr*s 
daughter  embarked  for  Denmark,  and  her 
nuptials  were  not  confummated  till  next 
year,  Oft.  a 5. 

A  parliament  met  at  1Vcflmtnflert  but  as 
they  refufed  any  fupplies,  and  only  paficd  an 
aft  for  the  freedom  of  elections,  the  King 
icut  them  afTembled  till  they  complied. 
This  parliament  gave  the  merchants  of 


England  a  remarkable  commiulon,  u'tz.  that 
they  flioujd  guard  the  teas  from  May  1,  till 
Michaelmas  1406,  and  in  confidcration  there- 
of have  three  fhillinrs  from  every  tun  of 
wine  imported  or  exported,  twelve  pence  in 
the  pound,  and  the  fourth  part  of  the  fub- 
fidy of  wuols,  leather,  Sec. 

The  King  endeavoured  to  get  the  earl  of 
Northumberland  delivered  him  by  the  Scotch 
lords,  but  was  difappointcd  by  his  retreat 
into  Wales,  where  he  joined  Glendviver. 

James  a  prince  of  Scotland,  fon  of  King, 
Robert,  goes  to  France  Lr  education,  but 
putting  on  more  in  Norfolk  was  detained  by 
king  Henry,  and  confined  in  the  tower  of 
London. 

Robert,  king  of  Scotland,  died  of  grief, 
three  days  after  receiving  the  newi  of  his 
fon's  confinement,  and  James  beta  me  king* 
His  uncle,  the  duke  of  Albany  took  on 
him  the  regency,  during  the  imprisonment 
or  the  young  King. 

The  French  attempted  to  land  in  Walet, 
with  thirty-eight  Ihips,  in  order  to  afiift 
G/endower,  but  a  violent  ftorm  deftroyed 
their  fleet. 

1407.  A  confpiracy  in  London  fuppreficd 
before  it  was  carried  into  execution.  , 

A  terrible  plague  raged  in  London  thit 
year,  which  fwept  away  above  30,000  in- 
habitants. 

The  King  not  daring  to  flay  in  Londojt 
whilft  the  plague  raged,  retired  to  the  caftle 
of  Leeds  in  Kent,  but  being  defirous  of  re- 
moving to  Plefhy  in  Norfolk,  he  took  /hip- 
ping at  Sluecnborougb  in  the  IJk  of  S beefy  to 
crofs  over  to  Lea  in  Effex,  but  narrowly 
efcaped  being  taken  by  fome  French  pirates, 
who  took  all  his  baggage  and  moft  of  hit 
attendants. 

Aug.  5.  Robert  Kno'lex,  who  h*d  fig- 
naltzed  himfclf  in  the  wars  with  France 
under  Edward  IU.  died  at  his  feat  at 
Scenetborp  in  Norfolk,  and  was  buried  iri 
White  Friars  church,  London,  which  ho 
had  built,  He  likewife  built  R, theft  tt 
bridge,  and  founded  a  college  for  fecular 
canons  at  Pontefraft. 

Oft.    The  French  attempted  to  take  Gtti- 
enne  and  Calais  hut  without  fuccefs. 

Nov*  The  duke  of  Burgundy  caused  the 
duke  of  Orleans  to  be  affaflinated  for  ob- 
ftrucring  his  taking  Calait,  and  was  fo 
powerful  as  to  procure  his  pardon  front 
the  king  of  France,  who  was  brother  to 
the  duke  of  Orleans. 

The  collars  of  67?  firft  worn  in  England, 

1408,  Feb.it).  The  earl  of  Northumber- 
land nifa  another  infurreaion  in  the  north* 
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WtYork9  but  wat  killed  before  he  could  af- 
fexnHte  his  forces. 

The  ahbot  of  Hala  was  takm  fighting  by 
the  Earl's  f.de,  and  was  hanged  fooij  alter. 
A  truce  with  Bretagne.^ 
OS.  20.    A  parliament  was  held  at  Glo- 
ceft-r,  and  in  Nov.  was  removed  to  }*'tj}m\n- 
Jxer,  where  it  granted  i'upplies  to  the  King. 

The  earl  of  Kent  attached  the  French 
pirates  and  was  killed,  but  they  were  ail  put 
to  the  fwcrd. 

Ntsv.  7.  The  truce  with  Poiclcu  and 
Guitnttt  renewed. 

1409,  March  25.  The  fLhifm  of  the 
church  endtd  by  the  council  of  Fifa,  which 
commenced  in  1378. 

The  Lcllards  encreafe  in  England,  and 
the  clergy  condemn  WukUff's  books  to  be 
burnt. 

1410.  The  revenues  and  profits  of  the 
crown,  together  with  the  ful>f:dy  of  wool, 
and  tenths  of  the  clergy  amounted  to  no 
more  than  48,000/.  per  annum,  of  which 
3.4,000  marks  were  allotted  for  the  expence 
•f  the  houlhold,  and  moil  of  the  reft  to  the 
guard  of  the  fea,  and  defence  of  the  king- 
dom. 

Jan.  27,  A  parliament  being  fummon- 
«d,  the  flieriffs  were  ordered  to  have  no  re- 
gard to  the  majority  of  voices  at  election!, 
but  to  return  fuch  members,  as  would  be 
mcft  ferviceable  to  the  court.  The  com- 
mon*, however,  petitioned  the  King  to  pafs 
an-  ac%  for  fining  mentis  that  made  falfe 
returns:  prayed  again,  that  part  of  there- 
venues  of  the  clergy  might  be  applied  to 
the  defence  of  the  kingdom,  and  that  the 
flatute  for  burning  hcreticks  might  be  re- 
pealed. 

The  petitions  of  the  parliament  were 
rejected  by  the  King,  through  fear  of  the 
clergy,  and  he  ordered  Thomas  Badly  for 
execution  ;  the  prince  of  Wales  attended  the 
execution,  and  as  the  poor  wretch  gave 
fenfible  figns  of  the  torture  he  endured, 
ordered  the  fire  to  be  removed,  and  pro- 
mi  fed  bim  a  penfion  for  life  and  a  pardon, 
provided  he  would  recant  ;  but  B..d!y  re- 
covering his  fpirits  refufed  to  comply  with 
the  offer,  and  fuftcred  death  with  heroic 
courage.  The  commons  confidering  his  exe- 
cution as  an  infult,  refufed  to  grant  fupplies, 
till  it  was  obtained  by  force,  Mry  3. 

The  duke  o>  Burgundy  formed  a  defigri 
to  befiegc  Calais,  but  his  preparations  at  St. 
Omtrt  were  confumed  by  fire.

1411.  The  duke  of  Burgundy  Mux* 
king  Htnrfi  amftaqce  againft  the  duke  of 
Orleans. 

ThciKas,  fecond  fon  to  Henry  IV.  lord 
admiral,  created  duke  of  Clarence. 

Guildhall  L onden  was  rebuilt  this  year, 
at  the  city's  txpencc. 

The  truce  with  France  was  prolonged  for 
five  years. 

The  univerfity  of  St.  Andrew's,  in  Scot- 
land, was  founded  about  this  time. 

Nov,  3.  The  parliament  met  at  Wtjl- 
mlnfier,  petitioned  the  King  for  a  general 
pardon,  which  he  granted,  excepting  only 
Glendcwer  and  his  adherents.  This  pardon, 
was  dated  Dec.  22. 

1412.  King  Henry  takes  the  part  of  the 
duke  of  Orleans,  and  lends  an  army  into 
France  to  his  affiflance. 

Tbcmai  duke  'of  Clarence,  created  duke  of  • 
Alhemarlr. 

Whilft  king  Henry  was  endeavouring  to 
recover  his  reputation,  which  had  fuffered 
fincc  his  acceffi^n,  the  prince  of  Wain 
was  daily  destroying  his  by  vicious  cxccfTes. 
Nothing  was  talked  of  but  the  riotous  and  • 
extravagant  pranks  of  the  Prince  and  hii 
companions ;  and  one  of  his  favourites 
being  arraigned  for  felony  before  William 
Gafcoigne,  the  chief  juftice  of  the  King's) 
bench,  the  Prince  was  prcfent  at  the  trial, 
to  over-awe  the  judge,  but  his  pre  fence 
not  preventing  the  condemnation  of  the 
criminal,  the  Prince  was  fo  exafperatcd  as 
to  ftrike  the  judge  cn  the  face,  who  not 
regarding  the  quality  of  the  offender,  com- 
manded him  to  be  arretted  on  the  fpot  and 
committed  him  to  prifon,  to  which  the 
Prince  as  readily  fubmitted.  The  judge's 
courage  and  the  Prince's  moderation  were 
equally  pUafing  to  the  public. 

,4I3»  7an-  Tbc  K-ing  wa»  to*6*1  wil^ 
fits  and  he  called  a  parliament  in  Feb.  but 
being  very  ill  could  not  attend  to  any 
bufinefs. 

It  was  foretold  by  a  monk  that  he  wa« 
to  die  in  yerufalem,  he  therefore  prepared  to 
dedicate  the  remainder  of  his  life  to  that  glo- 
rious expedition.  Accordingly  be  took  the 
crofs,  called  a  great  council,  and  communis 
cated  his  defign,  and  ordered  all  things  for 
his  voyage;  but  his  fear  of  lofing  his 
crown  made  him  always  keep  it  on  his 
pillow  when  he  flept. 

His  laft  fit  feized  him  as  he  was  at  his 
devotion  in  St.  Edward's  chapel  in  Wejl- 
mtnfler  abbey ;  and  from  thence  he  was  car- 
ried to  the  abbot's  apartments.  Some  time 
after,  recovering  him f elf,  and  feeing  a  ft range 

place, 
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place, aftced  where  he  was  ?  He  was  inform- 
ed, at  the  abbot  of  M'cjinAr.Jlcr  3,  in  the 
jferufalem  chamber,  which  pot  him  in 
mind  of  the  prediction,  and  he  fent  for  the 
prince  of  JVales,  to  whom  he  £ave  many 
excellent  inductions,  artd  a  few  moments 
after  rcfigncd  his  breath. 

March  20.  King  Henry  died  in  the  47th 
year  of  his  age,  and  the  14th  of  his  reign, 
and  was  buried  at  Canterbury.

April  9.  He  was  crowned  at  Wcfmirfler, 
and  the  lame  day  granted  a  general  pardon 
for  all  crimes,  except  murder  and  rapes  j 


and  before  he  applied  himfelf  to  the  affairs 
of  ftate,  he  dil milieu  his  profligate  com- 
panions, did  penance  for  his  father's  fins, 
particularly  the  murder  of  king  Richard  II. 
and  removed  his  corps  from  Langley  to 
Wefiminficr  abbey  ;  but  he  countenanced  the 
perfection  ot  the  Lollards* 
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He  chofe  for  his  council,  psrfons  of  ths 
grrAtcit  gravity,  abilities  and  repute  among 
his  fubjects. 

He  removed  forae  of  the  judges,  and  ad- 
vanced fuch  in  their  room,  as  to  the  know- 
ledge of  the  law  joined  a  perfect  integrity  j 
he  did  ihc  fimc  with  regard  to  inferior  ma- 
jiltrates,  ami  took  particular  care  to  fill  the 
vacant  benefices  with  perfotis  of  found  prin- 
ciples and  known  merit. 

He  founded  three  religious  houfes  at 
Sbeene,  now  Richmond,  one  of  Carthufuns, 
another  of  Celejl'me  monks,  and  a  third  of 
Brigttint  nuns,  to  pray  night  and  day  for 
the  repofe  of  his  father's  foul. 

Alay  15.  The  parliament  met,  who  had 
been  fummoned  in  March ,  and  was  well 
inclined  to  the  new  King  \  they  patted  fe- 
deral wholefome  llatutw,  tending  to  the 
prcfervation  of  the  public  peace  :  among 
many  others,  an  acl  was  made  to  prevent 
frauds  in  the  elcclion  of  members  of  parlia- 
ment ;  and  in  another  it  was  cnaftcJ,  that 
no  under  Sheriff,  flierirl's  clerk,  receiver  or 
bailiff,  iliould  he  an  attorney  in  the  King's 
court,  during  the  tims  that  he  is  in  office 
under  any  fuch  fhcriff.  This  parliament 
granted  the  fame  fubfidics  as  were  granted 

to  Henry  IV. 

A  proclamation  was  i.fued  again.t  herefy, 
and  particularly  againft  the  fVickfffiei  or 
Ltllizrds. 

May  1 5.  A  convocation  of  the  clergy  met, 
under  the  direction  of  Tbvmtit  Arundel,  abp. 
of  Canterbury,  who  was  extre.nely  inc?nfed 
ag^intt  the  Lollards,  and  procured  a  pro- 
clamation, which  forbid  their  holding  any 
meetings,  or  to  be  prefent  at  their  preaching, 
under  penalty  of  imprifonment  and  the  for- 
feit of  their  cfK-fts. 

Sir  John  Oldtaftlt,  baron  of  Cdban,  was 
deemed  a  firm  adherent  to  that  fcfr,  and 
was  therefore  ordered  to  be  profecutrd,  but 
being  the  King's  domcftie,  they  applied  to 
his  Majefly  for  ptrmiffion,  who  fuftered 
him  to  be  cited  before  the  court,  but  Sir 
J<.br.  (lighted  the  citation,  and  would  not 
suffer  it  to  be  ferved  on  him,  for  which  the 
Xing  ordered  him  to  be  fcized  and  com- 
mitted to  the  tower. 

June  15.  The  duke  of  Burgundy  fent 
an  embafly  to  Edward  to  form  an  alliance. 

Tbemas  duke  of  Clarence,  general  of  the 
forces  fent  to  Prance  by  the  late  King,  ar- 
rived in  England. 

July  14.  The  troubles  in  France  en- 
treating, Henry  fent  an  embafly  to  Paris 
to  adjuft  all  differences}  but  the  next 
snjnth  a  nsw  revolution  took  place  in  the 


court  of  France,  when  the  duke  of  Bvr- 
gundy retired,  and  the  Orlean  faction  ilTued 
an  cJic"l  againil  him. 

Sept.  26.  A  truce  was  agreed  on  be- 
tween France  and  England  for  one  year,  in 
which  the  Scott  were  included. 

Srpt.  28.  Sir  John  OlJcaft!e  was  brought 
before  the  Archbifhop,  two  other  bifhops, 
»nd  feveral  ecclefiafticks,  and  e  vading  to  an- 
fwer  the  qucllions  a/ked  him,  was  condemn- 
ed n  bo  delivered  to  ihc  fccular  power  to 
be  burnt.  His  death  would  have  imme- 
diately have  followed,  but  he  found  means 
to  efcape,  and  retired  into  Wales,  where  hia 
perfecutors  purfued  him. 

S  r  John,  at  his  examination  before  ths 
hi  (hop*,  declared,  That  he  believed  in  the 
facraroent  of  the  altar  there  was  the  very 
bv»dy  of  Cbr'ijl,  and  real  bread  ;  the  bread 
wjs  the  thing  we  faw  with  our  eyes,  and  the 
body  of  Cbi  'xft  was  hidden  under  it,  and  not 
fcen  :  That  confeuion  was  not  neceffary : 
That  there  was  no  obedience  due  to  the 
Tope :  That  the  worfhip  of  images  was. 
idolatry,  and  th.*f'  there  was  no  merit  in 
pilgrimages. 

The  King  had  it  infinusteJ,  that  the  Lef- 
hrds  had  confpired  againft  him,  and  of- 
fered a  reward  of  1000  marks  for  taking 
Sir  JU>n  Oldcafilt,  with  a  prornifc  of  per- 
petual exemption  from  taxes  to  any  town 
that  fhould  fecure  him. 

1414,  March.  Htrry  demanded  the  rc- 
eftablifhment  of  the  treaty  of  Bre'agrc,  tl>c 
ambafTadors  offered  Catherine,  the  youngeft 
of  Charles  the  Fourth'stJau^utcis  ;  this  Henry 
did  not  reject,  but  prolonged  the  truce  to 
February,  14 1 5. 

After  the  departure  of  the  French  ambaf- 
fidori,  Henry  fent  an  cmbairy  to  France,  to 
continue  the  negotiation  and  marriage. 

The  French  king  not  thinking  the  power 
of  the  ambafTadors  fufHcient,  wrote  to 
Henry  to  fend  fuller  powers,  upon  which 
he  fent  five  more,  all  eminent  for  their  high 
birth  and  pofts. 

After  fcvcral  conferences,  and  many  pro- 
pofals  on  both  fides,  nothing  was  concluded^ 
and  the  conferences  ended  March  21,11414. 

This  year  the  greatcft  pan  of  Norwich 
was  burnt. 

The  King  furprifed  the  Lollards  af- 
femblcd  in  St.  Ci.Vs  fields,  killed  fome, 
and  took  others  prifoncrs,  among  whom 
were  Sir  Roger  ASfon,  Beverly  the  preacher, 
and  five  more,  who  were  condemned  for 
herefy,  and  burnt  alive  j  and  aa  aft  paded 
foon  after  foT  confifcating  the  lands  and 
goods  of  perfons  convicted  of  herefy. 
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Feb.  to.    Henry  Cbiebley  made  arch- 
•fcjfhop  of  Canterbury,   upon  the  death  of 
Arundel. 

April  30.  The  King  called  a  parliament 
•«t  Leicrjler  to  obtain  the  ncceflary  aids. 

The  parliament  went  upon  pnfecuting 
the  Lollards ;  feveral  were  burnt  alivs,  fome 
left  th=  kingdom,  and  others  abjured  their 
religion,  to  efcapc  the  torments  prepared 
for  them. 

The  commons  petitioned  the  King  to 
fcizc  the  church  lands ;  they  rcmonftrated,^ 
that  the  temporalities  amounted  to  320,000 
mark*  yearly,  and  would  fuffice  to  main- 
tain 15  carls,  1500  knight*,  6200  efquires, 
and  ico  hofpitals,  and  20,000/.  be  brought 
into  the  King's  t  re  a  fury  j  and  befidcs  that 
fum,  divers  religious  houfes  pofteiTed  as 
many  temporalities  as  would  maintain 
7  c.ccO  pricfts  and  clerks,  allowing  to  each 
fiven  merits  a  year. 

One  hundred  and  ten  alien  priories  fup- 
prciTcd  this  year,  and  their  revenue!  given 
io  the  crown. 

The  Frmcb  king  fent  ambaffadors  to 
England^  to  treat  with  Henry  upon  a  truce 
and  the  marriage. 

King  Ihnry  renewed  the  claim  of  the 
kinjf  of  England  to  the  crown  of  France. 

The  commons  approved  of  the  King's 
claiming  the  crown  of  Frjr.ce,  and  granted 
him  a  fubftdy  of  300,000  marks. 

Henry  Pltrcy,  who  was  left  as  an  hoftage 
in  Scotland,  being  now  of  age,  he  petitioned 
parliament  that  he  might  be  rertorcd  to  his 
father's  cftates  an<Thonours,  which  was 
granted. 

The  King  confirmed  to  his  brother  John 
the  earldom  of  Richmond. 

The  Dauphin,  in  derifion  of  Henry's 
.youth,  fent  him  a  tun  of  tennis  bails, 
thinking  him  fitter  for  play  than  war. 

Sept.  The  duke  of  Burgundy  was 
driven  to  great  flnits,  and  Charles  went 
againft  him  in  rerfon,  but  was  fciied  with 
a  frefh  fit  of  lunacy,  upon  which  the 
Dauphin  was  made  Regent,  who  granted 
the  duke  of  Burgundy  a  peace. 

The  duke  of  Burgundy  fent  the  provoft 
of  St/  Dennis  to  renew  the  treaty  begun 
with  Henry. 

Jcbn  Plantagenet,  third  fon  of  Henry  IV. 
lord  admiral,  created  duke  of  Bedford. 

Humphrey,  fourth  fon  of  king  Henry  IV. 
created  duke  of  Gloucefier. 

John  duk ;  of  Bedford,  third  fon  to  king 
Henry  IV.  Sec.  created  earl  of  Kendal. 

the  King  aflcmUcd  his  troop*  at  S§utb- 
amptott. 


14*5,  Jan.  The  truce  was  prolonged) 
with  France  till  June  8. 

April  16.  The  KingaiTcmbkd  the  lords, 
and  acquainted  them  with  his  intentions  of 
going  into  France. 

The  truce  was  further  prolonged  with 
France  to  the  1  5th  of  July, 

The  arch bi Siop  of  Bourges,  one  of  the 
French  ambaffadors,  had  words  with  the 
King  upon  his  determination  of  entering 
Franc*. 

Henry  continues  his  negociations  with 
the  duke  of  Burgundy. 

May  28.  The  King  iiTued  orders  to  tbe 
bimops  to  put  all  the  clergy  in  a  condition 
of  array  fuitj'alc  to  thrir  eltetes  and  income. 

Henry  enters  into  indentures  with  his 
officers,  fur  their  own  and  their  foldicrs 
pay  :  every  duke  was  to  have  1 5*.  4^.  per 
day,  every  earl  6s.  %d.  every  baron  41. 
every  cfquire  or  man  at  arms  i*.  and  every 
archer  6d.  e.ich  fyuire  had  four  horfes,  and 
each  archer  one. 

Auguf.  11.  The  King  embarked  with 
co,oco  men  for  France,  and  landed  in  Nor- 
mandy, having  appointed  his  brother,  the 
duke  of  Bedford,  regent. 

Aug.  21.  Henry  landed  with  his  troopt 
at  Havre  de  Grace. 

A  confpiracy  again  ft  king  Henry,  by 
Richard  Plantager.et  carl  of  Cambridge,  and 
others.    The  confpirators  were  taken. 

Sir  Tbcmas  Grey  was  tried  and  condemned 
by  a  common  jury. 

The  earl  of  Cambridge,  Sir  Thymus  Grey, 
and  lord  Scrccp  were  executed. 

Sept.  16.  Henry  fent  a  challenge  to  the 
Dauphin,  to  decide  by  fingle  combat  the 
difference  between  France  and  him,  but  he 
received  no  anfwer. 

Sept.  22.  He  took  Harflevr,  and  made 
it  an  Engtijh  colony,  appointing  his  uncle, 
Thomas  Beaufort,  earl  of  Dorfet,  governor  : 
the  flegc  lafted  five  weeks. 

Henry,  after  taking  Harfeur,  iflued  a 
proclamation  throughout  England,  that  fach 
perfons  as  would  fettle  there,  mould  have 
houfes  facurcd  to  them  and  their  heirs, 
upon  which  numbers  went  over  to  refide 
there, 

The  conrtable  of  France  carried  the  French 
king  to  Roan,  where  the  earl  of  Dorfet? 
governor  of  Harfeur  %  nude  an  incurfion  to 
the  gates  of  the  city,  and  carried  away  a 
great  booty  :  on  his  return  he  was  purfued 
by  the  French,  who,  though  fu  peri  or  to 
him  in  number,  were  made  to  retire. 

The  Conftablc  befieged  Harfeur,  and  a 
fleet  of  French  ftips  blocked  up  Portfmewtb 
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•ad  Southampton,  and  made  an  attempt 
upon  tbeifle  of  JVigbtthut  were  rcpulfed. 

A  great  flux  raged  in  the  Englijh  army, 
that  not  above,  a  fourth  part  were  able  to 
b<rar  arms  ;  the  bifhop  of  Norwich  and  the 
earl  of  $t,Jf>ll  died. 

Henry  is  much  harrafled  in  his  retreat 
to  Calais  j  he  palled  the  Srmme  on  the  19th 
of  QSober,  and  at  a  village  near  Corbie,  a 
battalion  commanded  by  Stafford,  lord 
B^trcbitry  endeavouring  ta  oitpcrlc  a  party 
tha:  intercepted  their  m  uch,  had  many  of 
his  men  killed  and  the  fhndard  taken,  but 
it  was  recovered  by  a  Stafford/lire  gentleman. 

Henry  offered  to  reftore  Harjieur,  feeing 
him  fell  fo  inferior  ih  number  to  the  French, 
which  was  rejected. 

He  met  the  French  army,  who  offered 
him  battle  by  a  herald,  Oil.  22,  which  he 
acceptc.i,  and  prefentcd  the  herald  with  a 
robe  of  aoo  crowns  value. 

Henry  fent  David  Gam,  a  Welfo  captain, 
to  view  ihe  ftrcngth  of  the  enemy,  who 
reported,  "  There  were  enough  to  be  killed, 
enough  to  be  taken  prifoners,  and  enough 
to  run  away." 

The  French  were  three  times  in  number 
to  the  Englijh  troops.  The  two  armies 
were  drawn  up  in  order  of  battle  on 
OS.  25  ;  the  King  puthimfclf  at  the  head 
of  the  fecond  line,  with  a  gold  crown  on 
his  helmet  for  a  creft,  and  near  him  the 
Candard  of  England. 

Before  the  battle,  Henry  fent  to  the  French 
generals  a  fecond  offer  of  accommodation; 
the  terms  were/  that  Henry  fhould  renounce 
all  pretentions  to  the  crown  of  France  and 
rcitare  Harjieur ;  Guienne  and  Ponthieu  to 
be  delivered  to  him,  and  the  princefs  Ca- 
therine (with  300,000  crowns)  to  be  given 
in  marriage. 

The  Engtt/b  perceiving  the  French  not 
to  move,  began  the  charge  \  Henry  fought 
on  foot,  at  the  head  of  his  troops,  with 
great  courage.  The  French  employed  eigh- 
teen cavalierj  to  charge  the  King,  who  was 
hard  puflied,  and  would  orobably  have  been 
taken,  had  not  David  Gam,  the  Weljh  cap* 
tain,  and  two  other  officers,  faved  him, 
at  the  expence  of  their  lives  j  the  eigh- 
teen Frenchmen  were  all  killed  upon  the 
fpot. 

The  King  fupported  hit  brqther  the 
duke  of  Gloctfier,  who  was  knocked  down, 
and  fought  over  him,  till  he  received  a 
blow  that  he  fell  upon  .his  knees,  but  his 
guard  refcucd  him. 

The  duke  of  Alenjon  having  found  the 
King  in  the  battle,  attacked  him  in  perfon } 

Voi.  I. 
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Henry  k necked  him  down,  and  though  he 
wiffied  to  .'ave  him,  the  Englijh  troops  fur- 
xoifr.ding  him,  j^ut  an  end  to  his  life. 

The  Punch  loft,  in  this  battle,  which 
was  noar  the  caftlc  of  Asiincourr,  many  of-, 
fkers  cf  note  ar.d  io,coo private  men. 

The  Erglijh  had  killed,  the  duke  offer*,, 
the  young  earl  of  Suffolk,  and  near  1600  men. 

1  he  duke  of  Burgundy  challenged  th*. 
King  to  fingle  combat,  which  he  thought 
proper  to  reject. 

Nov.  1 6.  Henry  returned  to  England, 
taking  with  him  tbe  principa)  prifoners; 
he  met  in  ihis  paffage  a  great  Itorm,  which 
deftrayed  feveraj  of  his  fhips. 

Nov.  23.  The  King  made  his  entry 
into  Lond.n,  and  was  met  by  tbe  mayor 
and  aldermen,  who  pre  fen  ted  him  with' 
logo/,  in  gold,  in  two  gold  bafunsA  «ach 
valued  at  500/. 

The  King  crdcreeU  public  tbankfgiving. 

Ncv.  30.  He  caufed  the  bodies  of  the 
duke  of  York  and  the  earl  of  Suffolk  to  be 
honourably  interred. 

The  church  fcrvice  was  changed  from 
the  ufe  of  St.  Paul  to  the  ufc  of  Sarum, 

Seven  dolphins  were  difcovercd  playing 
in  the  river TLames,  when  four  were  taken. 

1416,  March  16.  The  parliament  met, 
and  ordered  the  fubfidy  to  be  paid  fooncr 
than  it  was  appointed. 

.  April  16.  The  Dauphin  was  poifoned  at 
Cam f  eigre,  and  the  king  of  Sicily  was  fuf- 
pected  of  the  deed,  to  make  way  for  his  fon  j 
but  his  brother  Charlet  fucccedcd  him,  who 
with  the  Conftablc  perfected  the  Burgun- 
dians. 

Attgufi  it.  The  King  fent  the  duke  of 
Bedford  with  2o,cco  men  into  France,  to 
relieve  Harjieur,  the  Englijh  met  tlie  French 
Meet  before  that  ph'ce,  obtained  a  vic- 
tory, and  funk  fcvcral  of  their  fhips  j  the 
conftablc  raifed  the  ftegc  and  retired. 

Sept.  4.  The  King  embarked  at  Sand- 
wich, with  a  fleet  of  4.0  fail,  and  arrived  at 
Ca/ait  the  next  day. 

Oil.  10.  The  King  concluded  a  truce 
with  France  till  Feb.  2,  and  returned  to 
England  to  meet  the  parliament. 

The  commons  granted  him  two  tenths 
and  two  fifteenths  on  the  laity,  and  the 
clergy  gave  t  wo  tenths; , 

The  duke  of  Dorfy  vas  made  duke  of 
Exeur,  with  a  penfton  pf  joco/.  a  year  for 
life. 

Nov.  The  emperor  Siglfmund  came  into 
England,  and  entered  into  an  alliance  with 
Henry  againft  the  French,  and  was  inftalkd 
a  knight  of  the  garter. 
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A  negotiation  was  entered  upon  between  . 
Henry  and  the  French  prifoners,  and  the 
duke  of  Bourbon  was  allowed  to  go  to  France 
to  fulfil  the  engagements  he  made  with 
Henry,  which  afterwards  came  to  no- 
thing. 

The  duke  of  Burgundy  entered  into  an 
alliance  with  the  king  of  England. 

The  King  pawned  his  crown  and  jewels 
to  puih  his  conquefts,  to  the  bi/hop  of  Win- 
ebefier,  his  uncle,  for  100,000  marks,  and 
part  of  his  jewels  to  the  city  of  London  for 
jo, coo/,  ftcrling. 

The  Englijb  gained  a  great  victory  over 
the  French  at  fea. 

The  council  of  Ccnjfance  called  for  the 
election  of  a  Pope,  three  afpiring  after  the 
papacy  at  once. 

1417,  March  and  April,  Henry  made 
himfelf  matter  of  St.  Loo,  Car  en  turn,  St. 
Sauver  k  Vicomte,  and  many  other  places  in 
Normandy,  and  laid  fiege  to  Cherbourg, 
which  lafted  three  months. 

April  14.  The  King  ordered  Hclbom  to 
be  paved,  it  not  being  fo  before. 

July  28.  King  Henry*  i  fecond  expedi- 
tion to  France,  with  an  army  of  a 6,000 
men,  on  board  a  fleet  of  1500  fail ;  he  took 
Caen,  Calah,  and  feveral  other  places. 

The  duke  of  Burgundy  diflatisfied  with 
the  Conftablc's  conduct,  took  op  arms  and 
marched  toward  Paris. 

Aug.  Henry  continued  his  conquefts, 
and  made  himfelf  mafter  of  Bayeux,  Argen- 
tan,  Chateau  de  PAigle,  Altnjon,  and  iome 
other  places. 

The  French  queen,  Ifabella,  who  had 
been  confined  by  the  Conftable,  joined  the 
duke  of  Burgundy,  and  filled  herfelf  Re- 
gent. 

Nov.  16.  The  parliament  met,  and 
granted  the  King  one  tenth  ajid  a  fifteenth, 
and  the  clergy  two  tenths. 

Nov.  28.  A  conference  was  held  be- 
tween the  two  crowns,  which  was  broke 
up  without  effect. 

Dec .  ao.  Henry  took  the  town  of  Fa» 
laife. 

The  duke  of  Bretagne  came  and  made 
a  truce  with  Henry  for  one  year,  and  alfo 
in  the  name  of  the  queen  of  Sicily,  for 
Anjou  and  Maine. 

Queen  Joanna  of  Navarre,  widow  of 
Henry  IV.  and  mother  in  law  to  the  pre- 
fent  King,  was  accufed  of  confpiring 
againft  him. 

The  Scott  invaded  England  but  were 
forced  to  retire,  and  the  Englijb  returned 
their  vifit. 


1418,  Feb.  Sir  John  Oldcaflle  is  takei, 
and  burnt  in  St.  Giles's  fields. 

May  18.  The  Burgundians  made  them- 
fclvcs  matters  of  Paris,  and  murdered  many 
of  the  Conftablc's  party. 

June  12.  The  malTacre  was  renewed, 
and  the  Conftable  murdered,  with  th« 
Chancellor  and  others,  to  the  number  of 
2000. 

June  14.  The  Queen  and  duke  of  Bur- 
gundy entered  Paris. 

A  plague  broke  out  in  that  city  that  car- 
ried off  in  three  months  above  40,000 
perfons. 

John  Plantagenet,  third  fon  of  Henry  IV. 
created  earl  of  Car  lip. 

The  Englijb  took  Cberburgh,  and  feveral 
other  towns  in  France,  and  laid  fiege  to 
Rouen,  the  capital  of  Normandy. 

1419,  Jan.  19.  Rouen  furrendered  upon 
articles. 

Henry  continued  to  them  all  their  privi- 
leges, for  the  fura  of  300,000  crowns, 
and  eftabli/hed  there  his  exchequer  and 
chamber  of  accounts  of  the  revenues  of 
Normandy. 

Feb.  12.  A  conference  was,  held  with 
the  Dauphin  at  Louviers,  and  Henry  granted 
him  a  truce  till  Eajler,  for  all  the  country 
between  the  Loire  and  the  Seine,  Normandy 
excepted. 

June  30.  A  treaty  was  fet  on  foot  be- 
tween England  and  France  at  Mtlun,  but 
proved  ineffectual. 

July  28.  Henry  took  Pontoife,  and  made 
a  great  booty,  to  the  amount  of  2,000,000 
of  crowns. 

Aug.  18.  The  Dauphin  murdered  the 
duke  of  Burgundy. 

He  fent  the  duke  of  Vendme  into  Scot' 
Tand  to  demand  afliftance,  when  7000  men 
were  levied  and  fent  over,  under  the  com* 
mand  of  the  earl  of  Buchan. 

03. 16.  A  parliament  was  held  at  Wefl- 
minjler,  which  granted  the  King  one  fif* 
tee  nth  and  a  half,  and  one  tenth  a»nd  a  half. 

Nov.  The  King  granted  the  Parifians  a 
truce  till  Dec.  4. 

Dec,  24.  A  fecond  treaty  of  peace  be* 
tween  the  French  king  and  the  king  of 
England,  wherein  it  was  ftipulated,  that 
king  Henry  would  marry  the  princefs  Ca- 
therine, the  French  king's  daughter;  that 
he  mould  have  the  regency  of  France  during 
the  French  king's  life,  and  fucceed  him  in 
his  throne  after  his  death.  The  French 
nobility  fware  fealty  to  him. 

1420,  Jan.  5.  A  treaty  was  made  be- 
tween Henry  and  the  duke  of  Burgundy. 

The 
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TTie  Dauphin  Hill  oppofed  king  Henry, 
whereupon  the  king  laid  (lege  to  Mchrn  and 
took  it,  with  feveral  other  towni. 

yiprii  tS.  Henry  takes  the  title  of  King 
of  France  on  a  new  coin. 

Mjy  11.  The  agreement  between  the 
lcingt  of  England  and  Frame  wa$  ratified  by 
the  French  parliament  at  Paris,  and  fent  to 
England  to  be  recorded  in  the  court  of  £x- 
cteqner  at  fVejlminfter. 

June  a.  Henry  married  Catherine,  the 
daughter  of  C£dr/fi  VI.  of  France,  at 
Troyes. 

Lincoln  college  in  Oxford,  founded  by

Feb.  9.  King  Henry  being  arrived  in 
England  with  his  Queen,  fhe  is  crowned  at

The  King  carried  over  a  new  raifed  army 
with  him  of  28,000  men,  for  the  payment 
of  which,  he  borrowed  money  of  the  rooft 
noted  men  of  property. 

Aug.  30.  Henry  attacked  Drtux  which 
farrendsred  upon  terms. 
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The  army  being  feiaed  with  a  flux,  Henrjf 
fent  them  into  quarters  and  went  him felf  to 
Paris. 

Dec.  i.  John  duke  of  Bedford  fummon- 
cd  a  parliament  having  been  left  regent, 
and  the  eonvocation  of  the  clergy  met  and 
granted  the  King  4  tenth,  as  did  the  laity  a 

liltcenth. 

Dec.  6.  Prince  Henry  is  born  at  Wind  for 
(afterwards  Henry  VI.)  and  created  duke  of 
Cornwall. 

1422,  April.  Queen  Catherine  arrived  in 
France  attended  by  the  duke  of  Bedford, 
who  had  left  the  regency  to  his  brother,  the 
duke  of  Glocefter. 

The  two  courts  of  England  and  France  were 
held  at  Paris,  and  on  Whitfunday  the  two 
Kings  and  Queens  dined  together  in  pub- 
lic. 

Henry  impofed  a  tax  for  a  new  coin, 
which  caufed  much  murmuring  to  no 
purpofe. 

May  2.  The  city  of  Mcaux  furrendered 
to  the  Englijb. 

The  earl  of  Worcefter  and  lord  Clifford 
was  killed  at  the  fiege  of  Meaux,  [May  a. J 
which  lafted  feven  months. 

Aug.  The  Dauphin  took  la  Charit'te  and 
beficged  Cojne.  The  King  marching  to  the 
relief  of  Cojne  was  feiaed  with  a  flux  at 
Sou  lis  j  he  fent  the  duke  of  Bedford  with  the 
troops  to  join  the  duke  of  Burgundy,  upon 
which  the  Dauphin  raifed  the  liege  and  re- 
tired. 

The  King's  illnefs  increasing,  he  return, 
ed  to  Vincennct. 

Aug.  31.  The  King  died  in  France*  in 
the  34th  year  of  his  age,  and  the  icth  of  hi* 
reign,  and  was  buried  at  Wefminfer,  leaving 
the  duke  of  Bedford  regent  in  France,  and 
the  duke  of  Glocefter  regent  of  England,  dur* 
ing  his  fon's  minority. 

The  phyficians  having  notified  his  death, 
the  King  received  it  with  great  compofurc 
of  mind  ;  he  flnt  for  his  confeflbr  and  or- 
dered the  chaplain,  to  read  the  feven  pene- 
tential  pfalms,  and  declared  he  defigned  to 
have  warred  again  ft  the  Infidels. 

The  Queen,  in  honour  to  the  King's  me- 
mory, caufed  a  ftatue  of  filver,  gilt,  to  be 
laid  on  his  tomb,  as  large  as  life,  which  in 
the  latter  end  of  Henry  VIII.  was  conveyed 
away.  He  was  buried  at  the  feet  of  Ed* 
ward  the  Confeflbr. 

The  firft  commiflion  of  array  which  oc- 
curs in  Engjijh  hiftory  was  iflued  in  the 
courfeof  this  reign. 

King  Henry  rebuilt  the  royal  palace  of 
Sbfne,  now  called  Richmond, 
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He  had  iflue  by  queen  Catherine  his  wife, 
one  child,  vtx.  Henry  of  rVmdfer,  who 
fuccecdcd  him  by  the  title  of  Henry  VI. 

Statutes  in  this  Reign. 

1.  Hen.  V.  Cap.  5.  Enacted  that  knights 
of  {hires,  citizens,  and  burgefles,  (hould 
be  rcfirlent  in  the  places  for  which  they 
Vrercchofen.

Henry  VI.  was  proclaimed  heir  to  the 
crown  of  France. 

Off,  a  1 .  Charles  king  of  Frame  furvi ved 
king  Henry  but  53  days. 

Henry  was  proclaimed  king  of  France  at 
Paris,  and  the  duke  of  Bedford  takes  the 
title  of  regent  and  can  fed  the  French  lords 
to  fwear  allegiance  to  Henry, 

The  Dauphin  takes  upon  him  the  title  of 
king  of  France,  by  the  name  of  Charles  VII. 
and  formed  feveral  alliances  with  foreign 
princes  to  fupport  his  pretentions  to  his 
father's  throne,  notwithftanding  he  had 
been  difinheritcd  for  the  reorder  of  the 
duke  of  Burgundy. 

Nov.  9.  A  parliament  was  called  to 
fettle  the  regency  of  the  kingdom. 

Jthn  duke  of  Bedford  is  appointed  regent 
of  France,  and  Humphrey  Plantagtnet,  duke 
©f  Glwjtcr^  regent  of  England  J  and  Tbemas 


duke  of  Exeter,  and  Henry  Beaufort,  bithop 
of  rVmebefter,  and  chancellor  of  England,  , 
were  appointed  guardians  to  the  King. 

Commotions  were  raifed  in  Wales, 

A  deputation  was  fent  to  England  from 
the  council  of  France  to  congratulate  the 
young  King's  accefTmn  to  the  crown. 

Nov.  The  parliament  nominated  the 
members  of  the  council,  filled  the  offices  of 
the  crown,  and  gave  the  great  feal  to  the  bi- 
ihop  of  Durham  ;  the  duke  of  GJoceJIer  was 
appointed  chamberlain  and  high  oonttable 
of  England,  and  protector  of  the  kingdom 
in  the  abfence  of  the  duke  of  Bedford,  who 
was  nominated  protcclor  of  England,  de- 
fender of  the  church,  and  firftcouncellor  to 
the  King,  with  a  falary  of  8900  marks  a  year. 

The  parliament  granted  the  King  a  fub- 
fidy  of  ftaple-warc,  viz.  thirty-three  (hillings 
and  four-pence  on  every  fack  of  wool  ex- 
ported, and  alfo  tonnage  and  poundage  for 
two  years.

Feb.  The  Recent  again  befieged  Meulan 
an  J  caufed  t.c  town  to  capitulate,  Martbz, 
Sir  i/rrry  Morjimtr  and  Sir  Richard  Vernon 
were  made  governors. 

March  ti.  A  truce  was  figned  for  feven 
years  between  Sec: /ami  and  England* 

April.  The  dukes  of  Bedford,  Bretagnr, 
and  Burgundy  and  earl  of  Rlcbcntcnt  had  an 
interview  at  Amiens,  and  entered  into  a 
league  againft  king  Char  Us. 

April  8.  To  render  the  union  more  firm, 
the  ouke  of  Bedford  married  the  fifth 
iifter  of  the  duke  of  Burgundy. 

Many  places  were  taktn  by  the  French 
and  EngTijh. 

Battle*  were  fought  at  Crewant,  where 
there  were  3000  Sco.s  (lain  in  the  fer- 
▼ice  of  France,  and  many  French  noble- 
men. 

The  duke  of  Milan  ailiftcd  the  French 
king  with  1500  men. 

John  de  la  Pole,  brother  to  the  earl  of 
Sutfoik,  wae  defeated  in  a  battle  at  GreveUe 
in  Maine,  he  loft  300  men,  and  was  taken 
prifoncr  with  600  more. 

Charles  received  an  aid  of  5000  men  from 
the  Scott,  under  the  command  of  the  earl  of 
Douglas. 

July  4,  Charles  had  a  fon  bom,  wbotn 
he  named  Lewis,  with  the  title  of  Dauphin. 

Off.  20.  The  parliament  met,  and 
granted  the  King  a  fubfidy. 

A  reinforcement  of  xo,coo  men,  was  fent 
to  the  duke  of  Bedford  in  France. 

The  parliament  parted  an  a£r,  that  no 
money  mould  be  carried  out  of  the  kingdom, 
only  for  the  ncceflary  payment  of  the  war. 

Dec.  4.  A  conference  was  held  to  re- 
lea  fc  J  ana  king  of  Scotland. 

1434,  Feb.  John  Mortimer,  uncle  to 
Edmund  earl  of  Marc  be,  is  charged  with 
treafon,  tried,  condemned,  and  executed. 

The  king  of  Sati  married  Joanna  filter 
to  the  duke  of  Smerfet,  and  was  fet  at  liber- 
ty  the  beginning  of  March. 

Tbe  king  of  Scots  does  homage  to  the 
kingcf  Erg/and,  for  Scoj land,  after  fixteen 
years  imprisonment. 

Tbe  king  of  Scotland  was  to  pay  30,000 
marks  for  his  ranlom,  and  delivered  twenty- 
eight  hofrages  till  paid. 

Tbe  duke  of  C.'octfter  married  Jaqutlina, 
'  (wife  to  the  earl  of  Brabant  J  by  licence  of 
the  Anti-Pope, 
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A  tmce  was  concluded  between  England 

and  Scotland  for  feven  years. 

July  16.  The  bifttop  of  fTmhefer  waa 
made  high  chancellor. 

The  earl  of  March  died  in  JreWwith- 
'out  iflue,  his  title  and  right  to  the  crown  of 
England,  from  which  he  was  excluded  by  the 
election  of  Henry  1 V.  defcended  to  hia  ne- 
phew, Richard  duke  of  York,  fon  of  the 
carl  of  Camhridgt,  that  was  beheaded. 

Aug.  15.  Ivry  having  been  taken  bf 
the  French,  the  Regent  befieged  it,  and  the 
town  capitulated. 

The  French  army  aficmbled  to  the  amount 
of  20,000  men,  and  takes  Verneuii. 

The  Regent  was  reinforced  with  30M 
men,  which  made  the  Englijb  army  amount 
to  1 5,000  men. 

The  Regent  approached  the  French  army 
and  rcfolved  to  wait  and  give  them  battle. 

A  difpute  arofc  in  the  French  council  of 
war,  concerning  the  confequence  of  a  battle, 
and  the  vij'count  of  Nar bonne  farced  the 
general  Douglas  to  give  battle  to  the  Eng. 

lip. 

The  lofs  of  the  French  and  Scots  amount- 
ed to  9700  flain,  amongft  whom  was  the 
duke  of  Narhonne,  who  died  of  his  wounds. 

The  Englijb  loft  2 100  of  their  braveft  fol- 
dicrj. 

The  French  furrendered  Verneuii  to  the 
Englijb,  Sir  rViiliam  Hall  was  made  governor. 
Nar bonne  being  one  of  the  duke  of  Burgun- 
dy* murderers,  his  body,  which  was  going 
to  be  interred,  was  hung  on  a  gibbet  in  the 
town. 

The  earl  of  Salijhury  entered  Maine  at  the 
head  of  12,000  men,  took  Mont,  St.  Su- 
vanne  and  other  placet.  He  took  la  forte 
Barnard,  after  a  four  months  blockade  ; 
the  Regent  gave  it  to  Montacutt  earl  of 
Salijbury. 

The  duke  of  Bedford  gains  a  victory  over 
the  new  King's  forces,  and  takes  his  gene- 
ral, the  duke  of  Altnfon,  prifoner  at  /V- 
nev'tl.

St.  George  %  day  for  the  combat. 

April  30.  A  parliament  was  held,  which

Difputes  between  the  duke  of  Gloeefier 
and  the  biftiop  of  Wincbejler,  hinder  the 
progrefs  of  the  Englijb  arms  in  France, 

The  earl  of  Cambridge,  who  was  next  in 
blood  to  the  crown,  mace  duke  01  York. 

Off.  The  duke  of  Glocrjier  returned  to 
England,  having  made  a  truce  with  Brabant ; 
he  left  2000  of  his  troops  and  hit  Duchels 
behind  him. 

Char  let  took  occafion  from  the  Hatnault 
differences,  to  gain  the  carl  of  Ricbemsnt 
and  the  duke  of  Bretagne. 

Cel.  7.  The  duke  of  Brttagne  does  ho- 
mage to  Charles,  and  joins  him  againft  the 
Englijb. 

The  quarrel  of  the  biftiop  of  Wincbejler 
and  the  duke  of  Cheeper  ftill  fubfilhng, 
they  proceed  to  great  lengths,  and  in  a  (kir- 
mifti  the  biftiop  had  fevcral  of  his  domeftics 
killed. 

Dee.  ao.  The  duke  of  Bedford  arrived 
in  England,  and  left  the  earl  of  Warwick  to 
command  in  his  room. 

1426.  The  duke  of  Exeter,  one  of  t\  e 
King's  guardians,  died,  and  is  fuccccdcd  in 
that  place  by  Beaucbamp  carl  of  hVa^tvick.

The  duke  of  Glocefier  exhibited  article!

The  Conftable  Ricbemont  took  Pcnter- 
fon,  alfo  la  Fle'cbe  and  Calerand  belonging 
to  the  Englijb. 

The  Conftable  caufed  de  Giae  to  be 
ftrangled,  alfo  Beau  lieu  to  be  aflaflinated. 

The  Engfi/Jt  is  defea'cd  at  Montargis,  by 
an  inferior  number  of  French,  under  the 
command  of  the  baftard  of  Orleans. 

Mtmbray  was  rcftored  to  his  title  of  duke 
of  Norfolk,  and  the  duke  of  York,  with  forty 
Others  were  knighted. 

June.  Jaqutlina,  the  duke  of  Glocefier  % 
duchefs,  was  delivered  up  to  the  duke  of 
Burgundy,  and  all  Hatnault  received  the 
duke  of  Brabant  for  their  fovcreign. 

Sept.  She  found  means  to  efcape  into 
Holland  in  man's  cloaths,  where  the  duke  of 
Burgundy  carried  the  war,  which  lafted 
during  1417,  and  part  of  the  next  year. 


1417.  In  the  beginning  of  this  year,  the 
duke  of  Suffolk  was  furprucd  at  Mans,  and 
relieved  by  Talbot.

The  duke  of  Btdfird  having  laid 
fiege  to  the  town  of  Pontorjon,  the  lord  Seali 
was  fent  with  3000  men  to  get  a  recruit  of 
provifions,  but  in  their  return  were  en- 
countered by  6000  of  the  enemy,  whom 
they  defeated,  and  killed  uoo  of  the 
Freneb. 

Sept.  8.  The  duke  of  Bretagne  fues  for 
peace,  and  the  Regent  made  him  fwear  te 
the  peace  of  Troye. 

The  duke  of  Glocefler  procured  an  aid 
from  the  King,  to  alii  ft  his  Duchefs  with  a 
reinforcement  of  Englijb  troops,  which  he 
fent  to  Holland. 

The  Pope  annulled  the  Duke's  marriage 
with  Jaouelina,  and  confirmed  her  former 
marriage  with  the  duke  of  Brabant  who 
died  foon  after. 

Off.  13.  The  parliament  met  at  Wiji- 
minjler,  and  granted  the  King  tunnage  and 
poundage  for  two  yean,  and  fix  ftiillingt 
and  eight-pence  on  every  pcrfon  who  held 
a  knight's  fee. 

1428,  July.  The  cart  Salijbury  raifed 
6oco  men  and  went  to  France,  for  which 
the  council  allowed  him,  for  himfclf  fit- 
pence  and  eight  farthings  per  day ;  for 
each  knight  banneret  four-pence,  for  each 
knight  'bachelor  two-pence,  for  every  man 
at  anna  twelve-pence,  and  for  every  archer 
ftx-pence.  On  the  Earl's  arrival  in  France, 
the  Regent  gave  him  command  of  16,000 
men. 

Off.  The  Englijb  took  Janvifle,  Me- 
bun,  Bangenci,  Gergeau,  Clery,  Sully,  and 
fome  other  towns. 

The  EngM  beitege  Orleans ;  the  French 
laid  in  ftores,  and  pulled  down  in  the 
fuburbs  twelve  churches  and  fcveral  mo- 
nafteries,  that  the  Englijb  might  not  make 
uft  of  them. 

The  Englifh  raife  batteries  round  the 
town,  to  prevent  fuccours  going  in. 

Nov.  3.  Ibomas  Montague,  earl  of  Sa~ 
tijbury,  is  killed  by  a  canon- ftiot  before  the 
place. 

1429.  The  fiege  is  continued  by.  the 
earl  of  Suffolk,  and  the  lord  Talbot. 

Feb.  ia.  The  fiege  having  been  laid 
four  months,  the  Regent  fent  a  convoy  of 
artillery/  ammunition,  and  provifions,  be-

•blires  the  Englijb  to  raife  the  fiege. 

April  29.  Joan  puts  fuccours  into.  Or- 
Jeans,  flie  headed  feveral  parties  from  the 

town,  and  took  four  of  the  Englijb  forts, 

mild  killed  1  coo  men. 

The  earl  of  SuffoH  was  made  prifoncr  in 

Cergeau,  and  had  200  men  killed,  among 

whom  was  his  brother,  Sir  Alexander  de  la 

Fo/e. 

The  Englijb  loft  1500  men  at  the  battle 
of  Patay,  and  200  made  prifoners,  amongft 
whom  was  lord  Talbot,  Seals,  and  Hunger 
ford.  Sir  Jcbn  Fjjtc/f  run  away  with  the 
flying  troops,  and  had  the  garter  taken 
from  him,  of  which  he  was  knight,  but  it 
was  afterwards  reftored  to  him. 

The  duke  of  Bedford  /hut  himfelf  up  in 
Paris. 

June.  Cardinal  rVincbefler  was  made  ge- 
neral of  a  crufade  againlt  the  Bohemian  he- 
reticks. 

Juh  6.  Charles  marched  to  Rbe'ms,  and 
took  feveral  towns  from  the  Englifb  ;  after- 
wards he  entered  Rheims  in  triumph,  and 
%»as  crowned  on  the  17th. 

July.  16.  The  duke  of  Bedford  fent 
Carter  king  at  arms  into  England,  to  haflcn 
a  reinforcement. 

Sept.  22.  The  parliament  met,  and 
granted  the  King  the  fubfidy  of  wool  and 
tonnage  and  poundage. 

The  Regent  having  received  fuppKcs, 
marched  again ft  Charles  with  10,000  men. 

Aug.  The  . two  armies  came  very  ncsr 
Co  each  other,  and  continued  two  days  in 
the  fame  fituation,  but  neither  thought  fit 
to  hazard  a  battle. 

Charles  had  feveral  towns  furrendered  to 
him  ;  at  laft  he  approached  Paris,  and  at- 
tacked the  fuburbs  of  St.  Honor  ius,  but  was 
repulfed. 

The  Englijb  take  St.  Dennis  aod  Lagni. 

Nov.  6.  King  Henry  crowned  at  IVeJl- 
minfter,  and  the  protect  or  fhip  fupprcfled. 

1430.  The  King  embarked  for  France,  the 
duke  of  TV  A  being  appointed  regent;  for 
want  of  money,  the  King  was  obliged  to 
pawn  his  crown  and  jewels. 

Jan.  12.  A  parliament  met  and  grant- 
ed the  King  tonnage  and  poundage  for 
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two  years,  and  a  fubfidy  of  like  value  on 
merchant  ftrangcrs,  alio  one  tenth  and  one 

fifteenth,  and  a  third  of  both. 

Orders  wcr^  iftued  for  every  perfon  worth 
40/.  per  annum  to  take  the  order,  of  knight- 
hood. 

The  duke  of  Burgundy  is  fecured  to 
England.  He  married  J.abtlla,  daughter  of 
the  king  of  Portugal,  and  on  this  occafion 
inftitutcd  the  order  of  the  golden  fleece. 

May.  The  Regent  took  fevcralplacct, 
and  (he  duke  of  Burgundy  entered  France^ 
and  laid  fiege  to  Camfaig.ie. 

May  25.  The  maid  of  Orleans  threw 
hcrfdr  into  the  town. 

Nov.  8.  A  truce  was  concluded  with 
the  kin-  of  Cafiile,  to  laft  for  one  year  ; 
alfo  with  the  Sects  for  fiv;  years. 

The  Englijb  defeated  a  party  of  French^ 
and  took  Xairtrailles  ptifoner. 

May  r  5.  Joan  of  Arc  taken  by  the  Eng- 
lijb, and  afterwards  burnt  for  a  witch  at 
Roan,  May  30,  1431.

The  King  took  lord  Welh'%  fon  prifoner 
at  Stamford,  and  had  him  beheaded,  the 
rebels  loft  10,000  mm. 
/  Vaucjair  rerufed  the  earl  of  Warwick  en  - 
trance  into  Calais,  upon  which  the  King 
made  him  governor. 

Wanoick  vifited  the  French  king,  who 
received  hint  very  kindly,  and  prom  i  fed  him 
affiftance. 

Margaret,  Henry**  queen  becomes  recon- 
ciled to  Warwick,  and  Clarence  is  gained 
ove"r  to  Edward. 

Edward,  prince  of  Wales,  fon  of  Uemy 
VI.  married  Anne,  daughter  to  the  carl  of 
Warwick. 

Aug.    The  King  appointed  the  duke  of 
York,  guardian  to  the  weft  marches. 
.   Sept.  13.    The  earl  of  Warwick  landed 
at  Dartmouth,  from  whence  he  had  palled 
into  France  about  five  months  before. 

Warwick"*  army  on  his  landing,  amount- 
to  60,000  men,  he  caufed  Henry  VI.  to  be 
proclaimed,  and  published  an  order  in  his 
name  for  his  fubjects  to  take  arms  and 
expel  Edward. 

Edwards  *ifc<\  forces,  and  the  marquis  of 
Montague  deferts  him. 

Edward  retired  into  Lincoln/hire  and  was 
purfued,  where  he  embarked  and  went  to 
Holland,  to  the  duke  of  Burgundy,  his 
brother-in-law,  by  whom  he  was  well 
received  ;  but  in  his  voyage  very  narrowly 
efcaped  being  taken  by  fomc  German  pirates.

The  archhilhop  of  Tark  and  lord  Stanley 
are  rtleafed,  the  latter  was  made  lord  ftew- 
ard  of  the  hou/hold. 

The  biftiop  of  Ely  was  committed  to  the 
cuftody  of  the  duke  of  Buckingham, 

Richard  appointed  Sir  Rolo  t  Brackenbury 
governor  of  the  tower. 

The  King  lent  embaftie<  to  Cajlile,  Bre- 
tagne  and  France,  to  renew  his  alliance  with 
them. 

He  went  to  GLcefltr,  in  order  to  be  ab- 
fent  at  the  lime  of  the  murder  of  the  young 
princes. 

The  King  caufed  hi?  two  nephews,  Ed- 
ward  V.  and  Richard,  to  be  murdered; 
after  w  hich  they  were  buried  ooUurely  in 
the  tower. 

In  the  time  of  Sir  Thamas  Cbuhcl.y, 
matter  of  the  ordinance,  great  heaps  of 
records  lying  in  the  fix  clerks  office,  were 
removed  to  bedepotited  in  the  white  tower  : 
a  new  pair  of  itairs  were  made  into  the 
chapel,  for  the  eaficr  conveyance  of  them 
thither  }  the  labourers  in  digging  found  a 
wooden  chctt,  containing  hones  of  conl'umed 
corps,  fuj'pofed  to  be  thofe  of  the  young 
princes.  Kinij  Crarus  ctulVd  them  to  be 
interred  in  Henry  the  Seventh'*  chapel. 

The  duke  of  litcitngLiin  demanded  the 
inheritance  of  Ihufird,  which  the  King 
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had  reigned  but  two  months  and  eighteen 
days. 

Jane  Shore,  concubine  to  king  Edward 
IV.  and  afterwards  to  lord  Hafttngs,  was 
obliged  to  do  penance  publiclyin  St.  Pa*/"*, 
for  incontinence,  in  being  falfe  to  her 
hufband's  bed.

The  duke  of  Buckingham  and  bilhop  of 
Ely,  with  the  countefs  of  Rid  mend,  confult 
in  what  manner  to  dethrone  Richard. 

The  marquis  of  Dcrfet,  Sir  Richard  tFotd- 
•villt,  the  bitfiop  of  Exeter,  and  Sir  Richard 
Courtney  joined  in  the  plot,  and  railed  forces 
for  Ruhmmd. 

Sept.  The  earl  of  Richmond  wis  in- 
formed by  exprcl's,  of  the  proceedings  In 
his  favour ;  he  acquainted  the  duke  of 
Bretagne  thereof,  who  promifed  to  aflift 
him. 

Richard  fufpects  the  duke  of  Bucking- 
ham's conduct,  and  ordered  him  to  court, 
which  the  Duke  refufcd,  and  declared 
againft  the  King. 

The  Duke  took  up  arms,  and  was  joined 
by  numbers  in  JValet  ;  he  defigned  to  go 
into  Cornwall,  but  could  not  pafs  the  Sevtrnt, 
by  reafon  of  the  innundation  of  the  w^tcri, 
that  was  never  fo  great  before  in  that  parr, 
it  Lifted  ten  days,  and  men,  women  »ud 
children  were  carried  away  in  their  beds  by 
the  violence  of  it. 

Buckingham  %  army  was  difpetfed,  and 

he 
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he  wis  obliged  to  conceal  himfclf  in  the 
houfe  of  one  of  his  domcfticks,  who  betray- 
ed him  for  a  reward  that  had  been  publifhco 
by  Richard. 

The  confpirators  were  obliged  to  difperfe, 
and  the  marquis  of  Dorfet  and  others  went 
over  to  Richmond.

The  £arl  was  joined  by  Dorfet  and  others.

Richard  put  feveral  of  the  confpirators  to 
death,  and  appointed  Sir  Ralph  Ajbten,  vice 
conftable,  to  try,  condemn  and  execute  fuch 
as  he  fliould  think  fufpicions.

Sir  W'dliam  ColTtngbum,  of  Lydiard  in 
iWiltfcire,  was  hanged,  drawn  and  quartered, 
as  an  adherent  of  Richmond's.

The  earl  of  Oxfsrd  having  efcaped  out  of 
Hammet,  Richard  ordered  that  cattle  to  be 
reduced  to  obedience. 

The  truce  with  Bretagne  being 
prolonged,  and  Richard  not  fearing  Rich- 
mond, laid  his  fleet  up. 

France  refolved  to  aid  the  earl  of  Ricb- 
mcnd, and  the  Earl  repaired  to  Roan  to  af- 
femblehis  troops.

Almoft  at  the  decifion  of  the  battle, 
lord  Stanley  declared  for  Richmond,  and

On  the  King's  fide  were  flain  2000  men, 
among!!  whom  was  the  duke  of  Norfolk. 

Richmond  loft  but  100  men ;  Sir  Richard 
Brandon  was  the  only  perfonof  note  flain. 

The  earl  of  Surrey  was  made  prifoner, 
but  afterwards  releafed  and  pardoned. 

Lord  Catejby,  Richard's  chief  counfellor, 
was  executed  at  Lcicefter. 

Richard  is  reckoned  to  have  r? igned  two 
years  and  two  months.  He  was  buried  in 
the  Grey  Friar 1  church  at  Leucfier,  and  left 
no  iflue  behind  him. 

His  wife  was  Anne,  the  fecond  daughter 
of  Richard  Nrvil,  earl  of  Warwick  and 
Saf'Jbury  (furnamed  the  Male-King)  who 
was  firft  married  to  Edward  prince  of 
mici,  fon  to  Henry  VI. 

His  illue  was  Edward,  earl  of  Saftjbury, 
created  prince  of  lVah%,  the  crown  being 
enulled  upon  him  by  parliament,  but  he 
di*d  before  his  father. 
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Richard  left  bat  one  natural  Ton,  fur- 
named  John  of  Glocefler,  a  minor,  whom 
he  had  appointed  governor  of  Caiait,Guifnet, 
and  all  the  marches  of  Picardy,  and  a  na- 
tural daughter,  named  Catherine  Piantagenet, 
wbo  died  young. 

Thui  ended  the  reign  of  the  Plant agenett, 
and  the  end  of  a  civil  war  that  lilted  30 
yean,  which  deftroyed  above  100,000  E*g- 
i.jbmtn,  and  a  great  number  of  princes  of 
the  two  contending  houfes.

Cardinal  Wdfry,  the  Pope's  legate,  arch-

was  allowed  by  ,the  French  king  an  annual 
penfion  of  12,000  Iivnc*  Toumoit. 

Off.  The  college  of  phyficians  in  London 
was  inilituted. 

The  preaching  op  indulgences,  (or  re- 
miflion  of  fins)  promifing  eternal  faivation 
to  the  moft  profligate  of  finners  that  would 
purchafe  them,  gave  the  firft  hint  to  the 
calling  the  Hope's  authority  in  quertion.

He  tried  to  af- 
pire  to  the  popedom,  by  means  of  the  Em- 
peror. 

The  Emperor  and  king  of  France  equally 
court  Wolfryi  friendship. 

He/try  being  at  Calah  was  vifited  by  the 
Emperor,  after  which  he  returned  into 
England. 

Scotland  was  divided  by  two  factions, 
beaded  by  Hamilton  and  the  earl  of  Arran. 

Sept.  30.  tturnay  was  delivered  back,  to 
the  French,  on  a  treaty  of  marriage  between 
the  Dauphin  and  the  princefs  Mary,  neither 
of  them  two  years  old. 

Henry,  to  (hew  an  extraordinary  zeal

A  famous  interview  this  year 
between  the  kings  of  F.rgland  and  France, 
near  Cuijr.es  ;  he  was  attended  by  the 
Queen,  the  Qoeen  Dowager  of  France,  car- 
dinal fVolfry,  and  a  numerous  train. 

The  earl  of  Kildare  was  difcharged  from 


being  lord  lieutenant  of  Ireland,  and  it  was 
conferred  on  Thomas  Howard,  earl  of 
Surrey, 

1 52 1.  King  Henry  writes  a  book  againft 
Lutber,  whereupon  the  Pope  gave  him  the 
title  of  Defender  of  the  Faith,  which  his 
fucceflbrs  retain. 

May  17.  Wc IJ 'ey  procured  Edward  Staf- 
ford, duke  of  Buckingham,  to  be  attainted 
and  executed  for  high  treafon  ;  fince  his 
death,  thr  place  of  high  conftableof  Eng- 
land has  never  been  conferred  on  any  pcr- 
fon, but  upon  particular  occsfion?. 

This  year  mufkets  were  firft  invented. 

England  entered  into  an  alliance  with 
the  Pope  and  the  Emperor  againft  France* 

Francis  I.  entered  Spain  with  *n  army, 
and  the  Emperor  demanded  alliftance  of 
Henry,  upon  which  he  feat  ambalFadors  to 
France. 

On  the  French  king's  representation, 
Henry  oflcxed  to  become  mediator  between 
him  and  the  Emperor, 

The  Ladrone  ifles  difcovcred,  and  foon 
after  the  Pbirtppines. 

Aug.  A  congrefs  was  held  at  Calais, 
where  IVoljey  was  appointed  to  act  for  the 
King  as  mediator,  and  was  appointed  lieu- 
tenant general. 

Aug.  12.  fVolfey  went  to  the  Emperor 
at  Bruges,  and  [Nov.  24]  made  a  treaty 
againft  France. 

Nov.  27.    ffoffey  returned  to  London. 

St.  Albans  abbey  was  given  to  Woljey* 

There  was  fo  great  a  dearth  in  Er.giar.d 
that  wheat  was  fold  at  aor.  a  quarter.

Anne  Bulleii  returned  to  England  from  the 
French  court. 

The  King  raifed  money  by  a  tax  with- 
out a  parliament ;  the  laity  made  him  • 
loan  ef  a  tenth,  and  the  clergy  a  fourth. 

The  Lwdcn  merchants  oppofed  the  tax, 
and  the  people  murmured  againft  cardinal 
mifay. 

April 
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April  15.  A  parliament  met,  chofe  Sir 
Tb^wuM.  Mzre  their  fpeaker,  and  granted  a 
fappiy  for  the  war  with  France  j  an  army 
was  Cent  over  thither,  commanded  by  the 
duke  of  Suffolk,  which  took  Tome  fmall 
places,  and  loraged  the  country  almoft  as 
far  as  Paris. 

Afay  26.    The  emperor  Charles  came  a 
Second  time  into  England,  landeJ  at  Dover, 
and  was   received  with  great  honour  and 
magnificence  by  Henry  [June  6]  who  con- 
ducted him  to  London.    He  continued  in 
Er.giand  till  July  5,  and  was  made  knight 
of  the  garter  :    he  appointed  the  carl  of 
Surrey  admiral  cf  bis  fl.et,  who  made  a 
defcent  on  the  coaft  of  Frar.cc,  and  brought 
off  a  rich  booty.

The  ErrHJb  admiral  convoyed  the  Em- 
peror to  Spain. 

Sept.  14.  iVdjcy  was  a  fecond  time  dif- 
appointed  of  being  made  Pope,  on  the  death 
of  Adnan  ;  Ciemert  VII.  was  elected. 

iVolfty*  legantinc  powc^  was  ftiil  con- 
tinued to  him,  and  be  was  empowered  by 
the  new  Pope  to  fupprefs  the  Infer  monaf- 
trriet,  to  enable  him  to  found  a  college  at 
Jpfxuicb  and  another  at  Ox/crd. 

The  damatk  rofe  was  firft  brought  into 
England  by  Dr.  Linacre,  the  King's  phy- 
sician. 

1 03.  The  clergy  granted  the  King  one 
half  of  their  annual  revenue,  to  be  paid  in 
five  years. 

The  college  of  phyficians  eftablifhcd. 

The  king  and  queen  of  Denmark  was 
driven  out  of  their  kingdom  by  the  male, 
contents,  and  hofpitably  entertained  in  the 
Lr.gHJh  court.

The  parliament  alfo  granted  the  King 
a  fubfidy. 

A  war  with  France,  the  charges  whereof 
amounted  to  800,000/. 

An  act  of  attainder  was  parted  again  ft  the 
dnke  of  Buckingham  $  alfo  feveral  other 
good  act*  pafled,  and  the  parliament  was 
diiioived,  Aug.  13. 

Wdfcfi  legatclhip  was  prolonged  for  five, 
years. 

Sept.  Henry  fent  13,000  men,  under  the 
command  of  the  duke  ofSufilk,  into  France. 
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Wtljey  cauffcd  the  fubfidy,  payable  in  five 
years,  to  be  paid  at  once. 

The  King  invaded  Scotland,  and  fent  a  ' 
fleet  of  36  Clips  to  cruiac  on  the  coaft  of 
France. 

Sept.  24.  The  duke  of  Albany  deceived 
the  vigilance  of  the  EngUfli  and  went  to 
Scotland ',  he  marched  to  the  borders  of 
England,  but  was  forced  hack  by  the  earl 
of  Surrey  [AW.

Francis,  the  French  king,  was  taken  pri- 
foncr  by  the  Impcrial'ifts,  carried  to  Spain, 
and  confined  in  the  caltlc  of  Madrid. 

Henry  engaged  to  pay  the  duke  of  Bear- 
best  100,000  crowns  a  month,  on  condition 
of  his  entering  Provence  with  an  army. 

July.  James,  king  of  oVv.'r,  fummoned 
the  eitjtes,  and  declare.!  the  regency  now 
void.  The  Q^een  and  earl  of  Arran  go- 
verned in  his  n.ime,  upon  which  the  earl  of 
Argus  was  fent  lor  and  declared  regent. 

Aug.  The  Pope  granted  IVdjcy  a  bull, 
to  fupprefs  as  many  monallcrics  as  he  pleated, 
to  the  value  of  3000  ducats  a  year,  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  colleges. 

Dec.  Cornmiffioners  were  fent  to  Ire- 
land, who  reformed  many  abufes,  and  ap- 
pointed Ft/as  Gerald  deputy  of  the  kingdom, 
and  the  carl  of  Ormond  treafurcr. 

1525.  Henry  levied  money  on  the  f ob- 
ject i  without  a  parliament,  which  occa- 
fionedan  infurre&ion }  but  it  was  fuppreiTcd 
without  blood  ftied. 

So  fevcre  a  froit,  after  great  winds  and 
rains,  that  many  loft  the  ul'e of  their  limbs, 
and  fomc  periihed  with  cold. 

Divers  things  were  imported  into  Eng- 
land, whereupon  this  rhyme  was  made, 
Turkeys,  carps,  hops,  piccards  and  beer 
Came  into  England  all  in  one  year. 

June  18.    Woijty   gave   his   palace  at 
Haif'ptcK-Cwt  to  the  King. 

Whitehall  built  by  ordinal  rVJ/ey. 

Henry  Fitx-Ry  (bafe  fon  of  Henry  VIII.) 
created  duke  of  Richmond  and  Somcrfet. 

Henry  and  the  Emperor  were  diiTatisned 
with  each  other,  and  the  King  (he wed  a 
regard  for  France,  and  refolved  to  join 
with  Francis. 

The  King  receiving  feveral  complaints 
againft  the  Cardinal,  fFufey  removed  from 
court  thofc  he  miftrufted. 

Henry  reftorcd  him  to  his  friend  ftrip,  and 
gave  him  letters-patent  for  founding  his  col- 
lege at  Oxfad. 

Dec. 
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Dec.  The  truce  with  Scotland  was  pro- 
longed. 

Francis  Piccaro,  a  Spaniard,  difcovered 
the  fouth  fea  coaft,  and  ranfacked  Peru, 
after  which  one  of  the  (hips  returned  to 
Spain  by  the  cape  of  Good  Hcpe,  and  fo 
firft  compared  the  globe. 

I'ipins  brought  to  England  this  year,  and 
firft  planted  at  Plumfiead  in  Suffix. 

1516,  y*n.  14.  The  Emperor  and 
F/«*<-ij  enur  into  a  treaty  at  Madrid. 

Hairy  made  the  Pope  a  prcfcnt  of  50,000 
ducats. 

PFclfty  obtained  grants  for  his  colleges, 
and  fupprefled  feveral  little  monafteries. 

March  18.  The  Emperor  releafed  Fr on- 
to, the  French  king,  from  his  imprifon- 
mcnt,  oil  certain  conditions. 

This  year  was  fought  the  famous  battle 
of  Mttbatx  in  Hungary,  between  Lewis  II. 
king  of  that  country,  tndSofima*,  emperor 
of  \hc7urkt  i  Liver;*  with  20,000  men  en- 
gaged 300,000  T urksy  and  was  defeated,  and 
moft  part  of  Hungary  loft,  with  the  lives  of 
300,000  Hungarians  cut  off  by  the  Turks. 
This  Lewis  was  born  without  a  (kin,  had 
a  beard  at  fifteen  years  of  age,  at  eigh- 
teen bis  hairs  were  grey,  and  in  his  twen- 
tieth year  he  was  drowned. 

Francis  and  Henry  deceived  the  expec- 
tations of  the  Pope  and  Venttians. 

1517.  A  war  commenced  between  the 
Pope  and  viceroy  of  Naples,  but  foon  after 
ended  in  a  truce. 

The  duke  of  Bourbon  was  killed  before 
Rime  ;  his  army  ranfacked  the  city  for  a 
week,  and  killed  above  5000  men,  com- 
mitting all  manner  of  rapine  and  cruelty  ; 
the  foldiers  got  above  1,000,000  of  ducats, 
and  a  much  greater  fum  forranibms. 

The  Pope  was  taken  prifoner. 

The  French  king  agreed  to  pay  Henry  a 
tribute  for  the  kingdom  of  France. 

Henry  rcfolved  to  make  a  league  offen- 
sive and  defenfivc  with  France,  which  lat- 
ter fent  ambafladors  to  England,  to  treat  on 
that  head. 

July.  rVolfey  was  fent  to  the  court  of 
France  with  a  fplcndid  rctinwr,  to  negociate 
for  Henry  }  he  bore  the  title  of  vicar-ge- 
neral. 

Sept.  Woljey  returned  to  England,  having 
ratified  the  treaties  made  with  Francis. 

Henry  made  demands  upon  the  Emperor. 

Henry  and  Francis  fent  each  other  the 
order  of  the  Garter,  and  order  of  St.  A/r- 
ehoil. 

The  Pope  wrote  to  Henry  to  folicit  the 
Emperor  for  his  and  the  cardinals  releafe. 


The  Emperor  endeavoured  to  fet  Franc  tt 
and  Henry  at  variance,  and  offered  hVolfejp 
great  bribes. 

A  great  plague  raged  among  the  Impe~ 
rialifit,  and  carried  off  two  thirds  of  their 
army. 

1528,  Jan.  n.  Francis  and  Henry  pro- 
claim war  again  ft  the  Emperor. 

Feb.  The  Cardinal  uflcmbles  the  great 
men,  and  tried  to  juftify  the  war  again  ft 
the  Emperor. 

A  truce  was  made  between  England  and 
Flanders. 

The  plague  raged  greatly  in  France,  as 
did  the  fweating  ficknefs  in  England. 

Margaret  of  Aujhia  concluded  a  treaty 
for  eight  months  with  England. 

The  King  entertained  I  cm  pies  as  to  the 
lawfulness  of  his  marriage  with  the  infanta 
Catherine,  his  brother  Arthur  *  widow,  and 
endeavoured  to  obtain  a  divorce  by  adifpen- 
fation  from  the  Pope. 

All  the  bifhops  of  England,  except  Ftjbcr9 
declared  the  marriage  unlawful. 

Campejio  exhorted  Henry  to  keep  hit 
Q^ccn. 

The  King,  in  a  public  aflembly  of  lords 
and  judges  at  his  palace,  declared  the  rca- 
fon  of  his  divorcing  the  Queen,  was  to  efta- 
blifh  the  fucceflion  of  the  crown  in  a  right 
and  undoubted  line,  and  that  he  truly  rc- 
fpe£tcd  the  Queen. 

Jantes,  the  young  king  of  Scots,  affumed 
the  reigns  of  government  before  he  was 
of  age,  and  called  a  parliament  in  Srp- 
t  ember* 

^  A  truce  was  concluded  with  Scotland  for 
five  years.

Henry  commanded  all  perfons  at 
court  to  cut  their  hair  Aort-}  he  fhewed  the* 
example,  and  began  to  wear  his  beard  knot- 
ed,  and  was  no  more  ftiavcd. 

Junciz.  Biihop  Filher,  and  [July  6]  5ir 
Tbotnat  More  were  condemned  and  exe- 
cuted for  high-treafon,  in  denying  the 
King's  fupremacy. 

The  King  being  excommunicated  by  the 
Pope,  determined  to  fupprefs  the  monaf- 
teries-, and  ordered  a  fevere  vifitation  oi 
them. 

Brafs  cannon  firft  caft  in  England,  by 
John  Owen. 

Oil.  Cromwell  was  made  vicar  general, 
and  vifited  all  the  churches  and  monafteries 
in  England.

1536.  All  monafteries,  under  200A  per 
annum,  are  given  to  the  King  by  act  of 
parliament,  whereby  376  were  fuppreH'ed.

Margaret  countefs  of  Salijhtry  (grand 
daughter  of  the  duke  of  Clarence,  brother 
of  king  Edward  IV.)  and  cardinal  Pole,  her 
fon,  attainted  of  high  trcafon,  without 
being  brought  to  trial.

Ignatius  Loyola,  a  Spaniard,  founded  the 
order  of  Jefuits,  by  virtue  of  a  bull  of  pope 
Paul  111.  dated  Sept.  27,  1540. 

Cherries  were  this  year  firft  planted  in  •

by  Henry's  gardener. 

Archbiihop  Cranmcr  and  the  convocation 
divorced  the  King  from  AnneCleve,  on  pre- 
tence the  King's  internal  free  confent  was 
wanting  at  the  marriage,  and  that  he  had 
never  confummated  the  marriage  \  the  par- 
liament palled  an  act,  confirming  the  judg- 
ment of  the  convocation.

Queen  Catherine  Howard  was  ac- 
cufed  by  archbilhop  Cranmer  of  Incontinence, 
by  the  information  of  one  Lafcelles. 

She  was  attainted  of  high  treafon  by  act 
of  parliament,  without  being  brought  to  a 
trial,  and  beheaded  on  Tvwcr-bill,  Feb.  13. 

She  confefled  her  guilt  of  criminality 
with  Derbam,  Mannsck  and  Culpepper. 

Derbam  was  hanged,  Mannock  got  off 
by  giving  up  his  eftates,  and  the  other  was 
fentenced  to  perpetual  imprifonmcnt. 

Jr  was  enacted  alfo,  to  be  high  treafon 
not  to  difcovcr  a  Queen's  incontinence  ; 
and  to  be  high  treafon  in  any  one  to  marry 
the  King,  if  (he  was  not  found  a  virgin. 

Ireland  erected  into  a  kingdom,  by  the 
parliament  of  Ireland  ;  confirmed  by  an 
act  of  the  Enrfijb  parliament,  and  the  King 
thereupon  took  the  title  of  King  of  Ire/and. 

Feb.  13.  Lady  Rub  ford  was  beheaded, 
as  an  accomplice  with  the  Queen. 

Henry  fent  ambafladors  to  France,  to 
hinder  Francis,  if  poffiblc,  from  aflifting 
Scotland. 

Henry  revived  his  pretenfions  to  the  fo- 
vcreignty  of  Scotland,  and  made  a  declara- 
tion thereon. 

The  King  gave  the  command  of  his  forces 
a  gain  ft  Scotland  to' the  duke  of  Norfolk, 
who  routed  the  Scotch  army  and  took  many 
prifoners,  alfo  24  pieces  of  ordnance. 

The  lords  taken  prifoners  were  con- 
ducted to  London,  where  af(er  an  interview 
with  Henry,  he  fex  them  at  liberty. 

Dec.  7.  Mary  Stuart,  Cole  daughter  and 
heir  to  king  James,  was  born. 

Dec.  14.  James  V.  of  Scotland,  died, 
and  was  fuccccded  by  his  daughter. 

The  King  entered  Scotland,  and  defeated 
the  Sco/s  at  Soltvay  Mojfs. 

Henry  proclaimed  king  of  Ireland. 
A  great  mortality,  and  fo  great  a  drought, 
that  fraall  rivers  were  dried  up  j  the  Thames 
was  fo  (hallow,  that  the  fait  water  flowed 
above  Linden  bridge. 

1543,  Jan.  22.  The  parliament  met 
and  granted  the  King  a  fubfidy. 

The  clergy  alfo  granted  the  King  a  fub- 
fidy of  fix  {hillings  in  the  pound.

Now  the  referved 
rent  being,  in  all  church  tenure*,  at  lead  a 
fifth  part  of  the-  eftate }  it  will  follow,  that 
the  lands  which  the  monks  had  out  upon 
lives,  in  all,  amounted  to  the  fum  of 
13,655,345/*  4c  jd.  and  if  to  this  you  add 
their  demefnes,  we  may  fairly  affirm  that 
the  whole  land,  which  the  monks  were 
lords  of,  came  to  14,101,558/.  11;.  zd. 
How  gTcat  a  part  of  our  land  this  mutt  be, 
you  may  learn  from  the  following  calcula- 
tion.   The  land  tax,  is  paid  fo  unequally, 
that  when  it  is  nominally  four  (hillings  in 
the  pound,  though  in  the  midland  counties 
they  are  kept  up  to  the  rigour;  yet  in  the 
north  and  in  the  wed,  in  many  diftri&s 


only  one  and  a  half,  and  others  two,  but  In 
almoft  no  place  above  two  and  a  half  is  paid. 
We  may  therefore  fairly  affirm,  that  when 
the  land-tax  is  a  defied  for  four,  it  brings  in 
but  full  two  (hillings  in  the  pound,  or  a 
tenth  part  of  the  income  of  our  cftatea 
reckoning  one  place  with  another.  The 
land-tax  is  fuppofed  one  year  with  another 
to  bring  in  2,000,000,  and  this  may  bo 
accounted  when  multiplied  by  ten,  to  be 
the  value  of  all  the  lands  in  England,  which 
is  20,000,000 per  annum.*  Or  which  only 
14,501,5^8/.  lis.  zd.  waa dependent  on  our 
poor  and  humble  clergy,  which  is  in  other 
words,  that  the  monks  were  matters  of 
abore  fourteen  parts  out  of  tweaty  of  the 
whole  kingdom.  And  out  of  the  fix  parte 
which  were  thus  kindly  left  dependent  on 
on  king,  lords,  end  commons,  were  the 
four  numerous  orders  of  Mendicants  to  be 
maintained,  againlr,  whom  no  gate  co*ttf 
be  fhut,  to  whom  no  provifon  could  be 
denied,  and  from  whom  no  fecrct  could  be 
concealed.

wheat  was  fold for  tbret JbtlVings  the  quarter ;  in  bis  frvcntb  yeer%  when  a  terrible  deartb  hap- 
pened, it  did  not  rife  to  above  twenty  pence  tbtbufhel;  and  in  hi\  tenth  and  fifteenth  years,  wit 
fid  fjr  four  /hillings  the  quarter.  In  the  reign  of  queen  Mary,  ur.lrfs  in  time  cf  faminrt 
wheat  was  ccmmmly  fold  for  five  Jbillin^s  the  quarter  in  London,  and  for  fzur  fbillings  the 
quarter  in  the  country.  So  that  ive  may  fairly  compute  the  price  of  wheat,  in  Henry  Vllltb'x 
time,  to  have  been  ftur  JhiUir.gt  the  quarter,  which  multiplied  by  twelve,  amounts  to  twopcundt 
eight  Jblllings,  which  ts  hut  a  reafonableprjce for  wheat  at  this  day.

•  Gregory  King's  calculations,  publifhed  by  Dr.  Davenant,  compute  the  whole  rent  of  lands 
hi  England  to  be  but  14,000,000,  and  Sir  William  Petty'i  calculations,  whi'h  were  much 
older,  do  only  compute  them  at  8,cco,coo  a  year. 

The  latter  of  thtfe  wrote  in  tie  middle  of  the  reign  of  king  Charlca  //.  and  the  former  in  the 
reign  of  king  William.  And  tl'evafi  difference  between  them  as  to  the  annual  value  of  all  the 
lands  and  bevfee  hr  England,  we  may  chiefly  attribute  to  our  trade,  the  encreafecf  which  bas9 
is  half  a  century,  much  mtrt  than  doubled  the  rents  of  our  eftates  in  this  nation.

And  thefe  kind  of  reli- 
gious houfes  were  of  two  forts ;  either  they 
were  fuch,  whofe  Prior  was  independent, 
and  as  abfolute  a  tyrant  at  any  Abbat  could 
be,  or  tht-y  were  fuch  as  depended  upon 
fome great  abbey,  from  which  they  received 
their  Prior,  and  to  which  they  were  often 
obliged  to  pay  a  fmall  pen  Hon  or  annual 
acknowledgement.  And  whenfocver  the 
convent,  to  which  any  priory  belonged, 
was  beyond  the  fcas,  then  it  was  ftiled  an 
Alien  Pa.  i or  v. 

When  a  certain  number  of  fccular  canons 
aJTembled  themfelvcJ  under  the  govern- 
ment of  a  warden,  dean,  provolt  or  mailer 
they  were  called  a  Coll xc k  or  aCoL- 
ikciate  Church. 

Whenfoercr  the  knights  templar?,  or 
hofpitallcrs  had  any  considerable  manors  or 
fsrm?,  they  creeled  churches  for  the  fcr- 
vice  of  God,  and  built  a  convenient  houfc 
for  habitation,  to  which  they  fent  part  of 
their  fraternity,  under  the  command  of  one 
preceptor.    And  thefe  houfes  were  called

When  any  monaltcry  or  nunnery  wa« 
fubjecl  to  another,  then  it  was  called  a 
Cell.  And  many  have  imagined  that  the 
revenue  of  the  cell  was  included  in  that  of 
the  mother  abbey ;  which  if  it  were  true, 
would  very  much  diminith  the  calculation 
I  have  made  of  the  monaftick  wealth.  In 
juttification  of  my  mcthtxl,  I  have  thil 
therefore  to  fay  :  Finl,  that  all  thofc  who 
have  written  upon  this  fubjecl,  have  cal- 
culated cells  dillincl  from  the  abbiea  they 
appertained  to.  Secondly*  that  many  cells 
were  given  in  at  their  diffblution  at  a  certain 
value,  and  their  mother  abbies  reckoned  up 
dirtincl  from  them  at  another  value  ;  and  we 
can  force  imagine,  that  the  monks  would 
ut  that  time  make  themfclves  appear  more 
rich  than  they  rcal»y  were.  Thirdly,  that 
of  the  cells  mentioned  in  my  catalogue,  a 
confidcrable  number  were  alien  priories,  and 
belonged  to  monaftcries  abroad,  which  are 
not  valued  there  at  all.  Fourthly,  that 
the  whole  number  of  cells,  which  can  be 
thought  to  have  been  included  in  the  re- 
venue of  their  mother  abbies,  amount  not 
tu  above  forty,  w'.iofc  part  in  my  calcula- 
tion would  cafily  be  fupplicJ,  by  inferting 
in  their  room  chantries,  gild*,  and  hofpi- 
tJ*,  which  were  equally  detrimental  to  the 
public,  and  fuperftitious  in  their  founda- 
tion. 

Chantries  were  chapels  creeled  and 
endowed  lor  the  (inking  of  mafi'cs  for  the 
fouls  ot  tlie  deccttfed. 

Hospitals  were  houfes  founded  for  the 
entertainment  of  all  who  went  any  pilgri- 
m.^e  cn  a  religious  pretence. 

Cilos  were  fbcicties  of  lay  brethren, 
who  lived  together  like  monks,  but  werei 
orofefled  of  no  order.

Feb.  I.  The  council  opened  the  King's 
will,  and  found  Henry  had  nominated  fix- 
teen  perfons  to  be  executors,  and  re- 
genct  of  the  kingdom,  and  governors  to 


his  fon  ;  thefe  were  the  principal  officers 
of  ftate. 

He  alfo  elected  a  council  who  mould 
aflift  the  former. 

Feb.  6.  Edward  Seymour,  earl  of  Hert- 
ford* made  Protector. 

The  King  was  knighted  by  the  lord  Pro- 
tector, after  which  he  knighted  the  lord 
mayor  Sir  John  Hobfetbcm. 

Feb.  10.  The  Protector  was  made  lord 
treafurcr  and  carl  marftial. 

Henry  II.  king  of  France  refufed  to  ratify 
the  treaties. 

Feb.  13.  The  funeral  obfequies  of  the 
late  King  were  folemnized  with  exceeding 
great  pomp  and  magnificence  at  WirMor. 

Feb.  16.  The  earl  of  Hertford  lord  Pro- 
teitor,  created  duke  ef  Semerjet. 

Sir 
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Sir  Thomas  Seymour  created  baron  SudJey, 
and  nude  lord  high  admiral  of  England. 

Feb.  «o.  King  Edward  was  crowned  at 
%Vefim\nfier ;  at  the  coronation  forty  knights 
of  the  Bat b  -were  made,  and  a  general  par- 
don iflued  at  the  fame  time,  out  of  which 
the  duke  of  Norfolk,  cardinal  Pole,  and  the 
lord  Courtney  were  excepted*  j 

March  11.  The  treaty  of  peace  made  by 
Henry  with  France,  was  figned  in  London, 
but  the  king  of  France  dying  prevented  its 
being  ratified  j  he  was  fucceeded  by  his  ion 
the  Dauphin,  Henry  II. 

The  lord  chancellor  fFriofbeJtey,  earl  of 
Southampton,  is  turned  out. 

The  Protector  gets  his  commiflion  en- 
larged, and  acts  arbitrarily,  without  the  con- 
currence of  the  reft  of  the  regents. 

Orders  are  iflued  for  keeping  a  bible  in 
every  church,  with  Era/mat's  paraphrafe  on 
the  New  Teftament. 

The  chief  oppofers  of  the  reformation 
were  the  princefa  Mary,  Wrbtbcjlty  earl  of 
Southampton,  bifhop  of  Durham,  Bcnncr 
bifhop  of  Lcndon,  Gardner  bifhop  of  iV"in- 
ebefier,  with  other  bifhops  and  inferior 
clergy.' 

April  16.  Evening  prayer  began  to  be 
rwd  in  Englijh  in  the  King's  chapel. 

Popifti  images  burnt  in  London. 

Sept.  Sir  Edward  Clinton  was  fent  with 
a  fleet  of  thirty-four  mips  again  ft  the  Scots  ; 
whofc  army  confiftcd  of  36,000  men. 

The  Protector  marched  with  an  army  of 
18,000  men  into  Scotland,  and  defeated  the 
Scots  at  Pinkney -field,  Dec.  10.  near  Mujfel- 
borcugb,  13,000  of  the  Scots  were  fiain. 

The  Protector  returned  to  London,  and 
was  met  by  tiie  mayor  and  aldermen. 

It  is  afl'ertcd  the  Englijb  loft,  in  all,  but 
fixty  men  at  the  battle  oi  Pinlm -field. 

This  war  with  Scotland  coft  England  near 
1,433,000/. 

'  The  parliament  ended  with  a  general 
pardon,  in  which  were  excepted  the  tower 
prif'tners. 

A  general  vifitation  of  thtf  churches. 

Bi'hops  Gardiner  and  Banner  committed 
to  the  tower  for  ob  11  rutting  the  commiflion 
of  vifitation. 

The  lord  Rich  made  lord  chancellor. 

The  proteftants  in  Germary  were  defeat- 
ed, and  the  elector  of  Saxony  and  the  prince 
of  Hefft  made  prifoners  by  the  Emperor. 
Several  of  the  Grrman  divines  talcing  refuse 
in  Etrghr:d,  were  allowed  penlions  here  j 
lay'..::  was  maJc  profeflbr  of  Hebmv  in 
Cambridge,  and  Peter  Martyr  had  the  divi- 
nity clulr  at  Oxford  conferred  on  him. 


Nov,  4.   The  parliament  met,  tnd  r4* 
pealed  all  ftatutes  that  had  created  any  new*  . 
trcafons  or  felonies  in  the  laft  reign,  parti* 
cularly  that  which  eftablUhed  the  fix  ar- 
tides* 

Another  act  pafled  for  giving  the  com* 
munion  in  both  kinds  j  and  another  that 
the  Conge  ePetiere,  and  the  election  purfuant 
to  it,  mould  ceafe,  and  that  the  bithope 
fhould  be  named  by  the  King's  letters 
patent,  and  thereupon  were  to  be  con- 
fecrated. 

Alfo  an  a$  of  grace,  by  which  bifhopt 
Gardner  and  Bonner  were  discharged  from 
the  Fleet ; 

And  an  act  giving  the  King  all  the  cban- 
teries  which  the  late  King  had  not  feieed. 

1548.  An  order  of  council  was  made 
againft  the  Romifh  fuperftition,  and  for 
removing  images  out  of  churches,  &c. 

Aljreb  14.  The  parliament  and  clergy 
granted  the  King  a  fubfidy,  after  which  it 
was  prorogued  to  Nov.  4. 

To  prevent  the  mifchicfj  arifing  from 
rafli  preaching,  it  was  enjoined  that  none 
ftiould  preach  without  licence  of  the 
King. 

Gardner  flill  oppofing  the  reformation, 
is  again  confined  to  the  tower. 

A  great  plague  raging  in  Louie*,  the  court 
was  removed  to  Hatfield. 

The  parliament  granted  to  the  King  all 
tunnagc  and  poundage  for  life. 

The  Protector  had  a  patent,  enlarging 
his  prerogative. 

The  regent  of  Scotland  befieged  Brouglty 
caftle. 

Catherine,  queen  dowager  to  king  Henry 
VIII.  married  to  Sir  'Thomas  Seymour,  lord 
•  high  admiral. 

The  Admiral  endeavoured  to  get  himfclf 
made  governor  to  the  King's  perfon,  which 
occafioned  a  quarrel  between  him  and  hie 
brother  the  Protector.  The  war  with  Sect" 
land  was  renewed,  and  Hadington  taken  by 
the  Englijh. 

The  Scots  fent  their  queen  to  France,  and 
introduced  6000  French  forces,  winch  ra- 
vaged the  north  of  England,  and  treated  the 
the  Scots  like  a  conquered  people.  They 
murdered  the  provoft  of  Edinburg  and  hit  • 
fon,  with  great  numbers  of  the  common 
people. 

The  Protector  tried  to  make  a  peace  with 
Scotland  in  vain. 

The  Protector  introduced  a  body  of  Ger- 
mans into  England,  under  pretence  of  the 
Scotch  war,  but  in  reality  to  fuppdrt  hie 
ufurped  authority. 
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Aug.  The  new  liturgy  was  every  where 
let  up,  but  the  princels  -Mary  refufed  to 
comply  with  it. 

Sept,  The  Queen  dowager  died  in  child- 
ted . 

Nov.  24*  The  parliament  met,  and 
was  almoft  wholly  taken  up  with  matters  of 
religion. 

By  an  ad  made,  priefts  were  allowed  to 
jnarry. 

An  act  was  made  to  con6rm  the  new 
liturgy. 

1549,  Jan.  19.  The  lord  high  ad- 
miral was  impeached  and  fent  to  the 
tower. 

March  ao.  The  lord  high  admiral  was 
attainted  in  parliament  of  high  tre.ifon, 
and  beheaded,  without  being  heard. 

His  greateft  crime  was  his  afpiring  to  be 
at  the  bead  of  the  miniftry,  and  equal  if  not 
fupertor  to  his  brother  the  Protector. 

This  year  lord  lieutenants  of  counties 
were  firft  appoinaed. 

Anabaptifts  came  into  England)  who  de- 
ny the  divinity  of  our  Saviour,  and  are 
burnt. 

April  \%.  Jean  of  Kent,  an  anabaptift, 
was  condemned  to  be  bunrt. 

The  Protector  pulled  down  feveral 
churches  to  build  him  a  palace,  now 
called  Smerfet-hcufe. 

July.  The  rebels  befieged  Exeter,  the 
town  was  driven  to  great  diftrefs  fo  as  to  eat 
their  horfes,  till  relieved  by  lord  Rujjell. 
who  defeated  them  and  took  Auntndel 
and  the  mayor  of  Bodmin  y  and  hanged 


The  rebels  loft  600  men. 

Several  rebellions  happened  about  indo- 
fnres,  but  were  fupprefletf;  the  grcateft  in 
Nor/elk.  headed  by  Kttt.  a  tanner,  againft 
whom  Dudley^  earl  cf  Warwick)  went  with 
an  army,  Aug.  17,  llcw  above  zooo  of  his 
followers,  and  hanged  him  in  chains  on  the 
top  of  Norwich  caftle,  Nov.  ao. 

Sept.  The  rebels  made  demands  of  the 
King's  general  in  fifteen  different  articles, 
which  were  rejected. 

The  French  attempt  recovering  of  Bcu- 
fa^ntf  equipt  a  powerful  fleet,  and  attempt- 
ed a  defcett  on  the  iilcs  of  Guerriey  and 
Jfrfey,  bttt  were  attacked  at  fea  by  the  Eng- 
iijb  and  loft  1000  men. 

The  earl  of  Warwick  made  lord  high  ad- 
jniral. 

Banner  bifhop  of  London  was  fent  to  the 
rnarfhalfca,  refufing  to  comply  with  the 
f-jtes  of  the  church. 

#9f fit-guards  instituted, 


OB.  14.  The  privy  council  and  the  city 
of  London  entered  into  meafurcs  to  depofe 
the  Protector ;  whereupon  he  carried  the 
King  with  him  to  JVinJfor.  and  flood  upon 
his  defence,  but  was  obliged  to  fubmit; 
whereupon  they  charged  him  with  ufurping 
fovereign  power  and  fent  him  to  the  tower; 
and  fix  lords  were  appointed  to  be  the 
King's  governors,  but  the  ad  mini  fixation 
wjs  lodged  chiefly  in  Dudley  carl  of  War- 
wick. 

The  parliament  met  the  4th  of  Novem- 
ber. 1 549,  parted  an  act,  making  it  treafon 
for  twelve  pcrfons  to  aflemble  with  an  in- 
tent to  kill  or  imprifon  any  of  the  privy- 
council,  or  to  alter  any  law,  if  they  did 
not  difperfe  within  an  hour  after  proclama- 
tion made  to  depart;  and  it  was  made 
felony  to  alienable  to  throw  down  fences, 
pull  down  houfes  or  barns,  to  abate  the 
price  of  victuals,  or  the  rents  of  lands,  &r> 
and  it  was  made  felony  alfo  to  procure  or 
incite  others  to  aflemble  to  commit  any  of 
the  faid  offences. 

Nov.  13.  Pope  Paul  III.  died,  and 
cardinal  Bole  was  add  re  fled  to  fucceed  him; 
but  they  afterwards  chofe  the  cardinal  jfc 
Montty  who,  on  his  elevation,  took  the 
name  of  Julius  III. 

Scctland  enjoyed  a  great  tranquility  after 
the  condufion  of  the  peace.  Janus  Hamil- 
ton, earl  of  Arran  in  Scotland,  and  duke  of 
Cbatelaraut  in  France,  governed  the  king- 
dom as  Regent. 

By  3  and  4  of  Edward  VI.  cap.  if* 
The  King  was  empowcrd  to  nominate  fix- 
teen  bifhops  and  clergymen,  and  fix  teen 
laymen,  to  compile  a  body  of  ccclefiaftical 
laws. 

3  and  4  Edward  VI.  cap.  ?a.  It  waa 
enacted,  tint  the  King  might  appoint  fix 
prelates,  and  fix  others,  to  draw  up  a  form 
for  confecrating  bifhops,  priefts,  and  dea- 
cons. 

1 5  $0.  4  Edward  VI.  An  act  parted  for 
inflicting  pains  and  penalties  on  the  late 
Protector,  whereby  he  was  deprived  of  all 
his  places,  hie  goods  and  chatties  confifcat- 
ed,  and  his  lands  to  the  value  of  2000/.  per 
annum  forfeited  to  the  crown;  but  he  was 
re  leafed  from  the  tower,  on  giving  1 0,000/. 
fecurity  for  his  good  behaviour,  and  on  the 
16th  of  February  he  received  his  pardon, 
and  was  admitted  to  the  council-board 
again. 

In  this  parliament  peers  eldeft  fons  were 
firft  permitted  to  fit  in  the  houfe  of  com- 
mon*, and  the  firft  journal  taken  of  that 
J  houfe.

Feb,  a.  The  marquia  of  Northampton 
waa  made  lord  great  chamberlain  of  £«g- 
land,  the  lord  Wtitpwortk  lord  chamberlain 
of  the  houfhold,  Sir  Thomas  Darcy  vice 
chamberlain  and  captain  of  the  guards,  and 
Sir  Anthony  Wwgjicld  comptroller. 

April  I.  The  biflroprick  of  Weftmnficr 
was  united  to  that  of  London, 

April  25.  A  peace  is  concluded  with 
Trance,  and  Boulogne  delivered  up*  But  the 
French  king  rtipulates  to  pay  the  king  of 
England,  in  confideration  thereof,  and  of 
the  tribute  in  arrear  from  France,  400,000 
crowns ;  and  it  waa  agreed  that  this  treaty 
fhould  not  prejudice  the  claim  of  England 
either  to  France  or  Scotland* 

The  city  of  London  purchafed  from  the 
King,  all  the  liberties  of  the  borough  of 
Soutbivark  for  the  fum  of  1000  marks. 

A  court  was  erected  at  this  time,  to  en- 
quire who  opprefled  the  people  by  their  ex- 
tortions, or  defrauded  the  crown  of  the 
pubiick  revenues ;  and  feveral  were  fined 
yery  feverely  for  offences  of  this  kind. 

The  nation  being  at  peace  with  all  its 
neighbours,  the  carl  of  Warwick  dilbanded 
the  army. 

The  earl  of  Arundel  was  fined  in  ia,ooo/. 
payable  in  twelve  years. 

Many  alterations  were  made  in  almoft 
every  diocefe,  almoft  all  the  manors  belong* 
ing  to  them  were  furrendercd  into  the 
King's  hands  and  given  amongft  the  cour- 
tiers, in  lieu  of  which  were  bellowed  worfe 
manors,  and  impropriated  tithes. 

May  8*  Commiflioncrs  were  appointed 
to  vint  and  reform  the  univerfity  of  Ojc- 
ford. 

This,  year  the  bible  was  published  in 
Enrfijb,  of  TtndaV*  tranfiation,  revifed  by 
Cwerdale. 

June  19.  An  order  of  council  was  made 
that  no  biuSop  mould  henceforth  keep  any 
Other  benefice  than  his  bifhoprick  only. 

The  Thames  ebbed  and  flowed  three 
times  in  nine  hours  below  the  bridge. 

1551*  The  council  prohibit  the  princefs 
Mary  having  mafs  in  her  chapel  j  but  (he 
refufeth  to  comply  with  them. 

April,  A  fweatingficknefs  raged  through- 
out England,  which  carried  off  numbers, 
with  many  of  the  nobility.  The  duke  of 
Suffolk  and  his  brother  died  of  it* 

An  earthquake  in  Surrey, 

A  confelTion  of  faith  waspropofed.  which 
the  princefs  Mary  rcfufed. 

July  9.    Ed-ward  fent  an  embafly  to 


France,  on  pretence  of  carrying  the  ordef 
of  the  garter  to  the  King.  The  marquia 
of  Northampton  prefented  the  collar  of  the 
order  to  the  King.  Then  they  treated  con  - 
cerning  the  marriage  with  Francis's  daugh- 
ter, which  was  concluded  the  19th  of  July* 
and  figned  at  Ang'urs, 

Henry  in  return  fent  an  e'mbafly  into 
England,  and  the  marfhal  Montmorency 
prefented  the  King  with  the  order  of  Su 
Michael, 

Nov.  The  Queen  dowager  obtained  the 
regency  of  Scotland,  in  the  room  of  the  earl 
of  Arran. 

The  King  founded  a  college  at  Ga/zvay 
in  Ireland, 

The  King  appointed  a  council  of  thirty, 
and  a  prefident  for  the  government  of 
Wales. 

The  duke  of  Northumberland,  attempted 
to  get  the  bifhop  of  Durham  condemned, 
which  proved  fruitlefs. 

155a.  The  duke  of  Somerftt  being 
eftcemcd  the  moll  likely  to  oppofe  Dudley** 
(the  duke  »  f  Northumberland)  ambitioua 
projects,  his  final  ruin  was  relblved.  He 
was  fent  to  the  tower,  under  pretence  of 
confulting  and  inciting  others  to  imprifon 
Northumberland,  and  two  other  lords  of  the 
council,  and  convicted  of  felony  for  thia 
offence  by  his  peers,  for  which  he  was  be- 
headed, y«tw<trf  aa>  two  months  afterwards* 
The  young  King  would  never  have  con- 
fented  to  his  uncle's  execution,  it  his  ene- 
mies had  not  made  his  Majefty  believe,  he 
had  much  worfe  defigns  than  thofe  he  was 
convicted  of. 

Jan,  Crowns  and  half  crowns  firft 
coined. 

Several  bifliops  are  deprived  of  their  feea 
for  not  complying  with  the  reformation. 

The  common  prayer  book  was  eftablifhcd 
by  act  of  parliament. 

Another  act  declaring  the  marriage  of 
the  clergy  valid. 

Articles  of  religion  were  confirmed  by 
the  convocation. 

The  parliament  meeting  on  the  13d  of 
January  refufed  to  approve  the  fcntcncc 
again  A  the  duke  of  Somerjet. 

An  act  palled  this  femon  requiring  two 
living  witnefics  in  cafes  of  high  treafon,  to 
be  produced  to  the  prifoner'a  face  in  court* 

The  common  prayer  book,  with  the  al- 
terations, and  the  order  of  confecrating 
bilhops,  priclts,  and  deacons,  was  confirm- 
ed  by  anc  ther  act. 

Penalties  were  infliaed  on  thofe  who 
were  prafent  at  any  other  form  of  P«^rt 
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t?c .  and  on  thofe  who  made  any  disturbance 
in  churches  ;  and  the  number  of  holy  days 
were  ascertained. 

Monks  and  nuns  were  rendered  capable  I 
q[  inheriting  cftates. 

Great  part  of  the  lands  belonging  to 
biShopricks,  deans,  and  chapten,  wcrelei/- 
ed  by  the  miniftry,  and  fold  and  transferred 
to  laymen. 

Bi  Shops  who  held  their  fees  for  life,  were 
now  obliged  to  hold  th-ra  during  their  good 
behaviour* 

Thofe  that  had  any  chantry  lands  be- 
ftowed  on  them  at  the  beginning  of  this 
reign,  were,  by  the  duke  of  Northumber- 
land, obliged  to  re  Store  them  to  the  crown. 
The  Duke  alfo  laid  heavy  fines  on  the 
nobility  who  were  engaged  in  an  oppo- 
fite  intereSh 

This  year  the  King's  debts  amounted  t» 
351,179/.  and  commi /lions  were  granted  to 
certain  perfons  to  fell  part  of  the  chantry 
lands  for  the  payment  of  them. 

Feb.  a.  There  was  a  king  at  arms  ap- 
pointed for  Ireland,  by  the  name  of  Ul- 

fa- 
Cardan,  the  famous  Italian  philofopher, 

pafled  through  England,  in  his  return  from 

Scotland. 

Feb.  a6.  Sir  Ralph  Fare,  Sir  Miltt 
Partridge,  Sir  Michael  Stanhope,  and  Sir 
Thomas  Aurundelvi 'ere  executed,  as  accom- 
plices to  the  duke  of  Somerfet, 

April  6.  The  King  fell  fick  of  the 
fznall  pox  and  meafles,  which  brought  upon 
Jiim  a  confumption. 

April  15.  The  parliament  was  diflblvcd 
which  bad  fat  five  years. 

Heath  and  Day,  bifliops  of  fTorceJfer  and 
Clicbefier  were  deprived,  for  too  openly  op- 
posing the  reformation. 

The  duke  of  Northumberland  made  hira- 
fclf  abfolute,  and  charged  lord  Paget  with 
fcveral  mifdemeanors,  had  him  fined  in 
6oco/.  and  the  order  of  the  garter  taken 
from  hira,  which  he  procured  for  his  eldcft 
fon,  Sir  Arthur  Dudley,  earl  of  Warwick. 

Stenbold  t  ran/1  a  ted  the  pfjJms  into  Eng- 
lifb  metre,  afterwards  put  into  vcrfe  by 
ydtn  Hopkim. 

A  Short  catechifm  was  published  by  the 
pi  Shop  of  fiVinchefier. 

The  corporation  of  the  merchants  of  the 
Heel-yard  (being  members  of  the  ham 
towns,  who  engroffed  all  the  foreign  trade 
of  Europe)  was  diSTolved  this  year,  and 
foreign  trade  encouraged  in  EngHJb  bot- 
toms.

A  new  parliament  was  Summon- 
ed to  meet  the  firSt  of  March,  and  the  Se- 
veral corporations  were  retired  to  chufe 
fuch  members  as  were  recommended  to 
them  by  the  King's  council,  and  the  (he* 
riff's  were  required  to  return  fuch  knights 
as  were  named  in  the  King's  letters.

This  was  fuch  a  plentiful  year,  that  a 
barrel  of  beer  with  the  cock  w  as  fold  tor  Six- 
pence, and  four  great  loaves  for  one  penny* 

The  duke  of  Northumberland  married  hit 
fon  Guildford  Dudley,  to  the  lady  Jane  Grey, 
grand-daughter  to  Mary  queen  of  France, 
filter  to  Henry  VIII.  and  prevails  on  the 
young  King  to  fettle  the  crown  on  this  lady, 
to  the  exclusion  of  the  princefTes  Mary  and 
EKxabetb.  The  Duke  alfo  prevails  on 
him  to  Sign  another  commiffion  for  the  vi- 
sitation of  the  churches,  by  virtue  whereof 
he  feized  on  the  remainder  of  their  plats 
and  ornaments. 

June  1 5.  When  the  judges  were  called 
ia  to  draw  an  aflignment  of  the  crown  to 
Jane  Grey,  they  refufed,  until  threatened 
by  the  Duke,  who  had  a  pardon  paSTed  the 
great  Seal,  exempting  them  from  punish- 
ment. 

June  at.  The  fettlexnent  was  at  laft 
Signed  by  all  the  council. 

Edward's  di feafe  grew  worfe  and  all  Signs 
of  recovery  vanished,  upon  which  the  ear)  of 
Northumberland  advifed  the  phyfictans  to 
be  difcharged,  and  the  King  was  committed 
to  the  care  of  an  old  woman. 

July  6.  King  Edward  died  at  Green- 
wicL,  in  the  16th  year  of  his  age,  a,nd  the 
7th  of  his  reign,  and  was  buried  at  Wef- 
mhtfter,  near  the  body  of  king  Henry  VII. 
his  grand-father,  with  great  funeral  pomp, 
and  the  unfeigned  mournings  of  an  aSl'ec-. 
tionate  people.  The  funeral  charge  amount* 
cd  to  47  5/. 

The  King's  yearly  houShold  expencei 
were  upon  an  average  61,000/.  per 

He  founded  St.  Bartbolomiu »  s  hofpital, 
and  Bridewell,  and  improved  the  hofpital 
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of  CbriJPi  church*  tnd  St.  Thomas'*  hofpkal, 
Soutbwark,  and  gave  hUpalace of  Bridewell 
to  the  city. 

In  attempting  to  find  out  a  paflage  to  the 
JSaft  Indies  by  the  north-eaft  in  the  laft  year 
pf  this  reign,  the  way  to  jt'cbangcl  in  ftfof* 
covy,  by  the  North  Cape,  was  discovered  by 
faptaJn  Canfellor.  The  two  other  mips  em- 
ployed with  him  to  attempt  a  north-eaft  paf- 
Jage,  and  commanded  by  Sir  Hugh  Wil- 
hugbby  the  admiral,  and  captain  Duforth, 
both  periled  with  their  commanders  and 
crew,  00  the  coaft  of  Ruffian  Lapland. 

It  is  faid  king  Edward  was  in  pcrfon 
beautiful.  He  kept,  and  writ  the  charac- 
ters of  all  the  chief  men  in  the  nation,  all 
the  judges  and  confidcrablc  men  in  office, 
their  way  of  living,  and  their  zeal  for  re- 
legion.  He  ftudied  the  bufinefs  of  the 
mint,  with  the  exchange  and  value  of 
He  underftood  fortification.  He 


knew  all  the  harbours  in  bis  dominions,  as 
alfo  in  Scotland  and  France,  and  the  depth 
of  water  going  into  them.  He  acquired 
great  knowledge  in  foreign  affairs.  He 
took  notes  of  every  thing  he  heard,  which 
he  writ  in  Greek  characters,  that  thofe  about 
him  might  not  underftand  them,  and  after- 
wards copied  cvjt  fair  in  the  journal  or  diary 
that  he  kept :  this  journal  is  ftill  prcferved 
|A  Sir  John  Cotton  %  famcjus  library. 


Statutes  in  this  Ruck. 

Bcfidcs  the  ftatutes  already  recited,  the 
following  acts  were  made  in  this  reign, 
vix. 

An  aft  was  parted,  reftoring  in  blood  Sir 
Edward  Seymour,  Knt. 

An  ad  for  avoiding  excefs  of  wines. 

The  King  ordered  a  vifitation  to  the 
churches ;  and  ordered  all  the  fupcrfluous 
plate  to  be  fold.

An  act  pafled,  to  confirm  the  one  parted 
r*  the  |ate  reign,  enacting  1374  chantries 


and  other  religious  foundations,  for  the  uft 
of  the  crown,  with  a  referve  of  penfions  to 
be  paid  to  the  difcarded  incumbents. 

It  was  alfo  decreed,  that  all  who  denied 
the  Supremacy  of  the  King,  or  maintained 
that  of  the  Pope,  mould  for  the  firft  offence 
forfeit  their  goods  and  chattels  and  be  im- 
prisoned during  pleafure,  for  the  fecond 
offence  mould  be  fubject  to  prcmunirc  ;  and 
for  the  third  offence  be  attainted  of  high 
treafon. 

Cap.  7.  It  was  enacted  that  the  King*! 
death  fhould  not  difcontinue  any  fuit. 

Cap.  13.  Tunnage  and  poundage,  with 
the  duties  on  woo!  and  leather,  which  ha<f 
been  granted  to  Henry  VII.  and  Henry  VIII. 
were  granted  to  the  King  for  life,  for  the 
guard  of  the  fcas. 

a  Edw,  VI.  Can.  3.  Enacted,  that  the 
King's  purveyors  fhould  take  no  provifions 
for  the  ufe  of  his  highnefe,  without  the 
Con  fen  t  of  the  owners. 

a  and  3  Edw,  VI.  Cap.  14.  Enacted, 
that  where  2  perfon  was  wounded  or  poifan- 
ed  in  one  county,  and  died  in  another,  the 
murderer  might  be  tried  where  the  party 
died. 

Cap.  13.  The  benefit  of  clergy  taken 
from  horfeftealers. 

5  and  6  Edw.  VI.  Cap.  9.  The  benefit 
of  clergy  is  taken  from  houlc-breakcrs. 

Punimmenti  are  inflicted  on  forcftallert. 
regraters,  and  ingroflers  of  corn. 

Cap.  a 5.  Alc-houfc-keepers  are  re- 
quired to  take  licences,  and  enter  into  n- 
cogniaances  to  keep  good  order  in  their 
houfes. 

An  act  pafled  to  eftablifh  the  woollen 
manufactory,  and  for  more  fully  regulating 
the  different  kinds  of  them. 

In  6  Edw.  VI.  They  gave  him  a  fub- 
fidy  or  two  tenths  and  two  fifteenths,  to  ha 
paid  in  two  years. 

Twenty  thoufand  pounds  weight  of  bul- 
lion was  appointed  to  be  made  fo  much 
bafer,  that  the  king  might  gain  thereby

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A  T  the  death  of  Edward,  the  earl  of 
J-\  Northumberland  endeavoured  to  get 
the  princefs  Mary  and  Elizabeth  into  poflef- 
fton,  and  under  pretence  fends  for  Mary 
(concealing  tbe  King's  death)  to  aflift  in 
the  council,  which  Mary  accepted,  but  was 
acquainted  by  the  earl  of  Arundel  of  his 
deiigu.  She  retired  into  Norfolk,  and  raifed 
forces  attached  to  her  perfon  {  (he  writes  to 
the  council  and  was  anfwered  not  fatisfac- 
torily,  and  withdrew  to  Framlingham  caftle 
in  Suffolk,  and  aflumed  the  title  of  Queen,  !

July  10.  The  council  proclaimed  the 
lady  yam  Grey  quern* 

The  duke  of  Northumberland  marched 
againft  queen  Mary,  but  his  forces  defcrted 
•ver  to  her. 

July  iq.  Queen  Mary  prevailed  againft 
her,  and  is  proclaimed  queen. 

The  duke  of  Northumberland,  the  great 
fupporter  of  queen  Jane,  his  daughter-in- 
law,  is  tent  to  the  tower,  with,  three 
of  his  fons,  as  is  Dr.  Ridley,  bi/hop  of 
hen  don. 

July  28.  The  duke  of  Suffolk  and  his 
daughter,  the  lady  Jant  Grey,  and  hrd 
Dudley,  fent  to  tbe  tower, 

Queen  Mary  declared  (he  would  not  per- 
fecute  tbe  protectants. 

The  Queen  rcJeaied  the  duke  of  Suffolk. 

She  relcafed  the  old  duke  of  Norfcik,  the 
lord  Courtney,  and  bilhop  Gardner,  whom 
a  few  day*  afterwards  fhe  made  high  chan- 
cellor of  England.  Bifhop  Bonner  was  re- 
leafed,  and  re-inflated  in  his  feat. 

Tbe  PopUhbifhops  arc  reftored,  and  the 
Protectant  bifljops  (particularly  Covtrdalt 
bifhop  of  Exeter,  and  Hooter  bifhop  of 
Cloeefter)  committed  to  prifon,  for  exer- 
ci£ng  their  functions. 

Archbifhop  Cranmtr,  bifhop  Latimer,  and 
and  fcvaral  more  of  the  Proteftant  clergy 
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off  and  nailed  to  it,  only  for  exprefllng 
himfelf  (lightly  of  the  new  Queen. 

Mary  left  nothing  on  her  part  to  aflcrt 
her  right :  (he  promifed  to  leave  religion  in 
the  fame  ft.ite  the  found  it.  Many  of  Nor- 
thumberland'* party  defcrted  him,  but  he 
fent  the  earl  of  Suffolk  with  8000  men 
againft  Mary,  and  advanced  as  far  as  Bury. 
Northumberland  joined  him,  and  finding  the 
defcrtion,  writes  to  the  council,  who  af- 
fembled  under  pretence  of  railing  more; 
men,  but  unanimoufly  agreed  to  return  to 
their  duty  and  allegiance,  and  proclaim 
Mary  queen.  The  tower  gates  were  thrown 
open,  and  lady  Jane  refigns  thofc  enfignt 
of  loyalty  they  had  loaded  her  with,  which 
fhe  pofleflcd  only  ten  days.  .

arc  committed  to  prifon,  for  treafon,  in 
oppofing  the  Queen's  acceflion,  and  feveral 
fly  beyond  fca. 

July  30.  Crgnmer  was  cited  before  the 
ftar- chamber,  and  efcaped  without  puniih- 
mcnt. 

Aug.  The  county  of  Suffolk  addreiTed  tbe 
Queen  j  the  deputies  were  ill  received,  and 
<Ttomat  Cebb,  who  fpoke  very  free,  was  fct 
in  the  pillory. 

Judge  Hales  was  thrown  into  the  Mar- 
fhalfea,  for  charging  the  jutticcs  of  Kent  to 
conform  to  the  laws  of  Edward  not  yet  re- 
pealed ;  he  was  afterwards  removed  to  the 
Counter  and  Fleet,  where  he  endeavoured  to 
kill  himfelf.  He  was  fet  at  liberty,  and 
fome  time  after  drowned  himfelf. 

Aug.  3.  The  Queen  came  to  London 
with  her  fiftcr  Elixabetb. 

Aug.  12.  Bifhop  Gardner  was  made? 
lord  Chancellor,  and  the  dulce  of  Norfolk 
lord  High  Steward,  for  the  trial  of  the 
duke  of  Northumberland,  and  his  fons. 

Aug.  13.  Bonner**  chaplain  preached  a 
fermon  at  St.  PauTs,  and  abufed  the  admi~ 
niilrarion  of  Edn'ard,  whereupon  the  peo- 
ple much  abufed  him  ;  but  he  was  rcftucd 
by  two  Protcftant  miniiters. 

Aug.  j  8.  The  late  King's  funeral  wa« 
folemnized  at  tFeftminfter.  The  Queen 
had  a  folemn  fervice  performed  in  her  own 
chapel,  with  all  the  ceremonies  of  the 
church  of  Borne.

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Aug.  22.    The  duke  of  Northumberland  1 
was  condemned  and  executed,  with  Sir 
John  Gates,  and  Sir  TLomat  Palmer, 

The  Queen  prohibited  all  perfons  to 
preach  without  her  fpecial  licence. 

The  reformed  who  were  foreigners  were 
allowed  to  leave  the  kingdom. 

Sept.  The  order  of  the  garter  was  re- 
Jrored  to  William  lord  Paget, 

Sept.  28.  The  Queen  made  fifteen 
knights  of  the  Bath,  and  ninety  knights  of 
the  t?rpct. 

OcJ,  1.    The  Queen  was  crowned  at 
Weftminfitr,  and  was  obliged    to  berrow 
.  »o,ooo/.  of  the  city  of  Lamba. 

Two  birtiops  were  excluded  the  houfe,  Dr. 
Taylor  and  llarley,  for  not  kneeling  at  the 
ma  fa,  which  was  celebrated  before  the  two 
fcoufes,  accompanied  with  all  the  rites  and 
ceremonies  of  the  Popifh  church. 

An  aft  pafled,  repealing  nine  laws  made 
in  favour  of  the  reformation. 

A  pardon  was  published,  out  of  which 
the  proteftants  in  cuftody  were  excepted. 

The  Qnecn  rcftored  the  fifteenths  and 
tenths  which   were  granted  the  crown 
in  the  laft  parliament,  and  promifed  to  ' 
pay  both  her  father's  and  her  brother's 
debts. 

Off.  2.  The  earl  of  Sujfex,  who  had 
been  the  Queen's  general,  obtained  the 
honour  of  being  covered  in  the  prefence  of 
the  Queen. 

Oil.  4.  The  arch bi mop  of  Tork  was 
fent  to  the  tower,  and  the  bifliop  of  Exeter 
was  rcftored. 

Oil.  5.  A  new  parliament  was  fora- 
moned,  wherein  the  elections  were  fo  in- 
fluenced by  the  court,  that  few  proteftants 
were  chofen.  The  protcftant  bifnops  were 
excluded  the  upper  houfe,  and  an  act  pafled 
declaring  that  no  offence  mould  be  deemed 
high  trcafon  which  was  not  fo  by  the 
25th  of  Ed-ward  III.  or  any  crime  ad- 
judged felony,  or  a  premunire,  but  what 
were  fo  before  the  reign  of  Henry  VIH» 

The  parliament  met,  and  lifted  but  eight 
days. 

Mary  publiihed  a  declaration,  with  li- 
berty of  confcicnce  in  affairs  of  religion. 

An  aft  pafled  prohibiting  the  difturbTng 
of  priefts  faying  mafs,  or  the  breaking  down 
altars  or  images. 

Another  aft  declaring  it  felony  to  aflcra- 
ble  to  the  number  of  twelve,  to  procure 
stay  alteration  in  the  laws,  to  lay  open  en- 
c  1  of u res,  or  to  commit  any  aft  of  violence, 
If  they  riid  not  difperfe  within  an  hour  after 
proclamation  made  to  depart. 


And  an  aft  to  declare  all  writings  fhoulcf 
be  valid,  though  dated  in  the  reign  of  the 
late  ufurpcr  Jane  Grey. 

A  bill  of  tunnage  and  poundage  for  the 
Queen's  life  pafled  the  commons,  towhicH 
the  lords  made  forae  amendments,  and 
pafled  it,  though  at  this  day  the  peers  can- 
not alter  a  money  bill. 

i  he  aft  for  confirming  the  divorce  of 
the  Queen's  mother,  and  making  th*  Queen 
illegitimate,  Was  repealed. 

Another  aft  was  made,  repealing  all  the 
flatutes  made  in  king  E  J  ward's  reign,  con* 
ccruing  religion. 

By  a  private  aft  the  attainder  of  themar- 
chionefs  of  Exeter  was  reverfed,  and  her  fort 
the  carl  of  Devtnfldrc  reftored  to  all  his  ho- 
nours. Then  the  parliament  was  prorogued 
to  Oelober  24. 

Cimmcndine  was  fent  from  the  Pope  to 
^negoclate  with  Mary,   upon  which  the 
Quctn  demanded  cardinal  Pole  as  legate. 

Nqv.  3.  Archbifttop  Crammer,  Guild- 
ford,  Dudley,  and  his  wife  the  lady  Jant 
Grey,  were  condemned  for  high  treafon. 

A  marriage  was  propofed  between  queen 
Mary  and  Philip,  prince  of  Spain, 

Dec,  6.  The  commons  addrefled  the 
Queen  agatnft  her  marriage,  (he  diflolvcd 
the  parliament. 

A  convocation  was  held,  and  tranfub- 
ftantion  cftablifhed.  A  difpute  upon  it  be- 
tween the  Popifh  and  Protcftant  clergy. 
1554,  Jan.  13.  The  Queen  granted  a 
rdon  to  the  marquis  of  Nwtbanttt«n,  who 
ad  been  condemned  with  the  duke  of  Ntr- 
tbumberland. 

The  Queen  fufpends  the  aft  againft  the 
German  merchants. 

The  divorce  between  Henry  VIII.  and 
Catherine  was  repealed. 

A  treaty  of  marriage  being  fet  on  foot 
between  queen  Mary,  and  prince  Philip  the 
Emperor's  fon,  heir  to  the  crown  of  Spain, 
the  parliament  addrefled  the  Queen  not  to 
marry  a  foreigner,  whereupon  they  went 
diflolvcd;  and  the  Emperor,  at  theinftance 
of  bi/hop  Gardner,  fent  over  1,200,000 
crowns,  to  he  applied  towards  promoting 
the  match. 

When  the  ambafladors  landed,  the  people 
of  Kent,  imagined  the  prince  of  Spain  was 
in  their  company,  and  therefore  attacked 
them  fo  furloufly  they  were  obliged  to  fly 
for  their  lives. 

Article*  were  agreed  on  with  the  Em* 
peror's  minifters  on  the  isth  of  January 
1 553-4*  whereby  PbUif  was  to  have  the 
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of  king  of  England,  and  the  iflue  of 
scius  marriage  were  to  enjoy  their  mother's 
dominions,  with  Burgundy  and  the  Lrw- 
CcuuTriai  and  it*  the  archduke  Cbar/c:, 
T Miff  i  fon  by  a  former  wife,  fhould  die 
vkhoot  iffue,  then  the  iflue  of  this  match 
4h:'uld  enjoy  the  Spanifh  dominions. 

That  the  Queen  fliould  have  the  difpofal 
of  all  offices,  employments  and  revenues  in 
this  kingdom,  and  only  natives  mould  be 
employed  here. 

That  if  the  Queen  died  first,  Philip 
should  by  no  claim  to  this  crown  ;  and  that 
E*.g!ar.d  (hould  never  be  engaged  in  any 
v ars  with  France  on  account  of  Spain. 

The  merchants  of  the  Stecl-yard  being 
Cenrjnt,  were  licenfed  to  revive  their  traf- 
xtck  again  in  London,  in  complaifancc  to 
the  Emperor. 

The  nation  in  general  was  difguftcd  with 
the  Spanlfb  match,  which  at  Irnpth  occa- 
sioned an  iniurreeYion  of  the  Keriijh  men 
under  Sir  Thma\  Wyat* 

ffyat  entered  London,  but  was  defeated, 
tnd  yielded  himfclf  prifoner. 

Feb.  II.  The  duke  of  Suffolk  having 
taken  refuge  in  the  houfe  of  one  of  his  do- 
meiHck*s  was  betrayed  and  delivered  up. 

Feb.  il.  The  earl  of  Devon/hire  was 
•ommitted  to  the  tower. 

Feb.  14.  Brett  the  commander  of  the 
city  trained  bands,  who  had  deferted  to 
Wyat,  and  fifty-eight  more,  were  hanged, 
and  fix  hundred  pardoned. 

The  lord  Grey,  the  duke  of  Suffolk's 
brother,  was  executed  with  twenty-two  of 
his  followers. 

A  little  to  qualify  thefe  feverities,  fevc- 
ral  noblemen  and  other  gentlemen  were  re- 
leafed  from  the  tower  of  Lcndcn,  and  about 
600  of  the  common  men  concerned  in  the 
rebellion  were  brought  before  the  pahec 
at  Whitehall,  with  halters  about  their 
recks,  and  upon  making  proper  fubmif- 
£on,  received  their  pardon  from  the 
Qjieen  in  perfon.  Of  all  who  were  tried 
none  efcaped  being  condemned,  except  Sir 
Wulelai  *TLregn:srtcn,  which  was  owing  to 
his  fpitit  upon  the  trial  j  his  calling  upon 
the  court  to  produce  any  one  overt  acl  of 
thetreafon  he  was  indicted  upon  j  no  proofs 
appearing  againft  him,  the  jury  brought 
him  in  not  guilty.  Upon  which  the  attor- 
ney general  bound  the  jury  over,  com- 
mitted, profecutcd,  and  fevcrely  fined  them  : 
fuch  was  the  iniquity  of  the  times,  and  the 
prejudice  of  people,  owing  entirely  to  the 
controverfy  of  the  church  and  religion. 
His  brother  was  condemned. 


Feb.  18.  The  princefs  Elhaleth  wai 
confined  in  Whitehall. 

The  Emperor  fent  over  vaft  fitms,  far 
Gardner  to  corrupt  the  members  of  both 
houfes,  In  favour  of  Mary  and  the  Popifla 
religion. 

March  4.  The  Queen  ordered  the  bt« 
<h"ps  to  vifit  their  diocefes,  and  gave  the 
chancellor  a  particular  order  to  purge  the 
church  of  all  married  bifhops  and  pricfls  ; 
upon  which  feven  bifhops  were  deprived, 
and  of  the  inferior  clergy,  out  of  16,000 
then  in  England,  the  greater  part  were 
turned  out  for  having  wives. 

Mafs  was  publicly  rcftored,  with  the 
lituryy  ufed  in  the  end  or  Henry  VTjT» 
reign.  Cranmer,  Ridley,  and  Latimer  were 
excom  municated. 

April  11.  Sir  Themat  Wyat  beheaded, 
who  acquitted  the  Princefs  and  the  ear!  of 
Dtvm/liire  with  his  laft  breath. 

By  Gardner*  malice  a  warrant  was  pro- 
cured, fipned  by  fome  of  the  privy  council 
for  the  Princcfs's  execution,  but  the  Lieu* 
tenant  of  the  tower,  by  an  application  to  the 
Queen,  to  know  her  pleafure,  and  her  de- 
nying any  knowledge  of  the  matter,  faved 
the  Princefs' s  life. 

April  12.  The  lady  Jane,  with  her 
hufband  and  father,  were  executed. 

April  23.  The  Princefs  Elizabeth  im- 
prifoncd  in  the  tower. 

Several  of  the  reformed  bifhops  were  de- 
prived. 

Twelve  thousand  Proteftant  clergy  were 
deprived  of  their  preferments,  and  the  Po- 
pilh  fervice  reftored. 

The  parliament  met,  and  ensiled,  th.it 
the  regal  power  was  veiled  in  the  Queen, 
as  in  the  Kings  her  predeceffors.  Some 
doubted  of  it,  me  being  the  firft  Queen 
regnant  that  had  fat  on  the  throne  of  E ng- 
land,  unlcfs  the  emprefs  Maud  be  reckoned 
among  our  monarchs. 

The  treaty  of  marriige  between  the 
Queen  and  prince  Philip  was  ratified  in  this 
parliament ;  and  by  anothcrafi,  the  bifliop- 
rick  of  Dm  bam  was  reflored  to  its  former 
ftate. 

The  attainders  of  the  duke  of  Suffi'k, 
Wyat,  and  their  accomplices  were  confirmed 
by  parliament. 

The  convocation  frnt  down  a  committee 
of  their  memb  rs  to  Oxftrd,  todifpute  with 
archbifhop  Cranmer,  and  the  bifhops  Ridley 
and  Latimer,  who  were  taken  out  of  prifon, 
and  fent  thither  for  that  purpofc  j  and  the 
difpute  was  no  fooofr  over,  but  the  convo- 
cation fummoned  thofc  bifhops  to  appear, 
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and  renounce  the  errors  they  bad  maintain- 
ed at  Oxford,  and  on  their  refufal,  con- 
demned them  all  as  obftinate  hereticks* 

May  19.  The  Princefs  was  releafcd  from 
the  tower,  and  fent  to  rVoodflock,  under  Sir 
Henry  Bfrivgfcld. 

May  25.  The  parliament  was  prorogued. 

July  19.  Prince  Philip  arrived  in  Eng- 
land, and  was  married  to  the  Queen  at 
fVincbcfter  the  2  5th. 

Philip  brought  over  with  him  twenty- 
feven  cherts,  each  forty  inches  long,  filled 
with  bullion,  ninety-nine  horfe  loads  and 
two  cart  loads  of  gold  and  filver,  which  in- 
fused frefti  zeal  for  the  Queen's  intereft,  and 
thofe  devoted  to  her  and  Gardner  s  doctrine. 

Aug.  12.  The  King  and  Queen  made 
their  entry  into  the  city  of  London. 

Sept.  The  old  duke  of  Norfolk  died, 
being  a  year  after  his  obtaining  his  liberty. 

The  parliament  met  on  the  nth  of  No- 
vember, and  appeared  extremely  devoted  to 
Philip  their  new  King. 

They  patted  an  act  reverting  cardinal 
Pole's  attainder,  who  came  to  England  there- 
upon, and  in  full  parliament  reconciled  the 
nation  to  the  fee  of  R  me.  And  an  act 
patted  for  repealing  all  laws  that  had  been 
made  to  the  prejudice  of  the  Pope's  autho- 
rity j  provided  that  all  bi/hopricks,  cathe- 
dra] churches  and  colleges  mould  remain  in 
their  prefent  (late;  and  that  the  late  alte- 
rations of  the  lands  and  goods  of  the  church 
/hould  be  confirmed  to  the  prefent  pofieftbrs. 

It  was  enacted  alfo,  that  the  Queen's  ti- 
tle of  fupreme  head  of  the  church  ihould  be 
omitted. 

King  PbWp,  to  gain  the  efteem  of  the 
people,  obtained  the  releafe  of  many  of  the 
jiobility,  and  in  particular  the  princefs 
Efaalcb. 

The  laws  again  ft  Lollards  and  hcrcticks 
were  revived,  and  the  ttatute*  of  Mortmain 
repealed.  The  confpiring  king  Pb'r!ip\ 
death  was  made  treafon,  and  the  praying 
that  Ood  would  touch  the  Queen's  heart 
and  turn  her  from  idolatry,  was  made  felony. 

1555.  AmbaffaJors  were  fent  to  the 
Pope  who  refnfed  them  audience,  becaufe 
the  Queen  had  taken  the  title  of  Queen  of 
Ireland  without  his  leave. 

Thofe  pcrfons  who  had  feixed  the  plate 
and  effects  of  the  church  were  called  to  a 
feverc  accounr,  and  forced  to  purchafe  their 
pardons  with  large  fums. 

Feb.  4.  Mr.  John  Rogers,  the  firft 
martyr  of  thefe  times,  burnt  for  herefy  at 
Ltndon,  and  bifttop  Hooper  at  Glocefer.

Mareb.  The  Queen  rcftortd  the  church- 
lands  in  her  poftefiion. 

March  23-  Pope  Julius  died,  and  was  fuc- 
ceeded  by  Marcellus  II.  who  died  foou  after, 
and  was  fucceeded  by  JW1V. 

The  Pope  erected  Ireland  into  a  king' 
dom,  and  demanded  the  reftitution  of  the 
goods  of  the  church,  and  the  payment  0/ 
Peter-pence. 

Aug.  29.  King  Pbfflp  grew  weary  of 
the  Queen  and  goes  to  Flanders. 

Oil.  1 6.  Biftxop  Ridley  and  Latimer  were 
burnt  at  Oxford. 

Od.  21.  The  parliament  met,  and  paf- 
fed  an  act  to  confirm  the  reftitution  of  firft 
fruits  and  tenths,  and  granted  a  fubfiiy. 

The  Rujfia  company  incorporated. 

1556.  ArchbifiSop  Cranmer  recanted,  ini 
hopes  of  life,  but  was  afterwards  burnt  at 
Oxford,  on  March  21,  and  the  fame  day* 
cardinal  Polt  was  made  archbiuop  of  Can- 
terbury. 

A  very  fevere  perfecution  followed,  ill 
which  about  300  protettants  were  burnt, 
and  great  numbers  perifticd  in  prifon,  and 
by  other  hardftiips. 

Among  thofe  who  fuft'ered  by  fire,  were 
five  biihops,  twenty-one  clergymen,  eight 
laymen,  eighty-four  hufbandmen,  fervants 
and  labourers,  forty-five  women  and  foutf 
children. 

Jan.  16.  The  emperor  Charles  V.  re- 
figned  the  crown  of  Spain,  and  all  his  do- 
minions, to  his  fon  Philip. 

The  Queen  repaired  the  old  monafterie s 
and  erected  fcvcral  new  ones,  and  crazed 
fome  things  out  of  the  records  which  had 
been  done  by  Henry  VIII.  againft  the  Pope* 

St.  John  BaptiJVs  college,  in  Oxford, 
founded  by  Sir  Thomas  White,  alderman  of* 
London. 

1557.  The  Englijb  enter  into  an  al- 
liance with  Spain  againft  France,  and  the} 
Queen  fent  over  8000  men  to  the  affiftance 
of  the  Spaniards  in  the  low  countries,  under 
the  command  of  the  carl  of  Pembroke. 

The  Queen  granted  a  commiflion,  tend- 
ing to  erect  an  inquifition,  which  was  fol- 
lowed by  a  perfecution,  in  which  feventy- 
nine  protettants  pcriihed. 

March  20.  King  Philip  arrived  in  Eng- 
land, and  rerurned  to  Bruffcls  on  July  7. 

June  7.    War  declared  againft  France. 

Stafford  was  fent  over  to  England  by  the 
French  with  a  handful  of  men,  he  furprizci 
Scarborough,  but  was  .  defeated  and  hanged 
with  thirty -fwur  of  bis  accomplices. 
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Anne  of  Ctevts  died,  the  fourth  wife  of 
fitnry  VIII. 

July  15.  A  great  fcarcity  of  corn  j 
wheat  was  f?)d  for  2/.  131.  \d.  malt  at 
«;/.  41.  and  peafc  at  2/.  Or.  8*/. 

The  emperor  of  R:<JJia  fent  an  embafly 
into  England)  to  fettle  a  trade  with  that 
empire. 

The  council  gave  orders  to  the  magiftrates 
fo  perfecute  the  hereticks. 

1558,  Jan.  7.  Calais  furrendercd  unto 
the  French,  after  it  had  been  in  the  potlcf- 
fion  of  the  EngTiflt  above  2  10  years* 

The  fiaple  of  wool  removed  to  Bruges. 

The  parliament  met  thh  year  on  the  nil 
•f  January,  and  gave  the  Queen  a  fubftdy, 
one' tenth  and  one  fiftcenm,  the  clergy 
having  granted  before  eight  {hillings  in  the 
pound  of  their  revenues  to  be  raifed  in  four 
years. 

An  ad  was  made  for  expelling  all  the 
French  out  of  the  kingdom  that  were  not 
denizens  ;  and  another  acr.  was  made  for  re- 
ftoring  Ambrcfe  Dudley  and  Robert  Dudley, 
two  fons  of  the  late  duke  of  Northumberland 
to  blood. 

A  proclamation  was  published  prohibiting 
the  importation  of  heretical  books  j  and  rt 
was  forbidden  to  pray  for  hereticks  at  their 
execution;  and  whoever  were  poflefled  of 
any  heretical  books  and  did  not  burn  them 
without  reading,  mould  be  efteemed  rebels, 
and  be  executed.  Five  perfons  were  burn- 
ed at  Canterbury,  part  of  thirty-nine  that 
fuffered  this  year  for  religion. 

April  34.  The  Dauphin  was  married  to 
the  queen  of  Scotland* 

The  king  of  Sweden  demanded  the  prin- 
cefs  Elizabeth  in  marriage,  who  refufed 
him. 

July.  The  Queen  fent  to  fea  a  fleet  of 
120  mips,  commanded  by  lord  Clinton,  they 
landed  at  Couqucfl,  and  loft  600  men. 

Sept.  20.  The  emperor  Charles  V.  died, 
and  Ferdinand  I.  was  declared  Emperor. 

Nov*  5.  The  parliament  met,  and  the 
Queen  demanded  a  fupply  j  they  go  upon  a 
fuofidy,  but  the  Queen's  death  put  a  flop 
.  foit. 

Nov.  1 3.    Cardinal  Pole  died. 

Nov.  17.  The  Queen  of  England  died 
without  iflue,  in  the  forty-third  year  of  her 
age,  and  the  fixth  year  of  her  reign,  and 
was  buried  [Dec .  1 3  ]  in  Henry  Vllth's  cha- 
pel, with  great  pomp.  The  birtiop  of  Wtn- 
chefler  preached  the  funeral  fcrmon,  praifing 
the  late  reign,  and  lamented  the  prefent 
fate  with  fuch  freedom,  that  he  was  appre- 
hended and  confined. 


There  mere  2S4  prottflants  that  fufFered 
on  account  of  religion,  during  this  reign. 

In  the  fourth  year  of  this  reign,  wheat 
was  fold  at  fifty-three  millings  the  quarter 
before  the  harveft,  and  for  five  millings  the 
quarter  immediately  after  the  harveft. 

In  the  laft  year,  vix.  in  July  1558,  the 
thunder  beat  down  two  little  towns 


Nottingham,  and  hailftones  fell  which 
fifteen  inches  in  circumference. 

In  the  fame  year  there  was  a  malignat 
fever,  with  which  three  parts  in  four  of 
the  people  were  ill,  and  not  men  enough  in 
health  to  get  in  the  harveft ;  of  which  fever 
His  faid  queen  Mary,  cardinal  Pole,  and  1 
twelve  bllhops  died.

No  perfon  who  is  not  an  inha- 
bitant, (hall  fell  goods  by  retail,  in  any 
town  corporate,  or  market  town,  unlefs  isi 
open  fairs. 

Diftrefles  Ihall  be  impounded 
together  in  the  hundred  where  taken,  and 
four  deputies  (hall  be  appointed  by  the  <he- 
riff  to  take  replevies. 

Two  juftice*,  Quorum  unut, 
are  impowered  to  bail  perfons  apprehended 
for  felony. 

2  and  3  Phil,  and  Mary,  Cap,—  It  is 
enaltcd,  that  borfes  fold  in  fairs  mail  be 
tolled. 

Cap.  8.  All  perfons  are  made  chargeable 
to  the  repairs  of  the  highways. 

Cap.  10.  Tuftices  of  peace  are  required 
to  take  examination  of  felons  in  writing, 
and  bind  the  witnefifes  over  to  give  evi- 
dence. 

1536.  The  Queen  demanded  a  loan  of 
60,000/.  from  1000  perfons  ;  fhe  exalted  a 
loan  of  100/.  from  every  perfon  pofieffing  20/. 
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fir  ann.  {he  extorted  60,000  marks  from 
7000  yeomen,  and  exacted  36,000/.  from

Enacted, 
that  perfons  conveying  away  a  woman  child 
under  16  years  of  age,  from  her  parents  or 
guardians*  {hall  be  fined  and  imprisoned  two 


years  ;  and  if  they  fliall  "marry  or  deflour 
fuch  child,  they  fhall  fuft*er  five  yean  im- 
prisonment* And  if  fuch  young  woman 
(hall  roluntarily  contract  matrimony,  with- 
out the  confent  of  her  parents  or  guardians, 
her  eftate  fliall  go  to  her  next  of  kin. 

4  and  5  Pbil.  and  Mary,  Cap.  4.  The 
benefit  of  clergy  is  taken  away  from  ac- 
ccfiariesin  treafon,  felony  and  murder,  be- 
fore the  fa&. 

Cap.  7.  A  tale  is  given  where  a  full 
jury  does  not  appear* 


ELIZABETH. 


1558.  TTUZABETH,  the  only  daughter 
JQ,  of  Henry  VIII.  by  Anne  Bullen, 
fuccecded  her  halt-fifter  queen  Mary,  as 
well  by  the  appointment  of  her  father's 
will,  as  by  the  right  of  inheritance,  and 
according  to  the  a&  of  focceflion  of  the 
thirty-firth  of  that  King. 

Nov.  19.  The  Queen  being  at  Hatfield 
was  proclaimed  there. 

King  PbiUp  propofed  to  marry  her,  but 
was  rejected. 

The  Queen  finding  the  trtafury  exhauft- 
ed,  borrowed  a  large  fura  of  the  merchants 
of  Antwerp,  for  which  the  city  of  London 
readily  became  bound.  • 

After  receiving  the  compliments  on  her 
acceifion,  the  Queen  font  ambafladors  to 
divers  courts. 

She  ordered  that  no  preacher  mould  med- 
dle with  controverted  points  of  religion. 

Elizabeth  determined  to  reftore  the  refor- 
mation* 

Dr.  Mat  hew  Parker  was  entrufted  with 
the  care  of  rev  inn  g  the  liturgy  o(Ed%o.  VI. 

Elixabetb  was  rigid  with  the  paptfts  ; 
many  were  fined,  others  in  office  replaced, 
and  one  Maine,  a  prieft,  was  executed  for 
importing  of  popiih  trinkets. 

The  difputes  about  religion  occasioning 
fome  riots,  a  proclamation  was  published 
prohibiting  fuch  difputes,  and  declaring 
that  the  Romijb  ritual  mould  be  obferved  till 
altered  by  parliament,  except  the  elevation 
of  the  hoft. 

A  proclamation  was  iflucd,  prohibiting 
all  preaching  without  fpeciai  licence,  and 
ordering  the  Lord's  prayer,  the  creed,  and 
ten  commandments,  and  the  go f  pel  in  the 
Engli/h  tongue. 

Dr.  Parker  wm  nominated  arcfabifliop  of 
Canterbury. 

The  S liters  company  in  Lenden  incorpo- 
rated. 


1550,  yen,  15.  The  Qpeen  was. crown- 
ed at  Wefimnjler  by  the  bifhop  of  CarltjU, 
who  was  the  only  bifhop  that  could  be  per- 
fuaded  to  do  that  office.  The  others  re- 
fufed,  as  fhc  was  a  proteftant,  and  had  de- 
clared againft  the  church  of  Rome. 

Sir  Nicholas  Bacon  was  made  lord  keeper, 
upon  the  feal  being  taken  from  archbithop 
Heatb, 

Peace  was  made  with  France  and  Scotland, 
7<ifl.  25.    The  parliament  met. 
Kirft-fruits  and  tenths  are  reftored  to  the 
grown. 

The  parliament  addrefs  the  Queen  to 
marry,  which  fhe  declined. 

The  parliament  recognized  her  title  to 
the  crown,  and  that  it  rightly  and  lineally 
deff  ended  to  her. 

The  popiih  biihops  and  lords  oppofe  the 
proteftant  p*rty. 

The  Queen  erects  an  high  commirnon 
court,  who  exercifed  the  fame  power  which 
had  been  formerly  lodged  by  Htrry  VIII.  in 
a  Angle  perfon. 

Out  of  9400  beneficed  clrrgymen  in  the 
kingdom,  only  fourteen  biihops,  twelve 
archdeacons,  fifteen  h  ads  of  colleges,  fifty 
canons,  and  eighty  parochial  priefts  quitted 
their  preferments  rather  than  their  reli- 
gion. 

M<vy,  queen  of  Scots,  being  married  to 
the  Dauphin  of  France,  on  the  24th  of 
April,  1 5  58,  (afterwards  King,  by  the  name 
of  ¥  ranch  II.)  they  were  crowned  king  and 
queen  of  France  and  ScotLmd. 

The  French  kiog  ordered  the  Dauphin 
and  Mary  to  take  the  arms  of  England ; 
which  the  Englijh  araballador  complained 
of,  but  to  no  purpofe. 

The  Pope,  Emperor,  and  the  kings  of 
France  and  Spam  combine  to  reduce  the 
moil  part  of  Eurtpe  to  the  Romifii  religion. 
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and  ta  punifh  with  fire  and  fword  thofe  who 
would  not  conform. 

Pope  Paul  IV.  dying,  is  fucceeded  by 
Pius  IV. 

May  8.  An  aft  pafild  for  the  public 
worflilp  of  the  church  to  be  performed  in 
EnrVijb. 

June  24.  All  tbe  laws  for  c&ablifliing 
the  Popifli  religion,  which  were  mado  by 
queen  Mary,  were  repealed,  and  the  Queen's 
fupremacy  re- entered. 

Nine  Protcftanrs,  and  as  many  Popift 
divines,  were  aftigaed  to  difputc  upon  fume 
controverted  points  of  religion. 

An  act  patted,  empowering  the  Queen  to 
tike  tho  lands  belonging  to  bifliopricks  to 
her  own  ufc,  as  the  bifliopricks  became 
vcid,  and  to  fettle  impropriate  tithes  on 
fuch  fees,  in  lieu  of  them. 

Another  aft  to  fupprefs  all  the  religious 
Jioufcs  ercftcd  by  queen  Mary,  and  annex 
their  lands  to  the  crown. 

1  Eliz.  Cap.  10.  Tunnagc  and  pound- 
ace  is  granted  to  the  Queen  for  life,  and  by 
cap.  2 1,  a  fubfidy  and  two  fifteenths. 

The  oath  of  fupremacy  being  tendered  to 
the  bifliops  and  clergy,  al)  the  bifliops  but 
Dr.  Kitchen  refufed  it,  and  were  committed 
to  prifon. 

Knox  coming  from  Geneva  to  Sett  land, 
incited  that  people  to  rebel  agair.il  thc;r 
Queen,  exhorted  the  Englijh  Proteftants  not 
to  conform  to  the  liturgy,  and  declared  the 
government  of  women  unlawful  ;  he  wrote 
to  queen  Elizabeth,  declaring  flic  had  no  le- 
gal right  to  the  crown,  and  threatened  her 
with  deftru&ion  if  flie  did  not  acquicfcc  in 
his  opinion  of  church  government. 

June  29.  The  French  king  \\\\»  killed 
•t  a  tournament,  and  fuccicded  by  his  fun 
Francis  the  Dauphin. 

Dr.  Parker  was  confecratcd  archbifliop  of 
Canterbury  at  Lambeth,  by  four  conforming 
bifliops  j  ^ie  afterwards  confecratcd  GrirMH, 
biflicp  of  London  \  Cox,  for  Ely;  Him,  fur 
Wtnchifler  \  Merick,  for  Bangnr  j  Tcung, 
for  St.  David**  ;  BulTir.gham,  tor  Lincoln  ; 
Jewell,  for  Salijhury  j  Davis,  for  St.  AJapb  ; 
Guefi,  for  Roehrfter  j  Berkly,  for  Bath  and 
With  i  Bentbam,  for  Coventry  and  Litchfield  ; 
vfWry,  for  Exeter  j  and  Parre,  for  Peter- 
t>«r*ugb.  Barlow  and  Scory,  formerly  de- 
prived, were  put  into  the  fees  of  Cbicb.Jier 
and  Hereford. 

An  infurrcftion  in  Scot  ford  againft  the 
Queen- Re  gent,  on  account  of  religion  ; 
J  ranee  took  part  with  the  Queen-Regent, 
and  the  En^lijb  with  the  malccontents. 

Elixabtib  ordered  an  army  of  8000  men 
Vot.I. 
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to  Berwick,  and  a  fleet  of  thirteen  fail  into 
the  Firth  of  Forth, 

Francis  II.  of  France,  offered  to  reflore 
Calais,  if  (he  would  withdraw  her  forces. 

Philip  II.  of  Spain,  refufed  the  collar  of 
the  order  of  the  carter  which  had  been  lent 
him  by  Elizabeth. 

Nov.  18.  The  famous  Tonflalf,  biihop 
of  London,  died. 

1560,  F*6.  27.  Elizabeth  concluded  a 
treaty  with  the  inalecontcnts  of  Scotland. 

Manh  30.  The  Englijb  army  entered 
Scotland  under  lord  Grey, 

France  preffed  the  Queen  to  recall  them. 
The  Queen  publithed  a  ananifefto,  de- 
claring her  rcafons  fcr  invading  Scotland. 

June  io.  A  truce  was  made  with  Scot- 
land. 

The  Queen-Regent  of  Scotland  died  in 
the  caftle  of  Edinburgh, 

Bacon  and  Cecil  were  made  firft  miniflcrs. 
The  Pope  endeavoured  to  gain  Elizabeth, 
but  without  fuccefs. 

Elizabeth  prefled  the  French  king  to  ra.« 
tify  the  treaty  of  Edinburgh,  to  which  he 
returned  an  evafive  anfwer. 

Sir  Thomas  Randolph  was  fent  into  Sees 
Ijnd  to  cultivate  a  good  undcrltanding. 

July,  The  ftatcs  of  Scotland  eftabliflicd 
the  reformation. 

Mary  returning  from  Franc,  Elix-aletl) 
refufed  her  a  fafc  conduct,  until  flie  ratified 
the  treaty  of  Edinburgh, 

July  8.  A  peace  was  concluded  between 
England,  France  and  Scotland. 

The  deanery  of  Wejlminjler  was  erected  by 
the  Quren. 

Several  matches  were  offered  to  the 
Queen,  but  (he  did  not  accept  them. 

Elizabeth  confirmed  all  former  charters 
of  privilege*  to  the  company  of  mcrchar.t 
adventurers  of  England. 

Robert  Dudley,  the  yourgcrt  fon  of  the 
late  duke  of  Northumberland,  m.rJc  maflcr 
of  the  hi»rfe  and  knight  of  the  garter,  and 
was  fo  great  a  favourite,  that  a!!  app.icaiioas 
to  the  throne  were  made  ly  him. 

Twelve  hundred  Proicftanti  were  mar- 
dcrcd  an  Ambcife. 

Dec.  5.  Francis  II.  the  French  king,  dicJ, 
and  was  fucceeded  by  his  younger  brother, 
Charl.slX.  Kather'mt  de  Medicis,  his  mo- 
ther, taking  upon  her  the  adrainiftratioa 
during  his  minority. 

Miry  queen  of  Srrts,  relict  of  Frar'is 
II.  is  applied  to,  to  relinquish  the  title  and 
arms  of  England* 

A  proclamation  is  iflued,  commanding 
all  anabaprifts  to  depart  the  kingdom  j  and 
X  arw- 
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another,  prohibiting  the  defacing  ancient 
monument*,  and  delfroying  churches. 

Brafs  money  ii  called  in,  and  the  coin 
reftorcd  to  its  purity. 

1560,  June  15.  The  ffire  of  St.  PauT% 
In  Lender?,  the  timber  pjrt  of  which  wai 
a6o  feet  high,  and  the  roof  720  feet  long 
and.  140  feet  bread,  was  burnt  down  by 
lightning. 

Aug.  zr.  Mary,  queen  of  Salt,  arrived 
in  Scotland  from  France,  and  pmpofrd  to 
queen  Elizabeth  the  declaring  her  prcfump- 
4ive  heir  to  the  crown,  but  queen  Elizabeth 
jnfi  :ied  on  her  renouncing  all  pretentions  to 
England* 

Elizabeth  demanded  the  ratification  of 
the  treaty  of  Edinburgh. 

The  Pope  being  deiirotis  to  fend  a  nuncio 
to  England,  Efizabetb  refufed  him. 

The  Queen  made  preparation  to  defend 
the  kingdom,  and  caufed  many  cannon  to 
be  caft. 

A  mine  of  pare  copper  was  difcovered 
near  Re/wick,  and  at  the  fame  time  was 
found  the  (tone  called  lapis  calaminaris. 

The  Queen  ordered  payment  to  be  made 
to  the  monks  of  their  penfions,  and  en- 
creafed  the  falary  of  the  judges,  allowing 
'them  provifions  on  their  circuits. 

Arthur  Pole  and  Edmund  Pole  (descended 
from  th :  duke  of  Clarence  J  and  Anthony  For' 
ttjeue,  tried  and  convicted  of  high-trcafon, 
in  applying  to  Katberine  de  Medicis,  queen- 
regent  of  France,  and  the  duke  ofGuife,  to 
invade  the  kingdom,  and  propofing  a  mar- 
riage between  Edmund Pcle  and  Mary  queen 
of  Scots,  and  intending  to  advance  her  to 
the  throne  :  but  queen  Elizabeth  pardoned 
them. 

j  56*.  The  Queen  a  flitted  the  French 
■protectants  with  6*oo  men,  who  embarked 
in  September,  and  were  put  in  poflemon  of 
Havre  de  Grace, 

Elizabeth  being  fufpicious  of  the  countefs 
of  Lenox,  caufed  her  to  be  imprifoned. 

The  Queen  diftrulU  the  courts  of  France 
and  Spain. 

A  confpiracy  happened  in  Scotland,  head- 
ed by  the  carl  of  Huntley,  who  formed  a  de- 
sign to  carry  off  the  Queen,  but  wa$  taken 
and  foon  after  died. 

The  lady  Catherine  Grey  of  the  royal 
blood,  entering  into  a  marriage-contrail 
with  the  earl  of  Hertford,  was  divorced  from 
him  by  the  Queen's  directions,  after  they 
had  had  two  fons,  and  they  were  both  im- 
prifoned and  lined. 

France  being  engaged  in  a  civil  war, 
the  Queen  fent  forces  and  money  to  theaf- 
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fiftance  of  the  Protcftint*,  and  demanded, 
of  the  queen-rcgent  uf  Fiance,  whether 
they  l.ad  declared  war  aguinft  Eng.'ar.d  ; 
which  they  difowned. 

Shun  O'N'iL,  earl  of  Tyroen  in  brland, 
who  had  broken  out  in  rebellion,  came  ar,d 
maJe  hisfubmiflion  to  Elizabeth,  and  rc- 
ccircd  his  pardon. 

The  Queen  wis  feized  with  the  frrull 
pox  i  h«r  life  being  in  dan*cr,  the  com- 
mons cnfTeat  h?r  to  fix  the  fucccflion  of 
the  crown,  whveh  O.c  declined. 

Mr.  Jct»  Haivl'tnt  fitted  out  three  Hiipl, 
and  made  a  voyage  to  the  cuaft  cf  Guinta  for 
flavcs  ;  the  fir<t  attempt  from  Erg/jnJ  to 
cfhiblim  that  trade. 

1563,  Jan.  1a.  The  fecond  parliament 
met,  and  parted  an  act  confirming  the 
Queen's  fupremacy  over  all  eftates,  ccclcG- 
cal  and  temporal. 

The  thirty-nine  articles  of  religion  efta- 
bliihed  by  the  convocation. 

5  Eliz.  Cap.  16.  Enacted,  that  perfons 
excrcifing  witchcraft,  conjuration,  or  en- 
chantment, whereby  any  pcrfon  mall  be 
killed  or  dtrtroyed,  fhall  fuffer  as  felons, 
without  benefit  of  clergy. 

Cap.  a  1.  The  laity  granted  two  fif, 
teenths,  and  two  tenths  to  be  paid  in  two 
years. 

Alfo  a  fubfidy  #>f  two  /hillings  and  eight 
pence  in  the  pound,  out  of  their  goods  and 
chattels,  and  four  millings  io  the  pound 
out  of  their  lands,  to  be  paid  in  two  years. 

Cap.  24.  Confirms  a  fubfidy  of  fix  mil- 
lings in  the  pound  granted  by  the  clergy, 
to  be  levied  in  three  years. 

Queen  Elizabeth  propofed  her  favourite 
Dudley  to  the  queen  of  Sects  for  a  huiband. 

Frances  Brandon,  duchefs  of  Sujfclk,  died, 
on  whofe  iflue  the  crown  was  fettled  by 
the  will  of  «««  VIII. 

The  earl  offrarxvici,  the  Queen's  gene- 
ral, furrendercd  Havre  de  Grace  to  the 
French,  and  his  forces  returning  to  Eng- 
land,  brought  the  plague  with  them,  which 
carried  off  upwards  of  30,000  perfons  in 
and  about  London  alone,  amongft  whom 
were  many  of  the  principal  nobility. 

April  22.  A  peace  was  concluded  with 
France^

1 5641  Sept.  26.  Robert  Dudley,  the 
Queen's  favourite,  created  baron  of  Denbigh, 
and  earl  ofLeicefier,  with  the  caftle  and  ma- 
nor of  Kenehoorth,  was  chofen  chancellor 
of  the  univcrlity  of  Oxford,  and  received

The  emperor  Ferdinand  died,  and  was 
fucceedrd  by  his  fon  MaxlmUian. 

1565.  Mary  bring  refolved  to  marry 
lord  Damley,  alked  EJizaleib'f  approbation, 
who  trifd  to  divert  her  from  it,  but  in 
vain. 

Juke.  Elizabeth  orders  the  earl  of  Lenox 
ard  Damley  to  return  to  England,  who  ex- 
cufed  themfelves. 

David  Rizze,  an  ItJiar,  becomes  Maryi 
chief  counfcllcr. 

July  16.  A  violent  ftorm  of  thunder 
and  nail  happened,  which  dertroyed  500 
acres  of  corn  at  Cbe!msford,  in  EJJlx. 

July  07.  7  he  queen  of  Scott  married 
Henry  Stuart,  lord  Damley,  whom  fhe  had 
Ijtely  made  duke  of  Albany,  and  the  next 
day  he  was  publicity  proclaimed  King.

The  Spaniards  fet  up  an  inquifition  in  the 
Netherlands,  in  order  to  eradicate  the  re- 
formed religion,  which  occafioned  infur- 
redlions  j  at  length  the  Dutch  fet  up  for  in- 
dependent ftates,  and  threw  off  the  domi- 
nion of  Spain. 

Rizxo,  fecretary  to  the  queen  of  Sects, 
was  aflaffinated  by  the  King's  direction, 
and  in  his  prefence.  He  apprehended  that 
Rrzau)  had  advifed  the  Queen  to  exclude  him 
from  the  admini&ration  of  government. 

Mary  was  confined  upon  Rizzo't  being 
murdered,  but  efcaped  and  went  to  Dunbar, 
where  fhe  reaflumed  her  authority,  and 
pardoned  the  fugitive  lords. 

Damley  by  this  behaviour  lofes  the  Scotch 
queen's  favour  1  the  earl  of  Botbwell  was 


recalled  from  banifhfnent,  and  careffed  t>y 
Mary. 

i-s66.    Rizzo's  murderers  fly  into  Eug- 
land. 

Elizabeth  fent  a  fpy  to  Maryi  courts 
who  was  arrefted ;  fhe  offered  the  fugitives 
protection;  and  the  Queens  confider  each 
other  as  enemies. 

Mary  refufed  to  ratify  the  treaty  of  Edin- 
burgh, and  treating  the  King  Very  unwor- 
thily, he  withdrew  to  Glafgmu. 

The  earl  of  Arundel  quirted  England. 

Jan.  24.  The  duke  of  Norfolk  and  tho 
carl  of  Leicejter  were  inverted,  in  the  chapel- 
royal  at  Whitehall,  with  the  order  of  St. 
Michael,  which  no  EngUJhman  had  ever  been 
admitted  into  before,  except  king  Henry 
VIII.  king  Edward  VI.  and  Charles  Bran- 
don, duke  of  SuffJk. 

This  year  the  Queen  iffued  out  a  procla- 
mation againft  the  diffentcrs,  in  favour  of 
conformity.  » 

Damley  falling  fick  at  Glajgew,  the  . 
Queen  vifited  and  brought  him  back  to 

Edinburgh. 

Feb.  9.  The  king  of  Scots  was  murdered 
by  the  contrivance  of  Murray  and  Botbv>ellt 
&c.  and  Murray,  to  throw  the  odium  of  it 
upon  the  Qjeen,  pcrfuaded  her  to  marry 
Bottivell. 

The  boufe  was  blown  up  with  gun-pow- 
der; fo  that  it  is  uncertain  whether  Dam- 
ley was'  murdered  firft,  or  pcrifhed  in  the 
ruins.  It  was  not  known  at  firft  that  Both- 
ft?r//was  an  accomplice  in  the  murder,  and 
when  it  was  fufpscled,  the  Queen  in  fitted  on 
his  being  tried  for  it :  but ine  married  him 
as  foon  as  he  was  acquitted,  [May  15]  with, 
the  concurrence  of  the  nobility,  and  created 
him  duke  of  the  Orkneys. 

June  7.  The  foundation  of  the  Royal 
Exchange  in  London  was  hid  by  Sir  Thomas 
Grclham. 

June  19.  The  queen  of  Scots  was  brought 
to  bed  of  a  fon,  afterwards  king  James  I. 
of  England* 

Aug.  and  Sept.  Queen  Elizabeth  went  to 
Oxford^  was  prcfent  at  their  public  difputa* 
tion,  and  held  her  court  at  fVocdflock. 

Nov.  1.  The  parliament  met,  and  ad- 
dreffed  the  Queen  to  marry,  and  to  fettJe  tho 
fucceffion.  In  a  meffage  to  the  houfe  by 
Sir  Francis  Knolles,  fheexprefsly  commanded 
them  to  meddle  no  farther  in  the  matter  of 
fucceffion,  but  be  contented  with  her  pro- 
mife  to  marry. 

The  parliament  was  difpleafed,  and  warn 
debates  enfued  )  upon  which  Elizabeth  re- 
voked the  order  of  filcnce,  and  to  allow  the 
X  a  h«*fe 
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houfc  liberty  to  debate  or  the  bead  of  fuc- 
ceflion. 

An  aft  parted,  confirming  the  election 
and  confecration  of  bilhops. 

The  clergy  granted  queen  ETizabetb  four 
(hillings  in  the  pound,  to  be  paid  in  three 
years  ;  and  the  parliament  gave  one  tenth 
and  one  fifteenth,  part  of  which  the  Queen 
returned  them  ai-ain. 

The  earl  of  Murray,  bate  brother  to  the 
queen  of  Scots,  creates  her  great  troubles. 

The  rebel  lords  took  the  Queen  prifoner, 
and  compelled  her  to  refign.her  crown  to  her 
fon.  Bothnvell  made  his  e'feape  to  the  Ork- 
neys, and  found  means  to  get  over  to  Den- 
mark, where  he  was  thrown  into  prifon, 
loft  his  fenfes,  and  died  miferably  ten  years 
after. 

1567.  Elizabeth  folicitcd  the  French 
court  to  favour  the  Huguenots. 

The  Spaniards  rifle  three  of  the  Englifh 
fliips,  under  the  command  of  Sir  John 
Hawkins,  trading  to  Mexico,  which  the 
Queen  complained  much  of. 

July.  The  count  of  Egmmt  was  behead- 
ed at  Bruffth. 

The  Flcst.ingi  grew  outrageous,  and  pur- 
fucd  their  revenge  till  they  mook  off  the 
Spar.ijb  yoke. 

The  earl  of  Murray  rerurnedfrom  France 
and  joined  with  the  lords;  he  vifited  the 
i^urcn  h:mfclf,3flured  her  of  the  prefcrvation 
oi' her  life  and  honour,  but  not  her  liberty. 

July  1$.  Prince  James  was  crowned 
king  of  Sect 'and  at  Sterling,  at  thirteen 
months  eight  days  old  j  and  [Aug.  xo]  the 
curl  of  Murray  was  made  Rrgcnt  :  he  con- 
\oked  a  parliament,  and  voted  Mary  an  ac- 
complice in  her  hufoand's  murder,  con- 
demned her  tn  imprifonmenJt,  and  ratified 
her  difmifiien  from  the  crown. 

The  term  of  the  treaty  of  CanbreJIs  being 
expired,  the  Queen  demanded  a  reftitution 
i»f  Calais  in  form,  which  wis  abfoluteJy  rc- 
fufed. 

The  duke  of  Aujiria  courted  queen  £/x- 
xabetb  for  a  wife,  and  the  carl  of  Sujfex  is 
fent  to  Germany  tu  fettle  the  marriage  arti- 
cles, but  LiUtjler  broke  off  the  match. 

A  rebellion  of  SLan  O'Neal  in  Ireland 
again  fupprelTcd. 

The  carls  of  Ormcnd  and  Defmond  at  open 
war  in  that  kingdom,  but  were  quelled  by 
the  lord  lieutenant. 

The  Queen  fent  Ami  try  Jtr.lhjon  into 
the  C.tffiw  fca,  and  obraincd  from  the 
Eaflriaus  the  pr»v»Jf~c  of  an  exclulive  trade 
from  the  Rngliji)  Muf.ovy  CQir.j-acy  to  Arch- 
a  "gel. 
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1568*  The  queen  of  Scats  made  he* 
efcapc,  and  raifed  an  army,  but  was  de- 
feated by  Murray,  [May  17]  whereupon 
fte  flies  into  England,  upon  large  pro- 
mifes  of  favour  and  afliftancc  from  queen 
Elizabeth,  but  was  detained  prifoner  by 
her. 

The  Engfijh  council  charged  her  with 
being  privy  to  the  murder  of  an  Englifi  fu  In- 
ject, her  huftand  D amity. 

Mary  foliated  feeing  ETizabetb,  which 
was  refuted  till  me  had  cleared  hcrfclf  oc* 
the  accufction. 

The  Regent  in  Scotland  purlucd  thofe  - 
that  were  condemned,  and  reduced  fcvcral 
places  to  obedience. 

Elizabeth  became  umpire  of  the  differ- 
ences between  the  two  parties,  and  defired 
the  Regent  to  fend  deputies  into  England* 

OR.  4.  The  Regent  with  eleven  other 
lords  met  the  Englijh  deputies  at  York,  but 
determined  nothing. 

A  marriage  was  propofed  underhand  be- 
tween the  queen  of  Scott  and  the  duke  of 
Norfolk. 

The  puritans  began  this  year  to  create 
divifions  in  the  church,  and  let  up  the 
Geneva  difciplinc. 

ETizabetb  aflifts  the  proteflants  in  France 
with  100,000  crowns  of  gold  and  a  good 
train  of  artillery. 

A  war  was  begun  with  Spain  this  year. 
Several  French  and  Flemijb  families  take 
refuge  in  England,  and  improve  our  ft  Ik 
and  woollen  manufactures. 

Murray   difcovcred    to   Elizabeth  the 
Queen's  defign  to  marry  the  duke  of  Nir- 
folk. 

Oil.  ix.  The  duke  of  Norfolk  was  fent 
to  the  tower,  for  atttempting  to  marry  the 
queen  of  Scots* 

Elizabeth  was  applied  to  for  Mary's  rc- 
lcafe,  but  it  was  refufed. 

Nov.  X5.  The  conference  was  brought 
to  IVeJlminjler,  and  afterwards  to  Ilamptoe- 
court. 

Dec.  3.  The  proofs  agaiaft  Mary  were 
examined. 

Mary  was  removed  to  Tutbury  caftle,  un- 
der the  cuftody  of  the  earl  of  Shrervjbury. 

The  Genoa  merchants  in  Spain  having 
employed  fome  Spanijb  mips  to  tranfport 
their  money,  they  put  into  Plymouth  on 
Dec.  29,  and  the  trcafure  was  landed  ;  the 
Queen  borrowed  it  as  a  loan,  the  Spanijb 
ambaffador  having  claimed  it  as  his  King*! 
property. 

Several  lords  entered  into  a  plot  againft 
Cecil,  whom  the  Queen  fuppoited. 

A  new 
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A'  new  tranOation  of  the  Bible  was  pub- 
liihed, done  by  fcvcral  bifhops. 

Dec.  30.  The  learned  Roger  Af chant 
ditd,  who  was  fume  time  tutor  to  queen 
Eliszabctb  and  hex  lecretary,  f.r  the  Latin 
tongue. 

j  569.  The  earls  of  Northumberland  and 
Wejtpurlard  raii'e  4  rebellion  in  the  north, 
but  their  follower*  being  difperl'cd,  they  re- 
tired into  Scotland.  Leonard  Dacrc:9  fon 
of  lord  Dacret,  raifed  a  fee  cud  rebellion, 
which  was  fupprcfTcd,  aadDacres  fled  i..to 
Flanders. 

No  lefs  that  8co  pcrfons  are  laid  to  have 
fallen  by  the  common  executioner. 

The  duke  of  Norfolk  wa*  rdeafed  from 
the  tower. 

The  French  opprcflcd  the  Huguenots,  and 
Elizabeth  aflifted  the  Utter  with  money. 

The  Pope  incited  two  of  the  Butlrrt, 
the  earl  of  Or  mud's  brothers,  to  raife  a  re- 
bellion in  lrc\indt  but  the  Earl  prevailed 
with  tbem  to  lay  down  their  arms,  and  ob- 
tained their  pardons. 

The  Engli/h  began  a  trade  through  Rujjta 
to  Perju. 

They  alfo  eftaLlilbcd  a  trade  with 
Hamburgh. 

Aug.  Elizabeth  made  an  alliance  with 
the  cxar  of  Muf<oty. 

Mary  was  removed  to  Coventry. 

The  rebels  publiihed  a  manifcrto. 
.  Mary  defircd  her  marriage  with  Bet  Dwell 
might  be  nulled. 

EroLaibctb  made  demands  of  the  ftates  of 
Scotland  foe  Mary,  who  in  part  agreed  to 
her  propofals. 

Dec,  Mary\  faction  grew  very  weak  in 
Scotland. 

X570,  Jam.  The  Queen's  party  ra- 
vaged the  borders  of  England. 

Elizabeth  complained  of  the  violators  of 
the  peace. 

Many  libels  were  publiihed  in  Scotland 
againft  Elizabeth,  who  avoided  the  fnare. 

Jam.  23.  Murrey,  the  Scotch  regent, 
was  killed,  and  the  earl  of  Lenox  fuccccdcd 
hlm,JJufy  ix.J 

Efforts  were  made  to  fet  Mary  at  liberty, 
and  the  biflicp  of  Rajs,  Mary%  ambaflador, 
was  confined. 

The  Pope  having  excommunicated  queen 
JElixaltth  the  preceding  year,  now  publiih- 
ed his  bull,  abfolving  her  fubjecls  from 
their  allegiance,  curie*  them  it  they  obey 
her,  and  declared  her  to  be  depofed,  which 
occafioncd  feme  little  infun  eetions  hy  the 
papift* ;  but  thev  were  foon  fuppreflcd. 

One  Ftitw  .-.flixed  the  Pope  s  bul!  to  the 
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bifliop  of  London  %  palace,  for  which  he 
was  hanged.

due  unto  her ;  and  tcufe  who  hereafter 
obey  her  art  hereby  auathentatijotd. 

Pius,  Mfhop,  fervant  of  the  fervants 
of  Cod,  for  a  future  memorial  of 
the  matter. 

HE  who  retgncth  in  the  highlit,  t«t 
whom  is  given  all  power  in  heaven  and  in 
earth,  hath  committed  one  holy  catholic 
and  apoftolic  church  (out  of  which  there  i* 
no  falvation)  to  one  alone  upon  earth, 
namely  to  Peter  the  chief  of  the  aaoflles, 
and  to  Peter'*  fuoceilbr  the  bi/hop  01  Rnme, 
to  be  governed  in  fullncfs  of  power. 

Him  alone  lie  made  prince  over  all  people 
and  all  kingdoms,  with  power  to  pluck  up* 
defireyt  fcatter,  cckfutne,  plant*  and  to  build  « 
[Jer.  i.  10.]  that  he  may  continue  the  faith- 
ful, who  arc  knit  together  with  the  bond  of 
charity,  in  the  unity  of  the  fpirit,  and  pre- 
fent  them  fate  and  unblamable  to  their  Sa- 
viour. 

In  difcharge  of  which  function,  we  who 
are  by  the  goodnefs  of  Cod  called  to  the 
government  of  the  aforefaid  church,  *do> 
ifare  no  pains,  labouring  with  all  carneft- 
nefs,  that  unity  and  catholic  religion  (which 
the  author  thereof  hath,  for  the  trial  v(  bis 
children's  faith,  and  for  our  amendment, 
frittered  to  be  puniihed  with  fo  great  afflic- 
tions) might  be  prcferved  whole  and  ua- 
corrupt. 

Hut  the  number  of  the  ungodly  have  got* 
ten  fuch  power,  that  there  is  no  place  left 
in  the  whole  world  which  they  have  not 
endeavoured  to  corrupt  with  their  molt 
wicked  doctrines.  Amongft  others,  Eli. 
xabcrb,  the  pntcad.d  queen  of  England, 
and  the  fervant  of  wuleduefi,  hath  lifted 
thereunto  $  in  Vihom,  as  in  a  fanciuary, 
the  moil  pernicious  of  all  have  found  a  re- 
fuge. This  very  woman  having  feired  on 
the  kingdom,  and  monftroufly  ulurping  the 
place  of  fuprcme  head  of  ttic  chureh  of  all 
England,  and  the  chief  authority  and  ju- 
rifdicYion  thereof,  hath  agYrn  brought  back 
the  faid  kingdom  into  mifpuble  diCraflion, 
which  wji  but  even  Then  newly  reduced  to 
the  catholic  f-ith,  an  J  an  hopeful  condition. 
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:  For  having  by  ftrong  hand  forbid  the  ex- 
ercife  of  the  true  religion,  which  Mary, 
a  lawful  queen,  of  famous  memory,  had  by 
the  afliftance  of  this  fee  re  ft  or  ed,  after  it 
had  been  overthrown  by  Htnr*  VIII.  a  re- 
volter  from  the  truth  ;  (he  following  and 
embracing  the  errors  of  hereticks,  hath  re- 
moved the  royal  council,  confirming  of  the 
nobility  of  England,  and  filled  it  with  ob- 
fcure  heretical  fellows ;  hath  fupprcft  the 
embracers  of  the  catholic  faith  ;  fettled 
difhoneft  preachers  and  wicked  minifters ; 
aboliftied  the  facrifice  of  the  maft,  prayers, 
failings,  choice  of  meats,  unmarried  life, 
and  the  catholic  ceremonies  j  commanded 
all  the  kingdom  over,  books  manifeftly  he- 
fetical  to  be  read,  and  impious  myfterics 
and  inftitutions,  according  to  the  rules  of 
Calvin,  which  fheherfelf  entertains  and  r;- 
ceivetb,  to  be  likewife  obferved  by  her  fub- 
jed*.  She  hath  prefumcd  to  throw  bifhops, 
parfons,  and  other  catholick  priefts  oet  of 
theirchurches  and  benefices,  and  to  beftow 
their  and  other  church- livings  upon  here- 
ticks, and  to  determine  of  ecclefiaftical 
matters;  to  forbid  the  bilhops,  clergy  and 
•  people  to  acknowledge  the  church  of  Rome, 
or  to  obey  the  precepts  or  canonical  func- 
tions thereof ;  hath  compelled  moft  of  them 
to  obey  her  wicked  laws,  and  to  abjure  the 
authority  and  obedience  of  the  bilhop  of 
Rome,  and  by  oath  to  acknowledge  her  to 
be  the  fole  governefs,  as  well  in  fpiritual  as 
temporal  affairs  }  hath  impofed  penalties 
and  punishments  upon  thofe  who  obeyed 
not  the  fame ;  hath  exacted  them  of  thofe 
who  perfevered  in  the  unity  of  faith  and 
their  aforefaid  obedience,  and  hath  caft  the 
catholic  prelates  and  parfons  into  prifon, 
where  many  of  them  being  fpent  with 
long  langoiwing  and  forrow  miferably  ended 
their  lives. 

-  All  which  things  feeing  they  are  mani- 
feft  and  notorious  to  all  men,  and  by  the 
cleareft  teftimony  of  very  many  fo  fufheient- 
ly  proved,  that  there  is  no  place  at  all  left, 
either  for  excufe,  defence,  or  evafion : 
we  feeing  that  impieties  and  wicked  actions 
■re  multiplied  one  upon  another,  and  more- 
over that  the  perfecution  of  the  faithful, 
and  affliction  for  religion,  growcth  every 
day  heavier  and  heavier,  through  the  infti- 
gation  and  means  of  the  faid  Ettxabetb ; 
we  therefore  underftanding  her  mind  to  be 
fo  hardened  and  obdurate,  that  (he  hath  not 
only  contemned  the  godly  requcfts  and  ad- 
monitions of  catholic  princes,  concerning 
her  amendment  and  converlion,  but  alfo 
hath  not  fo  much  as  permitted  the  Nuncio 
of  this  Stt  to  pafs  into  England  j  are  nt- 
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ceflttated  to  betake  ourfelves  to  the  wea- 
pons of  jufticc  againft  her,  not  being  able 
to  mitigate  our  forrow,  that  we  are  drawn 
to  take  puniftiment  of  one,  ta  whole  an- 
ceftors  all  Chiillcndom  hath  been  fo  much 
beholden. 

Being  therefore  fnpported  by  his  authori- 
ty, who  his  placed  Us  (though  unable  for 
fo  great  a  b'ird-n)  in  the  fupreme  throne  of 
juftice,  ~vt  do,  out  of  the  fulncf3  of  our 
apoftoliol  power,  declare  the  afaaf^id  he- 
retical Eftvabetb,  being  the  favourer  of  he- 
reticks, with  all  her  adherents  in  the  mat- 
ters aforefaid,  to  have  incurred  the  fen- 
tence  of  anathema,  and  to  be  cut  off  from 
the  unity  of  Cbnffs  body. 

And  we  alfo  declare  her  to  be  d-prived  of 
her  pretended  title  to  the  kingdom  afore- 
laid,  and  of  alt  dominion,  dignity,  and  pri- 
vilege whatfoever. 

And  alio  Jichr*  the  nobility,  fubjecls, 
and  people  of  that  kingdom,  and  all  others 
who  have  in  any  fort  fworn  unto  her,  to 
be  for  ever  abfjfved  from  any  fnch  oath, 
and  from  all  manner  of  duty,  of  dominion, 
allegiance,  and  obedience  to  her.  At  We 
alfo  do  by  the  authority  of  thele  prefentt 
alfi.'ve  tbtm,  and  deprive  the  fame  Elisa- 
beth cf'ttr  pre:  ended  title  fo  the  kingdom,  and 
all  other  tbingi  abwhid. 

And  we  command  and  forbid  all  and 
every  the  noblemen,  fubjccls,  people,  and 
others  aforefaid,  trrat  they  pre  fume  not  to 
obey  her,  or  her  monitions,  mandates  or 
laws;  and  thofe  who  fhall  do  otherwife 
than  here  commanded,  we  do  involve  them 
in  the  fame  fentence  of  anathema. 

And  becaufe  it  would  be  a  matter  of  too 
much  difficulty  to  convey  thefe  ptefents  to 
all  places  wherefoevcr  it  mould  be  needful  ; 
Our  will  is,  that  the  copies  thereof,  under 
a  public  notary's  hand,  and  fealed  with  the 
fcaJ  of  an  ecclefiaftical  prelate  or  of  his 
court,  /hall  carry  altogether  the  fame  credit 
with  all  people  judicially  and  extrajudicially 
as  the  preftnti  mould  do,  if  they  were  ex- 
hibited or  (hewed.

Che  Duke  concealed,  though  he  did  not 
comply  with  them. 

A  match  is  propoArd  between  queen  £//"- 
xaxbctb  and  the  duke  of  yirjou,  but  does  not 
fuccced. 

A  difcovery  being  made  of  the  duke  of 
Norfolk's  treating  with  the  queen  of  Scott 
again,  the  duke  is  fent  to  the  tower,  with 
the  bi/hop  of  Rif:t  who  managed  the  cor- 
refpondence. 

Feb.  17.  A  great  earthquake  in  Ifcre- 
ftrdjbire,  when  Martly  hill  was  removed 
Irom  the  place  where  it  flood,  and  conti-

Campian  is  executed  for  puHiihing  a 
treatifc,  called,  the  Ten  Reafons  in  favour 
of  the  church  of  Rome. 

Philip  king  of  Spain,  on  the  death  of 
Henry  king  of  Portugal,  pofieflos  himfelf 
of  that  kingdom. 

A  proclamation  againft  broad  ruffs,  long 
cloaks,  bng  fwords,  long  fpikes  on  the 
boflei  of  their  (hi elds,  and  other  execites  in 
apparel  and  amis. 

Jan.  16.  A  third  fcflion  of  the  fourth 
parliament  was  held,  and  an  a£l  was  made 
for  inflicting  a  penalty  of  twenty  pounds 
a  month  on  thofe  who  abfented  them- 
felvcs  from  church. 

Nov.  3.  Captain  Francis  Drjle  returned 
from  his  firft  voyage  round  the  globe,  hav- 
ing been  twelve  days  lefs  than  three  years 
in  performing  it.

The  Queen  fent  Randolph  into  S<stbr.d'% 
to  folicit  for  the  earl  of  Morton,  who  could 
procure  no  favour  for  him. 

The  earl  ot  Morton  was  beheaded. 

Sir  Thomas  Grtjbam  died,  who  built  the 
Royal  Exchange,  and  founded  Grcjham 
college. 

2581.  The  commons  order  a  fail:  th« 
Queen  reprimands  them  for  their  preemp- 
tion. 

The  duke  of  Anjou  was  made  fovereign 
of  the  confederate  provinces,  and  Philip  II. 
was  degraded  from  the  fame. 

Elizabeth  Aartcd  difficulties  about  her 
marriage,  and  fent  (ecretary  Walfsngham  to 
Paris,  as  ambaffador,  to  ob&ru£t  it. 

Aw.  The  duke  of  Anjou  arrived  in 
England,  and  was  well  received  by  the  Queen. 

Don  Anfjiio,  king  of  Portugal,  driven 
from  thence  by  the  king  of  Spaix.  He 
came  to  England,  an!  was  received  by  the 
Queen,  who  prefentcd  him  with  100,000 
crowns  of  gold. 

Arthur  Hail,  representative  for  Crtfjr- 
tbam,  reflecting  on  the juftice  of  the  houfe 
of  commons  in  print,  was  committed  to 
the  tower,  by  the  Speaker's  warrant,  for 
fix  months,  and  fined  500  marks.

This  year,  in  Odder,  the  tide  ebbed  and 
flowed  thrice  in  one  hour,  at  Lyme  in  Dor* 
fer. 

15S3.  King  yames  makes  his  efcape,  and 
regains  his  liberty,  and  the  lords  that  had 
confined  him  are  banllhed ;  and  Gvwry,  for 
another  confplracy  of  the  like  nature,  wal 
afterwards  beheaded. 

By  an  earthquake  in  Herefcrdjhirc,  three 
acres  <>f  ground  in  Blachrtore  were  removed, 
with  the  trees  and  hedges,  and  leaving  a 
deep  pit  behind,  flopped  up  a  highway. 

Edmund  Grirdal,  archbMhop  of  Canter* 
luryx  died  on  the  6th  of  July  this  year, 
having  been  blind  for  fome  time. 

The  Queen  fufpended  him  in  the  year 
1  576,  for  notfupprcfling  the  proph;fyings, 
as  they  were  called,  among  fome  of  his 
clergy,  at  their  voluntary  meetings  without 
authority.  The  convocation  petitioned  the 
Queen,  in  the  year  1581,  to  reftore  him, 
which  /he  did  the  following  year. 

On  the  death  of  Dr.  Grindal,  Dr.  Job* 
Whitgift  was  elected  archbilhop  of  Canter* 
bury,  when  the  Queen  recommended  to 
him  the  reftoring  the  difcipline  of  the 
church,  and  the  obfervance  cf  the  a&  of 
uniformity,  in  which  fhe  apprehended  his 
prcdeccflor  had  been  too  remifs. 

Thackrr  and  Coffirg,  two  Brotvnijft, 
hanged  at  Bury,  tor  difperfing  Bnivns 
br»oks  againft  thceftabliihed  church. 

In  Ireland,  the  famous  rebel,  the  eleventh 
earl  of  Defmcnd,  was  taken  and  executed. 

The  Queen  font  Walfugkcm  ambaffador 
to  James's  court. 

This  year  died  the  lord  chamberlain, 
Thomas  Ratclifc,  carl  of  SuJJex. 

The  earl  of  Jlnaris  behaviour  caufes 
great  difcontent  amongft  the  Scots. 

The  king  of  Sweden  intreatcd  Efizabetb 
to  act  as  mediator,  between  him  and  the 
emperor  of  Mcfcovy,  which  flic  undertook, 
and  procured  a  peace  between  them. 

The  Emperor  foon  after  died,  and  was 
fucceeded  by  his  fon,  who  granted  a  free 
traffick  of  at}  nations  to  his  domini- 
ons.. 

The  crown  of  England  had  had  that  ex- 
clusive right,  upon  which  Elixabetb  rcmon- 
ftrated  tLereon ;  however,  the  Emperor  in- 
Y  %  tfte* 
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Jifted  the  Englijb  Jhould  pay  only  one  half 
the  ufual  cuitoms. 

The  harbour  of  St.  Johns,   in  New- 
fcundland,  was  taken  pofl'eflion  of  for  the 
Englijb  crown,  by  Sir  Humphrey  Gilbert, 
who  was  caft  away  upon  his  return  from 
North  America,  » 

A  con fpi racy  is  formed  to  take  the 
Queen's  life  away,  by  John  SomcrviLe,  a 
gentleman  of  Warwick/hire  :  he  attacked 
fome  of  her  attendants,  but  was  fee u red 
and  tried  at  Guildhall,  and  found  guilty  of 
high-treafon. 

1584.  Jan.  Mendoza,  the  SpanUh  am- 
bafiador,  being  difcovered  to  be  in  the  plot 
with  Ihrogmorton,  is  ordered  to  leave  Eng~ 
tend,  and  an  ambaflador  was  fene  to  the 
Spanijb  court,  but  wasrefufed  an  audience. 

New  overtures  arc  made  by  Mary  for  her 
releafe,  promifii>£  to  influence  her  fon  to 
reftore  the  exiled  Enghjh  k<r<is  ;  thefe  pre- 
liminaries fcrved  as  a  foundation  of  many 
conferences,  but  a  frefti  difcovcry  of  the 
jefuits  intrigues  with  Spain  againit  Eliza- 
beth, defeated  the  promifed  releafe. , 

One  Creightm,  a  jefuit,  was  employed  by 
Mary  to  the  court  of  Rome,  touring  12,000 
ducats,  and  upon  his  return  was  taken,  and 
his  papers  fent  to  England  with  him,  in 
which  was  found  a  confederacy  with  the 
Pope,  the  king  of  Spain  and  the  Guifet,  to  de- 
throne Elizabeth,  and  marry  Mary  to  fome 
catholic  nobleman,  and  to  fettle  the  fuc- 
ccfljon  of  the  Engiifli  crown  on  that  illue. 

July  I  a.  Tbrogmorton  is  executed  for 
being  in  a  conf piracy  to  fet  the  queen  of 
Scots  at  liberty,  &c.  being  racked  into  a 
confoflion  of  the  crime. 

Emanuel  <o\\z%c,  in  Cambridge,  founded 
by  Sir  Walter  Mildmay,  knight,  chancellor 
and  treafurerof  the  exchequer,  fiff. 

An  aflociation  is  entered  into  by  the 
Englijb,  for  the  prefenration  of  queen  E/i- 
xabeth,  upon  fome  practices  of  the  king  of 
Spain,  and  the  duke  of  Guife,  to  deftroy 
her. 

The  queen  of  Setts  taken  out  of  the 
cuftody  of  the  earl  of  Sbrnvjbury,  and  put 
into  the  hands  of  Sir  Drew  Drury,  and 
Sir  Amias  Paulet,  who  confine  her  more 
Ariaiy. 

This  princefs  ufed  to  bathe  every  day  in 
wine,  while  flje  was  in  the  cuftody  of 
the  earl  of  Skrnvfiury. 

The  prince  of  Orange  aflaffinated  at 
Delft. 

27.  Efix.  Cap.  2.  Enacts,  that  all  pricfts, 
jefuits,  and  other  ecclefiaftics,  natives  of 
the  (Queen's  dominions,  and  of  the  popifh 


religion,  coming  into,  or  remaining  in  Eng- 
land, mail  be  adjudged  guilty  of  higti- 
treafon,  and  their  receivers,  aiders,  and 
maintaincrs,  knowing  them  to  be  fuch» 
wall  be  adjudged  guilty  of  felony,  withouc 
benefit  of  cLrgy. 

Thofc  who  fend  relief  to  any  popiw  ec- 
clcfiaftical  perfon,  or  feminary  beyond  fea, 
mall  incur  a  premunire. 

The  earl  of  Arran,  the  Scotch  king's  fa- 
vourite and  o.unfcllor,  was  won  over  to 
Elizabeth,  and  made  a  private  treaty  to 
keep  the  young  King  unmarried  for  three 
years,  (he  having  heard  be  deligned  to 
marry  a  daughter  of  France. 

The  queen  of  Scott  is  removed  to  Chartly 
caftle. 

Sir  Walter  Raleigh  difcovered  Virginia. 
nam.d  fo  by  him  in  honour  to  his  virgin 
miftrefs,  Elizabeth. 

The  Queen  feuds  Davifon  into  Scotland, 
to  gain  the  earl  of  Arran,  in  which  he 
fucceeded. 

The  eail  of  Arran  for  Scotland,  and  the 
earl  of  Hunfdon  for  England,  met  upon  the 
borders  of  the  two  kingdoms,  and  con* 
ferred. 

Elizabeth  difcovers  all  Mary's  fecrets, 
by  means  of  Grey,  the  Scotch  ambaflador, 
whom  me  won  to  her  favour. 

Mary  fends  prop,  fals  to  Elizabeth,  which 
encrcafes  her  fufpicion. 

This  year,  Walur  Raleigh,  c!q.  wrnt  to 
dlfcovcr  the  country  adjoining  to  Florida, 
in  the  Wcjl- Indies,  and  returned  in  Avguji, 
bringing  two  natives  along  with  him. 

1585.  A  fubfidy  of  fix  ftiiMmgs  in  the 
pound  to  be  paid  by  the  clergy,  in  three 
years  confirmed ;  and  one  fubfidy  and  two 
fifteenths  given  by  the  laity. 

The  affociation  that  had  been  volunta- 
rily entered  into,  is  approved  and  con- 
firmed by  aft  of  parliament,  and  twenty- 
four  commiftioners  were  appointed  for  the 
trial  of  fuch  perfons  as  mould  lay  any 
claim  to  the  crown,  or  attempt  any  thing 
again  ft  the  prefent  Queen,  (which  was 
intended  chiefly  againft  the  queen  of 
Scott.) 

Captain  John  Davis  finifhed  his  third 
voyage  in  qucft  of  a  north  weft  paflagc,  he 
failed  as  far  as  83°  of  northern  latitude, 
but  returned  without  fuccefs. 

Davis  difcovered  the  ftrait  which  goes 
by  his  name,  to  the  N.  W.  about  this 
time. 

Mar.  2.  Dr.  Parry  is  condemned  and 
executed  for  a  defign  to  afiaifinatc  her  Ma. 

jcfty* 

Queen 
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Qaecn  Elizabeth,  at  the  interceflion  of 
Cic  Dutch)  fends  the  carl  of  Ltkeftert  and 
6000  men,  to  their  afliftjnee,  and  has  the 
Brill  -itiL1  Flujhiig  delivered  into  her  hands, 
at  a  l'ecurity  lor  ner  charges.  They  agreed 
that  the  Englijb  general,  and  two  more 
of  her  Majefty's  lubjccls,  were  to  be  ad- 
mitted into  the  council  of  the  States  Gene- 
ral, and  no  treaty  to  be  entered  into  but 
by  mutual  confenf,  in  confideration  "of 
the  aftillar.ee  Jhe  gave  the  Dutch  a  gain  ft 
Spain. 

Sir  Francis  Dralc,  with  twenty-one  fail 
of  men  of  war,  and  land  forces,  com- 
manded by  the  earl  of  Carlijle,  furprifo 
and  plunder  St.  Domingo,  in  I/il'paniclj, 
take  Cartbagena,  and  arrive  at  I'ugir.ia  in 
Florida,  where  they  take  on  board  captain 
Ralph  Lane,  and  a  colony  that  were  in  di- 
frrefc,  having  been  fent  thither  by  Sir  Wal- 
ter Raleigh,  and  v»ich  them  the  tobacco 
plant  wit  firft  brought  to  England. 

The  Queen  aflifts  the  king  of  Nrvarre, 
and  the  Frer.cb  protcftants  with  money 
and  ftups,  whereby  they  were  enabled  to 
raife  the  ficge  of  RocLelU. 

The  earl  of  Arundel,  a  bigot'ed  papift, 
refolved  to  retire  to  another  country  for  the 
free  cxercife  of  his  religion,  but  was  be- 
trayed by  his  fervant,  and  w  as  fent  to  the 
tower. 

J 'mm  a  I.  Piercy,  carl  of  Northumberland, 
being  accufed  ot  (hiring  in  the  confpiracy 
with  Thrcgmcrtvr.,  was  committed  lo  the 
tower  ;  fearing  the  evidence  againft  him, 
be  ihot  himft.lt  to  retain  his  fortune  in  the 
family,  difnppcinting  Elizabeth  of  its  for- 
feiture by  the  law. 

The  b><rghs  raifed  many  infurredtions, 
but  were  reduced  by  Sir  John  Perot,  who 
compelled  them  to  give  hoft^ges,  hut  de- 
stroyed their  allies  the  Ilcbridian  Scots, 
3000  of  whom  were  cut  to  pieces  at  Arra- 
dar  j  the  dread  of  thii  procured  a  peace  for 
fome  time. 

Nov.  i%,  A  new  parliament  is  railed, 
wherein  tVilttam  Tarry,  LL.  D.  a  Wrljb- 
tran,  boldly  oppofed  tr  e  fanguinary  l.iws 
that  were  pmpofed  againft  priefts  and  jefu- 
its,  for  which  he  was  committed  to  the 
gate-houfe. 

Coaches  were  firft  introdued  and  ufed  in 
England  this  year. 

The  king  of  France  was  inveftcd  with 
the  order  of  the  garter,  fent  to  him  by 
Elizabeth. 

The  Queen  fent  Sir  Thomas  Bcdley  up- 
on an  cmbafTy  into  Germany  and  Denmark, 
|q  endeavour  to  perfuade.  the  proteftant 
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princes  to  make  a  league  defensive  with 
England,  , 

The  king  of  Scots  being  determined  to> 
marry,  the  Queen  fent  Edward  JVo ton  to 
divert  him  from  that  project,  in  which  he 
then  fucc ceded. 

Thomas  Carr  and  Sir  Frauds  RstJ'el,  hold- 
ing a  conference  on  the  borders,  on  affairs 
relative  to  both  kingdoms,  a  quarrel  enfucd 
between  the  guards,  and  Rujj'el  was  flain. 

The  Queen  demands  fatttfaction,  and) 
fufters  the  Scotch  iordi,  fugitives,  to  return 
home. 

Wo:: or.  forms  a  project  to  fcisc  the  king 
of  Scots  at  Sterling,  but  was  difappoiatcd, 
and  is  obliged  to  fiy  into  Engbnd. 

The  fugitives  being  returned  to  Scotland, 
ftize  the  King's  pcrfon,  and  compel  him 
to  reftore  the  exiles  to  their  estates. 

The  Queen  granted  a  licence  to  feveral 
merchants  of  Londui,  to  trade  to  Bar- 
bery. 

The  earl  of  Clinton,  lord  high  admiral, 
died  }  he  was  fucceeded  by  lord  Howard 
of  Effingham. 

'I  ne  prince  of  Condi  came  into  Englatr.d 
to  folicit  aflittance  in  behalf  of  the  Hugue- 
nots. The  Queen  f applied  him  with  50,000 
crowns,  and  ten  ftiips,  witli  which  he 
raifed  the  blockade  of  Roc  belle. 

Hope  Gregory  XI 11.  dying  in  jipr'tlp 
Sixty  s  V.  fucctcocd  him. 

' 586,  July.  A  new  treaty  is  made  be- 
tween England  and  Scotland.  It  was  agreed, 
that  if  England  was  attacked,  James  fttoula 
aflift  with  17,000  forces,  and  if  Janus  was 
invaded,  Elizabeth  ihould  aid  with  9000, 
the  auxilaries  to  be  maintained  by  the 
prince  fo  aided. 

Sept.  ao.  Anthony  Babington,  and  others, 
are  convicted  of  conlpiring  againft  queen 
Elizabeth,  and  executed  with  very  great  bar- 
barity in  St.  Giles  >  fields. 

Seven  of  the  confpirators  were  con- 
demned and  hung  up,  then  cut  down 
whilft  alive,  and  their  bowels  taken  out} 
but  the  other  feven,  by  the  Queen's  order, 
hung  till  they  were  dead,  and  then  were 
bowelled. 

Mary's  papers  were  all  feized,  her  two 
fecretarics,  Nave  and  Curie,  were  fent 
to  London. 

Walfngham  ufes  an  artifice  to  get  Mary's 
papers  from  the  French  ambafLdor. 

Elizabeth  appointed  forty  two  commit 
fioners,  and  five  judges  of  the  realm,  to 
try  the  queen  of  Scott. 

Oil.  11.  The  queen  of  Scots  is  charged 
with  being  a  promoter  of  the  confpiracy, 

and 
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and  eomtniffionen  arc  ordered  to  try  her  at 

F  ether  in  gay  cxCxU  in  Nortbajnpto~Jkite  \  but 
the  queen  of  Sects  not  acknowledging  their 
jurifdi&ion,  they  proceed  to  pjfs  fentencc 
of  death  upon  her.  . 

After  the  fentence  was  pafled  upon  Ma- 
ry, the  judges  declared  it  did  nothing  dero- 
gate from  the  king  of  Scctlard,  his  title  to 
the  crown  of  England  did  irill  remain  en- 
tire. 

Elizabeth  defircs  both  houfes  t>  find  out 
fame  expedient  to  fave  Mary**  life,  and  to 
procure  her  own  fafety. 

The  parliament  will  find  none,  and  in- 
fift  on  their  demand. 

The  parliament  was  prorogued  to  Fe- 
bruary 15,  and  dilFolved  March  13. 

The  lords  Buclburft  and  B:ile,  were 
fent  to  acquaint  Miry  of  the  Sentence 
pafled  againft  her}  She  defired  to  have  2 
catholic  prieft  to  attend  her,  and  mewed 
great  firmnefs. 

The  French  ambaflador  Solicited  in  fa- 
ronr  of  Mary.

46.  and  in 
the  eighteenth  year  of  her  impnfonment. 
But  queen  Elizabeth  throws  the  blame  up- 
on her  Secretary,  Davifsn,  and  pretends  the 
warrant  was  to  have  lain  dor;  ant,  and 
that  fte  never  designed  it  Should  be  exe- 
cuted, but  upon  ablolute  nec  flity. 

Queen  Mary  was  buried  in  the  cathe- 
dral of  Peterborough,  and  on  her  fun  king 
James'*  acceflion  to  the  crown  of  England* 
he  removed  her  corps  in  1612  into  Hasrf 
VUth's  chapel. 

Elizabeth  exprcfTed  great  forrow  at  the 
news  being  brought  her  of  Mary'*  execu- 
tion. 

Elizabeth  writes  to  the  king  of  Scotland, 
to  er.cufe  herfelf  from  being  the  instru- 
ment of  Mary*  execution. 

To  give  a  colour  to  this,  Davifcn  is  im- 
prtfoned,  and  fined  in  io,oocl  ;  he  conti- 
nued a  long  time  in  cufiody,  and  was 
obliged  to  pay  every  farthing  of  the  fine, 
which  reduced  hirr  to  beggary,  and  oil  the 
favour  he  procured  from  the  Queen,  wat 
a  very  flight  fupport.

Duelling  with  fmall  fwords  ftrfc  intro- 
duced into  England  this  year.

and  flit-bottomed  boats,  to  transport  an 
array  of  horfc  and  foot  from  the  Nether  land* 
to  England. 

At  the  fame  time  pope  Sixtvs  V.  publi/h- 
ed  acrufado  againft  queen  Elizahei},  declar- 
ing her  drthroned,  and  her  fubjetts  abfolved 
from  their  allegiance,  granting  indulgence* 
to  all  thofe  who  fhoald  aflift  in  dethroning 
thh  heretical  Queen,  which  drewinnum- 
bers  of  Catholick  volunteer*  of  quality, 
from  fct-eral  kingdoms  of  Europe,  to  lift 
themfclvcs  in  t;.c  Spatijb  fervice. 

To  oppofj  tb.s  formidable  Armada,  the 
queen  of  England  affembled  a  numerous 
fleet  of  men  ot  war,  the  command  whereof 
fhe  g  »ve  to  the  lord  Harvard  of  Ejjingkatt:, 
admiral  of  England,  alutted  by  thofc  cele- 
brated commanders,  Drake,  Hawk's**,  and 
Fwbijber  t  thcie  were  Rationed  near  Ply- 
srcuib,  to  receive  the  enemy  as  he  entered 
the  channel,  while  the  lord  Henry  Seymwtr, 
fecoad  fon  of  the  duke  of  Somerfet,  com- 
manded another  fleet  of  forty  men  of  war, 
EngHfi  and  Dutch,  upon  the  coaft  of  Flan- 
ders \q  prevent  the  duke  of  Parma 's  bringing 
over  forces  from  thence.  The  Queen  alfo 
a  (Tern  bled  an  army  of  80,000  men,  20,000 
whereof  were  cantoned  on  the  fouthern 
coaft  to  oppole  a  defcent  there  5  23,000  foot, 
and  1000  h<  rfe,  under  the  command  of  the 
carl  of  Leicefier,  were  poftcd  at  Tdbvry9 
near  the  mouth  of  the  Thames  ;  where  fhe 
made  the  following  fpcech  :  and  the  rcfidue 
con  fitting  of  34,000  foot,  and  2000  horfe 
J  remained  about  the  Queen's  perfon,  and  the 
militia  was  raifed  to  reinforce  the  regular 
troops  where  there  fhould  be  occafion. 

The  Queen's  fpeech  at  Tdbury,  was  in 
thefe  \vordr. :  *'  My  loving  people,  we 
"  have  been  perfuaded  by  fome,  that  are 
"  careful  of  our  fafcty,  to  take  heed  how 
"  we  commit  ourfelves  to  armed  multi- 
"  tudes,  for  fear  of  treachery  ;  but  allure 
"  you,  I  do  not  defire  to  live  to  diftruft  my 
"  faithful  and  loving  people.  Let  tyrants 
"  fear,  1  have  always  fo  behaved  myfelf, 
"  that  under  Cod,  1  have  placed  mychiefeft 
"  ftrength  and  fafeguard  in  the  loyal  heirrs 
"  and  good- will  of  my  fubjeds.  And 
tc  therefore  I  am  come  amongft  you  at 
"  this  time,  not  for  my  recreation  and  l'port, 
"  but  being  rcfolvcd  in  the  midft  and  henC 
'<  of  the  battle  to  live  or  die  amongft  you 
t{  all ;  to  lay  down  for  my  God,  and  for 
"  my  kingdom,  and  for  my  people,  my 
"  honour  and  my  blood,  even  in  the  duft. 
<<  I  know  I  have  but  the  body  of  a  weak 
"  and  feeble  woman,  but  I  have  the  heart 
"  of  *  king,  and  of  a  king  of  England 

«'  too  J 
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•*  too;  end  think  foul  fcorn,  that  Parma 
•*  or  Spain,  or  any  prince  in  Europe,  fhould 
•*  dare  to  invade  the  borders  of  my  realms  : 
•»  to  which  rather  than  any  Jiihonour  (hall 
u  grow  by  me,  I  myfelf  will  take  up  arms  j 
"  1  myfelf  will  be  your  general,  judge,  and 
•*  tewarder  of  every  one  of  your  virtues 
•*  in  the  field.  I  know  already,  by  your 
««  forwardnefs  that  you  have  deferved  re- 
•*  wards  and  crowns  j  and  we  do  aflure  you, 
*  on  the  word  of  a  prince,  they  (hall  be  duly 
u  paid  you.  In  the  mean  time,  my  licu- 
«*  tenant- general  mall  be  in  my  (lead  j  than 
**  whom  never  Prince  commanded  more 
u  noble  and  worthy  fubjecls  5  not  doubting 
«  by  your  obedience  to  my  general,  by  your 
'*  concord  in  the  camp,  and  your  valour  in 
**  the  field,  we  (hall  ihortly  have  a  famous 
4t  Ttftory  over  thofe  enemies  of  my  God, 
**  of  my  kingdom,  and  of  my  people.". 

All  the  ports  and  acceftible  places  on  the 
coaft  were  fortified,  and  (trongly  garrifoned. 
Order*  were  given  to  oppofe  rhe  enemy's 
defcent  in  all  places,  but  not  to  come  to  a  ge- 
neral engagement,  if  they  mould  land,  but 
retire  and  deflroy  ihe  country  before  them, 
th.it  the  Spaniards  might  meet  with  no  fub- 
fiftenee,  and  be  perpetually  ramified  in 
their  march  ;  and  both  the  king  of  Sot- 
land  and  the  Dutch  engaged  to  aflift  the 
Queen  with  all  their  forces  againft  Spain. 

The  city  of  London  lent  the  Queen  great 
funis  of  money  on  this  emergency,  and 
being  dirccled  to  furnifh  5000  men,  and 
fifteen  (hips,  they  raifed  io,oco  men  and 
thirty  mips. 

The  Spanijb  Armada  failed  from  the  river 
Tagus  in  Portugal  on  the  29th  of  May,  but 
being  difperfed  by  a  ftorm,  rendezvoused 
/gain  at  the  Groine  in  Galicia,  from  whence 
they  fet  fail  again  on  the  12th  of  July,  and 
entering  the  Englijh  channel  cn  the  19th. 
admiral  Howard  (uttered  them  to  pafs  by 
him,  following  them  clofe  until  the  21ft, 
when  a  battle  begun,  and  a  kind  of  running 
fight  continued  to  the  27th,  when  the 
Spaniard*  came  to  an  anchor  in  Calais  road, 
in  order  to  wait  for  the  duke  of  Parma  and 
his  tranfports,  with  the*  land  forces  from 
Flanders. 

in  the  mean  time  feveral  noblemen  and 
gentlemen  fitted  out  mips  of  war  at  their 
own  charge,  and  joined  the  Englijh  fleet, 
which  amounted  now  to  140  fail,  much 
lets  indeed,  but  much  nfmbler  failors  than 
the  Spanijh  galleons.  Another  large  fqOa- 
dron  of  Englijb  and  Dutch  lay  before  the 
harbours  of  Newport  2nd  Dunkirk,  and  ren- 
dered it  impracticable  for  the  duke  of 


Parma  to  tranfport  any  land  forces  from* 

Flanders. 

The  Englijh  admiral  finding  he  could 
make  but  little  im  predion  on  the  Armada, 
the  galleons  being  fo  much  fuperior  to  him 
in  bulk,  fe«t  in  c:ght  cr  ten  fireihips 
among  them  in  the  night-time,  which  put 
the  Spaniards  in  the  utmoft  confufion. 
They  cut  their  cables  immediately,  and  put 
to  fea  j  and  endeavouring  to  return  to  the 
rendezvous  between  Calais  and  Gravelin,  the? 
Engiifh  fell  upon  them,  and  took  feveral  of 
their  mips  j  whereupon  they  all  bore  away 
for  S co  land  and  Ireland. 

While  the  fleets  were  engaged,  the 
Queen  appeared  on  horfeback  at  the  head  of 
her  army,  encouraging  them  to  defend  their 
country,  and  giving  her  orders  how  to  at- 
tack and  diftrefs  the  enemy  if  they  (hould 
land ;  but  they  were  fo  roughly  handled  at 
fea,  that  they  thought  of  nothing  elfe  but 
how  they  (hould  efcape  to  Spain  by  the 
north  of  Scotland  and  Ireland,  having  loft 
fifteen  great  (hips,  and  4791  men  in  the 
feveral  engagements  with  the  Erglijb  fleet, 
in  the  months  of  Jul?  and  Auguff,  in  the 
channel  j  fevent^en  (hips  and  5394  men 
were  drowned,  killed,  ur  taken  upon  the 
coaft  of  Ireland,  in  the  month  of  September  a 
and  another  great  (hip,  with7comen,  caft 
away  on  the  coaft  of  Scotland.  As  to  the 
lofs  of  the  EngliUr,  jt  wasfo  inconfiderable, 
that  none  of  our  hiftorians  mention  the  loft 
of  one  (hip: 

A  medal  was  (truck  on  the  retreat  of  the 

Spanijb  Armada,  with   this  infeription, 

Venit,  vidi',  fugit,  *'  It  came,  "and  faw,  and 

fled."  Another  with  fircftiips  and  a  fleet  in 

confufion,  with  this  motto,  Dux  fa'mina 

facia,  *«  A  woman  conducted  the  enter- 

•  »» 
prize. 

Soon  nfter  thefe  fuccffTes,  viz.  on  the 
4th  of  Sepuwbcr,  died  Robert  Dudley  earl  of 
I.ace/ler,  fifth  fon  of  Jcbn  duke  of  Nor* 
tbvmberland,  AtCornbury  in  Oxford/f  ire  j  he 
was  a  privy  eounfcllor,  mafter  of  the  horfe, 
(reward  of  the  Queen's  houfhold,  conftable 
of  ffinJfsr  c.ifilc,  chancellor  of  the  univer- 
fity  of  Oxford,  jurticc  in  cyrc  of  the  fortfti 
fouth  Ot  Trent,  capMiti  general  of  the  E"g» 
lift  forces  in  the  Netherlands,  and  of  one 
of  the  armies  raifed  againft  the  Spaniards  in 
England,  and  knight  of  the  orders  of  the 
garter  and  St.  Michael.  Though  he  conti- 
nued in  the  Queen's  favour  all  hi3  life,  he 
was  no  fooner  dead,  but  (he  feited  all  his 
efrVfts,  and  caufed  them  to  bp  fold  at  a 
publick  fale,  for  the  payment  of  the  money 
(he  had  lent  him. 

The 
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the  Queen  baring  fung  Te  Deum  at  St. 
Paul's  for  the  defeat  of  the  Spaniards,  cre- 
ated her  admiral,  the  lord  Char  fa  Howard, 
ear!  of  Nottingham,  and  fettled  a  consider- 
able annual  penfion  upon  him. 

While  the  nation  was  in  danger  of  the 
Spamijb  invaficn,  the  Puritans  endeavouaed 
to  disturb  and  diftrefs  the  government,  pub- 
lzffung  fcurrilout  pamphlets,  and  holding 
fjrnods  and  aflemblie*  of  their  clergy,  in 
opposition  to  the  laws,  which  occasioned 
Cart-wright,  and  others  of  their  chiefs,  to 
be  called  to  account. 

The  Queen  raifed  great  fums  by  way  of 
loan. 

Feb.  4.  The  parliament  met,  and  gave 
the  Queen  two  entire  fubfidies,  and  four 
fifteenths  and  tenthij  and  a  fubfidy  of  fix 
willing*  in  the  pound  was  granted  by.  the 
clergy  to  be  paid  in  three  years,  which  was 
confirmed  by  the  parliament,  though  the 
loan  was  now  collecting. 

This  year  a  prodigy  happened  in  Dorfet- 
Jhire,  a  field  of  ti.ree  acres  in  Black  mere, 
with  the  trees  and  fences,  moved  from  its 
place,  pafled  over  another  field,  and  relied 
in  the  road  to  Heam* 

This  year  the  art  of  making  paper  was 
firft  introduced  into  England,  and  the  firft 
mill  was  t'ct  up,  and  paper  mad«,  at  Dart' 
ford  in  K;nt. 

Stft.  The  doke  of  Medina  returned  to 
Spain  wi:honly  60  fail  out  of  130,  and 
tbofe  much  mattered. 

King  Jama  remained  firm  to  the  intcreft 
of  England, 

1589.  31  Eltn.  Cap.  6.  Prohibits  fi- 
monaical  contracts  and  prefentments,  and 
clerks  fo  presented,  are  rendered  incapable 
of  preferment. 

Philip  Howard,  earl  of  Arundel,  tried  and 
convicted  of  high  treafon  by  his  peers, 
April  18,  for  corresponding  with  cardinal 
Alltm,  and  praying  for  the  fuccefs  of  the 
Spanifh  Armada,  but  was  pardoned. 

Admiral  Drake,  and  Sir  John  Norrh  fit 
out  a  fleet  of  men  of  war,  at  their  own 
charges,  and  make  a  defcent  in  Spain  and 
Portugal  with  u,oco  men,  (the  Queen 
only  a/lifting  with  60,000/.  and  fix  Ships) 
marched  up  to  Li/bin  and  plundered  the 
country,  but  not  of  fuffident  to  defray  the 
expencc  of  the  expedition. 

In  this  expedition  out  of  1 100  gentlemen, 
but  350  returned. 

A  plot  was  dlfcovered  In  Scotland  formed 
by  the  earls  Huntley,  Botlrwell,  and  others, 
againft  the  King.  Their  defign  was  to 
Vot.  I. 
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feixe  the  King's  perfon  and  restore  the  Ca- 
tholick  religion  in  Scotland* 

June,  The  Englijb  Seized  fixty  Ships  be- 
longing to  the  Hans  towns  in  the  Tagutr 
they  were  laden  with  naval  flora  to  equip 
a  fleet  again  ft  England.

The  Hant  towns  complain  of  this  feizure 
without  effect. 

Henry  king  cf  France  reduced  feveral 
places  to  obedience. 

This  year  died  Sir  Walter  Mildmay,  chan- 
cellor and  under  treafurer  of  the  exchequer, 
and  founder  of  Emanuel  College  at  Cam* 
bridge. 

The  doke  of  Guife,  the  head  of  the  league 
in  France,  was  afiaflinated  by  the  Queen'* 
orders. 

Sidney-Sujfex  college  in  Cambridge,  found* 
ed  by  Francet,  daughter  of  Sir  William, 
Sidney,  and  counteis  dowager  of  SuJJex, 
who  died  this  year. 

This  year  Henry  III.  of  France  was  af- 
faflinated  by  James  Clement,  a  monk  ;  and. 
the  king  of  Navarre  fucceciicd  him  by  tha 
name  of  Henry  IV.  a  Proteffant,  whom. 
queen  Elizabeth  fupplied  with  23,000/.  in 
money  to  fupport  his  right. 

Saffron  was  this  year  firft  planted  in 
England* 

1590.  Elizabeth  kept  the  kingdom  in  * 
poSlure  of  defence  againft  Spain,  and  allots 
a  yearly  Sum  of  8970/.  to  the  repairs  of  the 
navy. 

The  Queen  raifed  the  cuftoms  from 
14,000/.  to  56,000/. per  annum. 

The  Queen  fortified  Mil/lrd  Ilaven. 

The  duke  of  Morcarur  became  matter  of 
Bretagnt ;  he  waa  of  the  houfc  of  Lorrcin  t 
this  gave  the  Queen  great  unc«fincis. 

Aug.  20.  King  'Jama  of  Ssotland,  mar- 
ried Anne,  the  daughter  of  Frederick  II, 
king  of  Denmark,  at  Upfal* 

The  culigns  of  the  garter  fent  to  the 
king  of  Scott,  and  to  Henry  IV.  the  French 
king. 

The  Puritans  denying  the  Queen's  fu pre- 
roacy,  and  inciting  the  people  to  rebellion, 
Udal,  one  of  their  preachers,  and  chief  of 
the  libellers,  is  convicted  of  felony,  but 
pardoned. 

Some  disturbances  happened  in  Ireland, 
the  rebels  were  taken  and  feveral  executed, 
and  Bryan  O'Ncrk  a  chieftian,  fled  to  Scot' 
land,  but  was  delivered  up  by  Janes.  He 
was  tried  and  executed  at  London* 

This  year  Sir  Francis  Walfingbam,  fecre- 
tary  of  State,  knight  of  the  garter,  and 
chancellor  of  the  dutchy  of  Laneaftcr,  died,

and  left  no  eftate  behind  hitn,  though  he 
had  ferved  the  Queen  the  greateft  part  of 
her  reign. 

This  year  there  was  a  dreadful  earthquake 
in  Bohemia,  Moravia,  and  Hungary. 

'Sailcloth  was  this  year  firft  woven  in  Eng* 
land  for  the  ufe  of  the  navy. 

The  band  of  pen  fi  oners  was  this  year 
firft  eftabliflied,  by  Enxabetb. 

The  art  of  weaving  ftockings  was  this 
year  invented  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lee,  of 
Cambridge. 

Telcfcopes  were  this  year  invented  by  Mr. 
Z.  Janfen,  a  fpeclacle  maker,  at  Middle  - 
burg  in  Germany* 

1591.  Hacket,  who  pcrfonated  our  Sa- 
viour, a  man  much  followed  by  the  Puri- 
tans, was  convided  and  executed  for  blaf- 
phemy. 

The  Queen  fent  the  earl  of  Ejfex,  with 
4000  men,  to  the  afliftance  of  the  king  of 
France ;  but  the  French  not  joining  him  ac- 
cording to  agreement,  he  returned  without 
effecting  any  thing. 

The  French  inverted  Roan  and  the  Earl 
again  went  over  to  the  fiege,  but  the  Queen 
recalled  him,  and  the  duke  o(  Parma  raifed 
the  liege. 

The  Queen  fent  a  fleet  to  intercept  the 
return  the  Spanijb  Weft  India  fleet,  upon 
which  the  king  of  Spain  fent  a  fleet  of 
fifty-five  fail  and  obliged  the  Engltjb  fliips 
to  return.  The  Weft  India  fleet  being  fo 
long  detained  at  the  Havannab,  put  to  fea 
at  an  improper  feafon,  and  was  moftly  Jhip- 
wrecked. 

Captain  Lancafier,  and  captain  Rimer 
failed  to  the  Eaft  Indie:,  in  order  to  begin 
a  trade  there :  Rimer  was  caft  away,  and 
Lancaficr  returned  richly  laden,  but  only 
with  feven  hands  on  board. 

Some  fliips  went  to  Cape  Breton,  which 
was  the  firft  of  the  Engltjb  whale  fifliery. 

The  Queen  erected  a  univerfity  at  Dublin, 
'which  flit  endowed  with  a  confiderable  re- 
venue, and  the  ufual  privileges  granted  to* 
univerfities. 

The  Queen  ifluedtwo  proclamations,  one 
prohibiting  the  exportation  of  warlike 
stores  to  Spain,  and  the  other  ordering  her 
fubjecls  not  to  harbour  any  perfon  coming 
from  the  Romifti  feminaries. 

Nov.  Sir  Cbriftopber  Nation,  lord  chan- 
cellor died,  who  was  face  ceded  by  Sir  John 
Puckering. 

Br  en  O'Ncrk,  lord  of  Brertty  O'Royrke, 
in  Ireland,  was  executed  at  Tyburn  for 
treafon. 

1591.   The  earl  of  Cumberland,  the  city 
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of  London,  and  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  fit  out 
a  large  fleet  of  men  of  war,  with  land 
forces  on  board,  to  attack  the  Spam/h  fet de- 
menti in  America,  but  not  fuccceding  there, 
took  a  large  galleon  in  their  return,  at  the 
Axoret,  valued  at  150,000/.  and  the  adven- 
turers fhared  the  plunder  j  the  crew  of  this 
veffel  which  confifted  of  600  were  moft  of 
them  killed. 

Sir  Jcbn  Perret,  lord  deputy  of  Ireland, 
condemned  to  die  for  reflecting  on  the 
Queen's  legitimacy. 

The  earl  of  Botbwellmz&z  an  attempt  to 
feiie  the  king  of  Scotland,  but  the  deficit 
being  discovered,  he  fled  to  England. 

The  Queen  went  to  Oxford,  and  was  moftr 
agreeably  entertained  by  the  univerfity. 

Feb.  19.    A  new  parliament  met.  Sir 
Edward  Coke,  the  Queers  folicitor,  wae 
chofen  fpeaker  of  the  commons,  who  de- 
firing  as  ufual,  that  they  might  have  liber- 
ty of  fpeech,  &c.    The  lord  keeper  an- 
fwered,  by  her  Majefty's  direction,  that 
we  granted  liberty  of  fpeech,  and  their 
ufual  privileges,  but  they  muft  not  meddle 
with  reforming  the  church,  or  transforming 
the  commonwealth,  or  receive  any  bills 
exhibited  for  that  end:  and  when  Mr. 
Peter  Wentvtcnb  and  Sir  Henry  Bromley, 
delivered  a  petition  to  the  lord  keeper,  de- 
firing  the  houfe  of  peers  would  become  Ap- 
plicants with  them  to  her  Majefty,  that  fhe 
would  fettle  the  fucccflion  of  the  crown, 
Wenfwortb  was  feat  to  the  tower,  and 
Bromley  to  the  fleet. 

A  very  remarkable  aft  palled,  which 
obliged  all  perfons  to  conform,  and  repair  at 
leaft  once  a  month  to  the  eftabliflied  church, 
under  pain  of  imprifonment,  and  banifti- 
racnt  fliould  they  refufc  to  fubmit. 

Another  confined  Popiih  rccufants  within? 
five  miles  of  their  refpeftive  dwellings. 

An  aft  palled  to  confirm  all  the  abbey 
lands  to  the  crown  and  grantees. 

The  parliament  granted  an  extraordinary 
aid  of  money. 

Sir  John  Forte/cue,  in  order  to  induce 
the  commons  to  con  lent  to  a  large  fupply, 
obferved,  that  the  Netherlands  coft  the 
Queen  1 50,000/.  per  annum,  that  flie  had 
paid  oft'  a  debt  or  4,ooo,oco/.  the  crown 
owed  at  her  acceflion  ;  that  Ihe  had  vaftly 
increafed  the  royal  navy,  and  furniflied  ic 
with  brafs  guns  ;  that  no  prince  was  at  lefs 
cxpences  in  his  court,  but  that  the  fubfidies 
did  not  produce  half  fo  much  as  they  did  in 
the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.  being  aflefled  fo 
low,  and  therefore  infilled  the  fuppiiev 
ought  to  be  greater. 
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Benry  TV.  made  a  new  treaty.wlth  the 
Queen,  who  fupplied  him  with  4000  men* 

Jienry  deceived  Elizabeth,  who  highly  re- 
fented  it. 

Sir  Walter  Raleigh  went  to  fea  with 
fifteen  fail,  and  took  fevcral  veffcJs  very 
richly  laden. 

Sept.  5.  The  Tlamn  ajmoft  dry,  occa- 
fioned  by  a  frrong  westerly  wind,  and  the 
lownefs  of  the  tides. 

1593.  The  Queen  fufpected  the  king 
of  Scotland,  and  fent  an  ambafl'ador  to 
him. 

Jzmet  demanded  Botbnoell  to  be  delivered 
op,  which  the  Queen  refufed,  but  baaiffc- 
cd  him  out  of  England. 

Sir  Francis  Bacon  in  this  parliament, 
moved  the  purging  the  Aatute  book,  and 
lefiening  the  volumes  of  law,  which  the 
pe  pie  could  not  obferve,  or  the  lawyers 
underitand. 

A  motion  was  made  to  reftraln  the  bi- 
Jhcps  from  proceeding  again  ft  the  Puritans  ; 
whereupon  the  Queen  fent  for  the  fpeaker, 
and  required  him  on  his  allegiance  not  to 
read  any  fuch  bill  if  it  was  exhibited. 

The  lords  defiring  a  conference  with  the 
commons,  on  the  fupply,  it  was  refolved 
there  fliould  be  no  fuch  conference,  the 
lords  having  nothing  to  do  with  the  taxes. 

At  length  the  commons  granted  three 
fubfiiies,  and  fix  fifteenths  and  tenths,  and 
confirmed  a  grant  of  tw  0  fubfidier,  and  four 
(hillings  in  the  pound  given  by  the  clergy, 
to  be  paid  in  two  ye.*rs :  for  which  (he 
thanked  them,  but  took  occafion  to  ob- 
ferve, that  tome  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
fca-coaft  had  fled  up  into  the  country  ou 
the  late  invafion,  but  fwore  by  God  if  the 
knew  any  of  them  do  fo  for  the  future,  the 
would  make  them  know  and  feel  what  it 
was  to  be  fearful  in  fuch  exigencies  of  the 
Hate. 

By  35  Elix.  Cap.  2.  Popifh  recufants 
departing  five  miles  from  their  habitations 
were  to  forfeit  their  goods,  and  the  profits 
ef  their  lands  for  life. 

Cap.  3.  Confirms  all  grants  of  abbey 
lands  made  by  the  crown. 

Cap.  5.  Perfons  abfenting  a  month  from 
church  were  to  be  imprifoned  without  bail. 

Cap.  6.  Prohibits  the  creeling  buildings 
oh  new  foundations,  within  three  miles  ot 
London  and  Weftminfler,  expired. 

Cap.  14.  A  confirmation  of  the  Queen's 
general  pardon  ;  a  pardon  being  publifhed 
almoft  at  the  end  of  every  fcflion. 

During  this  feflion  Jcbn  Gretntvexd, 
flerk,  a  Puritan  preacher,  Henry  Barrow, 
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gent.  Saxi»  Billet,  Daniel  StuJley,  and  Ro- 
bert Botvles,  citizens  of  London,  were  tried 
and  convicled  of  felony  on  the  23d  Elix* 
Cap.  1.  for  writing  and  publithing  feditioua 
books  and  libels  :  and  Greenwood  and  Bar' 
row  were  executed  at  Tyburn  on  the  6th  of 
JlprU,  the  relt  being  pardoned. 

Thefe  Puritans  denied  the  Queen's  fupre- 
macy,  and  held  (he  was  liable  to  be  excom- 
municated, and  then  her  fubjecls  were  dif- 
charged  from  their  allegiance  :  that  every 
church  was  obliged  to  receive  the  Geneva) 
plan  of  government,  and  it  was  lawful  to 
make  war  on  her  Majcfty  and  the  (late  if 
they  refuted  it,  and  that  the  higheft  eccle- 
fiailical  authority  was  lodged  in  their  pref- 
byterics  and  elderfiSips,  which  was  the  oc- 
cafion of  the  rigorous  proceedings  againft 
the  Puritans  in  this  reign. 

Perry*  another  Puritan  preacher,  was 
convicted  and  executed  for  felony  this  year, 
in  publishing  leditious  libels,  defaming  the 
Q^ccn,  and  exciting  the  people  to  rebellion, 

Many  coofpiracicx  were  formed,  by  the 
influence  of  the  Spaniards  over  the  Popifh 
fubjecls,  to  affalunate  the  Queen,  which 
were  all  detected,  and  the  perfons  concerned 
therein  executed. 

In  Ireland  feveral  great  men  broke  out 
in  rebellion,  which,  was  quelled  by  the 
Lord  Deputy. 

Henry  concluded  a  treaty  with  Elizabeth, 

The  Q^ecn  fortified  the  ifles  of  Sciliy, 
Guernsey  and  Jerjey. 

Botttucll  and  the  Popifh  party  in  Scotland 
entered  into  a  confpiracy  againft  the  king 
of  Stott ;  that  Prince  eft ablimcd  preibytery 
by  a  law  in  that  kingdom. 

Henry  IV.  the  French  king,  was  recon- 
ciled to  the  church  of  Rome. 

Feb.  19.  Prince  Henry  Frederic*,  after- 
wards prince  of  Wales,  born  at  Sterling  in 
Scotland. 

Hcfjuet,  a  fugitive,  came  to  England,  and 
tried  to  perfuade  the  earl  of  Derby  to  take 
the  title  of  King,  and  that  Philip  II.  would 
fupport  him,  but  the  Earl  informed  againft 
him,  and  he  was  taken  and  executed. 

April  9.  The  earl  of  Derby  died,  and 
was  fuppofed  to  be  poifoned  for  making  the 
above  difcovery. 

June  7.  Lc-prT,  a  7«c,  the  Queen** 
phyfician,  and  feveral  others,  were  convict- 
ed of  a  defign  to  poifon  her,  and  were  exe- 
cuted as  traitors. 

The  people  of  Scotland  fufpe&ed  James 
of  inclining  to  the  Catholicks.  The  dates 
made  an  ordinance  to  fupport  the  Proteftant 
religion. 
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08.  Henry  and  Etixabetb  made  a  league 
oftenfive  and  defenfive,  ahd  agreed  that  a 
peace  with  Spain  fiiould  not  be  made  with- 
out a  mutual  confent. 

This  year  above  28,000  people  died  of 
the  plague  in  London. 

Whalebone  was  firft  brought  to  England 
from  Cape  Breton. 

7594*  In  36  Elix.  Patrick  Culler.,  an 
fri/h  fencing-malter,  having  received  many 
and  large  promifes  from  the  Spaniards,  en- 
gaged alfo  to  kill  the  Queen,  tor  which  he 
was  executed.  Edmund  York,  and  others" 
about  the  fame  time,  were  employed  to  kill 
the  Queen  and  fire  the  royal  navy.  Where- 
upon the  Queen  expoftulated  with  the  king 
of  Spain,  reproaching  him  with  the  bafe- 
jiefs  of  employing  aiTaflins  every  day  to  take 
away  her  life,  and  infixed  on  his  delivering 
up  Tbrogmorton,  Holt,  and  the  re  A  of  the 
jefuits  and  prieflt  who  managed  theie  con- 
fpiracies,  but  to  no  purpofe. 

The  French  king,  Henry  IV.  having 
changed  his  religion,  was  generally  fub- 
mitted  to  by  the  C-tholick  lords  j  the  city 
pf  Parit  opened  her  gates  to  him,  and  with 
the  afiittance  of  the  EngUJb  forces,  he  drove 
the  Spaniards  out  of  Brittany,  but  neither 
repaid  the  Queen  the  cxpences  (he  had  been 
at  in  fuppojting  hi|i,  or  delivered  her  any 
town  as  a  fecurity  for  it,  according  to  his 
engagements ;  whereupon  the  Queen  re- 
called Sir  John  Nvris,  with  the  Englifh 
forces,  and  fent  them  to  .Ireland  to  fupprefs 
the  rebels  there. 

yair.es,  king  of  Sects,  drove  the  Catho- 
lics loris  out  of  the  kingdom,  and  B*tb- 
tvrll  fled  to  France. 

The  Queen  fent  the  earl  of  Svjj'ex  in  her 
name,  to  aflift  at  the  baptifjn  otthe  young 
prince  of  Scotland. 

Edmund  Turk  and,  Richard  Williams  were 
"both  apprehended  as  confpirators  againft  the 
Queen's  life. 

ihe  Queen  was  uneafy  in  refpeel  to 
Scotland,  and  fent  an  ambaflador  to  James. 

Bcvis  Bulmar,  a  gentleman,  creeled  an 
engine  at  Broken  wharf,  for  the  conveyance 
ttf  ihe  Thames  water  through  the  city  of 
London,  and  by  pipes  0/  lead  into  each 
htufe. 

.  1 59 5.  Upon  the  retreat  of  the  EngUJb 
forces  from  Frame,  the  Spaniards  became 
much  fuperior  to  the  French  in  the  Nether- 
lands, and  took  Cambray,  and  feveral  other 
towns  }  whereupon  the  French  deflred  the 
afiiftance  of  the  Dutch,  who  Supplied  them 
both  with  troops  and  money. 
Qneen  Elizabeth  underfiandins  the  Dutch 


had  lent  Henry  money,  required  then  to 

repay  her  the  money  me  had  lent  them, 
and  upon  Rating  the  account,  there  appear- 
ed 800,000/.  due  to  England,  whereof  Ihe 
obliged  tbem  to  pay  her  »o,oao/.  per  annum 
during  the  war,  and  engage  to  pay  her 
100,000/.  per  annum  after  they  mould  ob* 
tain  a  peace  with  Spain.  The  Dutch  alto 
agreed  to  pay  the  Exglijb  auxiliaries  and 
garrifons  in  the  NctUnauds  40,000/.  per 
annum :  and  thus  me  threw  the  whole 
charge  of  the  Spanifh  war  on  that  fide  i  pon 
the  Dutch,  for  whofe  delence  Ihe  mcw^d 
it  was,  that  file  ftill  remained  at  war  with 
Spain. 

The  EngUJb  fugitives  form  a  project  to 
place  the  nywn  of  England  on  the  head  of 
the  Infanta  of  Spain,  which  Philip  en- 
gaged in. 

Henry  IV.  demanded  fuccours  from  Eli- 
zabeth, (he  anfwercd  him  with  complaints, 
and  refufed  his  rcqu  h'.. 

The  king  and  queer,  cf  Sects  entered  into 
a  league. 

Tork  and  WilUams  were  executed,  and 
confefied  that  Jban..  hid  pr-m^ed  "item 
40,000  florins  if  tluy  accvmpiahcd  their 
defign. 

*  Henry  again  kat  Lomerne  lr.10  England  to 
demand  fiiccours  he  threaded  the  Quttn, 
who  appeared  cold  to  the  ir.t-reft  of  Henry. 

July.  The  Sj-arii-rJ%  made  a  did*c-:nt 
upon  England :  in  Devon/hire,  they  defiroyed 
Penzance  and  burnt  St.  Paul'*  chuich. 

The  Hans  towns  complain  of  the  EngUJb. 

Sir  Walter  Raleigb  went  upon  a  fecond 
voyage  to  America,  out  reaped  no  great  ad* 
vantage. 

Ncv.  ft).  Philip  Huvfard,  earl  of  Arum- 
del  died  in  his  confinement  in  the  tower. 

The  year  Sir  Walter  Raleigb,  captain  of 
the  Queen's  guards,  having  debauched  one 
of  the  Queen's  maids  of  honour,  was  in 
di {grace  at  court,  and  thereupon  undertook 
an  expedition  to  Guiana  in  South  Ar*?ricat 
to  difcover  a  gold  mine  he  had  received  mmc 
intelligence. of  there  ;  he  returned  without 
cfteding  any  thing,  but  getting  a  little  trea- 
fure. 

Sir  Francis  Drake  and  Sir  John  Hawkins, 
with  a  fleet  of  men  of  war,  and  land  forces 
on  board,  alfo  made  an  attempt  to  furprife 
the  Spanijb  fetttemenu  on  the  litmus  of 
Dariem,  and  actually  landed  a  body  of  forces 
under  the  command  of  Sir  Thomas  Bafker- 
%/UU,  with  a  defign  to  attack  Panama,  on 
the  South  fca,  where  the  treafures  of  Perm 
where  lodged,  but  their  defign  was  disco- 
vered, and  the  Spaniards  were  h  wadi  fortified 
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and  their  towns  garrifoncd,  or  rather  the 
Enghjb  .were  io  uckly  when  they  came  to 
lie  on  more,  that  they  performed  nothing 
of  conference,  and  thofe  two  brave  offi- 
cers, Droit  and  Hawkins,  bath  died  in  this 
expedition  againft  the  Iftmu*  of  Darltn. 

1  596.  The  Spaniards  took  Calais  from 
the  French,  after  a  fiegc  of  twelve  days,  at 
which  queen  Elizabeth  was  alarmed,  and 
entered  into  an  alliance  often  five  and  de- 
f en  five  with  Frame. 

An  earthquake  happened  thU  year  in 
Japan^  which  fwalluwed  up  feverai  cities, 
and  fume  thoufands  of  their  inhabitants. 

Another  in  Kmtt  which  did  great  damage 
to  feverai  buildings, and  killed  fevcral  people. 

The  Puritans  pretend  to  work  miracles, 
and  particularly  to  call  out  devils. 

The  country  f warmed  with  rogues  and 
beggars  at  this  time,  infomuch  that  they 
laid  the  farmers  under  contribution  :  up- 
wards of  two  hundred  of  thefc  villains  were 
tried  at  the  affixes  in  Somtrfetjhire,  of  whom 
forty  were  condemned  for  felony  in  that 
county  only. 

Elizabeth  renewed  her  applications  to  the 
flates  for  payment  of  her  arrears. 

This  year  died  Sir  John  Puckering  lord 
leeeper  of  the  great  fea£  and  was  fucceeded 
by  Sir  Thomas  Egertcn, 

Sift*  15.  The  lord  high  admiral  Howard, 
and  the  carl  of  EJfex,  took  the  city  of  Cadba, 
plundered  it,  and  deftroyed  the  fliips  in  the 
harbour  :  the  damage  the  Spaniards  fuftain- 
ed  was  computed  at  tweuy  millions  of  du- 
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1 597.  The  Englijb  this  year  fitted  out 
a  large  fleet,  commindcd  by  the  earl  of 
EJfex  and  Sir  Walter  Raitigh,  to  intercept 
tt»e  galleons  in  their  return  from  America, 
and  narrowly  milled  them  at  the  Axons, 
but  the  frequent  ftorms  and  mifiinderftand- 
ings  Lctwcen  Efftx  and  Ralcigb,  prevented 
their  engaging  in  any  other  enterprise. 

1  lie  Spaniards  alfo  fitted  out  a  fleet,  with 
Jam!  forces  on  board,  this  year,  to  invade 
Ire/and,  and  join  the  rebels  there,  and  to 
make  a  defcent  on  the  coaft  of  Cornwall ; 
but  their  fleet  was  difperfed  by  a  ftorm,  and 
obliged  to  return  home  without  effecting 
any  thing. 

A  mifunderitanding  between  the  Queen 
and  the  Hans  towns  interrupted  the  trade

Watches  were  this  year  rtrft  brought 
to  England  from  Germany,  when  one  was 
nrelcntcd  to  the  Queen. 

The  earl  of  E£ex  was  offended  with  the 
court,  and  the  Queen,  toafluage  his  rel'ent- 
mcnt,  created  him  earl  marfhal  of  England, 

The  parliament  met  the  14th  of  O&iher, 
and  a  bill  was  brought  in  for  regulating  the 
ecclefiaftical  courts,  but  the  Qgeen  forbid 
their  intermeddling  in  ecclefiaftical  affairs. 

39  EH*.  Cap.  x.  Enacls,  that  ploughed 
land  laid  down  for  pafture,  fhould  be  con* 
verted  into  tillage  again,  and  prohibited  the 
converting  arable  land  into  pafture.

1 598.  The  firft  whale'fiuery  eftablifhed 
by  the  Englijb,  was  began  this  year  at  Sp'sta- 

btr^cn. 

The  French  king,  Henry  IV.  made  a  fe- 
parate  peace  with  Spain  without  the  Queen's 
knowledge  ;  whereupon  fhe  reproached  him 
with  ingratitude  and  breach  of  faith. 

A  formidable  infurrection  happened  in 
Ireland,  headed  by  the  earl  of  Tyrone, 

The  war  in  Ireland  being  ill  managed, 
the  Queen  propofed  to£^ix  the  fending  Sir 
William  Knotvles  thither,  but  the  earl  not 
approving  of  him,  rudely  turned  his  back 
upon  her,  whereupon  fhe  gave  him  a  box 
on  the  ear,  and  bid  him  Go  and  he  bangd  ; 
whereupon  he  left  the  court  in  a  great  paf- 
lion,  but  made  his  fubmiffion  foon  after, 
and  was  reftored  to  favour. 

This  year  died  the  lord  treafurer  Cecil, 
(Baron  Bnrleigb)  in  the  78th  year  i>f  his 
age.  He  had  great  fttare  in  the  aami narra- 
tion forty  years,  and  went  off  with  ap. 
plaufe  at  laft. 

The  Queen  made  a  new  treaty  with  the 
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Dutch,  by  which  fhe  was  eafed  of  an  an- 
nual charge  of  120,000/. 

Henry  demanded  fuccours  of  Elizabeth, 
who  refafed  to  aid  him  ;  he  threatened  to 
make  peace  without  her,  but  fhc  juftificd 
her  conduct  from  the  Words  exprefTed  in  the 
treaty. 

The  king  of  Scots  infifte%  to  be  declared 
fucceflbr  to  Elizabeth.  , 

A  confpiracy  was  discovered  againft  the 
Queen,  and  one  Edward  Squire  was  taken 
up  for  putting  poifon  in  the  pummel  of  her 
faddle. 

Philip  II.  king  of  Spain,  died  this  year  of 
«  moft  dreadful  death,  being  devoured  by 
lice,  which  fwarmed  from  innumerable  ul- 
cers in  all  parts  of  his  body,  having  juft 
before  married  his  daughter  Ifabel  to  the 
,  archduke  Albert,  and  given  him  with  her 
the  Netherlands  as  her  dowry. 

Sir  Thames  Bodley  rebuilt  and  furnimed 
the  public  library  at  Oxford  with  a  vail  col- 
lection of  books  and  manuscripts  from  all 
pafts  of  the  world. 

Lord  George  Clifford,  earl  of  Cumberland, 
fitted  out  a  fleet  ol  men  of  war,  and  plunder- 
ed the  ifland  of  Porto  Rico,  Oth*r  adven- 
turers attacked  the  Spanijb  Settlements  in 
the  Weft  Indies,  but  found  the  Spaniards 
better  fortified,  and  more  upon  their  guard 
than  at  the  beginning  of  the  war. 

The  Queen  being  pretty  much  at  leifure 
at  this  time,  diverted  herfelf  with  translat- 
ing Horaee,  and  other  claffics. 
x  This  year  died  that  celebrated  poet, 
Edmund  Spencer,  a  native  of  London,  but 
educated  at  Cambridge ;  he  had  been  Sccrcr 
tary  to  lord  Grey,  deputy  of  Ireland, 

I599.  King  James  fent  Elizabeth  word, 
that  there  were  12,000  men  preparing  in 
Spain  to  land  in  Ireland, 

Tyrone,  the  Ir'tfh  rebel,  defeated  the 
Englijb  forces,  commanded  by  SxxHenryBag- 
nal,  who  was  killed  in  the  battle,  where- 
upon the  whole  province  of  Munjler  revolt- 
ed to  him,  and  he  invited  the  Spaniards  to 
make  a  defcent  in  that  kingdom,  and  join 
him.  The  Queen  made  the  earl  of  Eff'ex 
lord  lieutenant  of  that  kingdom,  and  lent 
him  over  thither  with  an  army  of  20,000 
men  to  reduce  Tyro/*,  but  he  managed  the 
war  faintly,  and  made  a  truce  with  Tyr- 
one, for  which  the  Queen  reproved  him, 
and  he  returned  to  England  to  juftify  his 
conduct,  but  was  confined  to  his  houfe  and 
made  to  fubmit.  In  the  mean  time,  [1600] 
)  Tyrone  broke  the  truce,  over-run  all  the 
country,  and  acted  as  Sovereign  of  Ire/and] 
whereupon  lord  Mountjoy  was  made  deputy 


of  Ireland,  and,  with  the  afliflance  of  S!«- 
Edward  Blaney,  reftored  the  Englijb  a/fairs 
in  the  ncrth.  The  Earl  appointed  the  car| 
of  Swtbampttn  his  lieutenant-general. 

i6co,  Aug.  5.  A  confpiracy  againSt  the 
King  of  Scots  was  formed  by  the  Rurlvent. 

The  Queen  raifed  great  Sums  on  the 
nobility,  by  making  then!  pay  fines  for 
fuch  crown  lands  as  they  enjoyed,  to 
which  they  could  not  make  out  a  clear 
title. 

A  treaty  ef  peace  between  England  and 
S fat n  was  entered  upon  this  year  at  Bz- 
Ugne,  but  the  Queen  refufing  to  abandon 
the  Dutch,  it  came  to  nothing. 

The  Engfi/h  and  Dutch  gave  the  Spa- 
niards a  great  defeat  before  Newport  in 
Flanders,  where  9000  of  the  latter  were 
flain. 

The  Englijb  Eaji-India  company  was 
erected  this  year,  and  they  eftablimed  ■ 
factories  at  China,  Japan,  India,  Amboy- 
na,  J.vva,  and  Sumatra.  This  voyage 
colt,  upon  their  m-ft  cut-fit,  in  /hips,  goods, 
<cc.  72,000/. 

The  Pope  publtfheJ  his  bulls  to  exclude 
king  James  from  the  throne  of  England, 
and  at  the  fame  time  there  was  a  con- 
fpiracy by  the  Cowries  (whofe  father  had 
been  put  to  death  for  high  treafon  in 
Scotland)  to  murder  the  King  ;  and  he 
efcaped  very  narrowly  by  his  Servants 
breaking  into  the  room,  and  killing  the 
Gowries,  as  they  were  about  to  commit  the 
fact. 

Prince  Charles  (afterwards  king  Ckarlet 
I.)  was  born  at  Dumfermline,  in  oVu/W, 
November  19. 

An  earthquake  happened  at  Pern,  &c. 
The  earl  of  EJftx  was  deprived  of  his 
places,  and  retired  to  the  country,  but  foon 
after  returned  to  Lwdcn,  and  entertained 
all  thofe  who  were  difaflecled  to  the  go- 
vernment :  he  endeavoured  alfo  to  bring 
the  king  of  Scots  over  to  his  party,  and 
Snake  contemptuoufly  cf  the  Queen.  He 
courted  both  papifts  and  puritans,  and 
hired  foldiers  to  defend  his  houfe,  enter- 
ing into  a  confpiracy  to  Seixe  the  Queen 
and  court,  and  take  the  tower.  Being 
commanded  to  attend  the  council,  he  re- 
futed, affcmbled  his  friends,  and  fortified 
EJfex-beufe  }  four  of  the  privy  council  be- 
ing fent  thither,  to  enqurre  into  the  reav 
fon  of  this  conduct,  he  imprifoned  them, 
and  fallied  out  into  the  city,  but  no- 
joining  him,  he  was  proclaimed  it 
traitor,  and  returning  to  his  houfe,  he 
and  bis  friend,  the  earl  of  Southampton^ 

were, 
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sjrere  nude  prisoners,  and  committed  to 
the  tower. 

160 1,  Feb.  19.  FJftx  and  Southampton 
were  bi ought  to  their  trial  before  their 
peers,  and  con vi died  of  high  treafon,  in 
confpiring  again  ft  the  Queen,  and  break- 
ing out  into  open  rebellion,  and  EJfcx 
was  beheaded  in  the  tower  on  the  25th 
lif  February. 

Cuff,  hi*  fecretary,  Merricit  his  Rew- 
ard, Sir  Ctri/tppher  Blunt,  and  Sir  R>ltrt 
Dar.vcrs,  his  accomplices,  were  executed 
forne  few  diys  aftdr. 

The  Qu_cen  granted  a  charter  to  the 
earl  of  Cumberland  and  21$  knights,  to 
purfue  voyages  to  the  Eajl-lndiei.  Up- 
on the  return  of  their  fine  voyage,  they 
took  pofleflion  of  the  ill  and  of  St.  Helena. 

Dec.  The  amba&dor  from  the  king  of 
Scatt  congratulated  the  Queen  opon  the 
cHfcovery  of  the  plot,  which  he  had  rea- 
fon  to  do,  if  it  be  true  that  EJex  had  an 
intention  to  ufurp  the  throne  of  Er.g- 
ianJ,  as  fome  luggeft,  though  king  James 
apprehended  EJJtx  was  in  his  intermit,  and 
accordingly  preferred  his  friends  when  he 
came  to  the  crown. 

Efhcabttb  added  sooo/.  a  year  to  Jamett 
pcnficm. 

1601.  The  tenth  and  lad  parliament 
of  this  reign  met  on  the  27th  of  OOabtr. 

A  bill  was  brought  in  to  prevent  the 
riding  in  coaches,  it  being  fuggefted  that 
this  contributed  to  render  gentlemen  in- 
active and  effeminate  ;  but  it  was  dropped. 

It  was  rcfulved  that  a  Iherifr"  could  not 
be  elected  knight  of  the  fliire  for  his 
own  county,  but  that  he  might  be  made 
fheriff  after  he  was  elected. 

People  ufing  to  wear  boots  and  mon- 
frrous  long  fpurs,  on  foot  as  well  as  on 
horfeback,  the  SpeJter  directed  the  mem- 
bers to  come  into  the  houfc  without 
fpurs. 

In  the  debates  on  the  fnpply,  it  wat 
Acwn,  that  the  laft  whole  fubfidics  being 
after  the  rate  of  four  (hillings  in  the 
pound  upon  lands,  and  eight  floats  up- 
on goods,  did  not  amount  to  more  than 
80,000/.  the  clergy's  fubf.dy  amounted  to 
ao,coo/.  and  the  double  fifteenths  to 
~6o,ooo/.  the  total  i6o,occ/.  whereas  the 
Qjieen  had  fpent  300,000/.  in  the  Jrijh  war. 

Sir  Walter  Rale'tgb  obferved,  on  this  oc- 
taflon,  that  the  eflates  of  the  nobility  and 
gentry,  which  were  charged  at.  thirty  or 
forty  pounds  in  the  Queen's  books,  were 
not  charge!  at  a  hundredth  part  of  the 
era!  value,  fuggefting  tliat  this  was  the 
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reafon  the  fubfidica  railed  fb  little;  and 

he  moved,  th.it  as  the  juftices  of  peace 
were  fcartc  any  of  them  rated  above  eight 
or  ten  pounds  a  year,  they  might  be  ad- 
vanced to  twenty  pounds  per  ana.  at  leart, 
which  was  the  qualification  required  by 
the  ftatutc  for  a  ju'»ke  of  peace  j  but  the 
gentlemen  were  wiier,  it  leems,  than  to 
alter  the  rate  of. taxation,  and  leave  them- 
felves  1'uble  to  be  taxed  at  the  rack-rent, 
as  the  zealous  men  in  the  midland  coun- 
ties did,  in  the  reign  of  }V\U\am  III. 

The  pailiament  however,  granted  four 
entire  fubfidies,  and  eight  fifteenths,  which 
is  the  largcit  fupply  that  was  given  ia 
this  reign,  though  when  they  gave  three 
fubfidies  ind  fix  fifteenths,  they  provid- 
ed that  even  that  fliould  never  be  drawn 
into  example. 

Monopolies  came  next  under  debate* 
Tbefe  were  patents  granted  to  fomc  parti- 
cular fubjedts  to  engrofs  almoft  every  branch 
ot  trade,  the  grantees  not  frittering  any  per- 
fon  to  make  or  fell  the  goods  mentioned  in 
their  refpecYive  patents,  and  felting  what 
price  they  p leafed  upon  their  goods,  info- 
much  tliat  fait,  one  of  thefe  monopolies, 
was  rat  fed  from  fourteen  pence  to  fourteen 
fbilliogs  a  bulhel ;  brandy,  vinegar,  fpirits, 
leather,  and  other  articles,  in  proportion} 
which  patents  were  either  obtained  for  mo»- 
ney,  or  given  to  the  Queen's  officers  and 
fervants,  (Sir  Walter  Raleigh  particularly* 
bad  a  patent  for  the  fole  vending  of  tin.) 
Thefe  monopolies  had  been  complained  of* 
in  parliament,  and  promifed  to  be  vacated 
four  years  before,  and  fome  had  been  re- 
verted, but  many  more  continued.  It  was 
now  therefore  moved  to  have  them  revoked, 
and  the  patentees  punifhed  for  their  extor- 
tions. 

Sir  Fradt  Barer,  on  the  other  hand, in- 
fiflcd,  that  the  Queen  had  a  right  to  grant 
thofe  monopolizing  patents,  and  by  a  rem. 
djlante  might  even  fufpend  the  penal  laws  ; 
and  moved,  that  as  it  was  a  metier  which 
touched  her  Majcfty's  prerogative,  they 
fliould  proceed  by  way  of  petition  to  herA 
and  not  by  bill. 

Alter  which  a  lift  of  thirty  or  forty  mo- 
nopolies being  read  in  the  houfc,  a  member 
demanded  if  there  was  not  a  patent  for 
making  of  bread  ?  at  which  fome  courtiers 
cxprcfiiing  their  refentment,  he  replied,  if 
bread  was  not  amongft  them,  it  would  Ihort- 
ly,  if  a  flop  was  not  put  to  the  grievance. 

The  Queen  understanding  what  a  fer- 
ment the  houfc  was  in  on  this  occafion,  did 
not  ftay  till  ihe  was  addrcfled,  but  fent  a 

mcf-

menage  Co  the  houfe,  acquainting  them  that 
fcveral  petitions  bad  been  prvfented  her 
vg^inft  monopolies,  (but  took  no  notice  of" 
the  debates  in  the  houfe)  and  declared  fhe 
was  fenfibly  touched  with  the  people*!  griev- 
ances, -rxpreffing  the  utmort  indignation 
againft  thofe  who  had  abufed  her  grants, 
and  appealed  to  God  how  careful  (he  had 
ever  been  to  defend  them  againft  oppres- 
sion, and  promifed  they  fhould  be  revoked. 
Secretary  CecH  added,  her  Majefty  was  not 
apprised  of  the  ill  tendency  of  theft  grants 
when  (he  made  them,  and  hoped  there 
Would  ncTer  be  any  more  :  at  which  the 
houfe  in  general  faid,  Amtn.  The  Secretary 
jhewed  his  indignation,  however,  at  the 
preemption  of  the  people  without  doors, 
sh  taking  notice  of  the  debates  of  the 
houfe,  and  cried  out  as  he  pafTed  the  ftrcets, 
God  prvfper  tboje  tbat  art  ega'vjl  monapoliet. 

A  proclamation  being  publifhed  foon  af- 
Ifcrfor  revoking  the  faid  patents,  the  houfe 
attended  her  majefty  in  a  body  with  an  ad. 
drefs  of  thanks. 

In  anfwer  to  which,  the  Queen  faid,  fhe 
defired  to  live  no  longer  than  to  fee  their 
(  profperityj  that  (he  ncTcr  fet  her  pen  to 
any  grant  which  was  not  reprefented  to  her 
to  be  for  the  good  of  her  fubjccls ;  that 
(he  was  extremely  obliged  to  thofe  who  had 
moved  for  a  redrefs  of  thefe  grievances ;  /he 
would  never  fufter  oppreflions  to  be  privi- 
leged under  colour  of  her  patent;,  it  was 
beneath  her  royal  dignity ;  when  fhe  was 
apprized  of  it,  Ihe  could  give  no  reft  to  her 
thoughts  till  it  was  reformed,  nor  mould 
they  efeape  puniftimenf,  who  had  oppreffed 
her  people  undercolour  of  her  authority. 

In  the  debstes  on  the  bill  for  the  better 
obfervation  of  the  fabbath,  and  the  giving 
the  jufticcs  of  peace  a  power  of  levying  the 
forfeiture  of  a  milling  for  not  coming  to 
church,  fome  fevere  reflections  were  made 
on  the  jufticcs  of  peace,  as  that  they  traf- 
ficked with  their  commiffions,  and  every 
pen?l  ftatute  they  were  empowered  to  exe- 
cute, was  as  beneficial  to  them,  as  a  tax 
for  their  maintenance. 

A  complaint  was  made  in  this  parliament 
of  the  Dunkirk  privateers,  or  rather  pirates, 
which  now  firft  began  to  annoy  the  EngHjlt 
merchants,  and  had  the  impudence  to  tor- 
ture and  put  to  death  their  mariners  ;  a 
poor  little  town  that  could  man  but  two 
flrips  at  firft,  but  were  now  increafed  to 
twenty,  they  landed  upon  the  Engfijb  coaft, 
and  carried  oft"  the5  very  hanreft  men.  A  mo- 
tion was  therefore  nude  for  fuppr effing 
them.    Another  motion  v.  as  made  againft 


exporting  iron  ordnance  to  Spain,  Germany* 
and  Dunkirk.  Sir  Walter  Ralagb  obferved, 
that  formerly  one  EngUB  fliip  was  a  march 
for  ten  Spaniards,  but  hnce  they  had  been 
fupplied  with  our  ordnance,  a  Spanijb  (hip 
was  equal  to  one  of  England* 

The  laft  thing  done  in  this  parliament 
was  a  collection  for  the  poor,  as  was  ufua) 
in  thofe  times  at  the  end  of  a  feifion,  out 
of  which  the  chaplain  of  the  houfe  had 
ten  pounds,  and  the  ferjeant  thirty  ;  the 
reft  was  diftribured  to  the  prifoners  in  the 
two  counters,  Ludgate  and  Newgate,  and 
the  prifoners  in  Soutbwark  and  rVt/hnh/er,

The  Queen  treated  wir,h  the  kings  of 
France  and  Denmark  about  the  regulation  of 
traftkk,  and  the  fifhery  on  the  coaft  of 
Norway  j  the  commiflioners  met  at  Bre- 
men, but  they  could  not  agree. 

Upon  an  infpeftion  of  the  navy,  the 
number  of  vcficls  were  forty-two;  none  of 
thefe  carried  above  forty  guns,  and  four 
only  came  up  to  that  number ;  the  number 
of  guns  in  the  whole  fleet  amounted  to

March  iS.  Sir  CbriBopber  Blunt  and  Sif 
Ciarlet  Da-vert  were  beheaded  on  1  rw£r~ 
bill,  as  accomplices  of  the  carl  of  EJfcx. 

Sept.  The  rebels  in  Ireland  received  an 
aid  from  Spain,  but  the  Lord-Deputy  drove 
Tyrone  to  great  ftraits,  and  the  Spanixrdt 
returned. 

Several  of  the  earl  of  EJfex"%  accomplice* 
were  executed,  and  others  pardoned  by  the 
Queen. 

The  Scott  fent  ambaftadors  to  the  Queen, 
to  clear  up  a  charge  that  Jamei  had  afiifted 
the  Irijh  rebels. 

The  Spaniardt  land  4000  men  near  Kin- 
fale  in  Ireland,  on  the  23d  of  September,  and 
took  pofleffion  of  that  town,  and  were  fol- 
lowed by  a  reinforcement  of  aooo  more. 
They  joined  Tyr&ne,  the  general  of  the  Irifb 
rebels,  but  the  lord-deputy  Mountjoy  fur* 
prucd  their  army  in  the  night-time,  and 
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entirely  defeated  them  \  he  afterwards  com- 
piled the  garriibn  of  Kin  fait  to  furrender, 
by  the  articles  whereof,  the  Sfaniardi 
Agreed  to  furrender  all  other  places  jn  their 
poiTcflion,  and  to  evacuate  the  kingdom, 
which  they  did  focn  after  j  and  Tynne 
being  obliged  to  furrender  at  difcretion  the 
year  following  he  was  carried  by  the  Lord 
Depuiy  in  tiiumph  to  Dublir,  after  he  had 
been  eight  years  in  rebellion. 

The  archduke  of  Jujlria  made  advances 
for  a  peace,  but  the  Queen  rejected  tbem  ; 
Ibe  fufp  nded  the  States  anrual  payment 
for  two  years,  and  allowed  them  to  wife 
7000  men  in  England. 

This  year  died  Htnr*  Herbert,  earl  of 
Potilrcke,  alfo  lord  Wxlkugbbyi 

Deem  19.    The  parliament  was  diflblved. 

1602.  Sir  Robert  Manjtl  with  three 
iVips  defeated  Ax  Spanijb  gallies  \  he  fonk 
two  and  took  one. 

A  quarrel  happened  between  the  Jefults 
and  fecular  pricfts,  and  the  <^ie<.n  iflucd  a 
proclamation,  baniihing  the  Jcfuits  from 
the  kingdom.

1 603.  The  Queen  being  taken  ill  the  begin- 
ning of  January ,  intimated  her  defire  that 
the  king  of  Scott  ihould  fuccced  her,  in 
which  the  whole  nation  feemed  to  concur, 
no  mention  being  made  of  the  Suffolk  fa- 
mily, whom  her  father,  Henry  Vill.  had 
appointed  to  fucceed,  on  the  death  of  his 
daughter  EJixabetb  without  UTue.  She 
feethed  concerned  that  all  her  fu  bjeets  were 
making  their  court  to  the  king  of  Scotland 
in  her  life-time,  and  that  her  intimate 
friends,  whom  (he  had  moA  favoured,  would 
fcarce  afford  her  their  company,  when  her 
cafe  became  defperate.  She  expired  the 
14th  of  March,  1603,  and  was  buried  in 
H'efiminfter  abbey,  on  the  a8th  of  jfyril, 
with  great  magnificence,  at  the  expence 
of  17,428/.  as  her  fucceflbr  directed,  in  his 
letter  to  the  lords  of  the  council.  She 
died  in  the  70th  year  of  her  age,  and  the 
45th  of  her  reign.

1603.  "TAMES,  thefonof Henry  Stuart 
ij  lord  D  amity,  and  Mary  queen  of 
Scots  (the  only  child  of  James  V.  king  of 
Scots,  who  was  fon  of  James  IV., and  Mar- 
garet his  queen,  the  cldeft  daughter  of  Henry 
VII.  king  of  England,)  fucceeded  to  the 
crown  by  hereditary  right,  as  well  as  the 
appointment  of  queen  EHxabetb ;  but  con- 
trary to  an  act  of  parliament  of  Henry  VIII. 
empowering  that  King  to  limit  the  fuccef- 
fion,  on  failure  of  ifluc  of  his  daughters 
Mary  and  Elizabeth,  to  whom  he  thought 
fit ;  for,  in  purfuance  of  that  power,  king 
Henry  VIII.  by  his  laft  will,  appointed  the 
iflueof  hisyoungeft  fifrer,  Mary,  by  Claries 
Brandon,  duke  of  Suffolk,  to  fuccecd  to  the 
crown ;  but  for  reafons  bed  known  to 
themfclves,  the  Suffolk  family  wared  their 
claim,  and  haveconflantly  fworn  allcgianee 
to  the  Scotch  line. 

March  24.  James  was  proclaimed  king 
by  the  council. 

Sir  Charles  Percy  and  Thomas  Somerfet 
were  fent  to  James  to  notify  the  Qti«,eii*<; 
death,  and  many  perfons  went  to  Sect/and 
to  pay  their  refpeets  to  his  Maiefty. 

April  5.  King  James  fct  out  from  Edin- 
burgh, \t\  order  to  rake  pofltfTion  of  tlie 
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Cap.  xs«   Directs  horfes  to  be  tolled. 

36  El'ix*.  Two  fubfidies  were  granted 
by  the  clergy,  and  by  the  laity  three  5  be- 
tides fix  fifteenths  and  tenths  :  there  was  a 
daufe  in  the  act,  that  this  contribution 
fhould  not  be  drawn  into  an  example. 

In  her  fortieth  year,  the  fame  was  grant* 
ed. 

In  her  forty-fecond  year,  to  fureifh  her 
with  money  towards  the  h  ijb  war,  fhe  ap- 
pointed commiflioners  to  confirm  the  crown 
land  to  any  po  fie  (Tors,  that  held  any  bad 
titles,  and  to  take  money  for  the  confirma- 
tion. 

It  was  computed,  the  annual  fupplies 
granted  to  EKxabtth,  did  not  exceed  67,000/. 

In  the  four  years  of  the  war  with  Spain, 
fhe  expended  1,300,000/. 

43  Ehz.  Cap.  4.  Empowered  the  lord 
chancellor  to  enquire  how  lands  given  to 
charitable  ufes  have  been  applied,  and  to 
order  them  to  be  put  to  the  ufes  they  were 
intended  for. 

Cap.  7.  Perforts  cutting  Handing  corn,

He  arrived  at  the  Cbarter-boufe,  in 
London,  and  was  obliged  to  ifTue  out  a  pro- 
clamation to  hinder  the  people  from  flock- 
ing to  him. 

Sir  John  Peyton's  fon  was  knighted,  by 
James  I.  being  the  firft  perfon  on  whom 
he  confe:red  that  honour  fincc  his  accef- 
fion  to  the  throne. 

The  King  made  200  knights  at  his  ar- 
rival »:  Lc»don>  and  in  his  journey  thither. 

James 
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Jamil  refufed  to  go  into  mourning  for 
the  Ute  Queen,  and  would  not  fufier  any 
mourning  at  court. 

The  King  received  the  earl  of  EJfex'% 
enemies  but  coldy. 

Sir  Robert  Cecil,  fecretary  of  ftatc,  was 
devoted  to  Jamet  before  the  Queen's 
death. 

The  King  careflcs  the  Howard  family. 

Hugb  O'Neal,  earl  of  Tyrone,  who  lud 
for  many  years  commanded  the  Irljh  rebels, 
being  brought  prifoner  to  Linden  about  this 
lime,  by  the  lord  Mountfcy,  was  pardoned. 

The  King  created  fix t) -two  knights  of 
the  Batb,  taoA  of  them  noblemen's  fons, 
or  perfons  of  dirtinction. 

June  1.  The  plague  being  in  London  (of 
which  died  30,044  perfons)  a  perfon  was 
whipped  through  the  town  for  going  to 
court  when  his  noufe  was  infected. 

Jur.t  4.  Valentine  Tbamat  was  hnnged, 
for  having  confpired  againft  Elixabub  and 
and  her  council. 

The  marquis  of  Rofny  arrived  amhaflador 
from  France,  to  congratulate  the  King  on 
his  accertion. 

The  Archduke,  and  king  of  Spain  alto 
fent  ambartadors,  the  latter  had  orders  to 
treat  of  a  peace. 

The  King  on  account  of  the  plague,  re- 
tired to  Wilton,  a  feat  of  the  carl  of  Pern- 
^rji/'s  near  Salifbury. 

The  Catholicks  petition  the  King,  who 
anfwered,  that  he  thought  himfelf  bound 
to  fupport  the  eftabliflied  religion  he  found 
in  1  he  kingdom. 

The  Puritans  alfo  petitioned. 

June  17.  The  Qu e en,  prince  Henry

for  herrings  or  fca-fiflb  exported  by  deni- 
zens. 1

Aug.  7.  Derehrfitr  de/troyed  by  a  fire, 
which  began  at  a  tallow-chandler's,  And 
200,000/.  damage  wat  done. 

Seft.  15.  Sir  Tbtmas  Overbury  is  com- 
mitted to  the  Tower  iot  rcfufing  an  cm- 
batfy. 

Tbe  earl  of  Tyrone  requefted  the  King 
for  a  toleration  of  the  Popitit  religion  in 
Ireland,  but  was  refuted. 

The  Earl,  with  Tyrconnel  and  other  Ca- 
tholicks,  enter  into  a  confpiracy  to  mur- 
der the  lord  Deputy  and  the  Council,  and 
extirpate  the  Engiifli  out  of  Ireland. 

The  countefs  of  Ejj'cx  is  divorced,  on 
pretence  of  a  partial  impotency  in  the  earl, 
and  afterwards  married  to  the  carl  of  £c- 
raerfet. 

The  lady  Frances  Howard,  daughter  of 
the  earl  of  Suffolk,  was  man  icd  to  the  earl 
of  Ejjex  xx  thirteen,  and  htr  huibaud  br- 
ing but  fourteen,  he  was  lent  to  travel, 
while  /he  remained  in  the  court  of  England. 
This  lady  being  feduced  by  the  lord  Ro- 
ehtfier,  the  King's  favourite,  obtained  x 
divorce  from  her  huiband  after  Lis  return, 
on  pretence  of  his  impotency,  and  married 
the  lord  Roclxfter,  which  his  friend,  Sir 
Thomas  Ovt'bury,  ©ppofing,  they  procured 
him  to  be  fent  to  the  T.ivet. 

ffadban  college,  in  Oxford,  founded  by 
Nicholas  Wadi  am,  efqj  and  dame  Dorothy 
his  wife.

The  earl  of  Suffolk,  lord  treafurer,  be- 
ing convicted  of  taking  bribes,  and  em- 
het  sling  the  King's  treafure,  was  difgraccd, 
and  fined  30,000/.  and  Sir  John  Benner, 
judge  of  the  prerogative  court }  was  con- 
victed of  bribery,  and  fined  ao,ooo/.  by  the 
court  of  star-chamber.

The  King  delivers  up  Flvjbing,  Ramt- 
tins,  and  the  Brill,  to  the  States  of  Hol- 
land, for  lefs  than  a  tenth  part  of  the 
charges  they  were  to  pay  for  the  aiGftance 
queen  Efixabctb  gave  them. 

Sir  Francis  Bacon  is  made  lord  chancel- 
lor, in  the  room  of  Thomas  lord  Ellef- 
mere. 

May  26.  Robert  Sidney  lord  Lijle,  it  ho- 
noured with  the  order  of  the  garter. 

Francis  earl  of  Rutland,  George  ViWurx, 
nufter  of  the  horfe,  chief  juftice  in  eyre, 
warden  of  the  cinque-ports,  lie  ward  of 
Wejhninfter,  con/table  of  WindCar,  and  lord 
high  admiral  of  England}  and  Robert  Sidney, 
vifcount  Lifie,  are  inftallcd  at  Windsor. 

Charles  duke  of  Cornwall,  the  King's 
Xecond  fon,  created  prince  of  JVtUu 
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I  ^  Dee,  6.  The  arthbifhop  of  Spalato  cornel 
into  England,  turns  Protoftant,  and  has 
preferment  in  the  church  }  and  after  five 
years  Aay  goes  6vcr  to  the  church  of  Rons* 
again. 

j  617.  The  King  rrfolved  to  compel  the 
Scotch  to  conform  to  the  church  of  Eng* 
land.    He  meets  with  a  great  oppofition. 

The  carl  of  Buckingham  rules  every 
thing  at  court  j  he  beflowed  nothing  with- 
out money  or  a  yearly  penfion. 

Alar,  14.  James  takes  a  journey  to  Scet- 
htd,  where  he  arrived  the  beginning  of 
May,  and  returned  into  England  the  1 5th 
of  Stptember  following. 

The  King  opened  the  parliament  at  Bcr» 
1vick,  and  nominated  certain  Commiflioners 
to  examine  and  fettle  the  affairs  of  religion. 
He  gets  an  article  pafled  which  gave  hint 
full  power  j  the  minifters  prcrelt  againft 
that  article,  upon  which  the  King  fum- 
moned  them,  -and  made  a  harfh  fpeech  to 
them  ;  they  then  demanded  a  general  af- 
fembly,  which  tbe  King  refufedj  however, 
after  great  tumults,  he  grants  them  leave 
to  call  one,  and  obtains  his  dcGrc.

Ferdinand  was  proclaimed  King  of  Bohe- 
mia, the  States  refufed  to  own  him,  and 
James  interpofes  to  make  up  matters. 

The  Spar'tjh  court  continue*  to  amufe 
the  King. 

July*  One  Bernard  Calvert,  fct  out  of 
Scutlwark  at  3  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
embarked  at  Doner  at  8,  went  to  Calais, 
and  returned  to  Stuthxcark  the  lame  day 
at  8  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

Frederick  count  Palatine,  the  King's  fon- 
In-law,  was  elected  king  of  Bohemia,  in  a 
Tumultuous  manner,  which  king  Jama 
disapproves.

James  defired  to  be  umpire  between  F/r- 
dinand  and  Frederick,  but  could  not  fucceed, 
both  being  jealous  of  him  j  the  one,  be- 
caufc  he  was  a  prorcftant,  and  father-in- 
law  to  his  adverfiry,  the  other,  Lccnufc 
yamts  had  openly  declared  be  difappro\cd 
a/  hii  conduct. 

James  gave  Sir  Frar.z'r.  Crgr.e  iccc/.  to 


eftablifli  a  houfe  at  McrtLke  in  Surry,  saT 
the  manufactory  of  tapeilry. 
>  Philip  ordered  an  army  to  be  raifed  in 
the  Netherlands  to  invade  the  Palatinate, 
and  the  Pope  fupplied  the  Emperor  with 
money. 

Jajnes  was  feized  with  a  dangerous  ill- 
nels,  which  had  near  ended  his  life. 

Copper  money  was  this  year  firft  ufed 
in  England. 

James,  folicitcd  by  his  Subjects,  fends 
near  3000  men  to  the  aflirtance  of  Frederick 
count  Palatine, 

The  imperial  general  gained  a  complete 
victory  at  Prague,  and  obliged  the  Elector 
and  family  to  fly  to  IhUand. 

Nov.  7.  The  elector  Palatine  is  pro- 
fcribed  by  the  Emperor,  and  lofes  not  on- 
ly his  kingdom  of  Bohemia,  but  all  his 
German  territories. 

Pembroke  college  in  Oxford  was  founded 
this  year. 

James  fends  an  cmbafly  to  Germany  to 
the  fcvcral  Princes,  to  endcavaur  to  effect 
a  peace  between  the  two  Princes  engaged, 
Janus  folicits  Lewis  XII  I.  in  behalf  of 
the  Huguenots,  but  could  obtain  nothing. 

ThcK  ing  demands  a  benevolence  for  the 
defence  of  the  Palatinate. 

.Conway  is  made  fecrctary  of  ftate,  and 
Sir  Lionel  Cranfield  lord  treafurer. 

The  marquis  of  Buckingham  married  this 
year,  the  earl  of  Rut  Una' t  only  daughter, 
the  richefl  heirefs  in  the  kindom. 

The  king  feigns  to  take  at  heart  the 
defence  of  the  Palatinate. 

He  this  year  created  forty  five  baronets. 
16a  1,  Jan.  30.  The  third  parliament 
of  this  reign  met,  when  the  lord  chan- 
cellor Bacon  was  convicted  of  bribery, 
fined  40,000/.  and  imprifoned  during  the 
King's  pleafure.  The  feals  were  taken 
from  him,  and  given  to  Dr.  mUUmt,  dean 
of  WeRminJler,  who  was  made  bUhop  of 
Lincoln,  and  afterwards  archbifhop  of  7W. 

The  King  farmed  to  Sir  Giles  Mempejfen 
and  Francis  Michel,  an  exclufive  patent  for 
the  die  of  gold  and  filver  lace ;  by  this 
privilege  they  had  been  guilty  of  fraud, 
the  parliament  committed  them  to  prifon, 
and  fined  Michel  in  1000/.  and  imprison- 
ment for  life,  Mompeffon  made  his  efcape. 

In  this  parliament  were  firft  formed  the 
parties  of  Court  and  Country. 

This  year  licences  were  firft  granted  for 
publick  houfes. 

Archbi/hop  Abbot  accidentally  killed  the 
keeper  of  his  park. 
Great  heats  arifc  In  the  houfe  of  com- 
mons, 
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tMi,  end  they  draw  up  a  reraonftrance, 
and  protcft  in  vindication  of  their  privi- 
leges. 

Mar,  ft  I.  Pbilib  III.  king  of  Spain  died, 
aad  ir  fuccceded  by  his  fon  Philip  IV. 

The  houfc  of  lords  petition  againft  thr 
making  fuch  a  multitude  of  Scotch  and 
Jriifc  lords. 

The  parliament  again  met  in  November, 
and  inufted  upon  their  privileges  in  free- 
dom of  fpeech,  and  'James  fent  for  the 
journal  of  the  houfe,  and  tore  out  the 
leaf  containing  their  protection. 

The  King  difljlved  the  parliament  by 
proclamation;  many  were  confined,  and  the 
earls  of  Oxford  and  Southampton  were  fent 
to  the  Tower. 

Frederick  count  Palatini  met  with  lit- 
tle foccefs,  and  was  obliged  to  lay  down 
his  arms  for  the  prefent. 

The  Emperor,  in  a  diet  aflembled  at 
Ratijbon,  declared  Frederick  guilty  of  high- 
treafon,  and  in  veiled  Maximilian  ot  Ba- 
varia, eleclor  Palatine. 

Microfcopes  were  this  year  firft  made  in 
Germany. 

The  broad  (ilk  manufactory  from  raw 
filk,  introduced  into  England  about  this  time. 

The  King  created  twenty-five  baronets 
this  year. 

The  King  fent  lord  Digby  to  Vienna,  to 
endeavour  to  adjuft  the  elector  Palatini* 
affairs. 

GcmJemar  is  infulted  by  the  people,  for 
which  the  King  orders  one  of  the  mob 
to  be  publickly  whipped  by  the  hangman. 

The  parliament  delays  granting  the  King 
money. 

In  France,  Lewis  XIII.  prefled  the  Hu- 
guenots, and  inverted  Mountauban. 

The  twelve  years  truce  being  expired 
between  Spain  and  the  United  Provinces, 
the  Emperor  and  the  Archduke  ftrive  to 
amuie  James* 

July  19.  The  Archduke  died. 

Nov.  20.  The  King  rcaflcmbles  the  par- 
liament, on  lord  Digby\  return  from  his 
cmbalTy. 

1621-ft.  Jan.  6.  The  parliament  is  dif- 
folved,  having  patted  no  other  a&s  but 
the  fubfidies,  and  feveral  of  the  members 
arc  afterwards  committed  to  prifon. 

The  parliament  granted  the  King  two 
fubfidies,  amounting  to  fomething  more 
than  200,000/.  to  enable  him  to  recover 
the  Palatinate  for  his  fon-in-law,  and  pro- 
mifed  to  aflift  him  to  the  utmoft  of  their 
power,  if  he  could  not  recover  it  by 
twaty.

Thirty  two  baronets  were  created  this 
year. 

Gage  is  fent  to  Rome  to  forward  the  dif- ' 
penfations. 

The  imprifoned  recufants  are  all  releafed, 
and  Gondemar  boafted  that  4000  were  re- 
leafed  at  his  intcrcefiion. 

Lord  Faux,  a  papift,  is  permitted  toraife 
4000  men  far  the  fcrvice  of  the  Infanta 
againft  the  States. 

The  Spaniards  takes  Heidclbergb  t nd  Mon- 
beim,  and  befieges  Franckendal:  the  famous 
library  at  Heidelberg  was  carried  to  Rime, 
and  put  into  the  Vatican. 

Sir  Richard  kVcfton  is  fent  to  Brujfth, 
who  obtained  letters  of  in  treaty  from  the 
Infanta  to  the  Emperor's  generals  to  pro- 
ceed no  farther. 

1623.  The  King  make*  many  fliameful 
conceflions  in  favour  of  the  catholics, 
and  figns  the  Pope's  poftills,  which  the  king 
of  Spain  demands  in  favour  of  them. 

Feb.  14.  Prince  Claries  with  the  mar- 
quis of  Buckingham,  embark  for  Spain,  in 
order  to  make  up  the  match  with  the 
Infanta,  and  arrive  at  Madrid,  March  6. 

The  prince  took  Paris  in  his  way  to 
Madrid,  and  parted  incognito,  where  he 
faw  the  princefs  Henrietta,  whom  he  af- 
terwards married. 

Articles  or  marriage  are  agreed  on  be- 
tween prince  Claries  and  the  infanta  of 
Spain. 

A  proclamation  was  iffued,  ordering  all 
the  popiih  pricfts  and  regulars,  to  deprjt 

out  of  Ireland. 

Aug.  Pope  Gregory  XV.  died,  which  was 
a  frefh  obitacle  to  the  conelufion  of  the 
marriage,  and  rendered  the  di  penfation 
void. 

The  fatal  vefpers  at  Black-Friars  on  a 
Friday,  when  100  people  loft  their  lives  by 
the  floor  giving  way  under  a  congregation 
who  had  met  to  celebrate  maft. 

The  articles  of  marriage  sre  fworn  to  by  - 
the  Kin£  and  nineteen  privy  counfellort, 
alfo  four  private  articles  sty  favour  of  the 
catholic  religion  bring  tolerated.

The  Pope  adds  new  condition*  to  the  dif- 
penfation  of  the  marriage,  which  was  fent 
to  the  King. 

'  The  prince  of  Wales  fweart  to  the  arti- 
cles at  the  court  of  Spain. 

The  King  makes  u  declaration  in  favour 
of  the  Roman-catholics. 

The  bi&op  of  Cbalcedon  came  into  Erg- 
land  to  exercifc  jurifdiction  over  the  Ca- 
tholics, and  a  chapel  was  began  to  be  built 
at  Sr.  Jartes't  far  the  Infanta's  ufc.

embark  for  an  expedition  againft  Spain. 

He  granted  a  commiihon  for  martial  law 
to  be  in  force. 

A  fleet  under  the  command  of  Sir  Ed- 
Tvdrd  Cecil,  vi '"count  Wanbleton,  admiral, 
and  the  earl  of  Effex,  vice-admiral,  being 
Tent  to  befiege  Cadiz,  made  a  defcent  near 
that  city,  but  were  forced  to  re-embark 
their  troops  again  without  affecting  any 
thing,  it  being  too  late  in  the  year  fur 
further  action. 

This  fleet  confjfted  of  eighty  good  flaips; 
they  cruized  oft*  cape  St.  Vlncgnt  to  meet  • 
the  Spanijh  plate  fleet,  but  sniffed  it,  and 
returned  very  fickly. 

The  King  extorted  loans  from  his  fub- 
jecls. 

The  privy  council  iflucd  out  warrants  <  o 
dffarm  recufints,  and  the  biihops  were  or- 
dered to  proceed  againft  papifts. 

Michaelmas  term  adjourned  from  JVeftmln- 
Jler  to  Reading,  on  account  of  the  plague. 

Oel.  30.  The  great  feal  wa*  taken  from 
bifhop  iVUttam,  and  given  to  Sir  Tbomat 
Coventry,  who  was  made  lord-keeper. 

Sir  Edward  die,  who  had  been  lord 
chief  juftitc  of  England,  was  compelled  to 
fcrve  as  high  flier i ft. 

1615-6,  Jan*  31.  All  perfons  of  forty 
pounds  a  year,  or  more,  were  ordered  to 
come  and  receive  the  order  of  knighthood. 

F<1.  1.  King  Cbarles  I.  was  crowned  at 
Wefiminfler  with  his  Queen,  by  arch  biihop 
Ablet  \  his  Majefty  chofe  to  be  cloathed  in 
white,  rather  than  purple,  as  his  prede- 
ceflors  ufually  were  at  a  coronation. 

To  prevent  expence  and  the  increafe  of 
the  plague,  he  omitted  riding  in  ftatefrom 
the  tower  to  Whitehall. 

Feb.  6.  The  fecond  parliament  in  thia 
reign  met  at  Wtjineinjltr. 

Committees  were  appointed,  one  for  re-? 
ligion,  one  for  redrefs  of  grievances,  and 
out  for  fecret  affairs. 

The  King  was  thanked  by  the  parlia- 
ment for  his  anfwer  to  the  petition  againft: 
the  recufants,  vnd  the  King  fent  letters  to 
the  judges  of  the  circuit  to  proceed  againft 
them. 

The  commons  neglected  the  King's  af- 
fairs, and  proceeded  upon  the  grievances  of 
the  nation  ;  the  houfe  of  lords  folicitcdthe 
commons  in  vain. 

The  King  fent  a  mefTage  to  the  houfe 
demanding  a  fupply,  and  they  voted  him 
four  fubfidies  and  three  fifteenths. 

The  earl  of  Brifiol  and  biihop  WiUiamt 
not  being  fummoned  to  parliament,  the

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lords  petitioned  his  Majefty  they  may  each 
of  them  hare  a  writ  of  fummons,  which 
wjs  granted.

A  thankfgiving  for  the  abatement  of  the 
plague,  at  had  been  observed  in  London  the 
20th  of  January  before. 

The  earl  of  Arundel being  committed  to  the 
Tower  by  his  Majefty  during  the  feffion  of 
parliament,  without  caufe  fhewn,  the  lords 
addrefs  the  King  to  difcharge  him  Rooking 
upon  it  as  an  invafion  of  their  privileges) 
with  which  add re W  his  Majefty  complied. 

Coaches  were  this  year  ufed  in  London 
by  the  gentry. 

The  inhabitants  of  London,  JVcjlmnfler, 
fcfr.  were  commanded  by  proclamation  to 
keep  all  their  urine  throughout  the  year, 
for  making  fait  petre* 

1626.  Buckingham's  conduct  was  ex- 
amined by  the  houfe,  and  one  Dr.  Turner 
moved  a  qoeftion,  Whether  common  fame 
be  a  good  ground  of .  proceeding  for  the 
houfe  }  which  was  approved. 

The  King  demanded  juftice  of  Turner, 
and  was  much  offended  with  the  commons. 

March'  29.  The  King  fent  for  both 
houfes  to  Whitehall,  and  made  a  long 
fpecch,  which  the  commons  took  offence 
sit,  and  make  a  remonftrance. 

Charles  confented  to  the  profecutlon  of 
his  favourite,  and  the  commons  acquainted 
the  Duke  with  xheir  design,  who  avoided 
anfwering. 

April  9.  Sir  Francis  Bacon*  lord  Vtrulam, 
and  vifcount  of  St.  Albans,  died  at  lord 
Amndert  houfe  at  Higbgate,  where  he  had 
been  about  a  week  upon  a  vifit,  being  then 
about  fixty-fix  years  of  age,  and  was  buried 
at  St.  Michael's  church  in  St.  Albans,  in 
purfuance  of  hit  will. 

He  had  been  advanced  to  the  office  of  at- 
torney-general, which  he  executed  with 
great  apphuifo  He  was  afterwards  consti- 
tuted lord  keeper  and  then  lord  chancellor, 
in  which  high  ftation  being  charged  with 
taking  numbcriefs  bribe*,  he  was  adjudg- 
ed by  his  peers  [May  3,  16x0]  to  pay  a 
fine  of  40,000/.  to  beimprifoned  during  the 
King's  pleafure,  and  rendered  forever  inca- 
fablr  of  any  office  or  employment. 

The  King,  however,  rekafed  him  from 
the  Tower,  and  fettled  a  fmall  pemiun  on 
him,  after  which  he  retired  to  hig  cham- 
bers in  Gray'i-Innt  where  he  compoted 
tfWe  works  that  will  rcmler  hi;  nam;  in;- 
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mortal.  He  was  the  g  re*  teft  genius  of  the 
age,  but  the  moft  corrupt  judge  that  ever 
fat  in  the  court  of  Chancery.  He  left  neither 
wife  nor  child  behind  hirr,  which  makes 
his  avarice  the  more  unaccountable. 

Arttclcs  preferred  by  the  comm"  ns  againft 
Mr.  Mtntague*  one  of  the  Kind's  chaplains, 
for  advancing  Popifh  and  Arminian  tenets. 

Articles  u/ high  t  ea!pn  preferred  in  the 
houfe  of  lords  by  Sir  R.lcrt  Heath,  the  at- 
torney general,  againft  the  earl  of  Brijicl, 
grohrtded  on  fame  offences  committed  by 
the  Earl  in  his  negotiating  the  nv.tch  be- 
tween the  prcfent  King  (while  Prince)  and 
the  infanta  of  Spain* 

May  1.  Articles  were  exhibited  by  the 
earl  of  Briftol  againft  the  duke  of  Bucking- 
bam,  in  the  houfe  of  lords,  wherein  jhe 
Duke  was  charged  with  being  popifhly  af- 
fected, and  endeavouring  to  pervert  the 
Prince  (now  King)  to  the  Botrijb  religion, 
when  he  carried  him  into  Spain. 

The  King,  in  a  mcflage  to  the  lords,  af- 
fertcd  the  Duke's  innocence,  of  his  own 
certain  knowledge. 

May  8.  Articles  of  impeaehment  pre- 
ferred againft  the  duke  of  Buckingham, 
by  the  commons  for  fcveral  high  crimes  and 
mifdfmcanori,  committed  in  his  admini- 
stration }  to  which  the  Duke  put  in  his 
anfwer. 

Sir  Dudley  Diggi  and  Sir  John  EWiot, 
two  of  the  members  of  the  commons,  who 
carried  up  the  impeachment  againft  the 
duke  of  Buckingham,  were  committed  to 
the  tower,  for  fome  obnoxious  expreffions 
that  fell  from  them  on  that  occafion,  (the 
firft  begun,  and  the  other  ended  the  im- 
peachment) but  they  were  releafed  foon 
after,  and  explained  th  mfclves. 

May  11.  The  King  went  to  the  houfe 
of  lords,  and  fpuke  in  favour  of  the  Duke* 

The  commons  requefted  the  lords  to  have 
the  Duke  taken  into  cuftody. 

The  Duke  was  chofen  chancellor  of  the 
univerfity  of  Cambridge,  at  which  the 
commons  were  offended. 

They  petition  the  King  concerning  Re- 
eufants,  and  prefented  a  lift  of  fifty-nine 
fufpecled  Papifts,  who  were  in  places  of 
truft. 

The  commons  made  a  remonftran.ee,  at 
which  the  King  publiihed  a  proclamation 
forbidding  the  fame. 

The  King  prevented  the  Duke  from 
being  accufed  in  the  ftar -chamber. 

Junexi.  The  commons  rrmonftratinf 
againft- the  Dukr's  continuing  in  the  ad- 
mi. »"  Oration,  and  againft  the  King's  taking 

rvnnage

tunnage  and  poundage,  the  parliament  was 
diuolved  without  pafliog  one  act  \  the 
fame  day  the  earl  of  Brifiol  wai  again  com- 
mitted to  the  Tower,  and  the  earl  of  Arun- 
del confined  to  his  own  houfe* 

The  peers  employed  their  good  offices  to 
reconcile  the  King  and  commons,  and  pe- 
titioned him  to  allow  the  parliament  to  fit 
longer. 

A  proclamation  was  iflucd  not  to  preach 
upon  the  points  of  Arminianifra  either  for 
or  againft  them* 

June  30.  A  declaration  iflued,  con- 
taining the  caufes  of  his  Majcfty's  dif- 
iolving  the  two  lad  parliaments. 

An  order  of  council  iffucd  for  levying 
tunnage  and  poundage,  till  confirmed  to 
the  King  by  parliament. 

The  King  raifed  money  by  fale  of  the 
crown  lands,  by  loans  and  by  Ihip  money. 

There  were  earthquakes  in  difVcrc.it  parts 
of  the  kingdom,  but  did  little  damage. 

July  1.  The  King  difmifled  the  Queen's 
French  fervants,  which  occafioned  a  war 
with  France. 

July  5.  He  ordered  a  general  faft  to  be 
held. 

Charles  raifed  the  failors  wages  from  four- 
teen to  twenty  millings  a  month. 

A  commi&on  was  iflucd  to  mutter  and 
arm  the  militia. 

This  year  died  the  learned  Lar.ctltt  An- 
drews, bifhop  of  JVmcbejler, 

The  king  of  Denmark,  Chariest  uncle, 
was  defeated  by  count  Tdly,  which  obliged 
the  King  to  raife  money  by  loans  to  aifift 
him. 

The  Papifts  contributed  freely  to  the 
loan,  but  the  Puritans  did  not. 

Off,  A  fleet  fent  to  the  relief  of  the 
Roc  betters  was  difperfed  by  ftortm. 

Gentlemen  were  committed  for  rcfufing 
to  pay  the  money  required  of  them,  by  way 
of  loan,  for  the  King's  lervice  j  and  fome 
of  the  inferior  fort  were  preHcd  for  i oldie rs 
,  on  their  refufal. 

In  order  to  fit  out  a  fleet,  the  maritime 
towns  were  commanded  by  council  to  equip 
a  certain  number  of  vcflels.  The  city  of 
London  was  rated  at  twenty  lhips. 

Chief  juftice  Crew  was  removed,  on  ac- 
count of  oppofing  the  loan,  and  his  place 
was  given  to  Sir  Nicholas  Hyde, 

Sddiers  were  quartered  in  private  houfes. 

The  doctrine  of  pailivc  obedience  was 
preached  by  Dr.  Sibthcrp,  and  archbifhop 
Abbot  was  fufpcndcd  for  rcfufing  to  licence 
'  his  fermons. 
,  The  parliament  afTcmbled  at  H'eftmnfler, 


16*6-7.  A  letter  was  publimed  at  fir? 
calling  of  this  parliament,  under  the  title 

of  A  Speech  without  Doort, 

1627.  The  king  of  France  broke  the 
treaty  of  peace,  and  feized  00  izo  Englijb 

fliips. 

Charles  declared  to  hit  council  the  caufe 
of  his  making  war  with  France, 

March  jt.  The  commons  petitioned 
againft  rccufants. 

April  3.  The  commons  retolve  that  no 
freeman  ought  to  be  confined  by  command 
from  the  K>ng  or  privy  council,  unlets  by 
due  courfe  or  warrant  of  law. 

The  King  fent  a  meflagc  to  the  com- 
mons, that  he  was  willing  to  acquiefce  to 
any  bill  for  the  freedom  of  the  fubjce>,  upon 
which  the  commons  voted  him  five  fubfi- 
dies,  and  returned  directly  upon  the  grie- 
vances. 

June  27.  The  duke  of  Buckingham, 
with  100  fail  of  fhipsof  all  forts,  and  7000 
land  forces  en  board,  fet  fail  from  Portf- 
miutb,  for  the  city  of  RccbtUt  in  France, 
where  being  refufed  admittance,  he  landed 
on  the  ifle  of  Rce,  but  not  being  able  to 
make  himfclf  nutter  of  the  fort  La  Pr/e, 
he  returned  to  England  in  November,  with 
fome  difgrace,  having  loft  one  third  of  hit 
troops  without  affecting  any  thing. 

In  this  commiffion  tut  Buckingham,  it 
was  cxprefTed  that  this  expedition  was  to 
reftore  the  king  of  Bohemia  and  his  family. 

Sir  Jehu  EUiatt,  and  ieveral  other  gentle- 
men petitioned  for  their  reieafe,  and  brought 
their  Habeas  Corpus,  but  were  remanded  to 
prifon.  „ 

Numbsrlefs  complaints  were  raifed  againft. 
the  government  and  the  duke  of  Backing* 
ham. 

The  Duke  fearful  of  being  accufed,  was 
the  firft  that  proposed  calling  a  parliament. 

1627-8,  Jan.  An  order  of  cooncil  wu 
ifTued  to  reieafe  all  gentlemen  who  were 
imprifoned  on  account  of  the  loan,  twenty- 
seven  of  which  were  chofen  as  reprefenta- 
tives  to  ferve  in  the  parliament,  and  the 
loan  was  difcontinued. 

His  Majefty  demands  fupplies. 

Mr.  Secretary  Coke  in  a  fpeech  to  the 
houfe  advifed  them  to  go  upon  the  fupplies* 

The  commons  petition  concerning  the 
billeting  of  foldiers  and  rcdrefs  of  grie- 
vances. Alfo  a  petition  of  right,  which 
they  infilled  upon  prcfenting  as  a  bill. 

A  parliament  was  fummoned  to  meet 
the  17th  of  March. 

March  17.  The  third  parliament  of 
this  reign  met,  and  preferred  a  petition  of 
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tvht  to  his  Majefry,  praying  that  no  loan 
cr  tax  might  bt  Itxitd  but  by  confent  of  par- 
liament. 2.  That  no  man  might  It  impri- 
f.ntd  but  by  legal  prtcejs.  3.  That  fcldiert 
might  nst  be  quartered  on  people  againfi  their 
iviils.  4*  That  no  cammiffions  be  granted  for 
executing  martial ,  law*  .  To  which  the 
King  anfwered,  1  will  that  right  be  done  ac- 
cording to  the  laict  and  cuftoms  of  the  realm* 

This  and  the  following  year  a  great  num- 
ber of  baronets  were  created. 

1628,  jipril  17.  A  fleet  under  the  com- 
mand of  the  c.t.-l  of  Denbigh,  fet  fail  from 
Plymouth,  for  the  relief  of  Rochelle,  but  re- 
turned wittinut  effecting  any  thing. 

The  King  hindered  the  houfc  from  ad- 
journing to  Eafter,  and  prefled  the  com- 
mons for  a  fup  ply . 

The  commons  refolved  that  fupplies  and 
grievances  go  hand  in  hand. 

The  King  fent  a  threatening  meffrge 
to  the  commons,  which  did  him  much  in- 
jury. 

.  jipril  28.  He  fent  for  both  houfes  to 
Whitehall,  and  made  a  fpecch  to  them  by 
the  Lord  Keeper. 

Many  mefiages  pafled  between  the  King 
and  the  houfe  of  commons,  concerning  the 
fupplies,  grievances,  and  the  petition  of 
right. 

The  houfe  made  refolvet  againft  the 
duke  of  Buckingham,  archbilhop  Laud  and 
Neile* 

The  King  acquainted  both  houfes  that 
the  com  million  for  railing  money  was  can- 
celled. 

Jur.t  7.  Both  houfes  addrefled  his  Ma. 
jefly  for  a  fuller  anfwer  to  their  petition  of 
right,  whereupon  they  received  this  fatis- 
factory  anfwer,  viz,  Soit  fait  comme  il  eft 
defir/. 

The  commons  in  this  feffions  fell  upon 
Dr.  Mamoaring,  for  his  arbitrary  doctrines, 
and  he  was  Sentenced  to  be  imprifoned,  and 
fufpenJed  for  three  years,  fined  1000/.  and 
to  make  his  fubmiffion,  which  he  did  with 
tears. 

June  18.  Dr.  Lamb  being  miflaken  for 
a  dependant  of  the  duke  of  Buckingham's, 
was  murdered  by  the  London  mob,  for  which 
the  city  was  afterwards  fined. 

June  26.  The  commons  being  about  to 
remonftrate  againft  his  Majelly's  receiving 
tunnage  and  poundage,  the  King  came  to 
the  houfe  of  peers,  and  having  pafTcd  the 
act  confirming  the  rights  and  liberties  of 
the  fubject,  (as  above  demanded)  and  two 
•thcr  a£h,  wherebv  the  clergy  and  laity 
jpefpectively  granted  five  enure  ftbfidici, 
Vot.  J. 
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&c.  the  parliament  was  prorogued  to  the 
20th  oi  Otlsber,  and  their  by  proclamation 
to  the  10th  of  'January  following. 
.  Soon  after  the  prorogation  of  p-arliamenr, 
the  King  puhli/hed  fovcral  proclamations, 
one  to  fupprefs  Dr.  Man-warir.g\  fcrmons, 
another  to  apprehend  the  bifhop  of  CLakedsn 
and  all  the  RomUh  prices  and  jefuits,  who 
were  taken  and  fent  to  Newgate* , 

The  King  appointed  commiffioners  Km 
compound  with  the  Rccufants. 

Sir  Richard  rVeJlcn,  a  known  Papift,  was 
made  lord  treafurcr,  and  afterwards  earl  of 
Portland. 

Dr.  Laud  was  translated  from  Bath  and 
Wdli  to  the  bilhoprick  of  London. 

Dr.  Montague,  who  had  given  offence  by 
his  book,  was  promoted  to  the  fee  of  Chi- 
cbtjicr. 

t  Aug.  The  duke  of  Buckingham  being  at 
Pcrtfmsutlf,  equipping  another  fleet  for  the 
relief  of  Rcclelle,  was  ftabbed  by  John  Ftl- 
ton,  a  difcontented  lieutenant. 

Sept.  8.  The  fleet  fet  fail  for  Rochelle, 
under  the  command  of  Robert  earl  of  Lind- 
fey,  but  was  obliged  to  return  without  ef- 
fecting any  thing  ;  Rochelle  was  taken,  and 
out  of  15,000  perfons  in  the  city,  only 
cooo  remained  alive,  being  ftarved  with 
famine. 

Charles  caufed  the  thirty-nine  articles  of 
the  church  of  England  to  be  publiflied. 

The  court  endeavoured  to  gain  the  favour 
of  the  parliament. 

Several  merchants  refufingto  pay  tunnage 
and  poundage,  were  committed  by  the  pri- 
vy council,  and  their  goods  feized. 

Mr.  Chambers  being  committed  for  re- 
fufing  to  pay  the  duty  of  tunnage  and  poun- 
dage,  brought  his  Uabtat  Ctrpus,  and  was 
admitted  to  bait. 

Nov*  19.  John  Feltott  was  executed  at 
Tyburn,  and  hanged  in  chains,  for  the  mur- 
der of  the  duke  of  Buckingham. 

1628-9,  Jan*  20.  The  parliament  met, 
and  fell  immediately  upon  their  grievances. 

Jan.  21.  The  King  made  a  fpecch  to 
both  houfes,  declaring  he  did  not  claim 
tunnage  and  poundage  as  of  right,  but,  dt 
bene  efpt,  and  defired  it  might  be  fettled  on 
him,  as  on  his  anceltors. 

They  folicitcd  the  King  to  proclaim  a  fait, 
and  prefented  an  addrefs  of  apology  for  their 
preferring  the  affairs  of  religion  to  any 
other  article  of  bufinefs. 

•The  commons  proceed  again  on  their 
grievances,  and  debate  concerning  the  in- 
creafe  of  Armintans  and  Papifts.  And 
Mr.  Pyn  moved,  that  a  covenant  might 
C«  be

be  take  ,  to  maintain  their  religion  and 
rights. 

The  commons  declare  thejr  will  proceed 
upon  religion  before  die  bill  of tunnagc  and 
poundage. 

Mr.  Oliver  Crcimodl  informed  the  houfe 
of  the  biihop  o*f  Win^bcjicr's  countenancing 
Popery. 

The  officer*  of  the  cuftoms  being  quef- 
tioned  for  detaining  the  goods  of  parliament 
men,  fortunnag.-  and  poundage,  the  King 
fentthe  commons  a  mcflagc,  that  what  the 
officers  did,  was  by  his  order. 

The  commons  vote  the  feizing  Mr. 
Reliefs  goods  a  brtach  of  privilege. 

Jan.  28.  The  King  forbid  the  com- 
mons to  meddle  with  rcligous  matter!. 

March  2.  The  fpealccr  being  called  up- 
on to  read  a  rcmonftranee,  and  put  the 
queftion,  faid  he  dared  not,  the  King  hav- 
ing commanded  the  contrary  $  and  endea- 
vouring to  leave  the  chair,  was  held  in  by 
force,  and  the  doors  locked,  till  a  protec- 
tion was  read,  "  That  whoever  mould 
bring  in  innovations  in  religion,  or  feck  to 
bring  in  Popery  or  Arminianifm  }  and  who- 
ever mould  advife  the  taking  of  tunnagc  *r 
poundage,  not  granted  by  parliament,  or 
that  mould  pay  the  fame,  mould  be  ac- 
counted enemies  to  the  kingdom.*1 

The  King  fent  for  the  ferjeant  of  the 
houfc,  but  he  was  detained,  the  doors  being 
locked.  Then  he  fent  the  gentleman-umer 
of  the  black  rod  with  a  meflage,  but  he 
was  denied  admittance,  till  the  proteft  was 
read  j  after  which  the  houfe  in  confuflon 
adjourned  to  a  certain  day. 

March  5.  Warrants  were  ifltied  by 
the  privy  council  for  feizing  the  riotous 
members  of  the  commons  :  and  Mr.  Hclles, 
Mr.  Ccritofi,  Mr.  Jtbn  Elliot,  and  Mr.  Va- 
lentine, appearing  before  the  council,  refufed 
to  anfwer  for  what  was  faid  or  done  in  the 
houfc,  and  were  thereupon  committed  dofe 
prifoners  to  the  Tower. 

March  xo.  The  King  came  to  the 
koufe  of  peers,  and  in  a  fpcech  declared, 
that  the  feditiou*  behaviour  of  fomc  of  the 
commons  obliged  him  to  diflblve  the  parlia- 
ment, though  he  commended  the  beha- 
viour of  fome  members  of  that  houfe. 

The  parliament  was  diflblvcd  after  he 
had  made  his  fpcech,  without  fending  for 
the  commons  up,  or  any  one  aft  paflcd  this 
fefiion. 

The  King  published  a  declaration,  with 
his  reafons  tor  Jiflbking  this  parliament. 

March  J  3.  Ci  j-tri-JiHr.es,  prince  of 
Crtat  B-Ualn,  born,  baptijed  and  died. 
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1692.  A  proclamation  wherein  hi*  Ma- 
jefty  declared,  bi  Jhould  account  it  prtfump* 
tun  in  any  to  prescribe  to  him  the  time Jvr 
calling  a  parliament* 

The  marquis  of  Huntley ,  '&c.  being  pro- 
claimed rebels  in  Scotland,  fledjinto  England, 

May  29.  Peace  with  France  proclaimed. 

Rcfolutions  of  the  judges,  concerning 
the  profecution  of  parliament-men,  for  mif- 
demcanors  committed  in  the  houfe,  &c. 

An  information  exhibited  in  the  Star- 
chamber  againft  the  members  in  cuftody, 
vix.  Sir  John  Elliot,  Denxil  Holla,  Benja- 
min Valentine,  Walter  Long,  William  Cori* 
ton,  William  Strode,  JohnSelden,  Sir  Miles 
Hobart,  and  Sir  Peter  Hay  man,  for  their 
undutiful  fpeeches  and  actions  in  the  late 
parliament. 

Mr.  Huntley,  a  parfon  in  Kent,  fumman- 
ed  before  the  high  commiflion  court,  for  re- 
futing to  preach  a  vifttation  fermon. 

Trinity  Term,  The  members  of  parlia- 
ment who  were  committed,  brought  their 
Hah.  Corpora,  to  be  admitted  to  bail. 

Mtcb.  Term.  The  parliament-men  were 
ofiered  to  be  bailed  by  the  court,  on  giving 
fecurity  for  their  good  behaviour,  which 
they  refufed. 

Upon  an  information  in  the  King's, 
bench,  they  plead  to  the  jurifdidHon  of  the 
court,  but  were  over-ruled,  and  afterward* 
adjudged  to  be  imprifoned  during  the  King's 
pleafure.  Being  ofiered  to  be  releafed  on 
their  fubmiflion,  they  refufed }  and  Sir  John 
Elliot,  with  fomc  others  of  "them,  died  in 
prifon.  ♦ 

The  King  propofed  quert ions  to  thejudges 
concerning  the  imprifoned  members. 

A  writing  was  publifhcd,  entitled  A 
prspofal  for  hit  Maje/fy's  ferviee,  to  bridle 
the  mpertintney  *f  parliaments,  which  was 
declared  in  the  Star-chamber  to  be  a  fediti- 
ous  libel. 

The  King's  revenue  decreafing,  he  en- 
forced the  levying  of  tunnage  and  poundage, 
and  gave  ftrift  orders  to  have  the  militia, 
both  horfe  and  foot  armed. 

An  order  was  iflued  for  raifing  money, 
by  compounding  with  recufanrs,  and  a 
commiflion  for  confirming  defective  titles.  " 

The  King  being  much  (heightened  for 
money,  his  mini  Iters  propofed  many  pro- 
jects, ridiculous,  fcandalous,  and  grievous, 
the  blame  of  which  fell  upon  the  King 
and  the  profit  to  others,  infomuch  that  of 
2O0,ocof.  drawn  by  thefe  means,  fcarce 
1  joo/.  came  to  the  King. 

This  year  died  George  Carew,  earl  of 
T>tr,.fj,      tommaadcr  in  the  IriJJi  wars 
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tinder  queen  Elizabeth  i  and  Jcbn  Speed, 
the  hiftorian. 

1650,  April  12.  Dr.  Laud,  bifhop  of 
ZW*b,  made  chancellor  of  Oxford. 

For  the  better  fettling  01  the  church 
government,  the  King  gave  inftructiont  to 
the  bifhops  againft  the  Prcfbyterians. 

Afjv  zci,  A  tecond  fon  was  born  to  king 
Charles,  baptized  by  bifhop  Laud  the  27th 
of  June,  and  named  Charles,  afterwards 
king  of  England. 

A  bright  ftar  appeared,  and  fhonc  all  that 
day. 

Dr.  Ltigbton,  a  Scotebman,  profecuted  for 
publilbing  a  book,  intitled,  An  Appeal  totbt 
Parliament  j  or,  a  Vita  againft  Prehiy  j  for 
which  he  was  fentenccd  to  have  his  cars 
cut  ofT,  his  nofe  (lit,  fiff.  which  was  cxe- 
tuted  upon  him  after  his  having  long  re- 
tfufed  to  make  any  fubmifiion. 

The  corporation  for  buying  in  improptia- 
tions,  to  be  beftowed  on  preaching  xnini- 
fttrs.  diflblved  for  breach  of  truft. 

The  monopolies  of  fait,  foap,  leather, 
coals,  pins,  fife,  were,  deemed  groat  ftretches 
of  the  prerogative  alfo,  and  nothing  but  the 
raft  ncceffity  could  juftify  thefe  methods  of 
railing  money,  to  which  the  King  was 
reduced  by  the  commons  rcfufing  him 
any  fupply,  even  for  the  fuppcrt  of  his 
houihold. 

The  King  ordered  tunnagc  and  pound-  " 
age  to  be  levied  with  great  rigour. 

Alderman  Cbamhtn,  one  of  thofc  that 
ttfufed  to  pay  tunnage  and  poundage,  was 
profecuted  in  the  Star-chamber,  for  faying 
merchants  were  more  ferewed  up  and 
wronged  in  England,  than  in  Turkey,  and 
(ined  in  1000/. 

July.  The  marquis  of  Hamilton  was  fent 
to  the  affiftance  of  Gvfiavus  Adolf  bus,  king 
of  Svxdtn,  againft  the  Emperor,  in  order 
to  recover  the  Palatinate,  for  the  prince 
Palatine,  with  6000  men. 

AVv.  27.    Peace  proclaimed  with  Spain* 

The  abovementiooed  Mr.  Huntley  brought 
Ms  action  againft  feveral  members  of  the 
high  commiffion  court,  whercupoo  the 
King  commanded  the  judges  nof  *°  proceed 
againft  them  ;  but  the  t»W  reprefenting 
that  it  was  againft  \>«>  *°  exempt  the  com- 
milfioncrs  from  anfweriog  Huntley 's  action, 
hit  M-J^y  Jefifted. 

Laud  in  the  confecrating  of  St.  Catherine 
Crte  church,  made  many  innovations  in 
the  fervice. 

The  King's  ordinary  revenues  not  fufficing, 
fceraifed  inoacji  by  compounding  with  thofe 


who  had  neglected  to  receive  the  honour  of 
knighthood  ;  thofc  that  were  worth  fifteen 
pounds  a  year  were  to  be  made  knights ; 
thefe  competitions  brought  the  King  above 
loo,coo/.  to  his  trcafury. 

163 1,  April  25.  Mervin  lord  AudUy, 
earl  of  Cafiuhaven,  convicted  of  fodomy  and 
of  afiiftiog  in  a  rape  on  his  own  lady,  for 
which  he  was  beheaded  on  Tcivcr-biH, 
May  14,  and  two  of  his  fcrvants  hanged  at 
Tyburn,  July  6. 

The  King  repaired  the  cathedral  church 
of  St.  Paul,  which  had  been  burnt. 

One  hundred  thoufand  pounds  was  col- 
lected this  year,  by  Dr.  Laud  bifhop  of 
London,  towards  the  repairing  and  adorning 
the  cathedral  of  St.  Paul. 

Sir  Robert  Cotton,  the  great  antiquary,  and 
founder  of  the  Cotton  library,  died  this 
year. 

Sir  diet  ArTtrgton,  fentenced  by  the  high 
commiflion  court,  to  pay  J2,oco/.  for  mar- 
rying his  niece,  and  to  give  20, poo/,  fecn- 
rity  not  to  cohabit,  or  be  in  private  with 
her. 

JVov,  4.  The  lady  Mary,  eldeft  daugh- 
ter to  king  Cbarlet,  born,  who  afterwards 
married  the  prince  of  Orange. 

Nov.  28.  A  court  of  chivalry  was  erected 
for  a  trial  by  combat,  between  the  lord 
Re.i  and  David  Ramfey,  Efq. 

Three  doctors  in  divinity  of  the  univer- 
fity  of  Oxford,  were  expelled  for  preaching 
againft  Arnainianifm,  and  others  were  turn- 
ed out  of  their  offices. 

1632,  E offer  Term.  An  information  was 
brought  againft  the  city  of  London,  for  a 
riot  in  June  162S,  wherein  Dr.  Join  Lamb 
was  killed,  and  none  of  the  offenders 
taken  j  the  city  conic  ffing  the  offence,  was 
fined  1 500  marks, 

Part  of  London  bridge  burnt  down. 

AW.  6.  G*ft<*vut  Ad'fpbus,  king  of 
Sweden,  killed  at  the  battle  of  Lutzingen. 

Nc~.  2Q-  The  king  of  Bohemia  died, 
having  had  iflue  by  the  princefs  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  king  James  I.  fix  fons  and  five 
daughters,  on  the  youngeft  of  which  daugh- 
ters, the  princefs  Sophia,  and  her  iflue, 
the  crown  of  England  was  fettled  by  par- 
liament, on  failure  of  iflue  of  queen  Anne. 

Counsellor  Sberfeld  profecuted  for  break- 
ing a  church  window  in  Sali/bury,  on  which 
the  hiftory  of  the  creation  was  painted,  out 
of  his  teal  againft  popery,  for  which  he  was 
fined  50Q/.  by  the  Star-chamber.

Monopolies  were  granted  to  raifc  money. 
The  King  incorporated  the  foap-boilers,  by 
which  he  gained  10,000/.  he  alfo  incorpo- 
rated the  March-makers ;  and  a  contract  was 
made  between  the  matter  of  this  company 
and  the  King,  for  them  to  pay  into  the 
Exchequer  the  firft  year  1 500/.  the  lecond 
3500/.  art!  then  3500A  yearly. 
"  A  proclamation  wa$  ifTued,  commanding 
all  lords  and  gentleman  to  refide  upon  their 
cftates. 

The  Star-chamber  exerctfed  great  rigour, 
in  order  to  raife  money. 

The  King  gained  Sir  Tbomai  Wentxvortb* 
and  made  him  prefideat  of  the  council  of 

'  1633,  May  13.  The  King  fet  out  for 
Scotland*  attended  by  Dr.  Laud,  bifhop  of 
London.  &c.  and  arrived  at  Edinburgh  the 
15th  of  June. 

June  18.  The  King  crowned  at  Holy- 
food  houfc,  by  Dr.  Sfotfitood  archbifhop  of 
St.  An.-itewi. 

June  20.  The  Scotch  parliament  met, 
and  were  diflblved  the  28th  of  June  with 
fome  difgUft;  and  afterwards  the  lord 
Babnerino*  and  fOme  other  members,  were 
profecuted  for  high  treafon. 

They  granted  him  the  largeft  fubfidy  that 
had  ever  been  given  to  any  king  of  Scotland, 
which  was  thirty  (hillings  on  every  pound 
worth  of  land  for  fix  years ;  and  alio  the 
sixteenth  penny  of  all  annual  rents  or  in- 
tereft  of  money  for  fix  years. 

The  King  faffed  two  acts  in  the  Scottish 
parliament :  the  one  an  aft  concerning  the 
King's  prerogative,  and  the  habit  of  the 
clergy  \  the  other  ratified  and  improved  all 
the  ftattites  which  had  been  made  concern- 
ing the  liberties  and  franchifes  of  the  true 
church  of  God,  and  of  the  religion  at  prefent 
profefled  in  the  kingdom.  " 

Thefe  alts  produced  great  heatt  and  dis- 
content in  the  nation. 

The  King  creeled  Edinburgh  into  a  bl- 
ihoprick,  created  the  arch  bifhop  of  St. 
Andrews  chancellor  of  the  kingdom,  and 
admitted  fcveral  other  prelates  to  feats  in 
the  privy  council. 

July  20.  The  King  arrived  at  Qreew 
nvicb  from  Scotland. 

Aug.  3.  The  archbifhop  of  Canterbury

The  Puritans  were  persecuted  in  Eng- 
land* and  the  bifhop  of  jVmekcftcr  appointed 
an  oath,  to  be  taken  by  the  church-war- 
dens, that  none  might  efcape  their  en- 
quiry.

Mr.  Selden  maintained  the  Sovereignty 
of  the  crown  of  England  in  the  Britijb  feas^ 
again  ft  Hugo  Grot'tut. 

1634*  May  5.  For  maintaining  the 
fovereignty  of  the  narrow  feas,  writs  were 
ifl'ued  to'  the  ports  and  maritime  counties 
for  fitting  out  fhips  ;  whereupon  the  city  of 
of  London  petitioned  again  ft  them,  as  being 
exempt  by  their  ancient  privileges )  but 
they  were  obliged  to  fubmit,  and  the  other 
ports  Submitted  by  their  example.

The  ftate  of  Ireland  was  reftored  and 
eftablifhed  by  the  lord  deputy  fVcntnvortbf 
and  a  canon  was  patted  in  the  convocation 
there,  for  an  agreement  between  the 
churches  of  England  and  Ireland,  in  the  pro- 
feflion  of  the  umt  chriftian  faith,  by  re- 
ceiving the  book  of  articles  of  religion 
agreed  in  the  Englijb  convocation,  held  at 
Lcr.dcn.  in  the  year  1562. 

The  Statcb  Puritans  be^an  this  year  to 
form  defigns  again  ft  the  government. 

The  Swedes,  who  had  over-run  great 
part  of  Germany,  were  entirely  defeated  by 
the  Imperialist,  under  the  command  of  the 
duke  of  Lor  rain. 

This  year  died  Sir  Sanders  Duncmef 
who  brought  into  England  the  ufc  of  fedan 
chairs. 

1635.  Old  Parr  was  prefented  to  the 
King,  being  152  years  of  age,  and  in  per- 
fect health  i  he  died  at  London  the  15th  of 
November.  He  was  born  in  the  reign  of 
king  Edxvatd  IV.  and  had  lived  in  the 
reigns  of  eight  kings  and  queens  of  Eng- 
land. 

May.  A  great  fleet  was  fitted  out  this 
fummcr,  under  the  command  of  the  earl 
of  Lindfey,  confifting  of  forty  fail  of  men 
of  warj  and  another  of  twenty  fail,  under 
the  command  of  the  etrl  of  EJfex,  vice- 
admiral,  to  maintain  the  dominion  of  the 
carrow  feas. 

The  writs  for  fhlp-money  were  this  year 
enlarged,  and  extended  to  trie  inland  as 
y/ell  as  the  maritime  counties  and  towns, 
which  met  with  great  oppofition,  and 
created  a  general  difguft,  though  the  whole 
fum  levied  by  thefc  writs  amounted  but  to 
236,000/. 

An  office  was  erected  for  licenfing  the 
King's  fubjects  to  travel,  on  payment  of  a 
fmall  fum  to  the  crown. 

July  26.  Another  office  to  receive  the 
forfeitures  incurred  by  profane  curfing  and 
fw  earing. 

The  King  renewed  a  former  commiflion 
to  confirm  defective  titles  to  inch  as  held 
lands  of  the  crown  ;  the  proprietors  were 
forced  to  compound,  and  give  money  to 
fecure  their  lands. 

Nov.  1 .  Penalties  levied  on  thofe  who 
dTew  exceffive  carriages,  to  the  deftructiou 
cf  the  highways. 

'  A  proclamation  to  rcftrain  the  great  re- 
fort  of  the  nobility  and  gentry  of  the  city 
of  London,  which  was  found  to  impovcrilh 

the'eountry,  and  incrcafe  the  infections  in 
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the  city.  And  an  information  was  exhibit- 
ed in  the  Star-chamber  againft  feven  lords, 
fixty  baronets  and  knights,  and  againft 
ahove  one  hundred  gentlemen,  tor  non- 
obfervance  of  this  act  of  ftate. 

An  order  againft  the  increaf  -  of  hackney- 
coaches,  which*  did  not  ply  in  the  ft recta  till 
the  firft  year  of  this  reign. 

Dee.  %%.  The  princefs  Elizabeth,  fe- 
cond  daughter  to  king  Cbarlei,  born,  and 
chriftencd  the  ad  of  January  following. 

Charles  prince  Palatine  01  the  Rhine,  ac- 
companied by  his  brother,  prince  Rupert, 
arrived  in  England,  to  folicit  his  reiteration 
to  the  Palatinate. 

1655-6,  March  6.  Dr.  ^uxvn,  bifhop 
of  Lcndsn,  made  lord  treafurer,  which  gave 
offence  to  the  Puritans  and  lay-nobility. 
No  churchman  had  enjoyed  this  port  fince 
Henry  ViTs  time,  in  iefs  than  nine  yeari 
he  lodged  900,000/.  in  the  Exchequer.' 

1^36,  March  *6.  Mr.  Seldont  book, 
aflerting  the  Enrlijb  fovereignty  of  the  nar- 
row feas,  and  (hewing  the  cuftom  of  levy, 
ing  fhip- money  by  former  kings,  without 
aflent  of  parliament,  ordered  to  be  kept, 
one  of  them  in  the  touncil-chcit,  another 
in  the  Exchequer,  and  a  third  in  the  court 
of  Admiralty. 

The  King  increafed  the  royal  navy,  and 
built  a  man  of  war  called  the  Royal  Sove- 
reign, then  eitccincd  the  largeft  fhip' in  the 
world. 

The  King  prohibited  all  foreigners  fifhing 
upon  the  coafts  or  feas  of  Great  Britain  or 
Ireland. 

The  plague  raged  in  London  this  year, 
which  occalioned  the  adjournment  of  part 
of  Trinity-term,  by  proclamation. 

The  earl  of  Northumberland  being  made 
admiral,  commanded  a  fleet  of  fixty  men 
of  war,  and  fell  upon  the  Dutch  fleet  at 
they  were  fifhing  on  the  Englijb  coafts ; 
whereupon  the  Dutch  pay  the  King  30,000/. 
for  permiffion  to  fim  this  year  ;  and  agreed 
upon  an  anuual  tribute  for  the  future. 

The  King  raifed  30,000/.  by  commiffion, 
to  enquire  concerning  depopulations  and 
conversions  of  arable  lands  to  pafture,  fince 
the  10th  year  of  Elizabeth. 

A  heavy  fine  was  impofed  on  Sir  Antbo*} 
Refttr;  and  others,  to  avoid  the  fame,  com- 
pounded with  the  King. 

Mr.  Riebard  Chambers,  a  citizen  of  Lon- 
don, and  others,  difputing  the  legality  of  /hip- 
money,  the  opinion  of  the  twelve  judges 
was  demanded  by  the  Kinr,  who  uoani- 
moufly  gave  their  opinions  under  their 
hands,  that  the  levying  it  was  lawful. 

The 
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The  city  petitioned  again  ft  fhip-money, 
which  tlr:  King*  would  not  give  up,  and 
cjufed  the  judges  opinion  to  be  publifhed. 
houd  ftrcnoufly  promoted  this  tax. 

Mr.  Hampden  refufed  to  pay  the  tax  of 
fhip-money,  and  chofc  rather  to  be  con- 
demned than  pay  voluntarily,  he  thinking 
it  illegal. 

The  archbifhop  of  Canterbury^  claimed 
a  right  of  vifitingthe  two  universities,  jure 
v-tUtpcliucDy  v:hich  being  difputed  by  the 
univcriitics,  wa?  confirmed  to  him  by  the 
determination  of  the  King  himfelf,  July  zi. 

Au?.  29.  The  Archbifhop,  a*  chancellor 
of  Oxford^  invited  the  King  and  Qu?cn,  the 
elector  Palatine,  his  brother  prince  Buf*rt, 
f£c.  to  an  academical  entertainment,  wnich 
they  accepted. 

Dec •  ao.  A  declaration  was  ifTued  at  Edin- 
burgh, for  the  obfsrvation  of  a  liturgy  in 
Sec:  land. 

Dec.  22.  Ferdinand  II.  emperor  of  Ger- 
mar.y,  died,  was  fiiccecdcd  by  his  fon  Fer- 
dinand, king  of  Hungary ;  to  whom  king 
Charles  applied  for  the  reftoration  of  the 
Palatinate  to  his  nephew,  but  in  vain. 

1636-7,  March  17.  The princefs  Anne, 
the  King's  third  daughter,  born.  She  died 
before  fhc  was  four  years  of  age. 

1637,  Afr'd  30.  A  proclamation  was 
ifTued  to  rcftrain  the  Puritans,  who  refufed 
to  fubmit  to  the  difcipline  of  the  church, 
from  tranfporting  themfelves  to  Nerv-Eng- 
Jand,  and  other  purts  of  America  :  and  an 
order  of  council  was  publiihcd,  prohibiting 
xll  non-conformift  miniftcrs  to  tranfport 
themfelves  without  licence  from  the  biihops 
of  Ltndon  and  Canterbury  j  but  fuch  num- 
bers of  diflenters  did  however  tranfport 
themfelves  to  New-England,  that  they  have 
caft  off  ail  fubjeclion  to  the  church  of  Eng- 
land, in  that  colony,  ever  fince. 

The  laws  of  uniformity  continued  to  be 
put  in  execution  in  England,  by  archbifhop 
Laud. 

The  King  fent  into  Scotland  a  book  of 
canons,  enjoining  a  conformity  to  the  li- 
turgy. 

Trinity  Term,  June  14.  Henry  Burton, 
bachelor  of  divinity,  William  Pryn,  the 
difafFcctcd  hirrifter,  and  Dr.  Bafiivick,  a 
phyfician,  neither  of  them  eminent  in  their 
profeflSons,  but  violent  incendiaries,  were 
convicted  in  the  Star-chami>cr,  of  com- 
pofmg  fevcral  feditious  libels,  and  fentencrd 
to  be  pilloried,  and  lofe  their  cars  ;  to  be 
fined  500c'.  each,  to  be  imprifoncd  for 
life  :  they  were  ever  afterwards  looked  upon 
as  confcfTors  for  li  e  good  old  Caufe. 
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John  Lilium,  a  book -binder,  was  con-* 
victed,  in  the  Star-chamber,  of  publifhing 
and  difperfing  feditious  libels,  fined  5000/. 
and  fentenced  to  be  pilloried  and  whipped 
from  the  Fleet  prifon  to  Weflminflo-ball. 
He  was  imprifoncd  for  three  years,  and 
upon  the  turn  of  the  times  he  was  releafed, 
and  became  an  officer  of  note  in  the  rebel 
army ;  but  oppofmg  Cromwell  afterwards, 
he  was  thrown  into  prifon,  where  he  dic4 
a  Quaker. 

July  1.  The  opinion  of  the*  judges,  as, 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  ecclefiaflicai 
courts. 

Bifhop  Wiftlami  convicted  in  the  Star- 
chamber,  of  tampering  with  the  King's 
witnefles,  in  a  canfe  between  Sir  John 
Miunjan  and  Prlgcon,  fined  10,000/.  to  the 
King,  and  toco  marks  to  Mounfon,  fuf- 
pended  ab  cfiuit  fif  benejicio,  and  imprifon- 
cd during  the  King's  pleafure. 

The  Bifhop  was  alter  wards  convicted  of 
libelling  the  privy-council,  and  fined  iooo/« 
mor-. 

July  23.  The  book  of  common  prayer, 
compofed  for  the  church  of  Scotland,  being 
this  day  appointed  to  be  read  by  the  dean 
of  Edinburgh,  in  hisfurplice,  at  St.  Gllcs\  \ 
he  was  interrupted,  and  had  a  ftool  thrown 
at  his  head:  and  it  was  with  fome  diffi- 
culty that  the  magistrates  of  Edinburgh  dif- 
perfed  the  mob;  after  which  the  fcrvice  was 
read  through,  in  that  and  the  reft  of  thfe 
churchca  in  Edinburgh  ;  but  the  bifhop  of 
Edinburgh  was  in  danger  of  being  rnur-* 
dcrcd,  in  his  return  to  his  houfc. 

Sept,  The  Sccteb  Prcfbyterians  prefentedl 
a  petition  to  the  privy  council  again  ft  the 
fervice  book. 

1637-8,  Feb.  19.  An  infurrection  in 
Edinburgh  by  the  Prefbyterians. 

The  Scoti  throw  oft'  their  allegiance,  and 
enter  into  a  covenant  or  aflbciation  againft 
the  government,  which  they  compelled  all 
people  to  fubferibe,  Archbifhop  Spotfivood, 
and  fcvcral  other  Scotch  bifhops  tied  into 
England. 

The  King  fent  a  proclamation  into  Scot- 
land of  a  doubtful  meaning,  to  appeafc  the 
tumults. 

The  malecontcnts  proteft  againft  tho 
King's  proclamation,  and  caufed  it,  in  de- 
fiance of  the  council,  to  be  read  at  Stirling, 
Lithgciv,  and  Edinburgh. 

They  formed  themfelves  into  four  tables 
(as  they  termed  it)  to  manage  their  affairs, 
which  was  done  at  their  devotions. 

They  caufed  an  oath  to  be  adminlftcrci. 
to  ail  thofe  who  figned  the  covenant. 
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1638,  April.  The  cafe  of  flup-raoaey, 
between  the  King  and  Mr.  Hampden,  w-s 
argued  before  all  the  judges  of  England  in 
the  Exchequer  chamber  j  and  Mr.  Hampden 
was  cart.  He  was  adjudged  to  pay  twenty 
{hillings,  being  the  fum  he  was  charged 
with,  towards  fitting  out  a  fleet  lor  the 
guard  of  the  feas. 

May  20.  The  marquis  of  Hamilton  was 
lent  to  Scotland  to  appeafe  the  tumults 
there,  under  the  title  of  high  commif- 
fioner,  who  was  received  with  great  cold- 
nefs  and  little  refpeft. 

He  offered  three  proportions  to  the  male- 
contents. 

I*  The  King  to  redrefs  their  grievances. 
2.  Their  returning  to  their  former  obe- 


3.  That  they  Jhould  renounce  and  de- 
liver up  their  late  covenant. 

In  anfwer  to  which  they  demanded, 

1.  An  aflembly  and  parliament. 

2.  They  could  not  return  to  his  Ma- 
jelly's  obedience,  having  never  departed 
from  it. 

3.  That  they  would  fooner  renounce 
their  baptifm  than  their  covenant. 

They  fet  new  guards  upon  the  caffie  at 
Edinburgh,  doubled  the  watch,  and  hearing 
the  high  comrniflioner  was  to  have  di- 
vine fctvice  performed  at  Hclyrced  houfe, 
they  fent  him  word,  that  whoever  mould 
read  the  Englijb  fetvice  in  that  chapel, 
ihould  never  more  read,  and  that  there 
were  1000  raen  ready  to  difturb  it. 

June  28.  The  King's  proclamation  was 
read  at  Edinburgh,  declanng  his  rcfolution 
to  maintain  the  true  Protcftant  religion, 
and  not  to  prefs  the  obfervations  of  the 
canons  and  book  of  common  prayer,  but 
in  a  legal  way,  and  enjoining  them  to  re- 
turn to  their  allegiance. 

July,  Marquis  Hamilton  was  fufpeclcd 
of  double  dialing,  and  of  privately  en- 
couraging the  covenanters :  be  returned  into 
England- 

Aug.  S.  Having  pcrfuaded  his  Majefty 
to  difcharge  the  fervice  book  and  canons, 
he  went  again  to  Edinburgh  ;  but  the  co- 
venanters not  being  fatisfied  with  thefe 
conceflions,  he  returned  into  England. 

The  hicjh  comrniflioner  offered  eleven 
proportions,  which  were  rejected. 
,  Sept.  22.    The  marquis  of  Hamilton  went 

to  Sccrlard  again  with  further  conceflions, 
and  called  a  parliament,  and  general  aiiem- 
bly. 

0(1.  24.  The  hi/hops  were  cited  by  the 
Tre/h;  ttry  of  Edinburgh,  to  appear  a*  cri- 


minals at  the  next  general  aflembly,  to  be 
held  at  Gfafgr.u,  the  21ft  of  Kwemler, 
The  aflembly  met  the  21ft,  and  coniiflcd 
of  260  commiffuncrs,  fomcof  thefe  mem- 
bers could  neither  read  or  write,  and  yet 
they  were  to  judge  of  hcref),  and  con- 
demn yfrwHi/r's  tei:cts. 

Mary  de  Medicis,  the  Queen'a 
,  arrived  inm  France. 
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jsctj.  29.  The  general  aflembly  acting 
in  a  muft  fcdi  io-is  and  riotoui  manner,  and 
rejecting  the  Kind's  authority,  were  uif- 
folved  by  the  Marquis :  they  continued  t» 
fit  however,  declaring,  They  would  not  d<- 
fert  the  tvv  k  of  the  Lord,  and  that  t»  in- 
terrupt tbr.r  Juting,  icas  is  ccrtrdK.anJ  and 
prejudge  tic  p'erugative  cf  jf<j'm  CtriJI,  and 
the  liberties  cf  tie  kirk. 

The  aflembly  patted  many  acts,  among 
which  were,  an  ad  condemning  the  fervice 
book. 

An  aft  condemning  the  book  of  canons. 
An  act  condemning  the  high  com  million. 
Two  acls  containing  the  depofttion  ani 
excommunication  of  fourteen  bifhops. 

An  acl  againft  thofe  who  fpeak  or  write 
againft  the  covenant,  or  the  aflcmMy,  and 
many  others  againft  the  high  commirtioii. 

The  aflembly  decLarcd  cpifcopacy  to  be 
aboliflied,  by  the  confeflion  of  15S0.  The 
high  comrniflioner  hearing  it,  irudc  luftc  and 
publiflicd  a  quite  difl'crcnt  one,  wherein 
he  endeavoured  to  prove  that  cpifcopacy 
fubftfted  in  j  580. 

The  Prelbyterians  fet  up  one  MitcbeTfon, 
a  female  impoftor,  who  aflirmcd  that  God 
fpakc  through  herj  that  it  was  revealed 
unto  her  by  God,  that  the  covenant  was  ap- 
propriated by  beaven. 

Dec.  31.  The  marquis  of  Hamilton  find- 
ing the  tumults  incrcaicd,  returned  \.o  Eng- 
land. 

1638-9,  Feb.  20.  The  Stcti  refolve 
upon  a  war,  and  raifed  an  army  under 
Ltjlcy,  whom  they  fentfor  from  theGrnw* 
wars.  They  made  xhemfclves  mafters  of 
of  Edinburgh,  and  feire  the  regalia,  and 
the  King's  magazines  of  arms,  &c.  telling 
the  people  they  were  to  expect  popery  and 
bondage,  if  they  did  not  now  quit  them- 
felves  like  men  :  and  they  addrcfled  them- 
felvcs  to  the  Frenrb  king  as  their  fovcrcign, 
deflring  his  protection. 

The  King  fummoncd  the  nobility  to  at- 
tend him  at  York  the  firft  of  April  fol- 
lowing, each  with  as  many  horfe  as  he 
could  raife,  and  to  inform  the  court  with- 
in a  fortnight,  of  the  number  that  could 
be  brought. 
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The  King  demanded  money  .from  the 
clergy,  which  they  granted,  and  made  the 
Queen  write  to  the  catholics  on  the  fame 
fubjea. 

1639,  March  27.  The  King  marched 
towards  the  Sects  with  an  army  of  6000 
horfe,  and  as  many  foot,  attended  by  great 
numbers  of  the  nobility  and  gentry.  The 
earl  of  Arundel  was  general,  the  earl  of 
Fjj'ex  lieutenant-general,  and  the  carl  of 
Holland  general  of  the  horfe :  alfo  a  fleet  of 
fixtccn  men  of  war,  fitted  out  under  the 
marquis  of  Hamilton. 

The  King  received  intelligence  of  a 
treacherous  correfpondence,  between  fome 
of  his  followers  and  the  Scotch  covenanter*, 
propofed  a  proteftation  at  Tork,  whereby  all 
men  were  required  to  renounce  their  hold- 
ing correfpondence  with  the  enemy:  the 
Scots  all  took  it,  but  the  lord  Say,  and 
the  lord  Brook  refuicd,  and  were  commit- 
ted ;  however  they  were  foon  after  dif- 
snifled. 

March  a3.  The  earl  of  EJfcx  was  de- 
tached with  part  of  the  army  to  Berwick, 
and  the  King  marched  after  him,  and  en- 
camped on  the  borders  of  Scotland. 

March  31.  The  carl  of  Holland,  with 
a  part  of  the  army,  was  detached  agjinft  a 
fmall  body  of  the  Scott  under  Lejley,  but 
retired  without  linking  a  ftroke. 

April  19.  A  proclamation  was  irtucd 
to  anolifh  monopolies. 

The  King  nominated  the  earl  ofTVfl- 
juair,  for  his  high  commitiioncr. 

During  the  King's  (lay,  he  gained  the 
tar!  of  Mtntroft  to  his  fide. 

May  1*  The  marquis  of  Hamilton  en- 
tered the  Frith  of  Edinburgh  with  twenty 
men  of  war,  and  land  forces,  and  enter- 
ed into  fomc  conference  with  the  cove- 
nanters, but  gave  no  aJliftance  to  the  King's 
friends,  or  performed  any  warlike  aft. 

The  King's  generals,  the  earls  of  Arun- 
del and  HiUand,  received  letters  from  the 
Scott,  and  gave  them  encouragement. 

May  29.  The  King  reviewed  the  army 
amounting  to  19,614  men,  befides  5000 
on  board  the  fleet,  his  own  guards,  and 
the  garrifons  of  Berwick  and  Carlijle. 

"While  the  King  was  making  his  prepa- 
rations, the  Scots  were  not  idle;  they  had 
drawn  their  forces  together,  feized  Edin- 
burg  and  Dunbartcv  catties. 

Junt  1.  The  Scots  prefer  a  petition  to 
the  King,  profefling  all  obedience  and  fub- 
miflion  }  whereupon  the  King  confented  to 
•  treaty  with  them. 

Jmtt  17.   A  pacification  was  concluded 
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at  Duns,  whereby  it  was  agreed,  that  arf- 
matters  ecckfiaftical  mould  be  determined 
by  the  kirk,  and  civil  affairs  by  the  parlia- 
ment j  and  that  a  general  aft  of  oblivion 
mould  be  pafTcd. 

That  the  Scott  mould  difbaiid  their  army 
irt  forty -eight  hours,  and  difcharge  the  fc- 
veral  tables  or  councils  they  had  eflablifh- 
ed,  and  mould*  return  the  King's  calHcs, 
ftorcs,  &c*  as  alfo  the  lands  and  goods  of 
the  loyalifls  they  had  feized. 

That  the  King  fhould  recal  his  fleet  and 
armies,  and  caufe  restitution  to  be  made  of 
what  had  been  taken  from  the  cove- 
nanters. 

Aug.  1.  The  King  having  difbanded  hi  a 
army,  returned  to  Thedalds,  and  two  day* 
after  to  Whitehall. 

The  treaty  proving  difhonourahle  and 
difadvantagcous  to  the  King,  old  fecrctary 
Coke  was  difplaced  for  fome  omiflions  in 
that  treaty,  and  Sir  Henry  Vane  was  made 
fecretary  of  ftate  in  his  room. 

The  Scars  neither  difbanded  their  forces, 
nor  obferved  any  other  article  of  the  late 
treaty. 

Aug.  6.  The  general  afTembly  *  met, 
and  the  earl  of  Traquair, '  being  high 
commiflioner,  gave  the  royal  afl'ent  to, 
and  confirmed  all  the  alts  of  the  late 
riotous  aflembly  at  Glafgow. 

Aug.  31.  The  parliament  of  Scotland! 
met,  and  having  excluded  the  bifhops, 
who  were  the  third  cttate,  confirm  all 
the  a&s  of  the  general  aflembly. 

The  parliament  infifting  upon  feveral 
demands,  to  the  diminution  of  the  King's 
prerogative,  were  prorogued  j  again  A  which 
they  protelt,  and  fend  a  deputation  of 
their  members  to  the  King,  who  were 
careflcd  by  the  malecontents  at  London,  and 
incited  to  enter  into  a  new  war  with  Eng- 
land; particularly  by  the  earls  of  Effex, 
Bedford,  and  Hslland,  the  lord  Say,  Mr. 
Hampden,  Mr.  Fryn,  fisT*. 

The  malecontents  leave  a  committee  te» 
prefent  a  remonftrance  to  the  King. 

The  King  refufed  an  die  nee  to  the  de- 
puties of  the  committee. 

The  council  of  England  refolved  upon 
a  war  with  Scotland. 

Other  deputies  came  from  Scotland,  and] 
prefentcd  two  petitions  to  his  Majefly 
during  thefe  commiftioners  ftay  in  Eng- 
land, many  private  councils  were  held  be- 
tween them  and  the  difcontented  lords. 

The  Engttjh  council  declared,  that  the 
deputies  were  only  fent  to  juftify  their 
countryman's  proceedings,  and  it  was  re- 
vive* 
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fclvcd  to  reduce  the  Scots  to  obedience  by 
fierce  of  arms. 

The  King  charged  the  Scotch  commif- 
ficners  with  treafon,  and  produced  an  in- 
tercepted letter,  wherein  they  invited  the 
French  king  to  invade  his  dominions  ; 
whereupon  the  lords  Louden  and  Cohille 
Were  committed  to  the  tower. 

Sep:.  7.  The  Dutch  fell  upon  the  Spa- 
rnifit  fleet  in  the  Dcwks,  and  deftroyed 
great  part  of  it, 

The  King  caufed  fhip-money  to  be  levied 
with  great  fcverity.  The  fhcrift*  of  Nor- 
tbanpttnfliire  fent  to  court  a  petition  of  the 
county  again  ft  fhip  money,  and  he  was 
greatly  repremanded  by  the  council. 

Dec.  5.  The  King,  by  the  advice  of 
the  lord  rVent-wortb,  and  archbifhop  Laud, 
tefolved  to  call  a  parliament. 

1639-40,  Jan.  10.  Sir  Thomas  Coventry, 
lord  keeper,  died,  and  was  fucceeded  by  Sir 
John  Finch,  chief  juftice  of  the  common 
pleas. 

Jan.  12.  Tbomat  vifcount  rVenttvortb, 
lord  Wenvwortb,  of  IVenrwortb-rVoodbiufe, 
and  lord  deputy  of  Ireland,  coming  to  Eng-> 
land,  was  created  earl  of  Straffjrd,  and 
baron  of  Raby. 

He  advifed  a  war  with  the  Sects,  and 
fubferibed  20,000/.  towards  the  charge  of 
it  ;  the  duke  of  Lenox  40,000/.  and  many 
of  the  nobility,  clergy,  and  gentry,  other 
large  fums. 

Feb.  24.  Bagpato,  reader  of  the  Middle 
Temple,  in  Lent  vacation  this  year,  endea- 
voured to  fhew,  1.  Tha't  it  may  be  a  good 
»€t  of  parliament  that  was  made*  without  b:- 
fbops.  2.  That  beneficed  clerks  were  inca- 
pable of  temporal  jurifdiclion.  For  which 
aflertions  he  was  reprehended  by  the  lord 
keeper  and  archbifhop  Laud ;  but  became 
mighty  popular  among  the  Puritans  and 
Republicans,  for  advancing  doctrines  fox 
fuitable  to  their  tafte. 

March  2.  The  earl  of  Straffcrd,  being 
made  knight  of  the  garter,  and  lord  lieu- 
tenant of  Ireland,  returned  thither  to  meet 
the  parliament  he  had  fummoned  there} 
•who  granted  the  King  four  eotire  fub- 
fidies* 

1640,  April  13.  The  parliament  of 
England  met,  when  the  lord  lieutenant  of 
Ireland  was  introduced  into  the  houfe  as 
carl  of  Straffcrd  j  and  he  acquainted  the 
(he  houfe  that  the  parliament  of  Ireland  had 
framed  the  King  four  fubfidies  for  the 
maintaining  10,000  foot,  and  1500  horfe, 
which  waa  urged  as  a  good  precedent  for 
the  parliament  of  tngUnd. 
Vqi.I. 
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Prince  Charles  firft  took  his  feat  in  par- 
liament this  feffion,  being  about  ten  )ears 
of  age. 

The  letter  from  the  Setts  to  the  French 
king,  dertring  his  protection,  being  read  in 
the  houfe  of  lords,  and  appearing  to  b« 
written  by  the  lord  Loudon  ;  it  was  thought 
fit  to  continue  htm  in  the  Tower. 

April  r$.  Mr.  ferjeant  Gianvilcmn  cho* 
fen  fpcaker  by  the  commons; 

The  King  revoked  the  fame  patents 
which  had  ferved  to  eflablifh  monopolies, 
though  they  haJ  been  revoked  before 
without  any  effeft. 

The  affairs  of  ftate  were  managed  chiefly 
by  the  archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  the  earl  of 
Straffcrd,  and  the  lord  Cottington. 

The  marquis  of  Hamilton,  gained  Lou- 
den over  to  the  King  5  they  came  to  a  pri- 
vate agreement,  and  Loudon  was  enlarged, 
and  permitted  to  go  to  Scot/and  to  do  the 
King  fervice. 

April  16.  The  commons  fell  upon 
their  grievances,  x<iz.  fhip-money,  mono- 
polies, the  Star-chamber  high  com  million, 
breach  of  their  privileges,  innovations  iri 
religion,  &c.  and  would  not  meddle  with 
the  Scotch  affairs. 

April  21.  The  King  fent  a  meXTage  to 
the  commons,  declaring  the  urgency  of 
his  affairs ;  and  that  if  the  commons  would 
affift  him  agatnft  the  Scots,  he  would  quit 
his  claim  to  fhip-money,  and  give  them 
fatisfacVion  in  their  juft  demands  j  which 
was  well  received  by  the  houfe. 

The  King  offended  with  the  common*, 
caufed  the  lords  to  demsnd  a  conference, 
which  the  former  voted  as  a  breach  of  pri- 
vilege,1 and  fo  great,  thst  they  would  not 
proceed  upon  any  bufinefs,  until  they  re- 
ceived fatisfacVion  from  the  houfe  of  peers. 

May  4.  His  Maiefty  fent  another  mef- 
fage  by  Sir  Henry  Fane,  demanding  a  lup- 
ply  of  fix  fubfidies;  but  Sir  Henry,  by 
miftakc,  or  rather  defignedly,  demanded 
twelve  fubfidies,  which  threw  the  houfe 
into  »  flame  :  then  he  went  to  the  King, 
and  aflurcd  him  that  no  money  would  be 
granted  him  againft  the  Setts',  which  his 
Majefty  giving  credit  to,  abruptly  diffolvcd 
the  parliament  on  the  5th. 

Several  members  of  the  houfe  of  com- 
mons wf  re  committed  to  the  Fleet,  and  lord 
Brook"*  paper*  were  felted,  he  being  fup- 
pofed  to  hold  corrcfpondencc  with  the  Scots. 

May  6.  The  convocation,  which  had 
been  fummoned  to  meet  at  the  fame  time 
with  the  parliament,  were  not  diflblved 
with  it,  but  commanded  to  continue  fit- 
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ting  j  whereupan  they  compofed  feventeen 
new  canons,  with  the  aflcnt  of  his  Ma- 
jefty  j  by  one  of  which  the  clergy  wat  to 
take  an  oath,  not  to  confcnt  to  the  altering 
the  government  of  the  eftabliftxcd  church, 

The  King  had  no  fooner  diflblved  the 
parliament,  than  he  was  heartily  forry  for 
U,  and  publiihed  a  proclamation  to  juftify 
his  proceeding!. 

Several  members  of  the  convocation  pro- 
teftcd  againft  the  continuance  of  its  fef- 
fion. 

The  people  were  dtfTatlsfied  with  the  en- 
couragement the  papifts  met  with.  A  pub- 
lic agent  from  Rom*  refided  at  London,  and 
was  introduced  at  court. 

The  Stott  incited  the  Englijb  to  ad  againft 
the  King. 

May  9.  A  paper  was  ported  up  at  the 
Oi d 'Exchange,  inciting  the  London  appren- 
tices to  rife  and  dcmolifti  the  Archbilhop's 
houfe  at  Lambeth,  which  they  attempted 
the  nth  following:  but  the  Archbiftiop 
being  provided  for  them,  they  were  obliged 
to  retire }  and  one  of  them  w  as  taken, 
condemned,  and  executed  as  a  traitor,  his 
quarters  being  fct  on  London  bridge. 

May  16.  The  convocation  granted  the 
King  fix  fubfidics,  payable  in  fix  years, 
amounting  to  20,000/.  a  fubfidy. 

The  King  raifed  an  army  of  20,000  men 
again!*  the  Sects,  towards  the  maintaining 
of  which,  the  nobility  and  gentry  advanced 
him  300,000/.  but  the  city  of  London  re- 
fufed  him  the  loan  of  200,00c/. 

The  King  borrowed  40,000/.  of  the  mer- 
chants concerned  in  the  mint,  upon  credit 
of  the  cuftoms. 

The  city  having  fettled  a  colony  at  Lon- 
donderry in  Inland)  by  the  King's  patent 
for  certain  lands,  a  charge  was  laid  againft 
the  mayor  and  iherifi's,  and  they  were  cited 
before  the  Star-chamber,  to  anfwer  to  their 
ufurping  more  laads  than  the  King  had 
granted  them  ;  they  were  condemned  to 
forfeit  their  rights,  and  highly  fined,  upon 
payment  of  which  their  patent  was  reftorcd. 

An  order  from  the  council  was  ifiued  to 
the  attorney-general,  to  lodge  an  infor- 
mation again/I  the  city  of  London,  for  neg- 
lecting the  levying  the  tax  of  (hip-money. 

The  Scots,  to  maintain  their  army,  im- 
pofed  a  tax  of  the  tenth  penny  upon  all  rents 
in  Scotland. 

The  earl  ef  North*  mberland  was  made 
general,  the  earl  of  Straff*rd  lieutenant-ge- 
neral, and  the  lord  Co*  way  general  of  the 
horfe. 


Prince  Henry,  fourth  fon  to  king  Chariot, 
born  at  Oatlandt ;  afterwards  created  duke 
of  Glocejfer. 

Aug.  20.  The  King  fet  out  from  London 
with  prince  Charles  towards  Turk,  where 
the  general  rendezvous  of  his  army  was  ap- 
pointed. 

Aug.  si.    The  Scotch  army  entered  the 
Englijb  borders. 

Aug.  22.  The  King  iflued  a  proclama- 
tion, declaring  the  Scots  rebels,  and  that 
upon  pretence  of  religion  they  fought  ttf 
ftiake  off  the  regal  government ;  but  offer- 
ed them  pardon  on  their  fubmiftion. 

Aug.  27.  The  Sects  advancing  to  New- 
born upon  Tynt,  the  lord  Contuay,  who 
commanded  the  van-guard  of  the  King's 
army  at  Ntxvcoflle,  drew  out  1200  borfct 
and  2000  foot,  to  difpute  the  paiTagc  of 
the  Tyne  ;  but  was  driven'  from  his  poft 
by  Lejley  on  the  28th,  and  forced  to  retire- 
and  abandon  Neivcaftle,  where  the  Scott 
fcized  the  King's  magazines  of  arms  and 
ammunition  un  the  29th  ;  and  within 
two  days  after  the  Scots  made  themfclvcs 
m after*  of  Durham. 

The  King,  who  was  advanced  to  North- 
allerton, upon  advice  of  this  defeat,  retired 
to  York }  whereupon  the  Scots  levied  con- 
tributions in  Northumberland  and  the  bi- 
ft.oprick  of  Durham,  amounting  to  85c/.  a 
day. 

The  Scots  fent  an  infolent  petition  tc* 
the  King  at  York,  demanding  he  would 
ratify  all  the  acts  of  the  btc  general  af- 
fembly  and  parliament  j  and  defiring  he 
would  aftemble  a  parliament  in  England, 
whom  they  were  pretty  w  ell  allured  would 
fecond  their  defigns.  The  city  of  London 
alio,  and  twelve  of  the  Eugfi/h  difafleacd 
lords,  petitioned  the  King  for  a  new  par-  . 
liamcnt. 

Sept.  10.  The  gentry  of  Yorkjbtrt  pe- 
titioned the  King  to  call  a  parliament. 

Sept.  24.  A  general  council  of  the  peers, 
fummoned  by  hisMajefty  in  this  exigency* 
afterabled  at  York,  and  advifed  him  to  ap- 
point commiftioners  to  treat  with  the  6'.  ttt . 

Sept.  29.  Eight  earls,  and  as  many 
barons,  were  appointed  to  treat  with  the 
Scotch  comtniflioners  at  Rippcn,  the  Scott 
refufing  to  come  to  York. 

Oa.  1.  The  Englijb  and  ScUcb  com- 
miftloners  met  at  Rippcn. 

Off.  26.  It  was  agreed  there  mould  be 
a  ceftation  of  arms ;  and  the  Sects  rtmaia 
in  that  part  of  England  they  were  poffelfed 
of ;  and  for  the  reft,  the  treaty  was  to  bo 
adjourned  to  London, 

Off. 
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tin.  *8.  The  great  council  of  peers 
dhTolved. 

AW.  3.  The  fatal  long  f  armament  of 
FrgUntd,  which  begun  the  great  rebellion 
in  1641,  met,  and  the  commons  chofe 
IVdTutm  LenrhaJ,  Efq.  for  their  freak  er. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  examine 
the  proclamation  againlt  recufants. 

Dr.  Wehvood  affirmed  that  no  age  ever 
produced  greater  men  than  thofe  that  fat 
in  this  parliament. 

Nov.  9.  Petitions  again  ft  grievances 
were  procured  from  fcveral  counties,  ana1 
brought  up  to  town,  attended  by  multi- 
tudes of  people. 

The  commons  refolved  that  all  projec- 
tors and  monopolies  mould  be  difabled  to 
Ht  in  the  houfe  ;  whereupon  fcveral  mem- 
bers withdrew,  and  others  were  defied  in 
their  rooms. 

Nov.  1 1.  Mr.  Pytn  carried  up  to  the  lords 
a  general  impeachment  of  high  treafon 
agjjnft  the  earl  of  Strafford,  who  was 
thereupon  committed  to  the  cuftody  of 
the  Black-rod. 

Alderman  Pennington,  with  fome  hun- 
dreds of  citizens  following  him,  prcfented 
a  petition  from  the  city  of  London,  againft 
(be  difcipline  and  ceremonies  of  the  church. 

Nov,  12.  One  hundred  thoufand  pounds 
voted  for  fupplying  the  Scotch  army,  and 
borrowed  of  the  city. 

The  commons  in  concurrence  with  the 
lords,  moved  the  King  tor  a  faft,  which 
was  appointed  and  held  ;  Dr.  Cornelius  Bur- 
grft  and  Stephen  Msrfhal  preached  on  that 
chv  before  the  houfe  of  commons,  and 
preached  and  prayed  feven  hours  betwixt 
them. 

Nov.  it.  Mr.  John  Jamet,  a  crack- 
brained  pa  pi  ft,  (tabbed  Mr.  Haywood,  a 
juftice  of  the  peace  in  IVeflminJlcr'hall,  who 
had  been  aclive  in  profecuting  Popifh  recu- 
fants;  the  juftice  efcaped  with  his  life, 
but  this  ferved  to  heighten  and  incrcafe  the 
fears  of  Popery. 

Nov.  25.  Articles  of  impeachment  were 
carried  up  to  the  lords  by  Mr.  Pym,  againft 
the  earl  of  Strafford,  who  was  committed  I 
to  the  Tower. 

Nov.  28.  Orders  having  been  made  by 
the  houfe  of  commons,  for  releafmg  Pryn, 
Burton,  and  Bajhvick,  from  the  feveral 
iflands  where  they  were  confined;  Pry* 
and  Burton  entered  the  city  of  London  In 
great  triumph,  and  Dr.  Bajhwick  foon 
after;  and  they  were  admitted  to  prefer 
their  petition!  in  the  houfe  of  tomrooas 
againft  (hair  profecutors. 
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I     The  commons  refolve  that  every  mem- 
ber ihali  receive  the  communion,  and  that 
none  mould  fit  in  the  houfe  but  thofe  that  ' 
have  firit  received  the  facrament. 

Dee.  4.  Secretary  Wind  thank  flew  to 
Calais,  to  avoid  the  rage  of  the  commons. 

Dec.  7.  The  commons  voted  that  the 
levying  /hip-money,  and  the  opinions  of  the 
judges  upon  ir,  was  illegal. 

Dec.  11.  Alderman  Pcrming'tm,  attend- 
ed by  great  numbers  of  the  city  mob, 
preferred  a  petition  to  the  commons,  fub- 
fcribed  by  15000  hands,  for  extirpating 
epifcopacy,  &c . 

Dec.  15.  The  commons  refolved,  that 
the  clergy  had  no  power  to  make  canons, 
to  bind  either  clergy  or  raity  j  that  the 
canons  made  by  the  late  convocation  were 
againft  the  laws  of  the  land,  and  tended  to 
faction  and  fedition  ;  and  condemned  the 
fubfidies  granted  by  the  convocation;  as 
illegal j  and  framed  a  bill  for  fining  all 
that  fat  in  that  convocation. 

Dec.  18.  Archbifhop  Laud  was  im- 
peached by  Mr.  Denx.il  Holies,  of  high 
treafon,  in  the  name  of  the  commons,  in 
general  terms,  and  committed  to  the  cuftody 
of  the  Black-rod. 

Dec*  21.  The  lord  keeper  Finch  was 
voted  a  traitor  by  the  commons,  but  fled 
to  Holland  before  any  impeachment  wai 
brought  againft  him ;  and  Sir  Edward  Lit- 
tleton was  made  Keeper  in  his  room. 

Dec.  22.  The  judges  were  threatened, 
and  obliged  to  put  in  great  bail.  Thefe 
were  Sir  John  B  ram/ion,  lord  chief  juftice  of 
the  KingVbcnch  ;  Sit  Humphrey  Davenftrtt 
lord  chief  baron ;  and  juftice  Crawley,  aa 
alfo  juftice  Berkley. 

1640-1,  Feb.  3.  The  commons  voted 
300,000/.  to  be  given  to  their  dear  brethren 
•f  Scotland. 

The  King  admitted' the  carl  of  Effex, 
the  lord  Say,  and  feveral  other  difaffeded 
lords,  into  the  privy-council,  in  hopes  to 
bring  them  over  to  his  intereft,  and  made 
Mr.  Oliver  St.  John,  his  folicitor-general ; 
but  he  was  difappointed,  and  his  affairs 
were  ftill  more  embarraflcd  by  them. 

Feb.  14.  Sir  Robert  Berkley,  one  of  the 
judges  of  the  King's-bench,  impeached  by 
the  commons  of  high  treafon,  for  his  re- 
folution  in  the  cafe  of  (hip-money ;  and 
the  Black-rod  took  him  oft'  the  bench  in 
jytfiminjler-btlll. 

Feb.  16.    A  bill  for  triennial  parlia- 
ments paffed,  and  another  for  granting 
four  fubfidies  for  the  fubfiftence  of  the 
King's  army  in  the  north ;  but  was  fo 
D  i  %  contrived. 
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contrived,  that  the  King  had  not  the  dif-* 
pofal  of  the  money. 

/oaO  to  aboliih  the  Star-chamber. 

An  act  tq  permit  the  making  fakpctre 
and  gunpowder.  - 

An  act  to  abolifli  fliip-money,  and  at 
the  fame  time  tunnage  and  poundage  were 
granted  to  the  King. 

The  commons  rendered  themfelves  fo 
formidable,  that  the  King  was  forced  to 
confent  to  every  thing. 

'I  he  commons  ufed  a  method  to  make 
themfelves  feared,  by  declaring  thole  pei- 
fons  delinquents  who  had  been  concerned  jn 
monopolies. 

The  houfe  appointed  a  committee  to  ex- 
amine into  the  judges  that  gave  their 
opinion  concerning  (hip-money. 

The  lords  cancel  the  judgment  in  Mr. 
Hampden  t  cafe,  and  caufed  the  rolls  in  the 
Star-chamber  to  be  annulled,  wherein  the 
extrajudicial  opinions  of  the  judges  were 
entered. 

The  Caivini  fts  and  Prefbyterians  were 
hated  by  the  the  court. 

Notice  being  given  to  the  commons,  that 
the  papifts  were  preparing  to  execute  fome 
defign  again  ft  .government,  an  order  was 
ilfued  to  the  judges  to  put  the  laws  in  ex- 
ecution againft  priefts  and  jefuits. 

The  commons  thanked  his  Majefty  for 
the  triennial  bill,  and  faid,  there  now  re- 
mained nothing  to  be  done,  but  to  teftify 
their  devotion  to  his  Majefty,  and  that  their 
only  end  was  to  make  him  a  GUriwi  King. 

Feb.  23.  The  earl  of  Strafford  puts  in 
his  anfwer  to  the  articles  of  impeachment 
againft  him. 

Feb.  26.  Fourteen  general  article*  ex- 
hibited againft  archbiftiop  Laud,  who  made 
a  fpeech  upon  that  occafion. 

March  1.  The  Archbiftiop  was  commit- 
ted the  Tower. 

The  King  fubmitted  to  have  the  privy- 
counfellors  examined,  as  witnefTes  againft 
the  earl  of  Strafford,  by  a  committee  of  both 
houfes. 

March  10.  The  commons  voted,  that 
no  biihop  mould  have  a  vote  in  parliament, 
or  any  judicial  power  in  the  Star-chamber, 
or  bear  any  authority  in  temporal  matters  j 
and  that  no  clergyman  mould  be  in  cora- 
miffion  of  peace. 

March  19.  The  bifhocs  and  the  new 
created  peers,  wave  their  right  of  voting  in 
the  earl  of  Strafford"*  cafe. 

The  commons  kept  the  Scotch  army  in 
pay,  and  borrowed  money  of  the  cUy  of 
LcncLn,  on  the  fubfidics,  for  then. 


The  parliament  petition  the  King  to  re« 
move  the  papifts  from  court,  and  a  bill  was 
brought  in  to  d  if  arm  the  papifts. 

The  parliament  ordered  the  lord  mayor  to> 
prevent  papifts  from  reforting  to  ambatta- 
dors  houfes,  and  the  Queen's  chapel. 

March  12.  The  lord  Strafford's  trial 
began  in  Wcfimrjler-kall,  the  earl  of  Arun- 
del being  lord  high-fteward  on  that  occafion. 

April  21.  A  bill  of  attainder  againft 
the  carl  of  Strafford,  parted  the  commons, 
with  the  majority  of  204  againft  59,  aad 
was  carried  up  to  the  lords. 

The  reafon  of  proceeding  againft  the  Earl 
by  ball  of  attainder,  was  becaufe  they  had 
not  legal  evidence  to  convict  him  of  high, 
treafon  before  the  lords.  • 

What  was  principally  infiftrd  on  hy 
his  enemies,  was,  that  he  had  an  intention 
to  alter  the  conftitution,  from  a  limitted, 
to  an  abfolute  monarchy,  which  was,  they 
fuggefted,  high-treafon  againft  the  king- 
dom, if  not  againft  the  King. 

The  teftimony  that  weighed  moft  with 
the  commons,  was  that  of  his  declared 
enemy  Mr.  Secretary  Vane,  who  depofed 
that  the  Earl  had  faid  in  council,  That 
bit  Majefty  xvai  abfclved  from  all  rulet  ttf 
gcvernment,  and  bad  en  army  in  Ireland, 
which  be  might  employ  to  reduce  this  kingdom  . 
Nor  would  they  be  iatisfied,  though  it  was 
proved  beyond  difpute,  that  theie  words 
were  fpoken  in  relation  to  the  kingdom  of 
Scotland,  which  was  then,  in  actual  rebel-' 
lion. 

Father  Pb'dipt  the  Queen's  confefior,  was 
alfo  examined  by  the  commons,  and  they 
accufed  him  to  the  lords. 

May  x.  The  King  told  both  houfes,  he 
could  not  in  confeience  condemn  the  earl 
of  Strafford  of  high-treafon  \  and  that  nei- 
ther fear,  or  any  other  refpect,  fttould 
make  him  go  againft  his  confeience  }  there- 
fore defired  the  lords  to  find  fome  way  to 
bring  him  out  of  this  great  ftreight. 

May  x.  The  princefs  Mary,  the  King's 
eldeft  daughter,  was  married  to  William  of 
Naffau,  fon  to  Frederick-Henry,  prince  of 
Orange,  at  Whitehall. 

May  3.  An  armed  mob,  led  by  Corne- 
fitu  Burgefs,  a  puritan  doctor  of  divinity^ 
came  down  to  Wcfiminjler,  crying  O^t 
Juflice  !  Juflice !  againft  the  earl  of  Straf- 
ford ;  they  rifled  Weftminfier  abbey,  and 
infulted  the  King  at  Whitehall.'  and  when 
thejultices  of  peace  would  have  commit- 
ted fome  of  them,  they  were  themfelves 
committed  by  the  commons  who  had  excited 
this  indirection. 

Mr, 
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Mr.  Pym  difcovered  to  the  houfe  of 
common*.,  a  plot  to  fenuce  the  army. 

S>r  Wiiiiam  Balfour  was  examined  by  fix 
peers,  concerning  a  report  thaL  he  wa*  to 
admit  a  garriton  of  men  into  the  Tower 
under  captain  BiHirtfjley  the  earl  or'  Straf- 
ford"* friend  j  Balfour  confeiicd,  that  the 
King  h^d  ordered  him  to  admit  this  party. 

Baifvur  confefled  he  had  offered  him 
Vtcocl.  to  let  the  Earl  cfespe.  This 
dchgn  was  heard  by  three  women,  who 
hearkened  at  the  key  hole  of  the  Earl'i 
door,  and  heard  his  difcourfe  with  captain 
BiUiHgfUy, 

The  lords  defired  the  concurrence  of  the 
common  1  to  difperfe  the  mob  aflcmbJcd  at 
rVe/iminjlcr* 

A  proteftation  made  by  the  lord*  and 
commons,  in  the  nature  of  an  atfociation, 
for  preservation  of  their  rights  and  privileges, 
little  inferior  to  the  Scotch  covenant ,  and 
propagated  over  the  whole  kingdom,  from 
May  3  to  June  8. 

May  8.  The  lords  patted  the  bill  of  at- 
tainder  againft  the  earl  of  Strafford,  and 
at  the  i  nit  a  nee  of  the  commons,  moved 
his  Majefty  to  pafs  it. 

A  committee  arrived  from  the  parlia- 
ment of  Ireland,  to  lay  before  the  houfe  a 
complaint  againft  the  earl  of  Strafford. 

The  earl  of  Strafford  defended  himfelf 
with  great  judgment  and  eloquence  upon 
hit  trial  \  Howard  earl  of  j1rur.de! t  was 
lord  high  ftcward  on  this  folemn  occafion, 
the  members  of  the  houfe  of  commons 
tat  uncovered,  and  the  lords  in  their  robes. 

Lord  Digby  ftrongly  oppofed  the  bill  of 
attainder  again  ft  the  Earl. 

Several  thoufands  of  the  inhabitants  of 
L:n don  petitioned  the  parliament  againftthe. 
Earl,  and  Mr.  St.  Jobn  in  the  name  of  the 
commons,  made  a  long  fpeech  to  the  lords, 
to  prove  that  the  bill  was  not  contrary  to 
Jaw. 

The  King  made  a  leng  fpeech  in  favour 
of  the  Earl,  which  proved  of  quite  con- 
trary effect  to  what  the  King  intended. 

A  Lancajbire  knight  promt  fed  to  procure 
the  King  650,000/.  to  pafs  thefe  bills  till 
the  fubfidie$  ihould  be  raifed. 

May  to.  The  bill  of  attainder  was 
parted  by  .  commiffioo,  with  another  bill 
for  perpetuating  the  prefent  parliament  j 
at  which  time  the  King  was  looked  upon 
to  have  refigncd  his  fovereignty. 

It  was  faid  to  have  been  at  the  Queen's 
importunity  to  fave  himfelf  and  family, 
that  the  King  was  prevailed  upon  to  pais 
thtfc  ads,  which  certainly  contributed  more 


to  his  deftruftion  thsn  any  part  of  his 

conduct. 

May  12.  The  earl  of  Strafford  was  be- 
headed an  Ttrwtr-i  iU. 

May  17.  ihe  lord  Cottington  refignoi 
his  place  of  maftcr  of  the  wards,  which, 
was  given  to  the  lord  Say ;  and  biihop 
Juxon  refigned  his  trcafurer'i  ftaft,  and  this 
treafury  was  put  in  commiftion. 

Af*y  19.  The  earl  of  Lektficr  was  made 
lord  hcuurant  of  Ireland*  the  marquis  of 
Hertford,  governor  to  the  Prince,  and  the 
earl  of  Fjftx,  lord  chamberlain  of  the 
houmold,  in  the  room  of  the  earl  of  Pem- 
broke. 

May  20.  A  bill  was  brought  into  ihe 
houfe  of  commons,  for  extirpation  of  bi- 
/hops,  deans  and  chapters,  &c.  but  mif- 
carried. 

June  16.  The  parliament  appointed  x 
%  committee  to  examine  the  affair  of  the 
plot  to  feducc  the  army,  and  cauicd  dc- 
pofitions  to  be  read. 

1.  Billingjlty'x  confeiTion. 

2.  Mr.  AW/'s  conftftion,  whereby  It  ap- 
peared the  earl  of  Straff  or  dy\  cfcape  was 
projected.

for  an  acl  of  oblivion,  which  was  accepted. 
Lord  Dirty  was  called  up  to  the  houfe  of 
crs  to  take  his  feat  there,  being  expelled 
y  the  commons. 
The  King  prcmifed  the  Sfanilh  ambarta- 
dor  400c  of  the  h'tjh  army,  and  the  French 
the- reft  j  the  commons  were  againft  it,  and 
petitioned  the  King  to  recall  his  word,  but 
he  flood  to  his  piomifc.

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The  commons  publifhed  an  ordinance, 
OeeUring  thole  enemies  to  the  ftate  v(ho 
ftculd  tranfport  troops  to  foreign  pirfa. 

y*!y  6.  Articles  of  impeachment  were 
carried  up  againft  Sir  Francis  Crawley,  and 
foot  other  judges. 

Ang.  4.  An  order  of  the  commons  for 
removing  all  fcandalous  pictures,  erode*, 
and  figures,  within  churches  and  without : 
whereupon  thecrofles  in  Cheafftde,  Charing- 
Crofs,  and  at  fcveral  other  places,  were  taken 
down. 

Aug.  6.  The  EngK/k  and  Scotch  armies 
were  bo'h  difbanded. 

Aug.  8.  Being  Sunday,  both  houfes  fat 
•II  day,  to  prevent  the  King's  going  to 
Scotland. 

A«g.  10.  The  King  departed  for  Scotland. 

The  King  pafled  an  act  of  pacification 
between  the  kingdoms  of  England and  Scot- 
UnJ,  to  effea  which  all  the  Scots  demand* 
were  granted  j  and  it  was  computed  their 
coming  into  England,  and  ftay  here,  rod 
this  nation  100,00c/.  betides  the  damages 
they  did  to  private  men* 

Another  *€l  pafl*ed,  declaring  the  cer- 
tainty of  the  meets  and  bounds  of  forefts  : 
•nd  a  third,  declaring  all  the  proceedings 
in  the  cafe  of  fhip-money  null  and  void, 
and  for  vacating  all  records,  and  procefs, 
•onceroing  the  fame  j  with  fome  other  a  els 
Ids  material. 

The  King  made  the  earl  of  EJfex  lieu- 
tenant general  of  his  armies  foutb  of  Trent, 
figns  a  commiHion  for  pafling  a&s  in  his 
a b ftm  r,  and  the  fame  day  fets  out  for 
Scotland. 

The  commons  fent  a  committee  to  Seot- 
i,  to  be  fpies  upon  his  Majefty,  and

Aug.  The  King  arrived  at  Edinburgh. 
The  houfe  of  commons  voted  again  ft  the

The  lords  and  commons  joined  in  a  de- 
claration concerning  the  innovations  in  the 
thurch.

The  Scotch  rebels  firft  incited  this  rebel, 
lion  in  Ire/and,  luggefting  there  was  a  de-  * 
fign  to  eradicate  all  the  Irifh  cathoHcks, 
who  were  indeed    nine  parts  in  ten  of' 
that  nation  :  they  had  no  defign  to  maftacre 
the  Englijb   at   firft,   but  meeting  with  * 
grcaier  oppofition  than  they  expected,  they 
lurprifed  and    not  to  death  upwards  of 
io,coo  Englijh  in  cold  blood.    The  Eng~ 
lijfb  rebels  had  the  aflurance  to  charge  the  >■ 
King  with  being  the  author  of  this  re- 
bellion againft  himfelf,  by  which  calumny,  I 
they  endeavoured  to  render  the  King  odi-  i. 
ous  to  his  fubjects,  and  it  actually  had  \\ 
more  mifchievous  effeds  than  can  be  ima- 
gined. 

There  were  fince  the  rebellion  broke  oot 
in  Ireland,  from  the  23d  of  Oflober  to  the 
I  ft  of  March  following,  154,000  prote- 
ftants  cruelly  maflacrcd  }  and  unto  the  cef- 
frtion,  September  15th,  1643,  above  300,000 
murdered  in  cold  blood,  deftroy ed,  and  ex- 
pelled their  habitations.

The  King  demanded  the  afliftance  of 
tttland,  whkh  they  ccfufed,  fearing  Ettg- 
nd  might  conceive  icaloofies,  but  if  here- 
neceflary,  they  would  be  ready  to 

flift. 

The  earl  of  EJfex  refigncd  his  com- 
itflion. 

The  King  difmifVed  the  guards  of  the 
liaraeut,  which  the  lords  and  commons 
fired  the  con'inuince  of,  but  the  King 
refuted  it,  and  would  order  fome  of  the 
train  banis,  which  the  commons  refufed. 

Dec.  2.  The  King  attended  the  parlia- 
ment, and  made  a  fpeech  to  both  houfes. 

He  recommenced  a  committee  to  treat 
with  the  Scots  about  their  fuccours  to 
Ireland.

The  apprentices  worm 
their  hair  cut  round. 

The  commons  afked  a  guard,  and  they 
caufed  arms  to  be  brought  into  the  kouia 
for  their  fecurity. 

The  gentlemen  of  the  inns  of  court  of- 
fered to  guard  the  King. 

The  Irijh  demand  a  toleration,  which 
the  commons  will  not  agree  to. 

The  King  fends  a  mcOage  to  both  houfes 
thjt  feven  prielts  were  condemned,  *r4 
that  the  French  ambaifador  demanded  they 
might  be  bant&cd.  The  lords  and  com- 
mons voted  they  fliould  be  executed,  and 
petitioned  the  King  for  the  fame. 

The  King  granted  protection  to  them. 

The  commons  imprifoned  the  two  lords 
Cefieleugh  and  Taaf,  fent  from  Ireland. 

The  King  offered  to  raife  10,000  men  if 
the  parliament  would  pay  them. 

The  commons  appointed  a  committee  to 
examine  why  relief  was  not  fent  to  In- 
land. 

A  bill  was  brought  in  for  the  preffing 
of  foldicrs. 

The  commons  make  the  earl  of  Nevr- 
pert  conftable  of  the  Tower,  whom  the 
King  removes,  and  takes  the  keys  him- 
felf. 

The  earl  of  Newport  is  accufed  by  the 
King,  of  having  faid  the  Queen  and  child- 
ren ihould  be  fecured. 

The  lords  petitioned  the  King,  praying;

The  King  went  to  the  common  council 
of  Louden,  and  demanded  the  rive  members 
out  of  the  city,  when  one  Henry  Walker 
threw  into  the  King's  coach  a  paper, 
wherein  was  the  city  petition  to  the  King, 
who  fided  with  the  commons,  written  ft 
jvur  tents,  0  Ifrael. 

Lunsford  and  forty  other  officers  coming 
throof  h  Wefminfier  Hall,  met  the  citizens, 
drew  their  fwords,  and  wounded  feveral. 

Several  counties  petition  that  the  Papifts 
vight  be  difarmed.

bridge  to  Wtflmtnflcr :  for  which  they  all 
received  the  thanks  of  the  common?,  and 
were  acquainted  they  ihould  have  an  ordi- 
nance of  the  houfe  for  their  indemnity  ; 
they  then  made  captain  Skip/ton,  major- 
general  of  the  city  militia,  ordering  him 
to  attend  every  day  at  Wejhninfier,  with 
a  guard  for  their  fecurity  :  which  war- 
like proceedings  were  looked  upon  as  an 
avowed  declaration  of  war  againft  his  Ma- 
jofty. 

Jan.  ia.  The  King  removed  x»W}rdftr, 
from  whence  he  fent  two  feveral  meflages 
to  the  commons,  offering  to  wave  all  pro- 
fecutions  againft  the  lord  Kimboltsn,  and 
the  five  members,  and  to  pafs  an  a$  of 
general  pardon ;  but  thofe  offers  were  not 
accepted  by  the  commons. 

Letters  from  the  lord  Dtgby  were  inter- 
cepted from  Zealand,  and  he  was  accufed 
of  higb-treafoa  by  the  parliament. 


The  commons  impeached  the  Attorney- 
general,  and  committed  him  to  the  Fleet 
prifon  during  pleafure. 

The)'  required  the  names  of  the  perfonf 
who  advifed  the  King  to  accufe  the  five 
member*. 

The  commons  very  much  miftruftcd  the 
King's  fincerity,  and  fent  an  order  to  Sir 
John  Byron,  lieutenant  of  the  Tower,  to 
appear  before  the  houfe  of  commons, 
which  he  refuted.  - 

The  commons  ordered  two  companies  of 
the  train  bands  to  attend  the  houfe  daily, 
under  the  command  of  ferjeant  major  Skiff  en- 

The  lords  Ejjex  and  Holland  were  com* 
minded  by  the  King  to  attend  him  at 
court  j  but  the  houfe  of  peers  forbid  their 
going. 

The  Scots  fent  1500  men  into  Ireland. 

The  Scotch  commiffioners  offered  their 
mediation,  which  the  King  rejected. 

Feb.  a.  Both  boufes  petitioned  the  King 
to  deliver  up  the  Tower,  with  all  the  forts 
and  militia  of  England,  into  their  hands  ; 
and  by  their  importunity  they  prevailed  up- 
on his  Majefty  to  turn  out  Sir  John  Byron, 
and  make  Sir  John  Convert  lieutenant  of 
the  Tower. 

Many  meflage*  paffed  between  the  King 
and  the  parliament. 

The  parliament  prefented  to  the  King 
the  form  of  an  ordinance  for  the  militia. 

The  commons  were  fearful  the  King 
intended  to  fecure  Portsmouth,  they  order 
the  governor  thereof  to  receive  no  forces 
by  the  King's  authority  but  by  both  boufes 
of  parliament. 

They  alfo  fent  Sir  John  Hotbsm  to  fe- 
cure Hull. 

They  fet  a  guard  about  the  Tower,  and 
ordered  that  no  ammunition  ihould  be  fent 
from  thence.  • 

A  falfe  information  was  given  to  the 
houfe  of-  the  King's  being  enforcedat 
mndfor. 

Feb.  14.  The  King  was  prevailed  with,  by 
the  Queen,  to  pafs  the  bill  by  commiflion, 
for  depriving  the  bifliops  of  their  votes  ia 
parliament,  and  incapaciating  both  them 
and  the  reft  of  the  clergy  to  exercifc  any 
temporal  jurifdttVion ;  and  the  bill  for  the 
preffing.of  foldiers. 

Feb.  16.  The  King  went  with  the  Queeit 
and  princefs  of  Orange,  to  Dover. 

Feb.  13.  The  Queen  and  Princefs  em- 
barked for  Holland. 

Feb.  a6.  The  King  returned  to  Green- 
nikb;  and  fent  for  the  prince  of  Wales 
and.  the  cuke  of  York  to  come  to  hia. 
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.  Teh,  28.  The  King  fent  the  houfc  hi* 
reafbns  for  refuting  the  militia  bill ;  where- 
upon the  commons  voted  hit  advifers  public 
cnemieA.  to  the  kingdom ;  and  that  fuch 
parts  of  the  kingdom  as  had  already  put 
themlclves'  in  a  pofture  of  defence,  had  done 
nothing  but  what  was  juftinable,  and  ap- 
proved of  by  both  houfea. 

The  fame  day  his  Majefty  removed  to 
Theobald's,  and  a  fele&  committee  of  both 
houfea  followed  him  thither,  and  declared, 
that  if  he  perfifted  in  his  refufal  to  pafa 
the  militia  bill,  they  were  refolved  to  fet- 
tle, the  militia  without  him. 

Mar.  1.  They  infilled  alfo  he  mould  re- 
move his  wicked  counsellors,  and  leave 
the  Prince  in  their  hands.    They  protefted 

{ie  had  no  power  of  commanding  the  mi- 
itia,  and  declared  that  they  who  bad  put 
themfelves  in  a  pofture  of  defence,  con* 
curred  with  the  direction  of  both  houfes, 
and  were  justifiable  by  law. 

The  King  anfwered  them.  That  he  had 
well  considered  the  militia  bill,  and  faw  no 
reaion  to  alter  hit  mind ;  but  that  ftill  he 
had  no  thoughts  but  of  peace  and  iuftice 
to  his  people,  which  he  mould  by  all  fair 
means  fcek  to  preferve  and  maintain,  re- 
lying upon  the  goodnefs  of  God,  for  the 
prcfervation  of  himfclf  and  his  rights. 

Mar.  2.  Upon  the  report  of  the  King's 
anfwer,  the  two  houfes  refolved}  That  the 
kingdom  mould  be  forthwith  put  in  a  pof- 
ture of  defence  }  that  all  the  lord-lieute- 
nants in  England  mould  bring  in  their  com- 
millions,  and  cancel  them  as  illegal  j  and 
ordered  the  admiral  (the  earl  of  Northum- 
berland) that  he  mould  equip  the  royal 
navy,  and  be  ready  to  put  to  fea  in  their 
fcrvice.  All  this  wat  done  before  bis 
Majefty  had  raifed  any  troops,  or  taken 
any  meafures  for  his  defence  ;  and  at  it  is 
a  demonstration  he  did  not,  nor  ever  in- 
tended toj  begin  a  war  with  the  houfes, 
yet  it  rauft  be  acknowledged,  to  be  fome 
reflection  on  hit  prudence  to  be  found  thus 
Onprovided,  and  to  fuffer  the  houfes  to  feixc 
hit  treafuret,  hit  forts,  fleets,  and  maga- 
zines, and  to  raife  his  own  militia  againft 
him.  But  now,  finding  all  attempts  to  re- 
ftore  peace  in  vain,  and  that  the  houfes 
were  refolved  for"war,  and  to  deprive  him 
of  his  fovercignty,  he  fet  forward  towards 
the  north,  in  order  to  provide  for  his  fecu- 
rity,  on  the  3d  of  March. 

Mar.  9.  A  committee  of  both  houfea 
followed  the  King  with  another  pofitive 
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declaration  to  Newmarket,  wherein  they  t*f§ 
that  upon  the  ftriflcft  examination  of  their 
confcienceti  and  on  confideration  of  their 
actions,  they  found  none  that  could  give 
his  Majefty  any  juft  apprebenfions,  or  oc* 
canon  hit  removal  from  tVh\teballt  whither* 
they  defired  he  would  return  with  the 
Prince.  But  the  King  did  not  think  fit 
to  truft  them  any  farther,  and  put  hirn- 
feif  into  the  hands  of  his  declared  enemies, 
but  continued  his  journey  .towards  York. 

Before  the  King  left  Lender,  the  lord] 
mayor,  and  other  citizens,  waited  upon  hit 
Mujefty,  and  engaged,  if  he  would  flay, 
they  would  guard  him  with  10,000  men  5 
the  King  anfwered  them,  he  was  re- 
folved not. 

It  was  voted  in  both  houfes  to  put  the 
kingdom  in  a  pofture  of  defence,  and  the 
parliament  iflued  an  ordinance  for  arming 
the  militia. 

The  King  being  at  Huntingdon,  fent 
and  informed  the  houfjp  he  meant  to  refide 
at  York,  and  recommends  the  affairs  of 
Inland  to  them. 

In  anfwer  to  this  meflage  the  common! 
voted,  that  the  King's  abfence  fo  far  from 
hit  parliament,  it  an  obAruclion,  and 
might  be  a  deftruction,  to  the  affairs  of 
Ireland. 

Mar.  16.  The  King  being  at  Stanford 
in  hit  way  to  York,  iflued  a  proclamation 
for  ftri&ly  executing  the  laws  againft  pa- 
pilla. 

The  King,  anfwered  the  commons  de- 
claration a  few  days  after  hit  being  at 
York. 

Both  houfes  made  a  reply  to  the  anfwer 
given  by  the  King  to  the  parliament's  de- 
claration* 

Both  houfes  petitioned  the  King  to  ft- 
move  the  magazine  at  Hull  to  the  Tower  a 
and  the  count*  of  Ycrk  petitioned  the  King 
to  continue  the  lame  there. 

Mar.  iq.  The  King  arrived  at  York, 
and  iflued  a  proclamation  for  the  payment' 
of  tunnage  and  poundage,  though  the  act 
whereby  they  were  granted  was  expired. 

1642.  Mar.  28.  The  parliament  procured 
a  commiflion  from  the  admiral  (the  earl  of 
Northumberland)  to  conftitute  the  earl  of 
Warwick,  who  was  devoted  to  them,  ad- 
miral of  the  fleet  againft  the  King's  will, 
who  had  given  that  command  to  Sir  John 
Pennington. 

Apr.  8.  The  King  offers  to  raife  an  ar- 
my, and  to  go  in  perfon  againft  the  rebels 
in  Ireland,  which  the  parliament  oppofed, 
*nd  refolved  to  obftrua  all  leviea  for  thac 
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but  what  were  made  by  them- 


fervice, 
fel ves. 

Both  hnufes  petitioned  the  King,  That 
fiia  going  to  h eland  wooM  endanger  the 
fafety  of  his  royal  pcrfon  and  kingdoms, 
and  in  As  other  different  articles. 

A  paper  it  published  touching  the  rniK- 
tta,  and  train  ft  his  Majefty.  The  King, 
•font  a  menage  to  the  turds,  to  find  out  the 
author,  and  punifh  Kim. 

The  cuftoms  of  England  this,  year 
ajnountcxl  to  500,000/. 

April  43.  The  King  went  to  Hull, 
with  an  intent  to  fecure  his  magazine  there, 
but  was  denied  admittance  into  the  town, 
"by  Sir  Jvbn  Hot  bam  t  who  held  it  for  the 
parliament :  whereupon  the  King  declared 
'Sir  Jobn  Hotbam  a  traitor.  The  parlia- 
ment voted  that  Sir  John  Hotbam  had  done 
nothing  but  in  obedience  to  their  com- 
mands,  and  that  the  declaring  one  of  their 
members  a  traitor,  was  a  high  breach  of 
privilege. 

'  The  King  demanded  jufttcc  upon  Hotbam*. 

He  endeavoured  to  felrc  Hull  by  fur- 
prize,  but  was  difcovered  by  an  officer,  who 
treated  with  the  King. 
*  April  a8.  The  King  fent  a  meflage  to 
the  parliament,'  containing  his  reafon  for 
not  consenting  to  the  militia  bill  which 
had  been  prefented  to  him. 

From  this  time  the  King  and  parliament 
prepared  for  war,  and  flrove  to  gain  the  peo- 
ple to  either  fide. 

The  parliament  fent  a  committee  down 
to  Tint,  to  be  fpies  upon  the  King,  and 
fupport  their  intcreft  in  the  north. 

May  5.  The  commons  published  a  de- 
claration for  putting  in  execution  their  or- 
dinance concerning  the  militia  (viz.  for 
raifmg  them  againft  the  King.) 

The  King,  on  the  contrary,  commanded 
his  fuhjecti  not  to  obey  their  ordinance, 
fo  contrary,  to  law  and  reafon ;  and  the  com* 
mons  published  a  declaration,  forbidding  all 
^erfont  to  obey  the  King's  proclamation)  as 
being  contrary  to  the  Jaws. 

May  10.  The  parliament  mufrered  all 
the  city  militia,  confifiing  o<*  12,000  men, 
in  f  in/bury  fields,  who  wcr«  commanded  by 
Skipptn,  and  fuch  ©thvr  officers  as  the 
ftoufes  could  confide  in  :  and  they  lent  to 
fhe  fever al  counties  to  raufter  the  militia, 
and  ftani  to  their  arms,  ptirfuant  to  their 
ordinance,  alluring  them  of  the  protection 
of  the  two  houfts  againft  any  that  fliould 
oppnfe  them. 

The  K!*jg  kirimT.ed  all  the  ;cnt,ry  of 


May  n.  He  thought  fit  to  rarfe  a  j_ 
for  the  defence  of  his  perfon,  which  con- 
fifted  of  a  troop  of  horfe,  commanded:  by 
the  prince  of  Walts,  and  one  regiment  of 
the  trained-bands. 

The  King  would  have  moved  the  court* 
of  jufticc  to  Tori,  which  the  parliament 
having  notice  of,  hindered. 

May  17.  Cbarltt  ordered  major  general 
Skippon  to  attend  him  at  York  ;  the  parlia- 
ment gave  him  orders  to  the  contrarv,  which- 
he  obeyed. 

The  parliament  ordered  the  (heriffs  with* 
in  150  miles  of  Ttrk,  to  ftop  all  arms  going 
to  that  city. 

May  19.  The  parliament  pubU/hcd  ft 
manifefto,  under  the  name  of  rcmonftrance- 
or  a  declaration,  fctting  forth  the  reafon  of 
their  conduct. 

May  10.  The  earl  of  Briftvl  by  a  fpeccb 
ia  the  houfe  of  peers  made  his  raft  effort 
to  procure  an  accommodation  between  the 
King  and  parliament,  but  without  effect. 

The  parliament  vote,  that  whoever  mould 
ferve  or  affift  his  Maj«fty  in  railing  forces, 
were  trakors  :  and  had  the  courage  to 
fond  their  ferjeant  to  fork,  to  apprehend 
fome  gentlemen  that  attended  the  King, 
there,  as  delinquents. 

May  tz»  The  lord  keeper  Littleton  left 
the  parliament,  went  te  the  King  at  Turk, 
and  gave  up  the  great  foal* 

May  13.  They  petition  the  King  to  dif- 
band  his  force*  of  horfc  and  foot,  raifed 
under  colour  of  a  guard  to  his  pcrfon,  to- 
to  which  be  returned  a  very  fnarp  anfwer. 

May  26.  The  commons  pub  lifted  a  re* 
monftrance,  declaring  the  fovcreign  Icgifla- 
tive  power  was  lodged  in  both  houfes,  and 
that  the  King  had  not  fo  much  at  a  ne- 
gative voice. 

Jutt$  z.  The  parliament  font  nineteen 
propofiriona  to  the  King,  to  be  accepted  on 
towards  the  eftabliihment  of  a  peace  and 
Ariel  union,  to  which  the  Kjng  made  an 
exceeding  long  anfwer. 

The  ftiip  Providence  arrived  on  the  coaft 
ofYorkjfrire,  being  fent  by  the  Queen  with 
arms  and  ammunition  for  his  Majefly. 

The  Queen  in  order  to  furnifh  thefcarmt 
had  fold  part  of  the  crown  jewels  ;  where- 
upon the  parliament  publiihed  an  order,  de- 
claring thofe  concerned  therein  were  ene- 
mies to  the  ftate. 

The  King  having  ordered  thofe  of  hi* 
party  to  leave  the  parliament,  the  com- 
mons ordered  the  members  to  attend  the 
17th  of  Jure,  on  the  forfeiture  of  ioo4 
to  be  employed  ia  the  wars  in  Jrtland.

The  city  of  Cncrtry  rtiut 
their  gates  again  ft  the  King. 

General  Wi*ntt  loft  an  opportunity  of 
defeating  a  body  of  the  patlbmcnt'*  troops. 

Aug.  21.  D^ier  caftle  furpriacd  for  the 
parliament. 

Aug.  22.  The  King  fct  up  the  rsrva'l 
flandard  at  NMmglam. 

Aug.  25.  He  took  Lincoln,  and  farnirtir  d 
his  troops  with  the  arms  of  the  train  bands. 

The  King  fent  a  mefl'jgc  from  Nctt'f^- 
bam  to  both  houfes  for  peace,  bat  it  wis 
received  with  fcoin. 

This  meffrge  wm  fent  by  the  carl  of 
Scutiampt&n  and  Sir  John  Culpepper,  who 
took  their  feats  in  the  houfc  to  deliver  it, 
but  were  ordered  to  deliver  it  at  the  bar, 
and  to  wait  nut  of  Leu  Jen  for  an  anfwer.

The  nobility  and  gentry  ever  th= 
whole  kingdom,  who  would  not  dcJatc 
again  ft  the  King,  were  plundered  and  im- 
prifoned,  where  the  parliament  prevailed  j 
and  fome  of  them  were  kfpt  under  hatches 


in  the  houfe  during  the  parliament,  and 
fhould  ftand  committed  to  the  Tower  du- 
ring the  pleafwe  of  the  hcttie. 

Jane  10.  The  parliament  took  up  mo- 
ney upon  loans,  and  fo  ready  were  the  peo- 
ple to  comply,  that  the  fums  brought  in 
amounted  to  above  eleven  million,  including 
fUc.

June  20.  The  King  published  a  procla- 
mation, fetting  forth  the  lawfulncfs  and 
afe  of  thofe  commiflions  of  array,  an<!  for- 
bidding any  obedience  to  tte  ordinance  of 
parliament  for  the  militia. 

June  21.  The  Lord  Mayor's  letter  cc- 
ononed  a  declaration  from  the  parliament, 
fetting  forth  the  necrflity  they  were  u.V.er 
of  preparing  for  their  defence. 

The  King  made  a  lang  anfwer,  reproach- 
ing the  -parliament  with  their  illegal  pro- 
ceedings.

His  army  at  Sbrevtjbury  confifted  of 
1 0,000  men  and  4000  horfe. 

The  parliament  fent  Walter  Strickland  to 
the  Statea  of  Holland,  to  complain  of  the 
Jupplics  that  were  fent  to  the  King. 

Holland  and  Zeland  promifed  to  ftand 
neuter. 

By  the  prince  of  Orange  %  credit,  they 
had  fent  the  King  *"ns  for  6coo  irien. 

Sept.  23.  Prince**^**  defeated  a  de- 
tachment of  the  parliament's  forces  at  Po- 
wiV*  bridge,  near  JVorcefier.  The  parliament 
however  gave  thanks  for  a  victory  it  London 
on  the  47th. 

The  two  uftiverfities  about  this  time 
made  the  King  a  prefent  of  their  plate ;  but 
the  Cambridge  plate  was  intercepted  by  Crom- 
well, for  the  parliament. 

The  earl  of  EJfe'x  fecured  Hereford,  Glo- 
fefter  and  Briftol  tor  the  parliament. 

The  King  trade  a  declaration,  confining 
of  feveral  heads,  in  vindication  of  his  con- 
duel. 

The  Lencajbire  recufants  petition  his 
Majefty  tq  be  armed. 

Sept.  27.  The  King  ordered  the  papifts 
to  provide  annsforthemfclves,  fcrvants  and 
tenants. 

Oil.  1  a.  He  marched  from  S brew/bury 
to  Bndgcnortb,  and  fo  to  Birmingham, 

Upon  the  King's  march  towards  London, 
the  city  was  alarmed,  and  fortified  the 
avenues  to  the  town. 

Off.  14.  The  earl  of  EJfex  marched 
from  WorctJIer  to  attend  the  King's  motions. 

OH.  23.  Being  Sunday,  about  two  in  the 
afternoon,  begun  the  battle  of  Edge-bill, 
near  Keynton,  in  Warwick  fair et  where  the 
King's  horfe  beat  the  rebel  cavalry  out  of 
the  field  ;  but  purfuing  them  too  far  from 
the  field  of  battle,  left  the  King's  infantry 
expofed  to  the  enemy's  foot,  who  were 
more  numerous  ;  however  they  maintained 
their  ground  till  night  parted  them,  when 
loth  armies  drew  off :  and  the  next  day 
both  claimed  the  victory,  and  gave  thanks 
for  it,  but  neither  of  them  thought  fit  to 
renew  the  fight.  On  the  King's  fide  were 
killed  the  earl  of  Lintfcy  the  general,  the 
lord  Aubigny,  fon  to  the  duke  of  Lenox, 
and  Sir  Edmund  Vemey,  the  ftandard  bearer. 
On  the  other  fide  were  killed  only  the  lord 
St.  John  of  Bletjbo,  and  colonel  Cbarlet 
Ejfex,  of  any  note.  As  for  the  number  of 
inferior  officers  and  common  foldien  that 
were  killed  in  this  action,  the  accounts  arc 
? cry  different,  but  they  probably  amounted 


to  1500  or  2000  men,  on  both  fides.  The; 
lord  Wiliougbby,  fon  to  the  earl  of  Lindjey, 
was  taken  prifoner  by  the  parliament's  forces, 
as  he  was  endeavouring  to  refcue  his  father. 
The  royal  ftandard  was  taken,  but  after- 
wards refcued  by  Capt.  John  Smith,  who 
was  knighted  for  it,  and  made  ftandard; 
bearer. 

ft  Is  affirmed  by  lord  Holtit ;  '« That  OR- ' 
iter  Cromwell,  who  was  quartered  at  a  village; 
near  at  hand  with  a  troop  of  horfe,  kept 
out  of  the  field  at  the  battle  of  Keynton,  and 
excufed  himfclf,  by  faying,  that  he  could 
not  find  the  army,  nor  he  directed  by  hit 
ear,  though  the  ordnance  was  heard  twen* 
ty  or  thirty  miles  pff." 

The  parliament  in  a  declaration  accufed, 
his  Majefty  of  employing  pap  ids. 

Otl.  24.  The  city  of  London  was  put. 
into  the  utmoft  confirmation  by  the  officers 
of  their  horfe  that  had  fied  from  the  battle. 

Theparliament  fent  a  committee  to  Dub- 
lin, to  afljft  the  council,  who  carried  with 
them  20,000/.  and  300  barrels  of  powder, 
ten  tuns  of  match,  and  other  ammunition, 
and  were  well  received. 

The  King  pub  lifted  «  declaration,  mew- 
ing he  had  no  defign  to  alter  the  religion  of 
constitution,  and  that  he  raifed  his  army 
for  his  own  defence,  and  the  protection  of 
the  people's  liberties,  that  were  invaded  by 
a  few  factious  and  feditious  members,  who, 
tailed  themfclves  the  parliament. 

Off.  27.  The  King  took  Banbury  caf- 
tle  and  B  rough  ton  houfe,  and  fent  a  pro- 
clamation to  London,  offering  pardon  to  the 
rebe^. 

Off.  28.  He  marched  to  Oxford,  carry- 
ing with  him  156  colours  and  ftandardj 
taken  from  the  parliament. 

The  King  offered  a  pardon  to  the  dtiee 
of  London  and  Wefminfer. 

Nov.  7.  Tne  parliament  refolved  to  de- 
mand the  future  aid  of  the  Scots. 

They  receive  their  general  with  great 
honour  at  Weftntinfier,  and  prefented  him 
with  a  gratuity  of  5000/. 

Nov.  1 1.  They  fend  a  deputation  to  hie 
Majefty,  to  defire  a  treaty,  to  which  he 
agreed. 

Nov.  15.  There  being  no  c edition  of 
arms,  his  Majefty  advanced  to  Brentford, 
and  diftodged  the  parliament's  forces,  taking 
500  prifoncrs. 

The  city  trained-bands  hereupon  march/' 
ed  to  Tnmbam-Gretn,  to  reinforce  the  earl 
of  EJfcx.  The  army  then  confifted  of 
24,000  men,  completely  aimed  and  fuo- 
plied  with  all  neceffaxics,  and  much  fcpi* 
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jjor  to  trie  King's  j  after  his  army  had 
tlcod  in  battalia  feveral  hours  facing  them, 
his  Majefty  thought  fit  to  retire  to  Reading, 
and  the  parliament  general  did  not  attempt 
to  interrupt  his  inarch,  or  fall  upon  his 
tear.  However,  upon  this  retreat,  the 
parliament  recovered  from  their  conftcrna- 
lion,  and  broke  off  the  treaty. 

The  King  having  releafcd  the  prifontrs 
taken  at  Brentford,  upon  their  oath  never 
to  ferve  agaihft  him  any  more,  they  were 
abfolved  of  their  oatfes  by  Dr.  Downing  and 
Mr.  MarJbalL  two  puritan  teachers,  and 
entered  into  the  parliament's  fcrvice  aguo. 

Nov*  f  6.  The  King  advanced  towards 
London,  whereupon  the  parliament  ordered 
the  earl  of  Efftx  to  march  towards  the  city 
for  their  protection,  and  invited  the  Scots 
into  England  again. 

The  carl  of  Newcaftle  gained  the  coun- 
ties of  Durham,  Northumberland,  Cumber* 
Und  'and  Wefimortland  to  levy  an  army. 

Nov,  23.  The  parliament  ordered  an 
aflbciation  of  the  counties  of  Yorkjbire, 
Cbejbire,  Hambjbire,  Lancajbirc,  Berkjbtrt, 
Shrtp/bire,  Wales  and  Ejj'tx,  and  appointed 
generals  to  each. 

Several  counties  preferved  a  neutrality, 
and  an  agreement  was  entered  into  between 
Cbejbire  and  Yorkjbire,  which  the  parliament 
|et  alide. 

The  King  caufed  fome  prifoners  to  be 
condemned  at  Oxford,  uoon  which  the  par- 
liament threatened  the  fame,  which  faved 
thofe  at  Oxford. 

Nov,  29.  The  parliament  fummoned 
thofe  who  had  not  freely  contributed  their 
loans. 

The  King  ordered  his  fubjects  not  to 
fubmit  to  it'. 

Dee.  1.  The  King  took  up  his  winter 
quarters  at  Oxford,  and  the  earl  of  EJfex  at 
jVindj'.r. 

Sir  William  Waller  took  Fambam  caftle 
In  Surrey  from  the  royalifts. 

Dee.  4.    Cardinal  Richelieu  died. 

Dec.  5.  The  lords  Digby  and  Crandijon 
took  Marlborough,  in  Wiltjhire,  from  the 
rebels. 

Dec,  7.  The  |Cing  to  infift  upon  his  pre- 
rogative, adjourned  the  courts  of  juftice  to 
Oxford,  which  the  parliament  would  not 
eonfent  to. 

The  parliament  publiih  an  ordinance,  for- 
bidding  the  affixes  to  be  held  till  further 
pniers. 

Dec,  8.  The  King  allowed  free  com- 
merce between  bis  quarters  and  London  for

Sir  Ralph  Hopton  engaged  Ra- 
the* (who  was  governor  of  Plymouth  for  the 
parliament)  at  Ltfiard  in  Cornwall,  where 
they  were  defeated,  and  above  1200  of 
them  taken  prifoners,  with  their  cannon* 
ammunition,  &e.  Sir  Ralph  Hopton  at* 
terwards  took  Saltafi,  whereby  theroyaliftc 
became  entire  matters  of  Cornwall, 

Jan,  20.  Colonel  Lucas  furprijed,  BcU 
voir  caftle  for  the  King. 

Feb,  i*  The  parliament  drew  up  four- 
teen propofitions  towards  the  fettling  of  a 
peace. 

Feb.  2.  Prince  Rupert  took  Cireueejlcr 
by  ftorm,  and  made  Carr,  the  Scotch  go- 
vernor, and  1200  of  bis  garrifcn  prifoners, 
above  200  were  (lain. 

Feb.  22.  The  Queen  landed  at  Burling- 
ton-Bay in  Yorkshire,  and  brought  with  her 
money,  arms,  and  ammunition,  for  the 
King's  forces,  which  was  conveyed  by  the 
marquis  of  Montrofe,  and  a  detachment  of 
the  earl  of  Newca/iJe's  troops,  to  Ycrk. 

After  her  Majefty 's  landing,  four  (hips  of 
the  parliament  entered  the  road  and  tirej 
upon  the  veflels  that  were  landing  the  am- 
munition j  fome  balls  reached  the  tow* 
were  the  Queen  was,  and  obliged  her  to 
remove  to  an  obfeure  lodging,  foon  after 
which  (he  wa«  conducted  to  Tori  by  the 
earl  of  Ncwcafllu 

The  States,  in  order  to  keep  fair  with  tne 
parliament,  ftopt  one  of  the  Queen's  flu pa 
with  arms  and  ammunition. 

Feb.  23.   The  commiffioners  that 
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to  Ireland,  were  by  the  King's  ex  prefs  or- 
ders fent  back,  aqd  the  King  lemoved  fosne 
of  the  lords  justices  and  counfellors. 

March  ».  The  lord  Brook  was  killed  in 
an  attack  of  the  cathedral  of  Liubfitld. 

The  King's  friends  endeavoured  to  fow 
difcord  in  London,  and  defired  leave  to  pe- 
tition the  King,  which  the  parliament  op- 
polcd. 

March  4.  Commiffioners  from  the  par- 
liament entered  into  a  treaty  of  peace  with 
the  King  at  Oxford,  which  broke  off  the 
15th  of  April  following,  without -eft'cAing 
any  thing. 

March  6.  The  King  proofed  a  ceflt- 
tion  of  arm*  for  twenty  days. 

March  7.  The  King  gained  two  citizens 
•f  Brtfttl  in '  his  fzvaur,  to  endeavour  to 
raife  forces,  and  deliver  up  the  city,  but 
the  plot  being  difcovercd,  the  confpirators, 
Rtbert  Ttiman  and  one  Bouchier,  were  im- 
wrifoned,  condemned  to  die,  and  executed.

Mahajbary  furrendercd  to  the  parliament. 

March  43.  Colonel  Cavendijb  tockCrSH" 
tham  for  the  King. 

Lord  Herbert,  (on  to  the  marquis  of 
Woreefier,  haying  raifed  2000  men  for  the 
King  in  Wales,  and  invefted  Glotefter,  his 
troops  Were  furprifed  hy  Sir  William  Waller, 
lord  Herbert  himfelf  being  then  at  Oxfcrd; 
500  of  his  men  were  killed,  and  1000  taken 
prifoners :  after  which  Waller  took  Chef' 
Jpvw  and  Mor.mautb* 

Thehoufes  pafs  an  ordinance  for  a  week- 
ly aflefTment  or  tax  through  the  kingdom, 
amounting  to  34,808/.  fer  week,  for  the 
maintaining  then*  troops. 

]  643,  March  16.  Scarborough  caftlc  fur- 
rendercd to  the  King  by  Sir  Hugh  Cbohnond* 
ley,  who  Jeferted  the  parliament. 

March  29.  Ferdinattdo  lord  Fairfax  was 
defeated  at  Brambam-Moar,  by  the  earl  of 
Wcweajllc. 

April.  The  King  detached  prince  Jlxi- 
fert  to  efhbll/h  a  communication  between 
TV*  and  Oxford  \  the  Prince  took  Binnirg- 
bam  in  the  way,  and  made  the  inhabitants 
pay  a  large  fine  for  adifring  thegarrifon. 

Afril  7.  New  proportions  were  made 
to  the  King,  and  in  one  conference,  which 


lafted  till  midnight,  he  declared  himfelf  fully 
fiuisfied,  and  promifed  hit  anfwer  in  writing;' 
the  next  morning  j  but  upon  his  retiring 
was  perfuaded  by  fome  of  his  lords  to  xc\ 
entirely  contrary  to  his  will,  which  put  an) 
end  to  fo  favourable  a  view  of  a  peace.

The  clofe  at  J^ttcbfeld  fur- 
rendered  to  prince  Rupert  upon  honourable 
terms. 

April  15.  The  King  empowered  the 
marquis  of  Ormoad  to  treat  with  the  rebels 
in  Ireland,  and  to  agree  with  them  upon  a 
truce  ot'  arms  for  one  year. 

April  a6.  Reading  furrendercd  to  the 
earl  of  EJ'ex,  after  a  riege  of  ten  diys,  the 
garrifon  confifled  of  40CO  men,  and  were 
permitted  to  march  out  with  their  armsj 
&e.  but  all  deferters  were  given  up.  Co-

Sir  William  Waller  defeated  lord  Herbert 
and  took  Hereford,  but  was  repulfed  at 
WereeJIer. 

James,  earl  of  Northampton,  defeated  a 
detachment  of  the  parliament's  army  near 
Banbury. 

May  it.  The  lords  juftices  wrote  for 
aid  to  his  Majefty,  being  in  great  want  of 
every  neceiTary. 

May  16.  Sir  Ralph  Hoptcn  defeated  »be 
forces,  . under  the  command  of  the  earl  of 
Stamford,  at  Strat  on,  in  Ccntteall,  and 
took  major  general  Cbvdlejgb,  and  1700  more 
of  the  enemy  prifoners,  for  which  fervicu 
Sir  Ralph  was  created  baron  Hapten  cf  Strata 
ton,  Sept.  4,  1643. 

Major  general  Chudleigb,  and  his  father, 
Sir  George  Chudleigb,  entered  into  his 
Majesty's  fervice. 

The  King  matV  new  offers  of  peace  f» 
both  houfes,  which  were  rejected  by  the 
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whhout  a  fete  conduct,  for  which  they  or- 
dered the  mclTcngcr  to  prifoo. 

May  il.  The  parliament  defeated  a  de- 
tachment of  the  King's  forces  at  Wakefeidt 
confiding  of  3000;  general  Goring,  the 
commander,  and  1500  men,  were  m  dc  pri- 
fcaers,  and  twenty- feven  colours  of  foot. 

The  States  of  S<otland  held  a  convention, 
notwithstanding  Hamilton*  oppofition. 

May  13.  Pjt»t  from  the  commons,  im- 
peached the  Queen  of  high  treafon,  for  af- 
fiiling  the  King  her  hulhand  with  arms 
and  ammunition. 

The  earl  of  EJJex  marched  towards  Ox- 
ford, and  advanced  as  far  as  Thame. 

Col.  Hurry  defcrted  the  parliament  army, 
and  informed  prince  Rupert  of  the  disposi- 
tion thereof. 

May  24*  The  King  publiihed  a  procla- 
mation to  forbid  obedience  to  the  orders  of 
both  houfes,  declaring  be  acknowledged 
them  no  longer  as  a  parliament.

and  if  this  was  retuied,  to  form  a  party 
ftrong  enough  in  the  city  to  oppofe  the 
levying  taxes  on  them  for  the  continuance 
•f  the  war  \  which  Pym  having  fome  intel- 
ligence of,  pretended  there  was  a  plot  to 
deflroy  the  parliament,  and  deliver  up  the 
city  of  London  to  the  King  5  and  Mr.  fVal- 
Irr  being  one  of  the  moft  confiderable  men, 
or  moft  active  in  promoting  the  faid  project, 
;t  obtained  the  name  of  Waller*  pkt. 

T imkim  and  Chalomer  were  tried  and  con- 
demned by  a  council  of  war,  but  Mr.  Wal- 
ker being  a  member  of  parliament,  ap- 
pealed from  the  council  of  war  to  the 
houfe,  where  he  made  fo  moving  a  defence, 
that  he  efcaped  with  his  life  ;  but  there 
wat  thought  tn  be  at  lea  ft  as  much  rheto- 
ric k  in  the  application  of  his  treafure  among 
the  leading  men  of  the  party,  as  in  his 
fprech  (and  particularly  among  the  preach- 
ers) for  he  was  poiTcfled  of  an  cfhte  of 
400c/.  per  a xnum  ;  a  fortune  which  few 
commoners  were  matters  of  at  that  time. 

June  5,    Taunttn  aod  Bridge-water  fur- 
jendercj  to  the  parliament. 

June  \c.    The  King  v  onfentcd  to  a  con- 
tention of  efUtei  in  S.crW  under  certain  , 
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limitations,  which  were  rejected  by  the 
cftates* 

At  the  convention,  the  duke  of  Hatniltam 
and  other  of  the  King's  friends,  voted  it 
no  convention,  unlefs  regulated  by  his  Ma- 
jefty. 

Hamilton  ami  his  brother  were  appre- 
hended at  Oxford ;  Lar.er'uk  efcaped,  but 
the  Ouke  was  imprifoned  at  St.  MitlaiV*- 
Mour.tf  in  Cornwall. 

Lord  Willcvgbby,  the  parliament's  gene- 
ral,  took  Cai»Jptrough,  and  made  the  earl 
of  Kingjlcn  hi  J  prisoner,  whom  he  lent  to 
HuU  in  a  pinnance,  but  was  unfortunately 
(hot  by  his  own  party,  who  would  have 
refcued  him. 

June  12.  An  aflembly  of  divines  were 
conftituted  to  fettle  religion  according  to* 
the  Scot' if?  or  Geneva  plan. 

June  15.  The  two  houfes  took  the 
folemn  league  and  covenant,  and  the  city 
of  Linden  foon  after. 

Jure  16.  The  King  fent  the  lords  jui^ 
tices'  letter  to  the  parliament,  who  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  judge  in  what  man- 
ner to  raife  money. 

Prinee  Rupert  beat  up  the  earl  of  EJix'* 
quarters  about  Thame. 

June  18.  He  defeated  a  body  of  the  par- 
liament's forces  in  Chalgrave  field,  where 
colonel  Jcbn  Hampden  received  a  mortar 
wound,  of  which  he  died  in  lefs  than  a 
week  after.  In  that  very  field  he  firft  j>ut 
in  execution  the  parliament's  orders  for 
the  militia  of  that  county,  as  a  precedent 
for  the  reft  of  England, 

Thi«  was  deemed  an  irreparable  lofs  by 
the  oppofition,  Hampden  being  a  man  of  the 
grcateft  courage  and  conduit  amongft  them, 
and  a  moft  inveterate  enemy  to  the  royal 
party.  Lord  Clarendon  compared  him  to 
Cinna ;  who  had  a  head  to  contrive,  a  tongue 
to  perfuade,  and  a  hand  to  execute  any 
thing. 

June  19.  The  earl  of  Netvcaftle  defeated) 
lord  Fairfax*  s  forces  at  Adder  ton-Moor,  ia 
TTorkfoire* 

Fairfax  threw  himfelf  into  Huff. 

July  1.  The  aflembly  of  divines  met 
in  the  Jtrufakm  chamber,  confiding  of 
about  118  preachers,  betides  *6  laymen, 
and  had  four  millings  a  day  allowed  them 
for  their  fcrvice. 

Sir  Char  lex  Lucas  defeated  colonel  Middle- 
ton's  horfe  ntur  Buckingham. 

July  a.  The  King  renewed  his  orders 
to  conclude  a  truce  in  Ireland  with  the 
rebels. 

The  Queen  marched  w'th  a  ftrong  de- 
tachment 
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tachment  from  York  towards  Oxford,  and 
took  Burton  upon  'Trent  by  ftorm:  j 
^u/y  5.  Mr.  Tern  kins  and  Mr.  Cbaloner 
were,  executed  for  Waller'*  plot.  Mr.  #W- 
&r  was  condemned  to  the  fame  fate,  but 
reprieved,  and  fined  10,000/.  which  he 
paid. 

The  King's  troops  defeated  a  body  of  the 
forces,  under  the  command  of  Sir  WilRam 
Waller,  at  Lanfdown,  near  Bath ;  Sir  Bevil 
Cretnvile  was  killed  on  the  King's  fide. 

The  marquis  of  Hertford,  who  com- 
manded aooo  horfe,  loft  above  15003  he 
left  his  infantry  at  Dcvixes,  and  marched  to 
Oxford  with  the  remains  of  his  horfe. 

July  6.  The  parliament  fent  Sir  Wil- 
liam Armyne,  Sir  Henry  Fane,  jun.  fifr.  to 
Invite  the  Scots  to  their  aftiftance. 

July  9.  The  earl  of  EJfex  defirous  of 
peace,  wrote  a  letter  to  the  fpeakcr  of  the 
noufe  of  commons. 

The  King  endeavoured  to  gain  him, 
which  rendered  him  fufpecled  by  the  par-, 
liament. 

July  1 1 .  Waller  bcCegcd  the  infantry  at

The  fame  da;  the  King  met  the  Queen 
at  Edgebi!lt  in  her  march  from  TV*,  and 
the  next  day  both  their  Ma  jetties  entered 
Oxford  in  a  triumphant  manner. 

The  Queen  brought  with  her  2000  foot 
and  1000  horfe,  100  waggons  loadeJ  with 
Jtores,  fix  pieces  of  cannon,  and  two 
snorters. 

July  a*.  Prince  Rupert,  and  the  mar- 
quis of  Hertford  inverted  Brijtol,  and  ftorm- 
ing  the  place,  it  furrendercd  on  the  26th  } 
the  garrifon  confirmed  of  about  3000  men, 
being  permitted  to  march  out  with  their 
fwords  and  baggage.  Here  the  royalirts 
did  not  exactly  obferve  the  articles,  but  re- 
taliated upon  the  forces  the  breach  of  the 
articles  at  Reading. 

The  loyaliftt  loft  four  principal  officers 
and  500  men,  who  were  mot  by  the  in- 
habitants, from  the  walls  and  windows  of 
the  city.  Fitnnet  the  governor  was  condemn- 
ed by  a  council  of  war,  but  was  reprieved  by 
the  earl  of  EJfex.

Cromwell  put  fupplies  inti 
Cainfboroufbt  which  place  was  foon  after 
taken  by  the  earl  of  New.aJUe. 

The  earl  of  Mancbtfier  was  made  general 
of  the  aflociafed  counties,  at  which  EJfex 
was  much  difplcafed. 

The  King  previous  to  his  receiving  the) 
facrament  at  Oxford,  made  a  proteftltioA 
in  favour  of  the  proteftant  religion. 

Upon  the  taking  of  BriJIol,  and  the  other 
fucccftcs  of  the  royatifts  in  the  north  and 
weft,  the  King  publiftied  another  declara- 
tion, inviting  his  fubjects  to  return  to  their  . 
allegiance,  and  oiTering  them  pardon,  the 
enjoyment  of  their  rites  and  privileges,  &c, 

Aug.  1.  His  Majeffy  went  from  Oxford 
to  Briftul,  to  compofe  fome  differences  be- 
twecu  prince  Rupert  and  the  marquis  of 
Hertford. 

Aug.  2.  Dorchejler  furrendercd  to  a  de- 
tachment of  the  King's  army,  under  the; 
command  of  the  earl  of  Carnarvon,  and  foon 
after  Weymouth  ani  Portland. 

Aug.  xo.   The  King  fummoned  and  in- 
verted the  city  of  Glocefter. 

The  parliament  railed  two  other  armies, 
one  to  he   commanded  by  the  earl  of 
Mqnchejler,  and  the  other  by  Sir  William 
Waller. 

Cromwell  formed  a  body  of  horfe  out  of 
the  grcateft  zealots  and  enthufiafts,  to  op- 
pofe  the  King's  horfe,  who  being  many  of 
them  gentlemen,  and  governed  by  princi- 
ples of  honour,  had  hitherto  proved  mucH 
fuperior  to  the  parliament's  forces. 

Aug.  11.  Upon  EJftx%i  approach,  the- 
King  raifed  the  fiegc,  and  offered  .proport- 
ions to  the  Earl  which  was  refufrd.  The 
Earl  relieved  the  town,  and  then  marched 
towards  Cirencefer,  and  took  forty  loads  of 
provifions,  fix  ftandards,  300  men,  and 
400  horfes,  thefc  being  deftgned  for  Kent. 

Fjfex  endeavouring  to  reach  Newbury, 
prince  Rupert  came  up  with  him  at  Auburn 
chacc,  rtnd  a  fharp  conflict  enfued. 

The  King  got  to  Newbury  before  EJTrx, 
which  obliged  the  Earl  to  quarter  at  Hun- 
gerford. 

Aug.  2  5.  The  earls  of  Bcdfcrd,  Holland, 
and  Clare,  with  the  lords  Cunway,  and 
Lovelace,  leave  the  parliament,  and  go  over 
to  the  King  at  Oxford,  and  the  earl  of 
Northumberland  retired  to  his  feat  at  Pet- 
wcrtb.  The  expectation  of  thefc  lords  nut 
being  anfwered  In  the  court  of  Oxford, 
they  returned  foon  after  into  the  parlia- 
ment's quarters  again. 
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Sir  John  Hotbam,  and  hit  Too  captain  ' 
Hotbam,  being  about  to  return  to  then-  alle- 
giance, were  apprehended  and  tent*  to  the 
Tower. 

Aug.  28.  The  Scoti  having  agreed  to 
invade  England'.,  and  affift  their  brethrm 
at  Wtfiiminflrr t  the  two  houfcj  confented 
to  take  the  folemn  league  and  covenant. 

The  houfr  of  lords  propofed  to  (he  con»- 
tacns  to  feud  offers  of  peace  to  the  King, 
vrhich  they  confented  too.  The  city  peti- 
tioned agaihft  the  propofittons. 

The  houfe  Tcjecicd  them  to  the  lords  the 
next  day. 

Sept-  I,  3«  Bamjlalle  and  Eiddiford  fur- 
rendered  to  the  royalifts. 

The  earl  of  WevtcaftU  inverted  Huff. 

Sept.  4.  Exeter  was  taken  by  prince 
Maurice. 

Sept.  5.  The  earl  of  F.Jpx  raifed  the 
liege  of  €hcifterf  which  had  held  out 
twenty  .fix  days. 

Sept.  8.  Sir  WWUam  WalUr  was  defeat- 
ed by  the  King's  forces  at  Roumhu.iy- 
'dnvn,  near  the  Devizes  in  Wiltjbirc,  which 
occifiomd  a  quarrel  between  the  earl  of 
EJTex  and  him  :  Waller  complained  that 
FJix  defigncd  to  facrifice  him,  rraking  no 
motion  to  fu^port  him  ;  and  the  Earl  re- 
protrhed  Sir  William,  with  want  of  con- 
duct as  well  as  courage. 

The  women  of  Lyndon  went  in  a  body  to 
the  parliament  boofe,  to  petition  for  a 
peace,  but  were  difperfed  by  a  regiment  of 
horfc,  and  feveral  of  them  killed. 

Sept.  1*.  The  commons  proceeded  to 
judgment  againft  Berkley,  who  had  been  im- 
prifoned  for  his  opinion  in  levying  Ihip- 
money  ;  half  of  hit  fine  was  abarrd,  and 
upon  paying  10,000/.  he  was  fet  at  liberty. 

Pfince  Rupert  levied  more  forces,  and  af- 
fcmbled  70CO  foot,  with  horfc  in  propor- 
tion. 

A  plot  was  difcovered  xtPtymwth,  form- 
ed by  Alexander  Carew,  governor  of  St. 
N'ttbolat  caftle,  to  deliver  the  town  and 
fort  to  the  King.  Carew  was  apprehended 
and  fent'  to  London,  where  he  was  con- 
demned by.  a  court-martial. 

Sept.  15.  A  eeffation  of  arms  was  agreed 
upon  for  a  year,  between  the  dulce  of  Or- 
mend  and  the  rebels  in  Ireland,  of  which 
the  Ergftjh  forces  made  great  advantage*. 

1  he  forces  under  the  command  of  the 
earl  of  Manrbejler,  made  thcmlelves  matters 
of  Lynn  in  Norfolk* 

Sept.  17.  The  eeffation  was  figned  in 
Ireland  by  the  rebels,  which  th<-  parliament 
complained  loudly  of,  and  both  houfes  dc~ 
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clared  it  void,  promlfing  to  indemnify  thole 
who  fbould  rcfufe  u»  fubmit. 

Twenty  thou  land  of  the  ErgHjb  and  Seott 
in  the  north  of  Ireland,  vowed  to  live  and 
die  together  in  oppofitionto  the  ceiTalion. 

Sept.  20.  The  King  tell  upon  the  earl 
of  BJJex%%  rear  at  Newberry,  but  was  warm- 
ly received,  and  the  carl  continued  hit 
march  to  London.  In  thil  engagement  were 
killed  of  the  roya  irh,  Henry  Spencer,  earl 
of  Sur.derbr.d  ;  Robert  Dormer,  earl  of  Caer* 
narv-.u;  and  Lueiui  City,  lord  vifcount 
FaHatitd. 

Sept.  21.  The  King's,  Queen's  and 
Prince's  revenues  were  fcixed  tor  the  pub- 
lic fervice. 

Sept.  After  the  battle  the  King  re» 
tired  to  Oxford,  and  the  Rarl  to  Windier. 

The  carl  of  Bffex  was  received  in  London 
as  a  conqueror,  and  thanks  returned  him 
for  his  great  fervice. 

Sept.  a 5.  The  two  houfes,  with  the 
afTembly  at  Wcflminfltr,  took  the  folemn 
league  and  covenant,  agreed  on  with  the 
Setts. 

Off,  3.    Reading  w«  garrlfoned  again  by 

the  King's  forces. 

Off.  6.  Darttntutb  in  Devonfjire,  fur- 
rendcred  to  prince  Maurice. 

The  Prince  befieged  Ply  meat  b. 

Oil.  11.  The  parliament's  forces  de- 
feated a  detachment  of  the  King's  forces  at 
Win/ley,  or  Horrxofih. 

Oil.  12.  The  fiege  of  Hull  \vai  raifed, 
which  was  done  by  aft  obfttnat*  fally  from 
the  town,  and  drove  the  befiegers  from 
their  trenches,  and  took  their  cannon. 

The  carl  of  Mancbefter  took  L'metln  and 
Ga'wjborougb  ;  and  Bolingbroie  caftle  fub- 
mitted  to  the  parliament's  forces. 

Oil  17.  The  King,  by  proclamation, 
prohibited  ail  commerce  with  London,  and 
other  quarters  of  the  parliament's  forces.  • 

Off.  31.  The  marquis  of  Hertford  made 
chancellor  of  Oxford. 

Nov.  1 1.  The  two  houfes  having  mads 
a  new  great  feal,  declared  that  all  letters 
patents  and  grants,  p»(Ted  the  great  feal  by 
the  King  after  May  22,  1642,  /hould  be 
void ;  and  that  henceforward  their  oWn 
great  feal  would  be  of  the  fame  authority 
as  any  great  feal  of  England  had  formerly 
been  j  they  commit  the  cuftody  of  it  to  the 
earls  of  Bdingbrtke  and  Kent,  and  to  Mr* 
St.  Jobn,  Scrj.  Wild,  Mr.  Brawn,  and  Mr. 

IPrideaux.  "* 
The  parliament'*  forces  feized  the  regalia 
and  plate  in  Weflmtnfler  abbey,  and  fold 
them  i  beins  defired  to  leave  one  Angle  cup 
Ff  for 
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for  the  communion,  theyanfwered,  eiuocder. 
difh  would  ferve  the  turn. 

Nov.  27.  The  King  lending  Daniel 
Kmvtton,  and  Carpenter,  co  the  judge*  at 
Wtftminfier,  fat  adjourning  Michaelmas  term 
from  London  to  Oxford,  the  parliament  con- 
demned the  meffenger*  u  fpics,  end  exe- 
cuted Knkreton. 

Nov.  29.  A  treaty  concluded  by  the 
Scots  to  affift  the  parliament,  was  confirmed 
in  eleven  articles. 

They  iffued  a  proclamation  in  the  King's 
name,  for  every  fubjecr.  to  arm  thcmfelves, 
and  to  be  ready  to  march  with  forty  days 
provifions. 

The  Scots  puhlkhed  a  manifefto,  to 
which  the  King  made  a  long  anfwer. 

The  Jmjb  anmy  landed  in  England  to 
terve  the  King,  and  took  Hawarden  cattle, 
and  other  places  in  Cbeftire. 

Count  Bar  court  arrived  ambaflador  from 
France,  to  offer  a  mediation  between  the 
two  parties  ;  he  was  but  ill  received  by  the 
parliament. 

The  affembly  of  divines  wrote  to  the 
churches  rtroad,  by  order  of  the  parlia- 
ment, in  their  defence* 

The  King  pub  lifted  a  manifefto,  touch- 
ing upon  religion* 

Dec,  8.  Died  Mr.  John  Pym,  the  great 
incendiary. 

From  his  great  popularity  and  influence 
over  the  deluded  people,  he  was  ufually 
ftiled  king  Pym. 

Dec.  9.  The  roya lifts  took  Arundel 
caftle  in  Suffttt. 

Dae.  12.    Beefion  caftle.  in  Chejhire. 

Dec.  ai.    Lapley  houfe  in  Staffardfhtre. 

Dee.  25.  Grafton  houfe  in  Nortbampttm- 
fiire. 

Dee*  18.  Crete  houfe  in  Cbejbire* 
Colonel  Natb.  Fiennei,  fon  to  the  lord 
Say,  condemned  by  a  court-martial  of  the 
parliament's  party,  to  lofe  his  head,  for  not 
defending  Brifcl  io  well  as  he  might)  but 
his  friends  obtaining  his  pardon,  he  trans- 
ported himfelf  beyond  fea. 

Moft  of  the  lords  who  had  returned  to 
the  King,  having  met  with  a  cold  recep- 
tion, thought  fit  to  return  to  the  parlia- 
ment* 

1643-4,  Jan.  j#  The  marquis  of  Ha- 
milton was  lent  prisoner  to  Pendennis,  on 
fufpkton  of  betraying  the  King's  t^airs  in 
Scotland. 

Jan.  15.  The  Scots  confifting  of  iS,oco 
foot,  aooo  horfe,  and  above  500  dragoons, 
pa  fled  the  Tweed  at  Berwick,  and  invaded 
England  io  behalf  of  the  parliament. 


Lord  Byron  bcfiegcd  Nantwuh  witheuf 

fuccefs, 

Jan.  xi.  Lord  Fairfax  came  to  the  re*, 
lief  of  the  town,  and  entirely  routed  the 
royalifts,  con  Oiling  o£  3000  foot,  who  were 
almoft  all  flain  or  taken  prisoners. 

Colonel  George  Monk  was  taken  prifoner 
and  fent  to  the  Tower,  he  fometime  after 
fejvcd  for  the  parliament.  At  this  time 
was  taken  no  Irtjb  women  with  long 
knives,  with  which  .they  did  mifchief. 

An  embally  arrived  from  the  States  Ge- 
neral, and  endeavoured  to  reconcile  the 
King  and  parliament ;  they  attended  both 
hou  fes. 

The  fame  day  both  hou  fes  were  called  at 
WtJhninfltr  }  there  appeared  a 80  commoners, 
befidea  100  more  in  the  ferric*  of  the  par- 
liament }  when  they  expelled  forty  members 
who  bad  deferted  the  parliament. 

The  houfe  of  peers  confifted  of  above 
100  betides  minors  and  recudnt  lords  j  and 
out  of  thefe  there  appeared  but  twenty- 
feven  peers  at  eTeflmtxfier. 

Jan.  a*.  The  members  of  parliament 
being  fummoned  by  the  King  to  appear  at 
Oxford,  afiembled  there  to  the  number  of 
forty-four  lord*  and  1  r8  comraonerx. 

Jan.  29.  A  letter  from  the  parliament 
at  Oxford,  to  the  earl  of  Effcx,  for  an  ac- 
>  cornmodation,  which  was  rejected  and  ridi- 
culed by  the  party  at  London  \  whereupon 
the  lords  and  commons  at  Oxford  retolvcd  to 
lend  the  King  money. 

The  parliament  at  Oxford  declared,  the 
Scott  and  both  houfes  of  parliament  guilty 
of  higb-treafon. 

The  King  borrowed  money  by  letters  to 
many  perfons,  fubferibed  by  the  advice  of 
the  members  of  both  houfes  afTembled  at 

Oxford. 

Jinn.  30.  The  earl  of  EJfex  lent  an  an- 
fwer, and  with  it  a  copy  of  the  covenant,, 
and  the  declaration-  of  both  the  kingdoms. 

Marcb  12.  Archbiihop  Laud  was  brought 
!  to  his  trial  at  the  bar  of  the  houfe  of 
lords. 

March  21.  Prince  Rupert  relieved* 
Newark  Cot  the  King. 

Marcb  22.  Sir  JobnMaldrinm  scat  de- 
feated at  Newark,  And  loft  all  his  am- 
munition and  3000  arms. 

Ma  rob  25.  The  Prince  relieved  Latham 
houfe,  held  by  theoountefs  of  Derby,  who 
maintained  the  fiege  gallantly  for  eighteen 
weeks  again  ft  aooo  men,  and  made  one 
fally  and  killed  near  300-of  the  -benegcrs. 

1644,  March  26.  The  parliament  made 
an  OTdioance  to  enjoin  every  family  to  for- 
bear 
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bear  one  meal  a  week,  and  to  contribute 
the  value  thereof  to  the  kingdom. 

March  29.  Sir  William  Waller  defeated 
the  King's  forces,  under  the  command  of 
the  lord  Heft  on,  at  Cheryton  Dcxvn,  near 
Whchtfler,  in  which  action  were  killed  the 
hrd  John  Stuart,  brother  ^o  the  duke  of 
Rkimmti,  and  general  of  the  King's  horfe, 
and  Sir  John  Smith,  commilTary-general.

500  h<>r ics ,  for  which  the  parliament  at 
L'.r.Jcn  proclaimed  a  thankfgiving. 

Afril  13.  The  marquis  of  fJewcaftlt 
returned  to  York. 

AfrU  16.  The  King  difmifled  the 
members  of  parliament  from  their  attend, 
ance  at  Oxford,  and  prorogued  them  to 
Ofhher,  but  they  never  met  again. 

Afril  17.  The  Queen  being  big  wifh 
child,  fet  out  (com  Oxford  towards  Exeter. 

Afril  20.  The  Scotch  army  joined  the 
ligh/b  rebels  under  the  command  of  lord 
"Fairfax,  and  his  fbn,  laid  ftege  to  York, 
whither  the  earl  of  ATewca/lU  wa*  retreated 


The  King  fent  lord  Hoftcn  to  the  fouth*. 
wxrd,  he  took  Arundel  cattle,  which  Sir 
W'dnam  Waller  retook,  and  broke  up  Hep* 
rat's  quarters.  The  learned  Mr.  Chillinr- 
tesrtb  was  taken,  and  died  in  a  few  dap. 
■  Mar  14.  The  King  having  demolished 
the  fortifications  at  Readhg,  withdrew 
that  garrifon. 

May  16.  Both  houfec  made  an  ordinance 
to  rate  the  feven  aObciated  counties,  it 
2445/.  P^  fo*  the  maintenance  of 

the  army  of  the  earl  of  Mancbtfter* 

The  parliament  had  five  armies  ;  and 
alfotook  care  to  provide  for  that  of  the 
earl  of  Bffex,  which  confided  of  8500  foot, 
and  3300  horfe,  the  maintaining  of  which 
coft  above  1,000,000 yearly. 

The  charge  of  the  navy  amounted  to 
24c, occ/.  the  Jaft  year. 

May  28,  29.  Prince  Rxftrt  took  Cohort 
in  Lancajhire,  by  ftorro,  and  put  800  of 
the  garrifon  to  the  fword. 

May  29.  The  earl  of  Efftx  and  Waller 
advancing  to  Oxford,  and  the  greateft  part 
of  the  King's  army  being  detached  for  the 
relief  of  York,  under  the  command  of 
prince  Rupert,  the  King  found  himfelf 
under  a  necefltty  of  retiring^  towards  Wor- 
cefier,  to  prevent  his  being  befieged  in  Ox- 


ter. 


June  6.  The  earl  of  Efftx  marched  into 
the  weft,  and  detached  Sir  William  Waller. 
to  purfue  the  King :  this  was  againft  th« 
orders  of  the  committee  of  war,  w  ho  order- 
ed Waller  not  to  purfue  the  King.  Tbe  Pari 
wrote  the  committee  his  rcafons,  and  Ailed 
himfelf  ««  your  innocent  though  fufpected 
fervant."

Prince  Af*«riV*raifed  the  fiege 
of  Lyme  and  retired  to  Exeter, 
The  earl  of  Efftx  took  Dorchefie 
June  16.    The  princefs  H 
and  youngeA  daughter  of 
born  at  Exeter, 

Juue  20.  The  King  returned  to  Bur* 
ford,  near  Oxford, 

June  29.  Tbe  King  engaged  Waller  at 
bridge,  near  Banbury,  and  gained 
(vantage  of  him. 
The  inhabitants  delivered  up  Barniaile 
to  the  earl  of  Ejftx  }  captain  Hrwara  wa« 
taken  her?',  who  deferted  from  Mr.  Pym  ; 
he  was  tried  by  a  council  of  war,  con* 
demned  and  hanged ;  upon  which  prince 
Maurice caufed  captain  Turfin  tO  be  hanged, 
who  had  relieved  Exeter,  ' 

The  King's  party  caufed  fourteen  clothier* 
to  be  hanged  at  Wtodboaft  in  Wiltfbirt,  one 
of  thefe  broke  his  halter,  and  de  fired  that 
it  might  anfwer  his  puniftiment  ;  or  that 
he  might  be  admitted  to  fight  any  two  per. 
fons  for  lire,  but  he  was  hanged  up  again. 

July  2,  3.  Prince  Rufert  raifed  the 
fiege  of  York,  but  engaging  the  united 
forces  of  the  Englijh  and  Scotch  party, 
under  the  command  of  the  earl  of  Man- 
chefltr,  Fairfax,  and  Lepy,  at  Matjhn* 
Moot,  he  was  defeated,  there  being  10,000 
of  the  roynliAs  killed  and  made  prifonera, 
and  their  artillery,  arms,  ammunition, 
Gfc.  taken  by  the  parliament's  forces. 

The  marquis  of  Newcaflle  tranfported 
himfelf  beyond  fee,  with  his  two  fons  and 
others  of  his  family,  difguAed  with  the 
Prince's  behaviour  towards  him  ;  and  prince 
Rufert,  with  his  broken  troops,  marched 
towards  Chtfer, 

July  3.  York  befiegrd  by  the  carl  of 
MancbtJierK  Fairfax,  and  Lrven. 

July  4.    The  King  fent  a  meflTage  to 
both  houfei  with  offers  of 
not  anfwered. 

July  5.  The  parliament's  army  took  York, 
July  14.    The  Queen  embarked  for 
France,  at  Falmomth,  and  two  days  after

Jretem  had  his  horfc 
filled  under  him,  waa  run  through  the 
thigh,  wounded  in  the  face,  and  made 
prisoner )  -he  found  mean*  to  make  bis  ef- 
cape  on  the  turn  of  the  battle.  Saippc*  was 
wounded  in  the  firft  of  the  battle,  and  was 
'  ekfired  to  go  off  the  field,  but  he  anfwered  . 
••  He  would  not  ftir  as  long  as  a  man  would 
ftand."  Robert  DahtltL,  earl  of  Camwortb, 
acting  the  King  bent  upon  charging  the 
enemy,  faid  to  hiaMajefty,  «<  Sir,  you  will 
g#  upon  peer  death  in  an  inftant,"  and 
turned  his  horfe  to  the  right,  which  the 
cavalry  feeing,  took  to  the  tyur,  and  his 
Wajefty  was  obligvd  to  retire.

There  were  many  honeft  Scots  a  (named 
of  this  bargain,  and  faid,  their  nation  would 
be  dif  graced  and  infamous  to  the  end  of 
tbe  world,  if  they  yielded  to  this  compact  ; 
that  by  their  oaths  of  allegiance,  and  even 
by  their  covenant,  they  had  fworn  to  pro- 
tect and  defend  him.  They  alfo  added 
that  the  King  had  fled  to  them  for  refuge, .

would  the  world  condemn  them,  for  giving 
up  their  fovereign,  into  the  hands  of  his 
declared  enemies  ;  and  this  by  an  act  of 
their  parliament  or  ftate  ? 
*  Ftb.  16.  The  King  was  brought  to 
Htfmbr  houfe  in  Northamfienjbirt,  and  nei- 
ther his  fervantt  nor  chaplains  were  per- 
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mhted  to  attend  htm;  whereupon  hcre- 
fufed  to  let  Mr.  Marjball  and  Mr.  CaryU, 
who  were  afligned  by  the  preibyterians  for 
bis  chaplains,  fo  much  as  to  fay  grace  for 
him. 

Toe  preibyterians  and  the  indpendenta 
fell  out. 

Tbe  independents  were  mafters  of  the 
army,  and  tbe  preibyterians  were  the  moft 
powerful  in  tbe  parliament. 

The  commons  voted  an  army  to  be  fent 
to  Ireland,  at  which  Ooanoell  ufed  great 
d  1  Hi  munition,  and  infpired  t^sc  anny  to  mu- 
tiny at  their  going  to  be  difbanded. 

The  officers  agreed  to  petition  the  par- 
liament ;  the  commons  examined  fbme  of 
tbe  officers,  and  caufed  a  declaration  at  the 
head  of  the  feveral  regiments  to  be  read, 
fetting  afide  the  petition. 

The  parliament  lent  a  committee  to  form 
tbe  army  for  Ireland, 

The  commifltoners  found  the  army  not 
inclined  to  obey  them. 

1647,  Afrit  17.  Tht  commons  voted 
the  army  to  be  difbanded,  and  to  be  allow- 
ed fix  weeks  pay  when  difmiftcd.  and  at  the 
fame  time  parted  many  votes  in  favour  of 
the  army. 

April  ix«  The  people  were  reftrained 
from  attending  the  King  to  be  touched  for 
tbe  evil. 

A  council  of  officers  and  agitators  fet  up 
in  the  army  to  oppofe  the  parliament. 

May  30.  The  parliament  recalled  the 
commifiioners,  and  formed  a  project  to  di- 
vide the  army. 

June  4.  The  army  fent  cornet  Joyce  with 
a  detachment  to  bring  the  King  from 
Holmky-bouft  to  the  camp. 

June  5.  The  army  entered  into  an  en- 
gagement, and  figned  a  paper,  demanding 
Utisfaction  for  their  fervices. 

June  8.  The  King  was  brought  to  jVVm- 
marketf  where  he  was  permitted  his  recrea- 
tions, and  the  gentry  to  re  fort  to  him  with 
his  chaplains  and  fervants  j  and  Crctmutlt 
made  great  profeffions  of  ferving  him. 

June  II.  The  parliament  were  alarmed 
at  the  King's  being  in  the  army,  and  put 
the  city  in  a  poflure  of  defence. 

June  16.  The  parliament  refolved  to 
fatitfy  the  army. 

Jane  17.  DubTnt  and  Drogbeda  was  de- 
livered up  by  the  King's  party  to  the  parlia* 
ment. 

^Kirr  a  1.  The  army  preferred  a  represen- 
tation for  purging  the  parliament  of  ob- 
noxious members,  and  that  they  would  put 
a  period  to  their  fitting,  fife, 
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The  parliament  vote  that  the  army  re- 
move forty  miles  from  London,  which  the 
army  is  not  content  with,  and  make  a 
rcmonftrance  to  parliament* 

June  23.  They  impeach  Holla,  Waller, 
and  nine  more  of  the  leading  members  of 
the  commons,  and  infifted  upon  their  being 
fufpended  from  their  placet  j  whereupon 
tbofe  members  thought  fit  to  withdraw. 

June  24,  The  King  was  removed  from 
Newmarket  to  Royften  ;  the  »6th  to  Hat- 
feld-boufe  }  July  I,  to  kVindfor  \  July  3, 
to  Cavcrjbam  \  July  21,  to  the  earl  of  De~ 
vonjbirt  s,  from  thence  to  Wobum  \  then  to 
Stoke  Fogey  and  Oatlandt. 

July  2.  The  common  council  petitioned 
the  parliament  to  regulate  affairs. 

July  1 5,  The  forces  in  the  north  adhere 
to  the  army. 

July  24.  The  citizens  and  army  entered 
into  an  engagement,  and  invited  the  King 
to  come  to  the  parliament.  The  parlia- 
ment forbid  the  figning  of  it. 

July  26.  The  young  men  and  appren- 
tices of  the  city  petitioned  the  parliament, 
ami  conflrjincd  both  houfes.  to  grant  their 
desire. 

The  fpeakcrs  of  both  houfes,.  and  fifty 
of  the  members,  fled  to  the  army  for  pro- 
tection a^ainft  the  London  mob. 

Mod  of  the  eleven  impeached  members 
fled  beyond  fea. 

July  30*  The  parliament  vote  to  receive 
the  eleven  members. 

Aug*  1.  General  Fairfax  delivered  to  the 
parliament's'  commiffioners  propofalt  tor  a 
peace,  with  a  declaration. 

Aug.  2.  The  army  pub  lifted  a  mani- 
fello,  and  met  at  Hounjlow- Heart,  where 
they  were  reviewed  by  a  number  of  lords, 
the  Speakers,  and  two  members  of  the 
hoafej  the  elector  Palatine -wu  there. 

The  army  confifted  of  20,000  horfe  and* 
.foot. 

The  forts  about  London  were  delivered 
up  to*  Fairfax* 

Augs  6.  They  entered  Lor  don  and  re- 
stored the  Speakers  and  the  members.  Fair- 
fax vm  mode  governor  of  the  Tower  and 
thanked. 

The  parliament  approved  of  what  the 
army  had  done,  and  patted  an  act  to  make 
void  all  acts  done  from  July  26  to  Au- 
gujl  6. 

Aug.  7.  The  army  marched  through 
London,  demolishing  all  the  works  about  it, 
and  both  parliament  and  city  were  now  at 
the  devotion  of  the  military  powers. 

Difputcs  arofe  between  the  two  houfes. 
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The  lords  declared  thofc  members  who  a& 
fembled  at  Wtftminflcr  in  the  abfence  of  the 
Speakers,  to  be  expelled, 

Seven  lords,  the  lord  mayor,  fome  alder* 
men,  and  fome  officers  of  the  militia,  were 
accufed  of  treafon,  in  being  concerned  in 
the  tumult  on  the  26th  of  July. 

Aug.  7.  Sir  Philip  Stapleton,  one  of  the 
members,  who  had  been  an  incendiary,  gut 
the  plague  on  fhip-board,  and  died  near 
Calait. 

Aug.  16.  The  King  having  for  the 
molt  part  marched  with  the  army  after  he 
hft  Newmarket,  was  on  the  16th  of  this 
month  fixed  at  Hampton -Court,  being  per- 
mitted the  day  before  to  vifit  his  children, 
who  were  under  the  duke  of  Northumber- 
land"* care  at  Sion-koufe,  and  they  were  of- 
ten permitted  to  come  to  him  to  Hampton- 
Court  ;  nor  were  any  of  the  nobility  or  gen- 
try denied  accefs  to  his  Majefty. 

Sept.  During  the  contentions  between 
the  parliament  and  the  army,  the  King 
was  civilly  addreffed  by  both  parties,  but 
did  not  think  fit  to  fhow  himiclf  inclined 
more  to  one  than  the  other. 

The  King  was  conducted  to  Cari/brook 
cattle,  the  parliament  allowed  him  5000/* 
for  his  cxpences  there.  His  houfhold  was 
all  diflblvcd. 

Nov.  11.  The  King  finding  the  pro- 
portions made  him  by  the  parliament  very 
extravagant,  and  finding  Cromxotll  and  the 
officers  of  the  army  infincere,  and  having 
reafon  to  believe  his  life  in  fome  danger, 
made  his  elope  to  Tttcbfeld,  a  feat  of  the 
earl  of  Southampton*  1,  and  was  afterwards 
prrfuaded  to  trull  himfcif  with  Hammond, 
the  governor  of  the  ifle  of  Wight,  who  de- 
tained his  Majefty  in  the  island,  and  gave 
advice  to  the  parliament  where  he  was. 

Nov.  1;.  Theparliamentcaufed  fearch 
to  be  made  in  London  for  the  King,  after 
his  efcape,  till  they  were  informed  of  hit 
retreat. 

The  King  fent  a  letter  to  both  houfea 
with  offers,  whieh  the  parliament  rejected. 

Nov.  26.  The  lords  propofed  a  peace 
with  the  King,  for  his  affenting  to  four 
bills. 

Dec.  17.  The  Scott  complained  of  the 
parliament's  making  peace  without  their 
confent,  at  which  the  parliament  were 

offended. 

Dec.  20.  On  a  debate  in  the  house  0/ 
commons,  whether  archbifhop  Ujhcr  fhould 
be  fuftered  to  continue  to  preach  in  Lin* 
colu%*  inn  j  it  was  rtiolvcd  in  the  affirma- 
tive. 
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Dec.  14.  The  parliament  fent  the  King 
four  bills  to  the  ifle  of  Wight  for  hit  royal 
a  fie  nt.  1.  He  wai  to  acknowledge  the 
war  raifed  againft  him  to  be  juft.  2.  To 
aboliih  epifcopacy.  j.  To  fettle  the  power 
of  the  militia  in  perior.s  nominated  by  the 
two  houfes.  4.  To  Sacrifice  all  thofe  that 
had  adhered  to  htm. 

Dee.  25.  An  infurre&ion  happened  in 
Kent. 

Dec.  29.  A  feheme  was  laid  to  effect 
the  King's  cfcape,  by  one  captain  Bur  ley, 
bot  was  discovered,  apprehended,  and 
hanged,  drawn  and  quartered. 

Governor  Hammond  caufed  all  the  King's 
servants  to  be  ililcharged. 

Dec.  30.  A  ftritt  union  was  formed  be- 
tween the  army  and  parliament,  and  the 
army  deftftcd  from  meddling  with  ftate  af- 
fairs. 

1 647-8,  Jan.  Upon  the  King's  re'ufing 
to  pafi  the  four  bills,  the  houfes  broke  out 
into  the  moft  rude  and  virulent  language 
againft  him,  and  the  commons  on  the  3d 
voted  that  they  would  make  no  more  ad- 
drefies  to  the  King,  but  proceed  to  fettle 
the  kingdom  without  him  }  and  to  this  re- 
folution  the  lords  on  the  17th  gave  their 
concurrence  ;  and  his  Majefty  was  made  a 
clofeprifoner. 

Jan.  13.  Upon  the  parliament's  requeft, 
Fairfax  fent  two  regiments  to  guard 
them. 

Feb.  154  The  commons  published  a  de- 
claration, with  their  reafons  for  no  more 
addrefies  to  his  Majefty,  being  a  repetition 
of  all  the  (landers  and  calumnies  caft  upon 
his  Majefty,  either  before  or  during  the 
continuance  of  the  war.  A  nd  they  declared 
it  high-treafon,  for  any  perfon  to  deliver  a 
menage  to  the  King,  or  to  receive  any 
letter  or  menage  from  him,  without  leave 
of  the  houfes. 

Thefe  re  folution  s  ferjeant  Maynard  urged 
in  the  hoofe,  which  did  in  effect  diftblve 
the  parliament,  -for  there  could  be  no  par- 
liament without  a  king. 

March  to.  The  parliament  of  Scotland 
met,  and  voted  that  they  ought  to  raife  an 
army  to  aft  againft  England,  in  favour  of 
the  King. 

The  kirk  commifiioncrs  were  againft  it. 

March  13.  The  Wtljb,  under  major- 
general  La n? born,  colonel  Poyert  and  co- 
lonel Pnoeli,  rote  in  favour  of  the  King, 
and  feited  the  caftles  of  Pembroke,  Tenby, 
and  Cbepjiova* 

1648,  April  9.  A  great  infurre£ion  in 
lend™,  00  account  of  aboU filing  all  holy- 
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days  by  the  parliament :  it  was  foment- 
ed by  the  royalific,  but  foou  fuppreficd. 

April  10.  The  earl  of  Ptmbrcke,  chan- 
cellor of  Oxford,  and  the  vifiturs,  appointed 
by  the  parliament,  went  to  vifit  that  uni- 
versity, which  refufed  to  fubmit  to  their 
authority  j  whereupon  an  ordinance  was 
made  for  expelling  thofe  who  refufed  fub- 
roifTton. 

April  a*.  The  duke  of  York  made  hit 
efc*pe  into  Holland. 

April  27.  London  petitioned  the  parlia- 
ment, that  fome  officers  had  plotted  to 
difarm  and  then  plunder  the  city,  and  that 
the  army  might  be  removed  further  off. 

April  30.  Berwick  furpriaed  for  the 
King,  .by  Sir  Marmaduke  Langdale. 

May  8.  Carlijle  furprized  by  Sir  Thcmas 
Glen  bam  and  Sir  Philip  Mufgrave. 

The  rVel/b  were  defeated  t>y  Cromwell } 
and  Langborn  \  Poyer,  and  Pervell,  were 
taken,  who  threw  dice  for  their  lives,  and 
Beyer  was  executed. 

May  9.  The  common  council  petition- 
ed, that  the  mayor  and  common  council 
might  nominate  a  committee  to  regulate  the 
city  militia. 

May  16.  The  royal i  ft s  eagernefs  was 
prejudicial  to  the  King }  they  aflcmbled 
from  Surrey,  at  Wefiminfter,  to  prefent  a 
petition,  and  quarrelled  with  fome  of  the 
guards,  and  killed  one.  More  of  the  guards 
were  ordered  out,  who  flew  feveral  before 
they  difperfed. 

May  ao.    A  union  was  formed  between 
the  city  and  parliament. 

May  22.  The  city  petitioned  the  parlia- 
ment to  releafe  the  alderman  and  recorder 
from  the  Tower. 

May  23.  The  parliament  granted  the 
city  their  defire,  and  voted  they  fhouU 
treat  with  the  King.

The  accufed  members  were 
difcharged,  and  the  feven  peers  accufed  by 
the  army. 

June  6.  Another  body  of  the  Ketti/k 
men,  under  the  command  of  the  lord  Go- 
ring, marched  up  to  London,  upon  expec- 
tation of  being  joined  by  the  city,  but 
were  difappointed  :  whereupon  the  lord 
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Coring  joined  with  the  lord  CaPel,  and  Sir 
Cbarlet  Lucas,  and  the  royatffts  in  £^bc, 
and  marched  to  Colcbefler, 

Juno  7.    Another  rifing  of  the  royal  id  1 
tt  'Stamford  in  Lincoln/hire,  under  Dr.  JaW- 
Jo*,  but  they  were  fupprcffed  by  colonel 
/Pair*. 

y«w  13.  General  Fab  fax  inverted  Col- 
cbtjler, 

Juno  10.  An  account  came  to  London, 
that  the  ore/t  were  'railing  an  army,  under 
duke  Hamilton,  ami  general  MiJJteton,  to 
invade  England. 

June  39.  Petition*  from  fcveral  parts 
©f  the  kingdom,  for  a  perfonal  treaty  with 
the  King. 

June  30.  Votes  for  a  perfonal  treaty 
with  the  King,  and  that  his  Majefty  Jhould 
be  removed  to  fome  of  his  houfes  within 
ten  miles  of  London. 

The  commons  ordered  Skiff  on  to  raife 
forces  }  the  city  complained  ot  it,  and  the 
parliament  tried  to  appeafe  them. 

July  2.  The  earl  of  Holland,  the  doke 
of  Bucks,  and  the  lord  Francis,  his  brother, 
with  the  earl  of  Peterborough,  raifed  500 
feorfe,  and  fome  foot  for  the  King,  about 
jCingfton  upon  Thames.

July  19.  The  royalifts  rife  at  Horjham 
in  Suffcx,  but  were  foppreflcd. 

The  Prince  and  duke  of  York,  came  to 
Yarmouth  with  nineteen  (hips,  to  relieve 
Colcbe/fer,  but  finding  it  impracticable  in 
coming  to  Yarmouth,  they  took  a  fliip  from 
London  bound  to  Rotterdam,  laden  with 
cloth,  worth  40,000/.

to  Loudon,  that  Scarborough 


caftle  was  furrendered,  and  that  the  Prince 
with  his  fleet,  was  in  the  Downs. 

Aug,  2.  Both  houfes  proceed  to  treat 
with  the  King  in  the  ifle  of  Wight. 

The  Prince  having  feized  fcveral  mer-» 
chant  flaps  in  the  mouth  of  the  river* 
offers  to  releafe  them  on  the  city's  paying 
him  20,000/.  and  fent  a  declaration  to  Lou* 
dan,  that  he  was  come  to  releafe  his  father 
from  hisimprifonment,  and  to  reftore  them 
to  their  rights  and  liberties,  Sfr. 

Voted  that  all  that  join  with  the  Prince 
were  traitors. 

Aug*  ix.    The  commiifioners  from  the 
parliament  attended  the  King  in  the  ifle  of 
Wight,  and  fent  word  that  the  King  agteed 
to  a  perfonal  treaty  at  Newfon. 
Cromwell  was  joined  by  Lambert, 
Aug.  17.  Cromwell's  troops  engaged  Sir 
Marnuduke  Langdalo  near  Prtfion  in  Lan- 
cajbire,  and  the  Scott  not  fupporting  him, 
alter  an  obftinate  fight,  Sir  Marmadukt  was 
routed;  afterwards  Cromwell  engaged  the 
Scott,  and  routed  them,  the  Scott  making 
a  very  faint  refinance  \  doke  Hamilton  fled, 
and  was  taken  at  Uxttir,  with  3000  horfe,  , 
furrendering  upon  no  better  conditions, 
than  that  of  quarter. 

Aug.  22.  InftruGions  were  fent  to  go« 
vernor  Hammond  for  his  conduct,  in  regard 
to  the  King. 

Aug.  23.  Croufwll  wrote  to  his  friends 
not  to  addrefs  the  King. 

Aug.  28.  The  garrifon  of  Col  chef  er 
having  endured  a  fiege  of  ten  weeks, 
and  confumed  their  provifion,  and  cat  al) 
the  dogs  and  cats,  and  moft  of  the  horfe*, 
were  compelled  to  surrender  prisoners  at 
discretion ;  whereupon  Sir  Charles  Lucas, 
and  Sir  George  Life,  were  immediately  (hot 
to  death,  without  being  brought  before  a 
council  of  war,  or  fo  much  as  allowed  time 
to  fettle  their  affairs,  or  write  to  their 
friendsj  the  earl  of  Norwkb,  lord  Goring, 
and  the  lord  Cafel,  were  fent  prifoncrs  to 
Windsor  caftle,  where  they  found  duke  Ha- 
milttn.  The  reft  of  the  prifoners  of  any 
quality,  were  difperfed  in  feveral  prifone. 

The  town  was  preferved  from  plunder, 
by  paying  10,000/. 

After  Hamilton  was  defeated,  Argjb 
raifed  forces  againft  Monroe. 

Cromwell  marched  againft  Monro*. 
The  prince  of  Walet  was  Invited  by  the 
Scots,  to  come  and  take  command  of  the 
army. 

The  independents  prevailed  in  the  parlia- 
ment, and  the  prcfoytcriaas  rely  upon  the 
afliftance  of  Scotland,

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The  prince  of  Walts  came  to  the  Downs 
with  his  fleet,  and  wrote  to  the  lords,  in- 
viting :hem  to  a  treaty  with  the  King. 

Sept.  11.  The  independents  petitioned 
the  parliament  not  to  treat  with  the  King, 
and  in  twenty -feven  other  articles  relative 
to  the  conduit  of  the  commons. 

Sept.  i&.  The  treaty  between  the  King, 
and  the  commiJioners  of  the  two  houfes, 
began  at  Newport  in  the  ifle  of  lV]wbt. 

Sept.  19.  The  bills  were  prefentcd  to 
his  Majefty,  and  a  difpote  arose  about  the 
preamble  of  one  of  the  bills* 

The  King  fent  a  meftag*  to  both  bcufes 
and  offered  eight  proportions. 

The  parliament  rejected  them. 

S«pt.  30.  Cromwell  marched  to  Edbw-

The  army  under  Cromwell 
being  returned  Into  England,  a  remonftrance 
was  prefentcd  to  the  commons,  by  the  of- 
ficers, againft  any  further  treaty,  with  his 
Majefty,  and  requiring  that  the  King  and 
his  adherents  be  brought  to  juftice;  that  a 
period  boput  to  this  parliament,  and  more 
equal  reprefentatives  chofcn,  in  whom  they 
would  have  the  fupreme  pouer  lodged,  &c. 

Nov.  »j.  The  King  rejected  the  pro- 
portions concerning  of  Irtlsnd.  The  King 
alone  difputed  upon  every  article  himfelf, 
none  of  his  attendants  being  permitted  to 
fpeak. 

Nov.  *j.  The  treaty  with  the  King  in 
the  ifle  of  Wight  was  broken  off. 

At  this  treaty,  the  commiftioucrs  for  the 
parliament  infifted;  that  the  King  ihould 
acknowledge  that  they  entered  into  a  war 
with  him  for  their  juft  defence,  and  that 
he  was  the  author  of  the  war,  and  all  the 
calamities  confequent  thereupon  t  that  he 
ftiould  aboliftt  epifcopacy,  fettle  preibytery, 
and  transfer  the  lands  of  the  church,  to  the 
support  of  the  ftate  :  that  he  ihould  tra of- 
fer the  power  of  the  militia  to  the  parlia- 
ment, and  empower  them  to  keep  a  ft  and  - 
ing  army,  and  levy  money  to  pay  them : 
that  he  mould  pay  all  the  debts  they  had 
contracted,  mod  leave  the  royalifta  to  their 
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mercy  :  that  the  parliament  mould  coolH- 
tuie  all  magiftratcs,  and  difpofe  of  all  places 
and  offices  :  that  his  Majefty  ihould  con- 
firm their  new  broad  feal,  and  all  their 
grant*  and  coramiflions:  thefe  were  the 
modeft  demand  of  the  preibytcrians  ;  and 
though  his  Majefty  granted  moft  of  their* 
they  voted  hit  ccncciiioas  unfatiafaclory, 
till  the  army  ufurped  the  fupreme  autho- 
rity, and  then  they  would  have  revived  thsj 
treaty. 

The  levelling  doftrine  which  CromtoeH 
had  introduced  in  the  army,  to  pull  dowxt 
the  King  and  awe  the  parliament,  gave 
him  a  great  deal  of  trouble  about  this  time  3 
the  foldicn  had  been  taught,  that  the  na- 
tural rights  of  the  meancft  men,  were  equal 
to  thofe  of  the  greateft,  and  that  governor* 
were  no  longer  to  be  obeyed,  than  they  ftu- 
died  the  general  good  of  every  individual* 
of  which  themfelves  were  judges  :  and  in 
purfuance  of  thefe  notions,  they  entered! 
into  confederacies  and  aflbciations,  and 
made  propofitions  to  the  parliament,  as  well 
as  to  their  own  generals,  to  introduce  an 
equality  among  all  men,  and  from  hence 
obtained  the  name  of  Levellers  j  which 
when  they  faw  oppofed  by  their  officers* 
they  appointed  a  general  rendezvous  at 
Hbutijlovj-beatb,  in  order  tp  put  an  cad  to  all 
diftindions  among  men  ;  of  which  Crom- 
well receiving  advice,  he  appeared  unex- 
pectedly at  Hounflow-btntb,  when  they  were 
aftembled  there,  at  the  head  of  fome  troops 
he  could  rely  on  ;  and  having  demanded 
t  e  reafbn  of  their  aiTcmbling  there  in  fuck 
numbers,  without  his  orders,  and  received 
fome  infolent  anfwers  from  them,  he 
knocked  down  two  or  three  of  the  for- 
ward  eft,  then  charged  them  with  bit 
troops,  and  having  wounded  fome,  and 
made  others  pri Toners,  he  hanged  up  aa 
many  of  them  as  ha  law  fit  upon  the  fpot, 
and  fent  feveral  more  to  Lomdon,  to  be  tried 


for  mutiny  and  rebellion,  in  a  more  fokmn 
manner,  and  thereby  reftrained  this  Urea- 
Ling  fpirit  for  the  prefent*

The  parliament  returned  no  anivrcr,  and 
triod  to  amufe  the  army,  every  regiment 
having  petitioned  their  general.

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None.  301  The  King  was  taken  out  of 
the  bands  of  colonel  Hammond,  and  feixed 
by  colonel  Ewer,  and  carried  to  Hurjl  caftle, 
by  an  order  of  the  council  of  officers  in  the 
army. 

The  commons  defired  the  general  to 
place  colonel  Hammond  in  the  ifle  of  Wight, 
and  recall  colonel  Ewer,  which  he  takes 
no  notice  of  i  and  the  army  made  a  decla- 
ration againft  the  commons. 

Dec.  a.  The  army  marched  tip  to  Lon- 
don, and  quartered  about  Whitehall  and 
St.  fames  s. 

Dec.  4.  The  commons  voted,  that  the 
feizing  the  King's  perfon,  and  carrying 
him  prifoner  to  Hurjt  caftle,  was  without 
the  advice  or  confent  of  the  houfe. 

Dee,  5.  The  houfe  refolved,  That  bit 
Mfajejty's  eeneejfioni  to  the  propofirions  upon  the 
treaty,  were  faffcitnt  grounds  fir  the  biufe  to 
proceed  upon  for  the  Settlement  of  the  kingdom* 

Dec.  6.  Colonel  Pride  was  fent  with  a 
strong  detachment  to  Wtflmirfer,  who  feixed 
and  rmprifoned  forty-one  of  the  members, 
as  they  were  going  to  the  houfe,  and 
/topped  above  one  hundred  and  fifty  more 
from  going  in  ;  fo  that  there  were  not  now 
more  that  one  hundred  and  fifty  that  were 
permitted  to  fit  in  the  houfe,  and  thefe 
were  moft  of  them  office™  of  the  army.

The  commons  voted  that  no  de- 
linquent ftiould  have  the  freedom  of  giving 
bis  voice  for  the  election  of  a  lord  mayor. 

Dee.  ao.  The  general  releafed  fifteen 
members  who  had  been  fecured  by  the  army, 
with  liberty  to  refumc  their  feats. 

Since  the  independents  became  maffers  of 
the  parliament,  petitions  were  presented 
every  day  to  the  commons. 

The  fleet  joined  the  army. 

Dec.  at.  The  King  was  brought  by 
colonel  Harrifoa  from  Hurjl  caftle  to  Wind- 
for,  December  x^. 

A  ftratagem  was  laid  by  the  lord  New- 
burgh,  for  the  King's  efcape,  on  his 
journey  he  was  to  feign  his  horfe  to  be 
uneafy,  and  to  flop  at  lord  Newbvrgb'* 
lodge  at  Bag/hot.  Newhurgb  was  to  give 
him  one  of  the  fUetcft  horfes  in  England, 


but  when  his  Majefty  came  there,  he  found! 
the  horfe  lame. 

Dec.  a  5.  A  committee  of  the  commoni 
met,  to  confider  how  to  proceed  in  a  way 
of  juftice  again  ft  the  King. 

Dec.  vj.  Ordered  by  the  council  of  war, 
that  the  ceremony  of  the  knee  be  omitted! 
to  the  King,  and  all  appearance  of  Hate 
left  off,  and  the  charge  of  his  court  and 
attendants  to  be  leflened. 

Duke  Hamilton  was  permitted  to  wait 
upon  the  King. 

A  folemn  raft  was  held  at  Wefiminffer 
to  feek  the  Lord,  and  beg  his  direction  in 
the  proceeding  againft  the  King. 

Hugh  Peters  tells  the  audience,  he  had 
found,  upon  a  ftrict  fcrutiny,  that  there 
were  in  the  army  5000  faints,  no  left 
holy  than  thofe  that  now  converfed  in 
heaven  with  Cod  Almighty.  And  kneel- 
ing down,  he  begged,  in  the  name  of  the 
people  of  England,  to  execute  juftice  upon 
that  great  Bar  abbas  at  Wind/or. 

His  text  was,  Sucb  honour  have  all  bh 
faints.  And  another  of  his  texts,  They  (halt 
bind  their  Kings  in  chains,  tec.  And  infifted 
that  the  deliverance  of  the  people  by  the 
army,  was  greater  than  that  of  the  children 
of  IJrael  from  the  houfe  of  bondage  in 
Egypt. 

The  members  going  directly  from  church 
to  the  houfe,  it  was  there  moved  to  pro- 
ceed capitally  againft  the  King,  whereupon 
Cromwell  faid,  That  as  he  was  praying  for 
a  blciling  from  Cod,  on  his  undertaking 
to  reftore  the  King  to  his  priftine  Ma- 
jefty, his  tongue  cleaved  to  the  roof  of 
his  mouth,  fo  that  he  could  not  fpeak  one 
word  more,  which  he  took  for  a  return  of 
his  prayer,  and- that  God  had  rejected  him 
from  being  King.  And  to  ftrengthen  this 
conceit  of  CromweWt,  an  tnfpired  virgin 
was  brought  out  of  Hertfordjbire,  who  de- 
clared, That  (he  had  a  revelation  from 
God,  requiring  her  to  encourage  them  to  go 
on  with  their  defign. 

The  Prefbyterians  protefting  againft  the 
King's  trial,  Cromwell  retorted  upon  them, 
that  their  endeavouring  to  take  away  the 
King's  Wft  by  fword  and  piftol,  depriving 
him  of  his  authority,  and  imprifoning  of 
him,  was  ftill  more  againft  all  laws  hu- 
man and  divine,  than  the  bringing  the 
King  to  a  legal  trial  before  the  reprcfenta- 
tives  of  the  people,  from  whom  all  law- 
ful princes  derived  their  authority. 

Dee.  a8.  A  committee  was  appointed  to 
confider  of  drawing  up  a' charge  againft  the 
King. 
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Dec.  *§.  Major  Pitcher,  a  rovalift,  who 
had  quarter  given  him  at  the  lurrendcr  of 
Pembroke  caftle,  on  condition  of  his  trans- 
porting himfelf,  was  fhot  to  death  in  St. 
PauPi  church-yard,  for  remaining  in  Eng- 
land. 

1648-9,  Jan.  1.  The  names  of  the  com- 
xnimoners  that  were  to  try  the  King, 
amounted  to  150.

Jan.  4.  The  commons  refolved,  ift, 
That  the  people  under  God  are  the  original 
of  all  juft  power,  ad,  That  the  commons 
in  parliament  have  the  fupreme  authority 
of  the  nation,  without  King  or  houfe  of 
peers. 

Jan.  6.  A  letter  from  the  commiffioners 
of  the  Scots,  rcfiding  at  London,  to  the  com- 
mons, dcfiring  chey  would  not  proceed  to 
fry  and  execute  t  he  King,  till  the  advice 
of  that  nation  be  had  thereunto. 

Mr.  Eljynge  defired  to  be  difmiflcd  from 
feeing  cleric  to  the  parliament,  becaufe  he 
would  have  no  hand  in  the  bufinefs  of  the 
K;ng. 

Jan.  9.  Serjeant  Dendy,  by  order  of  the 
commons,  proclaimed  the  intended  trial  of

Exchange,  and  in  Cbtapjidt,  and  furamoned 
all  that  had  any  thing  to  fay  againft  the 
King,  to  appear  before  the  cotnmiflioners 
for  the  trial,  and  they  (hould  be  heard 
without  refer  ve. 

An  Order  that  no  writs  (hould  be  iflued 
in  the  King's  name  for  the  future,  and 
that  a  new  great  feal  be  made  with  the  '

Ireland  thereon,  with  this  inscription, 
The  Great  Seal  of  England }  and  on  the  re- 
rcrfe  the  houfe  of  commons  fitting,  with 
thefe  words,  In  the  frft  year  of  fretdem  by 
Gocft  bUJf.ng  re  flared,  1648. 

Jan.  10.  John  Bradjbaiu  of  Graft- 
ing a  ferjeant  lately  created,  was  made 
prefident  of  the  intended  high-cOurt  of 
juftice.  There  were  but  about  ft  venty-nine 
of  the  commiHioners  named  for  the  King's 
judges  that  a  died.

Jan.  16.  The  commons  altered  their 
ftife,  and  called  their  ordinances  A8$  of 
Parliament,  and  patted  an  z&  for  adjourn* 
iug  Hillary  term  fourteen  days. 

Jan.  18.  The  commons  refufed  to  ac- 
cept the  concurrence  of  the  lords  to  their 

aa$. 

Jan.  to.  The  King  was  brought  from 
Sr.  James  t  to  Sir  Robert  Cotton  %  houfe  at 
Jmmfler,  from  whence  he  waa  carried 
before  the  high-court  of  juiiice  in  Weft- 
minfler-HaU  the  fame  day,  and  refuting  to 
ac  knowledge  their  jurifdiftion,  he  was  re- 
manded to  Cotton  houfe. 

Jan.  22.  The  King  was  brought  before 
the  court  a  fecond  time,  and  objected  to 
their  jurifdiclion  again. 

Jan.  23.  The  King  appeared  in  IV^fl- 
minfter  Hall  the  third  rime,  and  pcrfirlcd  in 
denying  the  jurifdi&ion  of  the  court} 
whereupon  Bradjbaw  ordered  his  contempt 
to  be  recorded.

The  taxes  in  this  reign,  whether  ordi- 
nary or  extraordinary,  railed  by  fubfidies, 
tonnage  and  poundage,  loans,  benevolences, 
knighthood,  (hip-money,  monopolies,  &c.

It  is  enacted,  that 
there  /hall  be  no  meetings,  aflemblies,  or 
concourfe  of  people  on  the  Lord's  day,  out 
of  their  own  pari(hes,  for  any  fporta  or 
paftimes  whatever}  or  any  bear-bating, 
bull-bating,  interludes,  common  plays,  or 
other  unlawful  exercifes  and  paftimes,  ufed 
by  any  perfons  within-  their  own  parishes, 
on  pain  of  forfeiting  three  (hillings  and 
four-pence,  or  being  fetinthe  flocks. 

X  Car.  I.  Cap.  4.  Enacts  that  every  inn- 
keeper, alehoufe-keeper,  or  other  victualler, 
who  fuffers  any  perfon  (not  an  inhabitant) 
to  fit  tipping  in  his  houfe,  (hall  fuffertbe 
fame  penalty,  as  if  the  perfon  was  an  in- 
habitant, which  is  ten  (hillings  inflicted  by 
1  Jac.  I.  Cap.  9. 

Car.  I.  Cap.  1.  No  carrier  or  drover  fhall 
travel  on  the  Lord's  day,  on  pain  of  twenty 
(hillings ;  and  no  butcher  (hall  kill  or  fell 
meat  on  that  day,  on  pain  of  fix  (hillings 
and  eight-pence. 

Cap.  2.  Enacts,  that  whoever  g^es  be- 
yond fea,  or  (hall  fend  any  perfon  over 
fca,  to  be  educated  in  a  popilh  feminary, 
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or  contribute  to  the  maintenance  of  any 
fuch  convent  or  feminary,  (hall  forfeit  all 
his  goods  and  his  lands  for  life,  and  be  disa- 
bled to  profecute  any  fuit,  or  to  renew  a 
gift  or  legacy,  &c,  as  one  excommuni- 
cated. 

Cap.  3.  Whoever  fells  ale  without  a  li- 
cence, except  in  fairs,  /hall  forfeit  twenty 
(hillings. 

17  Car.  I.  Cap.  2.  Enafts,  that  the  par- 
liament then  aflcmbled,  (hould  not  be  dif- 
folved,  prorogued,  or  adjourned,  but  by  aft 
of  parliament. 

Cap.  6.  Enafts,  that  Mifbaelmas  term, 
which  ufed  to  begin  a  week  after  Micbatl- 
mat,  (hall  not  begin  till  three  weeks  after 
Alubaelmas. 

Cap.  10.  Enafts,  that  the  court  of  Star- 
chamber  be  diflblved ;  and  declares  that 
neither  the  King  or  privy  council,  have 
any  authority  to  hear  or  determine  any 
caufc  relating  to  the  fubjefts  goods  or  lands ; 
and  that  any  perfon  committed  by  warrant 
of  the  King  or  council,  may  have  a  Ha- 
has  Corpus,  and  be  bailed,  if  the  matter 
be  bailable  by  law. 

Cap.  11.  Repeals  fo  much  of  the  aft 
of  1  EHk,  Cap.  1.  as  impowers  the  crown 
to  ereft  a  high  commiffion  court ;  and 
enacts,  that  no  ecclenaftical  court  Hull  in- 
flift  any  penalty,  fine,  imprifonraent,  or 
other  corporal  punifhmcnt,  on  any  fubjeft, 
for  any  offence  whatever  of  ecclenaftical 
cognizance,  or  adrainifter  any  oath,  where- 
by churchwardens  (hall  be  obliged  to  pre- 
fent  any  offence,  or  whereby  any  perfon 
(hail  be  obliged  to  confefs  any  offence  $  and 
lartly,  that  the  faid  high  commiffion  court 
(hall  be  diflblved,  and  no  court  (hall  be 
erefted  for  the  future,  which  (hall  have  the 
like  powers. 

Cap.  14.  Declares,  that  the  charge  im- 
puted on  the  fubjeft,  for  providing  and  fur- 
nishing of  (hips,  commonly  called  (hip- 
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money,  and  the  judgment  agaJnft  John 
Hampden,  efq  j  charging  him  with  the  pay- 
menc  of  twenty  (hillings  towards  the' fur- 
niflung  a  <*ip,  were  contrary  to  the  lawa 
of  the  realm,  the  right  of  property,  the 
liberty  of  the  fubjeft,  and  the  petition  of 
right.  And  that  all  judgments  or  proceed- 
ings, Upon  pretext  or  colour  of  the  writs, 
called  (hip-writs,  (hould  be  void. 

Cap.  16.  Enacts,  that  the  limits  and 
bounds  of  every  foreft  (hall  extend  no  far- 
ther than  they  were  deemed  to  extend  in 
the  20th  year  of  J  a  mis  I.  and  that  no 
place  (hall  b«  adjudged  foreft,  where  no 
juftice,  feat,  fwainmote,  or  court  of  at- 
tachment have  been  held,  or  where  no  ver- 
durers  have  been  chofen,  or  regard  made, 
within  sixty  years,  from  the  firft  year  of 
this  reign  ;  and  the  lord  Chancellor  it 
empowered  to  appoint  commiiTioners  to  as- 
certain the  bounds  of  foreft*,  add  all  places 
without  fuch  bounds  fo  ascertained,  (hall  ba 
deemed  free  to  all  intents  and  purpofes,  as 
if  the  fame  had  never  been  foreft,  or  fa 
reputed. 

Cap.  19.  Fnafted,  that  there  (hall  be 
but  one  weight  and  meafure,  and  that  who- 
ever ufes  any  other,  (hall  forfeit  five  (hil- 
lings ;  and  that  no  clerk  of  the  market  of 
the  King's  houfe,  or  the  .Prince's,  (hall 
exercife  his  office  beyond  the  verge  of  the 
court  j  but  the  mayor,  or  head  officer  in 
corporations,  and  the  deputy  of  every  lord 
of  the  franchife,  arc  authcrifed  to  cxerciic 
the  faid  office  in  their  refpeftive  jurisdic- 
tions. And  no  mayor  or  oftker  (hall  take 
more  than  their  arcuftomed  fees,  for  feal- 
ing  weights  and  mcafurcs,  on  pain  of  for- 
feiting five  pounds. 

17.  Car.  I.  Cap.  20.  Enafts,  that  no 
perfon  (hall  he  compelled  to  take  the  order 
of  knighthood  upon  him,  or  undergo  any 
fine  or  penalty  for  not  taking  that  order 
upon  him. 


CHARLES  II. 


1648-9  f^HARLES  II,  upon  the  death 
Jan.  \ji  of  his  father,  king  Charles  I. 
became  king  of  England ;  though  he  en- 
joyed little  more  than  the  title  till  the  year 
1660,  when  the  King  and  the  ancient 
constitution  were  reftored  together. 

Thecommons  pafted  an  aft,  declaring  it 
high-treafon  to  proclaim  the  prince,  or  any 
•ther  perfon,  lung  of  England,  without

confent  of  parliament,  and  (Hied  themfelvcs 
The  Commott'Vnaltb  of  England,  but  were 
indeed  the  remains  of  the  long  parliament, 
ufually  ftiled,  Thc  Rums*,  and  did  not 
amount  to  one  hundred  men. 

Jan.  30.  Duke  Hamilton  efcaped  from 
Winder  caftle,  but  was  retaken  the  next  day 
in  Southward, 

Feb.  1.  The  lord  Cafl  efcaped  out  of  the 
H  h  Ivwir, 
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Towtr,  but  wit  taken  three  dayt  after  at 
Lambeth. 

Feb.  6*  The  houfe  of  peer*  was  voted 
ufeleft  and  dangerous,  and  therefore  ought 
Co  be  abolifhed. 

Feb.  7.  Refolded  by  the  commons,  that 
the  office  of  a  King  in  this  nation,  and  to 
hare  the  power  thereof  in  any  tingle  per- 
/on,  is  unneceflary,  burtbenfome,  and  dan- 
gerous, and  ought  to  be  abolifhed. 

Feb.  The  prince  of  Walti  being  at  the 
Hague,  takes  the  title  of  King  j  the  States, 
general  [the  States  of  Hoi/and]  and  the  mi- 
nisters at  the  Hague  paid  him  their  compli- 
ments of  condolence*  He  caufed  thofe  of 
his  father's  council  who  attended  Kim,  to 
be  fworn  of  his  privy  council,  with  the 
addition  of  one  Mr.  Long,  hit  Secretary. 

The  Prince  was  coldly  treated  in  Holland, 
and  was  at  a  lofs  where  to  go. 

The  Queen  advifed  him  to  come  to 
France, 

The  earls  of  Limerick,  Lautherdale,  and 
the  marquis  of  Montrofe,  arrived  at  the 
Hague. 

Feb.  9.  The  late  King  was  interred  at 
Wtndfor,  but  the  common-prayer  wai  not 
f uttered  to  be  read  at  his  burial. 

His  funeral  expences came  but  to  sioV.  5*. 

Feb.  so.  The  high  court  of  jufjice  fat  in 
Weftmhjlcr-Halt,  for  the  trial  of  duke  Ha- 
milton, earl  of  Cambridge,  the  earl  of  Nor- 
wieb,  lord  Goring,  lord  Cape  J,  and  Sir  John 
Oi*ten. 

Feb.  is.  Letters  from  Edinburgh  men- 
tioned that  prince  Chariot  was  proclaimed 
king  of  Scotland,  Feb.  3. 

The  King  received  the  news  of  the 
proclamation  coldly. 

A  divifion  happened  amongft  the  Setts 
at  the  Hague,  which  the  King  could  not 
reconcile,  and  he  declared  againft  going  in- 
to Scotland. 

Montrofe  informed  the  King  they  would 
not  receive  him  without  conditions}  he 
gave  him  a  commiffion  to  raife  forces  in 
Germany,  and  make  a  defcent  on  Scotland. 

Some  cavaliers  difperfed  a  proclamation 
In  London,  declaring  prince  Charles,  King, 
and  promifing  to  maintain  his  title  with 
their  lives  and  fortunes  againft  all  traitors, 
which  the  parliament  ordered  to  be  burnt  by 
the  hangman.  They  alfo  palled  an  acl, 
that  thofe  who  had  affented  to  the  vote, 
That  the  late  King's  conetffisns  were  a  ground 
for  the  Houfe  to  proceed  to  a  fettlement,  mould 
not  be  re-admitted  to  fit  as  members  in  the 
houfe. 

A  new  oath  was  ordered  to  be  taken  ia- 


ftead  of  the  oaths  of  allegiance  and  fu  p  re- 
mit y,  called  the  Engagement,  whereby 
the  people  were  obliged  to  fwear,  T£<ry 
•woulj  be  true  and  faithful  to  the  Common- 
wealth, without  King  or  houfe  of  lords. 

The  late  King's  ftatues  were  demolifhed, 
particularly  that  in  the  Royal-Exchange* 
and  the  other  at  the  weft  end  of  St.  Fat/i  u9 
and  the  following  infeription  fet  tap  in 
the  room  of  them.

Feb.  13.  Order  for  a  new  ftamp  for  the 
coin. 

Feb.  14.  A  council  of  ftate  was  erected, 

confiding  of  39  perfons. 

Feb.  a  1 .  The  earl  of  Warwick  was  tamed 
out  of  his  poft  of  admiral. 

The  houfe  of  commons  was  reduced  f 
about  eighty  members. 

A  new  great  feal  was  made :  on  one  fide 
was  engraved  the  arms  of  England  and  Ire- 
land, on  the  other  the  portraiture  of  the 
houfe  of  commons,  circumfcribed  "  in  the 
firft  year  of  freedom,  by  Cod's  blefling  re- 
ftored,  1648." 

This  feal  and  infeription  was  the  fancy 
of  Henry  Martin. 

Wbitlock,  Ktble,  and  Life,  were  ap- 
pointed lords  commiffioners  of  the  great 
feal. 

Mar.  1.  A  new  high  court t>f  juftice  wxa 
erected,  confining  of  fixty  members,  to  try 
fome  perfons  of  diftinclion. 

Mar.-  6.  Sentence  of  death  was  pro- 
nounced upon  duke  Hamilton,  the  earl  of 
Holland,  the  earl  of  Norwich,  and  Sir  Job* 
Owen. 

The  parliament  was  petitioned'to  pardon 
thofe  condemned. 

March  8.  The  earl  of  Norwich  and  Sir 
John  Owen  were  reprieved. 

Many  others  were  executed  in  fevenl 
parts  of  the  kingdom. 

March  9.  Duke  Hamilton,  the  earl  of  Hol- 
land, and  the  lord  Caficl,  were  beheaded, 
though  they  had  all  of  them  quarter  pro- 
mi  fed  them  when  they  were  taken. 

Cromwell  brought  with  him  his  principal 
prifoncrs,  who  were  committed  to  the 
Tower,  from  whence  Motley  and  the  earl 
of  MidJUton  made  their  efcape. 

March.  The  houfe  pafled  an  u€t,  ex- 
cluding the  abfent  members,  bnt  they  wero 
admitted  afterwards  on  condition  of  fign-- 
ing  an  engagement,  which  many  prefby- 
terians  adhered  to* 

They  ordered,  tofupport  their  authority, 
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that  there,  Should  be  1S000  horfe  and  foot  1 
kept  up  in  England,  and  i2,oco  in  Ireland, 
whofe  pay  Should  be  80,000/.  per  month. 

March  17.  The  aft  paflcd  for  abolishing 
kingly  government. 

The  at*  paflcd  for  abolishing  the  houfe  of 
peers. 

March  19.   The  eart  of  Ormend  pro- 
claimed king  Cbarlei  II.  in  Ireland. 

Pontefracl  caftle  furrendered  to  the  par- 
liament after  a  long  f>ege. 

1649,  Apr.  i.  Alderman  Reynold fon,  lord 
mayor  of  Lorden,  turned  out  of  his  office, 
imprifoned,  and  fined  2000/.  for  refufing 
to  proclaim  the  alt  for  abolishing  kingly* 
government. 

April  16.  The  earl  of  Pembroke  was 
elected  knight  of  the  Shire  for  Berks,  and 
fat  in  the  houfe  of  commons,  being  the 
firSt  inftance  of  the  kind. 

Ordered  that  none  go  beyond  fea  with-  ' 
Out  licence,  and  Signing  an  engagement 
not  to  act  againft  the  commonwealth. 

April  29.  The  Levellers  growing  ttou- 
blefome,  one  of  them,  named  Deckitr,  was 
Shot  to  drath. 

April  30.  An  aft  palled  for  the  fale  of 
dean  and  chapter  lands. 

May  3.  Dr.  DcriJJaui,  agent  for  the  com- 
monweaith  at  the  Hague,  was  furprifed  as  I 
he  was  at  fupper,  by  twelve  cavaliers,  and  j 
killed. 

A  great  body  of  the  Levellers  was  fur-  j 
prifed  at  Burford,  and  made  prifoners,  cor- 
net Dean,  and  fome  of  the  principal  of 
them  were  executed. 

The  prince  prefented  a  memorial  to  the 

May  21.  An  act  parted,  declaring  and 
constituting  the  people  of  England  a  com- 
mon-wealth, and  free  flate. 

May  24.  Order  for  the  duks  of  G  lo- 
ciftery  and  the  prince  fs  E^lixabetb  to  be  un- 
der the  tuition  of  the  countefs  of  Carlijtt, 
and  3000/. per  annum  allowed  for  their  main- 
tenance, 

May  30.  That  no  ceremony  be  ufed  to 
the  late  King's  children. 

A  famine  in  Lancoftire,  occasioned  by 
the  ravages  of  the  armies  ;  and  the  plague 
followed  it. 

June.  The  marquis  of  Ormond  laid  liege 
to  DubTtn. 

July  16.  An  act  for  the  fale  of  the 
crown-lands,  at  thirteen  years  purchafe; 
and  for  felling  all  the  goods,  furniture, 
jewels,  paintings,  and  perfonal  citate  of  the 
late  King  §  a  great  part  whereof  were  pur- 
chased by  the  kings  of  Franc*  and  Spain, 
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and  other  foreign  princes,  and  between 
three  and  four  hundred  thoufahd  pounds 
railed  for  the  fervice  of  the  new  State. 

Cromwell  and  his  officers  (  ray  and  preach, 
in  the  churches  and  chapels  about  town  ; 
Cromwell  was  three  hours  in  the  pulpit  at 
Whitehall,  where  he  prayed,  that  God 
would  take  off  from  his  Shoulders  the  go- 
vernment of  this  mighty  people,  being  too 
heavy  for  him  to  bear. 

Aug.  2.  The  earl  of  Omur.i'i  forces  be- 
fore Dublin  were  routed,  and  the  hege 
raifed. 

Aug.  13.  Cromwell  being  made  lord  lieu- 
tenant of  Ireland,  fet  fail  for  Dublin,  where 
he  landed  the  16th,  upon  which  Ormcnd 
left  a  garrifon  of  3000  men  in  Drogbeda. 

Aug.  14.  Cromwell  took  Drogbeda  by 
Storm,  and  put  the  whole  garrifon  to  the 
fword,  con fi Sling  of  about  toco  men,  molt 
of  them  EngUJh,  infomuch  that  only  one 
lieutenant  eScaped.  He  alfo  murdered  every 
man,  woman  and  child  of  the  citixens  that 
were  Irijh. 

Prince  Rupert,  with- the  fleet  under  bia 
command,  broke  through  the  parliament's 
fleet  at  KmgfaJe,  and  failed  to  Lijboti. 

Sept.  King  Charles  retired  to  the  iSlc  of 
Jerfey,  with  his  brother  the  duke  of  York, 
and  his  fmall  court,'  and  was  proclaimed 
King  there.  The  Scots  fent  him  proport- 
ions thither  concerning  his  coming  to 
S  otland. 

Mr.  George  Wmdran  was  fent  to  the 
King  with  tnofe  offers. 

The  King  named  Breda  fet  the  place  to 
treat  with  the  Scott  cum  mi  (lion  en,  the  j  5th 
of  March  following. 

Off.  24.  Lieutenant  colonel  John  Lit- 
bum  was  tried  for  publishing  feveral  trea- 
fonable  books  againft  the  common-wealth, 
and  acquitted. 

1649-50,  Jan.  30.  The  King  wrote  to 
Mentrofe,  tohaSten  his  preparations  agai fill 
Scotland. 

March  15.  The  commiffioners  from  the 
Sects  arrived  at  Breda,  and  prefented  the 
King  four  articles  to  admit  him  to  the  go- 
vernment of  Scot/and. 

The  King  diflembted  bis  refinement 
in  refpect  of  fome  of  the  articles,  and 
formed  difficulties  upon  the  covenant  and 
religion  as  they  related  to  his  own  pcrfon. 

The  commiffioners  will  not  recede. 

The  King  amufed  the  commiffioners  by 
prolonging  the  negotiation. 

Mentrofe  published  a  manifesto  in  defence 
of  his  conduit. 

The  Scotch  parliament  was  offended  at 
Hh»  ' 
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the  King's  oanduft,  and  raifed  an  army  of 
6000  men* 

1650,  April  29.  The  marquis  ofMcn- 
trefe  landed  ia.Scotland,  and  raifed  forces  for 
the  King. 

Col.  Straugbn  was  fent  againft  him,  and 
took  him  prifoncr  ,  after  a  little  refinance 
fcy  the  foreigners,  there  were  300  (lain,  and 
560  taken  prifoners.  The  Earl  endeavour- 
ed to  conceal  htmfelf,  and  at  laft  put  hira- 
felf  into  the  hands  of  Afton,  who  received 
tooo/.  fur  delivering  him  up. 
1  May*    O'Neil,  the  hijb  rebel,  died. 

Cromwell  permitted  the  Jrijb  to  ferve  fo- 
reign pnnces. 

May  14.    An  aft  pafTcd  in  F.rgland,  to 
■  isakeinceft  and  adultery  capital  for  the  firft 
offence ;  and  fornication  for  the  fecond  of- 
fence capital. 

May  20.  The  marquis  of  Mtmtrofe  was 
fentenced  to  be  banged  at  Edinburgh,  on  a 
gallows  thirty  feet  high,  and  afterwards 
quartered,  which  was  executed  the  day  fol- 
lowing, notwithstanding  he  had  the  King's 
cornmiffion,  and  the  Seen  were  at  this  in- 
fra nt  inviting  the  King  to  come  to  Scotland. 
This  nation  alfo  executed  Sir  William  Hur- 
ry* Sir  Francis  Hay,  colonel  Sfotjwood,  and 
about  forty  more  of  the  Marquis's  followers, 
being  gentlemen  of  the  beft  families  in  the 
kingdom. 

The  King  complained  to  the  commif- 
ficners,  of  the  Scott  executing  Mwtrofe  ; 
but  received  for  anfwer,  that  fome  papers 
had  been  found  upon  Mmtroft,  which  it 
was  more  for  the  honour  of  the  King  to 
conceal  than  publish  ;  whofe  contents  would 
juftify  their  proceedings,  and  would  not 
leave  his  Majefty  entirety  guiltlcfs  j  which  in 
prudence  would  filcnt  e  all  further  enquiry. 

May  31.  Cromwell  returned  from  Ire- 
land, and  was  met  at  Hourtjlow-beatb  by 
the  members  of  parliament,  officers  of 
the  army,  fife.  He  was  faluted  by  the 
great  guns  In  the  park,  and  took  up 
his  lodgings  in  the  palace  of  Whitehall. 

Afebam,  envoy  from  the  commonwealth 
to  the  King  of  Spain,  killed  in  his  lodgings 
at  Madrid,  by  fom?  Er.glifi  cavaliers. 

Tarjif  x.  Kinf  Charles  fet  fail  for  Sett- 
land,  with  a  Dutch  convoy. 

June  13.  The  King  arrived  on  the  coaft 
of  Scotland,  and  was  compelled  to  take  the 
covenant,  before  they  would  permit  him  to 
come  on  more. 

June  25.  General  Fairfax,  not  approv- 
ing of  a  war  with  Scotland,  laid  dow  n  his 
commiflion  ;  and  the  next  day  an  aft  pafied 
for  repealing  the  ordinance,  that  appointed 
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him  commander  in  chief  of  the  parliament** 
forces. 

June  26.  An  aft  pafTed,  conftitutinsj 
Oliver  Cromwell,  Efqj  captain-general  of  all 
the  forces  raifed,  and  to  be  raifed,  by  au- 
thority of  parliament,  within  the  common- 
wealth of  England }  with  a  power  of  grant- 
ing, renewing,  and  altering  the  officers 
commiflions. 

The  King  difcovered  hisdifpofltion  with 
regard  to  religion,  and  loft  the  confidence 
of  the  Scots* 

Argyle  diftrufted  the  King. 

The  Scots  raifed  an  army  underlay, 
confiding  of  36000  horfe  and  foot. 

The  plague  raged  in  Ireland  at  this  time. 

June  29.    Cromwell  fet  out  from  Lon- 
don for  Scotland. 

The  Scots  would  not  permit  the  duke* 
Hamilton,  Lauderdale,  &c.  who  came  over 
with  the  King  to  remain  near  his  pcrfon, 
and  removed  all  his  Engli/h  fervants,  but 
the  duke  of  Bucks  \  and  prohibited  his  being 
fupplied  with  money,  from  thole  that  were 
inclined  to  prefent  his  Majefty  therewith 
on  his  arrival. 

The  King  figned  the  treaty. 

Lauderdale  And  Hamilton  accompanied  the 
King,  but  upon  his  landing,  they  retired 
and  concealed  themfelves. 

The  King  was  received  with  great  refpeft 
by  the  duke  of  Argyh. 

July  2.    The  parliament  publimed  a  de- 
claration of  the  grounds  of  ihur  army'i  - 
marching  northward. 

The  plague  broke  out  at  Sbrewjbvry, 

July  13.  Dr.  Levens,  a  civilian,  hang- 
ed for  having  blank  commiflions  from  the 
King  about  him. 

July  15.    The  King  was  folemnly  pro* 
claimed  at  Edinburgh  crofs. 

July  16.  The  5«f j  compclltd  the  King 
to  flgn  a  declaration  approving  the  cove- 
nant, and  renouncing  his  principle  friends, 
and  adherents. 

July  22.  Cromwell  pafTed  the  Tweed, 
and  invaded  Scotland,  whereupon  the  Scots 
deftroyed  their  country,  and  retired  before 
him,  till  he  came  w  ithin  fight  of  Edinburgh. 

The  Scots  publifbed  a  proclamation,  %r 
bani thing  all  malignants  and  engagers  [the 
Hamiltonians]  from  their  armies.  . 

Aug.  22.  Colonel  Eufebms  Andrews, 
of  Gray's  inn,  beheaded,  for  endeavouring 
to  bring  in  the  King. 

Sti>t.  3.  Cromwell  defeated  the  Scots  at 
Dunbar,  killed  3000  of  them,  took  9CO0 
pri Toners,  with  their  ammunition,  and 
pollened  himfelf  of  Edmlmrgb,

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1650-1,  Jan.  1.    The  King' 
cd  at  Scene  in  Scotland,  and  agai 
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The  Hamiltonians  were  admitted  to  em- 
ployments under  conditions;  the  parlia- 
ment protefted  againft  their  admiffion,  upon 
which  two  parties  were  immediately  formed 
in  Scotland. 

The  King  was  made  to  fign  a  Grange  de- 
claration. 

The  King  quitted  the  parliament,  and 
joined  the  malccontents,  and  accufed  Argyle 
of  ill  treatment;  they  obliged  him  to  return 
and  treat  him  better. 

He  was  attached  to  Argyle  to  bring  about 
his  defigns. 

Sept.  8.  The  princefs  Elizabeth  died 
St  Cart/brock  cattle  in  the  ille  of  Wight,  in 
the  15th  year  of  her  age,  and  was  interred 
at  Newport,  the  24th. 

Sept.  10.  Ordered  that  the  colours  taken 
from  Hamilton  at  Pre/ion ,  and  thofe  taken 
at  Dunbar,  be  hung  up  in  PVefimirfier-ball, 
and  medals  given  to  the  foldiers  in  me- 
mory of  their  victory. 

The  King's  fervants  were  permitted  to 
attend  him  after  the  defeat  at  Dunbar,  and 
he  was  ufed  with  more  humanity  by  the 
Scots*. 

Sept,  25.  Letters  from  Barbadoes,  that 
the  lord  Willougbby  had  proclaimed  king 
Cbarks  there,  and  fecurcd  th.it  ifland  for 
Jkim. 

Off.  8.  Mr.  Benjon  was  hanged,  for 
attempting  to  bring  in  his  Majefty. 
•  Off.  15*  Ordered  by  parliament,  that  all 
proceedings  and  procefs  of  law,  patents, 
commiflions,  indictments,  judgments,  re- 
cords, &c  be  in  the  EngUfli  tongue  only, 
and  that  they  be  written  in  an  ordinary 
legible  handy  and  not  in  a  court  hand. 
This  order  pafled  into  an  act  the  aid  of 
November  following. 

Off.  17.  The  prince  of  Orange  died 
of  the  fmall-pox. 

Dee.  The  kirk  of  Scotland  appointed  a 
faft  for  the  fins  of  the  King  and  his  fa- 
mily. 

Dee.  24.  Edinburgh  caftlc  furrendered 
to  Cromwell,  faid  to  be  the  firft  time  that 
ever  it  was  taken. 

The  Englijb  merchants  were  ordered  to 
the  Cziars dominions  in  Mujcovy,  and 


not  to  enter  there  again  unlefs  in  the  King's 
same.  • 

Five  drunkards,  in  Berkfl'tre,  agreed  to 
drink  the  King's  health  in  their  blood,  and 
that  each  mould  cut  off  a  piece  of  his 
buttock  »nd  fry  it,  which  fonr  of  them 
did  j  but  the  wife  of  the  fifth  coming  in, 
laved  her  hufband  from  doing  the  fame 
abiurd  folly. 


crown  - 
again  fubferib- 
ed  the  covenant,  and  fwore  to  promote  it, 
and  to  eftablilh  the  prclbytcrun  religion, 
&c.  in  Scotland. 

The  kirk  permitted  the  royalifts  to  joist 
them  in  defence  of  his  Majcfty  and  their 
country. 

The  King  fet  up  bis  ftandard  zX  Aberdeen  t 
and  made  duke  Hamilton  lieutenant-general, 
David  Ltjley  major-general,  Middleton  ma- 
jor-general of  the  horfc,  and  Majfly  general 
of  the  Englifh  troops. 

The  King  put  himfclf  at  the  head  of  the, 
Scotch  army,  conlifting  of  18,000  horfe  and 
foot,  and  encamped  at  Torwood. 

Thearchbifbopof  York,  formerly  Keeper, 
died  this  year. 

Captain  Cecil  Howard,  fon  of  lord  Ho- 
ward, joined  his  Majefty  with  a  troop  of 
horfe. 

Feb.  4,  An  order  of  the  parliament  of 
England,  to  take  down  the  King's  arms  in 
all  places,  and  fet  up  the  arms  of  the  com- 
mon-wealth. 

March  4,    Sir  Herry  Hide  beheaded. 

Quakers  Brit  appeared  this  year. 

1651,  June  a;.  July  1,  5.  Mr.  Cbri- 
flobbcr  Love,  a  preibyterian  preacher,  waa 
tried  before  the  pretended  high  court  of 
juftice  at  rVrflminJlert  for  endeavouring  to 
bring  in  the  King. 

Cromwell  fent  a  detachment  of  his  army, 
in  boats  over  the  Frith,  which  took  pof- 
feflion  of  Fife,  and  occafioned  an  engage- 
ment with  a  detachment  of  the  Scotch 
army :  the  Scctt  were  defeated,  2000  of 
them  killed,  and  iaoo  made  prifoners; 
whereupon  Cromwell  came  over  the  Fritb 
with  the  reft  of  his  forces. 

July  31.  Cromwell  being  now  got  fur- 
ther northward  than  the  Scotch  army,  the 
King  fuddenly  decamped  with  the  Scots, 
and  marched  for  England}  Argyle,  and 
many  others  of  the  army  leaving  him,  and 
retiring  home. 

Aug.  6.  The  King  entered  England  by 
Carlijle,  with  an  army  of  16,000  men, 
Scotch  and  Englijb,  at  the  head  of  which 
he  was  proclaimed  king  of  Great  Britain. 

Cromwell  marched  after  the  King,  leav- 
ing part  of  his  army  with  general  Monk,  to 
block  up  Stirling. 

Aug.  1  a.  The  city  of  London  being 
alarmed  at  the  King's  march,  pafled  an  a& 
for  putting  the  militia  in  a  pofture  of  pre- 
fent  fervice. 

Aug.  14.  Stirling  caftlc  and  town  fust 
rendered  to  Monk. 

Aug, 
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.  Aug.  %x,   Mr.  Cbriftupbtr  Love  was  be-  j 
headed  upon  Tower-bill. 

He  declared  at  hit  death,  that  he  defired  I 
the  King's  reftoration  00  no  other  terms 
than  the  eftablifluncnt  of  prefbytery,  which  j 
wps  now  in  danger  of  being  fupprefled  by 
the  Independents;  and  this  was  the  con- 
front view  both  of  the  Engllfh  and  Scotch 
prefbyterians,  whenever  they  attempted  the 
King's  reftoration. 

The  King  arrived  with  h*js  army  at  Wer- 
ctjitrt  being  joined  in  his  march  only  by  a 
•on  of  the  lord  Howard 'a,  of  Ejcrick,  with 
icq  horfe,  and  his  army  was  much  leHened 
hy  defcrtion. 

At  Worajlcr  the  King  was  joined  by 
the  lord  Francis  Talbot,  and  fome  other  loyal 
gentlemen  ;  but  his  army  did  not  amount 
to  more  than  10,000  Scots,  and  2000  Eng- 

Aug.  25.  The  earl  of  DrrLy,  having 
a/Tembled  1500  men  to  join  the  King,  was 
Attacked  by  three  regiment*  under  the  com- 
mand of  colonel  I./7&*r»,  and  entirely  rout- 
ed at  Wigan  in  Lancajb'ne.  The  Earl  and 
•bout  thirty  horfe,  with  great  difficulty, 
afterwards  efcaped  to  the  King  at  Wtr- 
ejjler;  but  the  lord  jViddringtm  was  killed 
ifl  the  action. 

Seft.  3.  The  battle  of  ffcrcefttr  was 
fought,  where  the  King's  forces  were  en- 
tirely routed,  about  3000  of  them  killed, 
and  6000  or  7Cooataken  prifoncrs,  with  all 
their  cannon,  ammunition  and  baggage  : 
3a  this  action  William  duke  Hamilton  was 
sjtortally  wounded,  and  taken  prifoner,  and 
died  the  next  day. 

The  King's  ftandard  and  158  colours  were 
taken. 

The  King  himleif,  with  the  duke  of 
9ucht  the  earls  of  Derby  and  Lauderdale, 
the  lords  Talbot \  Wilmot,  and  about  fifty 
horfe,  after  the  battle  was  loft,  about  feven 
an  the  evening,  marched  out  of  St.  Mar- 
pnt-gate,  WsrceP.cr,  and  arriving  at  Wbite- 
•  ladies,,  twenty-five  miles  from  iVorceRtr, 
about  four  the  neat  morning,  the  carl  of 
Derby  and  the  other  lords  took  their 
leave  of  his  Majefty.  and  left  him  to  the 
care  of  the  Penderilt  (five  brothers)  who 
•too ceiled  him,  in  the  night-time,  in 
their  barns,  and  in  the  day-time  in  the 
woods,  till  he  had  an  opportunity  of  mak- 
ing his  efcape  farther. 

In  thefe  woods  was  a  thick  oak,  upon 
Which  his  Majefty  often  llood  concealed, 
which  from  thence  was  called  Tbe  Royal 
0a*. 

Stft.  4.   The  earl  oi  Derby,  and  the 
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earl  of  Lauderdale,  with  Mr.  Giffard,  their 
guide,  were  taken  the  day  after  they  part* 
cd  with  his  Majefty }  and  the  earl  of  Derby 
was  carried  to  Cbefier,  and  condemned  hy  a 
court-martial,  to  be  beheaded  at  Boltom 
in  Lancajbire,  which  fentence  was  exe- 
cut-d  upon  him  the  15th  of  October  $  not- 
withftanding  he  furrendered  upon  condition 
of  quarter.  The  generals  Middleton  and 
Mijpy  were  alfo  taken,  with  many  other 
loros  and  perfons  of  quality  ;  but  the  duke 
of  Bucks,  the  lords  Laving/Ion  and  Talbot, 
made  their  efcape  beyond  fea,  as  did  the 
lord  Wilmot  with  his  Majefty  foon  after. 

Sept.  12.  Cromwell  was  met  at  AH  em 
by  the  Speaker  and  members  of  parliament, 
and  the  council  of  ftate,  and  rode  in  tri- 
umph into  London,  whither  the  Seetcb  pri- 
foncrs were  brought  up,  and  fold  to  the 
tVcft-Indies  for  flaves,  and  many  of  them 
given  away  like  dogs. 

Cromwell  brought  with  him  his  principal 
prifoners,  who  were  committed  to  the 
Tower,  from  whence  Maffey  and  the  earl 
of  Middltton  made  their  efcape. 

Sept.  17.  An  order  of  parliament  to 
bring  in  a  bill  for  fettling  a  time  for  the 
ending  of  this  parliament,  and  for  confti- 
tuting  a  new  reprefentative. 

Oil.  15.  After  the  King  had  wandered 
about  fix  weeks  from  the  boufe  of  one  loy- 
alift  to  another,  he  embarked  near  Bright- 
belmfione  in  Suffex,  with  the  lord  JVtlmot, 
and  arrived  at  Fofcan,  near  Havre  de  Grata 
in  Normandy,  the  lad  of  Odcber* 

The  latter  end  of  this  month,  the  idea 
of  Guemfey  and  Jerfey,  Scily,  and  the  ifle 
of  Man,  furrendered  to  the  parliament. 

Limerick  in  Ireland  furrendered,  after 
fifteen  months  fiege. 

Scotland  was  reduced,  and  bridled  with 
garrifons. 

Hotblities  commenced  with  the  Dutch  t 
an  Englijb  man  of  war  meeting  with 
fome  Dutch  fiihcrmen,  he  demanded  the 
tenth  herring,  which  they  refuted;  the 
EngU/h  funk  one  of  their  (hips,  and  all  tha 
men  petiihed. 

Nov.  a6.  Lieutenant-general  Jreten  died 
at  Limerick,  of  the  plague. 

Dec.  1.  The  parliament  patted  an  aft 
under  colour  of  encouraging  -  navigation, 
prohibiting  the  importation  of  all  goods 
except  upon  Eng'ijb  bottoms  ;  by  this  aft 
all  commerce  with  Holland  was  deftroyed. 

The  parliament  granted  letters  of  mart 
to  thofc  who  complained  of  the  Dutcb. 

Tbe  parliament  demanded  fatisfa<ftfon 
for  the  cruel  maflacre  at  Ambtyna,  and  for 
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the  lofTei  fulhuned  in  the  MoguPt  do- 
minions. 

1651-1,  Jan.  11.  The  lord  Wtllougbhy 
furrendered  Barbadm,  and  the  neighbour- 
ing iflands  to  Ayfcongb,  the  parliament's 
admiral,  upon  articles. 

Virginia  alfo  fubmitted  to  the  parlia- 
ment. 

1652,  April.  The  parliament  being 
afraid  of  the  Dutch,  they  fent  Oliver  St. 
John,  and  Walter  Strickland  to  the  Hague, 
to  endeavour  to  unite  the  two  common- 
wealths. 

April  1 3.  An  xC\  was  read  for  incor- 
porating Scotland  into  one  commonwealth 
with  England. 

Judges  were  fent  from  England  to  ad- 
minifter  juftice  in  Scotland. 

May  15,  16.  The  Englijb  common- 
wealtn  fell  out  with  the  Dutch. 

Voted,  that  the  aft  for  conflicting  Oliver 
Cromwell  captain-general,  &c.  lhould  ex- 
tend to  the  forces  in  Ireland,  which  dif- 
fused Lambert,  who  had  been  promifed  the 
lieutenancy  of  Ireland. 

May  19.  An  engagement  happened  in 
the  Downs,  between  the  Engli/h  and  Dutch 
fleets,  but  nothing  decifwe. 

Dennett*  caftlc,  the  laft  of  the  Snub 
garrifons,  furrendered  this  month. 

June  30.  The  Dutch  ambafladors,  being 
much  incenfed,  returned  to  Holland. 

July.  An  embafly  arrived  from  the 
States,  but  the  parliament  did  not  recede 
from  their  resolution  of  demanding  damages. 

Both  natio..s  publifhed  a  manifefto. 

The  Engli/h  infifted  upon  the  right  of  the 
flag. 

Aug.  4.  An  act  paft  for  the  fale  of  the 
forfeited  elates  of  the  royal  ids. 

Aug.  16.  A  fea  fight  near  Plymouth, 
between  Sir  George  AJcougb,  the  EngtUh  ad- 
miral, and  the  Dutch  under  Van 'trump, 
w  herein  neither  of  the  fleets  had  any 
great  advantage. 

The  Scott  cbofe  twenty-one  members, 
fourteen  for  the  counties,  and  feven  for 
the  boroughs,  to  represent  them  in  the  par- 
liament of  England. 

Sept.  a8.  Ordered  that  the  fcaffolds 
about  St.  PattPtt  be  taken  down,  and  fold 
to  pay  the  public  debts. 

Van  Gallen  beat  the  Englijb  fleet  in  the 
M:di:erranean,  but  was  killed  in  the  fight. 

Oft.  28.  Another  engagement  between 
the  Engli/h  fleet  under  Blake,  and  the 
Dutch  under  De  Witt,  upon  the  coaft  of 
Kent,  where  the  Dutch  rear-admiral  was 
taken,  and  two  more  of  their  men  of  war 
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funk,  and  they  were  driven  home  to  their 
own  coafts,  without  the  lofs  of  one  Engltjh 

fti.p. 

Nov.  7.  A  conference  between  Crcm- 
well  and  fVbitlock,  wherein  Cromwell  pro- 
pofed  the  making  himfelf  King  j  but  waa 
difluaded  by  Wbxthck,  and  advifcd  to  treat 
with  the  King,  whofe  circumftanccs  W*2>;7-  > 
leck  obferved  were  fo  low,  that  he  woo  Id 
be  glad  to  grant  Cromwell  all  the  com* 
mand  of  the  militia,  and  what  other  ho- 
nours and  advantages  he  could  defire  for 
himfelf  and  hit  friends  j  and  that  he  might 
now  put  fuch  limiti  to  monarchical  power, 
as  would  fee u re  their  religious  at  well  as 
civil  liberties  for  the  future.  But  Crom- 
well, who  had  meditated  the  making  him* 
fclf  a  more  abfolute  monarch  than  any  that 
h<id  gone  before  him,  was  not  at  all  pleaicd 
with  Wbiilock%%  fcheme,  and  never  admitted 
him  to  convene  intimately  with  him  after- 
wards. 

In  this  year  two  bond  ftones,  in  Wrr- 
gius  meadow  in  Herefirdjbire,  between  He- 
reford and  Sutton,  were  removed,  nobody 
knew  how,  to  about  twelve  (core  paces 
diftant,  which  when  placed  in  their  former 
ftation  required  nine  yoke  of  cxen  to  draw 
each  of  them. 

Nov.  29.  Van  Trump,  with  eighty  fail 
of  Dutch  men  of  war,  fell  upon  Blake,  whs 
was  riding  with  forty  fail  of  Entrlifh  in  the 
Downs  j  fix  of  the  Englijb  (hips  were  take  a 
and  defiroyed,  and  the  reft  drove  into  the 
Thames ;  after  which  Van  Trump  failed  in 
triumph  through  the  channel,  with  a  broom 
at  the  top-malt-hcad. 

165Z-3,  Feb.  iS,  19,  20.  A  fight  be- 
tween the  Englifh  and  Dutch  fleets  off  Port- 
land, where  the  Englijb  obtained  a  great 
victory,  taking  and  dettroying  eleven  Dutch 
men  of  war,  and  thirty  merchantmen,  out 
of  300  the  Dutch  bad  under  their  convoy  \ 
Van  Trump  was  admiral  of  the  Dutch,  and 
Blake  of  the  Englijb  }  generals  Mor.k  and 
Dean  commanded  under  Blake  in  this  en- 
gagement. 

The  duke  of  Ghcejferven  fent  out  of  the 
kingdom ;  he  went  to  Paris  to  the  King. 

The  King  ottered  to  put  himfelf  on  board 
the  Dutch  fleet,  but  was  rejected. 

The  States  applied  for  a  treaty. 

March.  Letters  of  prince  Rupert'*  being 
returned  to  France  with  but  three  fiSipSj 
and  that  his  brother,  prince  Maurice,  waa 
caft  away  in  a  hurricane  in  the  fVejl- Indie*. 

Cromwell  fufpeded  defigns  agamft  him, 
which  brought  him  to  the  nsctflity  of 
diifolving  the  parliament. 
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He  caufed  the  officers  to  petition  for 
their  pay,  on  which  the  parliament  com- 
plained of  their  infolence. 

The  army  petitioned  for  a  difTolution  of 
the  parliament. 

The  parliament  voted  againfl  it,  and  pre- 
pared an  act  to  forbid  petitions. 

1653,  April  20.  Cromwell  went  to  the 
houfc  of  commons  with  a  guard  ;  and  tak- 
ing a  file  of  mufqueteers  with  him  into  the 
houfe,  he  commanded  the  Speaker  to  leave 
the  chair,  and  told  them  th^at  they  had  fat 
long  enough,  unlets  they  had  done  more 
good  j  crying  out,  You  art  no  longer  a  par- 
lament,  J  jay  yiu  art  no  parliament*  He 
•old  Sir  Harry  Vane,  he  was  a  juggler.; 
Harry  Martin,  and  Sir  Peter  Wentwortb, 
that  they  were  whore-mailers  \  Torn  Cba- 
ioner,  he  was  a  drunkard ;  and  Allen  the 
goldfmith,  that  he  cheated  the  public: 
then  he  bid  one  of  his  foldieis  take  away 
that  fool's  bauble  the  mace,  and  Harrifon 
pulled  the  Speaker  out  of  the  chair  ;  and, 
in  Ihort,  Cromwell  haying  turned  them  all 
out  of  the  houfc,  locked  up  the  doors, 
and  returned  to  Whitehall.  In  the  after- 
noon he  went  to  the  council  of  ft'atc,  told 
them  that  the  parliament  wai  dill'olvcd, 
and  that  wai  no  place  for  them,  and  fo 
difmifled  them. 

April  22.  Crcmwrll,  with  his  coun- 
cil of  officers,  publi/hcd  a  declaration, 
withreafons  for  diflblving  the  parliament, 
and  authorizing  all  civil  officers  to  proceed, 
as  formerly,  in  the  execution  of  their  re- 
flective offices. 

May  6.    The  council  of  flatc  gave  a  fa- 
vourable anfwer  to  the  States. 

The  States  appointed  an  ambbafodor  to 
negociate  peace. 

AddrcfTes  to  Cromwell,  and  his  council 
of  officers,  from  fcveial  counties,  approv- 
ing -the  diflblution  of  the  parliament,  and  1 
promifing  to  ftand  by  them. 

June  a.  The  Dutch  Meet  under  Van 
Trump,  and  the  Engiijb  under  general  Monk, 
being  about  100  men  of  war  on  a  fide,  en- 
gaged off  the  North  Foreland.  At  the  firft 
broad-fide  aJmiral  Dean  was  killed  with  a 
jCSiinon  ball:  the  fight  tided  twodays,  and 
the  Engiijb  obtained  a  great  victory,  taking 
and  deftroying  twenty  of  the  enemies  mips, 
and  purfuing  them  to  their  own  har- 
bours. 

June  8.    Crtnnvet!  ifTued  his  letters  of 
furnmons  to  about  140  pcrfons  to  appear 
at  Whitehall,  the  fourth  of  July,  to  take  1 
upon  them  the  adminiitration  of  the  go-  j 
vcrnment.  I 
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June  20.  Ambafiadors  arrived  firdal 
Holland  to  treat  of  peace* 

July  4.  The  perfons  fommoned  by 
Cromwell  met  in  the  Council-chamber  at 
Whitehall,  to  the  number  of  about  120, 
to  whom  Crcmwtll  declared,  they  had  a 
clear  call  to  take  upon  them  the  fupremc 
authority  of  the  common-wealth  :  and 
then  produced  an  inftrument  under  his  own 
hand  and  fcal,  whereby  'he  did,  with  the 
advice  of  his  officers,  devolve  and  intruft 
the  fupreme  authority  and  government  of 
the  common-wealth  into  the  hands  of  the 
pcrfons  met  j  and  that  they,  or  any  forty 
of  them,  mould  be  acknowledged  the  fu- 
premc authority  of  the  nation  ;  but  that 
they  mould  fit  no  longer  than  the  third  of 
November,  1654;  and  three  months  be- 
fore their  diflblution,  mould  make  choice 
of  others  to  fucceed  them,  who  were  not 
to  fit  above  a  year,  fifr. 

They  nominated  one  Reuje  their  Speaker, 
an  old  gentleman  of  Devon,  provo^l  of 
Eaton,  and  a  member  of  the  long  parlia- 
ment. 

Cromwell  aflured  them  he  had  not  chofea 
one  perfon,  in  whom  he  had  not  thia 
good  hope,  that  he  had  faith  in  Jefut  Cbrijt, 
and  Ivu*  to  all  faints. 

This  afiembly  refolved,  that  no  perfon 
fhould  be  admitted  to  any  office  or  place  in 
government,  unlefs  the  parliament  was  fa- 
tisfied  of  his  real  godlinefs,  which  occafion- 
ed  this  convention  to  be  fometimcs  called 
the  godly  parliament,  and  at  others,  bare- 
bona  pat  Iiament,  from  one  Praije  Gid  Bare- 
bona,  a  Icatherfellcr,  who  diftinguifbed 
himfeif  by  his  wife  fpecches  in  the  houfe. 

They  were  of  opinion,  that  Jefus  Cbrijt 
would  (hortly  reign  with  them  upon  earth  ; 
and  to  prepare  the  way  for  his  appearance, 
they  propofed  the  extirpating  all  parfona 
and  lawyers,  the  abrogating  all  laws,  as 
badges  of  flavery,  and  the  fupprcfiing  all 
fchools  and  univcrfities  as  hcathenim  in- 
ventions, as  well  as  titles  of  honour,  and 
all  diflinclions  among  men ;  and  they  ac- 
tually voted  down  the  court  of  Chancery. 

July  5.  Cromwell  and  his  officers  being 
withdrawn,  the  afiembly  adjourned  to  the 
next  day  in  the  parliament  houfe,  and 
being  met,  chofe  Rcufe  their  Speaker,  and 
and  took  upon  them  the  name  of  a  par- 
Iiament. 

July  12.  The  ferjeant  at  arms  Ertck- 
htai,  attended  the  Speaker  with  the  mace. 

July  ac.    The  general  afiembly  being 
met  at  Edinburgh,  colonel  C«tterel  declared 
{hat  they  ought  not  to  fit  without  autho- 
rity 
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rity  from  the  parliament  of  England}  and 
thereupon  difmilTed  them,  and  commanded 
that  three  of  them  should  not  meet  toge- 
ther for  the  future. 

Juh  »9«  The  Eng lijh  fleet  under  Monk 
and  Blake  fought  the  Dutch,  commanded 
by  Van  Trump,  upon  their  own  coafts,  and 
obtained  a  great  victory,  deftroying  thirty 
of  the  Dutch  men  of  war,  and  Van  Trump 
himfelf  was  killed  in  the  engagement  with 
a  mu  fleet- mot.  This  wat  the  seventh  and 
laft  fight  between  the  two  Common- 
wealths; all  fought  within  little  mors, 
than  the  compafs  of  a  year. 

Aug.  zo.  Lieutenant  colonel  John  Lil- 
lurn,  who  had  oppofed  all  the  governments 
he  had  lived  under,  and  particularly  0/i- 
-n/er't,  being  tried  for  remaining  in  Eng- 
land, after  an  act  made  for  his  baniihmcne, 
was  acquitted  }  but  was  however  commit- 
ted by  the  then  ruling  powers  to  Dover 
cattle,  where  he  foon  alter  died  one  of  the 
feet  called  quakers,  which  fprung  up  about 

Aug .  24.  An  act  was  pasTed  for  fole  in- 
juring marriages  by  juftice*  of  the  peace. 

Oti.  Captain  Haytcn  fell  upon  a  fqua- 
dron  of  French  men  of  war,  and  took  the 
vice-admiral  and  another. 

Nov.  1.  The  parliament  chofe  a  new 
council  of  nate. 

The  Dutch  ambafladors  treated  with  a 
committee  of  the  council  concerning  a 
peace. 

Nov.  3.    Wlltlock  was  fent  ambaiTador 
to  the  queen  of  Sweden. 

Dec.  la.  It  was  moved  in  the  houfe, 
that  the  fitting  of  this  parliament  any 
longer,  would  not  be  for  the  good  of  the 
Common-wealth,  and  that  it  was  fit  they 
Hiould  refign  their  power  to  'he  Lord-ge- 
neral. And  the  Speaker,  with  many  of 
the  members  went  to  Whitehall,  where 
they  did  by  a  writing  prefent  to  his  ex- 
cellency Cremnvell,  a  resignation  of  their 
powers.  But  fome  of  the  members  con- 
tim>ing  iHII  to  fit  in  the  house,  colonel 
fVbite  came  thither  with  a  guard,  and  de- 
manded what  the  fat  there  for  ?  They 
anfwered,  Te  fcek  the  Lord:  PHh,  fays  . 
White,  the  Lord  bat  net  been  within  tbtfe 
wntti  thefe  twelve  yean,  and  then  turned 
them  all  out  j  whereupon  many  of  thefe 
members  alfo  followed  their  brethren  to 
Whitehall,  and  figned  the  aft  of  resigna- 
tion. 

Lambert  and  the  council  of  officers  here- 
upon gave  up  their  pretentions  alfo  to  the 
fupreme  authority,  »nd  declared,  that  the 
Vox.,  J. 
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government  of  the  Commonwealth  mould 
refide  in  a  finale  perfon  j  and  that  perfon 
ihould  be  Oliver  Crinwtll,  the  captain-ge- 
neral, and  his  title  should  be  Lf-rd  Pro- 
tector of  the  Commonwealth  of  Engi 'end. 
Sett/and,  and  Ireland,  and  of  the  dominions 
and  territories  thereunto  belonging. 

The  duke  of  Lcrmiu  was  invited  by 
the  Jrijh  to  take  command  of  the  govern- 
ment,  which  he  rejected. 

Deem  16.  The  council  officer*,  tent  for 
the  convniffioflers  of  the  great  feal,  with  the 
Lord  Mayor  and  aldermen  of  Louden,  and 
caused  to  be  read  a  writing  called  Tic  Injiru- 
ment  of  bVrking,  and  Cromwell  was  made 
Protector.  1.  A  parliament  to  be  called 
every  three  years,  by  the  Protector.  a. 
The  first  to  be  aiiembled  on  the  third  of 
Scft  ember,  1654.  3.  No  parliament  to  be 
daftblved  till  they  have  fat  five  months.  4. 
Such  bills  as  were  oriercd  to  the  Protector, 
if  not  confirmed  in  twenty  days  to  be  laws 
without.  5.  That  his  council  mould  not 
exceed  the  number  of  twenty -one,  nor  be 
sefs  than  thirteen.  6.  That  immediately 
after  the  the  death  of  Cromwell,  they  mould 
choofe  another  Protector  before  they  rife. 
7.  That  no  one  Protector  after  the  prefent, 
ftull  be  general  of  the  army.  8.  The 
Protector  (hall  have  power  to  make  war 
and  pe.  ee.  9.  That  the  Protector. and  his 
council  may  make  laws,  which  snail  be 
binding  to  thefubject,  during  the  intervals 
of  parliament.  The  fame  afternoon,  the 
Protector,  attended  by  a  ftrong  guard  of  fol- 
diers,  and  all  the  great  officers  of  state,  with 
the  Lord  Mayor  and  aldermen  of  Lor  da, 
came  from  Whitehall  to  Westminster-hall  5 
and  a  chair  of  State  being  fet  for  him  in 
the  Chancery  court,  he  stood  on  the  left 
hand  of  it  uncovered,  till  a  large  writing 
on  parchment  was  read,  containing  the 
power  with  which  his  Excellency  was  in- 
vested, and  how  he  was  to  govern  the  three 
nations,  and  the  oath  to  be  taken  by  him* 
Having  tobi'cribed  this  writing,  and  taken 
the  oath,  tendered  him  by  Lifle,  one  of  the 
commilTscmers  of  the  broad  leal,  his  Excel- 
lency fat  down  in  the  chair  of  state  covered, 
and  the  commissioners  delivered  up  the 
broad  feal  to  him,  and  the  Lord  Mayor  his 
fword,  which  he  immediately  returned 
again,  and  the  court  arofe  and  went  to 
Whitehall,  the  Lord  Mayor  uncovered, 
carrying  the  fword  before  the  Protector  in 
grand  procef&on. 

By  the  aforefaid  In  ft  rumen  t  of  govern- 
ment, it  was  provided,  1.  That  the  fu> 
preme  lrgiflative  power  thoaJd  be  lodged  in 
I  i  the 
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*he  Protector  and  the  parliament,  ».  That 
the  executive  power  ihould  be  in  the  Pro- 
tector and  hit  council,  who  were  not  to  ex- 
ceed the  number  of  twenty-one,  nor  be  un- 
der thirteen.  3.  That  all  write,  commif- 
fions,  patents,  fife,  (hould  run  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord  Protector,  all  offices  and  ho- 
nour* be  derived  from  him,  and  that  he 
Ihould  have  the  power  of  pardons,  except 
for  murder  and  treafon,  and  the  benefit  of 
all  forfeitures.  4.  That  he  mould  order 
the  militia,  and  forces  by  fea  and  land,  by 
eonfent  of  parliament  when  fitting,  and  the 
militia  at  other  times  by  advice  of  his  coun- 
cil. 5.  And  by  the  like  advice  make  peace 
or  war.  6.  That  the  laws  mould  not  be 
altered  or  fufpended,  but  by  eonfent  of  par- 
liament. 7  and  8.  That  a  parliament  mould 
be  fummoned  once  in  every  third  year,  and 
not  be  diflblved  or  prorogued  in  left  than 
five  months,  without  their  own  content. 
9.  That  the  number  of  members  for  Em- 
gland  ihould  not  exceed  400,  for  Scotland 
30,  and  for  Ireland  30. 

Then  the  number  of  members  to  be  elect- 
ed for  each  county  and  borough  are  fpeci- 
Jfed  and  regulated  according  to  the  largenefs 
of  the  refpective  counties  j  the  corporations 
are  allowed  to  chufe  but  one  a-piece,  and 
many  of  the  fmaller  boroughs  totally  ex- 
cluded. Only  the  city  of  London  was  al- 
lowed to  chufe  Ax,  and  fume  of  the  larger 
cities  two  a- piece  ;  the  univerutie*  to  chufe 
one  each. 

None  but  perfons  of  integrity  to  bechofen, 
of  which  the  Prote&or  was  judge.  Any 
perfon  worth  xoo/.  and  qualified  in  point  of 
principle?,  may  be  an  elector.  Sixty  mem- 
bers to  be  a  quorum*  If  the  Protector  re- 
fufc  bis  eonfent  to  a  bill  twenty  days,  it 
ihall  pafs  into  a  law  without  him,  and  have 
equal  force. 

The  perfons  to  be  of  the  Protector** 
council  are  nominated  in  the  infrrument  of 
government,  and  upon  any  vacancy,  the 
parliament 'are  to  nominate  others,  &c. 
seven  to  be  a  quorum,  * 

A  conftant  revenue  to  be  raifed,  for 
maintaining  10,000  horfe,  and  10,000  foot, 
and  a  good  fleer  at  fea. 

That  the  office  of  Lord  Protector  fhall  be 
elective,  and  not  hereditary.  The  election 
to  be  by  the  council,  immediately  after  the 
Protector's  death,  and  only  the  royal  fa- 
mily difabled  to  be  elected.  The  great  of- 
ficers to  be  chofen  by  eonfent  of  parliament, 
smd  in  the  intervals  of  parliament,  by  the 
council. 

AU  denominations  of  christians  to  be  to- 
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lcrated,  but  the  difciples  of  popery  and  epffcV 
copacy. 

In  the  intervals  of  parliament,  the  Pro- 
tector and  his  council  had  a  power  of  ma*> 
ing  laws. 

Thefe  are  the  moft  material  of  the  arti- 
cles contained  in  the  inftxumcnt  of  govern* 
ment,  which  were  in  number  4a,  and 
which  the  Protector  folemnly  fwore  to 
obferve. 

The  fame  day  a  proclamation  was  pub- 
liwed  by  the  council,  requiring  all  perfons 
to  conform  and  fubmit  themfelves  to.  the 
government  thus  eAablifhed ;  and  no  Ida 
refpect  was  paid  by  all  men  to  the  Protector, 
than  they  ufed  to  pay  to  their  Prince. 

The  Protector  was  proclaimed  in  London 
and  Wtjlminjler,  and  all  over  England  after- 
wards, with  the  Came  folemotty  as  the 
kings  of  England  were  heretofore. 

Feb*  8.  The  Protector,  being  invited  ta> 
an  entertainment  in  the  city,  went  thither 
in  as  much  ftate  as  ever  any  king  had  done 
upon  any  occafion  ;  the  feveral  companies 
of  the  city  were  placed  on  each  fide  in  all 
their  glory,  from  Temple-Bar  to  Cheapfide  ; 
the  Lord  Mayor  and  aldermen  met  him  at 
Temple-Bar  on  horfeback,  in  their  fcarlot 
gowns;  and  Vynerttht  Lord  Mayor,  having 
delivered  the  Protector  the  fword  and  re- 
ceived it  again,  car  red  jt  bareheaded  befoie 
his  highnefe  to  CroeerVhall.  The  Pro- 
tector at  this  entertainment  took  upon  hint 
to  knight  Fyner, 

A  Li  rcb  4.  The  Dutch  ambaftadors  hav  i  n  g 
audience  of  the  Protector  in  the  Banquet- 
ting-houfe,  acquainted  him  that  all  the 
provinces  had  confented  to  the  articles  of 
peace,  and  defired  a  ceflation  of  arms. 

General  MiddJeJon  boded   in  Scotland 
with  about  100  men. 

Prince  Rupert  arrived  in  Nantet  with  the 
fleet,  after  having  loft  his  brother  Maurice 
in  a  ftorm. 

Tire  King  fold  the  /hips  which  cardinal 
Mazar'm  bought. 

Prince  Rupert  withdrew  to  Germany. 
1654,  March  17.  Monfieur  Bourdeaux, 
ambafladcr  extraordinary  from  the  French 
king  to  Cromwell,  made  his  public  en- 
trance, and  on  the  29th  had  his  audience 
at  the  Banquctting-houfe  at  Whitehall. 
He  extolled  the  virtues  of  his  highnefs, 
begged  his  friend  (hip,  andfaid,  That  the  Di- 
vine Providence,  after  Co.  many  calamities, 
could  not  deal  more  favourably  with  thefe 
nations,  or  caufe  them  to  forget  their  mi-  - 
feriea  with  greater  fatisfaction,  than  by 
fubmitting  them  to  fo  juft  a  government.  < 
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April  5.  The  peace  was  figned  by  the 
States  ambaJTadors  ;  and  obtained  by  pro- 
mi  ling  to  make  all  damages  good  that  were 
fuftaincd  by  the  Engiijh  for  near  thirty  years 
paft. 

They  confented  to  ftrike  the  flag  to  the 
Englijh  (hips,  to  pay  300,000/.  for  the  af- 
fair at  Ambcyna,  and  to  deliver  up  the  iHand 
•f  Poleron  in  the  Eafi  Indus. 

The  ratification  of  peace  was  prefented 
to  Cromwell  in  a  filver  box. 

The  two  provinces  of  Holland  and  Ze- 
.  land  loft  1500  (hips  that  were  taken  by  the 
Engl'ifb. 

April  it.  An  ordinance  by  the  Protector, 
with  advice  of  his  council,  for  uniting 
Scotland  into  one  Commonwealth,  and  one 
government  with  England. 

May.  General  Monk  returned  to  his  com- 
mand in  Scot/and,  and  was  magnificently 
entertained  at  Edinburgh* 

May  30.  The  queen  of  Sweden  made  a 
fblemn  refignation  of  her  crown  and  go- 
vernment. 

July  6.  Mr.  Vowel  and  colonel  Gerard 
were  condemned  for  bigh-treafon,  in  con- 
fpiring  the  death  of  the  Lord  Protector, 
Vcwtl  was  hanged  at  the  Meuje  gate,  and 
Gerard  beheaded  on  Tcwer-bili,  July  10. 

The  fame  day  Don  Pantaleon  Sa,  the 
Spanijb  ambaflador's  brother,  who  had 
quarrelled  with  the  above-mentioned  Mr. 
Gerard,  and  killed  another  gentleman  he 
took  for  Gerard,  was  beheaded  on  Tvwct- 
biU. 

The  Protector  called  a  parliament  of  the 
three  kingdoms,  to  meet  the  3d  of  Septem- 
ber,  vim.  400  for  England,  30  for  Scot/and, 
and  30  for  Ireland ;  and  in  the  writs  directs, 
that  no  perfons  (hall  be  elected  (or  their 
fons)  who  had  borne  arms  for  the  King,  and 
this  was  universally  complied  with. 

July  j 9.  General  Middletens  forces  in 
Scotland  were  routed  by  Morgan. 

Augufi.  The  Portuguefe  ambaflaJor  going 
down  to  Grave  fend,  in  order  to  embark  for 
Portugal,  was  arretted  by  fome  merchants 
of  London,  of  whom  he  had  borrowed 
great  Aims  of  money,  and  prevented  pro- 
ceeding in  his  voyage. 

Sept.  King  Charles,  finding  his  refidence 
in  the  French  court  unacceptable,  on  ac- 
count of  the  treaty  between  that  crown  and 
Cromwell,  removed  from  thence  the  begin- 
ning of  June  laft  ;  and  having  fpent  fome 
time  with  his  fifter,  the  princefs  of  Orange, 
at  Aix  la  Chapelle,  he  about  this  time  came 
with  his  little  court  to  Cologn,  where  he  re- 
J5d&d  about  two  yiars  and  an  half. 
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Sept.  3.  Being  Sunday,  the  parliament  of 
the  three  kingdoms,  modelled  according 
to  the  late  act  of  government,  met;  and 
after  hearing  a  fcrmon  in  the  abbey,  at- 
tended the  Protector  to  the  painted  cham- 
ber, where  be  made  a  Jhortfpeech  to  them, 
and  directed  them  to  go  to  their  houfc, 
and  adjourn  therofclvcs  to  the  next  day. 

Sept.  4.  Cromwell  came  to  Wefiminfier 
abbey,  in  the  fame  (late  as  the  King  ufed 
to  go  to  the  parliament  houfe,  and  hav-  ■ 
ing  heard  a  fermon,  he  went  to  the  painted 
chamber,  where  feating  himfelf  in  a  chair 
of  ftate,  and  the  members  fitting  unco- 
vered upon  benches,  he  put  off  his  hat, 
and  made  them  a  long  foeech,  principally 
to  (hew  the  advantages  the  nation  had  al- 
ready reaped  from  his  administration. 

'1  he  members  being  retired  to  their 
houfe  *  chofe  Mr.  Ltntbal  their  Speaker, 
who  had  been  Speaker  of  the  long  par- 
liament. 

Sept.  12.  There  happening  great  debates 
in  the  houfe,  as  to  the  legality  of  the  prc- 
fent  convention,  and  the  above-mentioned 
act  of  government,  the  Protector  came  to 
the  painted  chamber,  and  fentfor  the  mem- 
bers, and  feverely  reprehended  their  info- 
lence ;  after  which  be  placed  a  guard  at 
the  door  of  the  houfe,  and  would  f offer 
none  to  enter  who  would  not  fubferibe  a 
recognition,  That  he  would  be  true  and  faith- 
ful to  the  Lord  Proteelor  ;  and  that  he  would 
not  prcpofe  or  give  confent  to  alter  the  go- 
vernment, as  it  is  fettled  iu  one  finglt  perfott 
and  a  parliament.  Whereupon  130  of  the 
members  figned  it  the  fir  ft  day,  and  more 
of  the  members  afterwards,  to  the  number 
of  300.  But  major  general  Harrifon,  for 
his  obftinacy,  was  fecured  by  a  party  of 
horfe. 

The  houfe  endeavoured  to  explain  away 
the  force  of  the  recognition  they  had 
been  compelled  to  fign,  and  refolvcd, 
That  it  did  not  extend  to  the  whole  4a 
articles  contained  in  the  inftrument  of  go- 
vernment, but  only  to  that  which  declared 
the  government  to  be  in  a  fingle  perfoa 
and  fucceffive  parliaments. 

Sept.  19.  Fleetwood,  who  had  married 
Ireton'i  widow,  (CrcmwelTs  daughter)  was 
made  governor  of  Ireland,  and  two  year* 
after  was  fucceeded  by  Henry  Cromwell, 
younger  fon  of  the  Protector. 

Some  troops  in  Scotland  ftill  kept  up  for 
the  King,  Cromwell  fent  colonel  Morgan, 
who  defeated  them. 

The  Scots  invited  king  Charlts  over  to 
them,  which  he  rejected. 

I  i  a  Oil. 
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Oa.  19.  A  grand  debate  in  the  house, 
whether  the  government  ftsould  be  elective 
or  hereditary,  as  to  the  fingle  perfon,  of  the 
Protector  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  kirk  of  Scot/and  rcfafed  to  obferre 
the  fait  day  ordered  by  the  Protector,  it  be- 
ing their  principle,  N«t  to  receive  any  direc- 
tum for  tbi  keeping  fajh  fnm  tin  civil  ma- 
gijtrdte. 

The  parliament  voted  hh  highnefs  to  be 
Lord  Protector  during  life. 

Oa.  24.  Voted,  That  no  law  would  be 
altered  or  repealed,  or  new  raw*  made,  or 
any  tu  impofed,  bat  by  aflent  of  parlia- 

Oa*  ay.  Voted,  That  a  new  parliament 
fhould  be  every  third  year,  bot  not  fit  above 
fix  months,  unlefe  prolonged  by  a ct  of 
parliament. 

Oa.  30.  That  learned  antiquary  Mr. 
Jtbn  Selden,  died. 

Nov.  17.  CromwclTs  mother  died,  and 
was  baried  in  Weflm'xnfitr  abbry  $  (he  was 
daughter  of  Sir  Richard  Steward. 

Dec.  5.  Vote  for  chufing  fucceflive  Pro- 
tectors. 

Voted,  That  Whitehall*  St.  Jama1*,  the 
Mevfe,  Somerfet-bcufe,  Greenwich,  Hamp- 
ton-emrt,  Winder,  and  the  manor  of  Tor*, 
be  kept  unfold"  for  the  Protector's  ufe. 

The  parliament  voted  him  and  his  fuc- 
ceflors  a  revenue  of  100,000/  per  annum* 

Dec-  30.  A  qunker  came  to  the  door  of 
the  parliament  houfc,  and  drew  his  fword, 
and  cut  and  wounded  several  that  were 
about  the  door;  and  being  examined  by  a 
committee,  and  atlced  the  reafoa  of  his  ex- 
travagance, he  anfwered,  That  bi  was  in- 
fpired  by  tie  holy  fptrit,  to  Ml  every  man 
'that  feit  in  tie  boufe, 

1654-5,  Jan.  22.  This  parliament  not an - 
fwering  the  Protectees  expcttarions,particu- 
lorly  in  confirming  his  authority  of  levying 
taxes  upon  the  fubject  without  their  con- 
sent, he  thought  fit  to  diflblve  them,  after 
they  had  fat  barely  five  lunar  months,  ac- 
cording to  one  of  the  articles  in  his  infrni- 
ment  of  goverment.  In  his  speech  at  the 
dliTolution,  he  mentions  a  conspiracy  of  the 
cavalier*,  of  which  he  fxid  he  had  received 
advice,  and  foe  a  red  fome  of  the  confpira- 
ton:  and  chough  they  did  rife  in  fome 
places  a'ierwards,  yet  having  been  betrayed 
from  the  beginning,  they  only  brought  de- 
struction upon  themfelves }  and  he  eftablifh- 
i\  hl«  government  by  that  brave,  but  unfor- 
tunate attempt,  that  was  made  foon  after  at 
S/tfHbury,  by  Waffljffe  and  Pntrnddeck. 

drmwtli  fent  for  Use  Lord  Mayor,  al- 
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and  acquainted  them  with  the  conspiracy 
of  the  cavaliers  and  levellers,  and  the  name* 
of  the  confpirators,  required  them  to  take 
care  of  the  peace  of  the  city,  and  gave 
them  a  com  million  to  raifc  forces  under 
Skipport. 

Major  Job*  midman  was  feixed  for 
writing  a  paper,  entitled,  A  dcslaratim 
*f  tbe  fire  and  wil-affetled  people  of  Eng- 
land, norv  in  arms  againfi  tbe  tyrant  Oliver 
Cromwell,  efq;  wherein  he  (hewed  the 
hypocrify  of  CrewzvcJi,  in  preaching  and 
canting,  and  making  mews  of  extraordi* 
nary  fan&ity,  to  advance  his  ambitious  pro- 
jects. This  IVildman  had  been  a  great 
agitator  and  leveller,  and  an  intimate  of 
Crctnvjeir  s. 

March  11.  Sirjcfrpb  WagfLaffe>  colonel 
Penruddock,  and  fome  other  gentlemen  of 
quality,  aflcmbled  about  200  horfe,  and 
proclaimed  the  King  at  SalUbury,  and  took 
CromivelPi  judges  and  fheriff  pnfonerS,  who 
held  the  aflize  there ;  but  not  being  joined 
by  the  Royalifts  from  other  counties,  they 
were  foon  fopprejTed.  Wagfaffe  cfcaped 
beyond  fea,  but  Penruddock  was  condemned 
and  executed  at  Exeter,  May  16,  1655  ; 
as  were  fcveral  other  gentlemen  there,  at 
Saltfb*ryy  and  other  places  j  and  many 
more  fold  to  the  W<fk  Indies  for  flavea. 

A  fleet  of  thirty  fail  under  vice  admi- 
ral Pee*,  with  land  forces  commanded  by 
Venablay  was  fitted  out,  to  make  a  con- 
quer* of  Nijpaniola. 

One  Thomas  Gage,  who  had  been  a  pricft, 
and  came  from  the  Weft  Indus,  engaged 
Cremwell  in  this  defign,  giving  him  an  ac- 
count of  the  weaknefs  as  weU  as  riches  of 
the  Spaniards,  in  thofe  parts. 

The  land  forces  conn  fled  of  9000  men, 
including  thofe  they  took  op  at  Barbados, 
with  a  troop  of  horfe. 

Tb«  King  of  Spain  ordered  the  effects 
of  the  Englifk  merchants  to  be  feixed  is  his 
dominions. 

Manning,  who  betrayed  the  King  at  Gt>- 
logn,  and  was  tbe  ocofion  of  the  ruin  of 
many  of  the  loyalists,  by  the  intelligence 
he  fent  Cromvttll,  was  fhot  to  death  in 
Germany . 

1655,  Mar*  31.  Dr.  James  UJker,  arch>j 
bifhop  of  Armagh,  and  primate  of  Ireland, 
died,  and  was  buried  at  CromtveW s  charge, 
in  IVtfhtinfier  abbey,  the  17th  of  April* 

Apr,  3.  An  ordinance  of  the  Protector**, 
for  the  better  regulating  and  limiting  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  high  court  of  Chancery, 
commanded  to  be  put  in  execution  j  and 
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the  6th  of  June  following,  Whithtk  and 
Widdrmfttn,  "two  of  the  ccmmiflioners  of 
the  bro^d  leal,  were  turned  out,  for  not 
obeying  it  \  and  the  feal  was  committed  to 
two  others,  vht.  colonel  Fiennet,  and  ma- 
jor Lip, 

An  ordinance  by  Cromwell,  for  the  decl- 
aration of  the  cavaliers,  whereby  all  that 
had  borne  anna  for  the  King,  or  declared 
themfelves  in  his  intereft,  were  to  pay  a 
tenth  part  of  that  eftate  that  was  left,  to 
fupport  the  charge  of  the  Commonwealth, 
without  regard  to  former  compactions,  or 
cdT  any  articles  upon  which  they  furrcn- 
oered. 

April  13.  Admiral  Penn  and  Vc tablet  ar- 
rived at  St.  Domingo  in  liifpamala,  but  were 
unfuccefsful  there  ;  whereupon  they  fet  fail 
for  the  ifland  of  Jams,**,  which  they  took 
from  the  Spaniard*,  the  3d  of  May,  and 
the  Englijb  have  remained  in  pofleifion  of 
it  ever  fines. 

Admiral  Blah  about  the  fame  time  bat- 
tered Tnnit  in  the  Mediterranean,  deftrnyed 
nine  ihips  in  the  harbour,  and  made  them 
fubmit  to  a  treaty  for  releafmg  the  Englijb 


May  16.  Colonel  Jthr.  Pcnrudd^ck,  and 
Hngb  Crwe,  elq ;  were  beheaded  in  the 
-caftle  at  Exeter, 

Sept.  Penn  and  Venabltt  returned  from 
Am*rica%  and  were  both  laid  a  fide  for  their 
ill  condua,  and  lent  to  the  Tower. 

The  Prote&or  ordered  a  fait,  and  a  col- 
lection for  the  perfecuted  prjtcftants  in 
Pitdment. 

Offaber,  Order  of  council  again  ft  pub- 
liihing  any  news- papers  without  leave  of 
the  fecretary  of  ftate  ;  and  another  order 
againft  publifhing  uniicenfcd  books  and 
pamphlets. 

Order  that  all  royalifts  depart  out  of  the 
lines  of  communication. 

The  Protector  divided  the  kingdom  into 
eleven  diftricls,  and  in  every  diftrict  placed 
an  officer,  called  Major-general-civil,  who 
had  not  only  an  abfolute  command  of  the 
forces  in  his  divinon,  but  a  very  great 
power  in  civil  caufes. 

Thefe  general*  had  all  the  authority 
which  was  before  divided  among  committee 
men,  jurtice*  of  prace,  and  other  officers. 
They  committed  all  fufpe&ed  perfons,  le- 
vied monies,  fcqueftered  thofe  who  refufed 
to  pay,  and  hid  power  to  lift  horfe  and 
ibot  upon  occafion,  and  from  them  lay  no 
appeal  but  to  the  Protector  himfelf. 

This  year  died  Jamet  Stswtrt,  duke  of 


OH.  14.  Articles  of  peace  between  Eng» 

land  and  France  figned,  and  proclaimed  on 
the  28  th  of  November. 

By  this  treaty  it  was  agreed,  that  Crow- 
null  mould  (end  6000  men  to  the  a/fiftanca 
of  the  French  in  the  Net  ber  land  1,  againft 
the  Spaniards ;  that  Dunkirk  and  Mardyka 
/hould  be  inveftcd  by  their  united  forces, 
and  when  taken,  put  into  the  hands  of  the 
Englijb  j  and  that  neither  king  Cbar/a,  or 
the  princes  his  brothers,  mould  be  fuftered 
to  re  fide  in  France*  This  alliance  of  Crcm- 
W/'j  with  France,  laid  the  foundation  of 
the  French  greatnefs  j  though  'tis  obferved 
that  Crvmwell  would  not  fuller  the  French 
king  to  call  himfelf  king  of  France,  in 
this  treaty,  and  obliged  him  to  fet  hit 
name  after  his  own,  as  Protector  both  of 
France  and  England. 

Nov,  %,  A  committee  was  appointed 
for  the  promoting  and  encouraging  of  trade 
and  commerce. 

A  declaration  of  the  reafunablcnef*  of 
incrcafing  the  (landing  forces  in  every  coun- 
ty, and  maintaing  them  at  the  charge  of 
the  royalilts. 

Dec.  In  fruitions  to  the  major-gencraia 
to  take  fecurity  of  all  tboic  who  had  been 
in  arms  for  the  King,  for  their  peaceable 
demeanour  and  obedience  to  the  Pro- 
tector's goveTment. 

A  conference  between  commifliooere 
from  the  Protector,  and  Manajcb  Ben  If- 
rati,  about  admitting  the  Jewijb  nation  to* 
trade  in  England. 

Feb.  16.  Spain  declared  war  againft  Eng- 
land. 

1656,  Apr.  A  Quaker  denounced  judg- 
ment againft  the  Protector  and  bis  council ; 
and  another  quaker  in  Ctlcbcfitr  ftarved 
himfelf  to  death,  upon  a  prefumption  he 
could  faft  forty  days. 

July  10.  The  commifiioners  of  the  great 
feal  irtued  writs  for  fummoning  a  new 
parliament  to  meet  on  the  17th  of  Septem- 
ber next. 

Mrs.  Bar'wen,  with  her  fon  by  king 
Cbarfo  II,  (afterwards  duke  of  Mormrvurb) 
having  been  committed  to  the  Tower, 
were  drfcharged  by  the  Protector's  warrant. 

Sept.  Several  Spanijb  galeons  were  de- 
ftroyvd  by  the  Engltfit  fleet  near  Caditt, 
and  one  of  them  was  taken  with  a  prodi- 
gious treafureon  board,  given  out  to  amount 
to  two  millions  of  filver. 

Sept,  17.  CrumueW s  third  parliament 
met,  to  whom  he  made  a  fpeech  in  the 
painted  chamber,  but  he  fuffered  none  to 
enter  the  houfe  who  were  not  approved  bv 
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his  council,  and  had  obtained  a  certificate 
to  that  effect. 

ThU  parliament  confined  of  representa- 
tives from  the  three  nations,  in  the  pro* 
portion  required  by  the  act  of  government. 

A  motion  was  made  in  this  parliament, 
ly  one  Fackt  an  alderman  of  London,  to 
invert  Cromwell  with  the  title  of  King, 
which  was  feconded  by  a  great  many  mem- 
bers, fome  of  them  his  known  enemies, 
and  oppofed  by  fome  of  his  intimate  friends, 
however  it  was  carried  by  a  majority,  that 
the  crown  mould  be  offered  to  the  Pro- 
tector* 

Sir  T.  Wtddringtem  was  chofen  Speaker. 

One  hundred  members  were  refufed  ad- 
mittance into  the  houfe,  refufing  to  fign  the 
engagement. 

Sept.  22.  The  members  that  were  re- 
fufed admittance,  published  a  rcmonflrance, 
declaring  their  right  to  fit  in  the  houfe, 
and  protefted  againft  the  legality  of  the 
aits>  made  by  thofe  that  were  admitted 
without  them. 

Blake  and  Montague  attacked  the  Spa- 
*yb  V/eJl  India  Beet,  richly  laden.  Cromwell 
ordered  the  money  and  goods  that  were 
taken,  to  be  brought  in  triumph  to  London. 

OH.  i.  The  houfe  refolved  to  aflift  the 
Protector  in  tTie  Spani/k  war. 

Off.  it.  The  houfe  approved  of  the  com- 
mit oners  of  the  great  feal,  and  the  chief 
joftice  of  the  King's-bcnch,  that  had  been 
made  by  the  Protector. 

Off.  27,  The  Protector  came  to  the 
painted  chamber,  and  pi  fled  an  act,  That 
the  pafling  of  bills  mould  not  determine 
the  prefent  parliament.  Another  for  re- 
nouncing and  difannulling  the  pretended 
title  of  Charles  Stuart ;  and  a  third  for  the 
fecority  of  the  Protector's  perfon,  in  which 
it  was  made  high-treafon  to  confpire  his 
death.  A  fourth  for  taking  away  the 
court  of  wards 5  and  a  fifth  for  the  exporta- 
tion of  fcvcral  of  our  native  commodities. 

Oct.  31.  A  committee  was  appointed  to 
examine  into  the  blafphemy  of  James  Nay- 
Ur9  the  quaker,  who  perfonatcd  our  Sa- 
viour, at  Brijirl  and  other  places. 

Dec.  2.  Rtfolvcd,  that  James  Naylcr  is 
guilty  of  horrid  blafphemy,  and  that,  he  is 
a  grand  impoftor,  and  a  great  feducer  of 
the  people. 

Dec.  if.  The  Speaker  pronounced  judg- 
ment againft  Nayhr,  that  he  mould  be 
whipped  and  pilloried,  and  his  tongue  bored 
through  with  a  hot  iron,  &c. 

1756-7,  Jan.  19.  A  plot  was  difcorer 
cd  againft  the  Protector.  Miles  Syndcr combe, 
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who  had  been  cafhiered  In  Scotland,  con* 
fpired  with  one  Cecil,  and  one  troop  of 
Crvmwe/r^  lifeguard,  to  kill  the  Protector  x 
but  Cyndercombe  was  betrayed  by  his  confe- 
derates, and  condemned  to  die,  the  judges 
declaring  it  to  be  treafon  by  the  common 
law,  to  confpire  the  death  of  any  chief 
magistrate,  whether  King  or  Protector,  and 
that  the  25  Edw.  III.  was  but  the  declara- 
tive of  the  common  law. 

March.  Some  anabaptifts  projected  to 
kill  Cromwell.  Major  general  Harrifoa, 
vice  admiral  Law  fan,  colonel  Rich  and  ma- 
jor Darners  were  ar  re  fled  on  fufpicion, 
being  all  anabaptifts. 

March  1 7.  A  league  ofTenfive  and  de- 
fenfive  was  made  between  France  and  En- 
gland. 

1657,  Apr.  The  parliament  taking  into 
their  confederation,  that  if  the  Protector 
was  vetted  with  the  ftile  and  title  of  King, 
it  would  tend  very  much  to  the  eftabli fil- 
ing the  prefent  government,  attended  him 
with  an  addrefs,  intirled  their  humble 
petition  and  advice.  The  principal  drift 
whereof  was,  that  he  would  take  upon  him 
the  title  of  King  ;  whereupon  he  deftred  a 
committee  might  be  appointed  to  confer 
with  him  upon  that  fubject  \  and  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed,  of  which  Wbitlock 
was  chairman. 

Apr.  13.  The  committee  offered  their 
reafons  to  the  Protector  for  his  accepting 
the  title  of  King.  Wbitlock  urged  princi- 
pally, that  the  title  of  King  was  not  only 
by  an  original  common  confent,  but  that 
confent  alfo  approved  and  confirmed,  and 
the  law  fitted  thereunto  ;  and  that  a  new 
title  muff  have  a  new  conftitution  to  make 
the  laws  relate  unto  it,  and  that  unto  the 
laws ;  and  no  new  constitution  could  be  fa 
firm  as  the  reftitution  of  the  old  one  would 
probably  be. 

Apr.  20.  The  officers  of  the  army  pe- 
titioned againft  his  accepting  the  title  of 
King,  and  threatened  him  if  he  did. 

King  Charles  entered  into  *  treaty  with 
Spain,  and  removed  his  court  to  Bruges. 

Blake  attacked  the  fleet  of  Spani/h  gale- 
ons  as  they  lay  under  the  caftles  in  the  Ca- 
naries, and  burnt  them  every  one. 

He  died  on  the  17th  of  Auguji  on  his  re- 
turn home,  and  was  buried,  Sept.  4,  at 
Cromweir%  expence  in  Henry  Vllth's  chapel, 
in  a  grand  manner. 

May  8.  The  Protector  having  weighed 
the  confequences  of  taking  upon  him  the 
regal  title,  commanded  the  parliament  to 
attend  him  at  the  Ban^uctting  houfe,  where 
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Vc  made  them  a  fpeech,  concluding,  That  he 
could  nut,  with  a  good  confeienee,  accept 
the  government  under  the  title  of  King* 

May  a$.  The  parliament  waited  upon 
Cromwell  with  another  humble  petition  and 
advice,  defiling  him  to  execute  the  office  of 
chief  magi  ft  rate  of  the  three  kingdoms,  un- 
der the  title  of  Lord  Protector;  and  in 
this  new  inftrument  they  enlarged  the 
powers  he  had  affumed  to  himfelf  in  his 
$rft  inftrument  of  government ;  they  em* 
powered  him  alfo  to  nominate  his  fucceflbr, 
and  gave  him  the  annual  fum  of  1,300,000/. 
for  the  fupport  of  his  government. 

Juna  26.  Cromwell  was  again  inaugu- 
rated in  his  office  of  Protector  in  fVeftmin- 
fitr-ball.  The  ceremony  was  performed 
with  great  pomp  ;  in  the  middle  was  fet  a 
chair  of  flate  with  a  rich  cloth  over  it,  upon 
an  afcent  of  two  ftcps  j  before  it  a  table  and 
chair  for  the  Speaker,  and  on  each  fide  co- 
yercd  feats  for  the  members  j  his  highoefs 
came  attended  by  the  earl  of  Warwick  car- 
rying the  fword,  and  the  Lord  Mayor  of 
Lomdo*  earring  the  city  fword :  the  Speaker 
presented  him  with  a  robe  of  purple  velvet 
lined  with  ermine,  then  he  delivered  to 
him  the  Bible  richly  gilt  and  bofled,  after 
that  his  fword,  and  delivered,  into  his  hands 
the  fecpter  of  mafly  gold,  then  made  a 
fpeech  to  him,  and  g  ive  him  the  oath.  The 
Proteaor  fcated,  holding  the  fceptcr  in  his 
hand,  on  his  right  fide  fat  the  F reach  ambaf- 
*  iador,  on  the  left  the  ambaflador  of  the 
United  Provinces,  near  him  his  fon  Richard, 
and  the  officers  of  the  council  and  ftate  ; 
and  the  herald  proclaimed  his  Highnefs's 
title.  The  ceremony  being  ended,  he  went 
in  ftate  to  Weflminfitr-ball  gate,  where  he 
took  coach  and  went  to  the  houfe,  and  paffed 
feveral  bills. 

The  fame  day  the  parliament  was  ad- 
journed to  the  20th  of  January. 

July  30.  The  famous  Dr.  WiUiam  Har- 
liey,  who  confirmed  the  difcovcry  of  the 
circulation  of  the  blood,  died. 

Sept,  Mardyke  was  taken  by  the  Engli/b 
and  French  forces,  and  put  into  the  pofTef- 
(on  of  the  Engiijb. 

Sept.  23.  Cromwell  fent  6coo  Engiijb 
forces  into  France. 

Dee.  7.  Cromwell  fent  an  agent  to  the 
duke  of  Savcy,  to  negociate  in  favour  of  his 
protectant  fubjecls. 

Dec.  11.  Writs  were  iflued  to  feveral 
per  fon  s,  to  the  number  of  fixty,  to  give 
their  attendance  at  rVeftmittfler ,  and  com- 
pofea  houfe  of  lords. 

pec*  16.    Sir  Jojbua  Reyr.elJs,  earn- 


of  the  EmgJiJb  forces  in  Mardykt 
was  caft  away  with  the  whole  fliip's  com- 
pany upon  the  Godwin  fands,  as  they 
coming  to  England, 

Dec.  25.    Cromwell  difperfed  feveral  < 
gregations  that  were  met  together  to 
memorate  the  birth  of  our  Saviour. 

1657-8,  Jan<  13.  Sir  Edward  Hyda 
was  made  lord  chancellor  of  England  by 
kingCbarles,  at  Bruges. 

The  marquis  of  Ormond  came  to  England, 
in  order  to  put  himfelf  at  the  head  of  the 
cavaliers,  who  were  about  to  rife;  but  hie 
being  at  London  was  discovered  to  CromweBp 
and  he  very  narrowly  efcaped  back  to  Flan-' 
ders  again.  ' 

Jan.  20.  The  commons  met  according 
to  their  adjournment,  as  did  alfo  the  new 
created  hpufe  of  peers,  in  purfuance  of  their 
fummons  from  Cromwell:  he  fent  for  die 
commons  up  to  the  upper  houfe  by  the 
black  rod  the  fame  day,  and  then  made  a 
fpeech  to  both  houfes,  which  he  begun  im 
the  royal  (tile,  My  lords,  and  you  the 
knights,  citizen*,  and  burgeflesof  the  houfe 
of  commons.  Then  he  ordered  his  lord, 
keeper  Fun  net  to  deliver  his  mind  more  at 
large:  whereupon  Fiemaes  made  a  very 
long  fpeech,  and  infifted  much  upon  the 
beauty  of  theprefent  conftitution  to  the  ge- 
nius of  the  Englifb. 

The  commons  re-admit  their  excluded 
members,  and  exclaim  againft  the  confH- 
tuting  a  houfe  of  lords,  and  even  questioned 
the  Protector's  authority  to  fummon  them* 
Among  them  were  feveral  gentlemen  of 
anticnt  families,  and  fome  of  the  colonels 
and  officers  of  the  army  ;  but  none  of  the 
nobility,  except  the  lord  Eure,  fat  in  the 
houfe  5  the  earl  Warwick,  though  hia 
grand  fon  had  married  one  of  CromwelF* 
daughters,  would  not  be  perfuaded  to  fit 
with  colonel  Hew/on  and  colonel  Pride,  the 
firft  having  been  a  cobleror  fhocmajcer,  and 
the  other  a  drayman. 

Feb.  4.  The  Protector  finding  the  com- 
mons about  to  unravel  all  his  fc hemes, 
came  to  his  houfe  of  peers  and  fent  for  the 
commons,  and  after  he  had  made  a  fpeech, 
reproaching  the  feditiousand  ungrateful  be- 
haviour of  the  commons,  he  tcld  the  other 
houfe,  that,  notwithstanding  all  the  prac- 
tices againft  them,  they  were  lords,  and  Co 
they  mould  continue  ;  and  then  proceeded 
to  diflblvc  this  his  third  and  laft  parliament. 

Soon  after  the  parliament's  difiblution, 
Cromwell  reduced  the  power  of  the  major 
generals. 

Lambert  was  turned  out  of  his  prefer- 
ments,

menta,  but  wit  allowed  2000/.  *#r  aim, 
and  was  fucceedcd  by  Fleetwood,  who  was 
called  from  Ireland,  and  Henry  Cromwell, 
youngeft  fon  of  the  Protector,  was  fent 
aato  Ireland  in  bit  room. 

Upon  Crmwlfs  being  confirmed  in  tbe 
protector/hip,  fee  had  called  his  eldeft  fon 
Richard  to  court,  and  made  him  chancellor 
•f  the  univerfity  of  Oxford. 

Cromwell  married  his  fecood  daughter  to 
the  lord  Faitcmbridge,  and  his  third  to  Mr. 
Rich,  grandfon  to  the  earl  of  Warwick;  His 
eldeft  had  been  long  married  to  Mr.  Claypoie, 
and  a  fourth  lived  unmarried. 

The  King  removed  his  cvurt  from  Bruges 
to  Brufjeh. 

A  plot  of  the  fifth  monarchy  men  again  ft 
Cromnoell  about  this  time,  with  whom  joined 
Harrifen  :  but  the  Protector  had  intelli- 
gence of  it,  and  impri  fused  the  principal 
confpirators. 

March  17.  A  plot  of  the  cavaliers 
agatnft  Crmwtll  was  discovered }  where- 
upon he  fent  for  the  Lord  Mayor  and  alder- 
men, and  ordered  them  to  provide  for  the 
defence  of  the  city. 

A  pamphlet  was  pbliihcd,  entitled, 
Killing  r.o  murder,  written  by  colonel  Tuns. 

This  pamphlet ,  'tis  faid,  gave  Cromwell 
great  uneafinefs  :  he  wore  armour  under 
his  cloaths,  carried  piftols  in  his  pocket, 
atad  changed  his  bed-chamber  aimed  every 
aught. 

Cromwell ereclcd  a  high  court  of  juftice 
.  tor  the  trial  of.  the  confpirator?. 

1658,  April.  Sir  Henry  SHngeJby,  John 
Hrwct,  D.  D.  and  the  honourable  'John 
Mndaam,  £fq;  with  feveral  other  cavaliers, 
were  apprehended,  for  confpiring  again  ft  the 
Protector. 

May  25.  Sir  Henry  Siingtflj  was  brought 
fo  his  trial  before  a  high  court  of  juftice. 

June  1.  Dr.  Hewet  and  Mr.  Mordaunt 
♦ere  brought  to  their  trials. 

June  x.  Sir  Henry  Sfagefiy  and  Dr. 
Hewet  were  condemned  as  traitors,  and 
beheaded  the  8th  ;  but  Mr.  Mordaunt  was 
acquitted.  . 

Colonel  AJhton,  Mr.  Stacy,  and  Mr. 
Beltly,  were  condemned  as  traitors  by  the 
tame  court,  and  cut  open  while  alive  with 
great  barbarity  ;  though  this  is  fuppofed  to 
be  a  plot  of  Crmwrirs  own  framing,  who 
endeavoured  to  fecure  his  ufurpation,  by 
making  frequent  examples  of  his  vengeance. 
Dr.  Hewet  refafed  to  plead,  or  acknow- 
ledge the  jurifdiction  of  the  court. 

A  battle  was  fought  between  the  Trentb 
a*d  Spaniards  near  Dunkirk,  wherein  the 
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dukes  of  York  and  Glocefler  charged  on  the 
fide  of  the  Spaniards,  who  were  routed. 

June  17.  Dunkirk  furrendered  to  the 
French,  and  was  put  isfto  the  hands  of  the 

Aug.  6.  Mrs.  Claypoie,  Cromwell*  %  eldeft 
daughter,  died. 

Several  fectaries  addrcflcd  Cromwell  fot 
his  protection. 

The  marftia)  of  Toureme  defeated  the 
Spaniards  at  Dunes,  lulled  i«or>  and  took 
aooo  prifoners. 

The  French,  by  the  affiftance  of  the  Enr* 
lijb,  over-run  great  part  of  Flanders  th»» 
campaign  j  taking  Winoxhurgb,  Farm,  Mt- 
n'tn,  Oudenard,  and  Ypres. 

The  King  removed  from  Brujjtlt  to  a 
village  called  Hocbjtraten,  bordering  upon 
fhe  dominions  of  the  States  Genera!  j  but 
upon  the  news  of  CronttvclFs  death,  the 
next  month  he  returned  to  Bruffe.'s. 

Aug.  12.  Cromwell  being  taken  ill  of  a 
fever  at  Hampton-Court,  returned  to  White- 
hall, where  he  died  Sept  3,  in  the  80th 
year  of  his  age,  having  enjoyed  the  title 
of  Protector  four  years,  eight  months, 
and  eighteen  days. 

On  the  day  he  died,  there  happened  the 
greatcft  ftorm  of  wind  that  ever  was  known. 
He  appointed  his  fon  Richard  his  fucceflbr. 

His  wife  was  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir 
James  Boxrrtier. 

When  one  of  his  phyficians  expreflcd 
fome  apprchenfions  of  danger,  from  the 
intermiflion  of  his  pulfe,  he  anfwered,  God 
Almighty  aflured  him  of  his  recovery  ;  for 
his  chaplains,  who  were  difperfed  in  feve- 
ral parti  of  the  palace  to  pray  for  his  reco- 
very, all  of  them  brought  him  this  anfwer 
of  their  prayers,  He  mall  recover.  But 
finding  bis  diflolution  approaching,  he  re- 
quired of  his  chaplains,  Whether  a  man 
could  fall  from  grace  ?  To  which  being, 
anfwered,  he  could  not,  he  replied,  '*  I 
am  fafe,  for  I  am  fure  I  was  once  in  a  ftate' 
of  grace.'* 

He  had  twice  triumphed  over  his  ene- 
mies on  the  3d  of  September,  (the  day  he 
died)  from  whence  his  friends  concluded  he 
went  triumphantly  to  Pxradife.  - 

Sept.  4.  Richard  Cromwell,  the  late 
Protector's  eldeft  Ton,,  was  proclaimed  Lord 
Protc&or. 

He  received  the  compliments  oF  condo^ 
lence  and  congratulation  from  the  foreign 
miniftrrs.  *nd  numerous  addrefles  from  all 
parts  of  England  of  the  fame  tenor,  with 
promifes  of  adhering  to  his  Highnefs  with 
their  lives  and  fortunes  agaraft  all  oppofers. 

Some, 
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Some  fay,  that  Oliver  had  actually  made 
Fleettvocd  his  heir,  but  one  of  his  daughters 
knowing  where  the  will  was  placed,  took 
it  away  and  burnt  it,  before  he  could  cone 
at  it  \  and  a  few  minutes  before  Cronrweir s 
death,  when  he  was  aflccd,  who  fhould  fuc- 
ceed  him  ?  he  replied,  In  fuch  a  drawer  of 
the  cabinet,  in  my  clofet,  you  will  find  it. 

aYci/.  23.  The  late  Protestor  was  bu- 
ried with  great  pomp  in  Henry  Vllth's  cha- 
pel," in  Wtfrm'wfter  abbey,  after  lying  in  ftate 
in,  Somerfet  houfc,  at  the  expence  of  60,000/. 

Richard  Crtnvwell  tried  to  gain  the  friend- 
ihip  of  M  ri,  who  commanded  in  Scotland.. 

The'  Protector  fent  Clarget,  MonVs  bro- 
ther in  law,  to  him,  and 'Afoul  fubmitted 
to  Richard* s  government. 

Df  .  4.  Richard  called  a  Parliament  af- 
ter the  antient  form,  and  fummoned  his 
houfe  of  peers  to  meet  the  27th  of  January. 

1658  9,  Jan.  He  propofed  an  addition 
of  new  members  to  his  council,  but  met 
•with  great  difficulty. 

Richard  endeavoured  to  make  himfelf 
matter  of  the  army,  but  the  principal  of- 
fice ri  of  the  army  combined  againft  him, 
and  perfuaded  him  to  call  a  number  of  offi- 
cers to  London  ;  they  formed  a  great  coun- 
cil, and  offered  a  petition  to  the  Protector, 
which  he  rejected. 

?an.  27.  Richard  met  his  Parliament, 
made  a  fpeech  to  both  houfes  as  ufual  at 
the  opening  a  feffions  ;  after  which  com- 
miffioncr  Fiennes  made  another. 

Mr.  Cbahner  Chute  was  chofen  Speaker  of 
the  comm<  ns. 

1659,  March  28.  The  commons  rc- 
folved  to  tranfact  bufinefip  and  have  a  friend- 
ly corrcfpondencc  with  the  other  houfe,  fa- 
iring the  right  of  other  peers,  who  had 
been  faithful  to  the  Parliament. 

In  the  examination  of  accounts,  the  an- 
nual income  of  the  three  kingdoms  came 
to  1,868,717/.  and  the  yearly  expence  to 
2,201,540/.  and  to  maintain  the  conqucft 
of  Scotland  colt  yearly  163,619/. 

April  5.  The  commons  vote  that  in  all 
meflages  to,  and  conferences  with  the 
other  houfe,  they  mould  be  upon  the  level, 
and  afTume  no  fuperiority  over  the  c  mmons. 

April  6.  The  officers  petitioned  the 
Pntcdlor,  defiring  Flectvnd  for  their  ge- 
neral, which  he  rejected. 

Dejhorougb  with  a  ftrong  retinue  demand- 
ed ah  audience  of  the  Protector,  and  re- 
quired him,  in  the  name  of  the  army,  to 
diffolve  the  Parliament,  which  if  not 
speedily  done,  they  threatened  to  fire  the 
houfe,  and  kill  all  who  mould  rcfift. 
Voi.  I. 
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April  22.  By  commiffion  under  the 
great  leal,  the  parliament  was  difrlved  ;  at 
which  time  Richard**  authority  was  reek* 
oned  to  expire. 

The  officers  fcize  the  government,  rhufe 
Fleet tv.od  their  general,  and  difchargc  fe- 
veral  col  mcls. 

May  6.  Fletivood  and  the  general  offi- 
cers of  the  army  publifh  a  declaration,  in- 
viting the  members  of  the  Long  Parliament 
to  return  to  their  feats  in  parliament,  and 
cxercife  their  former  power. 

May  7,  Lcntball  the  Speaker,  and  feve- 
ral  et  the  members  of  the  Long  Parliament 
met  in  the  houfe  of  commons,  to  the  num- 
ber of  about  forty-one  j  but  feverrtl  of  the 
members  who  were  excluded  in  the  year 
1648,  attempting  to  enter  with  them,  they 
were  fropt. 

They  publifhed  a  declaration,  fetting 
forth  their  intentions  to  preferve  the  liberty 
and  property  of  the  fubject,  and  that  they 
would  act  without  a  Protector  or  houfe  of 
peers;  and  commanded !  that  all  wr  ts,  pa- 
tents, &c.  fhould  run  again  in  the  name  of 
the  Keepers  of  the  Liberties  of  England. 

May  12.  The  officers  petition  the  Par- 
liament for  the  fettlemcnt  of  the  govern- 
ment. 

|      May  13.    Henry ,   the  King's  brother, 
created  duke  of  Ghccfter. 

May  25.  Richard  made  his  fubmiflion 
to  the  Parliament,  when  they  granted  him 
ao,oco/.  to  pay  Lis  debts,  and  ordered  im 
to  quit  Whitehall  in  fix  days.  After  the 
rcftoration,  he  went  to  France,  and  con- 
tinued fome  years  in  obfeunty  at  Paris  j 
but  upon  the  rumour  of  a  war  between 
France  and  England,  he  removed  to  Gensva  ; 
Some  years  before  king  Charlet  H.  died,  he 
returned  to  England,  and  died  at  Chef,  unt 
in  Hertfordshire,  in  1 7 12. 

Jure  6.  I  he  Parliament  voted,  that  the 
Speaker  fhould  have  have  the  offices  of  ge- 
neral and  admiral,  and  that  all  cemmifliona 
be  granted  by  him. 

Jure  18  They  alfo  voted  the  continu- 
ance of  the  monthly  afeflmect  of  35.CC0/. 
impofed  in  the  year  1656. 

June  22.  Letters  arrived  of  Henry  Crcm- 
weir$  fubrrlffion  to  the  government,  who 
was  then  lieutenant  of  Ireland* 

Aug.  1.  The  King  removed  from  Jlruj- 
felt  to  Calais,  to  be  ready,  \f  occafion  offered, 
to  come  over. 

Henry  CromWtll  was  recalled  from  Jrtla«dt 
and  Ludhw  was  appointed  to  command 
there. 

Monk,  the  General's  brother,  was  fent 
Kk  by 
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by  the  royalifts  into  Scotland,  to  engage 
the  General's  favour.  • 

Lamberts  officers  fent  a  plan  of  a  petition 
to  be  prefen  ted  to  Parliament ;  they  ordered  ft 
to  be  laid  before  themt  and  voted  againft  it, 

A  general  infurrc&ion  was  intended  by 
the  prefbyterians  as  well  as  the  royalifts, 
almoft  all  over  England  ,  but  by  fome  acci- 
dent was  discovered  and  prevented,  and  mod 
of  the  leaders  taken  and  committed  to  pri- 
son :  only  Sir  George  Booth  and  Sir  Thomas 
flfiddleton  affembled  about  3000  men,  and 
took  poffeflion  of  Ckefier  the  19th.  Thefe 
Lambert  engaged  near  Nantvj'tcb,  and  routed 
them,  and  Sir  George  was  afterwards  taken 
prifoner  at  Newport  Pagnel,  in  a  woman's 
Vabit,  on  the  13d. 

Sep:.  !•'  The  engagement  voted,  where- 
V  ;■  every  perfon  was  to  renounce  the  title 
of  Charles  Stuart,  and  the  whole  line  of 
Stuarts,  and  every  other  Angle  perfon  pre- 
tending to  the  government,  and  that  he 
would  be  faithful  to  the  commonwealth, 
without  a  king.  Angle  perfon,  and  houfe 
6f  peers. 

Sept.  3.  James  Nayltr,  the  blafphcmous 
Quaker,  difc  barged  from  his  imprisonment. 

Sefti  17.  The  Parliament  voted  to  dif- 
iolve  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  Cbejler, 
for  their  loyalty  to  the  King,  and  that  the 
county  fhould  be  no  more  diftinct. 

Sept.  z%.  The  officers  of  the  army,  en- 
couraged by  Lambert,  drew  up  an  addrcfr, 
that  they  might  have  a  general  appointed 
them  as  formerly  ;  and  intimated  that  they 
expected  a  fliare  in  the  government. 
1  Ocl.$.  The  grand  council  of  officers  pe- 
tition the  Parliament*  They  returned  a 
snild  anfwer. 

Off.  12.  The  Parliament  turned  out 
Lambert,  Dejberough,  and  feveral  other  offi- 
cers of  the  army,  which  occasioned  a  mu- 
tiny amongfr.  thcfoldicrs. 

Off.  13.  Lambert  met  the  Speaker 
going  to  the  Parliament  houfe  with  his 
lifeguards,  difmounted  the  officer  that  com- 
manded them,  and  turned  the  Speaker  back 
with  his  guards. 

He  depofed  the  Parliament  again,  and 
yrith  his  officer.  afTumed  fovercign  power. 

Oel.  14.  The  officers  of  the  army  ap- 
pointed flcetwood  their  general. 

An  anarchy  lafted  ten  days  before  the 
officers  thought  pf  fettling  any  form  of  go- 
vernment, when  they  formed  a  council  of 
ten,  and  elected  their  own  generals. 

The  officer*  fent  col.  tabbet  to  Monk  to 
£ftf  >ge  him  to  join  them. 

(.'".25.  K»pg  Charles  went  from  Bruf- 


fels  to  Fontarabia,  to  the  Pyene^n  treaty, 
and  returned  to  Brufels  again  the  latter  endj 
of  December. 

Oii.  26,  The  officers  constituted  a  coun- 
cil of  twenty-three  men,  moft  of  them  ge- 
neral officers,  to  take  upon  them  the  cxer* 
cife  of  the  government,  and  thefe  they 
called,  a  Committee  of  Safety,  requiring  aft 
people  to  obey  them,  till  another  form  of 
government  mould  be  erected,  which  they 
declared  fhould  be  without  a  fingle  pcrforj 
or  chief  magistrate,  a  king  or  houfe  of  lords. 

Oil.  29.  Letters  arrived  that  general 
Monk  was  diflitisfied  with  the  late  pro- 
ceedings of  the  army,  and  that  he  had  se- 
cured Berwick* 

Off.  31.  Brad/bow,  the  prefident  of  the; 
late  high  court  ofjuftice,  that  condemned 
the  King,  died  of  a  quartan  ague,  that  had, 
held  him  a  year. 

Nov.  1.  The  Committee  of  Safety  confli- 
mted  Wbitlack  keeper  of  the  great  feal. 

Nov.  2*  Letters  arrived  from  Edinburgh  f 
that  Monk  and  many  of  the  officers  had  de- 
clared for  the  Parliament,  againft  the  officers 
of  the  army  of  England  ;  and  that  Monk 
had  imprifoned  fome  of  his  officers,  and 
turned  out  others,  that  did  not  agree  with 
him. 

Nev.  5.  Commiffions  were  iffued  by 
the  Committee  of  Safety  for  railing  forces, 
and  general  Lambert  marched  northward. 

Nov.  10.  Letters  were  fent  from  thej 
fleet  and  from  the  officers  in  Ireland  to 
Monk,  propofing  an  accommodation  be- 
tween him  and  the  army  of  England. 

Nov.  12.  Three  commiflioners  arrived 
at  London  from  Monk,  to  treat  with  com- 
mi  Hi  oners  from  the  Committee  of  Safety. 

Nov.  17.  Letters  arrived}  that  general 
Monk  had  fummoned  a  convention  in  Scot- 
land, and  told  them,  he  had  a  call  from 
God  ar.d  man  to  march  into  England,  to 
fettle  the  peace  there  ;  he  required  them  to 
fupprefs  ill  infurrections  in  his  abfence, 
and  demanded  money  for  his  troops,  which] 
they  prom  i  fed  to  levy. 

Nov.  18.  Monk  marched  with  his  army 
toward  England,  but  finding  *  treaty  con- 
cluded with  his  commiflioners  at  London^ 
he  returned  to  Edinburgh. 

Mtnk  having  confuhed  his  general  offi- 
cers, marched  again  towards  England,  and 
en  can  pet.  a(  Coldfircam  near  Berwick,  where 
he  cot  tin  \ied  about  a  month.  Lambert  rc- 
maincc  with  h;s  forces,  confifting  of  about 
12,000  men,  Sjt  Nnoeaftle. 

Nov.  24.  The  governor  of  Portsmouth 
declared  for  the  Parliament.   The  Com- 
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iriittee  of  Safety  fent  and  blocked  up  the 
town,  but  the  foldiers  dcfertcd  and  were  re- 
ceived into  the  town. 

Vice  admiral  Lawfen  entered  the  Thames 
to  fupport  the  Parliament. 

Dcjbsrtugb"i  regiment  al(b  declared  for  the 
Parliament. 

Dec.  14.  The  authority  of  the  Commit- 
tee of  Safety  etpircd,  and  the  Parliament 
re  fumed  the  government. 

General  Fairfax  declared  for  a  free  Par- 
liament, and  was  joined  by  great  numbers 
of  gentlemen  at  Jvfarjlon-moor  ;  whereupon 
J^amberCx  forces  at  Neweaflle  defcrted  him, 
and  joined  Fairfax,  who  took  poffeffion  of 
York,  and  kept  a  correfpon Jence  with  M,nk. 

1659-60,  Jan.  1.  Being  Sunday,  Monk 
paflld  over  the  Tweed,  and  marched  into 
England,  with  four  regiments  of  horfe,  and 
fix  of  foot. 

Monk  received  a  letter  from  the  Parlia- 
ment to  flop  his  journey,  but  payed  no  re- 
gard to  it. 

The  Parliament  a  few  days  after  their 
meeting,  appointed  a  council  of  Mate,  to 
confift  of  twenty-eight  members,  of  whom 
Monk  was  one ;  and  ordered  a  bill  to  be 
brought  in,  to  renounce  the  title  of  Charles 
Stuart,  and  the  whole  line  of  the  late  king 
James,  which  was  to  be  taken  by  all  the 
members  of  Parliament. 

Jan.  9.  Lambert,  Sir  Henry  Vane,  and 
fcveral  others  of  the  Committee  of  Safety, 
were  confined  by  the  Parliament. 

Monk  advanced  to  York  with  his  army, 
where  he  was  entertained  by  the  lord  Fair- 
fax, who  with  the  gentry  of  York/hire  ad- 
dreffed  him  to  procure  a  free  Parliament. 

Jan.  16*  Sett  and  RUinfon,  commif- 
fioners  from  the  Parliament,  met  Monk  at 
Leicejler,  and  difcou raged  the  addreflcs  made 
to  him  for  a  free  Parliament. 

Feb.  1.  An  order  for  the  foldiers  in  and 
about  L'.nJon  to  march  out,  and  make  room 
for  Monk1*  'foldiers,  as  he  required  in  his 
letters  from  St.  Albans,  dated  the  28th  of 
January. 

Feb.  3.  When  Monk  attended  the  coun- 
cil of  ftate,  they  tendered  him  the  oath, 
\Aich  he  refufed. 

Feb.  4.  Monk  marched  into  London,  and 
and  took  up  his  quarters  in  Whitehall. 

MonVt  army  confifted  of  near  6oco  men, 
and  the  Parliament's  regiments  in  London 
<)f  10,000  horfe  and  foot. 

Feb.  6.  Monk  was  introduced  into  the 
ParKament-houfe,  where  he  made  a  fpeech, 
and  among  other  things  defired  tbey  would 
be  careful  that  neither  the  Cavalier  nor  Fa- 
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natic  party  have  a  {hare  in  the  civil  or  mili- 
tary power  ;  but  deiired  the  fecludcd  mem- 
bers might  be  admitted  without  any  previous 
oath  or  engagement. 

Monk  was  required  to  take  his  place  at 
the  council,  which  he  refufed. 

Petitions  were  prefented  him  to  re -eft  a* 
blifh  the  excluded  members. 

The  fecludcd  members,  to  the  number 
of  fourfcorc,  attending  Monk  at  Whitehall, 
he  told  them,  that  the  fettlemcnt  of  the 
nation  lay  in  their  hands  ;  and  took  leave 
to  reprefent,  that  the  old  foundations  were 
fo  broken  that  they  could  not  Le  reftored* 
but  upon  the  ruin  of  the  nation  :  that  it 
was  the  intereft  of  Louden  to  have  a  Com- 
monwealth, the  only  government  capable 
of  making  her  the  mart  for  the  trade  of 
ChriftcnJom  j  and  that  he  thought  a  mo- 
derate, not  a  rigid,  Prefbytcrian  government 
molt  acceptable  in  church  affairs,  recom- 
mending to  them  a  fupply  for  the  army,  the 
difforving  themfelves,  and  fummonjng  a 
new  Parliament. 

Feb.  7.  The  common  council  of  the 
city  met,  and  refufed  to  pay  the  afieffinent 
levied  by  the  Parliament. 

Feb.  9.  The  Parliament  commanded 
Monk  to  defbroy  the  gates  and  portcullices, 
of  the  city  of  London,  and  pull  up  their 
ports  and  chains,  fufpecling  them  to  be  in 
the  King's  intereft  ;  which  Monk  executed, 
and  took  up  new  quarters. 

Barehnes  prefented  a  petition,  that  the 
abjuration  oath  might  be  universally  taken. 

Feb.  1 1.  Monk,  by  the  remonftrances  of 
his  friends,  came  to  know  his  error,  em- 
broiling himfclf  with  the  city,  and  refolved 
to  repair  it  j  he  marched  with  his  troops 
into  the  city,  and  wrote  to  the  Parliament 
complaining  of  and  reproaching  their  unset- 
tled conduct. 

The  Parliament  fent  deputies  to  Monk  to 
fatisfy  him,  but  withoot  fuccefx. 

Monk  reconciled  hjmlelf  to  the  city,  at 
which  there  were  great  rejoicings. 

Feb.  ix.  Monk  drew  up  his  forces  in 
Finjbury  fields,  excufed  what  he  bad  done 
by  order  of  the  Parliament,  dined  with  the 
Lord  Mayor,  held  a  confutation  with  him 
and  the  court  of  aldermen,  and  declared  for 
a  free  Parliament }  which  occafUned  a  ge- 
neral joy,  and  Humps  were  burnt  in  bonfires, 
from  One  end  of  the  town  to  the  other,  and 
the  King's  health  was  publicly  drank. 

Feb.  ao.  Monk  made  the  fccluded  mem- 
bers, before  their  admiffion,  fign  articles  in 
favour  of  the  army,  and  to  diflbbethc  pre- 
fent  Parliament. 

K  k  %  Thev 
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They  alfo  voted  to  raife  an  arte  (tine  nt  of 
100,000/.  a  month  for  the  payment  of  the 
army,  and  for  defraying  the  public  ex  pence* 
for  fix  months. 

The  Republicans  endeavoured  to  perfuade 
Monk  to  take  the  government  upon  himfelf, 
which  he  rejected. 

Sir  Arthur  Hajlcr'ig,  to  preclude  the  King's 
reftoration,  offered  ntm  ioo,coo  hands  that 
should  fubferibe  his  title. 

Cardinal  MaxarJn  endeavoured  to  in- 
terett  himfelf  in  the  Englijb  affairs,  with 
tittle  fuccefs. 

Feb.  a  1.  The  fccludcd  members  took 
their  places,  and  voted  Monk  to  be  general 
of  the  forces  in  England,  Scotland,  and  Ire- 
land. 

Feb.  zi.  The  General  ftill  protefted,  he 
would  oppofe  to  the  utmoft,  the  fetting  up 
of  Charles  Stuart,  a  fingle  perfon,  or  a 
Houfe  of  Peers. 

Ftb.  %%.  Voted  for  a  new  Parliament 
to  meet  April  25,  1660. 

The  city  congratulated  the  Long  Parlia- 
ment on  their  reiteration,  and  lent  them 
6c,oooA 

Feb.  15.  An  act  pafled  for  conftituting 
a  new  council  of  ftate  of  thirty-one. 

Feb.  tfj.  Voted  to  make  all  acts  void 
againft  Sir  George  Booth,  and  the  city  of 
CbefUr. 

March  1.  Ordered  that  the  prefent  Par- 
liament be  diftblved  the  15th  of  March. 

March  a.  Monk  and  Montague  were  voted 
to  be  generals  at  fca. 

March  3.  The  earls  of  Crawford  and 
Lauderdale,  and  the  lord  Sinclair e,  were  re- 
leafed  from  their  imprisonment  in  WinJjor 
caftle. 

March  5.  Order  for  printing  and  Set- 
ting up  in  churches  the  folemn  league  and 
Covenant. 

March  6.  Lambert  was  committed  to  the 
Tower  by  the  council  of  ftate. 

March  10.  Letters  from  admiral  Law- 
Jen,  that  he  and  the  officers  of  the  fleet, 
would  Submit  to  the  determination  of  the 
Parliament  and  his  Excellency. 

Monk  made  colonel  Fairfax  governor  of 
Hull,  in  the  room  of  Overton. 

An  act"  patted  for  putting  the  militia  into 
the  hands  of  perfons  of  qoafity  j  but  by  it 
every  officer  was  to  declare,  that  the  war, 
undertaken  by  the  Parliament,  againft  the 
late  King,  was  juft  and  lawful. 

The  engagement,  to  be  true  and  faithful 
to  the  Commonwealth,  without  a  King  or 
a  Houfe  of  Lords,  repealed,  and  orders  for 
taking  it  expunged. 
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March  -14.  Voted  to  difable  thofe  from 
being  members  of  Parliament,  who  had 
been  in  arms  againft  the  Parliament. 

March  15.  Dr.  IVren,  bimop  of  Ely, 
was  releafed,  after  fifteen  years  imprison- 
ment} and  the  council  impowered  to  dis- 
charge fuch  others' as  they  faw  fit. 

March  16.  The  act  pafled  for  diflolv- 
ing  the  Parliament,  after  it  had  continued 
in  Several  forms  nineteen  yean,  four  inonthey 
and  thirteen  days,  with  a  provifo  not  to  in- 
fringe the  rights  of  the  Houfc  of  Peers  ; 
and  then  the  Commons  broke  up,  to  attend 
their  private  affairs,  and  make  intereft  to 
be  re-elected  ;  having  firft  confulted  a  coun- 
cil of  ftate,  confifting  of  thirty-one  perfons, 
among  whom  were  general  Monk,  Arthur 
Amaeflej,  the  prefident ;  Lord  Fairfax,  and 
Sir  Anthony  Ajbley  Cooper. 

March  17.  The  council  of  ftate  took 
upon  them  the  administration  of  the  govern- 
ment, and  iftued  feveral  proclamations  for 
prefervation  of  the  public  peace,  &c. 

1660,  April.  Sir  John  Greenville,  having 
brought  a  letter  from  his  Majefty  to  gene- 
ral Monk,  returned  to Bruffelx  the  beginning 
of  this  month,  with  a  Satisfactory  anfwer. 

The  General,  when  he  had  read  the 
King's  letter,  allured  Sir  John,  that  his> 
heart  had  ever  been  faithful  to  the  King, 
but  that  be  had  not  been  in  circuflances  to 
do  him  any  considerable  Service  till  then. 
That  he  was  not  only  ready  to  obey  his  Ma- 
jefty's  commands,  but  to  facrificc  all  for 
his  Service. 

Monk  cashiered  feveral  officers,  and  fub- 
ftituted  others  more  faithful  in  their  placet. 

April  4.  The  King  removed  from  Eruf- 
felt  to  Breda,  (torn  whence  he  Sent  letters 
to  the  Parliament,  the  General,  &e.  with 
a  declaration. 

April  9.  General  Lambert  having  made 
his  cfcape  out  of  the  Tower,  a  proclama- 
tion was  publiftied  for  apprehending  him* 

April  aa.  IngzMJby,  being  fent  with  a 
detachment  after  Lambert,  took  him  pri- 
foner  near  Daventryt  without  Striking  a 
ftroke;  together  with  colonel  Cobbet,  Creed, 
Okey,  Axttl,  and  others. 

Admiral  Montague  fent  an  account  of  the 
fubmiflion  of  the  fleet  to  the  general. 

April  a  5.  The  Convention  Parliament 
met  at  Wcftminfter-abbcy,  and  after  fermon' 
went  to  their  refpective  houfes :  the'  earl  of 
Mancbtjter  was  chofen  Speaker  of  the  Lords* 
and  Sir  Harbottle Grim/lone  of  the  Commons. 

Two  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Par- 
liament, a  forged  letter  was  difperfed  to 
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prevent  the  King's  rcftoration  }  upon  which 
the  King's  party  published  a  declaration  ma- 
nifefting  their  living  peaceably. 

May  1.  Sir  John  Greenville  for Gram/iHe] 
delivered  his  Majefty 's  letters  and  declara- 
tion to  the  two  Houfcs,  the  General  and 
Admiral,  whkh  were  read  in  Parliament ; 
whereupon  they  voted,  that  the  government 
ought  Co  be  by  King,  Lords,  and  Com- 
mons }  and  the  Commons  voted  50,000/.  for 
his  Majefty's  pre  fen  t  occafions. 

May  3.  The  city  of  London  Ani  the  Fleet 
declared  for  his  Majefty. 

May  5.    Eaftcr  term  adjourned. 

May  7.  The  King's  ftatuc  was  fet  up 
ftgain  in  Onildball,  and  the  States  arms 
were  taken  down. 

May  2.  The  King  was  fokmnly  pro- 
claimed, at  which  both  Houfes  alfiltcd  in 
London  and  JVtjiminfter. 

May  jo.  A  day  of  thankfgiving  was 
©hferved  in  London,  and  the  Common  Prayer 
read  before  the  Lords. 

May  14.  The  King  was  proclaimed  in 
Jutland. 

Msy  16.  His  Majefty  being  invited  into 
Holland  by  the  States,  came  to  the  Hague 
from  Breda. 

Admiral  Montague  attended  the  King  in 
Holland  with  the  fleet. 

A  committee  of  fix  Lord's  and  twelve 
Commons  attended  the  King  at  the  Hague, 
with  an  invitation  to  his  Majefty,  to  return 
and  take  the  government  of  the  kingdoms 
into  his  hands,  and  presented  the  King  with 
the  50,000/.  that  had  been  voted  him.  The 
duke  of  Turk  with  10,000/.  and  the  duke 
of  Glocejler  with  500c/. 

A  deputation  of  the  city  of  London  attend- 
ed his  Majefty  at  the  fame  time,  with  af- 
fuxances  of  their  duty  and  affection,  and  a 
prefent  of  to, 000/.  and  1000/.  to  each  of 
his  Majefty *s  brothers.  Whereupon  the 
King  knighted  all  the  citizens  that  came  on 
this  errand. 

Ten  Prefbyterian  preachers  alfo  waited 
on  his  Majefty,  with  a  tender  of  their  and 
their  brethren's  duty  and  affection  s  and  af- 
fured  him,  they  had  always  vti&ed  well  to 
his  Majefty,  and  taught  the  pvoplc  their 
duty  to  their  Prince  }  that  they  were  no 
enemies  to  moderate  epifcopacy,  only  de- 
fired  fuch  things  might  not  be  pre  fled  up- 
on them,  as  were  generally  acknowledged 
to  be  indifferent,  and  by  fome  thought  un- 
lawful. 

The  PreASyterians  befought  the  King  not 
to  revive  the  Common  Prayer  into  nfe  in 
Ks  chapel.   The  King  warmly  anfwered. 


«'  That  while  he  gave  them  liberty,  h* 
would  not  have  his  own  taken  from  him.' 
.  The  King  teceived  the  compliments  uf 
the  States  at  the  Hague,   who  prcfeuttd 
him  with  60c o/. 

May  23.  The  King  left  the  Hague,  and 
embarking  for  England,  arrived  at  Dsver 
the  25th,  where  he  was  met  by  general 
Munk,  and  honoured  him  with  the  order  of 
the  garter. 

May  29.  Being  his  Majefty's  birth-day, 
he  made  a  triumphant  entry  into  the  cjty 
of  tendon,  and  came  to  Whitehall, 

May  21.  The  King  made  Sir  Thomas 
Mallet,  Knt.  one  of  the  juftices  of  the 
King's-bcnch,  and  Sir  Rober:  Forftcr,  Knt, 
a«>d  Sir  Rolert  Hyde,  Knt.  juftkes  of  the 
Common  Pleas. 

Ger.ffcry  Palmer,  Efq;  was  made  attorney- 
general. 

June  1.  Sir  Orlando  Srldgcrtan,  Knt. 
was  made  lord  chief  barou  of  the  Exchequer. 

His  royal  highne's  Jamet  duke  of  York 
was  nude  lord  high  admiral  of  England, 
and  lord  Warden  of  the  Cinque  Ports ;  gene- 
ral Monk  continued  captain-general  of  all 
the  forces  in  the  three  kingdoms,  and  was 
made  mafter  of  the  horfe  to  his  Majefty. 
Sir  Ednvard  Hyde,  lord  high  chancellor  of 
England.  The  carl  of  Southampton,  lord 
high  ticafurcr.  The  marquis  of  Ormond,  , 
lord  Steward  of  the  houihold.  The  lord 
Say,  lord  privy-feal.  The  lord  Seymour, 
chancellor  of  the  duchy  of  Lancajier.  The 
earl  of  MancbeJIer,  lord  chamberlain  of  the 
hou/hold.  Sir  Frederick  CorrtwalVis,  trca- 
furcr  of  the  houfhold*.  Sir  J^bn  Berkley, 
comptroller.  Sir  George  Carteret,  vice- 
chambcrhin,  and  Sxt^Enfioard  Nicholas  and 
Sir  William  Morrke,  were  made  fecretarios 
of  ftate,  &c.

The  Republicans  demanded  of  the  King 
particular  letters  of  pardon,  whkh  he  grant- 
ed them,

July  if*  The  King  made  a  fpeech  to 
both  Houfes  to  haften  the  act  of  indemnity. 

Aug.  13.  A  proclamation  was  iflued 
apinlt  duelling}  and  another  on  the  14th 
for  reftoring  and  difcovering  his  Majefty 's 
goods,  &c. 

In  Sex  land  during  the  ufurpation,  juftice 
had  been  adrniniftercd  by  Engfilh  cemmif- 
fioners  fent  down  thither,  without  any  re- 
gard to  the  laws  and  conftirution  of  that 
kingdom:  whereupon  the  King,  by  his 
proclamation,  ordered  thefe  tribunals  to  bo 
aboIHhed  on  the  22d  of  Augufi  \  and  that 
from  thencefortli,  that  kingdom  (hould  be 
reftored  to  its  ancient  form  of  government ; 
a  committee  of  the  three  eft  ate  s  was  con- 
vened the  great  officers  of  ftate  appointed 
outof  their  native  nobility,  and  a  Parliament 
summoned  to  meet  At  Edinburgh  the  12  th  of 
December,  to  whom  the  King  referred  the 
preparing  an  aft  of  indemnity.

Sept.  10.    A  proclamation  was  iflued  for  ' 
a  ce  nation  of  arms  with  Spain. 

The  Parliament  was  adjourned  to  the' 
6th  of  November t  having  parted  an  act  for 
difbanding  the  army  j  and  an  act  for  railing 
140,000/.  at  70,000/.  pes  month,  to  begin 
the  firft  of  November, 

Henry  duke  of  Glocefier  died  of  the  fmali- 
pox,  in  the  lift  year  of  his  age.

Oft.  22.  Sir  Robert  Fojftr,  Knt.  one  of 
the  juftices  of  the  Common  Fleas,  wat 
made  lord  chief  juftice  of  the  KingVbench. 

Sir  Orlando  Bridgman,  Knt.  lord  chief 
baron  of  the  Exchequer,  was  made  lord 
chief  juftice  of  the  Common  Pleas, 

Charles,  the  firft  fon  of  the  duke  of  York, 
by  Mrs.  Anne  Hyde,  born,  and  fitted  duke 
of  Cambridge.    He  died  feven  months  after. 

Oil.  25.  The  King  publifhed  his  de- 
claration, flic  wing  wherein  he  required  a 
conformity  to  the  ecdefiaftical  government, 
and  in  what  cafes  he  was  willing  to  difpenfe 
with  it.

and  made  another  prefent  to  the  Queen  of 
JSobemia  of  10,000/.  foon  after. 

Nov*  7.  Matthew  Hale,  ferjeant  at 
law,  was  made  lord  chief  baron  of  the  Ea> 
chequer. 

Nov.  24.  Wad  bam  Windham,  ferjeant  at 
law,  was  made  one  of  the  juftices  of  the 
King's  Bench. 

The  army  which  had  been  fo  long  the 
terror  of  England,  was  all  dilbanded  except 
JUonk'i  own  regiment. 

The  King  instituted  guards  for  himfelf. 

Dec.  4.  A  libel  was  published  by  one 
Drake,  entitled,  The  Long  Parliament  re- 
lived,  for  which  they  deemed  the  author 
guilty  of  high-treafon. 

Dec*  8.  An  order  of  both  Houfes  for 
hanging  the  carcafes  of  Oliver  CrownveU, 
John  Bradjbaw,  Henry  Ireton,  and  Tbomat 
Pride,  upon  the  gallows  at  Tyburn,  and 
afterwards  burying  them  under  the  gallows. 

Dec*  is.  The  King  fummoned  a  par- 
liament in  Scotland,  and  left  it  to  them  to 
examine  the  conduct  of  his  fubjefts. 

The  King  committed  the  government  of 
Ireland  to  chancellor  Eujlace,  and  the  earls 
of  Orrery  and  Montr  at  b  in  quality  of  lords 
juftices,  till  a  Lord  Lieutenant  thou  Id  be 
appointed.

Clarendon,  as  fdme  fuggeft,  oppofcd  it,  left 
Parliaments  ftaould  become  ufeJefs  }  and 
fome  cftecm  that  Lord  therefore, the  prcferver 
of  the  conftttution.  On  the  other  hand, 
this  is  faid  to  have  drawn  on  him  the  re- 
finement of  the  Cavaliers,  inafmuch  as  this 
(lender  revenue  rendered  the  King  incapa- 
ble of  relieving  thofe  who  had  loft  their  all 
in  defence  of  the  crown*

fined  }  the  Royal  Society  was  founded  by 
the  King's  letters  patent,  for  the  improve- 
ment of  pbilofophy,  mathematics,  phytic, 
and  all  ufeful  knowledge ;  of  which  the 
firft  promoters  and  members  were  Dr. 
Ward,  Mr.  Boyle,  Lord  Brtunkrr,  Dr.  WiU 
kint,  Pr.  WaUit,  Sit  William  Pitty,  Dr. 
CtJdard,  Dr.  Wtllu,  Dr.  Batburfa  Dr. 
Wred,  and  Mr.  Rook* 

1660-1,  Jan.  1.  A  Parliament  met  in 
Scotland* 

Jan.  10.    A  proclamation  was  iflbed, 
prohibiting  fedltious  and  unlawful  rncetii 
and  conventicles,  under  pretence  of 
ous  worihip. 

Jan.  10.  The  Queen-Mother,  with  her 
daughter  the  prinoafs  Henrietta,  fet  out  for 
France  from  Portsmouth. 

An  infurre&ion  of  the  fifth-monarchy 
men  in  the  city,  under  the  command  of 
Venner,  a  wine-eooper  j  but  they  were  (up- 
prciTed  the  19th,  and  Venner  and  HUgkint 
were  executed  over-againft  the  mcecing- 
houfe  in  Coleman-firett  t  P rubor d  and  Ox- 
mm  at  Wood-Jlreet  end,  and  on  the  a  I  ft, 
nine  more  of  them  in  other  places. 

Thefe  men  thought  that  it  war  not

Jan.  31.   A  proclamation  was  iffued, 
prohibiting  the  killing  or  eating  of  flefh 
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Fxb.  14.   The  army  wn  dilbanjjcd  on 

,  Tower-hill. 

March  9.  Writs  were  iflued  for  calling  a 
nfw  Parliament  to  meet  on  the  8th  of  May, 
1661. 

Notwithftancing  the  joy  that  appeared  in 
every  face  at  the  Reftoration,  the  pucr  crca- 
turts  that  expefted  the  greateft  benefit  from 
it,  were  left  to  ftarvc  by  choufands.  They 
had  the  mortification  to  fee  their  eneiniet 
revelling  in  the  fpoils  they  and  their  re- 
lations had  been  plundered  of.  Sir  Roger 
UEftrange,  who  had  more  than  once  ven- 
tured his  head  for  the  King,  and  was  a 
cor.fidrrable  fti-rer  in  thefe  misfortune, 
complained  that  the  act  of  indemnity  had 
made  the  enemies  of  the  conftitution  ma- 
kers of  the  plunder  of  the  three  kingdoms, 
while  thofe  who  had  adhered  to  the  crown 
and  laws,  were  abandoned  to  an  irreparable, 
but  hono.urabe  ruin.  On  the  contrary,  the 
meaneft  of  CrcmwlFi,  Bradjhatus,  and  St. 
jfcbns  creatures,  had  offices  and  honours 
conferred  on  them* 

The  complaints  of  the  dtftrefted  C  va- 
lieri  however,  were  at  length  fa  tar  at- 
>  tended  to,  that  the  Commons,  in  fettling 
the  King's  revenue,  appropriated  the  fum 
of  60,000/.  towards  making  a  provifion  for 
them  ;  but  this  proved  far  mo  t  of  what 
they  hid  loft,  and  their  .alamitous  cKum- 
ftances  required. 

His  Majefty  created  above  160  baronets 
this  year. 

1661,  March  15.  A  conference  at. the 
Savoy,  concerning  the  liturgy,  between 
twelve  biuWs,  and  as  many  prefbyterian 
minifters,  with  nine  affiftants  en  each  fide, 
appointed  by  his  Majefty.

May  %.  The  Parliament  met,  and  the 
Kip§  rode  from  hit  palace  to  Whitehall, 


attended  by  the  nobility  in  thtff  robes 
to  Wcftmiufter  abbey,  and  heard  a  fcrmon, 
before  he  wci;t  to  the  houfe. 

The  fame  day  the  Convocatiop  met  at 
Sr.  Pjz//'$,  who  confirmed  the  form  of 
Common-Prayer  formerly  publifiSed,  and] 
added  the  two  offices  or  forms  of  prayer 
for  the  30th  of  januaiy  and  the  19th  of  . 
May,  and  made  other  additions  to  the  li- 
urgy. 

I  he  King  in  his  fpeech  at  the  opening 
of  the  Parl.ament,  acquainted  them  with 
his  intention  to  many  the  Infanta  of  Por- 
tugal; which  was  approved  of  by  both 
Houfe*. 

^  Epifcopacy  was  received  in  Scotland,  and) 
four  minifters  came  to  London  and  were  or- 
dained, and  afterwai.s  confecrated  biuSop% 
and  the  Scotti/h  privy  council  forbid  all 
meeting  at  fynods  and  prciby  tcrics,  till  au- 
thorized by  the  bilbops. 

Sir  Robert  Holms  was  fent  with  a  fquadrori 
of  men  6f  war  and  fome  foldiers,  and  re- 
duced New  fork  ;  and  all  that  part  the 
Dutch  had  taken  from  the  Englijb  in  Long 
Ijlanri ;  from  thence  he  failed  to  Africa,  and 
took  Cate  J'erd,  and  fome  other  places. 

The  Parliament  of  Scotland  alfo  refctnded 
the  Solemn  League  and  Covenant,  declared 
the  power  of  the  militia  to  be  folely  in 
his  Majefty,  and  condemned  the  aft  of  the 
1 6th  of  January  1647,  which  related  to 
the  fale  of  the  late  King's  pcrfon,  declar- 
ing, that  it  was  a  mult  finlul,  difloyal  aft, 
contrary  to  juftice,  gratitude,  and  huma- 
nity, and  ordered  it  to  be  expunged  out  of 
their  records,  and  never  to  be  remembered 
but  with  detcftaiion  and  abhorrence.

May  zo.  An  order  of  both  Houfes  for 
burning  The  Solemn  League  and  Covenant  in 
London  and  H^cjhninjler,  on  the  2id  inftant, 
by  the  hands  of  the  common  hangman, 
which  was  executed  accordingly  in  town, 
and  afterwards  all  over  England, 
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May  28.  The  marquis  of  Argyle  having 
been  conviiled  of  high-trcafon  in  Scot/ami, 
was  beheaded  at  Edinburgh,  and  his  head 
fet  upon  the  Tolbuoth,  where  the  marquis 
cf  Monrrofe's  had  been  placed. 

The  pretended  afts  for  erefting  a  high 
court  of  juftice  for  the  trial  of  the  late 
king  Charles ;  for  fubferibing  the  engage- 
ment againft  a  King  and  Houfe  of  Peers; 
for  declaring  England  a  Commonwealth  y 
for  renouncing  the  title  of  Charles  Stuart; 
and  an  ithcr  fcf  the  fecurity  of  the  Lord 
Protector's  pcrfon,  were  all  burnt  by  the 
common  hangman  in  the  middle  of  Weft- 
minfter-hall,  while  the  courts  were  fitting. 

June  7.  The  funerals  of  Sir  Cbarlei  Lu- 
cat  and  Sir  George  Li  fie,  who  were  murder- 
ed at  ColcheJIer,  were  folemnized  there. 

July  8.  The  King  went  to  the  Houfe, 
and  palled  the  aft  of  indemnity. 

An  aft  impowcr.ng  the  King  to  receive 
from  his  fubjeft?  a  free  and  voluntary  con- 
tribution for  his  prefent  occafions. 

July  11.  The  eftates  of  Pell  am,  Skip- 
pen,  and  fevcral  others  of  the  deceafed  re- 
gicides to  the  number  of  twenty-one,  were 
confiscated  ;  and  Lord  Meunjon,  Sir  Henry 
Mildmay,  and  Mr.  Robeit  JVallcp,  were 
brought  to  the  bar  of  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons, and  confcfled  their  crimes.  They 
were  ordered  to  be  degraded  ef  their  honours 
and  titles,  and  drawn  in  Hedges,  with  ropes 
about  their  necks,  from  the  Tower^f  Lon- 
don to  Tyburn,  and  back  again,  and  to  re- 
main prifoners  in  the  Tower  during  their 
lives. 

July  14.  The  Er:glijh  liturgy  firft  read 
in  the  French  church  in  the  Savoy. 

July  15.  The  earl  of  Snndvvl-b  and  ad- 
miral Lan-fon  came  before  the  port  of  Al- 
giers, on  the  coxi\oi  Barbary,  and  battered 
the  place.  The  earl  of  Stindiu'uh  returned 
home,  leaving  Lavjfon  to  protect,  the  trade. 

July  30.  The  Parliament  adjourned  to 
the  loth  of  November,  having  palTcd  an  aft 
for  the  prefcrvation  of  his  Majefty's  perfon 
and  government;  whereby  pertons  were 
prohibited  to  affirm  that  his  Majefty  was 
an  heretic  or  papift,  or  was  endeavouring  to 
introduce  popery  ;  or  that  both  or  either  of 
the  Houfes  of  Parliament  have  a  legiflativc 
power.  And  another  aft  declaring  the  fule 
right  of  the  militia  to  be  in  his  Majefty  : 
as  alfo  an  aft  againft  tumultuous  petitioning j 
•nd  another  for  repealing  the  aft  which  ex- 
cluded the  bifhops  from  the  Houfe  of  Lords. 

At  a  Convocation  held  by  the  clergy, 
they  granted  the  King  a  benevolence. 

The  Papifts  petitioned  for  a  repeal  of  the 
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penal  hwi,  and  for  toleration  of  their  re- 
ligion. 

During  the  recefs  of  Parliament,  peti- 
tions were  prefented  from  the  royaUfts  to 
the  King,  complaining  of  their  great  filter- 
ings. 

Sept*  30.  At  the  public  entry  of  the 
Stcedijb  amb-flador,  happened  a  rencounter 
between  the  French  and  Spanijb  ambaflaJort 
for  precedency,  and  many  ot  their  retinue 
were  k»lled  on  both  fides  at  Totver-hill \  but 
the  Spanijh  ambaflador's  coach  had  the  good 
fortune  to  get  before  the  Frenchman  %  at  lail. 

Nov.  4.  James,  duke  of  Qrmond,  was  1 
made  lord  lieutenant  of  Ireland, 

Nov,  10.  The  Parliament  met,  and  the 
Biihops  took  their  places  again  in  the  Houfe 
of  Lords. 

Nov.  1  c.  The  condemned  regicides  were 
called  before  the  Parliament,  and  claimed 
the  King's  pardon. 

The  Parliament  petitioned  the  King,  to 
order  all  officers  and  dilbanded  foldicrs  to 
depart  twenty  miles  from  LonJtn. 

Dec.  13.  The  fociety  of  Lincoln '%-hr, 
according  to  ancient  cuftom,  chofe  a  prince, 
or  mafler  of  the  revels,  this  Chriftmas, 
which  fell  upon  John  Lort,  Efqj  who  en- 
tertained the  King  at  dinner  at  Lincoln  %-lrm* 

Dec,  20.  The  King  came  to  the  houfe, 
and  having  given  the  royal  afient  to  a  bill  for 
granting  him  1,160,000/.  the  corporation 
aft,  £jV,  the  Parliament  was  adjourned  to 
the  10th  of  January, 

In  examination  of  the  funds  granted  the 
laft  Parliament,  the  following  dencieners 
appeared,  vise  that  of  the  cuftoms  which 
had  been  eftimated  at  500,000/.  per  annum, 
fell  fhort  100,000/.  The  crown  land*  va- 
lued at  no,oco/.  per  annum,  fell  fhort 
40,000/.  The  excife,  valued  at  300,000/* 
per  annum,  fell  fhort  of  50,000/.  The  for- 
feited eftates,  valued  at  38,000/.  fell  fhort 
25,000/.  The  wine  licences  valued  at 
25,000/.  fell  fhort  1 0,00c/. 

Dec.  26.  John  James,  having  bren  con- 
victed of  preaching  treafon,  was  executed. 

1661-2,  Jan.  10.  The  Chancellor  ac- 
quainted the  Parliament  at  their  meeting, 
with  a  plot  againft  the  government,  and 
that  major  Wildmau,  colonel  Salmon,  and 
others,  had  been  taken  and  secured. 

Jan.  30.  The  earl  of  Peterborough  took 
potTciTion  of  Tangier,  being  part  of  the  por- 
tion the  King  was  to  receive  with  the  in- 
fanta of  Portugal. 

Feb,  13.  Elistaheth,  Queen  of  Bohtmis 
eldeft  daughter  of  king  Jama  I.  died  In  the 
66th  year  of  her  an,  and  wit  buried  in 
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Henry  Vllth's  chapel.  She  had  eight  fons 
and  five  daughters,  of  whom  the  youngeft 
furviving,  the  princefs  Sophie,  mother  of 
king  George,  was  in  1701,  declared  heir  to 
the  crown  of  Great  Britain* 

Feb.  18.    A  great  ftorm  in  London. 

Feb.  21.  Cbrifiopbcr,  lord  Molten,  was 
made  governor  of  Guernfey. 

March  1.  The  King  fent  for  the  Com- 
mons to  Whitehall,  and  reproached  them 
gently  for  not  fettling  the  revenue. . 

March  9.    Cardinal  Mastar'm  died. 

This  year  his  Majefty  created  fixty-feven 
baronets. 

1663,  April  1 6.  Miles  Corbet,  John 
Okey,  and  John  Barkfiead,  three  of  the  re- 
gicides, being  outlawed  for  high-treafon, 
were  taken  and  fent  over  from  Holland ; 
and  being  brought  to  the  King's-bcnch  bar, 
a  rule  was  made  for  their  execution  the  19th 
inftant. 

April  23.  The  infanta  of  Portugal, 
having  been  married  to  king  Charles  at  Lif- 
ban,  by  his  proxy  the  earl  of  Sandwich, 
fet  fail  under  the  convoy  of  the  faid  Earl 
for  England. 

Articles  of  peace  concluded  with  Algiers, 
by  admiral  Lawfin. 

April  30.  The  princefs  Mary,  eldeft 
daughter  to  the  duke  of  York,  born,  who 
was  afterwards  married  to  William  Henry  of 
Najfau,  prince  of  Orange. 

May  3.  Major  Fiennes,  with  a  party  of 
the  garrifon  of  Tangier,  was  intercepted  and 
cut  oft* by  the  Moors. 

May  14.  The  new  Queen  landed  at 
Port/mouth. 

May  17.  The  King  went  to  the  Houfe 
and  parted  fevcral  acls.  The  Commons 
voted  60,000/.  to  be  diftributed  among  the 
poor  Cavaliers,  who  had  been  fuftercrs  in 
the  late  troubles. 

The  Parliament  was  prorogued  to  the  1 3th 
of  February,  after  having  made  an  act  for 
the  uniformity  of  public  prayers,  and  th« 
-  admiuiftration  of  the  facrameiit,  and  the  ad* 
for  collecting  chimney-money. 

An  act  for  the  better  regulating  the  militia. 

An  act  empowering  his  Majefty  to  levy 
for  the  next  three  years,  a  tax  of  70,000/. 
a  month  if  occafion  required. 

The  tax  called  chimney-money,  was  two 
Shillings  upon  every  hearth  or  chimney. 

By  the  act  of  uniformity,  every  parfon, 
vicar,  and  curate,  were  obliged  to  declare 
and  fubfcril  e  their  aftlnt  and  confent  to  the 
Book  of  Common- Prayer,  before  the  feaft. 
of  5u Bartholomew  1662,  upon  pain  of  lofing 
their  ccdefialticaj  preferments.

Before  the  confummation  of  the  marriage, 
the  King,  in  a  treaty  with  Portugal,  engaged 
to  aflift  that  kingdom  againft  bpain,  with 
3000  foot,  and  loco  horfe,  and  eight  fri- 
gates j  and  obliged  himfeif  never  to  reftore 
Dunkirk  to  that  crown. 

May  21.  '  The  marriage  letween  king 
Charles  and  the  infanta  of  Portugal  was 
again  folemnized  by  Pr.  Gilbert  Sheldon,  bi- 
flioj)  of  London  at  Portsmouth.  She  was  then 
abcut  24  years  of  age. 

Be  (ides  Tangier,  on  the  coaft  of  Barbary% 
and  the  ifland  of  Bombay  in  the  EaJl-lnJUs, 
the  King  received  with  her  2,000,000  of 
croifadoes.  In  confideration  whereof,  (he 
had  a  jointure  of  30,000/.  per  annum  fettled 
upon  her.  Two  millions  of  croifadoes  are 
about  the  value  of  300,000/.  ft cr ling. 

May  27.  King  Charles  with  the  Queen, 
came  to  Hamptons  our  t. 

June  2.  The  Lord  Mayor  and  aldermen 
ofLondcn  attended  the  King  and  Queen  at 
Hampton-court,  to  congratulate  them  upon 
their  marriage,  and  made  the  Queen  a  pre- 
fent  of  a  purfe  of  gold. 

June  6.  Sir  Henry  Vane,  having  been 
convicted  of  high-treafon,  in  keeping  king 
Charles  II.  out  of  the  poflefilon  of  the  go- 
vernment, and  levying  war  againft  his  Mi- 
jefty,  was  beheaded  on  Tower-hill  the  14th. 

General  Lambert  likewife  was  condemned, 
but  behaving  himfclf  more  modeftly  at  his 
trial,  h|s  life  was  given  him,  and  he  was 
only  made  prifoner  in  the  ifie  of  Jtrjty, 
where  he  remained  till  his  death,  which 
happened  about  thirty  years  after. 

July  24.  The  Queen-Mother  came  again 
to  England,  and  took  up  her  refidence  at 
Somerlct-houfe. 

Aug.  24.  St.  Bartholomew's  day,  the  act 
of  uniformity  taking  place,  about  2000  mi- 
niftcrs  of  the  Geneva  ftamp  loft  their  pre- 
ferments. 

Sept.  3.  William  Lent  ball,  Speaker  of 
the  Parliament,  who  levied  war  againft 
king  Charles  I.  died. 

Oil.  2.  The  King  made  the  earl  of  Ar- 
lington fecretary  of  ftaie>  in  the  room  of 
flicbclt. 

His  Majcfly's  forces  in  Jamaica  made  a 
defcent  upon  the  ifland  of  Cuba,  and  plun- 
dered and  demoliftied  St.  Jago. 

061.  5.  Sir  John  Law/on  concluded  a 
peace  with  Tunis,  and  on  the  1 8th  of  the 
fame  month  with  Tripcfi. 

08.  ic.  An  order  of  council  for  waggons 
to  have  their  wheels  four  inches  broad. 

Off.  1 7.  An  order  of  council  for  deli- 
vering Dunkirk  to  the  French  king,  for 
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H  $ei>,oco/.  The  council  were  unanimous 
tor  delivering  it  up,  on  pretence  of  the  great 
expence  it  would  be  to  the  nation  to  repair 
the  fortifications  and  maintain  a  gam  fon 
fufHcient  to  defend  it  againft  the  power 
of  France.  This  money  the  King  Squan- 
dered away. 

The  corporation  aft  was  enforced  with 
great  rigour,  and  the  walls  of  GUcefier,  Co- 
ventry t  Northampton,  Leicefier,  and  Taunton 
were  demolished,  becaufe  they  had  diftin- 
gui fixed  themfelves  by  tiding  with  the  Par- 
liament. 

A  plot  was  difcovered,  formed  by  the 
fifth- monarchy  men,  fix  of  whom  were  exe- 
cuted. 

The  plot  fcrved  the  court  for  a  pretence 
to  feixe  500  or  600  perfuns }  and  to  difarm 
all  thofe  fufpefted ;  to  make  thofe  they 
had  taken  give  bonds  not  to  take  up  arms 
again  ft  the  King}  and  to  increafe  the  Hand- 
ing guards.' 

08.  19.  Sir  Robert  Hyde,  Knt.  made 
lord  chief  juftice  of  the  King's-bench. 

Nov.  4.  John  Archer,  ferjeant  at  law, 
was  made  one  of  the  juftice*  of  the  Com- 
mon Pleas. 

Nov.  16.  Sir  Richard  Rayntford,  Knt.

Dec.  II.  George  Philips,  Tbomai  Tonge, 
Nathaniel  Gilbt,  and  French  Stubbs,  fana- 
tics, were  convicted  for  confpiring  againft 
the  government,  and  executed  the  azd. 

1662-3,  Jan.  1.  The  King  published 
a  declaration,  wherein  he  intimated  his  in- 
clination to  indulge  the  Diflenters  who  did 
not  conform. 

Three  ambafladors  from  Rujfia  had  their 
public  audience. 

The  archbifhops,  biihops,  and  epifcopai 
clergy,  redeemed  173  flaves  from  Algiers, 
and  other  ports  upon  the  coaft  of  Barbary, 
who  returned  from  thence. 

Feb.  18.  The  Parliament  met,  and  the 
King  made  a  fpeech,  wherein  he  again  in- 
timated  his  defire  to  indulge  the  Diflenters. 

Feb.  27.  An  addrefs  of  the  Commons 
againft  his  Majefty  granting  any  indulgence 
to  the  Di (Tenters. 

Twenty-fix  baronets  were  created  this 
year. 

Sept.  24.  A  league  of  alliance  was  form- 
ed between  the  ftatcs  of  the  United  Pro- 
%\r.<e\  and  the  king  of  England. 

1663,  April  1.    An  addrefs  of  both 
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houfes  to  his  Maieftv,  that  he  would  banifti 
ail  popifti  pr lefts  and  jefuits. 

April  9.  A  proclamation*  was  iflued 
againft  Popifti  priefts. 

April  28.  The  earl  of  T'tveat,  being 
made  governor  of  Tangier,  in  the  room  of 
the  earl  of  Peterborough,  embarked  for  his 
government. 

The  commons  enquired  into  the  King's 
revenue,  arifing  by  cuftoms,  excife,  crown- 
lands,  chimney-money,  the  poft  office,  firft- 
fruits,  and  tenths,  the  coinage,  alienation 
office,  &e.  found  they  did  not  all  raife 
1,100,000/.  whereupon  they  granted  four 
entire  fubfidies,  and  the  Convocation  as 
many,  which  was  the  laft  fupply  the  Con- 
vocation gave  before  they  fubmittcd  to  be 
taxed  by  the  Commons. 

An  aft  pafled  this  feftion,  for  fettling  the 
profits  of  the  poft-office  and  wine  licences 
on  the  duke  of  Tork,  which  brought  in 
2 1,000/.  a  year. 

June  1.  A  treasonable  confpiracy  was 
discovered  in  Inland  for  the  fcizing  the  caftle 
of  Dublin,  &o.  wherein  col.  Tbomat  Scot, 
col.  Edward  Warren,  Jones  rVakot,  and 
others  were  concerned. 

June  2.  The  earl  of  Rttbet  was  made 
high  commiffioner  of  Scotland. 

June  4.  Dr.  William  Juxon,  archbifhop 
of  Canterbury,  died. 

June  12.  The  King  demanded  a  fupply , 
which  was  granted  him. 

June  18.  Sir  John  Ketynge,  knt.  King's 
fcrjtant,  made  one  of  the  jufticcs  of  the 
King's-bench. 

June  2C.  Dr.  Bramball,  lord  primate  of 
Ireland,  died. 

July  4.  The  earl  of  Peterborough  arrived 
at  Whitehall  from  his  government  of  Tan- 
gm. 

July  10.  Articles  of  high-treafon,  and 
other  crimes,  were  exhibited  in  the  Houfe 
of  Lords  againft  the  earl  of  Clarendon,  by  the 
earl  of  Brijhl,  which  being  referred  to  the 
judges,  they  refolved,that  a  charge  of  high- 
treafon  could  not  be  Originally  exhibited  by 
one  Peer  againft  another  in  the  Houfe  of 
Lords;  and,  that  if  the  matters  alledged 
were  true,  yet  there  was  no  treafon  in  them } 
whereupon  the  charge  was  difmifled  by  the 
Houfe  of  Peers. 

James  Fitx  Roy  (the  King's  natural  fon) 
was  created  baron  or  Tindale,  Winchtfier  and 
Ajbdale,  earl  of  Doncafier  and  Dalkeith,  duke 
of  Montr.tvtb  and  Buecleugb. 

July  12.  James,  (econd  fon  to  the  duke 
of  Tork,  born  ;  he  was  foon  after  created 
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duke  of  Cambridge,  and  lived  to  be  about 
three  years  of  age. 

July  17.  The  King  gave  his  affent  to 
the  fubfidy  aft  and  fome  others,  after  which 
he  prorogued  the  Parliament  to  March  16. 

Aug.  26.  The  King,  with  the  Queen 
and  court,  went  from  London  to  Bath,  and 
from  thence  to  Oxford,  where  they  were 
fplendidly  entertained  by  the  univerfity, 
and  returnod  to  Whitehall  03.  a. 

Off.  19.  Sir  Robert  Hyde,  lent,  one  of 
the  ju  (rices  of  the  King's- bench,  made  lord 
chief  juftice  of  the  King's-bench. 

Nov.  4.  John  Arthur,  ferjeant  at  law, 
made  one  of  the  jufliccs  of  the  Comuion- 
pleas. 

Nov.  16.  Sir  Richard  Raynsford,  lent, 
ferjeant  at  law,  made  a  barun  of  the  Ex- 
chequer. 

1663-4,  Jan.  5.  A  plot  being  disco- 
vered in  the  north,  a  commiffion  of  oyer  and 
terminer  was  fent  down  to  York,  where  one 
and  twenty  of  the  confpirators  were  convict- 
ed, and  afterwards  executed  in  fevcral  placet. 
Lamhert  and  Ludlow  were  defigned  for  their 
generals. 

Feh.  15.  John  Twynn,  printer  to  the 
rebels,  was  convifted  of  high-treafon  in 
printing  treafonable  papers,  and  executed  ; 
and  Thomas  Brewfier,  bookfellcr,  and  others 
were  convicted  of  publifting  feditious  li- 
bels fined  and  imprifoned.

Clement  Spelman,  ferjeant  at  law,  made  a 
baron  of  the  Exchequer. 

Eighteen  baroneU  were  created  this  year. 

1664,  April  6.  The  King  came  to  the 
Houfe,  and  paflcd  an  aft  for  repealing  of 
the  triennial  aft  \  but  pafTed  another  of  the 
like  tenor,  only  the  King  was  not  to  be  co- 
erced.

May*  The  Dutch  having  fent  a  fquadron 
of  twelve  (hips  into  the  Streights,  the  King 
fent  thither  a  fleet  of  twenty  fail,  under 
the  command  of  admiral  Lawfon. 

The  duke  of  York,  as  governor  of  the 
royal  African  company,  fent  vice  admiral 
Hoboes  to  Cape  Verd,  with  a  fquadron  of 
fourteen  men  of  war,  to  make  reprifals  on 
the  Dutch. 

May  3.  The  earl  of  Trueot,  who  fuc- 
cceded  the  earl  of  Peterborough  in  the  go- 
vernment of  Tangier,  was  with  a  detach- 
ment of  his  garrifon  furprized  and  defeated 
by  the  Moors. 

May  17.  The  King  came  to  the  Houfe, 
and  having  pafTed  an  aft  for  fupprefting  fe- 
ditious conventicles,  with  fome  other  afti, 
and  made  a  fpeech  declaring  his  fatisfaftion 
in  the  proceedings  of  both  Houfes,  the  Par- 
liament was  prorogued. 

June  1.  Sir  George  Downing,  the  En- 
gl'tjb  ambaftador,  presented  a  memorial  to 
the  States  General,  mewing  that  the  da- 
mages the  Englijb  merchants  had  fuftained 
by  the  depredations  of  the  Dutch,  amounted 
to  feven  or  eight  thoufend  pounds,  and  de- 
manded fatisfaftion.

Sept.  U  Henry  Coventry,  Efqj  fent  envoy 
extraordinary  to  Sweden. 

Sept.  27.  A  market  granted  to  be  held 
in  St.  Jamat  for  all  manner  of  provifions, 
on  Mondays,  Wednefdays,  and  Saturdays ; 
and  •  market  for  cattle  on  Mondays  and 
Wednefdays  In  the  Hay-Market,  in  the  parifh 
of  St.  Martin  in  the  Fields. 

03.  4.  His  Majefty  and  the  duke  of 
York  went  to  Portfnmtb  to  baften  the  equip- 
ping 
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oingof  a  fquadron  of  men  of  war,  to  be 
commanded  by  prince  Rupert. 

03.  6.  The  lord  mayor  of  London  at- 
tended his  Majetty  with  the  tender  of  a 
loan  of  a  fecond  100,000/. 

Off.  11.  Sir  John  Lawful  arrived  with 
a  fquacron  of  men  of  war  from  the  Strcightg. 

Nov.  9.  The  duke  of  York  weni  down 
to  Portjmoutb,  and  took  upon  him  the  com- 
m  ind  of  the  fleet,  and  was  joined  by  prince 
Rupert  and  the  earl  of  Sandwich. 

Nov.  24.  The  Parliament  met,  and  the 
King  detired  a  fupply  for  the  Dutch  war, 
and  delivered  in  a  narrative  of  the  treaty 
and  proceedings  again  ft  the  Dutch, 

Nov.  25.  Both  Houfes  returneJ  thanks 
to  the  city  for  the  large  Aims  they  had  ad- 
vanced the  King. 

They  alfo  voted  the-  King  a  fupply  of 
two  millions  and  a  half,  for  the  maintain, 
ing  the  war  again  ft  the  Dutch. 

Dee.  4.  The  duke  of  York  returned  from 
CTuiaing,  having  taken  about  130  Dutch 
merchant  (hips,  and  particularly  their  Sour- 
daux  fleet,  as  they  were  returning  home 
loaden  with  wine  and  brandy,  before  the 
war  was  declared :  this  was  fufncicntly  jus- 
tified by  the  Dutch  admiral  Dt  Ruytert 
falling  upon  our  factories  at  Cape  ferd  on 
the  coaft  of  A/rick,  his  attempting  the 
ifland  of  Barbadeet,  and  feveral  other  of 
the  Englijb  plantations,and  the  depredations 
of  the  Dutch  in  the  Eaft-Indiet,  and  on  the 
high  feas  upon  the  Englijb  merchants,  in 
time  of  full  peace. 

Dec.  24.  A  comet  or  blazing  flar  ap- 
acareJ. 

1664-5,  Jan.  De  Ruyter  recovered  from 
the  Englijb  the  places  that  were  taken  at 
Cape  Verd  and  Guinea. 

Jan.  12,  The  Parliament  met,  and  went 
upon  the  money  bill,  which  being  ready, 
the  King  came  to  the  Hoofe  and  gave  bis 
aftVnt. 

Feb.  6*  Lady  Anne,  fecond  daughter  to 
the  duke  of  and  who  was  afterward:, 
queen  of  England,  born  at  St.  James's. 

Feb.  %i.  A  declaration  for  granting  ge- 
neral  letters  of  mart  againft  the  Dutch. 

Feb.  24.  A  Dutch  impoftor  was  whipped 
through  the  ftreets  of  London,  for  giving 
out,  that  the  Dutch  had  deftroyed  all  the 
Englijb  factories  upon  the  coaft  of  Guinea. 

March  4.  The  Parliament  was  prorogued 
to  the  21ft  of  June,  having  parted  the  bill 
for  granting  his  Majefty  2,477,500/.  to  be 
paid  in  three  years,  by  twelve  quarterly 
payments,  to  begin  from  the  25th  of  Decem- 
ber, 1664. 
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This  was  the  firft  money-bill  where  tb# 
clergy,  by(theirown  contents  given  in  Con- 
vocation, were  taxed  with  the  laity. 

War  was  proclamed  againft  the  Dutch. 

March  6.  The  man  of  war  called  the 
London  frigate  was  blown  up. 

March  10*  Order  of  council  to  the  go- 
vernors of  the  plantations  to  receive  the 
Quakers  traofportea  thither* 

March  15.  An  order  of  council  for  the 
delivery  of  fixty  Quakers  on  board  the  (hip 
called  the  Black  Eagle,  to  be  exported  to 
America. 

March  13.  The  duke  of  York  fet  out  to 
take  upon  him  the  command  of  the  fleet. 

Eighteen  baronets  were  created  this  year. 

1665*  March  30.  The  city  of  Lor. (La 
built  a  man  of  war,  called  the  Loyal  Lon- 
don, at  their  own  charge,  a  frigate  of  that 
name  being  unfortunately  burnt. 

March  31.  An  order  for  confining  CLarlet 
Fox,  the  father  of  the  Quakers,  in  Star- 
bortugb  caftlc. 

April  5.  A  faft  obferved  for  the  fucccia 
of  the  war  againft  the  Dutch. 

April  6.  The  French  ambaffadors,  duka 
of  Vtrnevcl  and  mocfieur  Courtine,  arrived 
and  mediate  a  peace  between  England  and 
the  States. 

April  21.  The  duke  of  York  fet  fail  with 
the  grand  fleet,  contlfting  of  107  men  of 
war,  14  fire  (hips,  &c.  for  the  coaft  of  Hoi* 
land,  and  arrived  at  the  Texel  the  28th. 

April '26.    The  plague  breaking  oat  in 
Lew  An  about  this  time,  an  order  of  council 
-was  ifl'ued,  requiring  the  Lord  Chief  luft  ce 
to  take  proper  meafures  to  prevent  the  spread- 
ing of  the  infection. 

May  4.  The  duke  of  Ycrk  returning  to 
the  coaft  of  England,  the  Dutch  fleet  came 
out  of  their  harbours,  and  the  Englijb  Ham- 
burgh fleet  fell  into  their  hands. 

Alay  30.  The  Parliament  was  prorogued 
to  the  21ft  of  June. 

The  bi(hop  of  Munfter  fell  upon  the 
Dutch  in  Qver-YJfcl,  at  the  head  of  an  army 
paid  by  the  Eng/ijh,  but  he  was  repulfed, 
the  King  of  Frame  having  aflifted  the  States 
againft  him. 

June  3.  The  EnrTxfh  obtained  a  victory 
over  the  Dutch  off  Harwich,  taking  eigh- 
teen capital  (hips,  and  deftroying  fourteen 
more.  Admiral  Opdam,  who  engaged  the 
Duke,  was  blown  up  with  all  bis  CTew. 
The  Englijb  loft  only  one  (hip,  but  feveral 
commandrrs  and  men  of  honour  were  killed 
in  the  action  t  among  the  reft,  tha  carls  uf 
Falmcuti,  Portland  and  Marlboreufb }  lord 
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Mujkrrry,  and  rear-admiral  Sanfon;  and  ad- 
miral Ltnvfoti  died  foon  after  of  his  wounds. 

The  Parliament  further  pro-  I 
rogued  to  the  ift  of  Augujl. 

June  29.  The  Queen-Mother  embarked 
again  for  France,  being  attended  to  the  Buoy 
in  the  Nore  by  his  Majefty,  the  duke  of 
York,  prince  Rupert,  &c. 

June  30.  A  thanlcfgiting  obferved  at 
London  for  the  victory  over  the  Dutch,  and 
00  the  4th  of  July  all  over  England. 

Medals  were  {truck  in  honour  of  the  duke 
•f  TVa's  victory  :  on  one  fide  of  the  medal 
was  a  boft  of  the  Duke,  with  an  inscription 
of  his  titles  ;  on  the  reverfe,  a  trophy  with 
mips  engaged,  and  the  motto,  Net  minor  in 
term.  Jun.  III.  mdclxv. 

July  5.  A  faft  ordered  to  be  obferved  on 
account  of  the  plague,  the  firft  Wednesday 
in  every  month. 

The  fleet  was  put  under  the  command  of 
the  earl  of  Sandwich,  Sir  George  Afcougb 
vice  admiral,  and  Sir  Thomas  Tiddeman  rear 
admiral:  of  the  white,  Sir  William  Pen 
was  admiral,  Sir  William  Berkley  was  vice 
admiral,  and  Sir  Jofepb  Jordan  was  rear  ad* 
miral  :  of  the  blue  was  Sir  Thomas  Alien, 
Sir  Cbrifiopber  Mines  and  Sir  John  Harman. 

An  order  of  council  that  the  juftices  of 
the  peace  of  fVeftminfler  and  the  out-parifhes 
abide  at  their  habitations,  to  take  care  of  I 
the  infected,  and  prevent  the  fpreadingof 
the  plague. 

July  27.  The  King  and  court  removed 
to  Salifbury,  on  account  of  toe  plague,  leav- 
ing the  care  of  the  city  to  the  duke  of  Al- 
bemarle, who  did  great  fervice  in  relieving 
the  fick,  and  giving  his  orders  to  prevent 
the  fpreading  of  the  infection. 

Archbi/hop  Sheldon  alfo remained  in  town, 
and  performed  many  fignal  charities  in  tho 
time  of  this  calamity,  which  is  faid  to  have 
carried  oft  68,596  of  the  inhabitants,  with- 
in the  bills  of  mortality. 

An  attempt  wjs  made  upon  a  fleet  of 
Dutch  merchant  Hups  at  Bergen  in  Norway, 
but  mifcarried. 

Aug.  1.    The  Parliament  further  pro- 
rogued to  OR.

Aug.  5.  The  duke  of  York  and  his  fa- 
mily removed  to  York  on  account  of  the 
plague. 

Aug.  7.  A  proclamation  prohibiting  the 
keeping  Bartholomew  and  Sturbridge  fairs.' 

Aug.  15.  The  receipt  of  the  Exchequer 
was  removed  to  Nenfucb. 

The  Republicans  correfponded  with  the 
Datcb,  and  plotted  againft  the  government. 

Sept.  4.   The  carl  of  Sandwich  fell  ia

with  a  great  fleet  of  Dutch  men  of  war  and? 
merchant  ftiips,  and  took  twelve  men  of 
war  and  two  Eaft  India  mips. 

Sept.  5.  Fires  were  made  in  London  three 
days  and  nights  fucceflively  to  puririy  the  air. 
It  was  obferved  to  have  been  mighty  calm 
weather  in  this  plague. 

Sept.  28.  The  King  and  court  arrived 
at  Oxford. 

Oil.  9.  The  Parliament  met  at  Oxfc-d, 
and  the  King  made  a  fpeech  to  both  Houfe* 
in  the  great  hall  of  Cbrijt  church,  defiring 
fupplics  for  the  war.

with  fome  other  acts  of  lefs  note  ;  the  King 
came  to  the  Houfe  of  Peers,  and  prorogued 
the  Parliament  to  the  20th  of  February,  to 
meet  at  Weftminfter.

Creatreakes,  an  Irilb  gentleman,  who  un- 
dertook to  cure  many  difeafes  by  ftroking, 
and  is  faid  to  have  bcenfuccefsful  in  feveral 
inftances.

Lord  BeUafit  returned  home 
from  his  government  of  Tangier,  with  the 
articles  of  a  peace  with  Gay  land. 

May  24.  Lord  Hellet  returned  from  his 
embaffy  in  France,  upon  the  war  between 
fhe  two  nations. 
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May  29.  The  fleet  riding  in  the  Dvwntp 
prince  Rupert  with  twenty  men  of  war  was 
commanded  to  the  weft  ward. 

June  l.  The  Dutch  fleet,  confiiHog  of 
ninety  (ail,  under  the  command  of  De  Ruy- 
ter  and  Trump,  fell  upon  that  part  of  the 
Englijh  fleet  commanded  by  the  duke  of 
Abtmarle,  confirming  of  about  fifty  fail,  who 
maintained  the  tight  for  three  days,  though 
the  Dutch  were  joined  by  fixtcen  iail  more 
the  fecond  day. 

June  4.  Prince  Rupert  having  joined  the 
Duke,  the  battle  was  renewed,  and  fought 
with  that  obflinacy,  that  neither  fide  had 
much  occafion  to  triumph,  but  they  were 
forced  to  retire  to  their  respective  harbours 
to  refit.  The  Englifo  in  this  battle  had 
nine  mips  taken  and  burnt  \  they  loft  the 
admirals  Sir  William  Berkley  and  Sir  Cbrilh- 
pher  Mingt ;  Sir  George  Afcmtgh  was  taken 
prifoncr,  his  flitp,  the  Prince,  a  firft  rate, 
being  burnt,  and  had  feveral  thoufand  men 
killed.  The  Dutch  loft  above  fifteen  Hasps, 
admiral  Even,  twenty-one  captains,  and 
5000  fe.imen. 

De  Wit  was  on  board  the  Dutch  fleet,  and 
and  was  faid  to  have  invented  chain-fhot 
on  the  occafion,  which  did  great  damage  to 
the  rigging  of  the  Englijh  fliipi. 

June  11.  Lord  Douglas,  with  his  regi- 
ment, landed  at  Rye,  having  been  in  the 
French  fervice. 

June  16.  The  King  and  the  duke  of 
Twk  went  down  to  the  Buoy  in  the  Nore, 
to  view  the  condition  of  the  fleet.

July  25,  26.  The  Englijh  and  Dutch 
fleets  engaged  again,  and  the  Englijh  gained 
a  complete  victory,  deftroying  above  twenty 
Dutch  men  of  war,  and  driving  the  reft  into 
their  harbours.  In  this  action  the  Dutch 
loft  four  of  their  admirals,  be  fides  4000 
other  officers  and  feamen  }  and  the  lofs  on 
the  fide  of  the  Englijh  is  faid  to  be  inconfi- 
derable. 

About  this  time  lord  Willwghby,  governor 
of  the  Caribbee  i (lands,  was  caft  away  in  a 
hurricane  near  Martmco.

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Aug.  S,  9.  Sir  Robert  Holmes,  rear  ad- 
miral of  the  red,  dcftroyed  two  Dutch  men 
of  war  and  about  150  fail  of  merchant 
/hips  in  the  Uly,  and  afterwards  landed  in 
the  ifland  of  Scbelling,  and  burnt  and  plun- 
dered the  town  of  Bandairs,  confining  of 
about  1000  houfes. 

Aug.  14.   A  thaukfgiving  for  the  fuc- 
cefl'cs  againft  the  Dutch. 

&jpf.  1.  The  Dutch  fleet  came  out  again, 
and  paffed  by  Dover,  in  order  to  join  the 
French,  but-werc  prevented  by  prince  Ru- 
ftrt,  and  forced  to  return  to  their  harbours. 

The  EngHjk  fleet  being  at  St.  Helms,  in 
the  tile  of  Wight,  the  duke  of  Beaufort 
with  the  French  fleet  pafled  by  twice  with- 
out being  intercepted. 

The  Dutch  fleet  was  recalled  on  account 
of  Ruyter'%  illoefs. 

The  States  projected  a  febeme  to  excite 
troubles  in  England,  but  it  was  dropped. 

Sept,  a.  A  fire  broke  out  in  London, 
where  the  monument  now  ftands,  which 
destroyed  in  the  foace  of  four  days  eighty- 
nine  churches,  among  which  was  the  ca- 
thedral of  St.  P<Ws,  the  city  gates,  the 
Exchange,  Cuftonvhoufe,  Guildhall,  Sion- 
college,  and  many  public  ftruciures,  hofpi- 
tals,  fchools,  libraries,  a  vail  number  of 
ftately  edifices,  13,100  dwelling  houfes, 
in  ail  40oflreets. 

The  ruins  of  the  city  were  436  acres, 
extending  from  the  Tower  along  the  Thames 
fide,  to  the  Temple- church,  and  froift  the 
porth  eaft  gate,  along  the  city  wall  to  HoJ- 
l or n- bridge  or  F/eef-dittb.  During  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  Are,  the  King  and  the  duke 
of  Tort,  and  many  of  the  nobility  and  great 
sninifters,  ufed  their  utmoft  endeavours  to 
prevent  the  fpreading  of  it ;  they  made  the 
round  of  the  fire  ufu&lly  twice  a  day,  and 
for  many  hours  together  on  horfeback  and 
on  foot,  gave  orders  for  purfuing  the  work 
by  commands,  threatni  ngs,  defires,  example, 
and  good  ftore  of  money,  which  the  King 
himfulf  diflributed  to  the  workmen. 

Sept.  5.  The  King  ifltied  a  declaration 
for  the  relief  of  the  fufterers  by  the  fire. 

Sept.  6.  A  proclamation  iflTued  for  keep- 
ing markets  for  the  fupply  of  the  city  of 
London,  and  for  the  preventing  tumults,  and 
appointing  a  meeting  of  the  merchants. 

Sept.  13.  A  fa  ft  proclaimed,  to  be  obferved 
the  10th  of  Offober,  on  account  of  the  fire. 

Sept.  £X.   The  Parliament  met. 

Cel.  i«  The  Commons  voted,  that  the 
thanks  of  the  houfe  be  given  his  Majefty 
for  bisgreat  care  and  endeavour  to  prevent 
the  burning  of  the  city  of  London.

Houfes  concerning  the  trial  of  lord  Mot- 
daunt,  the  Lords  declaring,  that  in  cafe  of 
mifdemeanors,  the  Peer  accufed  ought  to  fit 
within  the  bar,  and  have  counfel  allowed 
him,  which  the  Commons  dented. 

Feb.  8.  The  King  came  the  Houfe,  and 
having  pafled  the  bill  of  fupply,  amounting 
to  x, 800,000/.  the  bill  for  rebuilding  the  city 
of  London,  and  fome  other  ufes,  the  Parlia- 
ment was  prorogued  to  the  10th  ef  OStber 
following.

The  King  having  received 
another  addrefs  from  both  Houfes  again  ft 
the  DifTenters,  prom  i  fed  to  retract  his  de- 
claration j  and  allured  them,  that  what  he 
had  done  in  that  particular,  would  not  for 
the  future  be  drawn  into  example  or  confe- 
qaence. 

March  9.  Both  Houfes  waited  on  his 
Majefty,  and  thanked  him  for  fo  full  and 
fatisfaclory  an  anfwer.  1 

The  Cahal party  was  much  difpleafed  with 
his  Majefty's  condefcenfion  to  Parliament. 

The  earl  of  Shafujhury,  finding  the 
King  yield  to  the  addrefles  and  reprefenta- 
tions  of  the  Parliament,  defcrted  his  Ma- 
jc fry's  intereft,  and  made  his  court  to  the 
'Whigs. 

1673,  March  29.  The  royal  afTent  was 
given  to  the  teft  act,  which  required  all 
officers,  civil  and  military,  to  receive  the 
sacrament  according  to  the  church  of  Eng- 
land, and  made  a  declaration  a  gain  it  tran- 
(ubftantiation  $  and  an  act  for  granting  his 
Majefty  a  fupply  of  1,238,000/.  with  feve- 
ral  other  acts  :  after  which  the  parliament 
adjourned  to  the  20th  ofOftoter. 

April  9.  Edward  Seymour,  elq.  Speaker 
of  the  Commons,  fworn  of  the  privy-council. 

The  duke  of  York,  foon  after  palling  the 
teft  a&,  refigned  his  place  of  admiral,  and 
prince  Rupert  had  the  command  of  the  fleet, 
conferred  upon  him. 

May  1.  The  duke  of  Jlfoipnwr*  was  created 
lieutenant-general  by  the  French  King. 

May  6.  The  ifland  of  St.  Helena  in  Af- 
rica, retaken  by  captain  Munday,  with  three 
Dutch  Eaft-India  (hips. 

May  16.  The  Engtijb  and  French  fleet 
being  joined  off  Rye,  the  King  and  the 
Duke  went  thither  to  t*ke  a  view  of  them. 

May  17.  The  earl  of  Offory,  was  made 
scar-admiral  of  the  blue  fquadron. 

May  1%.  Prince  Rupert  engaged  the 
Daub  fleet,  and  forced  them  to  retire  to 
their  harbours. 

June  2.  A  treaty  of  peace  was  fet  on 
foot  between  the  Englifh  and  Dutch,  &c.  at 
Calugne. 

June  4.  The  Fnglijh  and  Dutch  fleets 
engaged  again  ne&r  the  coaft  of  Suffclk,  and 
the  Dutch  were  chafed  to  their  own  (hallows, 

June  9.  The  great- fcal  wis  taken  from 
the  earl  qi  Sbafejhury,  and  given  to  Sir 
Heneage  Finch,  the  attorney- general,  who 
was  tnade  Lord  Keeper.

Sir  Franc'n  North,  knt.  was  made  at- 
torney  general. 

June  14.  An  order  of  council,  that  no 
Papiit,  or  reputed  Papift,  come  to  court. 

June  19.  The  lord  Clifford  refigned  hit 
treafurer's  ft.»ff,  on  account  of  the  teft  aft, 
being  a  profefic  j  Papift,  and  died  very  foon 
after. 

June  ax.  Theprincefc  of  Modena  land- 
ed at  Dover,  where  lie  was  met  by  the  duke 
of  York,  and  married  to  him  that  evening 
by  the  bifhop  of  Oxford. 

This  year  'died  Oliver  St.  John,  famous 
in  the  rctgn  of  Charles  I. 

The  king  of  France  took  Maefiricht. 
Aug.  11.  Prince  Rupert  gamed  a  third 
victory  over  the  Dutch }  but  the  French  , 
fquacron  ftanding  neuter  the  latter  part  of 
the  day,  it  was  not  fo  complete  as  it  might 
have  been.  In  this  battle  Sir  Edw&d, 
Spragge,  admiral  of  the  blue,  was  drowned 
in  removing  from  his  (hip  on  board  the 
royal  Charles  i  the  barge  was  funk  by  a  cannon 
(hot,  after  he  had  behaved  himfclf  very 
bravely  j  and  the  Dutch  loft  two  flag-officers, 
and  about  1000  men. 

Aug.  15.    Sir  Ihemat  OJhorne,  confti- 
tuted  lord  high  treafarer  of  England. 

Aug.  20.  The  Parliament  met,  and  the 
Commons  voted  an  addrefs  to  his  Majefty, 
again  it  the  duke  of  York's  manying  the 
princefs  Mcdena,  or  any  other  perfon  not  of 
r  e  Protcftant  religion ;  whereupon  they 
were  prorogued  to  the  27th  inftant. 

Aug.  27.  The  King  came  to  the  Houfe, 
and  in  his  fpeech  defirrd  fupplies  for  the 
Dutch  war,  and  money  to  difcharge  the 
goldfmiths  and  bankers,  to  whom  he  was 
indebted  by  (hutting  up  the  Exchequer. 

The  Commons  addrciicd  a  fecond  time 
againft  the  Duke's  marriage  with  the 
princefs  Mcdena;  and  revived  to  grant  no 
fupplie;,  till  they  were  feeured  againft  Po- 
pery and  Popifh  counfeibrs. 

Sept.  The  prince  of  Orange  took  Naer* 
den,  a  town  near  Atnjterdam. 

Oft.  The  Prince  of  Orjnge  took  Bonn, 
the  refidencc  of  the  elcclor  of  Cologne. 

A  Congrefs  was  held  at  Cologne  to  con* 
elude  a  peace,  which  came  to  nothing. 

The  Parliament  made  an  addrefs  for  a 
general  faft,  to  be  obferved  throughout  the 
kingdom. 

Nov.  4.  The  Commons  having  drawn 
up  an  addrefs  againft  a  (landing  army,  and 
other  grievances,  were  fuddenly  Cent  for  to 
attend  his  Majefty  in  the  Hoofe  of  Lords, 
and  were  prorogued  to  the  7th  of  January 
following. 

Nn  The 
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The  Common*  voted  the  alliance  with 
France  was  a  grievance*  That  the  evil 
counsellors  about  the  King  was  a  grievance ; 
and  that  the  duke  of  Lauderdale  was  not  fit 
to  be  trufted  in  any  office  or  pbee  of  truft. 

Dec,  t.  The  States  made  propofals  to 
the  King  for  a  peace. 

They  alio  commiffioned  the  Spanijb  am- 
baffador  to  make  a  peace  in  their  name. 

1673-4,  Jan.  7.  The  Parliament  met, 
and  the  King  made  them  a  fpeech,  defiring 
fupplies  for  the  war,  and  that  they  would 
discharge  the  debts  he  owed  the  goldfmiths. 

The  Parliament  not  regarding  the  King's 
fpeech,  was  enraged  againft  the  court. 

Jan*  ii.  The  Lords  addrefled  the  King 
for  the  removal  of  all  Papifts. 

Jan.  14.  The  Kingpublifhed  a  procla- 
mation upon  it. 

Jan.  14,  15.  The  duke  of  Backs  and 
the  earl  of  Arlington  were  examined  by  the 
Commons,  as  to  the  advice  they  had  given 
in  the  privy  council. 

The  Commons  impeached  the  earl  of  Ar- 
fingrtn,  who  was  acquitted  by  a  fmall  ma- 
jority, but  the  care  he  took  to  preferve 
himfelf  loft  him  the  King's  favour. 

Feb.  4.  Both  Houfes  having  addreffed  the 
King  for  a  fair,  one  was  appointed  and  held. 

Feb.  7.  The  Commons  refolvcd,  that 
the  keeping  any  ftanding  forces,  other  than 
the  militia  in  the  nation,  was  a  grievance. 
That  according  to  law,  the  King  ought  to 
have  no  guards,  but  the  gentlemen  pen- 
I'roners,  and  the  yeoman  of  the  guard  j 
and,  that  *.t  was  impoflible  effectually  to 
deliver  this  nation  from  a  ftanding  army,  'till 
the  life-guards  were  pulled  up  by  the  roots. 

Feb.  9.  A  treaty  of  peace  was  figned  by 
his  Majefty's  commiflioners  »t  London,  with 
Spain  and  the  States-General.  The  Eng - 
fi/h  court  having  withdrawn  their  forces 
from  the  French  army,  and  the  Germ  art  and 
Spaniards  marching  to  the  affiftancc  of  the 
Dutch,  the  French  king  retired  out  of  the 
the  United  Provinces,  retaining  only  the 
city  of  Maeflricbt,  of  all  his  conquefts. 

Feb.  11.  The  King  made  a  fpeech  to 
the  Houfes,  acquainting  them  with  a  peace 
with  Spain  and  Holland,  and  with  the  orders 
he  had  given  for  diibanding  the  army. 

The  Commons  refotved  upon  the  redrefs 
of  grievances,  and  brought  in  many  bills ; 
one  in  particular  for  a  teft  to  be  taken  by 
the  members  of  both  Houfes. 

The  King  being  much  mortified  with  the 
condoct  of  the  Commons,  to  defeat  their 
dcflgns  had  the  Parliament  prorogued  to  the 
loth  of  November. 
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The  King  finding  himfelf  freed  from  the 
care*  of  war,  devoted  his  time  chiefly  to 
p  leaf u  re. 

Feb.  28.  The  peace  with  Holland  pro- 
claimed. By  this  peace  the  Dutch  agreed 
to  ftrike  to  the  Engfyh  in  the  Britifh  leas  ; 
to  fettle  the  commerce  with  the  ladies ;  and 
that  the  Englifft  planters  at  Surinam  (which 
the  Dutch  had  potTcfied  themselves  of)  JhouM 
have  liberty  to  fell  their  effects,  and  retire ; 
and  that  the  Dutch  fhould  pay  the  Icing  of 
England  ico.oooA  in  lieu  of  the  claims  his 
Majcfty  had  en  them,  except  thofe  relating 
to  India. 

1674,  April  22.  An  order  of  council 
was  iflued  for  profecoting  thole  who  built 
on  new  foundations  in  the  cities  of  La- 
nds* and  TPejlminjler. 

Mai   10.    Sir  Leohn  Jenkins,  and  Sir  # 
Jifcph  Wtlliamfor,,  his  Majefty's  plenipo- 
tentiaries at  Cologne,  returned  to  Whitehall. 

May  20.  The  Hetren  Van  Rheed,  Van 
Beuningham,  and  Van  Harm,  ambaffadors  ex- 
traordinary from  the  States-General,  made 
their  public  entry. 

May  27.  Robert  earl  of  Sunderland,  fwom 
of  the  privy-council. 

June.  Charles  offered  hit  mediation  tt> 
Lewis,  which  was  accepted. 

The  King  Cent  Sir  fTtlRam  Temple  into 
Holland  to  offer  a  mediation,  which  the 
States  accepted. 

At  the  time  that  Charles  held  the  office 
of  Mediator  he  received  a  penfion  from 
France  of  100,000/.  fterling  annually. 

The  Papifta  laboured  to  prevail  with  hie 
Majcfty  to  diffolve  the  Parliament,  which 
the  King  refufed. 

Sir  Thomas  OJhome  was  made  Lord  Treav 
forer. 

July  10.  The  wl  of  Peterbcrsugb,  fwora 
of  the  privy-council. 

July  15.  The  duke  of  Monmouth,  upon 
the  rcfirnatioo  of  the  duke  of  Buckingham, 
was  elected  chancellor  of  Cambridge* 

Aug.  The  battle  of  Senntff  fought  \t\FU*- 
dtrs.    Both  fides  claimed  the  victory. 

Sept.  21.  Henry  earl  of  St.  Albans  having 
refigned  the  ftaff,  as  lord  chamberlain,  hit  - 
Majcfty  delivered  it  to  Henry  earl  of  Arm 
linrton* 

Sir  Jofebb  JVWiamfon,  bart.  was  made 
one  of  his  Majefty's  principal  fecrctariee 
of  ftate. 

Off.  31*  George  Fkx-Roy,  third  natural 
Ibn  to  king  Charles  II.  by  the  duchefs  of 
Cleveland,  was  created  earl  of  Northumber- 
land, vifcount  Falmouth,  and  baron  oi  Pm- 
ttfra8,

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Kov,  10.  The  Parliament  met,  and 
was  prorogued  to  the  13th  of  April  in  the 
year  enfuing. 

Dec.  4.  The  earl  of  Strafford  admitted 
of  iiis  Majefty's  privy-council. 

This  year  die<*  Edward  earl  of  C fore* Jon, 
at  the  city  of  Rouen  in  Normandy,  where 
lie  had  refided  for  the  muft  part,  -during 
the  feven  years  of  his  exile,  employed  chiefly 
in  composing  his  hiftoryof  the  Grand  Re- 
bellion. 

About  the  fame  time  died  John  Milton t> 
the  author  of  that  excellent  poem,  entitled 
Paradife  Loft,  and  of  feveral  pieces  reflect- 
ing on  the  cftablifhed  religion  and  govern- 
ment, and  on  the  memory  of  the  late  Icing 
Charles  I.  He  was  Latin  fecretary  to  the 
long  Parliament,  and  afterwards  to  Ol'rvtr 
CronrwtU.

The  earl  i  f  Arlington  went  to  the  Hague 
to  treit  with  the  prince  of  Orange;  this 
journey  proved  fo  unfuccefsful,  tbnt  he  en- 
tirely loft  his  favour  with  the  King. 

Dec  18.  His  Majefty  having  at  his  en- 
tertainment at  Guildhall  in  the  city  of  Lon- 
don, f-c  29th  i  O&ober  laft,  accepted  of 
th-_  freedom  of  the  city,  by  the  hands  of 
Sir  Thomas  Plover,  their  chamberlain  ;  this 
day  the  Lord  Mayor  and  court  of  aldermen 
waited  upon  his  Majefty  at  Whitehall,  and 
humbly  prefented  him  with  the  copy  of  the 
freedom  of  the  city,  in  a  box  of  marly  gold, 
the  feal  thereof  hanging  in  a  gold  box,  which 
was  fet  over  with  diamonds,  to  a  confiderable 
Value.

Dr.  Gilbert  Barret,  once  a  chaplain  or 
dependant  of  the  duke  of  Lauder  dale' t,  ap- 
peared as  an  evidence  againft  him,  and  be- 
trayed the  private  convention  he  had  with 
his  Lordflup.

May  6.  An  addrefs  of  the  Commons  to 
his  Majefty,  to  remove  the  duke  of  Lauder- 
dale from  his  prefence  and  councils,  was  not 
complied  with. 

A  bill  was  brought  into  the  Houfe  of 
Lords,  to  prevent  the  dangers  which  may 
arife  from  perfonsdifaffceted  to  the  govern- 
ment :  by  which  all  officers  of  ftate,  privy- 
counfellors,  ftfr.  were  to  take  the  fame  oath 
required  of  magi  ft  rates  in  corporations,  vrs* 
I  A.  B.  do  declare  that  it  is  not  lawful, 
upon  any  pretence  whatfoever,  to  take  up 
arms  againft  the  King,  &c.  Which  bill 
occasioned  feveral  warm  debates  and  proteftt 
in  the  Houfe  of  Peers ;  but  the  following 
accident  put  a  flop  to  it. 

May  15.  Dr.  Shirley  brought  an  appeal 
to  the  Houfe  of  Lords  againft  Sir  John 
Fagg,  a  member  of  the  Commons,  and  was 
ordered  to  be  taken  into  the  cuftody  of  the 
Serjeant  at  Armi  j  and  afterwards  ferjeant 
Pemberttn,  and  all  the  council  that  appeared 
for  Shirley  at  the  Lords  bar,  were  taken  into 
cuftody  :  whereupon  the  Commons  ordered 
the  U flier  of  the  black  rod  to  take  the  Ser- 
jeant at  arms  into  cuftody  ;  and  the  contcft 
was  carried  to  a  greater  height  between  the 
two  Houfe  $  than  was  ever  known  before. 

1  he  prince  of  Ncwkurgb  came  into  En» 

fland  this  month,  and  was  highly  carefled 
y  the  King  and  royal  family,  that  court 
having  fl*ewn  great  civilities  to  them  in 
their  exile. 

June  4.  Vert  Bertie,  ferjeant  at  law, 
made  a  baron  of  the  Exchequer. 

June  9.   The  King  made  a  fpeech  to 
both  Houfes,  telling  them,  that,  fince  there 
was  no  profpeft  of  terminating  the  differ- 
ence! between  them  any  other  way,  be  was 
Hfl»  uneet 
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under  a  neeeflity  of  proroguing  them  ;  and 
they  were  prorogued  accordingly  to  the  1 3th 
of  O&ober,  without  having  parted  one  pub- 
lic ael. 

July.  Sir  JfilUam  Temple  and  Sir  Ltiline 
Jenkins  attended  the  congrefs  at  Nimeguen, 
and  only  found  there  the  plenipotentiaries 
of  France  and  the  States. 

Aug.  8.  Charles  dultc  of  Le*ex,  natural 
fon  to  king  Charles  II.  by  Louija  dt  Siurrou- 
alle,  dutchefs  of  Portfmoutb,  created  baton 
of  Setrington,  earl  of  March,  and  duke  of 
Richmond. 

Aug.  to*  Three  hundred  houfes,  and 
upwards  of  two  hundred  people,  were  de- 
stroyed by  a  hurricane  in  Barhadoes,  with 
eight  (hips  and  ketches  in  the  road. 

Scj>t.  3.  The  town  of  Northampton  was 
burnt. 

Sept.  10.  Charles  Fttx-Roy,  flrft  called 
Limerkk,  eldeft  natural  Ton  to  Charles  II. 
by  the  dutchefs  of  Cleveland,  created  baron 
of  Newbury,-  earl  of  CbicheJIer,  and  duke  of 
Southampton. 

Sept.  ii.  Henry  Fitx-Roy,  another  of 
the  natural  fons  of  king  Charles,  by  the 
dutchefs  of  Cleveland,  created  duke  of 
Grafton. 

Oil.  14.  The  Parliament  met,  and  the 
King  preffed  them  for  fupplics,  for  building 
of  ftups,  and  discharging  fame  anticipations 
on  his  revenue,  it  being  (he  obferved)  three 
years  fince  he  had  demanded  any  thing  for 
his  own  ufe. 

The  Commons  re  fume  the  interrupted 
bills  of  la  ft  feffion,  and  examined  the  pub- 
lic accounts,  and  found  a  million  of  money 
mitapplied. 

The  Commons  voted  a  fupply  of  300,000/. 
for  the  building  of  twenty  large  (hips. 

The  dutchefs  of  Mazarin  came  into  En- 
gland, and  the  King  amgned  her  an  annual 
penfionof  4000/.  ftrrling. 

The  Commons  rcfolvcd  not  to  grant  any 
fupply  tohis  Majufty,  for  the  taking  off  the 
anticipations  that  were  upon  his  revenue. 

The  Common*  drew  up  a  teft  to  be  taken 
by  the  refpecYive  members,  disclaiming  the 
receiving  any  bribe  or  penfion  from  the 
court,  &c.  for  giving  their  vote  in  any 
matter  whatfoevcr. 

The  trade  with  France  being  taken  into 
confederation,  it  appeared,  that  of  (ilk  and 
Imeri  manufactures  only,  there  was  im- 
ported annually  from  France,  the  value  of 
800,00c/.  and  upwards.  That  of  wine, 
brandy,  and  other  commodities  of  the  pro- 
duel  and  manufacture  of  France,  there  wu 
imported  the  value  of  300,000/.  and  up- 
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wards  ;  befUcs  an  incredible  number  of 
toys,  lace,  rich  cloaths,  cjfe.  Whereas  all 
our  exports  to  France,  did  not  amount  to 
175,000/.  fo  that  our  imports  exceeded  our 
exports,  a:  Icaft  a  million  of  money. 

The,  duke  of  Buckingham  brought  a  bill 
into  the  Houfe  of  Lord*,  for  tolerating  Pro- 
teftant  diffenters. 

Nov.  10.  A  proclamation  for  apprehend*- 
ing  monfieur  St.  Germain,  a  French  Jefuit. 

Nov.  19.  The  differences  between  the 
two  Houfes,  in  the  cafe  of  Shirley  and  Fagg, 
revived  j  ^nd  the  Commons  refolved,  that 
whofoever  mould  profecute  any  appeal  be- 
fore the  Lords,  againft  any  Commoner  of 
England,  from  any  couft  of  equity,  fhould 
be  deemed  a  betrayer  of  the  rights  and  pri- 
vileges of  the  Commons  of  England,  and 
fhould  be  proceeded  againft  accordingly  $ 
and  ordered  this  resolution  to  be  affixed  to 
the  Lobby,  Weftminfter-Hall  gate,  and  all 
the  inns  of  Court  and  Chancery. 

The  Lords  on  the  contrary,  refolved,  that 
the  paper  ported  up  againft  the  judicature 
of  the  Houfe  of  Peers,  was  illegal,  unpar- 
liamentary, and  tending  to  the  dirtolutiog 
of  the  government. 

Nov.  22.  The  King  finding  the  difputei 
between  the  two  Houfes  to  arife  to  fuch  a 
height,  prorogued  the  parliament  to  the 
16th  of  February,  1676-7,  having  parted  no 
public  bills,  and  but  three  private  bills,  one;

Juh  I*  By  his  Majefty 's  charter,  bear- 
ing date  this  day,  a  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate was  conftituted  by  the  name  of,  The 
Governors  of  the  Charity  for  the  Relief  of  the 
poor  Widows  and  Children  of  Clergymen, 
with  licence  to  poflefs  any  eftate,  not  ex- 
ceeding the  yearly  value  of  2000/.  After- 
wards, upon  the  accefhon  of  Dr.  Thomas

per  annum* 

July  15.  The  royal  aflcut  was  given  to 
the  bill  for  granting  a  fupply  of  600,000/.

But  the  French  refuting  afterwards  to 
evacuate  thefe  towns,  Eng. a r,d  entered  in- 
to a  league  with  Holland,  to  compel  them  • 
to  evacuate  them  j  whereupon  the  French 
fubmirted,  and  reftored  thofe  towns  :  they, 
alfo  reftored  Maefiricht  and  its  dependencies 
to  the  Dutch. 

Aug.  14.  The  prince  of  Orange  fell  upon 
marfhal  Luxembtrg,  near  Mom,  after  the 
peace  was  concluded  between  France  and 
Holland,  and  though  the  Marfhal  was  fur- 
prised,  he  made  a  very  orderly  retreat. 

It  is  prcfumcd  the  Prince  had  no  certain 
advice  of  the  cunclufion  of  peace  before  the 
battle,  tho*  marfhal  Luxemburgh  bad,  which 
was  the  occafion  he  was  not  upon  his  guard. 

Dr.  Tongue,  a  phyfician,  laid  certain  pa- 
pers before  the  lord  treafurer  Dauby,  im- 
porting a  confpiracy  againft  his  Majefty** 
life,  and  the  Proteftant  religion,  by  the 
Jefuits ;  afterwards  called  the  Pcfijb  plot. 

The  chief  promoters  of  this  plot  were 
pope  Innocent  XI.  cardinal  Howard  ;  7o- 
hannet  Paulut  de  Olive,  general  of  the  Je- 
fuits at  Kerne  ',  Pedro  de  Corduba,  provincial 
in  Caftile  \  Le  Chaife,  confeflbr  to  the  French 
king ;  the  Benedictine  monks  at  the  Savoy, 
and  the  Jefuits  and  priefts  in  England*  a- 
mounting  to  1800. 

Sept.  6.  Dr.  Tongue  and  Titus  Oatei  hav- 
ing drawn  up  a  narrative  of  the  plot,  Oatet 
made  oath  of  the  truth  of  the  narrative, 
before  Sir  Edmundbury  Godfrey,  a  juftice  of 
peace  of  St.  Martin  in  the  Fields. 

Sept.  17.  A  treaty  between  France  and 
Spain  was  concluded  ;  whereby  the  French 
agreed  to  reftore  to  Spain,  the  country  of 
Wats,  Leee,  St.  Gifiian,  and  Pureerday,  be- 
sides the  fix  towns  above  fpecified.  On  the 
other  hand  it  was  agreed,  France  fhould  re» 
tain  the  county  of  Burgundy,  or  Franche* 
Cctnpte,  the  town?  of  Valanuanes,  Bourhain, 
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Ccttde,  Canlrtty*  Tat/nay,  Aire,  St.  Outers, 
TpreS,  Warwick,  W jrnetcn,  P'/per'wgay,  Bait' 
ttnt,  Cafe!,  Bavay,  and  Manbugt,  which 
they  bad  taken  in  this  war. 

Sept*  aS.  Tongue  and  Oates  laid  their 
narrative  before  the  council,  and  were  ex- 
amined i  they  were  afterwards  ordered  lodg- 
ings in  Whitehall,  and  guards  for  their  le- 
ctrity. 

Sept.  30.  Oates  having  accufed  Sir  George 
frakeman  the  Queen's  phytic 'an,  Mr.  Co/- 
man  fecretary  to  the  duke  of  York,  and  Mr. 
Largborne,  a  counfellor  in  the  Temple,  as 
being  in  the  confpiracy,  they  were  taken 
up  ;  together  with  Tbomat  Wbitebreai,  pro- 
vincial of  the  Jefuits,  John  Gait an,  Anthony 
Turner,  William  Ireland,  William  MarJbeU, 
William  Rumfry,  James  Coiker,  and  Tbomat 
Pickering,  Popifh  priefts,  and  feveral  other 
per fans. 

Oft.  17.  Sir  EJmur.dbury  Geffrey,  before 
whom  Oates  had  fworn  his  narrative,  hav- 
ing been  mifling  from  his  houfe  fomc  days, 
was  found  dead,  with  his  fword  through  his 
bedy,  in  a  field  between  London  and  Hamp- 
fcad;  and  the  coroner's  inqueft  gave  their 
verdict,  that  he  was  Uranglcd. 

Oil.  20.  A  proclamation  wasifliied,  of- 
fering a  reward  of  500/.  to  any  one  that 
mould  difcover  the  murderers  of  Sir  Ed- 
mxndbury  Godfrey* 

The  Papifts  from  many  circumftanccs 
were  accufed  of  the  murder ;  there  were 
many  drops  of  white  wax  found  upon  his 
cloath*,  which  he  never  ufed  himfelf,  and 
only  pr*ieft6  and  perfons  of  quality  ufe  thofe 
lights,  therefore  it  was  judged  by  whdfe 
hands  it  was  done. 

Oil.  21.  The  Parliament  met,  and  the 
Ring  made  them  a  fpeech,  acquainting 
them,  that  he  had  been  obliged  to  keep  his 
forces  on  foot  with  the  money  that  had 
hern  given  for  difl>anding  them  ;  and  that 
they  had  contributed  very  much  to  the 
preservation  of  Flanders.  He  acquainted 
them  alio  with  the  information  he  had  re- 
ceived of  a  pint  a  *inu*  him,  which  he  faid 
be  fho'iM  leave  to  be  examined  in  a  legal 
way,  and  concluded  with  defiring  a  fupply.

Oates  having  charged  rVtSiamt 
earl  of  Prwis,  William  vjfeount  Srajfurd, 
Henry  lord  Arundel  of  War  dour,  William 
lord  Petie,  'Join  lord  Bellajis,  and  fir  Henry 
Titcbburnc  v»iih  the  plot,  they  furrendered 
them iV Ives,  and  were  committed  to  the 
Tower. 

A  proclamation  was  iflued  for  a  general 
fall ;  and  on  the  30th  another,  command- 
ing all  Popilh  recti  fants  to  depart  ten  mi  lea 
from  the  cities  of  London  and  Wcjlminjieri 
and  another,  for  the  dtfeovery  of  all  Popilh 
recufants  in  the  King's  guards.

any  Proteftant  fucceflbr. 

Nov.  12.  Mr.  Charles  Priee,  Mr. 
Vaugban,  Mr.  Tbimely,  Captain  Spalding, 
Mr.  Charles  Wmtcur,  Mr.  James  and  Mr. 
Charles  Milbourn  were  ordered  into  cuftody, 
being  charged  by  Bedloe  with  the  plot. 

Nov.  12.  A  proclamation  was  publifh- 
ed,  ordering  all  Romi&  rcca&nti  to  their 
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\  r  fe«,  arid  not  to  depart  more  than  five 
miles  from  thence  without  licence. 

Niv.  17.  A  proclamation  was  iflbed, 
for  apprehending  Le  Pbsir,  Pritcbard,  5>- 
wwd*,  JValJb,  Mr.  George  'Conyers,  and 
Beeflon,  being  charged  with  the  fame  con* 
fpir>c  ;  and  another  proclamation  ifiued  the 
a  ill,  promifing  a  reward  of  twenty  pounds 
to  any  one  that  (hould  difcover  a  Jefuit. 

The  Commons  addrelfed  the  King,  that 
the  oaths  might  be  tendered  to  his  Servants, 
and  to  all  pcrfons  rending  in  the  Inns  of 
court  or  Chancery. 

Nov.  1 8.  The  Commoni  fent  Sir  Jftpb 
Wi&amfon,  fecretay  of  ftate,  to  the  Tower, 
for  going  warrants  for  com  millions  to  fome 
Popilh  rccufants;  fur  which  the  King  re- 
prehended the  Commons,  and  releafed  the 
Secretary ;  but  upon  another  addrefs  of  the 
Commons,  he  promifed  to  recal  all  com- 
milEons  given  to  papifts  or  Popilh  rccufants. 

A  debate  arifing  in  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons on  the  bill  for  difabling  Papifls  to  lit 
in  Parliament,  and  high  words  palling  be- 
tween Sir  Jonathan  Trtlawney  (afterwards 
bifhop  of  fVincbeflrr )  and  Mr.  Ajb ;  Sir 
'Jonathan  Article  Mr.  Ajb,  which  Mr.  Ajb 
returning,  they  were  about  to  draw  their 
f words,  but  fome  of  the  members  intcrpofed, 
and  prevented  it  *.  Sir  Jonathan  was  fent  to 
the  Tower,  and  Mr.  Ajb  fevercly  repri- 
manded by  the  Speaker. 

Nov.  11.  iVillian  Staley,  a  goldfmith; 
was.  convicted  of  faying,  Here stbe  heart,  and 
here's  the  hand,  that  will  kill  the  King  myftlf, 
and  other  treafonable  words  }  for  which  he 
was  executed  the  26th  at  Tybum. 

Nov,  a  5.  The  King  in  a  fpeech  ac- 
quainted the  Houfes  with  the  .  importu- 
nities of  the  Spaniards,  for  continuing  his 
forces  in  Flanders,  and  defired  their  advice. 

The  Commons  thereupon  rcfolved,  that 
?t  it  their  humble  opinion  and  defire,  that 
thofe  forces  be  recalled  and  dilbanded. 

Nov.  *7«  Edward  Coleman,  efq.  f-cre- 
jary  to  the  duchefs  of  York,  conviaed  of 
high-treafon,  in  carrying  on  a  carrefpon- 
dence  with  he  Cbaife,  the  French  king's 
confelTor,  in  order  to  fubvert  the  eftablifhed 
religion  and  government ;  he  was  executed 
at  Tyburn  the  3d  of  December,  profeffing  hit 
innocence  to  the  iart. 

Nov.  zS.  A  proclamation  was  ifflied, 
offering  a  pardon  and  tool,  to  any  perfoh 
concerned  in  the  PopiuS  plot,  to  come  in 
and  make  a  farther  difcovery. 

Dugdale,  formerly  a  fervant  of  the  lord 
Afi-.n  i,  became  an  evidence  againfi  his 
lord*  and  .the  other  Popilh  lords* 
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^  Nov..  30.  The  King  paffed  the  bill  for 
difabling  Papifts  to  fit  in  cither  Hoiife  of 
Parliament ;  but  rejected  a  bill  relating  to 
the  militia,  which  he  apprehended  would 
put  the  militia  oat  of  bis  power. 

Oates  and  Bcdl-ye  charged  the  Quren  with 
being  concerned  in  the  plot ;  whereupon, 
the  Commons  addreffed  the  King,  that  the 
Queen  and  ill  her  family,  and  all  Papiftt 
and  reputed  Papifts,  be  removed  from  White- 
hall:. 

They  refolvcd  alfo  upon  another  addrefs, 
tli.u  all  PapiRs  and  reputed  Papifts  in  the 
kingdom  of  England',  be  apprehended  afld 
fecured. 

The  Kingj  refenting  the  infolence  of 
Oatis,  put  him  under  a  ftrieTer  guard  j 
I  whereupon,  the  Commons  addrefled  his  Ma- 
jcfly  that  Oattt  be  freed  from  hit  rettraint, 
and  a  competent  allowance  be  appointed  for 
his  maintenance. 

Dec.  6.  The  Commons  impeached  the 
five  Lords  in  ihe  Tower,  viz.  Arundel, 
PovjU,  Petre,  Bella/is,  and  Stafford,  of 
high-treafon  ;  but  did  not  exhibit  articles. 

Dec.  17.  William  Ireland,  Thomas  Pic- 
kering, Thomas  H'hitebread,  and  John  Fen- 
wick,  prion's,  and  John  Grove,  a  lay-bro- 
ther, arraigned  for  confpiring  to  aftaffinate 
the  King.  The  jury  difcharged  fffbitebrtad, 
and  Fenwick,  for  want  of  evidence ;  bde 
the  other  three  were  convicted.  Ireland  and 
Grove,  were  executed  the  14th  of  Januarj9 
and  Pickering,  on  the  9th  of  May,  1679. 

Dec.  a  I.  The  earl  of  Danby,  lord  trea- 
furer,  was  impeached  by  the  Commons  for 
endeavouring  to  fubvert  the  conftitution, 
and  introduce  arbitrary  government,  &c. 

The  earl  of  Danby  affirmed,  he  had  never 
done  any  thing  of  great  moment,  for  which 
he  had  not  always  had  his  Majefry's  com- 
mand. 

Prance,  a  filverfmtth,  being  accufed  by 
Btdloe  of  being  one  of  (be  murderers  of  Sir 
Edniundb'ury  Godfrey,  was  apprehended  and 
fent  to  Newgate. 

Dee.  a3»  Prince  accufed  Green,  Berry ■ 
and  Hill,  of  the  murder,  who  were  appre- 
hended ;  but  he  afterwards  retracted  his 
evidence. 

Both  Houfes  appointed  a  committee,  the 
earl  of  Sbaftcjbvry,  chairman,  to  enquire 
after  the  authors  of  Sir  Edmundjbuty  God' 
frey%*  murder. 

Prince  and  Btdloe,  fall  out  about  /hating 
the  500/.  given  for  the  difeovery  of  Sir  Ed~ 
mundbary  Godfrey's  murder. 

Dee.  30.  The  King  prorogued  the  Par- 
liament to  the  4th  of  February, 

Q  •  1678-9, 
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1678-9,  Jan.  2.  The  King  published 
a  proclamation,  recalling  his  lubjects  from 
the  foreign  feminaries. 

Jan.  4.  Titut  Oatet  being  allowed  ten 
pounds  a  week  for  fubfiftence,  petitioned 
for  a  further  allowance. 

Jan,  12.  A  ftrange  darknefs  at  noon- 
day, fo  aa  not  to  fee  to  read. 

Jan.  %$.  A  proclamation  was  i/Tued  for 
dilfdlving  the  Parliament,  and  calling  ano- 
ther to  meet  the  6th  of  March. 

This  Parliament  having  fat  eighteen  years, 
was  ufually  called  the  long  Parliament. 

The  earl  of  Danby  lying  under  an  im- 
peachment, was  difmiffed  from  his  poft  of 
lord  treafurer,  and  the  Treafury  put  into 
cotnmiflion.  The  com  milli  oners  were,  the 
earl  of  Effex,  Lawrence  Hyde,  Sir  Jebn 
EarU,  Sir  Edward  During,  and  Sidney  G+- 
ddpb'in. 

The  earl  of  Pembroke,  was  this  year  com- 
mitted to  the  Tower,  for  abuflng  the  con- 
fecrated  bread  and  wine,  but  difmifled  by 
the  Lords,  becaufe  there  was  no  other  evi- 
dence againft  him  but  lord  Nortb't  cha- 
plain, upon  the  Earl's  denying  the  charge, 
upon  his  honour. 

He  was  alfo  tried  by  his  peers  for  murder, 
but  found  guilty  of  man  (laughter. 

Jan.  26.  A  great  fire  happened  in  the 
*Xcmplc. 

Feb.  8.  The  earl  of  Sunderland  was 
made  fecretary  of  ftate,  upon  the  refignation 
of  Sir  Jofepb  Wtttiamjan,  who  received  from 
the  Earl  6500/. 

This  year  died  Henry  Oldenburg,  fecretary 
to  the  Royal  Society,  and  firft  publifhcr  of 
Philofophical  Transactions. 

Alfo  Andrew  Marvel. 

Several  perfons  threatened  and  tortured 
to  make  them  confefs  the  murder  of  Sir 

Edmundbttry  Godfrey. 

Feb.  10.  Robert  Gretn,  Henry  Berry  ,  and 
Lawrence  Hill,  convicted  of  the  murder  of 
Sir  Edmundhury  Gcdfrty,  and  were  executed 
the  aid  inftant :  but  denied  the  fact  to  the 
laft. 

Feb.  28.  The  King  fent  a  letter  to  the 
dukeofTVA,  to  withdraw  j  whereupon  his 
Royal  Highnefs  with  his  family,  embarked 
for  Flanden,  to  refide  at  Brnfib. 

March  6.  The  Parliament  met,  and  the 
King  made  a  fpcech,  acquainting  them  that 
lie  had  difbanded  part  of  the  army,  and 
should  difbsnd  the  reft  as  foon  as  he  had 
fupplies  to  enable  him  to  do  it.  That  he 
liad  commanded  his  brother  to  be  abfenc, 
that  there  might  be  no  colour  to  furmife  he 
was  governed  by  Popilh  councils  j  and  that 


he  had  not  been  idle  in  profecutrng  th 
Popifb-plot,  and  putting  the  laws  in  execn 
tion  againft  Papifts.   He  dehred  Atppliea 
fuitable  to  the  neceiEties  of  the  ftate,  and 
hoped  that  it  would  prove  a  healing  Parlia- 
ment. 

The  King  fearing  the  new  Parliament 
would  impeach  the  carl  of  Danby,  granted 
him  voder  the  great  feal,  a  full  pardon. 

The  Commons  chofe  the  honourable  Ed- 
ward Seymour,  efq.  for  their  Speaker  j  bot 
the  King  refufed  to  approve  him. 

March  ix.  The  Commons  addrefling  his 
Majefty,  and  infilling  on  their  choice,  the 
Parliament  was  prorogued  to  the  15th. 

March  15.  The  Parliament  met  again, 
and  the  Commons  being  directed  to  chufc  a 
Speaker,  they  elected  Mr.  Serjeant  Gregtry, 
who  was  approved  by  his  Majefty. 

March  16.  The  Commons  began  with 
appointing  a  committee  to  examine  contro- 
verted elections,  threefcorc  petitions  having 
been  pre  fen  ted. 

They  alfo  appointed  a  fee  ret  committee 
to  draw  up  articles  againft  the  impeached 
lords. 

March  20.  The  Commons  reminded  the 
Lords  of  the  impeachment  againft  the  earl 
of  Danby  ;  and  defired  he  might  be  com- 
mitted; whereupon  the  Earl  abfeonded. 

March  21.  Oates,  befides  the  earl  of  Dan- 
by, charged  Sir  John  Robinftn,  colonel  Ed- 
ward Sackvile,  and  captain  Henry  Goring, 
members  of  the  Commons,  with  the  plot. 

The  Commons  addreflcd  that  Bed/oe, 
might  be  paid  the  500/.  for  the  difcovery 
of  Sir  Edmundhury  Godfrey**  murder,  and 
that  the  twenty  pound*  reward  be  paid  to 
thofe  who  discovered  the  Popifli  priefls ; 
and  that  his  Majefty  would  take  Bedloe  into 
his  protection;  with  which  bis  Majefty 
complied. 

Both  Houfes  concur  in  a  refolution  of 
the  certainty  of  the  plot,  and  in  an  addrefs 
for  a  fail. 

March  22.  The  King  went  to  the  Houfe 
and  fpoke  in  favour  of  the  earl  of  Danby. 

The  Lords  feeing  the  paftton  of  the  Com- 
mons, offered  to  bring  in  a  bill  to  remove 
Danby  from  the  King's  perfon,  and  to  render 
him  incapable  of  holding  any  place  or  office, 
or  to  fit  in  the  Houfe  of  Peers,  which  the 
Commons  rejected. 

A  faft  appointed  to  be  held  April  1 1. 

The  Commons  ordered  a  bill  to  be  brought 
in  to  fecttre  the  King  and  kingdom  againft 
the  danger  and  growth  of  Popery.  ' 

March  23.  The  King  having  granted 
the  cat)  of  Dar.iy  a  pardon,  the  Commons 
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refolved  on  an  addrefs,  to  reprefent  the  ir- 
regularity and  illegality  of  it,  and  the  dan- 
gerous confequence*  of  granting  pardons  to 
perfons  impeached 

The  Commons  examined  into  the  Earl's 
pardon,  the  Chancellor  excufed  himfelf  re- 
fpeciing  putting  the  feals  to  the  pardon. 

1679,  March  ft  6.  The  Lords  fent  a  mef- 
fagc  to  the  Commons,  acquainting  them, 
that  they  had  fent  to  apprehend  the  earl  of 
Danby,  but  he  was  not  to  be  found  >  where  - 
upon,  they  ordered  a  bill  to  be  brought  in 
for  the  Earl  to  appur  on  or  before  the  zift 
of  April,  or  to  ft  and  attainted. 

April  1.  The  Commons  releafed  colonel 
Sackvile  from  the  Tower,  but  he  was  ex- 
pelled the  Houfe  for  fpeaking  Qightingly  of 
the  plot. 

April  4.  Articles  of  impeachment  were 
tamed  up  againft  the  five  Popiu  lords  in  the 
Tower. 

April  15.  The  earl  of  Danby  furrendered 
himulf,  and  was  committed  to  the  Tower. 

April  11.  His  Majefty  conftitated  a  new 
privy  •council,  confi  fling  of  a  medley  of 
Whigs  and  Tories,  and  amongft  the  reft, 
took  in  the  lord  Sbafufbury  again. 
,  The  carl  of  Sbafttjbury  wa 
dent  of  the  council. 

The  King  went  to  the  Houfe,  and  ac- 
quainted them  of  his  having  formed  a  new 
council. 

A  defign  was  difcovered  to  burn  the  city 
of  London.  The  houfe  of  one  Bird  being 
fet  on  fire  by  his  f errant,  Elizabeth  Oxley, 
who  was  taken,  and  conferred  one  Stnbbt,  a 
Fapift,  bribed  her  to  it  for  five  pounds. 
Stnbbt  was  taken,  and  confeflcd  father  Gif- 
ford  his  confeflbr,  put  him  upon  it. 

This  accident  made  the  Commons  ad- 
drefs the  King  for  the  Jefuits  execution  that 
were  before  condemned. 

April,  14.  Mr.  Reading,  a  counfellor 
at  law,  was  tried  and  convi&ed  at  the  King's- 
bench  bar,  for  tampering  with  Bedlor,  to 
conceal  orftirle  part  of  his  evidence  againft 
the  Popi/h  lords,  fined  1000/.  to  be  impri- 
foned  for  a  year,  and  ftand  in  the  pillory  in 
the  Palace-yard. 

,  April  25.  The  earl  of  Danby  pleaded  the 
King's  pardon  to  the  Commons  impeach- 
ment. 

April  17.  The  Commons  refolved,  that 
the  duke  of  York  being  a  Papift,  the  hopes 
of  his  fucceeding  to  the  crown  had  given 
the  greateft  countenance  and  encouragement 
to  the  prefent  confpiraciea  of  the  Papifls 
againft  the  King  and  ProteiUnt  religion, 
and  ordered  the  lord  Rnfel,  to  carry  up 


the  faid  vote  to  the  Lords  for  their  concur- 
rence. 

The  Commons  addrefled  the  King  for  . 
the  execution  of  Pickering,  and  federal  con- 
demned Popiflj  priefts  and  Jefuits. 

April  30.  The  King  came  to  the  Houfe, 
and  offered  to  pot  any  reftrictions  on  his 
fucceflbr,  or  to  confent  to  whatever  laws 
they  mould  propofe,  for  the  fecurity  of  the 
Proteftant  religion,  but  the  altering  the  fuc- 
ceflion. 

The  King  offered  to  limit  the  authority 
of  a  Popjfh  fucceflbr,  fothat  no  Papift  mould 
fit  in  either  Houfe  of  Parliament ;  that  none 
of  the  privy -council  or  judges  mould  be  put 
in,  or  difplaced,  but  by  authority  of  Par- 
liament ;  that  none  but  Proteftants  mould 
be  juftices  of  peace,  Jord-lieotenants,  de- 
puty-lieutenants, or  officers  in  the  navy, 
during  the  reign  of  a  Popifh  fucceflbr ;  and 
that  none  of  thefe  officers  Ihould  be  put 
out,  or  removed,  but  by  Parliament  j  and 
offered  to  confent  to  any  other  limitations, 
fo  as  the  right  of  fucceffion  in  his  brother 
was  not  defeated. 

Mr.  Serjeant  Ellis,  was  made  a  juftice  of 
the  Common  Pleas* 

Mr.  Serjeant  Pembtrton9  was  made  a  juf- 
tice of  the  King's-beuch. 

Mr.  Serjeant  Raymond,  was  made  baron 
of  the  Exchequer. 

May  3.  Dr.  Sharp,  the  archbifhop  of 
St.  Andrt-u)*f  was  murdered  in  his  coach, 
by  twelve  Prefbyterian  sflalfins. 

May  5,  The  Commons  refolved,  that 
the  pardon  pleaded  by  the  earl  of  Danby,  /• 
their  impeachment,  ivat  illegal  and  void,  and 
demanded  judgment  of  the  Lords  againft 
him. 

May  8.  The  Commons  addrefled  hit 
Majefty,  to  remove  the  duke  of  Lauderdale 
from  all  his  places,  an<r  from  his  pre  fence 
for  ever,  aa  being  the  author  of  arbitrary 
councils,  flfr. 

The  Lords  acquainted  the  Commons  that 
they  had  appointed  Saturday,  the  10th  in- 
ftant,  to  hear  the  earl  of  Danby  by  his  coun- 
fel,  to  make  good  his  plea  ;  whereupon  the 
Commons  refolved,  that  no  Commoner  pro- 
fume  to  maintain  the  validity  of  the  pardon 
pleaded  by  the  earl  of  Danby. 

The  Lords  acquainted  the  Commons  alfo, 
that  the  J 4th  i  nit  ant  was  appointed  for  the 
trial  of  the  five  Popifh  lords :  but  the  two 
Houfe*  not  agreeing  as  to  the  proceedings 
in  the  trial,  they  were  not  tried  this  (effions 
of  Parliament. 

May  10,    Serjeant  eVilliamZeah,  was 
made  a  baron  of  the  Exchequer. 
1        0  0  ft  Maj  11. 
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May  11.  The  Common!  addrefshis  Ma- 
jefty  tor  the  raifing  of  the  militia. 

May  15.  The  Commons  order  a  bill  to 
be  brought  in,  to  difaWe  the  duke  of  York, 
to  fucc.ed  to  the  crown.  It  was  put  into 
the  fi-rm  of  an  addrefs,  and  prefented  to 
the  King,  who  thanked  them,  and  faid 
««  he  wouid  always  endeavour  to  fecure  the 
Proteftant  religion." 

A  difference  arofe  between  the  two 
Houfes,  relating  to  the  bifhops  fitting  up- 
on the  trial  of  the  impeachea  lord*. 

Before  the  Parliament  was  prorogued, 
the  Commons  read  a  fecund  time  the  ex- 
ciufioo  hill. 

May  25.  The  Kingfent  a  meflage  to  the 
Houfv;  by  the  lord  Rvffcl  for  the  execution 
of  Pickering,  and  lor  their  afiiftance  in 
putting  the  fleet  in  good  repair. 

The  Commons  patted  the  money  bil|, 
granting  a  fupply  of  206,462/.  171.  3<*V  for 
diJbanoing  the  army,  raifed  fmce  the  19th 
cf  September  1677,  and  that  no  foldiers 
should  be  quartered  in  any  perfon's  houfe 
tgainft  their  confent. 

May  27.  The  King  prorogued  the  Parlia- 
ment to  the  14th  of  Auguft,  having  parted 
a  bill  for  raifing  a  fupply  to  difband  the  ar- 
my ;  a  bill  for  fecuring  the  liberty  of  the 
fubject,  fince  called  the  Habeas  Corpus  act, 
and  forae  other  bills. 

May  29.  The  Prefbyterians  in  Scotland 
raife  a  rebellion  there. 

June  9.  The  marquis  D'Arocbet,  ambaf- 
fador  of  Portugal,  admitted  to  his  audience. 

June  1  3.  Thomas  Wh'tttbread,  provin- 
cial of  the  Jefuits,  WiU'tam  Mar  court,  rector 
of  London,  John  Ftmvick,  procurator  of  the 
Jefuits,  John  G erven  and  Anthony  Turner, 
priefts  and  Jefuits,  tried  and  convicted  at 
the  Old  Bailey,  of  high-treafon,'  in  con- 
f pi  ring  to  aflaflinate  the  King,  and  fubvert 
the  eltiblifhei  religion  and  government. 
They  were  executed1  at  Tyburn,  the  21  ft, 
profcfTing  their  innocence  to  the  laft. 

June  14.  Richard  Langbonte,  efq.  the 
counfellor,  convicted  of  htgh-treafon,  as  a 
confpirator  in  the  Popifh  plot,  and  executed 
the  14th  of  Jvly. 

'  June  20.  Mr.  Serjeant  Gregory,  made  a 
baron  of  the  Exchequer. 

1  June  22.  The  duke  of  Monmouth  de- 
feated the  rebels  at  Bothwell  bridge  in  Scot- 
land, and  among  the  prifoners,  took  feveral 
•f  the  murderers  of  the  archbifhop  of  St. 
Andmv'%,  who  were  afterwards  hanged. 

July  9.  €ir  Anthony  Dean,  and  Samurl 
Pepys,  efq.  who  had  been  committed  aa 
favourers  of  thrPopifh  plot,  admitted  to  bail. 
July  10.  A  proclamation  for  diflblving 


the  prefent  parliament,  and  calling  anolhef 
the  19th  c(  Oflpbrr. 

July  13.'  Don  Jafptr  D' 'Abren de  Freitatp 
a mc a (Ldpr  of  Portugal,  admitted  to  his  au-J 
dience. 

Sir  Gevrge  fPakcman,  the  Queen's  phyfi- 
<ian,  William  Marjbal  and  James  Carter-, 
Benedictine  monks,  and  William  Rvmlty,  a 
lay-brother,  tried  at  the  Old  Bciylry  for  high- 
tr-afon,  in  bring  concerned  in  the  Popifh 
plot,  and  acquitted.  " 

Aug-  8.  The  count  de  May  en,  envoy 
from  the  duke  of  Savoy,  admitted  to  his 
audience. 

Aug,  27.  Father  David  Lewis,  and  fe- 
veral Popifh  priefts  condemned  '  and  exe- 
cuted ar  Vftt  in  Monmoutbjbtre,  forever- 
cifjng  their  functions,  about  thr*  time. 

Sept.  2.  The  King  being  taken  very  ill, 
the  earl  of  Effix  and  lord  Halifax  advifed 
him  to  fend  for  the  duke  of  York,  who  came 
over  from  Flanders* 

Sept*  1 5.  The  lord  mayor,  aldermen,  &c. 
congratulated  the  King  upon  hit  recovery 
at  fVindjcr.  •    •  •  ' 

Sept.  26.  The  duke  of  York  embarked, 
again*  for  Flanders* 

Off.  12.  Theirroyal  HighnefTes  with  th« 
princefs  Anne,  arrived  at  Whitehall  from 
Flanders. 

OB.  15.  The  earl  of  Shafttjhury  was 
turned  out  of  bis  place  of  prefident  of  the 
council ;  and  the  duke  of  Monmouth  re* 
moved  from  his  place  of  captain-general, 
and  fent  into  Holland. 
•  The  King  fhmmoned  his  council  to  ac- 
quaint them  he  meant  to  prorogue  the  Par- 
liament for  a  twelve  month,  which  aftonifh- 
cd  the  council,  and  Sir  Wilfiam  Temple  ad- 
vifed his  Majefly  to  form  a  new  council.

Dec.  7.  The  lord  Stafford  convicted  of 
bigh-treafon,  and  beheaded  the  29th.  Lord 
Ruffel,  and  fome  other  zealous  people,  ques- 
tioning the  King's  power  to  remit  the  hang- 
ing, drawing  and  quartering ;  Bethel  and 
Cornifh,  the  fherirTs  of  Lordon  ami  Middle- 
fex,  applied  themfclvcs  to  the  Commons  for 
their  direction,  who  very  magifterially  de- 
clared, they  were  content  the  lord  Stafford 
fhoulJ  be  beheaded  only.

They  alfo  voted  an  addrefs  to  his  Ma- 
jefty,  that  he  would  remove  Geerge  earl  of 
Halifax,  Lawrence  Hyde,  efq.  Henry  mar- 
quis of  Worccftcr,  Henry  carl  of  Clarendon, 
and  Lewit  earl  of  Feverjbam,  from  all  places, 
of  truft,  and  from  his  council  and  prcfencc 
for  ever. 

They  alfo  refolved,  that  whoever  fhould 
lend  the  King  any  money  upon  any  branch 
of  his  revenue,  or  buy  any  tally  of  antici- 
pation, fhould  be  judged  a  hinderer  of  the 
fitting  of  Parliaments,  and  be  rcfponfiblc 
for  the  fame  in  Parliament.  . 

Jan.  10.  The  Commons  having  notice 
that  the  King  would  pfofof  ue  them  this 
day,  came  early  t6  their  Houfe,  and  re- 
folved, 1.  That  whoever  advifed  his  Ma- 
jefty  to  prorogue  the  Parliament,  was  a  be- 
trayer of  the  King  and  kingdom,  and  the 
Proteftant  religion.  2*  That  the  penal  acta 
againft  Recufanrz  ought  not  to  be  extended! 
to  Proteftant  Di (Tenter j.  3.  That  the  profe- 
cuting  the  DifTenters  upon  the  penal  laws 
at  this  time,  was  grievous  to  the  fubject, 
a  weakening  to  the  Proteftant  intercft,  and 
dangerous  to  the  peace  of  the  kingdom. 
After  which  the  King  fent  for  them  up  to 
the  Houfe  of  Peers,  and  the  Parliament 
was  prorogued  to  the  20th  tnftant.  • 

Jan.  13.  The  lord  mayor  Sir  Patience 
Ward,  and  the  common  council  of  London, 
petition  the  King  for  the  fitting  of  tfcc 
Parliament  again. 

Jan.  18.  A  proclamation  was  iflued  for 
diflolving  the  pre  fent  Parliament,  and  cart- 
ing another  to  meet  at  Oxford  the  21ft  of 

A1,ircb* 

Jan.  25.  Sir  Robert  Peyton,  having  been 
brought  upon  his  knees,  and  expelled  the 
late  Houfe  of  Commons,  he  challenged] 
Mr.  William,  the  Speaker,  who  complain- 
ing to  the  council,  Sir  Robert  Peyton  was 
fent  to  the  Tower. 

The  duke  of  Monmouth,  the  earls  of 
Bedford,  EJfcx,  tec.  to  the  number  of  fif- 
teen or  fixteen  noblemen,  petition  the  King 
againft  the  Parliament's  meeting  at  Oxford, 

Feb.  2.  Edward  earl  of  Conway  made 
fecretary  of  Date,  in  the  room  of  the  earl 
of  Sunderland,  who,  contrary  to  the  King's, 
exprefs  command,  had  voted  for  the  bill  of 
exclufion. 

Signer  de  Vtgnola,  refideat  of  Pake,  ad- 
mitted to  hit  auJicnct. 
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Frf*.  ti.  Sir  Crtfwel  Levhx,  attorney 
general,  made  one  of  the  jufticcs  of  the 
Common-ple.is. 

21.  The  lord  Ctaadds,  fent  ambaf- 
fador  to  Turkey. 

Feb.  24.  Sir  /ce£*r?  5rfttyer,  made  attor- 
ney general. 

FrtJj-aS.  Edv/ard Finzbfirris,  the  fon  of  Sir 
Edward  Fitxbarrii,  of  I'efand,  committed 
for  a  libel,  Sperling  the  late  King,  and  the 
prefent.  In  this  libel  the  King  was  made 
a  Fapift,  and  the  lawfulness  cf  depofing 
him  aflerted.  The  defign  of  it  is  faid  to 
be,  to  charge  the  libel  upon  the  Diflcntcrs 
and  Whig  lords,  in  order  to  make  them 
znort  obnoxious  to  the  government. 

March  11.  Several  of  the  Whig  lords 
baring  been  tampering  with  Firzbarris  in 
KncgAtc,  to  make  him  accufe  the  Queen, 
the  Duke,  &c.  of  the  Popifli  plot,  the 
government  thought  fit  to  fend  him  from 
Newgate  to  the  Tower. 

The  King  ft  ruck  out  of  the  cbtincil 
bookthe  names  of  the  earls  of  EJfex,  Sir- 
lifbury,  Sunderland,  and  Sir  William  Tevtfle, 
and  alfo  replaced  fomc  of  the  judges. 

The  earl  of  Effex  and  fifteen  lords  deli- 
vered a  petition  to  the  King  for  the  Par- 
liament to  meet  at  rVefiminperf  to  which 
the  King  returned  no  anfwer. 

March  14.  His  Majefty  and  the  court 
let  out  for  Oxford,  where  they  were  re- 
ceived by  the  Univerfity  with  all  demon- 
orations  of  loyalty  and  affection. 

March  17.  Many  of  the  members  of 
Parliament  came  armed,  with  numerous 
retinues  to  Oxford,  particularly  the  mem- 
bers for  the  citj*  of  London  c.tme  with  a 
numerous  body  of  well  armed  horfc,  with 
ribbons  in  their  hats,  with  this  infetip- 
tion,  No  Popery,  no  Slavery. 

March  it.  The  Parliament  met  at  Ox- 
ford, the  gallery  at  the  public  fchools  being 
prepared  for  the  Lords,  and  the  Convoca- 
tion houfe  for  the  Commons. 

The  King,  in  his  fpcech  at  the  opening 
of  the  Parliament,  offered  them  any  expe- 
dient they  could  propofe,  to  allay  their 
fears  of  a  Popifh  fuccrrTor,  without  alter- 
ing the  fucceffion.  He  offered  them,  that  in 
that  cafe,  the  adminiftration  of  the  govern- 
ment ftiould  remain  in  Pioteftant  hands. 

March  22.  The  Commons  havirtg  elected 
Will'xJin  Williams,  efq.  the  Speaker  of  the 
laft  Parliament,  for  their  Speaker,  he  was 
approved  by  his  Majcfty. 

The  Commons  voted  that  the  votes  of 
the  Hoofe  of  Commons  would  be  printed. 
168 1,  March  zt  .The  Common*  im- 
V01.I. 
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peach  Fitzbttrrh  of  high-treaion,  but  the 
impeachment  is  rejected  by  the  Lords J 
which  the  commons  voted  to  be  a  denial  of 

juftice. 

He  was  charged  with  being  the  author 
of  a  trcafonable  pamphlet,  wherein  the 
people  were  advifed  to  fland  to  their  arm! 
againft  the  royal  brothers,  and  tb  trait  to 
their  fwords  in  defence  fif  their  liberties* 
religion,  and  properties — The  chief  mat*, 
ter  in  difpute  was,  whether  he  wat  fet  to 
work  by  the  Papifts,  or  Whigs  }  and  whei 
ther  he  ftiould  be  tried  in  the  ordinary 
courts  of  juftice,  or  on  an  impeachment 
befoTe  the  Houfe  of  Peers. 

Expedients  are  offered  to  the  Parliament 
in  the  room  of  the  bill  of  exclufion,  but 
rejefted. 

1  he  expedients  propoled  inftead  of  the 
bill  of  exclufion  in  this  Parliament  were, 
That  the  whole  government,  upon  the 
death  of  his  prefent  Majefty,  ftiould  be 
vefted  in  a  Regent,  who  ftiould  be  the  prin- 
cefs  of  Ormge,  and  if  fhe  died  without  ifi. 
fue,  then  the  prircefs  Arme  ftiould  be  Re- 
gent ;  but  If  the  dekc  of  Ytrk  (hould  have 
a  fon  educated  a  Proteftant,  then  the  ret. 
gency  ftiould  laft  no  longer  than  his  mino- 
rity ;  and  that  the  Regents  ftiould  govern 
in  the  name  of  their  father,  while  he  livedo 
but  that  he  ihould  be  obliged  to  refide  five 
hundred  miles  from  the  Britifh  dominions'; 
and  if  the  Dak*  ftiould  return  to  thefe 
kingdoms,  the  crown  ihould  immediately 
devolve  on  the  Regent,  and  the  Duke  and 
his  adherents  be  deemed  gdilty  of  high- 
treafon: 

March  28.  The  bill  of  exclufion  was  read 
again  the  firft  time,  and  ordered  a  fecund 
reading;  whereupon,  the  King  came  to  the 
Houfe  of  Lords,  and  having  fent  for  the 
Commons,  he  told  them  he  obferved  fuch 
beats  amongft  them,  and  fuch  differences 
between  the  two  Houfes,  that  he  thought 
fit  to  dlirolve  the  Parliament.  And  the 
King  immediately  fet  out  for  Windfir,  ( jufV- 
ly  apprehending  to  have  been  infoltedby  the 
armed  multitude,  the  feditious  members  had 
brought  down  with  them,)  from  whence 
the  next  day  he  came  to  Whitehall. 

April  7.  Charles  Lenox  duke  of  Rirhtr.cnd, 
Charles's  fon  by  the  duchefs  of  PortftnovtB, 
was  made  knight  of  the  garter  at  nine  years 
of  age. 

April  8.  His  Majefty  ptiblifhed  a  decla- 
ration with  his  rations  for  diffolving  the 
two  laft  Parliaments ;  fome  of  which  were, 
their  entire  negleft  of  the  public,  and  fall- 
ing into  factions:  their  jlTu  in  g  arbitrary 
P  P  orders 
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orders  for  taking  hit  loyal  fubjects  into 
cuftody  for  matters  that  had  no  relatioa  to 
privileges  of  Parliament:  their  declaring 
many  eminent  perfons  enemies  to  the  King 
and  kingdom,  without  any  order  or  proccfs 
of  law,  any  hearing  of  their  defence,  or  any 
proof  fo  much  as  offered  I  their  rcfolvei 
again  ft  any  pcrfon  that  (hould  lend  him 
money,  or  buy  any  tally  of  anticipation, 
thereby  endeavouring  to  reduce  him  to  a 
more  helpleft  condition  than  the  xneaneft 
of  his  fubjccts :  their  taking  upon  them  to 
fufpend  the  laws  and  acts  of  Parliament, 
by  voting  againft  the  profecution  of  Diflen- 
ters.  1  his  declaration  was  ordered  to  be 
read  in  all  churches  and  chapels. 

AddrefTes  of  congratulation  were  prefent- 
ed  to  his  Majefty  for  his  deliverance  from 
the  republicans,  with  promifea  to  ftand  by 
him,  with  their  lives  and  fortunes,  for  the 
prefervation  of  his  Majcfty's  government  in 
church  and  ftate. 

Thefc  addreilcsand  petitions  were  favour- 
ably received  by  the  King.  But  the  Lord 
Mayor,  Recorder,  and  Common-council 
waiting  upon  the  King  at  Windfr  with  a 
different  petition,  were  denied  admiftion, 
and  ordered  to  attend  at  Hampton-court, 
where  they  received  a  reprimand  from  the 
lord  chancellor. 

April  xi*  Sir  Francit  Pemberton,  knt. 
made  was  lord  chief  juftice  of  the  King's- 
bench,  on  the  refignation  of  the  lord  chief 
juftice  Seroggs. 

April  1 3,  Mr.  L"  Eft  range  began  to  pub- 
lish his  Objection,  and  both  he  and  Mr. 
Dryden,  handfomely  expofed  the  whiggiftt 
schemes. 

Francit  Smith,  a  common  publilher  of  fe- 
ditious  libels,  was  committed  to  Newgate. 

April  21.  Mr.  Serjeant  Street,  was  made 
a  baron  of  the  Exchequer. 

The  penfion  that  was  allowed  Titus  Oata 
was  retrenched. 

April  30.  Edward  Fitxbarrit,  being  ar- 
raigned at  the  King's-bencb  bar  for  his  fe- 
ditious  libel,  demurred  to  the  jurifdiction 
of  the  court,  as  standing  impeached  .for  the 
lame  offence  in  Parliament ;  but  his  plea 
being  orer-ruled,  he  afterwards  pleaded  not 
guilty,  and  was  convicted  of  hlgh-treafon 
on  the  oth  of  June  following. 

While  FitKtsrrh  lay  under  fentence  of 
condemnation,  he  folemnly  declared  to  Mr. 
Hawkins  minifter  of  the  Tower,  that  the 
whigs  were  in  a  confpiracy  to  ferre  the  King, 
and  detain  him,  till  he  had  parted  the  bill 
of  exclufion,  and  difmifled  thofe  they  called 
evil  counfc ilors,  and  put  the  •dminiftration 
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into  fuch  hands  as  they  could  confide  in , 
and  until  he  bad  placed  fuch  officers  over 
the  militia  and  navy,  as  they  approved,  and 
the  reft  of  their  grievances  were  redreffed, 
and  that  the  malecontents  computed  they 
could  raife  60,000  men. 

May  16.  An  indictment  was  found 
again  ft  the  carl  of  Danby%  for  being  con- 
cerned in  the  death  of  Sir  Edmundbury  God- 
frey, upon  the  evidence  of  Fitxharris  ;  but 
he  afterwards  retracting  his  evidence,  the 
indictment  dropped. 

June  5.  Mr.  Thomas  Ajhendcr.,  having 
written  a  libel  againft  the  Creed,  the  Lord's 
Prayer,  and  the  Ten  Commandments,  made 
a  public  recantation  of  his  errors  in  the  ca- 
thedral church  of  Peterbcrougb. 

Jure  8.  Oliver  Plunket,  titular  archbifliop 
of  Dublin,  was  tried  and  convicted  of  high- 
treafon  at  the  King's- bench  bar,  in  conspir- 
ing the  deft  ruction  of  the  religion  and  go- 
vernment cftablifhed  in  Ireland. 

June  ia.  The  lord  rVUfiam  Howard  of 
Efcrick,  being  charged  with  contriving  the 
trcafonable  libel  for  which  Fitxharris  was 
convicted,  is  committed  to  the  Tower,  and 
the  court  of  King's-bcnch  refufed  to  admit 
him  to  bail. 

June  xa.  His  Majefty  fent  a  commiffion 
to  the  duke  of  Terk,  conftituting  him  high- 
commiffioner  of  Scotland,  to  reprefent  his 
perfon  in  the  enfuing  Parliament  there. 

June  29.  Stephen  CUIedge  wag  committed 
to  the  Tower  for  high-treafon,  in  confpir- 
ing  to  make  an  infurrection  at  Oxford,  when 
the  Parliament  lift  met  there. 

July  1 .  Oliver  Plunket,  titular  primate  of 
Ireland,  and  Edward  Fitxbarr'u,  efq.  were 
executed  as  traitors  at  Tyburn. 

July  2.  Anthony  earl  of  Shaftejbury  was 
committed  to  the  Tower  for  high^treafoa. 
His  papers  being  fearched,  there  was  found 
a  trcafonable  affociation  drawn  op  for  ex- 
cluding the  duke  of  York,  and  compelling 
his  Majefty  to  fubmit  to  fuch  terms  as  the 
Whigs  mould  impofe  upon  him. 

July  8.  An  indictment  of  high-treafon 
being  preferred  againft  Stephen  Col! edge, 
(called  the  Proteftant  joiner)  at  the  Old 
Bailey,  the  grand-jury  returned  it  ignoranun. 

July  13.  The  princefs  Anne  fet  out 
from  Whitehall  to  attend  their  Royal  High- 
nefl'es  in  Scotland. 

July  23.  Thejprince  of  Orange  came  into 
England,  and  remained  here  till  the  5th  of 
Au^uJI. 

July  28.  The  duke  of  York  as  high- 
commiffioner  opened  the  Parliament  in  Set- 
land,  which  palled  many  acts  in  favour  of 
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*he  King,  one  for  the  fecurity  of  the  Pro- 
tcftaat  religion  profefled  in  that  realm  was 
ratified  j  to  this  was  annexed  an  oath  to  be 
taken  hy  all  officers  in  church  or  ftate. 

Paflive  obedience  was  preached  up  in  all 
the  pulpits. 

Aug.  4.  His  Majefty  fent  the  loyal  Lon- 
don apprentices  a  brace  of  bucks,  to  their 
lead  at  Sadler's-hall. 

Aug,  14.  The  Parliament  of  Scotland 
patted  an  *&,  alTerting  the  right  of  the  fuc- 
ceffion to  the  imperial  crown  of  Scotland) 
wherein  they  declare,  that  the  faid  crown 
by  inherent  right,  and  the  nature  of  that 
raunarchy,  as  well  as  by  the  fundamental 
and  unalterable  laws  of  the  realm,  trans- 
mitted and  devolved  by  lineal  fucceffion  ac- 
cording to  proximity  of  blood :  and  that  no 
difference  in  religion,  no  law  or  ad  of  par- 
liament, can  alter  or  divert  the  right  of 
fucteiBon,  and  lineal  defcent  of  the  crown, 
to  the  neareft  and  lawful  heirs  \  and  there- 
fore it  is  declared  high-treafon,  by  writing, 
f peaking,  or  any  other  manner  of  way,  to 
endeavour  the  alteration,  fufpenlion,  or  di- 
vcrfion  of  the  rig.ht  of  fucceffion. 

Aug*  17,  Stephen  Colledge  (the  Pro  ten- 
ant joiner)  was  convicted  of  treafon,  and 
executed  at  Oxford  xht  31ft. 

Aug,  30,   Titus  Gates  was  turned  out  of 
bis  lodgings  at  Whitehall,  and  difcarded. 

Sept.  5.  Don  Jofepb  Dt  Faria,  envoy  of 
Portugal,  was  admitted  to  his  audience. 

Sept.  7.  The  King  published  an  order 
of  council,  for  the  entertainment  and  af« 
finance  of  the  French  proteftantt,  who  fled 
hither  for  fhelter,  for  which  the  French 
church  in  London  returned  his  Majefty  their 
thanks. 

Sept.  27.  The  King  and  court  were  fplen- 
didiy  entertained  at  Cambridge. 

Dr.Gower,  vice-chancellor  of  Cambridge, 
at  this  time  congratulating  his  Majefty  on 
the  happy  fituatioo  of  his  affairs,  faid  :  we 
ftill  believe  and  maintain,  that  our  Kings 
derive  not  their  titles  from  the  people,  but 
from  God,  that  to  him  only  they  are  ac- 
countable :  that  it  belongs  not  to  Subjects 
cither  to  create  or  censure,  but  to  honour 
and  obey  their  Sovereign,  who  comes  to  be 
fo  by  a  fundamental  hereditary  right  of  fuc- 
ceffion, which  no  religion,  no  law,  no 
fault  or  forfeiture,  can  alter  or  diminifh. 

Sept.  *o.  The  loyal  party  in  the  city 
carried  it  for  the  election  of  a  Mayor,  and 
Sir  Job*  Moore  was  chofen,  and  Thomas 
Pi.Hinjton  and  Samuel  Shute  were  chofen 
frrriffs,  both  Whigs. 

03,  19.   John  ljlovft  having  an  indi&- 
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ment  preferred  againft  him  at  the  Old  Baifey 
for  high-treafon,  and  the  fafts  fworn  by 
eight  witnefles;  yet  the  Whig  (herifrs  had 
fo  packed  the  grand-jury,  that  they  return- 
ed it  ignoramus. 

Nov,  9.  A  proclamation  was  rffuei 
again  ft  exporting  great  guns,  &c.  out  of 
the  kingdom. 

Francis  Smith  was  convifted  of  printing  a 
leditious  libel,  called  A  noble  Peer's  Speech, 
Nov,  n.   The  ambaflador  of  Mofcovy 
made  his  public  entry,  and  was  admitted  to 
his  audience  the  23d. 

Nov,  24.  An  indictment  of  high-trea- 
fon was  preferred  againft  the  earl  of  Sbaftef- 
bury,  at  the  Old  Bailey,  for  framing  an  af- 
fociation  to  exclude  the  duke  of  York  by 
force,  to  deftroy  the  King's  guards,  and 
compel  his  Majefty  to  fnbmit  to  fuch  term* 
as  the  confpirators  fhould  impofe  upon  him  j 
which,  though  pofi  lively  proved  by  eight 
witnefles,  and  the  affociation  ttfelf  found 


among  the  Earl's  papers,  the  grand-jury 


being  packed  by  the  Whig  fteriffs,  refufed 
to  find  the  bill,  and  returned  igtcramut  to 
the  great  joy  of  the  city ;  who  had  a  medal 
ftruck  upon  the  occafion,  on  one  fide  the 
Earl's  effigies,  and  on  the  reverfe  the  fun 
behind  a  cloud  darting  his  beams  on  the 
city  of  London. 

Dec*  4*  An  order  of  council  for  putting 
the  laws  in  execution  againft  Seditious  and 
unlawful  meetings  and  conventicles. 

Dec.  19.  The  carl  of  Argyle  was  con* 
viAed  of  high-treafon  in  Scotland :  after 
which  efcaping  out  of  prifon,  fentencc  was 
pafTed  upon  him  in  bis  abfence. 

Addrcfles  arrived  from  all  parts  of  the 
kingdom,  expreffing  their  abhorrence  of  the 
earl  of  Sbaftt/bury**  affiliation. 

16S1-2,  Jan.  3.  Sympjon  Tongue  made 
it  appear  that  his  father  Dr.  Tongue,  and 
Titus  Gates,  forged  and  contrived  the  Popifb- 
plot. 

Jan,  5.  The  ambaflador  of  the  emperor 
of  Morocco,  made  his  public  entry,  and  on 
the  nth  was  admitted  to  his  audience. 

Jan.  25.  The  duke  of  York's  piclure  in 
Guildhall,  was  defaced  and  torn  ;  where- 
upon the  Lord  Mayor  and  court  of  aldermen 
offered  a  reward  of  500/.  to  any  one  that 
would  difcover  the  offender. 

Feb,  3.  Sir  Thomas  Lincb,  was  made 
governor  of  Jamaica. 

Thomas  Thyvne,  efq.  was  fhot  in  hit 
coach  in  Pall-Mall,  by  affaffins  hired  by 
count  Kon'tnrjmark  j  and  the  next  day  cap- 
tain Cbriftofber  VratT,  George  Borofy,  and 
John  Stem,  the  afl'affins,  Were  apprehended  5 
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and  on  the  igth  count  Koningjmark  him- 
UU  was  taken  at  Crave/end  in  a  fcaman's 
habit. 

,  Sir  Samuel  Mortland  invented  a  machine, 
which  by  the  lt:cng*h  or  eight  men,  woul4 
force  the  water  in  a  continual  ftre«m  fnm 
from  the  river  Thames  to  the  top  or  tk'inafcr 
rattle,  and  fixty  foot  higher,  at  the  rate  of 
fixty  barrel i  an  hour)  which  experiment 
was  repeated  fcvcral  times  before  the  King, 
Queen,  anfi  court,  the  latter  end  of  this 
year ;  and  his  Majcfly  gave  Sir  Samuel  a 
medal,  with  his  effigies  fet  round  with 
diamonds,  and  constituted  him  mafter  of 
jnechanics>  to  tcftify  his  cfteem  for.  Sir 
Samuel. 

Feb.  %j)  Count  Pertingut,  ambailador 
extraordinary  from  Savcy,  made  his  public 
entry,  arid  on  the  xd  of  March  wa^  admitted 
to  hit  audience. 

Ftb.  28.  Count  Kavingfvtark,  and  the 
three  aflaflinSj  I'ratx,  tycrofky,  and  Stem, 
were  tried  at  the  Old  Baity ;  the'  three  af- 
faflins  were  convicled^  but  the  Count  being 
favoured  by  the  court,  was  acquitted }  Vratxt 
BoroAy,  and  Sura,  were  hanged  in  Pall- 
Ma  u  the  10th  of  March,  and  afterwards 
$omJiy,  who  Ihot  Mr.  Thyme,  was  hanged 
in  chains  nt  ar  Mile  End. 

Count  Kcningfmark,  and  Mr.  Tbynne, 
were  rivals  for  the  lady  Ogle,  and  the  Count 
apprehended  the  lady  was  more  inclined  to 
Mr*  Tbynne,  than  nimfelf.

The  tiuke  oi  Ycrk  embarked  on 
board  the  GloccMcr  tiigate  tor  Scotland  :  on 
the  5th  the  Cloccflcr  {truck  upon  the  fand^ 
Called  The  Lemon  and  Our,  about  16  leagues 
from  the  mouth  of  the  Humbir,  and  was, 
loft  with  mort  of  the  ihip's  crew  and  paf- 
fen^ers,  only  the  Duke  and  fome  few  thit 
he  took  with  him  in  the  pinnace  were  faved  ; 
among  whom  was  Mr.  Churchill,  afterwards 
duke  of  Marllorougb,  for  whole  prefcrva- 
tion  the  duke  of  York  was  extremely  foli- 
citouj. 

It  was  fa;d  tha^t  the  finking  mariners  gave 
an  huxxa  when  they  faw  the  Duke  in  fafe- 
ty,  and  with  joyful  acclamations  went  down 
to  the  bofom  or  the  deep.  When  fhc  ltruck 
the  weather  was  very  fine,  and  they  were  in 
no  apprcbenfions  the  fliip  would  fink  before 
boats  coujd  come  from  the  reft  of  the  fleet 
to  take  them  off. 

May  7.  The  duke  of  Turk  arrived  in 
Scotland,  and  ha\ing  declared  his  M 'jetty's, 
pieafure  to  conftitule  lord  tfcddo,  lord  pre- 
fxdent  of  the  fcfiion,  lord  chancellor  of 
that  kingdom;  the  earl  of  ^uitnjbcr^tgb, 
lord  trcalurer  j  and  the  carl  or  Perth' ,  lord 
juftice  general, ;  he,  embarked  again  for£«« 
gland  wiih  the  Uuchefs  and  the  princcfi 
Amt,  in  the  Happy  Return,  a^d  arrived  iq 
the  river  the  27th,  being  met  at  Er'itb  by 
his  Majcfty  in  his  barge. 

The  Lord  Mayor  and  aldermen  congratu- 
lated his  Royal  Hi^hnefs  upon  his  return 
and  elcape,  and  the  night  concluded  with 
bonfires,  and  other  demonstrations  of  joy 
through  the  city. 

The  Whiga  rendered  themfclves  the; 
more  obnoxious  to  the  court,  and  particu- 
lar? to  the  duke  of  Ycrk,  by  the  variety  of 
pamphlets  tbey  published  j  one  under  the 
title  of  The  Lift  of  Julian  th*  Aptfatt  made 
a  great  noifc,  tn  which  a  parallel  was  drawn 
between  the  duke  of  York  and  that  Prince  j 
\hc  ncceflity  of  an  ctpulfion  was  fhewn, 
and  pa  (five  obedience  exploded  as  iMabimc- 
tan  doctrine.  The  animofity  againft  the 
Whigs  was  fo  exceflive,  that  even  in  the 
adminif)  ration  of  juftice,  the  judges  forgot 
common  decency.  PilkingUn  the  uSerirf 
was  fined  in  an  action  brought  by  the  duke 
of  York  for  words  fcandaloufly  fpoken,  to 
the  amount  of  100,000/.  To  fuel)  a  bcigh^ 
wa.  party  raje  earned. 
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May  8.  An  order  of  council  lifted,  pm- 
|iibiting  perfons  of  ouality  to  converfe  with 
the  duke  of  Mmmoutb. 

The  carl  of  SLafuJhury  brought  an  aflion 
pf  fcandalum  rr.jgnatum  -gainft  Mr.  Crad- 
dak,  for  faying  he  was  a  traitor  ;  but  upon 
the  defendant'*  motion  to  have  a  jury  out 
of  the  country,  the  Earl  dropped  the  aclioo. 

The  carl  retired  into  Holland  in  Novem- 
ber following,  where  he  died  fix  weeks  af- 
terwards. It  is  worthy  of  remark  that  he 
was  glad  to  flicker  him  leif  under  theRepoblic 
to  which  he,  when  Chancellor,  had  applied 
the  faying  of  Cato,  DcIeneLt  ef  Carthago. 

The  court  formed  a  defign  again  ft  Lm- 
daily  and  other  corporations,  and  refolved 
to  annul  the  charier  of  London. 
.  Wdlmvc,  the  foreman  of  the  jury  that 
■returned  the  bill  agajrrft  Ctiltdge,  ignoramus, 
was  convi&ed  of  kidnapping  a  T>oy,  and 
(ending  him  to  the  Weft- Indies. 

June  50.  Nathaniel  Tbtmfon,  William 
Pain,  and  Jthn  Fartvell  were  tried  and  con- 
▼idled  of  reflecting  on  the  jyflice  of  the 
nation,  in  condemning  Green,  Berry,  and 
Hill,  for  the  murder  of  Sir  Edmundlury 
Godfrey,  when  he  murdered  himfclf.  They 
were  fined  100/.  a  piece,  and  TUmfcn  and 
Tarwtll  fentenced  to  the  pillory. 

June  14.  The  corporation  of  Evtp.am 
furrendercd  their  charter. 

June  26.  The  flicrifts  of  London t  Pit* 
klngun  and  Slute,  for  continuing  the  poll 
for  new  fherifls,  after  thr  common-hall  was 
adjourned  by  the  Lord  Mayor,  were  com- 
mitted to  the  Tower,  but  admitted  to  bail 
the  30th  inftjnt.  • 

.  Ju/f  5.  Aaron  Smith  was  convicted  of 
publishing  feditious  libels,  and  fentenced  to 
ftand  in  the  pillory  ,  and  pay  a  fine  of  50c/. 

July  11.  Mr.  Gocd.rxugb,  the  under 
fhe  rift  of  Leaden,  was  fined  ico/.  for  not  al- 
tering the  pannel  of  a  jury,  at  the  command 
pf  the  bench  At  Hicks Vhall. 

July  15.  An  order  of  council  iflued  for 
again  beginning  the  eledrion  of  ihcriffs  in 
X.*nd(,n  ;  whereupon  Mr.  B%x  and  Mr.  North 
werechofen,  to  the  fatisfultion  of  the  court. 

The  Lord  Mayor  and  fherifts  of  London 
being  elected  by  the  influence  of  the  court, 
and  at  their  devotion,  the  court  improved 
the  advantage,  relying  on  the  compliance 
of  the  magiflrates,  refolved  to  annul  their 
charter,  but  it  was  not  accomplished  till 
next  year. 

This  year  the  King  received  two  extraor- 
dinary embattles,  one  from  the  king  of  Fex 
in  Morocco,  the  other  from  the  king  of 
Bantam  in  the  ifk  of  Java . 
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The  numerous  parties  formed  in  fevcral 
corporations  again  ft  the  Whigs  gave  um- 
brage to  the  court,  they  therefore  came  to 
a  resolution  to  rcfumc their  chatters,  and  to 
grant  other?,  that  would  enable  the  King  to 
nominate  their  reprefentatives  in  parlia- 
ment. 

The  princefs  Charlotte- Maria, 
third  daughter  of  the  duke  of  TV*,  by  hit 
laft  dutchefs,  born  }  fhe  d,icd  in  O&cbtr 
following. 

Sept.  1 3.  A  new  charter  granted  to  the 
town  of  Derby. 

Srpt.  20.  The  earl  of  Sunderland  called 
to  the  privy-council  again. 

Sept*  14.  The  marquis  of  Halifax  made 
lord  privy-feal. 

Sept.  27.  A  new  charter  granted  to  the 
corporation  of  Maidflone  in  Kent. 

Nov.  5.  Several  rioters  were  taken  up 
and  committed,  for  crying  out  a  Monmouth, 
a  Mommttb,  and  sflaulting  all  perfons  that 
would  not  join  them ;  and  an  order  of  coun- 
cil was  iflued  againft  making  of  bonfires 
without  leave.  And  the  city  magiftratet 
rode  about  the  city  on  the  5th  of  November, 
and  prevented  any  tumuhuous  an4  riotous 
afTemblies,  as  had  happened  of  late  years 
on  that  day,  on  pretence  of  burning  the 
Pope,  &c.

Dec.  Several  perfons  that  were  appre- 
hended for  the  riot  of  the  5th  oi  November, 
were  convicted  and  fente  ccd  to  ftand  in 
tiie  pillory,  and  pay  a  fine  to  the  King. 

Dee.  13.  An  order  of  council  againft 
kidnapping  and  fpiriting  people  away  to  the 
plantations. 

Dee.  18.  Heneagt  Finch,  earl  of  Netting' 
bam,  and  lord  chancellor  of  England,  died.

Mr.  Papiilan  and  Mr.  Dubois 
esufcd  Sir  William  Pritcbard  the  lord  mayor, 
fieriff  Ncrtb,  and  feveral  other  aldermen, 
to  be  arretted  and  detained  till  one  the  next 
scorning  :  whereupon  the  lieutenancy  raifed 
the  militia,  and  the  Lord  Mayer,  Gfe.  were 
feleafed. 

Afril  ac.  Mr.  ferjeant  Wilkins  made  one 
of  the  joftices  of  the  King's- bench. 

May  1.  A  patent  was  granted  to  Robert 
}      'raid,  eftj.  for  making  fait  water  frefh. 

May  a.  The  King  to  revenge  himfelf 
of  the  cla  roagiftrates  of  London,  iflued  out 
ft  ComTiifTton  for  trial  of  the  authors  of  the 
diforck.  ar  th-  election  of  fljeriffs  the  laft 
year,  which  by  the  commiflion  was  called  • 
riotous  and  unlawful  afllmbly. 

May  8.  Pilk'ytgton  and  Sbute,  the  Tate 
§ttrimy  lord  Grty  of  Werk,  alderman  Cor- 
nijb,  and  feveral  of  the  principal  rioters, 
were  tried  at  Guild-hall, for  continuing  the 
poll  for  fhe riffs  after  the  common  hall  was 
adjourned,  and  aflaolting  the  Lord  Mayor, 
&c  They  w-re  convicted  and  fined,  Pit* 
kwp™  500/.  Sbute  1000  marks,  and  the 
lorJi  G-rt,  Bet  hi',  and  Com'ijh  1000  marks 
each,  and  the  relf,  in  leffcr  fums. 

May  zi.  The  common-council  of  L««- 
itn  disclaimed  their  being  concerned  in  the 
•rreft  ing  the  Lord  Mayor, 

May  30.  Count  Z'tnxtnderf,  envoy  of 
€axony,  admitted  to  his  audience. 

June  ra.  The  court  of  King's-bench 
gave  judgment  again  ft  the  city,  in  the  quo 
warranto  brought  againft  their  charter. 

The  charter  was  declared  forfeited,  but 
judgment  could  not  be  entered  until  his 
M.  •       1  plcafure  fhould be  further  known. 

The  city  fubmitted  to  the  King,  and 
waited  up»n  his  Majefty  with  a  petition. 

June  14.  The  plot  or  confpiracy  to  af- 
faiiin  it e  his  Majefty  at  the  Rye-houfe  in 
Hertford f-ire  wai  difcovered  by  a  letter  from 
Jofepb  Ketting  to  lord  Dartmouth  and  fecre- 
tary  Jenlint.  By  Keeling'*  depofition,  the 
eonfpirator*  were  to  feiie  the  King  and 
duke  of  York,  and  to  maflacre  the  magi- 
strates of  London  and  the  officers  of  ftate. 

The  Rye-houfe  is  a  farm  near  Hoddefdon 
in  Hertford/hire,  through  which  his  Majefty 
ofbally  patted  in  his  road  from  Newmarket, 
which  farm  belonged  to  Rumbe/d,  one  of 
the  boideft  of  the  afTaffins }  and  here  there- 


fore  h  was  propofed  by  the  confpiratOTJ  to 
attack  the  King  and  his  guards,  by  tiring 
from  the  out  houfes,  while  another  party 
should  attack  them,  when  they  were  fepa- 
rated  by  the  gates,  and  embarraflcd  in  the 
tnclofures ;  but  a  fire  happening  at  AVw- 
market,  his  Majefty  returned  to  London  foon- 
er  than  he  intended,  and  before  the  con- 
fpirators  were  prepared  to  pu|  their  defigo 
in  execution. 

June  18.  The  city  of  London  nude 
their  fubmiflion  to  the  King  at  Windforf 
and  complied  with  the  regulations  be  waa 
pleafed  to  prefcribe  tbem  ,  the  principal 
whereof  were,  that  if  the  King  did  not  ap- 
prove of  the  Lord  Mayor,  Sheriffs,  or  other 
officers  of  the  city,  he  might  nominate 
others. 

The  city  of  London  creeled  a  ftatoe  of 
king  Charles  I.  again  in  the  Royal-ex- 
change, the  former  one  having  been  de- 
molished. 

June  23.  A  proclamation  was  i  fined  for 
apprending  colonel  John  Rumfey,  R'uhard 
Rumbcld,  malfter,  Richard  Ne/rbwf,  efq. 
Edward  Wade,  Richard  Goodenmgh,  cap- 
tain Walcot,  William  Thorn fon,  James  Bar- 
ton, and  William  Hene,  confpintors  in  the 
Rye-houfe  afl'affi nation  plot,  and  a  reward 
of  100/.  was  offered  for  the  apprehending 
any  one  of  them. 

June  28.  A  proclamation  was  publiftrd 
for  apprehending  the  dake  of  Monmouth^ 
Ford  lord  Grey  of  Work,  fir  Thomas  Arm* 
jJrtng,  and  Robert  Fergufon,  who  were  fled 
from  juftice,  and  500/.  waa  offered  for  ap- 
prehending any  of  them. 

Lord  Howard  of  Efcrkk,  one  of  the  con- 
fpirators,  came  in  ana  informed  the  govern- 
ment, that  the  earl  of  Effex,  lord  Ruffef% 
and  others,  were  concerned  in  the  conspi- 
racy, whereupon  tbey  were  apprehended. 

July  a.  The  Lord  Mayor,  aldermen, 
and  common-council  of  London,  congratu- 
lated his  Majefty  and  the  duke  of  Tor*  upon 
the  difcovery  of  the  Rye-houfe  plot,  and 
addrcdes  came  from  all  parts  of  the  kingdom 
to  the  fame  effect. 

The  ambaffadnrs  of  foreign  prince*  ad- 
drefled  his  Majefty  on  the  difcovery,  and 
the  king  of  France  offered  a  reward  of  500 
piftoles  for  the  apprehenfion  of  Meamiatb, 
Grey,  Armflrong,  or  Fergufon. 

July  la.    Captain  Tbvmat  Walrit,  con- 
victed of  hiph-treaforj,  in  confptring  the 
death  of  his  Majefty,  and  tie  fubverfion  of 
the  government,  and  providing  arms,  fi^c. 
for  that  purpofe. 

July  13.    WUHam  lord  B*fd  was  tried 
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ftfcd  convicted  of  high  treafon,  in  conferring 
the  death  of  the  King,  and  to  that  end  con- 
sulting and  concluding  with  other  traitors 
to  raite  a  rebellion,  and  to  feise  and  deftroy 
the  King's  guards.  William  lime  and  Join 
Rouft  were  alfo  convicted,  and  with  fralcot 
and  lord  RuJ/el  received  fentence  of  death 
the  14th,  but  captain  Slant  was  acquitted.

The  King  and  the  duke  of  York  were 
ftronglv  fufpected  of  the  murder  of  the  earl 
•f  EJJftx. 

Vtema  befieged  by  the  Turku 

jfufy  20.  Wakot,  Horn,  and  Rouft  were 
executed  at  Tyburn,  and  confeflcd  the  trea- 
son of  whkh  they  had  been  convicted  ;  only 
Walcot  denied  he  was  to  be  concerned  in 
that  part  relating  to  the  affaffirution. 

July  ai.  Lord  Rvfftl  was  beheaded  in 
J,in<olnt-inn~juldi,  and  in  the  paper  he  left 
behind  him,  told  the  world,  he  had  fevcral 
times  beard  the  feicing  of  the  King's  guards 
propofed,  but  faid,  he  never  con  Tented  to  it. 
Now,  whoever  *  comes  into  an  aflcmbly 
more  than  once,  where  rebellion  is  proposed, 
though  be  fays  nothing,  is  in  law  presumed 
to  confent  to  it,  and  guilty  of  high  treafon  \ 
it  is  miffinfion  if  he  does  not  difcuver  it 
the  firft  time. 

July  14*  The  judgment  and  decree  of 
the  univerfity  of  Oxford,  paficd  in  convoca- 
tion againft  the  doctrine  of  refiftance,  and 
other  pernicious  tenets,  was  pre  fen  ted  to  his 
Majefty  with  great  solemnity,  and  very 
graciously  received* 

July  a 8.  His  Majefty  published  a  decla- 
ration,  containing  a  narrative  of  the  Rye- 
houfe  plot ;  and  Sunday  the  9th  of  Septem- 
ber was  appointed  to  beobferved  as  a  thackf- 
giving  for  his  Majefty's  deliverance. 

The  princefs  Anne  was  married  to  prince 
George  of  Denmark,  at  St.  Jamtit,  by  the 
biftiop  of  Lender,  in  the  pre  fence  of  the 
King  and  Queen  and  their  Royal  Highnefies.

Mr.  juftice  Jonex  made  lord 
chieJ  juftice  of  the  Common-pleas,  in  the 
room  of  Sir  Francii  Pimberiun,  who  u» 
difplaced.

The  mob  affaulted  the  Sienr 
Cittert,  the  Dutch  ambaflador,  and  his  lady, 
in  his  coach,  and  wounded  his  lady  :  where- 
upon an  order  of  council  was  illucd  again  ft 
making  bonfires,  and  throwing  fquibs  in 
the  (beets  of  London. 

Nov.  7.  Algernon  Sidney,  efq.  arraigned 
at  the  King's-bench  bar,  for  high-treafou, 
in  confpiring  the  death  of  his  Majefty,  and 
consulting  with  feveral  other  traitors  how 
to  compafs  it  $  but  more  particularly  for 
contriving  a  treafoaable  libel,  wherein  he 
affcrts  power  to  be  orignally  in  the  people, 
and  delegated  by  them  to  the  Parliament, 
to  whom  the  King  was  fubject,  and  might 
be  called  to  account. 

Nov.  8.  The  duke  of  York  and  prince 
of  Dentr.ark  accepted  cf  an  invitation  from 
the  artillery  company,  and  were  entertained 
at  Merchant-Taylors-hall. 

Nov.  so.  Samuel  jfobnfon,  a  clergyman, 
convicted  of  writinga  feditious  libel,  called 
Julian  the  Apoflate,  reflecting  upon  his  royal 
highneu  the  duke  of  York,  U\  whkh  he 
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•was  fined  500  rrarks,  and  his  book  burnt 
by  ihe  hangman. 

Nov.  II.  Colonrt  Algernon  Sidny  was 
brought  to  his  trial,  and  convicted  of  high- 
treafon  :  he  was  condemned  the  26th,  and 
on  the  7th  of  December  was  beheaded  on 
Tower-bill,  glorying  that  he  died  for  the 
good  old  caufc,  in  which  he  had  been  en- 
gaged from  his  ycnith.  He  had  been  ap- 
pointed one  of  the  high  court  of  juftice  that 
murdered  king  Charlci  I.  though  he  did  not 
f   fit  there. 

This  was  the  firft  man  aecufed  of  treafon 
and  condemned  to  die,  for  writing  any 
thing  without  publifhing  it.  He  deliver- 
ed a  writing  to  the  fheriff  before  his 
death,  complaining  of  the  injuftice  done 
him :  he  rcprefented  the  infamous  life  of 
lord  Howard  and  the  judges,  as  corrupted 
men,  only  promoted  to  fcrve  the  defigns  of 
the  court. 

Nov.  25.  The  duke  of  Monmwtb  fub- 
mitted  himfelf,  and  was  admitted  to  his 
Majefl-y's  pretence  :  he  lignrd  a  paper  ac- 
knowledging his  being  concerned  in  the 
late  confpiracy,  except  that  part  of  it  againft 
the  King's  life,  and  obtained  his  pardon  ; 
but  relarfing  again,  he  demanded  the  paper 
01  his  Majefty,  who  reftoicd  it,  and  he  was 
banifhed  the  court,  and  went  into  Hclland. 

J683-4,  Jen.  10.  Charles  Beavcltrk, 
earl  of  Burford,  the  King's  natural  fon  by 
Mrs.  Eleanor  Gu'yn,  created  duke  of  St. 
Albett'n. 

Jen.  19.  A  new  charter  was  granted 
to  the  city  of/rf;/,. 

Jen.  23.  Lord  flramtm  Gerard,  Mr. 
Booth,  Mr.  Trrvrterd,  Mr.  Cbaritw*  and 
Major  Wildhcm,  who  ha  i  been  committed 
for  the  late  confpiracy,  and  afterwards  bail- 
ed, were  now  totally  discharged. 

Feb.  4.  Artlur  Herbert,  efq,.  created 
rear-admiral  of  England. 

Jot  n  Hampden,  efq.  was  tried 
for  a  mifdemeanour,  in  confpiring  and  con- 
federating with  ether  perfons  to  make  an 
infurrection,  &c.  He  was  convicted,  and 
fined  40,cocV.  and  to  give  fecurity  for  his 
good  behaviour  during  life. 

About  the  beginning  of  December  begun 
a  very  hard  frofl,  which  continued  to  the 
eth  of  February  without  intermiffion,  in- 
somuch that  the  coaches  run  upon  the 
Thames  from  the  Temple  to  Wefimxnfler  in 
Utile ry  term  ;  an  ox  was  roafted  whole, 
bulls  baited,  and  the  like. 

Feb.  7.  Ltnvrence  Braddcn  and  Hugh 
Speke  were  tried  at  the  King's-bcnch  bar, 
and  convicted  of  a  mifdcmcanour,  in  con- 
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fpiring  to  make  the  people  believe,  that  thi 
earl  of  EJfex  was  murdered  by  thofe  whft 
had  thecullody  of  him;  and  endeavouring 
to  fuborn  falfc  uitneffcs  to  prove  it  ;  judg- 
ment was  giv<*n  againft  them  the  following 
term,  when  Br  addon  was  fined  2000?.  and 
Speke  1000/.  and  to  give  fecurity  for  their 
guod  behaviour  during  hfc. 

Feb.  XI.  John  Darby,  a  printer,  alfia 
having  been  convicted  of  printing  a  libel, 
callrd,  LordRulkVs  Speech,  made  his  fub- 
miflion  this  term,  and  was  fined  but  twen- 
ty marks. 

Feb.  1a.  The  earl  of  Derby,  after  feveral 
attempts  to  regain  his  liberty,  was  at  length 
admitted  to  be  bailed  by  the  judges  of  the 
King's- bench. 

The  earl  of  Pexvis,  lord  Arundel  of  War- 
dour,  and  lord  Bella/It,  who  had  been  im- 
peached for  the  Popifh  plot,  were  likewife 
admitted  to  bail  5  as  was  alfb  the  earl  of 
Tyrcne  in  Ireland,  but  lord  Petre  died  in  the 
tower  about  a  month  before,  profefling  hia 
innocence. 

Feb.  14.  Sir  Samuel  Berrterdljfon,  bart. 
;  was  tried  and  convicted  of  a  mifdemeanour, 
in  defaming  and  fcandalizing  the  govern- 
ment, by  feveral  lett en  or  libels,  averting 
thst  the  plot  of  which  lord  Rujfel,  colonel 
Sidney,  &c.  were  convicted,  was  a  (ham  j 
he  was  fined  10,000/.  and  to  find  fu relies 
for  his  good  behaviour  during  life. 

March  19.  The  Dutch  having  fallen 
upon  fome  Spanijh  fhips  in  the  Downs,  the 
King  ifiued  a  proclamation  for  preferring 
the  neutrality  of  the  ports,  roads,  and 
creeks,  upon  the  Erglifh  coaft,  directing 
the  commanders  of  hh  men  of  wax  tooppofe 
the  aggrefTort. 

1684,  April  2.  Lord  Dartmouth  returned 
from  Tangier,  with  the  garrifon,  artillery, 
and  fiores,  having  blown  up  and  demolifhcd 
the  place,  and  fpoiled  the  harbour,  by  his 
Majefty's  order.

A  rule  was  made  for  the  exe- 
cution of  James  HcJloivay,  who  had  been 
outlawed  on  an  indictment  for  hlgh-tres- 
fon,  on  the  30th  intrant,  being  one  of  the 
configurators  in  the  Rye-houfe  plot ;  he  waa 
taken  in  the  Wejl-lnd'm  and  brought  to 
London. 

Langley  Curtis  having  been  convicted  of 
printing  a  libel,  called,  The  Lord  Ruflet'i 
Gbsft  \  or,  the  NigbfiveHer  of  Bloomfbury, 
containing  reflections  on  the  government, 
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was  fen  te  need  to  pay  500/.  and  stand  in  the 
pillory. 

sifril  30.  George  Sauadron,  fteward  to 
the  earl  of  Clare,  was  convicted  of  fpealcing 
feditious  words  againft  the  government,  and 
afterwards  adjudged  to  pay  a  fine  of  100/. 
and  to  ftand  in  the  pillory. 

May  a*  Several  gentlemen  having  op- 
pofed  the  new  charter  granted  to  the  town 
of  Nottingham,  an  information  was  exhi- 
bited againft  thcro,  and  they  were  convicted 
©f  a  riot  in  the  court  of  King's-bench. 

May  3.  The  duke  of  Tor k  having  brought 
an  anion  of  jeandalum  magnatum  againft 
John  Dutton,t(<\.  the  la  ft  Michaelmas-term, 
ttc  was  tried  and  convicted,  among  others, 
of  the  following  words,  viz.  *f  Thedulce  of 
York  is  a  Papift  j  and  I  will  be  hanged  at 
any  own  door,  before  fuch  a  damned  Popifh 
rafcal  {ball  inherit  the  crown,"  &c.  The 
jury  gave  the  Duke  100,000/.  damages. 

The  duke  of  York  brought  his  action  of 
fcsndalum  magnatum  again  ft  Titus  Oatet. 

May  ta.  The  admiralty  being  in  com- 
xniflion,  the  King  revoked  the  commiflion, 
and  committed  the  care  of  the  admiralty  to 
the  duke  of  York  again. 

June  II.  Francis  Smith,  a  bookfcller  in 
Cor nbill,  was  tried  and  convicted  for  publifli- 
ing  a  feditious  libel,  called,  The  Raree 
Sboivi  containing  the  moil  villanous  re- 
flections on  the  King,  the  Duke,  and  the 
whole  adminiflration.  He  was  adjudged  to 
pay  a  fine  of  500A  to  ftand  in  the  pillory 
three  times,  and  give  fecurity  tor  his  good 
behaviour  during  life. 

June  14.  Sir  Tbcmas  Armflrong  having 
been  outlawed  upon  an  indictment  Tor  high- 
treafon,  as  a  confpirator  in  the  Rye-houfe 
plot,  was  apprehended  at  Leyden  in  Holland, 
by  order  of  the  States,  and  tent  over  in  one 
of  his  Majefty's  yachts,  and  this  day  being 
brought  to  the  Kisg's-bcnch  bar,  a  rule 
was  made  for  his  execution  on  the  aoih. 
His  head  was  fet  upon  Weftminfter-hall 
between  CromtuclVt  and  Bradjbavis,  and  his 
quarters  on  the  city  gates. 

The  King  prevailed  to  have  the  charters 
of  the  principal  boroughs  furrendered  to  him. 

June  it.  Thus  Oates  having  let  judg- 
ment go  by  default*,  in  an  action  of  fcanda- 
htm  magnatum,  brought  againft  him  by  the 
duke  or  York  \  the  jury  upon  a  writ  of  en- 
quiry, executed  in  the  court  of  King's- 
bench,  gave  the  Duke  100,000/.  damages. 
It  was  proved,  that  befides  his  calling  the 
Duke  traitor,  he  had  faid,  '«  He  was  a  fon 
of  a  whore,  and  a  rafcal,  and  he  hoped  to 
live  to  fee  him  hanged."

Feh.  6.  TAMER  II.  the  third,  but  only 
J  furviving  fon  of  king  Charles  I. 
and  brother  and  heir  to  king  Charles  II. 
fucceeded  to  the  crown,  and  was  proclaim-; 
ed  with  the  ufual  folemnity,  a  few  hours 
after  Cberki  had  rcfigned  his  breath. 


The  fame  day,  as  loon  as  the  Lor  Js  return- 
ed to  Whitehall,  the  King  made  a  f perch  in 
council,  wherein  he  aifurcd  them,  he  mould 
endeavour  to  follow  his  brother's  example, 
efpecially  in  his  great  clemency  and  tender- 
nefs  to  his  people;  that,  though  he  had 
R  r  *  km 
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bsen  reported  to  be  a  own  of  arbitrary  power, 
he  ftiould  invade  no  man's  property,  but  en- 
deavour to  fupporc  the  government  in  church 
and  ftate,  as  it  was  by  law  etbblifhcd.

their  rcfpc&ivc  offices  til)  further  orders. 

Feb.  7.  Sir  Ccute  Juries,  lent,  and 
bart.  made  lord  chief  juitice  of  the  King's* 
tench  j  Sir  Francis  Within* ,  knt.  fecond 
jufticc  j  Sir  Richard  Ho'lvway,  knt.  third 
jufticc  ;  and  Sir  Ibomas  Walat,  knt.  fourth 
juftic*  of  the  King'*-bcnch.  Sir  Ibcmds 
"Jones,  knt.  was  made  chief  juftice  of  the 
Common . pleas  ;  Sir  Crefwell  Levins,  knt. 
Sir  Job'Cbarletcn,  knt.  and  Sir  Thomas 
Street,  knt.  juftices  of  the  Common-pleas. 
HVliam  Montague,  efq.  chief  baron  of  the 
Exchequer  j  Sir  Edward  Atkyns,  Sir  William 
Gregory,  Sir  Robert  Wiirbt,  and  Sir  Rich- 
ard  May,  barons  of  the  Exchequer. 

Feb.  8.  The  King  went  publickly  to 
mafs  at  St.  James**  chapel. 

Feb.  9.  A  proclamation  was  ilTued  for 
continuing  the  payment  and  collection  of 
the  coftoms. 

Feb.  14.  King  Charles  was  buried  pri- 
vately (from  the  painted  chamber  at  Wefi- 
minfter)  in  Henry  VUth'l  chapel. 

The  duke  of  Ormond  was  conftituted  lord 
fteward  of  the  houlhold  ;  the  earl  of  Ar- 
lington, lord  chamlerlain  ;  lord  vifcount 
Nenofart,  trcafurer ;  lord  Maynard,  comp- 
troller j  and  Henry  Savile,  efq.  vicc-cham- 
berhin  j  in  which  offices  they  had  ferved 
the  late  King. 

Feb.  16.  The  earl  of  Rcebe/fer  confti- 
tuted  lord  high  treafurer  of  England. 

The  King  required  by  proclamation,  that 
the  coftoms  and  duties  granted  to  the  late 
King  enly  for  life,  fhould  be  continued  to 
be  cdllecled. 

Thi%  was  a  maoifeft  invafton  of  the  na- 
tion's rights  and  liberties.  He  could  not 
be  ignorant,  that  an  encroachment  of  the 
fame  nature  had  occafioned  a  great  contcft 
between  the  King  his  father  and  the  Par- 
liament, and  that  this  contcft  produced  the 
petition  of  right.  This  proceeding  was  the 
mere  extraordinary,  as  he  afTc&ed  to  take 
by  his  authority,  what  he  well  knew  would 
not  be  refdfed  by  Parliament  }  and  this  gave 
occafion  to  fear,  that  James**  promifes 
were  not  fo  firmly  to  be  relied  on  as  was 
dell  red. 


Feb.  i8i    The  marquis  of  Halifax  wa# 
made  prefident  of  the  council  j  the  earl  of 
Clarendon,  lord  privy  fcal  ;    the  duke  of 
Beaufort,  lord  prtfident  W  Wales ;  and  lord 
Godcipbin,  lord  chamberlain  to  the  Queen. 
Henry  Buckley,  efq.  was  made  matter  of  the 
houlhold,  and  Sir  Stephen  Fcx,  cldeft  clerk 
of  the  green  cloth. 

The  King  publithed  two  papers,  taken 
out  of  the  late  King's  It  rung  box,  to  mani- 
feft he  died  a  Papift. 

The  foreign  ambnUadors  in  town  were 
admitted  to  their  audiences  *of  condolence 
and  congratulation. 

March  6.  A  proclamation  was  iflued,  ap- 
pointing commiftioners  to  adjuft  the  refpee- 
tivc  claims  of  thofe  who  were  to  affift  at 
the  coronation,  which  was  lo  be  celebrated 
the  23d  of  Af>ril. 

Addrefics  were  pre  fen  ted  from  alnvft 
every  county,  city,  and  borough,  in  the 
kingdom  ;  but  that  from  the  Quakers  had 
the  following  remarkable  fentence,  ««  Wc 
are  come  to  teftify  our  forrow  for  the  death 
of  our  good  friend  Charles,  and  our  joy  at 
thy  being  made  our  governor.  We  are  told 
thou  art  not  of  the  perfuafun  of  the  church 
of  England  any  more  than  we  j  and  there- 
fore we  hope  that  thou  will  grant  onto 
us.  the  fame  liberty  which  thou  allowcft 
thyfelf." 

1 63 5,  March  zSi  The  parliament  of 
Scotland  being  opened,  the  fame  day  the 
King's  letter  to  them  was  read,  and  the 
duke  of  S^veenjborougb,  his  Majcfty's  high- 
commiflioner,  made  a  fpcech,  whereiri  he 
allured  them  of  his  Majcfty's  resolution  to 
maintain  and  protedl  the  government  of  the 
church,  as  by  law  eftabliftied,  together  with 
the  people's  rights  and  liberties  }  and  re- 
commended the  fupprefting  that  fanatical 
and  irreclaimable  party,  who  had  brought 
them  to  the  brink  of  ruin  and  difgrace,  and 
werenot  jnore  rebels  agaioft  the  King,  than 
enemies  to  mankind. 

The  lord  chancellor  (the  earl  of  Perth ) 
al fo  made  a  fpecch  to  the  fame  efVecl  \ 
whereupon  the  Parliament  drew  up  an  ad- 
drefs  of  condolence  and  congratulation  to 
.hisMajefty.  afiuring  him,  they  would  fttew 
thcmfelves  fo  exempbrily  loyal,  as  to  raife 
his  honour  and  greatnefs  to  the  utmoft  of 
their  power,  and  promised  that  they  would 
leave  nothing  undone  for  extirpating  fa- 
natic ifm.

The  Claims  of  Perfons  to  do  Service  at  the  Coronation  of  the  Kings  and 
Queens  of  England,  are  founded  on  ancient  Cuftom,  the  trctenjious  of  the 
rcfpeilive  Perfons  muft  he  the  fame  at  all  Times  ;  and for  this  Real  an.  to 
frtjent  an  Abftrafl  of  the  Record  of  the  Court  of  Claims  at  this  Corona- 
tion, ivill  be  to  exhibit  i':hat  w///,  in  all  Probability,  be  made  on  Occafiom 
of  all  future  Coronations. 


I.  /  l  *HE  lord  great  chambrrhin  of  En- 
gland  claimed  at  the  faij  coro- 
nation, to  carry  the  King  bis  /hirt  and 
cloathR  the  naming  of  the  coronation,  and 
with  the  Lord  Chjmbcria  n  to  drefs  the 
King.  To  have  forty  yards  of  crimfon 
velvet  for  a  robe,  alfo  t  e  King's  ted  and 
bedding,  and  furniture  of  his  chamber 
where  he  lay  the  night  before,  with  his 
wearing  apparel  and  night  gown ;  alio  to 
fcrve  the  King  with  witer  before  and  after 
dinner,  and  to  have  the  bafons  and  towels, 
and  cup  of  a  flay.  Allowed,  except  the  cup 
of  aflay.  He  received  the  forty  yards  of 
velvet,  and  the  reft  of  the  fees  were  com- 
pounded for  zool. 

z.  The  earl  of  Derby  countcrclaimcd 
the  office  of  lord  great  chamberlain,  with 
the  fees,  &c.  but  was  not  allowed. 

3.  The  King's  champion  claimed  his  of- 
fice, as  lord  of  Scriviljhy  manor  in  Lincoln- 

Jbire,  to  perform  the  faid  office,  and  to  have 
a  gold  cup  and  cover,  with  the  horfe  on 
Which  he  rides,  the  faddle,  armour,  and 
furniture,  and  twenty  yjrds  of  crimfon  fa- 
tin.  Allowed,  except  the  twenty  yards  of 
fatin. 

4.  The  faid  office  was  countercbimed  by 
another  branch  of  the  hid  family,  but  not 
allowed. 

5.  The  lord  of  the  manor  of  Lyficn  in 
EJfcx  claimed,  to'make  wafers  for  the  King 
and  Queen,  and  fcrve  them  up  to  their  ta- 
ble, to  have  all  the  instruments  of  Giver 
and  other  metal  ufed  about  the  fame,  with 
the  linen,  and  certain  proportions  of  ingre- 
dients and  other  neceffaries,  and  liveries 
for  himfclf  and  two  men.  Allowed,  and 
the  vice  with  hisco.nfent  performed  by  the 
King's  officers,  and  the  fees  compounded 
for  30/. 

6.  The  Lord  Mayor  and  citizens  of  Lon- 
don claimed,  to  fcrve  the  King  with  wine 
after  dinner  in  a  gold  cup,  and  to  have  the 
fame  cup  and  cover  for  his  fee,  and  with 
twelve  other  citizens,  by  them  appointed, 
toaflift  the  chief  butler  of  England,  in  the 
the  butlcrfliip,  and  to  have  a  table  on  the 
fcft-haiid  of  the  hall.    Not  allowed  in  the 


reign  of  king  James,  becaufe  the  libcrtlee 
of  the  city  were  then  fcized  into  the  King'g 
hands  j  but  yet  they  executed  the  office  ex 
g'at'u,  and  dined  in  the  hall,  and  had  a 
gold  cup  for  their  fee. 

7.  The  Lord  Mayor  and  the  citizens  of 
London  claimed  to  fcrve  the  Queen  in  like 
manner,  and  were  cnly  difaJlowcd  at  that 
time  for  the  fame  realon. 

8.  The  mayor  and  buigefles  of  Oxford  bv 
charter,  claimed,  to  fervc  in  the  office  of 
butlerfliip  to  the  King  with  the  citizens  of 
London,  with  all  fees  thereunto  belonging. 
Allowed,  and  to  have  three  maple  curs  for 
their  fee,  and  alfo,  ex  gratia  regis,  a  large 
gilt  bowl  and  cover. 

9.  The  lord  of  the  mrmor  of  BardJf  in 
dddingtcn,  Surrey,  claimed  to  find  a  man  to 
make  a  mefs  of  grout  in  the  King's  kitch- 
en, and  therefore  praying,  that  the  King'* 
matter  cook  might  perform  that  fervice. 
Allowed,  and  the  faid  Li;rd  of  the  Manor 
brought  it  up  to  the  King's  table. 

10.  The  lord  of  the  manor  of  Ilmer  in 
Bucks,  claimed,  to  be  marflial,  furvcyor, 
and  confervator  of  his  Majefty's  hawks  la 
England,  with  divers  fee:,  and  the  nomina- 
tion of  under  officers.  >Jot  allowed,  bc- 
caufe  not  refpefting  the  coronation,  but 
left  to  take  his  courfe  at  law  if  he  thought 
fit. 

11.  The  lord  of  the  manor  of  LUtU  Wd- 
dtn,  who  at  that  time  was  alfo  fei*cd  of  the 
bailiwicks  of  keeper  of  the  King's  buck- 
hounds,  chimed,  to  be  keeper  and  maftcr 
of  the  fame,  and  to  keep  twenty-four  buck- 
hounds  and  fixtccn  harriers,  and  to  have 
certain  fees  and  liveries  for  himfelf  and  fer- 
vants.  Difal lowed,  for  the  fame  reafon  as 
the  former;  but  left  to  take  his  courfe  at 
law. 

12.  The  mafterof  the  King's  great  ward- 
robe chimed,  to  receive  from  his  deputy  a 
pall  of  cloth  of  gold,  and  to  carry  it  to  the 
altar  for  the  King  to  offer,  and  that  his  de- 
puty mould  attend  near  Carter  king  of  arm«, 
in  a  robe  of  fcarlet  cloth,  with  a  gold  crown 
embroidered  on  the  leftfleevet  Not  allowed, 

but 
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but  left  to  take  hit  courfe  at  law,  if  he 
thought  fir. 

13.  The  clerk  of  the  great  wardrobe 
claimed,  to  bring  a  rich  pall  of  cloth  of  gold, 
to  be  held  over  the  King's  head  while  he  is 
anointed,  as  alio  the  A  noil  of  cloth  of  tif- 
fuc,  and  to  attend  near  Garter  king  at  arms, 
in  a  robe  of  fcarlct  cloth,  with  a  crown  em- 
broidered on  the  left  flccve.  Now  allowed, 
but  left  to  take  his  courfe  at  law  if  he 
thought  fit. 

14.  Tfce  mafter  of  the  horfe  to  the  King 
claimed,  to  attend  at  the  coronation  as  fer- 
jeant  of  the  filver  fcullcry,  and  fo  have  all 
the  filver  dirties  and  plates  ferved  on  that 
day  to  the  King's  table,  with  the  fees  there- 
to belonging,  and  to  take  aflay  of  the  King's 
meat  at  the  kitchen  drclfcr  brr.  Not  al- 
lowed, brcaufe  not  claimed  heretofore,  but 
left  to  make  application  to  the  King  )  who 
was  plea  fed  to  allow  the  faid  fcrvice  and 
fees,  as  the  duke  of  Albemarle  enjoyed  thcra 
©n  the  coronation  of  king  Charts  II.  by 
virtue  of  the  fame  poll. 

ic.  The  lord  of  the  manor  of  Nether 
Bufingtcn  in  Kent,  claimed,  to  prelent  the 
King  with  three  maple  cups,  by  him/elf  or 
deputy.  Allowed. 

j  6.  The  lord  of  the  manor  and  hundred 
of  Wynjred,  Dorjet,  claimed,  to  ferve  the 
King  with  water  for  his  bands,  and  to  have 
the  bafon  and  ewer  for  his  fee.  Not  al- 
lowed ;  but  left  to  mike  his  application  to 
Che  King  if  he  thought  fit. 

17.  The  duke  of  Norfolk ,  as  firft  earl  of 
England,  claimed,  to  redeem  the  fword  of- 
fered by  the  King  at  the  altar,  and  to  carry 
it  before  his  Majefty,  in  his  return  to  his 
palace,  and  refervation  of  other  rights  and 
dignities,  with  fees,  &e. 

18.  And  alfo,  as  earl  of  Surrey ,  claimed, 
to  carry  the  fecond  fword  before  the  King, 
with  all  privileges  and  dignities  thereto  be- 
longing. Neither  of  which  allowed,  the 
claims  not  being  made  out,  and  the  fame 
being  difallowed  at  the  laft  coronation.

As  feixed  of  fcveral  part*  of  the  barony 
of  Bedford,  refpeclivcly  claimed,  to  execute 
\ he  omce  of  Almoner,  and  as  the  fen  of  that 
office,  to  have  the  filver  alms  bafon,  and 
the  diftribution  of  all  the  filver  therein,  and 
of  the  cloth  (bread  for  their  Majeftics  to 
walk  ea  ;  as  alfo  the  fine  towel,  a  ton  of 
wine,  6fr.  On  rcfisrence  to  the  King  to 
appoint  which  of  them  he  pleafed,  the  earl 
pas  appointed  pro  bac  vict,  with  a  Jalvo 
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jure  to  the  other  two  j  bnt  the  filver  diA, 
and  the  cloth  from  the  throne  in  Weft- 
minfter-hall  to  the  weft  door  of  the  abbey 
church  were  only  allowed. 

ax.  The  dean  and  chapter  of  Wtjtm'injler 
claimed,  to  inftruct  the  King  in  the  rites 
and  ceremonies  ufed  at  the  coronation  \  to 
affift  the  Archbifhop  in  divine  fervicc  j  to 
have  the  cuftody  of  the  coronation  robes  \ 
to  have  robes  for  the  dean  and  his  three 
chaplains,  and  for  fixteen  ministers  of  the 
faid  church  j  the  royal  habits  put  off  in  the 
church,  the  firveral  oblations,  furniture  of 
the  church,  canopy,  ftaves  and  bells,  and 
the  cloth  on  which  their  Majeftics  walk 
from  the  weft  door  of  the  church  to  the 
the  theatre,  &c.  Allowed,  except  the  cuf- 
tody  of  the  regalia,  and  the  fees  referred  to 
the  King's  pleafure.

25.  The  earl  marfhal  of  England  claimed, 
to  appeafe  the  debates,  that  might  arifc  in 
the  King's  houfe  on  this  day  \  to  keep  the 
doors  of  the  fame,  and  of  the  abbey,  &c 
and  to  difpofe  of  the  places  to  the  nobles, 
&c.  with  all  fees  belonging  thereto.  Dif- 
allowed, as  unprecedented,  and  feveral  of 
the  particulars  being  countcvclaimcd  by  tho 
Lord  Great  Chamberlaim,  but  with  ijetvo) 
jure  to  the  faid  Earl  MarJhal, 

16.  The  lord  of  the  manor  of  Ajhrfe, 
Norfolk,  claimed,  to  perform  the  office  of  the 
napery,  and  to  have  all  the  table  linen  when 
taken  away.  Not  allowed,  becaufe  he  had 
not  his  evidence  to  make  it  out ;  but  whh 
a  Jalvo  jure. 

17.  The  earl  of  Derby  %  as  feized  in  fee 
of  the  ifle  and  caftle  of  Felbam  and  Domlvhrn 
of  Alan,  claimed,  to  prefent  the King  with 
two  falcons  on  this  day.  Which  was  al- 
lowed, and  the  fjlcons  prcfented  accord* 
ingly. 

18.  The  earl  of  Kent  claimed,  to  carry  the 
great  fpurs  before  the  King  ;  but  not  being 
made  out,  was  not  allowed. 

ao.  The  fame  counterdaimed  by  lord 
Dt  Grey  of  Rutbynt  and  allowed. 

jo.  The  fame  counterdaimed  by  the 
duke  of  Norfolk,  as  earl  of  Surrey,  but 
difallowed  for  want  of  evidence,  and  becaufe 
it  was  not  admitted  at  the  preceding  coro- 
nation* 

31.  The 
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31.  The  barons  of  the  Cia^kc  Porfj  claim- 
ed, \<r  carry  the  canopy  over  the  King,  and 
to  have  the  fame,  with  the  ftaves  and  bells 
for  their  fees,  and  to  dine  in  the  hall  on  the 
King's  right  hand.  Allowed. 

3*.  The  lord  of  the  manor  of  Scoulton, 
alias  BourdeJies,  Norfolk,  claimed,  to  be 
chief  larderer,  and  to  have  for  his  fees  the 
provifions  remaining  after  dinner  in  the 
larder.  Which  office  and  fees,  as  alfo  that 
of  caterer,  were  like  wife 

13.  Counterchimcd  by  the  lord  of  the 
manor  of  Efton  at  the  Mount,  EjJ'tx  ;  and 
•a  reference  to  the  King,  it  appeared  that 
other  manor*  wart  alfo  Severally  held  by  the 
lame  ftrvice,  the  former  was  appointed  pro 
bsc  vice,  with  zfalvo  jure  to  the  other. 

34.  The  lord  of  the  manor  of  tVirifof, 
Nottingtanf,  claimed,  to  find  the  King  a 
right-hand  glove,  and  to  fupport  the  King's 
right  arm  while  he  held  the  fceptcr.  Al- 
lowed. 

35.  The  bifljops  of  Durham,  Bath,  and 
Wdlt  chimed,  to  fupport  the  King  in  the 
proceffion.  Allowed  j  the  King  having 
gracioufiy  confeoted  thereto  ;  and  the  bi- 
fhops  of  London  and  IVintbtfttr  were  ap- 
pointed to  fupport  the  Queen. 

36.  The  lord  of  the  manor  of  Fynrtitb, 
£{}'ex,  claimed,  to  be  chamberlain  to  the 
C^jcon  for  the  day,  and  to  have  the  Queen's 
bed  and  furniture,  the  bafons,  &c .  belong- 
ing to  the  office  ;  and  to  have  a  clerk  in  the 
Excheqaer  to  demand  and  receive  the 
Queen's  gold,  &e.  Difallowed,  becaufe 
But  made  out  j  but  left  to  profecute  it  at 
law,  if  he  thought  fit. 

37.  The  lord  of  the  manor  of  Great  W\- 
tundlry,  Hertfordfhirt,  claimed,  (as  chief 
cup-bearer)  to  ferve  the  King  with  the  firft 
cop  of  fttver  gilt  at  dinner,  and  to  have  the 
cup  for  hi«  fee.  Allowed. 

38.  The  lord  of  the  manor  of  liejdon, 
Efjex,  claimed,  to  hold  the  bafon  and  ewer 
to  the  King,  by  virtue  of  one  moiety,  and 
the  towd  by  Virtue  of  another  moiety  of 
the  faid  manor,  when  the  King  wafhet  be- 
fore dinner.  Allowed,  as  to  the  towel  only. 

39.  The  deke  of  Norfolk,  «  carl  of  Am*, 
old,  and  lord  of  Kernnvball  manor,  Norfolk, 
claimed,  to  perform  by  deputy  the  office  of 
chief  butler  of  England,  and' to  have  for 
hie  fees  the  beft  cup  of  gold  and  cover, 
with  all  the  vefTels  and  wine  remaining  un- 
do? the  bar,  and  »11  the  pots  and  cups,  ex- 
cept (hofe  of  gold  and  fdvef,  in  the  wine 
cellar  after  dinner.  Allowed  with  only  the 
fee  of  a  cup  and  ewer. 

To  this,  account  we         add,  that  two 


days  after  the  faid  King  and  Queen's  coro- 
nation the  court  of  claims  fat  again  in  the 
painted  chamber,  to  conlider  of  the  forms 
of  the  judgment  to  be  entered  on  the  fevc- 
ral  claims,  and  to  take  an  account  how  the 
fc »eral  offices  were  performed,  and  ordered 
the  fame  tw  be  drawn  up  by  the  regifler  of 
the  faid  court,  and  then  adjourned  to  that 
day  feven-night  :  after  which  time  bang 
affemhled  again,  and  having,  with  the  aC- 
fiftance  of  the  officers  of  arms,  adjuftcd  the 
record  of  the  coronation,  it  was  carried  in- 
to tbe  high  court  of  Chancery,  and  delivered 
in  open  court  to  the  Lord  Keeper,  (their 
being  no  Chancellor)  who  delivered  it  over 
to  the  Matter  of  the  Rolls,  that  it  might 
remain  among  the  records  of  the  faid  court. 

The  feveral  quantities  of  plate  delivered 
at  the  faid  coronation,  according  to  the 
above  claims,  and  which  are  the  cuftonury 
quantities  at  other  coronation!,  *ic  at 
follow : 

1.  To  the  Lord  Almoner  for  the  day 
(according  to  claim  19)  305  ounces  of  gilt  , 
plate,  in  two  large  gilt  chafed  bafons. 

z.  The  gold  cup  and  cover  to  the  lord 
mayor  of  linden  (daixn  6)  was  twenty 
ounces  of  pure  gold. 

3.  To  the  chief  Cup-bearer,  (claim  37) 
a  cup  and  cover,  curiouily  enchafed  and  gilt, 
of  thirty-two  ounces. 

4.  To  the  mayor  of  Oxford,  (claim  8)  a 
high  gilt  bowl  and  cover,  richly  chafed,  of 
110  ounces,  as  a  gift  from  the  King  to  that 
city,  with  his  Majeity'i  arms  engraven 
on  it. 

5.  To  the  Champion,  a  high  bowl  and 
cover,  finely  chafed  and  gilt,  of  thirty-fix 
ounces.  All  which  cups  or  bowls  were  on- 
chafeJ  with  his  MajefVy's  cypher. 

6.  To  the  duke  of  Norfolk,  as  chief  but- 
ler of  England,  for  the  day,  (claim  39) 
a  cup  of  pure  gold  of  thirty-three  ounce*. 

7.  To  die  Lord  Great  Chamberlain,  at 
chief  officer  of  the  ewry,  (claim  1)  two 
large  gilt  chafed  bafons,  aud  one  gilt  chafed 
ewer. 

His  grace  the  archbifhop  of  Ctnteritrry, 
as  his  fee,  according  to  antioat  uiage* 
received  the  purple  velvet  chair,  cu/hioa, 
and  footstool,  whereon  he  fits  at  tbe  coro- 
nation. 

1  he  officers  of  the  removing  wardrobe 
alfo  uCually  received  as  their  fee,  the  pall  of 
cloth  of  gold  held  over  the  King  at  his  co- 
ronation. 

And  it  has  been  cuftotnary  for  his  Ma* 
jefty  on  this  oc canon  to  confer  the  honour 
of  knighthood  en  the  lord  oiMJmgun  ma- 
nor, 
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nor,  (whofe  fervices  fee  claim  9)  and  on 
two  of  the  band  of  gentlemen  penfioners, 
prefented  to  the  King  by  their  captain  lor 
that  purpofe.

An.  Account  of  the  Coronation  of  King  James  II.  and  bis  %uccn% 

April  the  2$r/y  16S5. 


EARLY  in  the  morning,  on  the  day 
appointed  fur  their  coronation,  tha 
Lord  Great  Chambeilain  of  England  re- 
paired to  the  King,  and,  with  the  afliftance 
of  the  Lord  Ch.imbcrlain  of  the  HouAiold, 
put  011  bis  Majefty's  Ihirt, 'opened  for  the 
anointing,  and  alio  his  breech- 1  and  flock- 
.  ings  of  enrafon  (Ilk,  and  hi*  fattin  furcoat, 
opened  likewife  for  anointing,  and  other 
bppcr  apparel  lit  for  the  feafon. 

Whereupon  hisMajefty,  having  perform- 
ed his  devotions,  and  being  attended  with 
'  Jevcral  noblemen  and  officers,  palled  through 
St.  Jameis  Park  to  Whitehall,  where  the 
royal  barge  attended  at  the  Privy-flairs  j  he 
went  therein  privately  by  warer  to  ffefimin- 
frr,  about  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and 
landed  at  the  Parliament-flairs,  leading  up 
to  the  old  palace  yard,  and  went  dircdlly  to 
the  Prince's  lodgings,  where  he  repofed 
himfelF,  and  was  inveflcd  with  his  furcoat 
of  crimfon  velvet ;  and,  after  fome  time, 
with  his  foyal  robe  or  mantle,  of  crimfon 
velvet,  furred  with  ermine,  called  his  par- 
liament robes,  with  a  cap  cf  eflate  alfo  of 
crimfon  velvet  turned  up  with  ermine. 

The  Queen  in  the  mean  time  having  per- 
formed her  devotions  alfo,  and  being  fully 
attired  at  St.  Jemts\  and  apparelled  in  her 
royal  rotes  of  purple  velvet,  furred  with 
ermine,  by  the  Ladies  of  her  Bedchamber, 
aftifted  by  her  women,  and  on  her  head  a 
cap  of  purple  velvet  turned  up  with  ermine, 
wif  h  «  circlet  of  gold,  richly  adorned  with 
prrcious  ftones,  went  privately  in  her  chair 
to  Whitehall,  and  thence  through  the  Pri- 
vy-garden into  Channel- Row,  and  fo  crofs 
tiie  New  Palace  Yard  uptoWeftminftcr  hall, 
to  the  Court  of  Wards,  where  (he  repofed 
herfrlf  whilfl  the  proceeding  is  fet  in  order 
<n  the  Hall,  being  attended  from  St.  Jameses 
ty  the  ladies  who  were  to  bear  her  train, 
the.  two  Ladies  of  the  Bedchamber,  her 
Lord  Chamberlain  and  Vice  Chamberlain, 
two  Gentlemen  Ufljcr:,  and  two  of  her 
Maiefty's  women. 
'Ihe  Peers,  about  eight  o'clock  in  the 


morning,  purfuant  to  his  Majefly's  order* 
pu  blithe  J  by  the  Earl  Marfhal,  repaired  to 
lyejlmirjler,  either  by  water,  or  in  chairs, 
no  coaches  being  permitted  to  paf*  through 
the  adjacent  ftrcets,  and  aflembkd  in  the 
Houfc  of  Lords,  they  there  put  on  their 
robes,  and  to<  k  their  coronets  in  their  hands  ; 
and  the  Pecrcfles  having  come  in  their  chairs 
to  thc^reat  north  door  of  Wcftminfler- hall, 
palled  up  the  faid  Hall,  and  through  the 
Court  of  RcqueAs,  and  ailcmbled  in  the 
Painted  Chamber,  in  purfuance  of  the  faid 
orders,  all  ready  dreft  and  robed,  and  with 
their  coronets  in  their  hands. 

The  archbishops  and  bifliops  aflemblcd 
about  the  fame  time,  and  verted  them/clvea 
in  their  rochets,  in  the  Houfc  of  Lords  and 
chambers  adjacent. 

The  Judges,  and  others  of  the  Long  Robej 
together  with  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Privy- 
chamber,  Efquires  of  the  Body,  Serjeants 
at  law,  Mailer*  in  Chancery,  Aldermen  of 
Lmdon,  Chaplains  having  dignities,  and 
fix  Clerks  in  Chancery,  being  ail  in  their 
proper  habits,  afl'cmbled  about  the  fame 
time  in  the  Court  of  Requcfts. 

About  half  an  hour  after  ten  o'clock,  they 
being  all  ademblrd  asaforefaid,  the  Officer* 
of  Arms,  by  the  Earl  Marshal's  order,  mar- 
fiiallcd  them  according  to  their  refpeclive 
clafles,  four  in  a  rank,  placing  the  young- 
eft  on  the  left,  and  conducted  them  out  of 
the  faid  Court  of  Requcfls,  down  the  great 
ftone  flairs,  into  Weftminftcr-ball,  in  man- 
ner following. 

The  fix  Clerks  in  Chancery,  four  in  the 
firft  and  two  in  the  fecond  rank. 

The  King's  Chaplains  having  dignities, 
four  a-brcalt;  Aldermen  of  London,  four 
a-breaft;  Mafters  in  Chancery,  four  a- 
breafl  ;  the  King's  Serjeants  at  law,  four 
a-brcaftj  the  King's  Solicitor;  the  King's 
Attorney  ;  one  of  the  King's  ancient  Ser- 
jeants i  two  Efquires  of  the  Body  ;  Gen- 
tlemen of  the  Privy-chamber,  four  a-breaft  ; 
Barons  of  the  Exchequer,  andjurticesof  both, 
bepches  in  their  order  four  a-breaft :  the  Lord 
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Chief  Baron. of  the  Exchequer  \  the  Lord 
Chief  Juftice  of  the  King's-bcnch  }  two 
l'rivy-counfellors,  not  Peers.  All  thefc, 
as  they  entered  the  Hall,  fell  off  to  thejight 
arid  left,  as  did  the  fix  clerks,  ;ind  were 
conducted  by  officers  of  arms  to  the  entrance 
of  the  pa/Tages  betwixt  the  table*  and  the 
cupboards,  on  each  fide  of  the  Hall,  and 
jjafling  down  behind  the  tables,  ftaid  there 
in  like  manner  until  they  were  drawn  out 
in  the  grand  proceeding. 

In  the  meantime,  the  Peers  and  Pecreffes 
being  called  over  in  the  Houfc  of  Lords  and 
Painted  Chamber,  and  marftulled  according 
to  their  rcfpeclivc  iljflcs,  four  a-breaft, 
the  youngeft  always  on  the  left  hand  ;  the 
Officers  of  Arms,  about  eleven  o'clock, 
drew  them  out  in  order  into  the  Court  of 
Requefts  j  from  whence  they  were  con- 
ducted into  Wcftminuer-hall,  down  the 
great  (tone  Hairs  in  this  manner  : 

Two  Purfuivants  of  Arms  j  Baroneflcs, 
Barons  j  Bi.hups  \  two  Puifuivants  of 
Arms  i  Vifcounteflcsj  Vifcount* ;  two  He- 
ralds of  Arms  ;  CountclTes  j  Earls ;  two 
Heralds  of  Arms ;  Marchioneflcs ;  Mar- 
ouiflcs  }  two  Heralds  of  Arms  ;  Ducheflcs  j 
Dukes  j  the  two  Provincial  Kings  of  Arms  j 
the  Lord  Privy-Seal ;  the  Lord  Prcfidcnt 
of  the  Council  ;  the  Lord  Treafurer;  the 
Lord  Archbilhop  of  Tork  J  the  Lord  Chan- 
cellor \  the  Lord  Archbilhop  of  Canterbury ; 
Serjeants  at  Arms;  Gentleman  Ufhcri  De- 
puty Garter  }  the  Ix»rd  High  Steward  with 
his  white  ftaft',  which  was  delivered  to  him 
the  evening  before  ;

HI*  train  borne  by  four  F.arls  eldcft  Sons, 
aififted  by  the  Matter  of  the  Robes ;  ^  Cap- 
tain of  the  Horfe-Guards  in  waiting  j  a 
Gentleman  of  the  Bedchamber  ;  and  two 
Grooms  of  the  Bedchamber.    As  foon  as 
the  Baronefiet  were  come  into  the  Hall, 
they  were  conducted  by  the  Officers  of 
Arms,  who  preceded  them,  down  the  mid- 
dle of  the  Hall,  towards  the  lower  end 
thereof}  where  they  divided  to  the  right 
and  left,  two  and  two,  and  ftood  by  the 
forms  at  the  fides  of  the  tables  :  and  in  like 
manner  the  Barons  and  B Whops,  and  all 
the  other  clafles  of  the  Nobility,  leaving 
an  open  pafiage  along  the  middle  of  the 
Hall ;  only  the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain, 
the  Lord  High  Conftable,  and  the  Earl  Mar- 
ina), go  not  down  the  Hall,  but  akend  the 
ftone  fteps,  and  place  tberaTclve*  by  the  fide 
of  their  Majeftici  table. 
Vox..  I. 
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At  the  fame  time  that  the  King  entered* 
the  Hail,  her  Majefty,  attended  by  her 
Lord  Chamberlain,  and  other  officers  and 
ladies,  came  out  of  the  Court  of  Wards,  by 
a  private  door,  at  the  fouth-weft  corner  of  the 
Hall,  and  repaired  to  her  chair  of  Hate,  un- 
der her  canopy,  at  the  upper  end  of  the 
Hall,  and  ftood  before  it  till  his  Majclty 
was  f-ared. 

Then  his  Majefty,  afcending  the  ftone 
ftcps  of  the  ftaf.c,  attended  only  by  his 
great  officers  and  the  two  archbilhops,  with 
Carter  and  rlic  Uflicr  of  the  Black-Rod, 
placed  himfelf  in  his  chair  of  ftatc,  under 
his  canopy,  at  the  upper  end  of  the  Hall, 
on  the  nght-lnnd  of  the  Queen,  whereupon 
the  Queen  .-"lfo  feats  hcrfclK 

The  Dean  and  Prebendaries  of  rVtjlmin- 
Jlir  having  early  in  the  morning  confe- 
crated  the  holy  oil  for  their  Majcfties 
anointing,  and  being  veftcd  in  furpliccs 
and  rich  copes,  and  preceded  by  the  Gen- 
tlemen of  the  King's  chapel  and  choir  of 
minjler,  brought  the  regalia  about  ele- 
ven o'ifi'ck,  to  the  lower  aid  of  the  Hall, 
and  there  flaid  till  the  fwords  were  pre- 
fented  to  his  Majcfty  ;  which  was  per- 
formed in  manner  following  : 

Their  M.»jcfties  being  fcated,  as  before- 
mentioned,  under  their  canopies,  whereof 
that  of  the  Queen's  was  fomewhat  leflcrand 
lower  than  the  King's,  but  both  of  them 
exceeding  rich ;  and  the   table  whereat 
their  Majefiies  afterwards  dined,  being  co- 
vered with  a  very  large  and  fine  Turkey-nuork 
or  Perfian  carpet }  the  Mafter  of  the  Jewel 
Houfe  attended  (with  the  other  officers  there) 
with  the  four  fwords,  &c.  making  his  re- 
verence, and  prefented  to  the  Lord  High, 
Conftable,  who  ftood  on  the  outfide  of  the 
table,  the  fword  of  date,  which  is  a  very 
large  two-handed  fword,  with  a  rich  fcab- 
bard  of  crimfon  velvet,  adorned  with  feve- 
fal  gold  plates  of  the  royal  badges,  in  rjjit 
order,  from  the  point  towards  the  hilt,  viz* 
the  orb  or  mound,  the  royal  crefi,  a  portcul&s, 
barp,  tbiftle,  fieur  dt  lys,  and  rcje  j  a  port- 
cullis again  ;  then  the  royal  arms  and  fup- 
porters,  a  barp,  tbiftle,  fieur  dt  lys,  roftf 
and  another  portcullis  j  and  the  like  on  the 
oppofite  fide.    The  croft  or  bar  is  corn- 
pofed  of  the  royal  fupporters,  viz.  a  lion 
and  uvictrn  wrought  in  filver  gilt,  with  a 
rofe  within  a  laurel,  between  them  on  the 
one  fide,  and  a  fitur  de  lys  within  a  laurel 
on  the  other  ;  and  the  handle  is  adorned 
with  portcullis's,  fitur  de  lys,  and  bartt,  all 
embodied  in  filver  gilt,  as  is  alfo  the  po- 
mel,  wilh  a  tbiftle,  an  orb,  the  treft  and  a 
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rcff.  The  Lord  High  Conftable  delivered  it 
to  the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain,  who,  ma- 
king his  obc:fance  to  his  Majefty,  lay*  it 
on  the  table  before  the  Ring. 

Then  the  Matter  of  the  Jewel-houfe  pre- 
sented, in  like  manner,  the  fword  Curtana, 
and  the  two  pointed  (words,  fcverally,  one 
after  the  other,  to  the  Lord  High  Conftable, 
and  he  to  the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain, 
who  drew  them  out  of  the  fcabbard*  (which 
were  thereupon  returned  to  the  Officers  of 
the  Jewcl-houfe)  and  laid  them  alfo  on  the 
table  before  the  King. 

In  like  manner  the  Matter  of  the  Jewel- 
Houfe  prefentcd  the  great  golden  (purs  to 
the  Lord  High  Conftable,  who  delivered 
them  to  the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain,  who 
raid  them  alfo  on  the  tabic  before  the  King. 

Then  the  Dean  and  Prebendaries  of  rVefi- 
minflt*  proceeded  from  the  lower  end  of  the 
Hall,  with  the  Officcis  of  Arms,  in  form 
following  : 

The  Serjeant  of  the  veftry  with  his  gilt 
rerge  ;  the  Children  of  the  Choir  of  Hrjl- 
*irtjlerf  two  a-brcaft  j  the  Children  of  his 
Majefty's  Chapel  Royal,  two  and  two  ;  the 
Choir  of  fr^efifninjter,  two  and  two  ;  Gen- 
tlemen of  his  Majefty's  Chapel  Royal,  two 
and  two ;  the  Confeflbr  and  Sub-Dean  j 
Purfuivants  of  Arms,  two  and  two }  He- 
ralds of  Arms,  two  and  two  j  the  two  Pro- 
vincial Kings  of  Anns  j  then  the  King's 
regalia,  borne  by  the  Dean  and  Prebenda- 
ries, vis.  St.  Edward's  crown,  onacuftuon 
of  cloth  of  gold,  by  the  Dean ;  the  orb  with 
the  crofs,  by  one  o(  the  Prebendaries  j  the 
fceptcr  with  the  dove  by  another;  the  fcep- 
ter  with  the  crofs  by  a  third }  St.  Edward's 
rVaft"  by  a  fourth  \  then  the  Queen's  regalia, 
borne  by  other  Prebendaries  of  rFcftminfier, 
viz.  the  crown  on  a  cufhion  of  cloth  of 
gold  by  a  fifth  ;  the  fecpter  with  the  crofs 
by  a  firth  ;  the  ivory  roil  with  the  dove  by 
a  feventh ;  then  the  reft  of  the  Prebenda- 
ries of  Hreflmi>ift«r  in  ordrr,  feniors  firft. 

In  this  proceeding  they  all  make  three 
obeifances,  one  at  the  lower  end  of  the 
Hall,  a  fecond  about  the  middle  of  the  Hall 
(where  both  the  Choirs  opening  to  the  right 
and  left,  make  a  lane,  through  which  the 
Officers  of  Arms  patTed,  and  opened  like- 
wife  to  either  hand,  the  feniors  ftill  placing 
themfelvcs  neareft  the  ftcpi)  then  the  Dean 
and  Prebendaries  being  come  to  the  foot  of 
the  fteps,  the  Officers  of  Arms  and  Choirs 
..being  now  behind  them,  clofe  again,  and 
make  their  third  reverence  ;  and  the  Dean 
and  Prebendaries  only  afcending  the  fleps 
(being  preceded  by  Garttr,  who  flayed  above  ( 
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for  them)  come  to  the  table,  and  make  chei'* 
laft  obeifance. 

Then  the  Dean  of  fPeJiminflcr  humbly 
prefentcd  the  crown  to  the  Lord  High  Con- 
ftable, who  delivered  it  to  the  Lord  GreXT 
Chamberlain,  by  whom  it  was  laid  on  the 
tabic  beferc  the  King. 

Then  the  King's  other  regalia,  viz..  the 
fecpter  wiih  t  e  crofs,  the  (ccpter  with  the 
dove,  the  orb  with  the  crofs,  and  St.  Ed- 
iv.ird'i  ftarT,  were  alfo  delivered  upon  the 
knee:,  by  the  Prebendaries  that  brought 
them,  to  the  dean  of  rVefiminfier,  and  by 
him  to  the  Lord  High  Conftable,  who  gave 
them  to  the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain,  asd 
were  by  him  laid  upon  the  table  in  like 
manner. 

Next  after  them,  the  Queen's  regatta 
before-mentioned,  viz-  the  crown,  the  Icep- 
ter  with  the  crofs,  the  ivory  rod  with  tie 
dove,  were  delivered  in  like  manner,  and 
laid  on  the  tabic  by  themlelves,  before  the 
Queen,  on  the  King's  left-hand. 

Which  done,  the  Choirs,  Prebendaries, 
and  Dean,  returned  in  order  to  the  lower  end 
of  the  Hall,  where  they  ftayed  till  they 
were  drawn  out  into  the  grand  proceeding. 

Then  Garter's  Deputy,  by  the  King  * 
command,  fummoned  the  feveral  noblemen, 
defigncd  before  by  bit  Majefty,  to  carry  the 
regalia. 

The  firft  of  whom  coming  up  and  Hand- 
ing before  the  table,  the  Lord  Great  Cham- 
berlain took  up  St.  Edward"*  ftafT,  and 
making  an  humble  reverence  to  the  King, 
had  his  Majefty'*  di/e&ions  to  deliver  it 
to  him. 

The  golden  fpurs  were  next  delivered  by 
the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain  to  the  noble- 
man appointed  to  carry  them. 

Then  the  fceptcr  with  the  crofs,  cajlci 
St.  Edward's. 

The  other  third  fword  to  be  borne  on 
the  left-hand  of  curtana. 

The  pointed  fword  carried  on  the  right- 
hand  of  curtana. 

The  point lefs  fword,  called  evrtana,  to 
borne  in  the  middle,  between  the  two  other 
fwords. 

The  fword  of  ftate  in  a  rich  fcabbard. 

The  fecpter  with  the  dbvc,  to  be  carried 
on  the  left-hand  of  the  crown. 

The  orb  with  the  crofs,  to  be  carried  on 
the  right  hand  of  the  crown. 

The  crown,  called  St.  Edward's,  witb 
which  the  King  was  to  be  crowned,  was  to 
be  delivered  to  the  Lord  High  Steward,  and 
bgrne  in  the  middle,  between  the  orb  and  . 
fceptcr. 

Theo 
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Then  the  Queen's  regalia  were  likewife, 
hy  the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain,  delivered 
to  the  Noblemen,  defigncd  before- hand  by 
his  Majefty  to  bear  them,  confifting  of, 

The  ivory  rod  with  a  dove. 

The  fecpter  with  the  crois, 

The  crown  wherewith  the  Queen  is 
crowned. 

Uitly,  the  bifhop  of  Durham,  and  the 
bifhop  of  Batb  and  Wtlh,  were  fummoned 
to  fupport  the  King,  purfuant  to  ancient 
uHtgc  ;  and  two  other  BiJhops,  ufually  the 
hi  (hop*  of  London  and  JVtntb*Jlert  by  his 
Majefty's  fpecial  appointment,  were  like- 
wile  fummoned  up  to  fupport  the  Queen. 

The  Barons  of  the  Cirque  Ports,  in  num- 
ber thirty-two,  according  to  ancient  ufage, 
stand  with  the  canopies  at  the  upper  end 
of  the  tables,  on  the  weft  fide  of  the  hall  j 
and  as  the  proceeding  advanced,  ftxtecn  of 
them  received  the  Queen,  at  the  foot  of  the 
great  ftone  fteps,  under  her  canopy,  fup- 
ported.  by  fix  ftaves,  three  of  the  faid  Ba- 
rons fupport  ing  'each  of  the  corner  ftaves, 
and  two  Barons  each  of  the  middle  ftaves : 
and  the  other  fix  teen  receive  the  King,  in 
like  manner,  under  his  canopy  ;  in  cafe 
their  Majclties  proceed  not  under  one  great 
canopy,  as  was  done  by  king  WiTum  and 


queen  Mary,  that  princefs  being  Queen  Re* 
genf,  as  wt  11  as  Queen  Confort,  and  joined* 
with  the  King  in  the  government. 

The  Serjeants  at  Arms,  in  number  fix- 
teen, being  divided  into  two  dafies.  attend 
the  King's  and  Queen's  regalia,  vias.  four 
on  each  fide  of  the  Queen's,  and  four  on 
each  fide  of  the  King's. 

And  theOentlemen  Penfioncrs,  in  num- 
ber forty,  (wearing  their  hat?,  purfuant  to 
his  Majcfty's  order  as  being  a  military  band,) 
being  ranged  in  two  files,  on  each  fide  of 
the  paffage,  near  the  upper  end  of  the  hall, 
to  give  way  for  the  proceeding  j  twenty  of 
them  (being  the  youngeft  divifion,)  was. 
ten  on  each  fide,  guard  the  Queen  ;  and  the 
other  twenty,  in  like  manner,  guard  the 
King  :  and  the  Yeomen  of  the  guard,  in 
number  one  hundred,  being  employed  in 
keeping  the  doors  of  the  Prince's  lodgings, 
the  Houfe  of  Lords,  Pointed  Chamber, 
Court  of  Rcqucfts,  and  ether  places  ad* 
jaccnt,  are  alfo  ported  in  Weftminftcr-hall, 
next  below  the  Gentlemen  Penfioncrs  \  the 
Drums  and  Trumpets  attending  at  the  greac 
north  door  of  the  hall. 

All  things  being  thus  difpefed,  about 
twelve  o'clock  the  proceeding  begins  to 
move  in  form  following: 


The  Dean's  Beadle  of  Wtpminfkr,  with  his  ftaff. 
The  High  Conftablc  of  the  city  and  liberty  o;  iy<jhunftcr,  with  bis  ftaff,  and  in  a  cloak 

of  fine  fear  let  cloth. 

A  Fife,  in  a  livery  coat  of  fcartet  cloth,  richly  laced  with  gold  and  filver  lace,  and 
lined  with  ihalloon,  and  his  Majefty's  cypher  and  crown  on  the  back  and  breaft,  with, 
his  fire  and  fire  banners  richly  embroidered  and  trimmed  with  filver  and  gold  fringe. 

Four  Drums,  in  the  fame  livery  as  the  Fife,  with  his  Majefty's  arms  depicted  on  the 
drums,  with  fcarfs  of  crimfon  taffata  fringed  with  filver,  all  in  one  rah k. 

The  Drum-major,  in  a  fine  fcarlct  cloth  coat,  richly  laced  with  gold  and  filver,  and  t 
crimfon  taft'ata  fcarf  about  his  waift,  richly  fringed  with  gold. 

Eight  Trumpeter*,  all  in  rich  liveries  of  crimfon  velvet  laced  with  gold  and  filver,  with  filver 
trumpets,  hiving  banners  of  crimfon  damaflc  fringed  with  gold  and  filver,  with  (brings 
Suitable,  and  richly  embroidered  with  his  Majefty's  royal  arms  and  fupporters,  two 
a-breart. 

The  Kettle  Drums,  with  their  banners  of  crimfon  damaflc  richly  fringed  and  embroi- 
dered, with  his  Majefty's  arms  and  fupporters,  and  followed  by  the  Kettle  Drummer 
in  the  fame  livery  as  the  trumpets. 

Eight  Trumpets  more,  habited  as  the  former,  four  a- breaft. 

The  Serjeant-Trumpet,  in  a  rich  habit,  wearing  his  collar  of  5  5 's,  and  carrying  hit 

mace  on  his  right  fhouWer. 

The  Six  Clerks  in  Chancery,  in  gowns  of  black  flowered  fattin,  with  black  filk  loops 
and  tufts  upon  the  fleeves ;  four  in  the  firft  rank,  and  two  in  the  fecond,  the  youngeft 
firft,  the  two  feniors  in  gowns  of  black  velvet. 

The  Clofet-keeper  of  the  chape!  royal. 

His  Majefty's  Chaplains  (fourteen  in  number)  having  dignities,  appointed  to  attend  at 
the  coronation,  being  in  their  fcartet  habits  as  Doctors,  and  wearing  their  black  filk; 
tippets,  with  fquare  caps  in  their  hands ;  four  a-brraft,  and  two  at  Iaft. 

Aldermen  of  London,  in  their  fcarlet  gowns  furred  with  foyns,  and  thofe  who  have 
parted  the  chair,  wearing  their  gold  chains,  as  do  alfit  the  prefent  Sheriffs }  four 
a^breaft,  the  youngeft  firft.

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Tn  this  order,  with  very  little  variation, 
ha  it  been  ufual  fur  this  glorious  proceed- 
ing to  move  from  Weftminfter-hall,  through 
the  New  palace  Yard  into  King-Jireet,  and 
To  through  the  Great  Sanctuary  to  the  weft 
door  or'  the  collegiate  church  of  St.  Peter, 
the  pailage  being  railed  in  on  both  fides, 
from  the  north  door  of  the  Hall  to  the  en- 
trance into  the  choir,  and  guarded  by  his 
Majefty's  horfe  and  foot  guards. 

Two  breadths  of  blue  cluth  were  fpread 
all  along  the  middle  of  the  paflagc,  tVom  the 
ftone  fteps  in  the  Hall  to  the  foot  of  the 
fleps  in  the  choir,  afcending  to  the  theatre, 
by  order  of  the  Lord  Almoner  for  that  day, 
amounting  in  all  to  laao  yards;  which 
cloth  was  ftrewed  with  nine  balkets  full  of 
fweet  herbs  and  flowers,  by  the  ftrewer  of 
herbs  in  ordinary  to  his  Majefty,  aflifted  by 
fix  women,  two  to  a  baiket,  each  basket 
containing  two  bufhels. 

The  drums  beat  a  march,  the  trumpets 
founded  feveral  levets,  and  the  choir*  fvmg 
all  the  way  from  the  Hall  to  the  church, 
this  known  anthem.

The  Manner  of  difpoftng,  f eating  and  placing 
the  feveral  Perfins  nvho  come  in  the  grand 
ProteJJim,  after  their  Entrance  into  the 
Church,  is  as  follows  : 

The  drums  flaying  at  the  weft  door  of  the 
church,  the  trumpets  and  kettle-drums  firft 
enter,  at  about  a  quarter  after  twelve 
o'clock,  and  coming  to  the  weft  door  of 
the  choir,  turn  up  the  ft  airs  on  the  left- 
hand,  into  their  gallery,  over  the  faid  door. 

After  them  the  fix  Clerks  enter  the 
choir,  and  being  conducted  by  two  Officers 
of  Arms,  afcend  the  fteps  at  the  theatre, 
And  dividing  themfelvcs  to  the  tight  and  left, 
as  they  did  before  in  the  Hall,  go  to  their 
feats  in  the  galleries  on  either  fide  the  choir, 
level  with  the  benches,  and  ftand  before 
their  feats  (as  all  others  do)  until  their  Ma- 
]  c ( fies  are  lcated. 

Next,  the  King**  Chaplains  having  dig- 
nities ;  the  Aldermen  of  London ;  the  Maf- 
ters  in  Chancery  j  the  King's  Serjeants  at 
Law  1  the  King's  Solicitor  and  Attorney,

and  the  King's  antient  Serjeants  the 
Efquircs  of  the  Body,  and  the  Gentlemen 
of  the  Privy  Chamber  j  the  Barons  of  the 
Exchequer,  and  Juftices  of  both  Benches, 
together  with  the  Lnrd  Chief  Baron  and  the 
two  Chief  Juftices,  having  afcended  tbe 
theatre,  are  directed  in  like  manner  to 
divide  to  the  right  and  left,  and  to  take 
their  places  alfo  on  each  fide  tha  choir, 
the  forcmoft  going  ftill  towards  the  weft 
part  of  the  benches. 

Then  the  choir  of  fVefimnfier,  with  the 
Prebendaries  and  Dean,  being  entered  the 
church,  tall  oft"  from  the  proceeding,  a  lit- 
tle on  the  left-hand  of  the  middle  aile,  and 
ftay  there  till  their  Majefties  enter  the 
church,  whtlft  the  Serjeant  Porter  and  Ser- 
jeant of  the  Vcftry,  pafs  over  the  theatre 
to  their  ftation  on  the  north  fide  of  the 
ahar:  the  Children  and  Gentlemen  of  bi« 
Majefty's  Chapel  repair  in  the  mean  time 
to  the  galleries  appointed  for  them  on  each 
fide  of  the  facrarhtnt,  or  area,  before  the 
altar,  &c.  The  votal  mufic  to  the  gallery 
between  the  two  uppermoft  pillar*  on  the 
fouth  fide  of  the  altar,  and  the  inftrumental 
mafic  to  the  gallery  on  the  north  fide  of  the 
faid  area,  in  the  arch  next  to  the  pulpit. 

The  Mafterof  the  Jewel -Houfe,  and  the 
two  Privy  Counfellon,  not  Peers,  pafs 
over  the  theatre  to  the  north  fide  of  the 
faid  area,  the  Matter  of  the  lewel-Houfe 
toward  the  north  fide  of  the  altar,  and  the 
other  two  to  that  end  of  the  feats  provided 
for  the  Bifhops  next  the  pulpit. 

Then  the  Baroneflw  afcending  the  fteps 
of  the  theatre,  tnrn  to  the  left  hand,  and 
are  conducted  by  an  Officer  of  Arms  to 
the  furtheft  of  thofc  fix  feats  prepared  for 
the  Peereffes,  on  the  north  fide  of  the 
theatre. 

In  like  manner  the  Barons  are  conduct- 
ed to  the  furtheft  of  the  fix  feats  on  the 
fouth  fide  of  the  theatre;  and  rheBifhopsto 
their  feats  on  the  north  fide  of  the  area  or 
Jacrary, 

Then  the  VifcountefTcs  are  conducted, 
by  one  of  the  Officcit  of  Arms  who  pre- 
ceded them,  to  their  feats  next  to  the  Baro- 
nefles  {  and  the  Vifcounts,  by  the  other  Of- 
ficer of  Arms,  to  the  oppofite  fide  next  to 
the  Barons. 

And  fo  the  Countefles,  Earls,  March  io- 
nefies,  Ducheflcs  and  Dukes,  are  conducted 
to  their  feats  in  like  manner,  vis.  the 
Peercfles  to  the  feats  on  the  north  fide  of 
the  theatre,  and  the  Peers  to  thofe  on  the 
fouth  fide. 

By  this  time  the  King  and  Queen,  be- 
ing 
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ing  entered  the  church,  are  received  by, 
the  Dean  and  Prebendaries,  who,  with  the 
Choir  of  tytfimmjicr,  proceeding  a  little  be- 
fore their  Majefties,  fing  the  full  anthem 
following,  except  a  particular  anthem  be 
appointed  for  the  occafion.

The  anthem  being  ended,  the  children 
and  choir  of  hVefim'infter  turn  to  the  left 
hand,  to  the  back-fide  of  the  choir,  and  go 
up  into  their  gallery  by  the  great  organ. 

Then  the  Prebendaries  entering  the 
choir,  afcend  the  theatre,  and  pafs  over  it 
to  their  (ration,  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the 
altar,  beyond  the  King's  chair. 

Aftfr  which  the  Dean  of  Wejlminfter, 
the  great  officers,  and  two  Archbifhops, 
with  the  Dukci  of  Ajuitain  and  Normandy, 
afcend  the  theatre,  and  ftand  near  the 
great  fouth-eaft  pillar  thereof. 

Then  the  Queen,  preceded  by  her  Vicc- 
Chamberlain,.  two  Gentlemcn-Uftiers,  and 
her  Lord  Chamberlain,  and  by  the  Lords 
•who  bear  her  Majefty's  Regalia;  and  being 
attended  as  before,  (having  left  the  Barons 
of  the  Cinque-ports,  with  her  canopy  at 
the  entrance  into  the  choir)  afcend*  the 
theatre,  Jcaving  the  Gentlemen  Penfioncrs 
(who  guarded  her  Majefty)  below  in  the 
choir,  and  the  Serjeant  at  Arms  at  the  rail 
on  the  weft- fide  of  the  theatre,  and  partes 
on  the  north-fide  of  her  throne,  to  the 
chair  of  ftate  and  faldftool  provided  for  her 
on  the  eaft-fide  of  the  theatre,  below  her 
throne,  and  ftands  by  the  faid  chair  till 
his  Majcfiy  comes. 

And  nt  is  to  be  noted,  that  when  the 
Queen  enters  the  choir,  the  King's  Scho- 
lars of  fVeftminfter  School,  in  number  forty, 
•all  in  furplices,  being  placed  in  a  gallery 
adjoining  to  the  great  organ  loft,  entertain 
her  Majerty  with  this  fhort  prayer  or  fa- 
luiution,  I'll' AT  REG  IN  A,'  naming

her  Majefty's  name  which  they  continue 
to  fing  until  his  Majefty  enters  the  choir, 
whom  they  entertain  in  like  nanner  with 
this  falutation,  ViyAl,  naming  his  Ma- 
jefty's name,  R  E  X  \  which  they  continue 
to  fing  until  his  Majefty  afcends  the  theatre. 

Then  the  King,  preceded  as  before, 
having  alfo  left  the  Barons  of  the  Cinque- 
ports,  who  bore  his  Majefty's  canopy,  at 
the  entrance  into  the  choir,  and  the  Gen- 
tlemen Penfionera  in  the  choir,  afcends  the 
theatre,  leaving  the  reft  of  the  Serjeants  at 
Arms  at  the  rail  aforcfaid  ;  and  parting  by 
the  fouth-fide  of  his  throne,  to  his  chair 
of  ftate  fct  for  him  on  the  caft-fidc  of  the 
theatre,  near  rhe  foot  of  his  throne,  makes 
an  humble  adoration,  and  kneels  down  at 
his  faldftool,  juft  before  his  chair,  and  ufes 
fome  private  devotions,  the  Queen  doing 
the  like  ;  and  then  arifing,  feats  himfclf 
in  his  chair  of  ftate  j  and  being  featcd, 
the  Queen  alfo  fits  down  in  her  chair  of 
ftate.  The  Lord  Keeper,  the  Lord  Great- 
Chamberlain,  the  Lord  High-Conftable, 
and  Earl-Marfhal,  with  the  two  Bishops 
who  fupport  his  Majefty,  the  Dean  or" 
Wcftminjler,  and  the  Lords  who  carry  the 
regalia  and  fwords,  with  Garter  and  the 
Gentleman-Ufhcr,  all  Handing  about  his 
Majefty,  vix.  The  Biftiops  on  either  fide, 
the  Lords  who  bore  the  fwords,  on  the 
right  hand,  and  the  Lord  Great-Chamber- 
lain on  the  left  hand. 

The  Queen's  Officers,  and  thofe  who  bear 
her  Majefty's  Regalia,  with  the  two  fup- 
porting  Biihops,  and  the  Lady  who  bears 
her  Majefty's  train,  with  the  two  Ladies 
Affiftants,  all  ftanding  likewife  about  her 
Majefty,  viz.  the  Bifhopa  on  either  fide, 
her  Lord  Chamberlain  on  the  right  hand, 
and  her  Vice  Chamberlain  on  the  left ; 
and  the  Ladies,  that  attend  her,  behind. 

Thus  their  Majeftics  being  feated,  and 
all  the  Nobility  and  others  duly  placed,  the 
two  Provincial  Kings  of  Arms,  with  the 
Heralds  and  Purfuivants  of  Arms,  repair 
to  their  ftations  at  the  four  great  corner 
pillars  of  the  theatre,  where  there  arc  feats 
railed  in  for  that  purpofe. 

The  RECOGNITION. 
Then  the  Atchbifhop  of  Canterbury. 
ftanding  near  the  King  on  the  eaft-fide  of 
the  theatre,  his  Majefty,  attended  as  before, 
rifes  out  of  his  chair,  and  ftands  before  it, 
whilft  the  Archbifhop,  having  his  face  to 
the  eaft,  fays  as  follows ; 
Sirs,

From  thence  the  ft  id  Arch  bi  (top,  ac- 
companied with  the  Lord  Keeper,  the  Lord 
Great  Chamberlain,  the  Lord  High  Con- 
liable,  and  the  Earl  Marshal,  (Garter,  King 
of  Arms  going  before  them)  proceeds  to  the 
fouth-fidc  of  the  -theatre,  and  repeats  the 
fame  words ;  and  from  thence  to  the  weft, 
and  laftly  to  the  north-fide  of  the  theatre, 
■  in  like  manner  :  The  King  Handing  all 
this  time  by  his  chair  of  State,  toward  the 
caft-fide  of  the  theatre,  and  turning  his 
■face  to  the  feveral  fides  of  the  theatre,  at 
fuch  time  as  the  Archbiihop  at  every  of 
them  fpeaks  to  the  people. 

At  each  of  which  the  people  fignify 
their  willingnefs  and  joy  by  loud  acclama- 
tions, frying, 

Cod  fave  King  [James  /] 

And  at  the  laft  of  them  the  trumpets 
found  and  drums  beat. 

This  being  done,  a  full  anthem  is  fung 
by  the  choirs,  while  their  Majefties  repofe 
themfclves  in  their  chairs  of  ftate,  which 
Jus  been  heretofore  in  the  following  words.

Tbe  Firfi  OBLATION. 

The  Archbiihop  in  the  mean  time  go- 
ing to  the  altar,  rev  efts  himfclf  with  a 
rich  cope,  and  places  himfclf  at  the  north 
fide  of  the  altar $  as  do  alfo  the  Bifhops 
who  bear  any  part  in  the  office. 

The  Grooms  of  tbe  Removing  Ward- 
robe, in  the  interim,  fprcad  a  large  Turkey- 
vrork  carpet  from  the  altar  down  below  the 
half- paces  thereof,  as  far  as  King  Ed- 
nvarft  chair  ;  and  the  Gentleman-ufher  of 
the  Black-rod,  and  the  Yeomen  of  his 
Majesty's  faid  Wardrobe,  affifted  by  the 
iwo  Grooms  aforefaid,  fpread  a  rich  carpet 
of  cloth  of  gold  over  it,  and  lay  cushions 
of  the  fame  for  their  Majefties  to  kneel  00 
at  the  fteps  of  the  altar. 

Then  the  King  rifes  from  his  chair  (on 
the  caft-fide  of  the  theatre  below  his  throne) 
leaving  the  Queen  in  hers  ;  being  ftip- 
ported  by  the  two  Biihops,  and  attended 
(as  always)  by  the  Dean  of  Wefiminfier  : 
the  great  officers  and  the  noblemen  who 
carry  the  four  fwords  and  regalia,  going 
before  him,  put  off  his  cap  of  eftaic,  and 
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go  to  the  fteps  of  the  alur,  and  there  kneel 
down  upon  tbe  cushions. 

Here  the  pall  of  cloth  of  gold  is  deli* 
vered  to  the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain,  by 
the  Miller  of  the  Great  Wardrobe,  who* 
kneeling,  prefents  it  to  fc'ia  Majefty,  and. 
the  King  offers  it. 

Then  tbe  Treafurer  of  his  Majefty'e 
HoufhoM  delivers  to  the  Lord  Great 
Chamberlain  an  ingot  or  wedge  of  gold, 
of  a  pound  weight  (viz.  1a  ounces  Troy) 
which  the  King  alfo  offers. 

The  Archbiihop  aflifted  by  the  Dean  of 
Wtftm inftfr,  receives  them  (ftanding)  from 
his  Majefty,  and  lays  them  reverently  on 
the  altar  t  which  done,  the  King  arifiirg 
makes  an  obeifenee  towards  the  altar,  and 
retires  to  bis  chair  on  tbe  fouth-fide  of 
the  area  or  facrarium. 

Then  the  Queen,  fapported  as  before  by 
the  Bifhoj*,  is  brought  from  her  feat,  (oft 
the  eaft-fide  of  the  theatre  below  her 
throne)  her  regalia  being  borne  before  her, 
and  being  come  to  the  fteps  of  the  altar, 
kneels  down,  and  offers  a  like  pal),  with 
the  fame  ceremony  as  the  King  did  before, 
and  then  retires  to  her  chair,  fet  for  her 
likewife  on  the  fouth-fide  of  the  area, 
or  on  the  King's  left  hand. 

After  which,  their  Majefties  kneeling  at 
their  faldftools  placed"  before  their  chairs, 
the  Archbifilop  fays  the  following  prayer. 

0  Cod,  who  dwellefi  in  tbe  bigb  and  boly 
place,  with  tbem  alfo  wbo  are  of  an  humble 
fp  'wit,  took  down  gracievjly  upon  tbefetby  frr- 
vantt  [James ]  our  King,  and  [Mary J  cur 
Sateen,  bere  pro/hate  before  tbee  at  tby  foot- 
ftcof,  and  mercifully  receive  tbefe  oblations,  tec. 

Which  prayer  being  ended,  the  Lords, 
who  bore  his  Majcfty's  Regalia,  draw  near 
to  the  fteps  of  the  altar,  and  every  one, 
in  order,  prefents  what  he  carried,  viz. 
The  Crown,  the  Orb,  the  Scepter  with  the 
Dove,  the  Spurs,  the  Scepter  with  the  Crofi, 
and  St.  EdwareTi  Staff,  onto  the  Archbi- 
ihop j  who  being  affifted  as  before,  by  the 
Dean  of  JVtJiminfier,  lays  them  decently 
upon  the  altar,  and  the  Lords  who  bore 
them  retire  to  their  refpeclive  feats. 

In  like  manner  the  Lords  who  carried 
her  Majefty's  Regalia,  delivered  them  feve- 
rally  in  manner  as  before,  viz.  Firft  the 
Crown,  then  the  Scepter  with  the  Croft, 
and  laftly  the  Ivory  Rod  with  the  Dove, 
and  retire  to  their  refpeaive  Seats. 

Which  done,  the  perfons  representing 
the  dukes  of  Aquifain  and  Normandy,  with 
the  great  officers,  viz.  The  Lord  Keeper, 
the  Lord  Traafurer,  the  Lord  Prefidcnt  of 
Tt  tbg 
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Jhe  Couneil,  and  the  Lord  Privy  Seal,  to- 
gether with  the  Lord' High  Conftable,  and 
the  Earl  Marfhal,  repair  to  their  feats  on 
the  fouth-fide  of  tne  area,  behind  their 
Majeftiea  chain,  where  the  Lord  High 
Steward,  (who  bears  his  Majesty's  crown) 
lad  immediately  before  feated  himfclf.

The  Choirs  fing  the  Refponfes,  the  Dean 
of  Wefiminfier  kneeling  on  the  left  hand  of 
the  King,  a  little  behind  bis  Majefty.

After  the  Litany  is  ended,  the  Yeomen 
•f  the  Veftry  carry  back  the  deflc  and 
coihions  into  St.  Edward's  chapel,  where 
they  wait  to  perform  any  occafional  com- 
mand* of  his  Grace  die  Archbi/hop  of 
Canterbury. 

The  SERMON. 

Then  the  Bifhop,  appointed  to  preach  the 
fermon,  afcends  the  pulpit  placed  againft 
the  great  north-eaft  pillar  of  the  theatre  at 
half  an  hour  after  one  o'clock ;  and  the 
King  and  Queen  arifing,  feat  themfclves 
again  in  their  chairs,  on  t{ie  fouth-fide  of 
the  area,  where  they  hear  the  fermon,  the 
King  now  putting  on  pgain  bis  velvet  cap 
of  eflate  turned  up  with  ermine. 

The  faid  Bifhop  beginning  with  the 
Lord's  prayer,  names  his  text,  and,  during 
fermon,  (which  continues  near  half  an 
hour)  the  two  Bifhops,  who  fupport  the 


King,  Aand  on  each  fide  of  him  t  tha) 
Lords,  who  carry  the  (words,  bear  them 
erected  near  the  King  on  hi;  right  fide  j 
and  the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain  (lands  onf 
the  King's  left  hand. 

On  each  fide  of  the  Queen  ftand  the 
two  Bimops  who  fupported  her,  and  the 
two  great  Ladies  near  her  chair  ;  her  Lord 
Chamberlain  on  her  right  hand,  and  hex 
Vice  Chamberlain  on  her  left. 

The  Archbi/hop  of  Canterbury  fits  in  a 
purple  velvet  chair,  on  the  north-fide  of 
the  altar,  and  the  BifiYps  on  benches  on 
the  north-fide  of  the  area.  And  ne«ir  the 
Archbi/hop  ftafids  Garter  King  of  Arms, 
with  feveral  of  the  King's  'fervants,  who 
attend  to  do  fervice.  As  alfo  the  Serjeant 
and  two  Yeomen  of  the  Veftry  before- 
mentioned)  in  fcarlet  mantle*.  On  the 
fame  fide,  near  the  pulpit,  ftand  the  Lord 
Mayor  of  London  and  the  Mailer  of  the 
Jewel  Iloufe  :  and  at  the  angles  or  cor- 
ners .of  the  thrones,  ftand  the  Four  Gen- 
tlemen Uflicrs  a>ily  Waiters,  richly  ha- 
bited. 

On  the  fouth-fidc,  eaft  of  the  King's 
chair,  and  nearer  to  the  altar,  Aand  the 
Dean  and  Prebendaries  of  Wefiminfier  ;  and 
near  them,  the  Commiflioners  of  the  Great 
Wardrobe,  as  alfo  the  Yeomen  and  Grooms 
of  his  Majefty's  Removing  Wardrobe  in, 
their  fcarlet  gowns,  to  place  the  chairs  and 
frldftools,  &c.  as  occafion  requires ;  and 
King  Edward"  1  chair,  in  which  his  Mi- 
jefty  is  crowned,  is  placed  about  the  middle 
of  the  area  before  the  altar. 

In  the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain's  feat, 
being  a  large  box  on  the  fouth-fide  of  the 
area,  between  the  great  fouth-eaft  pillar  of 
the  thcatte,  and  the  next  pillar  eastward, 
generally  fit  the  Princes  and  Priaccfies  of 
the  Royal  Family. 

And  over  them,  in  a  large  gallery  be- 
tween the  faid  two  pillars,  Ambafiidort 
and  Foreign  Miniftcrs,  and  Strangers  of 
Quality. 

The  OAT  H. 

Sermon  being  ended,  the  King  uncovers 
his  head,  and  the  Arch  bi  ftiop  repairs  to  his 
MajeAy,  and  atlcshim,  Sir,  are  you  willing 
to  take  the  oath  ufualty  taken  by  ycur  Prede- 
cejfcrs  t

In  the  mean  time  the  King  rifes  from  hii 
devotions,  and  goes  to  the  altar,  fuppnrted 
i.%  before,  and  attended  by  the  Lord  Great 
Chamberlain,  who  difrobes  his  Majefty  of 
his  mantle  and  furcoat  of  crimfon  vefvet, 
which  arc  carried  immediately  into  the 
King's  traverse  in  St.  Edward* i  chapel :

area  or  facrarmm  before  the  altar,  and  be- 
ing covered  over  with  cloth  of  gold,  his 
Majcfty  feats  himfelf  in  it. 

Then  four  Knights  of  the  Garter,  ap- 
pointed by  his  Majefty,  hold  a  pall  or  pallet 
of  cloth  of  gold  over  the  King  during  the 
whole  ceremony  of  the  anointing  :  and  the 
feveral  places  of  his  Majefty's  habit  for  the 
anointing,  which  are  closed  with  ribbands, 
being  firft  opened  by  the  Archbiftiop ;  the 
ampul,  with  the  oil  and  fpoon,  are  brought 
from  the  altar  by  the  Dean  of  IWe/fmirJter, 
who  pours  out  the  holy  oil  into  the  fpoon, 
wherewith  the  Archhifhop  anoints  the 
King,  in  form  of  a  crofs ;

After  this,  the  Dean  of  PFeJlminJIer 
brings  the  fpurs  from  the  altar,  and  de- 
livers them  to  the  Lord  Great  Chamber- 
bin,  who  kneeling  down  feemingly  puts 
them  on  the  King's  heels,  but  indeed  only 
touches  the  King's  heels  therewith,  and 
forthwith  takes  them  oflf again,  that  his 
Majcfty  might  not  be  encumbered  with 
them,  by  reafon  of  the  length  of  his  robes, 

wtnfer, 
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m\«ftcr,  they  ere  by  him  laid  upon  the 
alt at. 

Then  the  nobleman  who  bear*  the  fword 
of  rtate  in  the  proceeding,  in  lieu  thereof 
delivers  a  fword  in  a  fcabbard  of  purple 
velvet,  to  the  Archbifhop,  who  laying  it 
on  the  altar,  fays  the  following  prayer. 

Hear  our  prayers,  we  befeeeb  tire,  0  Lord, 
and  by  the  right-hand  of  thy  M<jjrjly  vouch' 
fafe  to  blefi  and  fanSify  this  thy  fervant 
Mames]  our  King,  who  is  now  to  be  girt  with 
this  fivsrd,  Sec. 

1  he  prayer  ended,  the  arch  bi  (hop,  a  flirted 
by  other  biftiops,  delivers  the  fword  into 
the  King's  hands,  faying,  Receive  this  king- 
!y  fword,  delivered  unto  thee  by  the  hands  of 
the  Bifhops,  Sec. 

And  the  King  (landing  up,  delivers  it 
unto  the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain,  who 
girds  his  Majefty  therewith;  whereupon 
the  King  fitting  down  again,  the  Arch- 
bifhop  fays,  Remember  of  whom  tie  Pfalmift 
did  prophecy,  when  be  Jaid,  Gird  thee  with 
thy /word  upon  thy  thigh,  0  thou  moft  mighty, 
ice. 

Then  the  King  arifing,  the  Dean  ofJVeJI- 
minfter  takes  the  armil  irom  the  Matter  of 
the  Great  Wardrobe,  and  puts  it  about  his 
Majefly'*  neck,  and  ties  it  to  the  bowings 
of  his  arms  above  and  below  his  elbows,  the 
Archbifhop  faying,  Receive  rl>ir  armil,  as  a 
token  of  the  divine  mercy  embracing  thee  cn 
every  Jtde,  dec. 

Laftly,  the  mantle  or  open  pall  of  cloth 
of  gold  and  purple  brocade,  lined  with  red 
taffata,  is  delivered  by  the  fame  gentleman 
to  the  Dean  of  fVcflminJler,  who  puts  it  upon 
the  King  (landing  ;  and  his  Majefly  being 
inverted  therewith,  fits  down,  while  the 
Dean  of  H'eflminficr  brings  the  orb  with  the 
crofs  Irom  the  altar,  which  is  delivered  in- 
to the  King's  right  hand  by  the  Archbifhop, 
faying,  Receive  this  imperial  pall  cr  orb, 
•  and  remember  that  the  whole  world  is  fubjttl 
to  the  pvwer  and  empire  of  God,  Sec, 

Tbt  CROONING. 

The  King  being  thus  inverted,  the  Arch- 
bishop (landing  before  the  altar  takes  St. 
Edward's  crown  into  his  hands,  and  laying 
it  before  him  again  upon  the  altar,  fays 
this  prayer,  the  King  kneeling  at  his 
footrtool  : 

0  God,  the  crown  of  the  faithful,  blefs, 
we  befeeeb  thee,  Sec. 

Then  the  King  (its  down  again  in  King 
EdwartT  i  chair,  and  the  Arch  hi/hop  coming 
from  the  altar  with  the  crown  between  his 
hands,  aifirted  by  the  Dean  of  PTejlminJler, 


and  other  bifhops,  reverently  putt  it  upon 
the  King's  head. 

At  which,  the  trumpets  found  a  point  of 
war,  the  drums,  which  arc  without,  beat 
a  charge,  and  the  people,  with  loud  and  re- 
peated ihouts,  cry,  God  j'avt  the  King  i 

And  a  (ignal  being  given  from*  the  battle- 
ments of  the  north  crofs  of  the  church,  bjr 
two  gunners ;  one  of  them  takes  his  nation 
on  the  inner  roof  over  the  area,  to  obferve 
the  ex a£l  minute  of  hi*  Majerty'a  crowning, 
and  thereupon,  hartening  to  the  battle- 
ments, commands  his  companion  (there 
placed)  to  fire  a  mu/ket,  and  light  a  port- 
fire. Upon  which,  the  twenty-one  guns  in 
St.  James's  Park  are  fired  ;  and  upon  the 
fame  fign  the  ordnance  of  the  Tower  are 
difcharged. 

The  noifeand  acclamations  ceafing,  the 
Archbifhop  goes  on,  faying  thefe  two  pray- 
ers, (landing  before  the  King: 

1.  God  cruwn  tbee  with  a  crown  of  forti- 
tude end  honour,  of  rigbtetufnefs  and  gloryp 
Sec. 

2.  0  eternal  God,  King  cf  Kings,  foun- 
tain cf  all  authority  and  power,  blefs,  we 
befexfh  thee,  this  try  fervant,  who  xn  lowly 
devothn  bewetb  bis  head  unto  thy  divine  Ma- 
jefty, Sec. 

At  which  words  the  King  boweth  his 
head. 

Then  the  Archbifhop  reads  the  Confer* 
tare  ;  Be  ftrong  and  of  go'd  courage,  ohferva 
the  commandments  ef  God,  and  walk  in  hit 
ways,  and  the  Almighty  God  ftrengthen  thee, 
Sec. 

After  which,  this  full  anthem,  (Deux  ns 
Virtue,  Sec.)  is  fung  by  the  choirs j  except 
another  is  appointed  inftead  thereof.

The  King  returning  from  the  altar,  and 
laving  feated  hirofelfagain  in  the  chair,  the 
Mailer  of  the  Jewel  Houfe  delivers  the 
King's  ring  (la  which  a  table  ruby  is  cn- 
cbafed,  and  on  that  St.  George's  crofs  en- 
graven)  to  the  Archbifhop  ;  and  the  King 
drawing  off  his  linen  glove,  the  Archbifttop 
puts  it  on  the  fourth  finger  of  his  Majefty 's 
right  hand,  faying,  Receive  the  ring  of  kingly 
dignity,  and  the  teal  of  catholic  faith ,  that  at 
then  art  this  day  conjecrated  head  and  princt 
tftb'u  kingdom  and  people,  Sec. 

Then,  according  to  ancient  cuftotn,  the 
lord  of  the  manor  of  Worktop  in  Notfing- 
hamjhirt,  prefents  his  Majefty  with  a  rich 
glove,  which  the  King  puts  on  his  right 
hand,  immediately  before  he  receives  the 
fcepter  j  and  his  Majefty  ftill  fitting  in  his 
chair,  the  Archbilhop  takes  the  fcepter  with 
the  crofs,  and  puts  it  into  the  King's  right 
hand,  faying,  Receive  the  fcepter,  the  en- 
Jtgrt  of  kingly  pou.fr  and  jufitce. 

Whereupon  the  lord  of  the  manor  before- 
mentioned  fupports  the  King's  right  arm, 
or  holds  the  faid  fcepter  for  bis  Majefty,  as 
occafion  requires. 

After  which  the  Archbilhop  delivers  the 
rod  or  fcepter  with  the  dove,  into  the

After  which,  the  King  rifes,  and  putt 
on  hit  crown,  and,  being  attended  as  before, 
goes  again  to  King  Edward' i  chair,  and  (its 
down  in  it,  and  there  vouchfifesto  kifs  the 
Archbifliops  and  Bifliops  aflifting  at  his  co- 
ronation, as  they  kneeled  before  him,  one 
after  another. 

This  done,  the  choirs  begin  to  fing  the 
feventh  anthem,  Tt  Deum  Laudanni,  Sec.

Te  Drum  being  ended,  the  King  afcenda 
the  throne,  being  lifted  up  by  the  Archbi- 
fhops  and  Bifliops,  and  other  Peers  of  the 
kingdom,  who  with  the  Noblemen  that 
bear  the  Swords  before  him,  ftand  aboofcthe 
throne  and  fteps. 

The  King  being  feated  on  his  throne , 
the  Archbilhop  (landing  before  him,  faya 
this  exhortation  :

the  lawful  and  undoubted  beir,  by  fuccejftou 
frwn  .  by  fortj utters,  &f c . 

The  exhortation  being  ended,  all  the 
Peer*  then  prefent  do  their  homage  to  the 
King,  at  followeth : 

F>rrt  the  Archbifliup  of  Canterbury  kneel- 
ing be  tore  his  Majefly's  knees,  the  other 
Biihops  doing  the  lime  behind  and  about 
him,  doe*  this  homage,  faying,  /  [J-hn] 
jlrchbifjop  of  Canterbury,  will  be  faithful 
and  true,  an?  faith  and  truth  will  bear  unto 
you,  our  Sovereign  Lord,  and  your  heirs, 
Xings  cf  Great  Britain  :  and  I  will  do,  and 
truly  acknowledge  the  fervice  of  the  land 
nvhicb  I  clam  to  bold  ojyou,  at  in  right  of 
the  church.  So  help  me  God. 

Then  he  rifes,  and  kifles  the  King's  left 
check  :  after  him  the  reft  of  the  Biihops 
prcfent  do  the  like,  and  retire. 

Then  the  firft  Duke,  having  in  his  hand 
the  words  of  homage,  in  behalf  of  himfclf 
and  the  reft  of  the  Dukes,  kneels  dt>wn,and 
fays  as  follows  :  I^Duke  of— ,  do  become 
your  Liege  Mau  *f  life  and  limb,  and  cf 
earthly  wcrjbip  :  and  faith  and  truth  I  will 
'  bear  urtoycu  to  live  and  die  a  gain f}  all  man- 
ner of  folks,  So  help  me  God, 

In  like  manner,  the  firft  Marquis  does 
homage  for  himfclf  and  the  reft.  And  fo 
does  the  premier  Earl  for  the  Earls,  the 
/irfl  Vifcount  for  the  Vifceunts,  and  the 
firfl  Baron  for  the  Barons. 

After  which,  the  Dukes,  and  the  other 
orders  of  the  nobility,  refpectivcly  reafcend, 
and  taking  off  their  coronets,  touch  the 
Crown  upon  the  King's  head,  promiftng  by 
that  ceremony  to  fupport  it  with  all  their 
power  ;  and  ki fling  the  Kiug's  left  cheek, 
are,  of  his  Majefty's  abundant  grace,  fe- 
derally kitted  by  him  at  the  fame  tine,  and 
fo  delceod. 

During  the  folemnity  of  the  homage, 
the  Treafurer  of  his  Majefty's  houJhold, 
'  attended  by  Garter  and  the  Ulher  of  the 
Black  Rod,  throws  amoogft  the  people 
from  the  fouth,  weft,  and  north  rides  of 
the  theatre,  medals  of  gold  and  filver,  pre- 
pared for  that  purpofe,  as  their  Majefties 
princely  donative  or  largefs  {  which  he 
continue*  to  do  till  after  the  Queen  is 


Note,  That,  during  the  ceremony  of  the 
homage,  if  there  it  a  general  pardon,  it 
will  be  read  public  If  by  the  lord  Chan- 
filler,  attended  by  Carter  and  the  Ujbtr 
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of  the  Black  Rod,  at  the  three  JUts  of 
the  theatre  before-mentioned* 

In  the  mean  time  the  Gentlemen  of  the 
chapel  royal,  with  (he  inftrumentaJ  muflc, 
and  the  choir  of  JVtflminfler,  fing  and  play 
together  this  or  fome  other  anthem,  as  a 
folemn  concluflon  of  the  King's  part  of  ins 
coronation.

Tht  anthem  being  coded*  the  Arcbbi- 
(hop  of  Canterbury  goes  ft»  the  altar ;  and 
the  Queen  rifes  from  her  chair,  on  the 
fouth  fide  of  the  area,  where  flic  had  re- 
pofed  herfelf  during  the  rime  the  King  was 
anointed,  crowned,  and  enthroniaed ;  and, 
being  fupported  by  two  Biftiops,  goes  to- 
wards the  attar,  attended  by  the  ladies  who.

As  foon  as  this  anthem  begins,  the  Queen 
rifes  from  her  faldftool ;  and,  being  fup- 
ported  by  the  two  Bifhops,  and  her  train 
borne,  and  attended  as  before,  goes  up  to 
the  theatre^  and  as  flic  approaches  towards 
the  King,  bows  hcrfetf  reverently  to  his 
Majefty  fitting  upon  his  throne  }  and  fo  is 
conducted  to  her  own  throne  on  the  left* 
hand  of  the  King,  where  ffie  repofes  herfclf 
till  the  anthem  is  ended. 

After  the  anthem  (if  there  be  no  com- 
munion) the  King  and  Queen  defcend  and 
kneel  at  their  faldftools  upon  the  theatre, 
at  the  foot  of  their  thrones,  whilft  the 
Archbifliop  fays  the  final  prayers. 

t.  Afift  if  1  mercifully,  0  Lord,  in  theft

*.  0  Lord  our  God,  who  uptcldeft  and

The  ceremony  of  their  Maieftlet  corona- 
tion being  thus  performed,  the  King  rifes, 
having  the  crown  on  his  head*  and  both 
the  fceptera  in  hit  hands;  and  being  at- 
tended by  the  great  Officers  and  the  Lords 
who  carry  the  four  fwords,  and  the  other 
Lords  who  carry  St.  Edward**  ft  a  ft,  the 
fpars,  and  orb,  having  again  received  them 
from  off  the  high  altar,  and  bearing  them 
before  his  Majefty,  the  King  defcends  from- 
the  Theatre,  and  paftes  through  the  door  on 
the  footh  fide  of  the  high  altar,  into  St. 
Edward**  chapel,  and  comes  before  the 
ad  tar,  at  the  head  of  Sr.  Edward**  (hunt 
or  tomb,  where  the  regalia  before-mention- 
ed, visa,  the  ftaff,  fpurs,  and  orb,  are  deli- 
vered to  the  Dean  of  }frejhtinjierf  who  layt 
them  on  the  faid  altar,  the  organs  playing 
•11  the  while. 

The  Queen  alfo,  descending  from  the 
Theatre  at  the  fame  time  with  the  King, 
pa  (Tea  by.  the  high  altar,  through  the  door 
on  tbe  north  fide  thereof,  into  St.  Edward** 
chapel,  having  her  crown  on  her  head,  and 
her  fcepter  and  ivory  rod  in  her  hands  (at- 
tended as  before,)  and  repairs  alfo  to  the 
altar  in  the  faid  chapel. 

Then  the  King  delivers  the  two  fceptera 
Co  the  Arch bi fti op,  who  lays  them  upon  the 
aUtar \  and  hit  Majefty  talcing  off  his  crown, 
delivers  it  alfo  to  the  Archbiftiop,  who 
places  it  upon  the  faid  altar. 

The  Queen  alfo  delivers  her  two  fceptera 
to  the  Archbiftiop  ;  and  taking  off  her 
Crown,  deliver!  it  likewife  to  him  j  all 
which  he  places  opon  the  altar. 

This  done,  the  King  withdraws  into  his 
traverfe,  at  the  weft  end  of  the  faid  chapel, 
where  he  fits  down  in  his  chair,  and  is  dif- 
robed,  by  the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain,  of 
the  robes  called  St.  Edward's,  which  are 
delivered  to  the  Dean  of  rVeftninfler,  who 
lay?  tftem  upon  the  altar  before-mentioned. 

The  Queen  alfo  retires  to  her  traverfe  on 
the  left-band  of  the  King's,  and  there  re- 
pofea  herfelf  until  the  King  is  revefted. 

The  King  is  then  arrayed,  by  the  Lord 
Great  Chamberlain,  in  his  royal  robes  of 
purple  velvet,  furred  with  ermine.  And 
the  King  and  Qarcn  coming  before  St.  Ed- 
ward** altar,  the  Archbiftiop  (being  ftill 
revefted  as  before)  puts  two  other  imperial 
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crowns  upon  their  Majefties  heads,  with 
caps  of  purple  velvet,  viz.  tbe  crown  of 
ftate  upon  the  King's  head,  and  an  exceed* 
ing  rich  crown  upon  the  Queen's,  which 
their  Majefties  Continue  to  wear*  all  the  reft 
of  the  day. 

The  Archbiftiop  alfo  puts  into  the  King*e 
right-hand  the  fcepter  with  the  croft,  and 
into  his  left-hand  the  orb  or  globe  with  the 
erofs ;  and  into  the  Queen's  right-hand 
her  fcepter  with  the  crofs,  and  into  her 
left-hand  tbe  ivory  rod  with  the  dove: 
which  done,  the  Archbiftiop  and  Biftiopj 
dive  ft  themfelves  of  their  copes,  and  leave 
them  there,  proceeding  in  their  rocheta,  of 
ulual  habit. 

While  the  King  and  Queen  are  in  St* 
Edward?*  chapel,  the  Officers  of  Arms  call 
In  order  fuch  only  are  to  return  to  Weft* 
minfter-ball  (for  the  Prebendaries  of  Weft- 
m'tnfltr  and  the  choir  are  not  to  go  back  in 
the  proceAlon  to  the  Hall)  and  %draw  them 
down,  out  of  the  choir,  into  the  body  of 
the  church. 

Then  the  Queen,  having  her  crown  on 
her  head,  and  the  fcepter  and  ivory  rod  in 
her  hands,  and  being  fupported  and  attend- 
ed, and  her  train  borne  as  before,  proceed, 
from  St.  Edward**  chapel,  over  tbe  Thea- 
tre, by  the  north  fide  of  her  throne,  and 
fo  through  the  choir,  in  the  fame  manner 
as  (he  came  to  the  church  (except  that  the 
Lords,  who  bore  her  regalia  thither,  go  not 
now  immediately  before  her,  but  repair  to 
their  refpeltive  places  in  the  procernontf 
according  to  their  feveral  degrees,)  and  it 
again  received  under  her  canopy  by  the  Ba- 
rons of  'the  Cinque  Ports,  who  attend, 
without  the  door  of  the  choir. 

The  King  likewife,  having  the  four 
fword*,  and  the  fcepter  with  the  dove  borne 
before  him,  with  his  crown  on  his  head, 
and  in  his  hands  the  fcepter  with  hit  croft, 
and  the  orb,  and  a  noble  Lord  fupportlng 
his  right  arm,  proceeds  out  of  St.  Edward** 
chapel,  affifted  and  attended,  and  hit  train 
borne,  as  before,  and  partes  over  the  Thea- 
tre by  the  fourh  fide  of  his  throne,  and  fo 
through  the  choir,  in  the  fame  manner  as 
he  came  to  the  church  [except  that  the 
Lords,  who,  in  the  former 


car- 
ried any  of  the  regalia,  which  art  now  left 
behind  in  St. Edward**  chapel  (viz.  the  fpurt 
and  ftjrff,)  or  which  his  Majefty  does  not* 
bear  himfelf  (t/ras.  the  orb,  and  fcepter  with 
the  crofs,)  go  now  in  the  refpeftrve  places 
in  the  proceffion,  according  to  their  fe- 
veral degrees,]  and  la  received]  In  tike 
V  • 
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uod«.r  hit  canopy  by  the  Barons  of  the 
Cinque  Ports  at  the  choir  door. 

Thus  thit  mod  glorious  and  fplendid  af- 
fembly,  proceeds  down  the  body  of  the 
church,  through  the  great  weft  door,  and 
fo  returns  to  Weftmlnfter-hall,  by  the  feme 
way  it  came  j  the  Dukes  of  Normandy  and 
Aqu'uain  wearing  their  caps  of  ettatc,  the 
Peers  and  Peereffes  their  coronets,  the  Bi- 
ftxops  their  caps,  and  the  Kings  of  Arms 
their  coronets. 

AH  the  way  from  the  church  to  the  hall, 
the  Drums  beat,  the  Trumpets  (bund,  and 
the  vail  multitude  of  beholders  fill  the  air 
with  loud  acclamations  and  mouts,  and 
prayers  for  their  Majefties  long  life  and 
profperity. 

While  the  office  of  coronation  is  per- 
forming  in  the  church,  the  table  where 
their  Majefties  arc  to  dirfe  in  Weftminfter- 
fcall,  is' covered  by  the  Serjeant  and  Gen- 
tlemen of  the  ewry:  then  the  Omcers  of 
the  pantry  fet  the  King's  fait  of  ftate  and 
cadinct  on  the  table,  and  another  cadiact 
rbr  the  Queen. 

We  JhtUi  not  trouble  our  readers  with 
the  ufual  bills  of  fare  on  this  great  occafi on, 
becaufe  they  vary  according  to  the  feafon ; 
only  obferving,  that  there  are  ufually  tables 
Cti  each  fide  of  the  hall,  befides  that  of  their 
Majcfties ;  the  firft  on  the  weft  fide  of  the 
hall  is  for  the  dukes  of  Normandy  and 
j4juit*i*,  the  four  great  Officers,  the  Dukes, 
Duchefles,  and  others  of  the  principal  No- 
hility. — The  fccond  of  the  fame  fide  for 
Earls  and  others  of  the  principal  Nobility. 
—The  third  for  the  Barons  and  BWoneflcs. 

The  firft  tabie  on  the  caft  fide  of  the 
hall  is  for  the  Archbifhops,  Bilhops,  Ba- 
rons of  the  Cinque  Ports,  Judges,  the 
King's  Ancient  Serjeant,  Attorney  and 
Solicitor  General. —The  fecond  for  the 
King's  Serjeants  at  Law,  Mailers  in  Chan- 
cery, Six  Clerks,  Lord  Mayor  and  Alder- 
men, &c.  of  LcnJon——  And  the  third  for 
the  Kings  of  Arms,  Heralds,  Purfuivants. 
—On  all  thefe  feven  tables,  no  lefs  than 
1445  di flies  of  the  moft  delicious  and  rich 
viands  have  been  ufually  ferved  up. 

The  noble  and  illuftrious  Perfonagcs  who 
make  up  this  grand  afi'embly,  being  feated 
with  great  ceremony  at  their  refpedive 
tables,  as  above,  and  dinner  being  ready, 
his  Majefty,  with  his  crown  on  his  head, 
and  the  fceptcr  with  the  croft,  and  the  orb 
in  ilia  hands,  attended  and  fupported,  and 
his  train  borne  as  before,  preceded  by  the 
Lord  Great  Chamberlain,  and  the  fwords 
Veing  alfo  borne  before  him,  comes  out  of 


the  Court  of  Wards,  where  he  had  repcfeJ 
himfelf  till  dinner  was  ready,  and  fcata- 
himfclf  in  his  chair  of  ftate,  at  the  table. 

Immediately  after  the  Queen  with  hc» 
crowrr  on  her  head,  and  the  fceprer  and 
ivory  rod  in  her  hands,  preceded  by  the 
Vice-Chamberlain  and  Lord  Chamberlain), 
and  her  train  borne  as  before,  and  follow-' 
ed  by  the  Ladies  of  the  Bedchamber,  and 
her  Majefty *s  women,  comes  forth  from 
her  retirement  through* the  Court  ofWards, 
and  feats  herielf  alfo  in  her  chair  of  ftate 
at  the  table,  on  the  left  hand  of  the  King* 

Then  the  firft  courfe  of  hot  meat  is  ferved 
up  to  their  Majefties  tablfe  in  the  manner 
following. 

The  Lords  the  fewers  go  to  the  dreff-r

The  Comptroller  of  his  Maiefty's  Houf- 
hold  }  the  Treasurer  of  his  Majcfty'sHouf<* 
hold,  the  Afiiftant  to  the  Queen's  Sewer  ; 
her  Majefty's  Sewer}  the  AflifUnt  to  the 
King's  Sewer  j  his  Majefty's  Sewer. 

Then  thirty-two  dimes  of  hot  meat, 
brought  up  by  the  Knights  of  the  Bmtby 
bareheaded;  after  which,  there  is  brought 
a  fupply  of  feveral  dimes  more  of  hot  meat 
by  private  Gentlemen.  Then  follows  the 
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*nefs  of  pottage,  or  gruel,  called  Dillegrout, 
.prepared  by  the  King's  Mafter-cook,  and 
"brought  op  to  the  table  by  the  Lord  of  the 
Manor  of  Addington  in  Surrey. 

Two  Clerks  of  the  Kitchen  in  Mack 
figured  fattin  gowns,  and  black  velvet  caps 
in  their  hands. 

Dinner  being  placed  on  the  table  by  the 
King  and  Queen's  carvers,  with  the  help 
of  the  Earls  Sewers,  and  their  afliftants, 
the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain,  with  his  Ma- 
}efty*s  Cupbearer,  and  his  afliftants,  go  to 
the  King's  cupboard,  and  having  waflted, 
the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain,  preceded  by 
the  U flier  of  the  Black  Rod,  afiiftcd  by  the 
"Cupbearer,  and  followed  by  his  afiiftants 
before-mentioned,  brings  up  the  great  ba- 
ton and  ewer  for  his  Majcfty  to  wafh  : 
-whereupon  the  King  rifes,  and  having  de- 
livered the  fcepter  with  the  crofs  to  the 
Lord  appointed  for  that  purpofe,  and  the 
orb  to  the  Bifliop  of  Bath  and  Wellt,  the 
Cupbearer  pours  out  the  water  upon  the 
King's  hands ;  and  the  Lord  of  the  Manor 
of  Ktyden  in  EJj'tx  (having  accompanied  the 
Cupbearer  from  the  cupboard)  holds  the 
towel  to  the  King. 

The  like  ceremony  is  ufed  with  regard 
to  her  Majefty's  wafliing. 

After  which  the  Dean  of  hU  Majefty's 
chapel  royal,  fays  grace  j  and  their  Ma- 
5cfties  fit  down  to  dinner,  as  do  likewife  the 
Peers  and  Pccreflcs,  at  the  tablet  mentioned 
before. 

On  the  Kinjf  s  Tight  hand  ftand  the  No- 
blemen who  carry  the  four  fwords,  holding 
them  naked  and  erected  all  dinner-time  ; 
and  nearer  the  King  stand  the  Lords  who 
nold  the  orb  and  fcepter  j  and  on  his  Ma- 
jefty's left  hand,  the  Lord-  Great  Chamber- 


On  the  Queen's  left  hand  ftand  her  Lord 
Chamberlain  and  Vice-Chamberlain,  who 
bean  her  fcepter  and  ivory  rod,  delivered 
over  to  them  by  the  Biftiops  of  London  and 
Dean  offVeJlmirfter,  a  little  before. 

Alfo  the  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Wtmondly 
in  Htrtfordp.irt,  being  aflifted  by  the  Cup^ 
bearer  and  his  affiftants,  goes  to  the  cup- 
board, and  brings  his  Maiefty  the  firft  cup 
of  liquor  in  a  filver  bowl  gilt,  which  he 
prefents  to  the  King  on  his  knee  ;  and  his 
Majcfty  having  drank  thereof,  returns  the 
cup  to  htm,  which  he  receives  for  his  fee. 

Before  the  fecond  courfe  is  brought  in, 
the  King's  Champion,  who  enjoys  that 
office  as  being  Lord  of  the  Manor  of 
Serrveljby  in  Lincdnfbxrt,  enters  the  hall 
completely  armed,  in  one  of  his  Majefty's 


I  beft  futts  of  white  armour,  mounted  on  a 
I  fine  white  horfe,  richly  caparifoned  in 
manner  following: 

Two  Trumpets,  with  the  Champion** 
arms  on  their  banners  j  the  Serjeant  Trum- 
pet, with  his  mace  on  hit  moulder  $  two 
Serjeants  at  Arms,  with  their  maces  on 
their  (houlders ;  the  Champion's  two  Ef- 
quires,  richly  habited,  one  on  the  right 
hand,  with  hit  Champion's  lance  carried 
upright  \  the  other  on  his  left  hand,  with 
his  target,  and  the  Champion's  arms  de- 
picted thereon  ;  the  Herald  of  Arms  with 
a  paper  in  his  hand,  containing  the  words 
of  the  challenge. 

The  Earl  MaHhal  in  his  robes  and  coro- 
net, on  horfeback,  whh  the  Marihal's  ftaff 
in  his  hand  ;  the  Champion  on  horfeback, 
with  a  gantlet  in  his  right  hand,  his  hel- 
met on  his  head,  adorned  with  a  great 
plume  of  feathers,  white,  blue,  and  red ; 
the  Lord  High  Conftable  in  his  robes  anj 
coronet,  and  collar  of  the  order,  on  horfe- 
back, with  the  Conftable'aftarT. 

Four  Pages  richly  apparelled,  attendants 
on  the  Champion. 

Thepaflage  to  their  Majefties  table  being 
cleared  by  the  Knight  Marflul,  the  Herald 
at  Arms  with  a  loud  voice,  proclaims  the 
Champion's  challenge  at  the  lower  end  of 
the  hall,  in  the  words  following  : 

If  any  ferfm  ef  what  degree  foever,  Ij^b 
er  Ivw,  fhall  deny  or  gairfay,  our  So- 
vereign Lord  King  [James  II.]  King  ef 
Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland, 
defender  of  the  faith,  &c.  [Brother] 
and  next  heir  to  our  Sovereign  Lord  King 
[Charles  II.]  the  lali  King  deceafed, 
to  be  right  heir  to  the  imperial  crown 
of  this  realm  of  Great  Britain,  or  that 
be  ought  not  to  enjoy  the  fame  \  here  is 
his  Champion,  nvho  faib  that  he  lyeth, 
and  it  a  falfe  traitor,  being  ready  in 
ptrjon  to  combat  vritb  him ;  and  in  this 
quarrel  •wit!  adventure  hit  life  agairtjt 
him,  on  what  day  /sever  fhall  be  af- 
pvnted* 

And  then  the  Champion  throws  down 
hit  gantlet ;  which  having  lain  fome  fmall 
time,  the  Herald  takes  up,  and  re- deliver* 
it  to  the  Champion. 

Then  they  advance  in  the  fame  order  to 
the  middle  of  the  hall,  where  the  faid  He- 
rald makes  proclamation  as  before;  and 
laftly,  to  the  foot  of  the  ftept,  when  the 
faid  Herald,  and  thofe  who  precede  him, 
going  to  the  top  of  the  ftepa,  makes  pro- 
clamation a  third  time,  at  the  end  whereof 
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the  Champion  throw  down  his  gantlet  5 
which,  after  Tome  time,  being  taken  up, 
and  redelivered  to  him  by  the  Herald,  he 
makes  a  low  obeifance  to  bis  Majefty: 
whereupon  the  Cupbearer,  aftifted  as  be- 
fore, brings  to  the  King  a  gilt  bow!  of 
wine,  with  a  cover j  his  Majefty  drinks  to 
the  Champion,  and  fends  biro  the  faid 
bowl  by  the  Cupbearer,  accompanied  with 
his  afti&ants  }  which  the  Champion  (having 
put  on  his  gantlet)  receives,  and,  retiring 
a  little,  drinks  thereof,  and  makes  his 
humble  reverence  to  his  Majefty ;  and, 
being  Accompanied  as.  before,  depart*  out 
of  the  hall,  taking  the  faid  bowl  and  cover 
with  him  a*  his  fee. 

Immediately  after  which,  the  Officers  of 
Arms  defcending  from  their  gallery,  Garfer, 
and  the  two  provincial  Kings  of  Arms, 
with  their  coronets  on  their  heads,  followed 
by  the  Heralds  and  Purfuivapts,  come  and 
ftand  at  the  lower  end  of  the  hall,  and 
making  their  obeifance  to  his  Majefty,  pro- 
ceed to  the  middle  of  the  hall,  where  they 
make  a  fecond  obeifance  :  and  being  come 
to  the  foot  0/  the  fteps,  and  their  making 
«  third  obeifance,  they  afcend  the  fteps, 
and,  at  the  top  thereof,  Garter  cries  targets 
thrice,  and  (having  received  his  Majefty's 
largcfs)  proclaims  the  King's  ftile  in  Lat'at, 
as  follows : 

Sereniffmi,  PotentiJJfai,  &  Exce!Unt$- 
mi  Monarch*  [  Jacobi  fecundi  ]  Dei 
Gratia,  Magna:  Britannia*,  Francia*, 
&  Hibernias  Regit,  Fidel  Defenforlt. 

Upon  which,  all  the  Officers  of  Arms 
making  their  obeifancet,  Garter  the  fecond 
time  proclaims  his  Majefty's  ftile  in  French, 
as  followeth  : 

Du  Tra-Hattt,  Trts-Pai/fant,  &  Tres- 
Excellent  Manor  qui   [Jaques  feeonde] 
tar  la  Grace  de  Dieu,  Roy  de  Grande 
Sretagne,  France,  &  Inland,  De- 
fenfemr  de  la  Fey. 

The  Officers  of  arms  making  another 
reverence,  Garter  the  third  time  proclaims 
{the  King's  ftile  in  Englilh,  as  followeth  t 

Of  the  Mofi  High,  Mcjf  Mighty,  and 
Mo/f  Excellent  Monarch  [James  H.l  by 
the  Grace  ef  God,  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, France,  and  Ireland,  Defender  ef 
the  Faith. 

After  which  they  ail  make  thurobeifance> 
and  defcending,  go  backwards  to  the  middle 
of  the  hall,  ftill  keeping  their  faces  towards 
({tt  King,  and  ihu e  crying  iargefs  thrice  } 
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proclaim  the  King's  ftile  in  Lsiix,  Pmcb% 
and  Englijh,  as  before. 

And  l^ftly,  coming  to  the  lower  end  of 
the  hall  in  the  fame  order,  they  again  cry 
Iargefs  j  and  proclaim  his  Majefty  in  like 
manner,  and  then  repairing  to  their  table, 
fit  down  to  dinner. 

Which  done,  the  fecond  courfe  is  carried 
up  to  their  Majcilies  table  by  the  Gentle- 
men whole  office  it  properly  is,  with  the 
fame  folemnitics  as  the  former. 

Then  the  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Nether 
BelfingtoH  in  Kent,  pre  feats  unto  his  Ma- 
jefty three  maple , cups,  by  reafon  of  the 
tenor  of  the  (aid  Manor. 

After,  this  his  Majefty *s  Cupbearer  con- 
duds  the  Mayor  of  Oxford  (with  other  of 
the  Burgeffcs  of  the  faid  city)  to  the  Lord 
Mayor  and  Citizens  of  London,  as  aftiftamin 
the  office  of  the  butlcrfhip,  who  prefentf 
to  the  King,  on  his  knee,  a  buwl  of  wine 
in  a  gilt  cup  covered  j  and  his  Majefty  be- 
ftows  on  the  Lord  Mayor  of  Lcndin  the  gilt 
cup  and  cover,  as  his  fee ;  and  to  the  Mayor 
of  Oxford  the  three  maple  cupSj  which  he 
had  received  as  above. 

Then  the  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Lyficn  in 
Effex,  brings  up  a  charge  of  wafers  to  their 
Majefties  table,  and  then  the  Lord  Mayor 
of  London  (who  together  with  twelve  of 
the  principal  Citizens,  felefted  by  the  Lorn" 
Mayor  and  Aldermen,  out  of  the  rirft 
twelve  companies  of  the  faid  city,  aifift  the 
Chief  Butler  of  England  that  day)  being  ac- 
companied with  the  Cupbearer  and  his  af- 
fi  ft  ants,  comes  from  the  cupboard,  and  on 
his  knee  prefents  unto  his  Majefty,  at  the 
end  of  the  dinner  (at  fuch  time  as  their 
Majefties  are  eating  their  wafers)  a  bow} 
of  wine  in  a  gold  cup  j  and  his  Majefty 
having  drank  thereof,  returns  the  faid  bowl 
to  the  Lord  Mayor  as  his  fee. 

Which  fervice  being  performed,  the  faid 
twelve  Citizens  repair  to  dinner,  room  being 
left  for  them  at  the  lower  end  of  the  fecood 
table,  on  the  eaft  fide  of  the  hall,  next 
below  the  Aldermen. 

Their  Majefties  having  dined,  rife  from 
table,  and  water  being  brought  with -the 
kmc  ceremony  as  before  dinner,  their  Ma- 
jefties wafli  j  and  grace  being  faid  by  the 
Clerk  of  his  Majefty's  clofct,  they  receive 
again  their  regalia,  which  had  been  held 
near  them  all  dinner-time :  and  thus,  with 
their  crowns  on  their  heads,  and  the  orb 
and  fceptcr  in  their  hand,  and  attended, 
and  their  trains  borne  as  before,  and  the 
fourfwords,  and  fceptcr  with  dove,  b  ing 
borne  before  lis  Majefty,  thev  withdraw 
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pboutfeven  into  the  Court  of  Wards,  where 

the  crowns,  orb,  and  fccpters  being  deliver- 
ed to  the  Dean  of  Wefiirinfltr,  and  Mailer 
fif  the  Jcwel-houfc,  their  Majcilics  depart 


in  the  fame  manner  as  they  came  thither. 

After  which  the  nobility,  and  all  other* 
who  dine  in  Weflminfter-hall,  depart  fede- 
rally to  their  rcfpe&ive  habitations.

brick,  tnd  is  in  length  about*  nail  of  a  yard 
deeper  than  the  Suptr tunica t  or  clofe  pall  3 
It  is  laced  about  the  neck,  round  the  arm- 
holes  or  opening  of  the  (houldert;  dowa 
the  brealt,  up  the  flits  of  the  fides,  and! 
round  the  bottom,  with  fine  white  Fiaxdcrt 
lace  ruffled  on  very  full. 

The  Sareoat  of  rich  crimfon  fattin, 
which  is  put  upon  his  Majefty  at  his  lirft 
drefling  in  the  morning,  is  made  like  the 
Suptrtunkot  or  clofe  pall,  and  much  about 
the  fame  dimenfions.  The  lining  is  crim- 
fon F/oremct  farcenet. 

The  BuJU'ms  are  made  of  the  fame  cloth 
or  tifluc  as  the  Suptrtunica,  and  lined  with 
crimfon  Florence  farcenet ;  the  length  of 
them  eighteen  inches,  the  compafs  at  the 
top,  fifteen  inches,  and  from  the  heel  to 
the  toe,  eleven  inches. 

The  Sandah  are  made  with  adark-colourc! 
leather  fole,  and  a  wooden  heel,  covered 
with  red  leather,  the  (traps  or  bands  (where- 
of two  go  over  the  foot,  and  the  third  be* 
hind  the  heel)  are  of  cloth  of  tiflue,  line* 
with  crimfon  taffara,  as  is  alfo  the  bottom 
or  infide  of  the  fole.  The  whole  length 
of  the  fandal  is  ten  inches. 

The  Spurt,  called  the  great  golden  fpurs, 
are  curioufly  wrought. 

The  Ampul,  or  eaglet  of  gold,  contain- 
ing the  holy  oil,  is  in  form  of  an  eagle, 
with  the  wings  expanded,  (Vandmjj  on  a 
pedcftal,  all  of  pure  gold,  finely  chafed* 
The  head  fcrews  off  at  the  middle  of  the 
neck,  for  the  convenience  of  putting  in  the 
oil,  and  the  neck  being  hollow  to  the  very 
beak,  the  holy  oil  is  poured  opt  into  the 
fpoon,  through  the  point  of  the  beak. 
The  weight  of  the  whole  is  about  eight  or 
ten  ounces,  and  the  cavity  of  the  body  ca- 
pable of  containing  about  fix  ounces  of  oil. 

The  Anointing  Spew  is  like  wife  of  pure 
gold,  with  four  pearls  in  the  broadefr  place 
of  the  handle,  and  the  bowl  of  the  fpoon 
is  finely  chafed  both  within  and  without : 
by  the  extreme  thinnefs  whereof  it  appear* 
to  be  very  ancient.

H  E  Mantle,  Dalmatiea,  or  open  Pall, 
X.  otherwife  called  the  Imperial  Pall, 
was  heretofore  a  rich  embroidery  with  gol- 
den eagles  5  but  being,  in  the  time  of  the 
jate  civil  wars,  together  with  alt  the  reft  of 
the  Regalia,  except  the  ampul  and  fpoon, 
(all  which  wers  cooftantly  kept  In  the 
church  of  Wejlrr.'inficr)  facrilegioufly  plun- 
dered away,  a  very  rich  gold  and  purple 
brooded  Tiffueismadc  ufe  of  inftead  there- 
of, the  ground  or  outride  whereof  is  (hot 
avith  gold  thread,  brocaded  with  gold  and 
Hlver  trails  (moftly  gold)  with  large  flowers 
e-f  gold  frofted,  heightened  with  fome  lit- 
tle filver  flowers,  and  all  the  trails  and 
flowers  edged  about  with  purple,  or  deep 
mazarine  blue. 

The  Sufxrtunica,  furcoat,  or  clofe  pall, 
1$  a  clofe  coat  with  plain  (leeves,  of  a  very 
thick  and  rich  cloth  of  gold  tiflue,  (hot 
with  gold  thread  and  gold  flowers,  bro- 
caded and  frolied  without ;  either  filk  or 
filver.  The  length  behind,  is  a  yard  and 
quarter  and  half ;  and  before,  a  yard  and 
quarter;  having  only  one  (lit  behind,  a 
quarter  and  a  half  deep  ;  which  divides  it 
into  two  flcim,  each  flcirt  being  jurt  a  yard 
and  half  broad ;  fo  that  the  compafs  at  the 
bottom  is  three  yards.  To  this  belongs  a 
belt  cr  girdle,  made  of  the  fame  cloth  of 
tiflue,  lined  with  a  white  watered  tabby, 
with  a  gold  buckle,  runner,  and  tab,  to 
which  hangers  of  the  fame  are  affixed, 
for  the  King'*  fword,  wherewith  he  is 
girded. 

The  Arntil  is  made  of  the  fame  cloth  of 
tiflue,  as  the  Supertunica  or  clofe  pall,  and 
lined  with  crimfon  Florence  Sarcenet.  The 
Jength  of  it  is  about  an  ell,  and  the  breadth 
of  it  three  inches,  with  two  double  rib- 
bands at  each  end  of  crimfon  taffata, 
wias.  two  at  the  corners  of  the  ends,  to  tie 
it  below  the  elbows,  and  two  a  little  higher, 
for  tying  it  above  the  elbows. 

The  Cchl'ium  S'tndcms,  or  furplice  (which 
is  made  without  fleevcs)  is  the  firft  gar- 
ment put  upon  the  King  after  the  anoint- 
ing.  It  is  made  of  very  fine  white  cam- 
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St.  Edward?*  chair,  it  a  very  ancient  chair 
of  folid  hard  wood,  with  back  and  fides  of 
the  fame,  varioufly  painted,  in  which  the 
Icings  of  Scotland  were  heretofore  conftant- 
ly  crowned ;  but  being  brought  nut  of  that 
kingdom  by  the  victorious  prince,  king 
Edward  I.  in  the  24th  year  of  his  reign, 
jinmo  1106,  after  he  had  totally  overcome 
Jtbn  Battel,  king  of  Scots ,  it  hath  ever  finoe 
remained  in  the  abbey  of  IVefiminjler,  and 
his  been  the  royal  chair,  in  which  the  Suc- 
ceeding Kings  and  Queens  of  this  realm 
bare  been  inaugurated. 

It  is  in  height  fix  foot  (even  inches,  ia 
breadth,  at  the  bottom,  thirty-eight  inches, 
and  in  depth  twenty-four  inches.  From 
the  feat  to  the  bottom  ic  twenty-five  inches; 
the  breadth  of  the  feat  within  the  fides  is 
twenty-eight  inches,  and  the  depth  eighteen 
•ache:.  At  nine  inches  from  the  ground 
there  is  a  bottom-beard,  fupported  at  the 
ibnr  corners  by  four  lions  j  and  between  the 
teJt  and  the  faij  bottom-board  is  inclofed  a 
Jionc,  commonly  called  Jacob's  Stone,  or 
the  Fatal  Marble  Stent,  being  an  oblong 
Square,  about  twenty-two  inches  long,  thir- 
teen inches  broad,  and  eleven  inches  deep, 
«f  a  bluish  fl eel-like  colour,  mixed  with 
fomc  veins  of  red  ;  whereof  hi  (lory  relates, 
that  it  it  the  ftone  whereon  the  Patriarch 
Jacob  is  faid  to  have  laid  his  head  in  the 
plain  of  Luza:  that  it  was  brought  to  Bri- 
fjatia  in  the  kingdom  of  Calicia  in  Spain, 
sn  which  place  Gatbol  king  of  Scots  fat  on 
K,  as  his  throne.  Thence  it  was  brought 
into  Inland  by  Simon  Breach,  firtrking  of 
Sett,  about  700  yean  before  Cbr'ifti  and 
from  thence  into  Sntland,  by  king  Fergus  ; 
about  330  years  alfo  before  Cbrifi,  and  in 
amtta  859,  was  placed  in  the  abbey  of  Scone 
in  the  (herifldora  of  Perth,  by  king  Ken- 
wet  bt  who  caufed  it  to  be  inclofed  in  this 
wooden  chair,  and  this  prophetical  diftich 
to  be  engraved  : 

JV7  fallat  fatvnt,  Scott  bunt  qvocunque  locatvm 
Invtnitnt  lapidem,  regnare  tentntur  ibidem. 

If  fate  go  right,  where'er  this  ftone  is  found, 
The  Scots  mall  monarch  of  that  realm  be 
crown'd. 

Which  is  the  m  ore  remarkable  by  being 
fulfilled  in  the  per/on  of  king  Jawees  the 
Firft,  grandfather  to  the  princeft  Sophia, 
elect,  refs  dowager  of  Hanover,  grandmother 
•f  his  late  Majefty,  king  George  II. 

This  antique  regal  chair  having,  toge- 
ther with  the  golden  fcepter  and  crown  of 
Scctland,  been  folcmuly  offered  by  the  fore- 
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mentioned  king  Edward  the  Firft,  to  St. 
Edward  the  ConfefTor,  Anno  1297,  (from 
whence  it  hath  the  name  of  St.  Edward"  % 
chair)  has  ever  fince  been  kept  in  Sc.  Ed*" 
ward  the  Confeflbr's  chapel,  to  which  for- 
merly hung  a  tablet,  wherein  were  written, 
in  the  old  Engtijb  letter,  thefe  verfes. 

Si  quid  hahent  vers,  vel  chronica,  car.a Jrdefoet 
Ciauditur  bac  cathedra  ncbi/is  ecce  lapis* 

Ad  caput  eximius  Jacob  quondam  Patr  iarchal 
Quern  pofidt  cerneus  numina  snira  poll* 

Quern  tuTit  ex  Scot  is  Jpoiians  juaji  vieler 
honoris 

Edwardus  Primus,    "Mars  velut  Armipctcns* 
Scctorvm  domitor,  tnfter  •validiffimut  Heclor, 
Angiomas  decus,  ct  gloria  inilitue. 

Cnrtana,  or  the  pointiefs  fword,  reprefent- 
ing  the  fword  of  Mercy,  is  the  principal 
of  the  three  fwords  in  dignity,  which  are 
borne  naked  before  the  King  to  the  coro- 
nation ;  and  is  a  broad  bright  fword,  the 
length  of  the  blade  is  nearly  thirty-two) 
inches,  the  breadth  almoft  two  inches,  the 
handle  being  covered  with  fine  gold  wire, 
is  four  inches  long,  befides  the  pomel  an 
inch  and  three-quarters,  which,  with  the 
crofs,  is  plain  fteel  gilt,  the  length  of 
the  crofs  being  almoft  eight  inches.  The 
fcabbard  belonging  to  it  »  covered  with  a 
rich  brocaded  cloth  of  tiflue,  with  a  gilt 
ferule,  hook,  and  chape. 

The  fecond  Sword,  or  fword  of  JuAice 
to  the  Spirituality,  is  a  pointed  fword,  but 
Comewbat  obtufc.  The  length  of  the  blade 
is  forty  inches,  the  breadth  an  inch  and  a 
half,  the  handle  covered  with  gold  wire, 
four  inches  long,  and  the  pomel  an  inch 
and  three-quarters  deep.  The  length  of 
the  crofs  is  almoft  eight  inches,  which, 
with  the  pomel,  was  plain  fteel  as  before : 
and  the  fcabbard,  in  all  refpefts  as  the 
farmer. 

The  third  Sword,  or  fword  of  Juftke  to 
the  Temporality,  is  a  sharp  pointed  fword  5 
the  length  of  the  blade  is  forty  inches,  the 
breadth  an  inch  and  three-quarters,  the 
length  of  the  handle  four  inches,  the  po- 
me! an  inch  and  three-quarters,  the  length 
of  the  crofs  feven  inches  and  a  half ;  and 
the  fcabbard,  in  all  refpefts,  as  the  two 
former. 

St.  Edward's  Crowo,  in  which  his  Ma- 
jefty is  crowned,  fo  called  in  commemora- 
tion of  the  anttcnt  crown,  which  was  kept 
in  the  church  of  Wtfiminjler  till  the  be- 
ginning of  the  late  civil  wars,  when,  with 
the  reft  of  the  Regalia,  it  was  rooft  facri- 
ligeoufJy  plundered  away,  is  a  very  rich  im- 
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fena*  crown  of  gold,  made  again**  the  co- 
ronation or*  king  Cbarltt  the  Second,  cm- 
hclli (hed  with  pearls  and  precious  (tones  of 
divers  kinds,  diamonds,  rubies,  eme- 
ralds aad  Captures,  and  a  mound  of  gold  on 
the  top  of  it,  encircled  with  a  band  or  fil- 
let of  gold,  embclliued  alfo  with  precious 
/tones  }  and  upon  the  mound  a  crofs  of 
gold,  embellifhed  like  wife  with  precious 
(tones,  and  three  very  large  oval  pearls, 
one  at  the  top  of  the  crofs,  and  two  others 
pendent  at  the  ends  of  the  crofs.  The  Cud 
crown  is  compofed  (as  all  the  imperial 
crowns  of  England  are)  of  four  crones, 
and  as  many  Fleurs  d*  Lit,  of  gold,  upon, 
a  rim,  or  circlet  of  gold,  all  cmbelliihed 
with  precious  (tones,  from  the  tops  of 
which  erodes  arife  four  circular  ban,  ribs, 
or  arches,  which  meet  at  the  top  in  form 
of  t  crofs,  at  the  ioter  feci  ion  whereof  is  a 
pedeftal,  whereon  is  fixed  the  mound  be- 
fore-mentioned. The  cap,  within  the  faid 
crown,  is  of  purple  velvet,  lined  with  white 
tafTata,  and  turned  up  with  ermine,  thick 
powdered  in  three  rows. 

The  Crvwn  of  State,  fo  called,  beciufe  it 
is  worn  by  the  King  at  all  fuch  times  as 
he  comes  in  (tate  to  the  Parliament-houfe. 
This  was  alfo  new  made  againft  the  coro- 
nation of  king  Cbarltt  II.  and  was  worn 
by  the  King  in  his  return  to  Weftminfter- 
h.ill.  It  is  exceeding  rich,  being  cmbel- 
liihed with  divers  large  rofe,  or  faucet  and 
table  diamonds,  and  other  precious  Hones, 
btfides  a  great  quantity  of  pearl ;  but  it  is 
mod  remarkable  for  an  extraordinary  large 
ruby,  fet  ia  the  middle  of  one  of  the  four 
erodes,  efteemed  worth  ten  thoufand  pounds, 
as  alfo  for  that  the  mound  is  one  entire 
Aone,  of  a  fea-water  green  colour,  known 
by  the  name  of  an  Agmarint.  The  cap 
it  alfo  of  purple  velvet,  lined  and  turned 
up  as  the  former. 

The  Queen's  Circlet  of  gold,  which  her 
Majcfty  wears  in  the  proceiTion  to  the  co- 
ronation, is  a  rim  or  circlet  of  gold,  very 
richly  adorned  with  large  diamond*,  curi- 
oufly  fet,  with  a  tiring  of  pearl  round  the 
tipper  edge  thereof :  the  cap  is  purple 
velvet,  lined  with  white  taffata,  and  turn- 
ed up  with  ermine,  richly  powdered. 

The  Orb,  Mound,  or  Globe,  which  is  pat 
into  his  Majcrty's  right  hand  immediately 
before  his  being  crowned,  and  which  his 
Majcfty  bears  in  his  left  hand  upon  his  re- 
return  into  Weftrninfter-halJ,  is  a  ball  of 
gold,  of  fix  inches  diameter,  eacompaiTed 
with  a  band  or  fillet  of  gold,  embelliflied 
with  rofei  ofMiamonds  encircling  other  pre- 
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I  clous  ftones,  vix.  emeralds,  rubies  and  fa- 
phires,  and  edged  about  with  pearl ;  on  the 
top  whereof  is  a  very  large  amethift,  of  » 
violet  or  purple  colour,  near  an  inch  and  » 
half  in  height,  of  an  oval  form,  which, 
being  encompaded  with  four  filver  wires,  be- 
comes the  foot,  or  pcdeftal,  of  a  very  rich 
ccofsof  gold,  of  three  inches  and  a  quarter 
in  height,  and  three  inches  in  breadth,  fet 
very  thick  with  diamonds,  having  in  th* 
middle  thereof*,  a  large  (aphire  on  one  fide, 
and  a  fine  emerald  on  the  other,  and  em— 
belli  died  with  tour  large  pearls,  in  the  an- 
gles of  the  crofs,  near  the  center,  and  three 
large  pearls  at  the  ends  of  the  faid  crofs  a 
the  whole  height  of  the  orb  and  crofs  being 
eleven  inches. 

The  Sateen  t  Crown,  wherewith  her  Mi- 
jefty  is  crowned,  is  a  very  rich  imperial 
crown  of  gold,  fet  with  diamonds  of  great 
value,  intermixed  with  a  few  precious 
(tones  of  other  kinds,  and  fome  pearl.  It 
was  compofed  of  erodes  and  Flturt  dt  Ljx* 
with  bars  or  arches,  and  a  mound  and  croft- 
on  the  top  of  the  arches,  after  the  fame 
manner  as  the  King's  imperial  crowns  are, 
differing  from  them  only  in  fixe,  as  being' 
leder  and  lighter  :  the  cap  is  of  purple  vel- 
vet, lined  with  rich  white  taft'ata,  and  turn- 
ed up  with  ermine,  or  nunwer  pure,  richif 
powdered. 

The  Queen's  neb  Crown,  which  heT  Mi«s 
jefty  wears  in  her  return  to  Weftrninfter- 
hall,  fs  likewifeof  gold,  but  fo  richly  em- 
belli  (hed  with  diamonds  and  pearl,  that  lit- 
tle or  none  of  the  gold  appears :  it  is  alfo 
an  imperial  crown,  compofed  of  erodes  and 
Fkurx  de  Lyi,  with  arches  and  a  mound, 
as  is  her  Majefty's  other  crown. 

The  whole  value  thereof,  as  it  has  been 
ufed  at  feveral  coronations,  has  been  com- 
puted at  111,900/.  fterling.  The  cap  ia 
purple  velvet,  lined  with  rich  white  Florence 
taft'ata,  turned  up,  and  richly  powdered 
with  ermine. 

St.  Eckv/trtTn  Staff,  in  length  feven  in- 
ches and  a  half,  is  a  ftaff  or  fcepter  of  gold, 
with  a  pike  or  foot  of  (tcel,  about  four 
inches  and  a  quarter  in  length,  aud  a  mound 
and  crofs  at  the  top  ;  the  garnifliings  are 
alfo  of  gold,  and  the  diameter  of  it  is  above 
three  quarters  of  an  inch. 

The  King't  Scepter  with  the  Dove  is  a 
fcepter  of  gold,  in  length  three  foot  fevers 
inches,  and  three  inches  in  circumference 
at  the  handle,  and  twoinchet  and  a  quarter 
about  at  the  top  :  the  pomel  garnifhed  wirU 
a  circle,  or  fillet,  (  f  table  diamonds,  and  ii\ 
feveral  places  with  precious  (tones  of  all 
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forts,  and  tic  mound  at  the  top  embeUitfjed 
with  a  band  or  fillet  of  rofe  diamonds.  Up- 
on the  mound  is  a  fmall  Jerufalem  croft, 
whereon  is  fixed  a  dove,  with  wings  ex- 
panded, at  the  emblem  of  Mercy. 

The  King'%  Sttfter,  with'  the  Croft  or 
Scepter  Rtyal,i*  like  wife  of  gold,  the  handle 
plain,  and  the  upper  part  wreathed  ;  in 
length  two  foot,  nine  inches  and  a  quarter, 
and  of  the' fame  thicknefs  as  the  former. 
The  pomel  at  the  bottom  is  enriched  with 
rubies,  emeralds,  and  fmall  diamonds: 
and  the  quantity  of  6ve  inches  and  a  half  in 
length,  juft  above  the  handle,  is  curioufly 
croboffed  and  embellUhed  with  faphires, 
rubies,  emeralds,  and  diamonds  :  the  top 
aifea  into  a  Fleur  da  Lys,  with  fix  leaves, 
whereof  three  are  upright,  and  the  other 
three  hanging  down,  all  enriched  with  pre- 
cious  (tones;  and  out  of  the  tod  Fleur  it 
l.ys,  iffucs  a  mound  made  of  an  atnethift, 
mm  belli  ihed  with  table  diamonds,  and  upon 
the  mound  a  croft,  wholly  covered  with  pre- 
cious (tones,  with  a  large  table  diamond  in 
the  center. 

The  Siueen**  Scepter^  with  the  Croft,  is  al- 
io of  gold,  adorned  with  diamonds  and  other 
precious  (bones,  being  in  length  two  foot 
ten  inches,  with  a  mound  and  crofs  at  the 
top,  i fl'uing  put  of  a  Fleur  de  Lys,  very  like 
the  King's  in  all  the  embelli(hments, 
only  fmaller  and  not  wreathed,  nor  al- 
together fo  thick. 

The  SZ*een%  Ivory  R$JU  a  rod  or  fcepter 
of  white  ivory,  in  length  three  foot  one 
inch  and  a  half,  whereof  the  pomd  and 
ornament  is  gold,  as  is  alfo  the  mound  and 
exofs  at  the  top,  only  the  dove  at  the  top  of 
the  crofs  is  en-imelJed  with  white  j  the  cir- 
cumference at  the  bottom  is  about  two  in- 
ch?*, and  at  the  top  about  an  inch  and  a 
half. 

The  Klnr's  Ccronathn  Ri*z,  is  a  plain 
gold  ring,  with  a  large  Uble  ruby  violet, 
wherein  a  plain  crofs,  or  crofs  of  St.  George, 
la  curioufly  enchafed. 

The  {Queen's  Coronation  Ring  is  likewife 
gold,  with  a  large  table  ruby  fet  therein, 
and  fixteen  other  fmall  rubies  round  about 
the  ring,  whereof  thofe  neat  to  the  collet 
are  the  largeft,  the  reft  diminifhing  pro- 
portionabiy. 

King  J  antes  retrenched  feveral  things  in 
the  ceremony  of  the  coronation,  one  of 
which  was  the  cavalcade  from  the  Tower 
to  Wefiminfier,  faving  thereby  a  charge  of 

jfCjOOO/. 

The  crown,  which  did  not  fit  the  King's 


head,  was  often  flipping  off",  and  Mr.  ttettff 
Sidney  fupporting  it  with  his  hand,  plea- 
fantly  told  the  King,  "  It  was  not  thefirft 
time  hit  family  had  fupported  the  crown.** 
This  Mr.  Sidney  was  aftewards  created  earf 
of  Romney  by  king  William,  and  he  was  the 
firft  perfon  of  note  that  joined  him  againft 
'James. 

The  King  and  Queen  had  all  done  In  the 
Proteftant  form,  and  affiled  at  the  prayers, 
only  the  King  would  not  receive  the  facra- 
ment.  Bp.  Turner  preached  the  fermonat 
the  coronation. 

16S5,  April  The  King  recalled  the  earl 
of  Or  mend  from  Ireland,  and  appointed  the 
archbiihop  of  Armagh  and  the  earl  of  Cra- 
nard  lords  joftices,  to  govern  that  kingdom. 

Col.  Rhbard  Tdlbot,  a  Papifr,  was  im- 
powered  to  caflucr  foch  officers  as  he  thought 
fit  in  Ireland,  by  this  means  the  army  were 
moftly  Catholics.  ' 

April  jo.  Roger  VEftrange,  efq.  re- 
ceived the  honour  of  knighthood  in  confi- 
derattonof  his  loyalty,  and  the  eminent  fer- 
vices  he  had  done  the  crown. 

May  8.  7rftr*  Oates,  having  been  in- 
dicted for  perjury,  in  fwearing,  that  him- 
felf  and  feveral  other  Jefuits  were  at  a  trea- 
fonable  confult  in  London,  the  14th  of 
April,  1678,  he  was  brought  to  his  trial  at 
the  King's-bench  bar,  and  it  was  proved 
by  great  numbers  of  witneffes  of  good  qua- 
lity, that  Oates  was  then  at  St.  Omen  in 
Flanders;  whereupon  the  jury  1'aving  with- 
drawn about  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  returned 
with  this  verdict,  That  the  defendant  was 
guilty  of  the  perjury  whereof  he  was  in- 
dicted. 

Oates  was  brought  to  his  trial  on  another 
indictment  of  perjury,  in  fwearing  that 
William  Ireland  was  at  London  on  the  ad  of 
December,  1678,  when  it  being  proved  by 
the  concurrent  teftimony  of  great  numbers 
of  witneffes,  as  well  Protectants  as  Papifts, 
that  Ireland  was  at  that  time  an  hundred 
miles  from  London,  Oates  was  alfo  convicted 
upon  this  indictment ;  and  on  the  a 6th, 
after  Oates  had  moved  feveral  exceptions  to 
the  indictments,  which  were  over-ruled, 
Mr.  juitice  Witbens  pronounced  the  fol- 
lowing fentence,  vim.  That  the  Defendant 
mould  pay  1000  marks  upon  each  indict- 
ment j  that  he  mould  be  (Iript  of  his  ca- 
nonical habit  j  that  he  mould  ftand  in  the 
pillory  before  Weftminfter-hall  gate  on  the 
Monday  following  for  an  hour,  with  a  paper 
over  hit  head,  declaring  his  crime;  but 
that,  firft,  he  mould  walk  with  it  round  all 
the  count  in  the  hall. 
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On  the  fecond  indictment,  the  judgment 
>,  that  he  thou  Id  (hind  ;n  the  pillory  the 
Turfdity  following,  atthe  Royal  Exchange  } 
th.it  the  next  Wedtufdty  hclhould  be  whip- 
pcJ  from  Aldgate  to  Newgate,  and  on  the 
Friday  following  he  ihould  be  whipped  from 
Newgate  to  Tyburn,  by  the  hands  of  the 
the  common  hangman  ;  that  on  the  9th  of 
Augufi  every  year  of  his  life,  he  (hould  ftand 
in  the  pillory  before  Wcftminftcr-hall  gate  } 
oa  the  10th  or  Augnft  at  Cbaring-Qrofi ;  on 
the  nth  over  agajnft  the  Temple  j  on  the 
a  J  of  St/>:;mlt  r  at  the  Royal  Exchange,  and 
on  the  aath  of  April  every  year  at  Tyburn. 

The  eiecTions  of  mem  ben  of  parliament 
were  obfervej  to  be  more  peaceable  and 
unanimous  than  had  been  known. 

May  19.  The  Parjlament  of  England 
met,  and  me  King  came  10  the  Houfe,  but 
the  lord,  keeper  North  acquainted  them, 
that  the  King  would  defrr  his  ipeech  till 
the  members  had  taken  the  oaths  ;  and  di- 
rected the  Commons  to  choofe  their  Speak- 
er, who  ununimoufly  elected  Sir  John  Itt- 
•v:r  fcr  their  Speaker,  who  was  approved  of 
b)  his  Majcfty. 

The  earl  of  Argylt  lanuid  in  Scotland, 
with  a  body  of  troops,  and  railed  a  rebel- 
lion there. 

May  aa.  The  King  made  a  fpecch  to 
both  Houfes,  wherein  he  repeated  the  de- 
claration he  had  maJc  in  council  on  his 
axeciiioa,  of  his  refolution  to  protect  the 
church  of  England,  and  to  maintain  the 
people's  liberties  and  properties:  he  deiired 
the  continuance  of  his  revenue  during  life, 
as  it  was  granted  in  the  Ufk  reign  ;  .  no  he 
ac^uj'mtcd  them  with  /iigylei  rebellion  in 
Satland  ;  and  faid.  he  did  not  doubt  their 
zeal  in  fupporting  his  government. 

Both  Houfes  waited  on  the  King  the  feme 
day  with  an  addrefs  of  th.nks  for  his  fpeech, 
and  the  Commons  unanimoufly  voted  hi$ 
Majelly  the  fame  revenue  that  had  been 
granted  Icing  Charles  II.  for  his  life,  and 
each  Houfe  refolvcd  10  aftiit  his  iMajefty 
with  their  lives  and  fortunes  againft  the 
<or!  of  Argyle, 

The  Parliament  confiftcd  of  men  entity 
devoted  to  the  court  party.  M  my  com- 
plaints were  made  of  violence  ufed  at  elec- 
tions. In  the  new  charter*  that  had  been 
granted,  the  cleaion  of  members  was  taken 
out  of  the  hands  of  inhabitants,  and  re- 
stored to  corporation  men. 

In  Cornwall  the  earl  of  Bath  put  the  of- 
ficers of  the  guard*  names  in  mo  ft  of  the 
charters  of  that  county,  fo  that  the  King 
js/as  furc  of  forty-four  votes  on  all  occafion-.. 
Vol.  I. 


The  revenue  of  the  crown  amounted  to 
above  z,  5  50,000/.  The  150,000/.  granted 
to  the  King  v»hcn  duke  of  TVi,  v»us  now 
annexed  to  the  crown. 

The  turl  of  Danhyt  the  carj  of  Pcnvts9 
lard  Arundel  of  fVardour,  lord  BelLs/it,  and 
the  earl  of  Tyrone,  having  petitioned  the 
Houfe  of  Peers,  that  their  bail  might  be 
difcharged,  which  they  had  given  in  the 
court  of  KingVbcnch  for  thei:  appearance, 
the  Houfe  ordered  them  to  be  discharged, 
and  a  bill  was  brought  in  for  reverting  the 
attainder  of  lord  vifcount  Sttifford,  but  it 
never  patTcd  the  Commons. 

The  Parliament  of  Sot  land  fettled  the 
fum  of  a£o,oco/.  per  annum  on  his  Majcfty 
during  life.  * 

May  24.  The  duke  of  Mtnmoutb  failed 
from  the  Ttxcl  with  a  fmall  man  uf  war  of 
thirty-two  guns  and  two  fmrJl  vclfcls,  and 
was  nineteen  days  at  fea. 

Alay  30.  TLonus  Dangtrfitld  was  con- 
victed at  the  King's-I>en:!i  b.T>  of  writing 
a  fcmdalous  libel,  called  His  N*'n>riiu.  He 
was  fentenced  to  ftand  twice  in  tne  pillo.y, 
ind  be  whipped  from  Aldjrtc  to  Newgate 
cue  day,  ind  from  Newgate  to  Tyburn* 
anothc*  day,  and  to  pay  a  6uc  of  500/. 

The  King  paflcd  the  bill  of  tonnage  and 
poundage,  which  was  fettled  upon  his  Ma* 
jefty  during  life ;  whereupon  he  made  a 
fpecch  t\>  both  Houfes,  and  thanked  them 
for  the  rcadinci's  and  chearfu'u.  fs  they  bad 
(hewn  in  the  difpatch  of  it.  He  put  them 
in  mind,  that  further  fupplies  w.re  nc- 
ceftary,  for  repairing  the  navy,  the  pay- 
ment of  the  late  King's  debts,  and  to  lup- 
prefs  the  rebellion  in  Scotland  }  hut  what- 
ever they  gave,  he  faid,  feoutdbc  managed 
with  all  good  hulhandry. 

When  the  Speaker  of  the  Commons  pre- 
sented the  bill  for  fettling  the  Kind's  re- 
venue, he  faid,  We  brin*  not  with  it  any 
bill  for  the  prefcrvati  >n  or  fee ur it y  of  our 
religion,  which  is  dearer  to  us  than  our 
lives :  in  that  we  acquiefe  entirely  and  re<l 
wholly  fatiifted  in  your  Majefty's  f>crc<i 
word,  and  your  repeated  declarations  and 
alTurancei.  to  fopport  and  defend  the  reli- 
gion of  th#  church  of  England,  as  by  law 
eftablilhcd. 

The  Comaons  afterwards  refdved  to 
grant  his  Majesty  an  additional  fuppjy,  by  an 
impoftiiooon  (u%zr  and  tobacco,  but  he  lent 
them  this  extraordinary  meflage  :  that  ho 
heartily  thanked  the  Houfe  for  their  readt- 
neis  in  bis  fupptics,  and  deftred  no  more 
this  feffinn ;  that  he  would  make  trial  of 
th*  impofitionson  fugats  and  tobacco,  but

If  he  found  them  injurious  to  his  planta- 
tions, he  would  not  make  ufeof  them. 

The  fame  day,  Mr.  Richard  Baxter  was 
brought  to  his  trial  at  the  King's-bench  bar, 
for  a  fcandolous  libel,  called,  A  Parafbrafe 
an  the  New  Tefiament,  reflecting  on  the  bi- 
shops and  clergy  of  the  church  of  England ; 
of  which  hewas  convicted  the  29th  01  June, 
and  adjudged  to  pay  a  fine  of  500  marks, 
and  give  fecurity  for  his  good  behaviour  for 
Seven  years. 

The  earl  of  Argyle  being  purfued  by  a 
number  of  forces,  under  the  command  of  the 
earl  of  Dunbar  ton,  the  duke  of  Garden,  mar- 
quis of  Athol,  the  earl  of  Arran  and  others, 
he  marched  into  A'gykjhire. 

The  King's  mips  Seized  the  caftle  of 
Eilengreg  pofleffed  by  the  Earl,  and  took 
5000  Stand  of  arms,  500  barrels  of  powder, 
all  his  cannon,  and  his  three  (hips. 

June  1  •  The  princefs  Anne  of  Denmark 
was  brought  to  bed  of  a  daughter,  chriltened 
Mary,  who  died  in  February,  1686. 

June  3.  Dangerjield  having  received  his 
punishment  of  whipping  the  laftday,  as  he 
was  returning  in  a  coach  from  Tyburn  to 
Newgate,  Mr.  Robert  French,  a  barrister  of 
Gray*  inn,  met  him  at  Gray*  inn  gate, 
and  reproaching  him  with  his  crimes,  Dan- 
erf  eld  fpit  in  his  face,  whereupon  Franks 
ruck  at  him,  or  run  him  into  the  eye  with 
his  cane,  which  occasioned  the  death  of 
Dangerfield  forhe  hours  after.  Mr. Francis 
Was  afterwards  convicted  and  executed  for 
murdering  him.  ' 

June  11.  The  duke  of  Monmouth  landed 
at  Lyme  in  Dorjetjhire,  with  about  1 50  fol- 
lowers, and  arms  for  5000  more.  He  pub- 
lished a  declaration,  reviling*  the  King,  and 
charging  birp  with  introducing  Popery  and 
arbitrary  power. 

June  13.  His  Majefty  having  fent  a  mef- 
fagc  to  both  Houfes,  to  acquaint  them  with 
the  duke  of  Monmouth'*  landing,  they  wait- 
ed on  his  Majefty  with  an  addrefs  of  thanks 
for  the  intelligence,  offering  to  Hand  by 
him  with  their  lives  end  fortunes  a  gain  ft 
the  Duke,  and'  all  other  rebels  and  traitors, 
and  all  other  his  Majefty  Y  enemies  what- 
soever ;  and  a  bill  of  attainder  was  brought 
In  againft  the  duke  of  Monmouth,  which 
received  the  royal  aflenton  the  16th  inft. 

June  15;.  A  proclamation  was  iSTued 
againft  the  publishing  the  duke  of  Mm- 
mouth**  declaration  *  and  another,  offering 
a  reward  of  500/.  to  any  one  that  Should 
bring  the  Duke  dead  or  alive. 

June  17.  The  earl  of  ArjyW*  forces 
were  difperfed,  and  the  Earl  himfclf  taken. 


Sir  John  Cockram,  one  of  thofe  that  came 
over  with  the  Earl,  betrayed  him,  havme 
undertaken  to  provide  guides  to  conduct 
him  fafely  into  Gallvway,  who  cither  mis- 
taking the  way,  or  dcrigue.^ly  mifleadirg 
them,  carried  them  into  a  bog,  where  ihry 
loft  their  horfc  and  baggage. 

The  Earl  having  received  a  wound  in  the 
head,  was  obliged  to  quit  his  horfc  and  run 
into  the  water  to  Save  himfclf,  where  a 
countryman  took  him.  The  Earl  prefent.d 
a  piftol  to  the  countryman,  which  mi  fled 
Sire,  whereupon  he  knocked  the  Earl  down, 
who  in  finking  cried  out,  Unfortunate 
Argyle  ! 

June  18 .  The  duke  of  Monmouth  having 
inereafed  his  forces  to  about  3000  men,  took 
pofleifion  of  Taunton  Dean. 

June  20.  The  Duke  was  proclaimed 
King  at  Taunton, 

June  a  1.  The  Duke  marched  to  Bridg- 
water, his  army  being  inereafed  to  5000 
men  ;  he  was  there  proclaimed  King,  and 
marched  towards  Brifid,  but  hearing  of  the 
king's  army  advance  towards  him,  he  retreat- 
ed back  to  Bridgwater,  and  defeated  a  body 
of  the  King's  horfe  quartered  at  Philips 
Norton. 

Henry  Fitxroy,  duke  of  Grafion,  nar- 
rowly efcaped  with  his  life. 

June  22.  The  duke  of  Monmouth  pub- 
lilbcd  a  declaration,  Setting  a  Sum  of  500c/. 
On  king  James's  head,  and  another  declar- 
ing the  Parliament  of  England  a  feditioua 
aflembly,  and  declared  the  duke  of  Alhc-. 
marie  a  traitor. 

June  8*5*  Wtttiam  Difnie  of  Surrey,  efq. 
was  convicted  of  printing  the  duke  0?  Mon- 
mouth's declaration. 

June  26.  RumMd  the  maltfter,  who 
contrived  the  affarfinating  his  late  Majefty, 
at  his  houfe,  called  Rye-houfe,  in  Hert- 
fordjbirc,  being  taken  among  Argyle'%  fol- 
lowers, was  executed  at  Edinburgh  with  Se- 
veral others. 

June  30.  The  earl  of  Argyle  was  be- 
headed  at  Edinburgh  upon  a  former  Sen- 
tence, that  was  pronounced  againft  him  for 
high  treafon,  after  he  had  made  his  cfcape 
out  of  prifon,  and  his  head  was  placed  on 
the  Toll-booth  of  the  city. 
"The  Scotch  regiments,  fent  to  the  King*a 
afliftance  by  the  prince  of  Orange*  arrived. 

July  2.  The  King  having  given  the 
royal  aSTent  to  feveral  bills  of  fupply,  and 
fome  other  acts,  the  Parliament  adjourned 
to  the  4th  of  Augvft.  » 

The  King  gave  his  royal  aSlent  to  a  bill 
for  erecting  a  new  church  in  the  parish  of 
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St.  jama's,  within  the  liberty  of  Wtfi- 
minjtcr. 

The  prince  of  Orange  feat  monficur  /?«»- 
tinck  with  an  offer  or  his  perfon  to  head  his 
Army,  but  the  King  icfulcJ  it. 

Ja^£i%%  army  afTemMcJ  to  the  number  of 
4ooo  foot  and  700  horfc  and  dragoon  >. 

o.  -1  h c  duke  or"  Mwmmtb  was  de- 
feated by  the  e.irl  of  Fcvcrjbam  and  lord 
Cbunbill,  at  Sedgcmorc,  near  Bridgewater 
\n  Sontetjitfaire. 

There  was  fliin  on  the  duke  of  Afsn- 
troutVt  fide,  300  men  *n  the  fpot,  iboo  in 
thepurfuit,  and  as  many  taken  prifuners. 

The  Duke  reared  wiiH  only  fifty  horfc, 
which  were  fyo.i  difpeifed,  and  he  was 
obliged  to  fly  on  foot  with  only  a  German 
count.  LoH  Gr,y  was  taken  the  next  day, 
and  the  Dtike  the  8th  intrant. 

The  Duke  wrote  a  fubmiflive  letter  to 
the  King,  and  procured  admifiion  to  his 
prefence,  but  Could  not  obtain  his  pardon. 

The  King  made  the  Duke  fign  a  paper, 
whereby  he  owned  the  King  his  father,  and 
allured  him  he  was  never  married  to  his 
tnoihrr. 

July  1 5.  The  Duke  was  brought  to  a 
fcaffofd  on  Twer-Lilt,  and  beheaded  :  he 
was  attended  by  Dr.  Lloyd,  Dr.  Tennifun, 
and  Dr.  Hooper  at  his  execution,  who  la- 
boured to  make  htm  profefi  the  doctrine  of 
non-rcfiflance,  and  confefs  his  crime  in 
living  in  adu  tery  with  lady  Harriot  fKnt- 
wcrtb,  but  all  to  no  purpofe  j  he  pcr- 
fuaded  htmfclf  he  was  innocent,  and  (aid, 
when  be  died,  he  was  furc  he  mould  go  to 
Cod.  He  was  about  thirty-fix  years  of 
age  when  he  was  beheaded. 

July  19.  A  proclamation  wasiflned  for 
lord  Delamere  to  furrender  himfelf. 

"July  z6.  A  thankfgiving  was  obferved 
for  the  victory  over  the  rebels. 

The  earl  of  Stamford,  lord  Brandon,  and 
lord  Dchmere  were  committed  to  the  Tower, 
and  a  proclamation  was  iflued  for  George 
Speke,  Francis  Charlton,  and  John  Wildntan, 
efqrs.  colcnel  Danvers,  and  John  Trencbard, 
efq.  to  furrender  themfclvcs  within  twenty 
-days. 

July  28.  The  earl  of  Arlington  died, 
and  the  earl  of  Ayltjbury  was  constituted 
lord  chamberlain  ot  the  houfhold  in  his 
loom. 

Aug.  4.  The  Parliament  was  adjourned 
to  the  9th  of  November. 

Aug.  8.  The  Frwro  king  congratulated 
his  Majefty  on  the  fubduing  the  rebels. 

Aug.  a 5.  The  envoy  of  Spain  waj  ad- 
mitted to  hit  audience*

Aug.  27.  Lord  chief  juftire  Jefferit 
being  fent  into  the  weft  with  four  other 
judges  to  try  the  rebel  prifoners,  arrived  at 
Wmcbefier,  where  the  grand  jury  found  art 
indictment  of  high-treafon  againft  Mrs. 
Alicia  LiJIe,  the  widow  of  Mr.  LiJIe,  who 
was  one  of  king  Charles  %  judges,  and  after- 
wards prcfidcnt  of  a  high  court  of  juftice. 
She  wai  convicted  of  harbouring  one  Jii* 
Hides,  a  Nonconformist  miniftcr,  and  Nel- 
thorp,  who  were  in  Mar.moutb't  rebellion, 
and  fente need  to  be  burnt  j  but  the  punifti- 
ment  was  changed  to  beheading,  which  was 
executed  at  }Vincbe]ltr  the  ad  of  Srp.'embrr. 
Mr.  F.ibard  fays,  the  jury  brought  in  their 
verdict  three  times,  that  the  prifoncr  was 
not  guilty,  but  he  was  Under  a  great  mif- 
take. 

At  Dcrcbefler,  JtfferUs  condemned  twen- 
ty-nine, who  were  immediately  executed. 

In  another  plate,  aco  pcrfons  were  in- 
dicted, and  fourtcorc  were  executed ;  in 
all  500  were  condemned,  and  200  of  thofe 
were  executed,  and  their  quarters  fet  up  in 
the  highways ;  many  purchafed  tluir  lirei 
from  the  fudge,  and  one  Mr.  Prideau* 
alone  gave  him  14,000/.  for  his  life. 

Major  general  Kirk,  who  was  fent  down 
with  the  Judge,  committed  many  cruelties; 
he  caufed  nineteen  perfons  to  be  executed 
at  Taunton  without  any  trial,  with  the 
drums,  &c.  playing  at  the  time  of  exe- 
cution. 

In  the  fame  town,  whilft  at  dinner  with 
his  officers,  he  ordered  thirty  condemned 
perfons  to  be  hanged  whi'e  he  was  at  table, 
namely,  ten  in  a  health  to  the  King,  tea 
to  the  Queen,  and  ten  to  Jeffenes. :  b ut 
one  action  the  molt  cruel,  was,  a  young 
I  girl  throwing  herfelf  at  hit  feet  to  beg  her 
father's  life,  he  made  her  proftitute  herfelf 
to  bim,  with  a  promife  of  granting  her  re- 
queft,  but  having  fatiified  his  brutal  lull, 
was  fo  inhuman,  as  out  of  a  window  to  (hew 
the  girl  her  father  hanging  on  the  fign -port; 
the  fpectacle  fo  affected  the  poor  girl,  that 
ihe  went  diffracted.

Sept.  5*    Francis  North,  baron  of  GvaJ* 
ford,  and  lord  keeper  of  the  great  teal  of 
England,  died. 

Sept.  7.  A  proclamation  was  iffued  for 
apprehending  the  earl  of  Macclesfield, 

Sept.  28.  George  lord  Jeferies,  baron  of 
Wem,  was  conftiwtcd  lord  Eigh  chancellor 
of  England* 
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0/7.  if.  Sir  Edward  Herbert  was  made 
lord  chief  juitice  of  the  King\  bench. 

Sir  Edward  hutivycke  v«  made  chief 
jurticcjof  Cbtfler. 

Sir  Robert  }Prightt  one  of  the  barons  of 
the  Exchequer,  was  made  one  of  the  jus- 
tices of  the  King's-bench,  in  the  room  of 
Vfama:  JVahct. 

Sir  EJtcard  Ncvil  was  made  one  of  the 
barons  of  the  Exchequer. 

Col.  Talbot  came  over  from  Ireland,  and 
was  made  ear!  of  Tyrconnel,  and  lieutenant 
general  of  the  Iriffi  army. 

Ofi.  19.  Henry  Corrijb,  efq.  alderman 
of  LsxdoK,  Mr.  Wdtiam  Ring,  Jtbn  Fern- 
fry,  and  Elizabeth  Gaunt,  were  tried  at  the 
Old  Bailey  for  high-treafon,  and  convicted. 
Ring,  Fernley,  and  Gaunt,  of  concealing 
and  harbouring  feveral  per  Tons  who  were  in 
MurtKiurFs  rebellion;  Mr.  ComUh,  as  a 
conspirator  in  the  late  plot  with  lord  RuO'el, 
and  others,  to  fubvert  the  government,  efr.

The  earl  of  Aykfbury,  lord 
chamberlain,  died. 

0/7.  23.  The  earl  of  Mulgrave  made 
lord  chamberlain. 

0/7.  30.  Richard  Neltborp  and  John,  Ay- 
loffe  /landing  outlawed  for  high  trcafon,  as 
feeing  concerned  in  the  Rye-hotife  plot 
•gainft  the  late  King,  were  executed  as 
traitors  :  Ncltborp  before  Gray's-mn  gate, 
and  Ayhjfe  before  the  Temple  gate. 

Nov.  9.  The  Parliament  met,  and  the 
King  made  a  fpeech  to  both  Houfes,  where- 
in he  told  tbem  that  he  had  increafed  his 
landing  forces,  that  the  kingdom  might 
no  longer  be  expo  fed  to  fuch  wretched  at- 
tempts as  had  been  lately  made,  and  de- 
fired  a  fupply  to  maintain  his  troops.  He 
f/id,  he  had  employed  fome  officers,  who 
•were  not  qualified  according  to  the  Tcft 
act,  of  whofe  unqucftionaMe  loyalty  he 
was  fatisfttd,  and  hoped  this  circumftancc 
would  breed  no  difference  between  him  and 
his  people. 

The  army  which  before  con/irtcd  but  of 
^r-oo*  nun  was  increafed  to  1  5,000.

would  not  continue  any  Recufants  in  office 
for  the  future. 

When  the  addrefs  was  prefented  to  hit 
Majefty,  he  was  difpleafed  with  their  put- 
ting but  little  confidence  in  him,  and  re- 
turned them  a  /harp  anfwer. 

The  Commons  endeavoured  to  content 
the  King,  and  went  upon  the  bufinefs  of 
raifing  the  money  they  had  voted  to  hit 
Maiefty  j  alfo  to  prefent  a  bill  to  qualify 
fuch  a  number  of  officers  to  ferve  in  the 
army  as  be  mould  think  fit. 

Nov.  8.  The  Houfe  of  Lords  having 
received  a  petition  from  the  earl  of  Stam- 
ford and  lord  Delamere,  they  addre/Ted  the 
King  to  know  the  reafon  of  their  confine- 
ment. The  King,  in  anfwer  by  the  Lord) 
Chancellor  faid,  he  had  given  orders  for 
lord  Delamere  to  be  tried  in  Cbejbire,  where 
the  crime  was  committed.  No  anfwer 
being  made  rcfpecling  the  earl  of  Stamford** 
trial,  the  Lords  appointed  him  to  be  tried  by 
his  Peers,  to  which  the  King  confented. 

Nov.  to.  The  Lords  being  uneafy,  and 
apprehending  their  privileges  infringed  by 
the  imprisonment  of  the  earl  of  Stamford 
and  lord  Delamere,  the  King  thought  fit  to 
prorogue  the  Parliament  to  the  10th  of 
February,  though  the  Commons  had  voted 
him  a  fupply  of  700,000/. 

Nov.  26.  Lord  Brandon,  by  the  name 
of  Char  lei  Gerrard,  efq.  was  tried  at  the 
King's-bcnch  bar,  and  convicted  of  high 
treafon,  in  confpiring  to  raife  a  rebellion, 
depofe.  the  late  King,  fifo.  He  was  con- 
demned the  28th  inftant,  but  afterward* 
pardoned. 

Dec.  4.  The  earl  of  Sunderland,  princi- 
pal fecretary  of  ftate,  made  prefident  of  the 
council. 

Cbarlet  Bateman,  a  furgeon,  was  con- 
victed of  the  conspiracy  again/1  the  late 
King,  in  which  Sidney,  4fc.  were  concern- 
ed. Sentence  was  parted  on  him  as  a  traitor 
the  nth,  and  he  was  executed  at  Tyburn 
the  1 8th  inftant. 

Dec.  ic.  The  ambafladors  from  Venice 
made  their  public  entry,  and  ware  admitted 
to  audience  the  18th. 

Dee.  16.  The  earl  of  Clarendon  being 
appointed  lord  lieutenant  of  Ireland,  fct  out 
for  that  kingdom,  and  the  privy- feal  was 
put  in  commifiion  during  hit  abfence.  The 
commifiiouers  were  lord  vjfeount  Tivict, 
colonel  Rilcrt  Ptillipt,  and  Job*  Evelyn  of 
Deptford,  efq. 

Dec.  29.    The  biihop  of  Durban:  made 
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slcin  of  the  royal  cbapcl,  and  the  bilhop  qf 
Rochefer  clerk  of  the  clofet. 

Dec.  30.  John  Hampden,  elq.  being  ar- 
raigned for  high  trcafon,  in  confniring 
•gainft  the  late  King,  with  lord  RuJfeJ,  &c. 
pleaded  guilty,  and  was  pardoned. 

1685-6,  Jan.  8.  The  Parliament  was 
prorogued  by  proclamation  to  May  20. 

Jan.  14.  Lord  Delayer  c  was  tried  by 
hit  Peers  for  high  trcafun,  In  being  con- 
*  cerned  in  the  late  rebellion  in  the  weft,  the 
Lord  Chancellor  being  Lord  High  Steward, 
but  Saxony  the  only  pofjtivc  evidence,  ap- 
pearing perjured,  he  was  acquitted. 

The  earl  of  Tynonmel  was  no  fr>oner  re- 
turned to  Ireland,  than  he  began  breaking 
the  Protectant  officers  and  ioldiers,  and 
putting  Roman  Catholics  in  their  places. 
Two  or  three  hundred  of  EngTifr  who  had 
laid  out  fortunes  in  purchafe  of  their  ports 
were  arbitrarily  dilbanded,  and  five  or  fix 
thou  fa  nd  private  ioldiers  fent  a  begging.

Thtoutt  earl  of  Stamford  was  admitted  to 
ball. 

The  earl  of  TyrconneJ  having 
modelled  the  Irijh  army  according  to  the 
King's  mind,  came  to  England,  and  was 
appointed  lord  lieutenant  ot  Ireland,  in  the 
room  of  the  earl  of  Clarendon.  Things  were 
carried  to  fuch  a  heighth  againft  the  Pro- 
tertant*  in  Ireland*  that  many  ErgHJb  mer- 
chants withdrew  their  effecls.

March  10.  The  King  granted  a  general 
pardon  to  his  fnbjecCis,  in  which  many  that 
had  been  in  rebellion  were  excepted  ;  but 
the  earl  of  Stanford  took  the  benefit  cf  it.

April  29.  The  King  fummoned  the 
Parliament  of  Scotland  to  meet,  and  wrote 
them  a  letter,  "  recommending  to  their 
fpecial  care  his  innocent  Roman  Catholic 
fubjecls."  And  this  love  he  expected  they 
would  fhew  to  their  brethren,  as  they  faw 
him  an  indulgent  father  to  his  people.  The

The  Scotch  committee  drew  up  a  bill  t» 
nllow  the  Catholics  the  exerdfe  of  their 
religion  in  private,  but  when  the  bill  was 
presented  to  Parliament,  it  met  with  an 
oppofition,  and.  the  Lord  Coraraiflioner 
thought  fit  to  adjourn  the  debate,  till  the 
King  fent  orders  to  prorogue  the  Parlia- 
ment.

Miles  Prance,  having  an  infor- 
mation exhibited  againft  him  for  wilful  per- 
jury in  the  evidence  he  gave  againft  Green, 
Berry  and  Hill,  at  their  trial  for  the  murder 
of  Godfrey*  he  pleaded  guilty,  and  the  next 
day  folemnly  acknowledged  his  offence.

The  bifhop  of 
Wimhefler  fwore  him  in,  and  admitted 
him  to  his  office. 

April  1  c.  An  order  of  council  for  pro- 
moting the  collection  ror  the  .relief  of  the 
French  ProteftanH. 

April  16.  Sir  Robert  Wright,  One  of  th> 
ju dices  of  the  Kin^**  Bench,  was  made  lord 
chief  juftice  of  die  Common  Plea*  \  Mr. 
juftice  Ptmell,  one  of  the  juftice*  of  the 
Common  Pleas,  made  one  of  the  ju  ft  ices  of 
the  King's  Bench  t  and  Mr.  baron  MVt*n 

made 
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nude  one  ef  the  juftices  of  the  Common 
Picas.* 

G<w£r  duke  of  Barks  died  at  his  hoofc  in 
Terkjbire. 

Sir  MO*.  Petty  died ;  he  was  a  phyfician 
and  fellow  of  the  Royal  Society,  having 
publiftied  many  valuable  writings. 

Jult  before  the  Parliament  waa  to  have 
met,  a  libel  wa»  pobliihed  againft  the 
King. 

The  King  clofeted  fcveral  members  of 
Parliament  to  gain  them  over  to  him ;  but 
Ending  he  could  not  gee  a  majority  in  his 
favour,  he  was  refolved  to  dilTblve  the  Par- 
liament. 

Many  diftrefled  French  Proteftants  came 
from  France,  whom  the  King  received  very 
favourably,  and  granted  them  money. 

April  vi.  Sir  Robert  Wrigbt,  chief  juf- 
tice  of  the  Common  Pleas,  made  lord  chief 
juftire  of  the  King's  Bench :  and  Sir  Ed- 
ivard  Herbert  made  lord  cbiefjuftice  of  the 
Common  Pleas 5  Sir  Franeit  Witbingz,  one 
of  the  justices  of  the  King's  Bench,  dif- 
o'sced. 

April ft.  It  having  been  demanded  of 
the  vice  chancellor  ana  fenate  of  the  uni- 
*erfiry  of  Cambridge,  why  they  did  not  ad- 
mit father  F ranch  to  his  degree,  according 
to  the  King's  mandate.  They  put  in  their 
anfwer  this  day,  that  it  was  contrary  to  fe- 
vcral  flatutett,  Sec. 

April  it.  The  Parliament  was  prorogued 
to  the  lad  of  November.  * 

Sir  Richard  AlTtbor,  a  Paptft,  was  made 
ene  of  the  juftices  of  the  King's  Bench  ; 
and  Mr.  ferjeant  Powell  one  of  the  barons 
of  the  Exchequer. 

May  5.  A  proclamation  ifTued  for  efta- 
bl  1  fliing  a  manufacture  of  white  paper  in 
England. 

May  vj.  Sentence  of  deprivation  paffed 
agalnft  Dr.  John  Peat  ball,  vice  chancellor 
Of  Cambridge  t  by  the  Ecelefiaftical  Commif- 
tioners,  for  his  contenpt  in  not  admitting 
father  Frauds  to  a  degree,  without  taking 
jfhe  oaths  ;  and  the  fenate  were  reprimand- 
ed, and  ordered  to  fend  ap  copies  of  their 
Statutes. 

Afril 2%.  The  vice  president  and  fellows 
of '  Magdalen  college  are  cited  to  appear 
before  the  ecdefialticai  commiflioners  at 
Whitehall  [June  6J  to  anfwer  why  they 
rct'ufed  to  comply  with  the  King's  mandate, 
to  elect  Mr.  Farmer  their  prefident,  and 
proceeded  to  elect  Mr.  John  Hough. 

May  30.  The  duke  of  Jtertu'uk  embarks, 
in  order  to  fcrve  in  the  imperial  army  in 
Hungary, 
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Jure  it.  The  lawyers  of  the  Middle- 
temple  prefentcd  an  addrefs  to  his  MajcAy. 

Jui-eij.  Prince  Cecrge  of  Denmark  cm- 
barks  for  that  kingdom. 

June  22.  The  Ecelefiaftical  Commiflio- 
ners declared  the  « lection  of  Mr.  Hcugb  to 
be  prefioent  of  Magdalen  college,  void  j 
and  that  Dr.  AUtuortb  be  fufpcndoi  fr.-m 
being  vice  prefident,  and  Dr.  Fairfax  from 
his  fellow/hip,  for  their  contempt  in  not 
electing  Mr.  Farmer. 

July  2.  A  proclamation  for  diiTclving  the 
prefcht  parliament. 

July  3.  Signor  Ftrdinando  tTAdda,  arch- 
biihop  ot  Amajta,  being  arrived  in  the  qua* 
lity  of  Funch  from  t.ie  Pope,  was  admitted 
to  an  audience  of  their  Majcftics  at  WinAfcr. 

The  members  of  the  lait  Parliament  vin- 
dicated themfclvcs  from  an  accufation  laid 
againft  them,  to  deftroy  theProtcftant  re- 
ligion. 

<%uo  warrantot  were  iflued  out  againlt  di- 
vers corporations,  and  every  means  ufed  to 
obtain  a  favourable  Parliament. 

The  duke  of  Szmcrfct  had  orders  to  attend 
the  Pope's  Nuntio  to  his  audience.  He 
defirrd  to  be  excufed  ;  which  fo  incenfed 
the  King,  he  removed  him  from  his  place 
of  Groom  of  the  Chamber,  and  took  from 
him  his  regiment  of  dragoons. 

Aug.  14.  HisMajcfty  lent  a  fecond  man- 
date to  Magdalen  college,  requiring  them  to 
chufc  the  biflrop  of  Oxford  their  prefident, 
which  they  refuted. 

Sep:.  4.  The  King  coming  down  to  0*- 
ford,  threatened  the  fellows  of  Magdalen 
college  for  their  contempt,  in  not  electing 
the  biftop  of  Oxford  their  piefident  j  on  tb# 
l6th  of  November  following,  the  fentence  of 
erpulfioji  w*s  pronounced  againft  the  Fel- 
lows, by  vifitors  appointed  by  hisMaj^rty 
to  viflt  that  college  ;  and  by  the  Ecelefiaf- 
tical Co:nrr.iflioncrs,  they  were  difabled  to 
hold  any  ecelefiaftical  preferments. 

Sept.  15.  The  duke  of  Albemarle,  being 
made  governor  of  Jamaica,  embarked  for 
that  sHano. 

OH.  19.  The  King,  the  prince  of  De*~ 
mgri,  the  Pope's  Nuncio,  the  Freneb  am- 
bafiador,  and  other  foreign  miniftcrs,  with 
the  great  officers  of  ftate,  were  entertained 
at  the  lord  Mayor's  fraft  at  CuiUball. 

Ncv.  ft.  Father  Edward  Petre,  the  Je- 
fuit,  fworn  of  the  Privy-eounnl. 

Nov.  16.  The  Commiflioners,  im power- 
ed by  the  King,  expelled  twenty-five  Fel- 
lows, only  two  having  made  their  fubm& 
fion,  doctors  Smitb  and  Cbar»oek  ;  all  the 
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+TOxf»rJ  was  made  president,  and  Chartuxk 
vice  prefidenc. 

Nov.  25.  A  proclamation  for  reftraining 
the  n amber  and  abules  of  hackney  coaches. 

Dec  15.  A  proclamation)  appointing  the 
15th  of  January  to  be  obferved  as  a  thankf- 
giving  for  the  Queen's  being  with  child, 
within  the  bills  of  mortality  j  and  the  29th 
of  January,  in  the  reft  of  the  churches  in 
Ertgland, 

A  miracle  was  pretended  by  the  Papifts, 
that  this  conception  was  the  effett  of  a  fo- 
lemn  petition  which  the  late  duchefs  of 
Modtna  had  put  up  in  heaven  to  the  bleficd 
Virgin  Mar j f  or  of  a  vow  the  queen  had 
made  to  the  lady  of  L:rett9,  with  rich  pre- 
fonts  of  gold. 

The  Queen's  pregnancy  produced  many 
addrefles  throughout  England. 

The  King,  earneft  to  have  a  Parliament 
devoted  to  him,  fent  down  emiiTariea  to  the 
country  to  influence  the  people  in  his  fa- 
vour. 

An  addrefs  was  prefenced  to  his  Majefty 
from  CarftjU  for  augmenting  the  forces. 

Jan.  17,  1687-8.  The  King  fent  a  let- 
ter to  the  States  General,  to  demand  the  re- 
turn of  the  fix  EngRfb  and  Scotch  regiments 
in  their  fervice }  with  which  the  Sates  re- 
fufed  to  comply. 

Jan.  20.  The  marquis  of  Bedtnar,  envoy 
of  Spain,  admitted  to  his  audience. 

Jan.  aa.  The  duke  of  Berwick  made  go- 
vernor of  Portfmcutb, 

Feb.  10.  A  proclamation  for  preventing 
and  fuppremng  unlicenfcd  books  and  pam- 
phlets. 

March  2.  A  proclamation,  prohibiting 
his  Majefty '9  fubjeels  to  enter  into  the  far- 
vice  of  foreign  princes  or  dates  :  and  ano- 
ther the  14th,  for  recalling  afl  thofe  who 
were  in  the  fervice  of  the  States  General, 
by  lea  or  land* 

March  20.  Exeter  and  feveral  other  cor- 
porations having  furrendered  their  charters, 

a^crpt  new  onei. 

Mareh'te,  In  order  to  retain  the  lower 
ciaf»  of  people  in  the  Protcftant  religion, 
charity-fchools  were  fet  up  for  children  in 
and  about  London :  the  fir  ft  were  opened  at 
Norton  Fa/gate,  and  St.  Margeret'i,  Wefl- 
minder. 

The  King  endeavoured  to  gain  the  prince 
of  Orange  in  his  favour,  and  to  have  his  con- 
currence to  a  repeal  of  the  teft  and  penal 
laws  ;*and  made  one  Janet  Smart,  a  Scotch 
-  lawyer,  whom  be  had  received  into  favour, 
write  to  Penfionxry  Fagel,  that  it  was  the 
Prince's  intercftthe  laws  againft  Catholics 

Vot.I. 
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mould  be  repealed.  The  Prince  maJe  Fa- 
gel  write  in  anfwer  their  opinion,  «'  That 
the  Catholics  ought  to  be  fuft'ered  to  enjoy 
liberty  of  conference  for  the  exercife  of  their 
religion  j  but  their  High  Mightineflcs  could 
not  agree  to  a  repeal  of  any  of  thofe  at"l» 
formsd  for  the  fupport  of  the  Protcftant  rt-

This  gave  the  people  of  England  hopes* 
that  the  prince  of  Orange,  and  his  conforr, 
would  not  abandon  them  in  their  prefent 
neceflity. 

1688,  April  27.  The  King  iflued  another 
declaration  of  liberty  of  confeie'nee)  in 
which  the  former  declaration  of  the  4th  of 
April,  1687,  is  recited. 

King  James  propofed  to  the  officers  and 
I  foldiers  of  his  army,  to  fign  a  writing,  fn 
I  which  they  were  to  engage,  to  the  utmoft 
of  their  power,  to  procure  the  penal  laws 
and  teft  to  be  repealed }  which  was  order- 
ed to  be  offered  to  every  regiment  Angly  : 
the  firft  on  which  the  experiment  was 
made  was  the  earl  of  Litcbjield\  to  whom 
the  Major  opened  the  matter,  and  com- 
manded all  thofe  that  would  not  comply 
with  his  Majefty's  propofttion,  to  lay  down 
their  arms  j  when  to  the  King's  great  fur- 
price,  who  was  prefent,  the  whole  regiment 
(except  two  Captains,  and  fome  few  Popifh 
foldiers)  laid  down  their  arms  j  whereupon 
the  King,  sifter  fome  paufe,  ordered  them 
to  take  up  their  arms  again*  telling  them, 
That  for  the  future*  he  would  not  do  them 
the  honour  to  afk  their  advice,  and  there- 
upon dropped  the  matter,  without  making- 
trial  of  the  reft  of  his  forces  {  and  fix  Ir'rjh 
regiments  were  brought  over  to  England  af- 
terwards. 

May,  An  order  of  Council  was  pull i fri- 
ed, commanding  the  laft  declaration,  of 
the  27th  of  April,  to  be  read  in  time  of  di- 
vine fervice,  in  all  churches  and  chapels  in 
London  and  IVtJlminPer,  and  ten  miles  dis- 
tance, upon  the  20tb  and  27th  inftjnt  j 
and  in  all  other  churches  and  chnpels  fn 
the  kingdon,  on  the  3d  and  icth  of  June\ 
and  that  the  Bifhops  mould  catffe  the  faid 
declaration  to  be  diftributed  in  their  re- 
fpeclive  diocefes,  to  be  read  accordingly. 

May  1 8.  The  arebbifhop  of  Canterbury  t 
the  bifhops  of  St,  Afatb,  Ely,  Cbicbefer, 
Bath  and  JVelh,  Petcrborwgb,  and  Bri/lol, 
fign  a  petition  to  his  Majefty,  to  difpenfe 
with  their  diftrfbtfting  and  reading  the  faid 
declaration. 

The  Bifhops  were  fummoned  before  the 
Council,  when  the  King  aiked  them,  If 
they  had  figncd  the  petition  ?   Not  Caring 
Yy  * 
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to  accufe  themfelves  by  anfwering  his  Ma- 
jefty,  they  made  alow  revexeoce  twice,  with- 
out fpeaking.  The  King  promifed  to  pardon 
them  if  they  would  conr'eU  it,  upon  which 
they  did,  and  withdrew. 

June  3.  The  Bilhops  refuting  to  enter 
into  recognisances  to  appear  in  the  court  of 
Kings-bench,  to  anfwer  the  mifdemcanor 
in  framing  and  prefenting  the  (aid  petition 
(or  libel,  as  it  was  called)  were  committed 
to  the  Tower,  whither  they  were  Tent  by 
water. 

June  10.  This  day  was  faid  to  give  birth 
to  the  prince  of  Walet,  and  a  proclamation 
was  iflued  for  obfervinga  tbanklgiving  on 
Sunday  the  17th  inftant  in  London  and  Wtfl- 
mtnjter,  and  the  parts  adjacent ;  and  fourteen 
days  after  in  all  other  parts  of  the  kingdom. 

Many  diftrulh  and  reports  fpread,  that 
the  Queen  being  with  child}  and  the  birth 
of  theFrinee,  was  an  impofture,  to  fecure 
the  crown  unto  a  Popilh  fucceflbr. 

The  prince  and  princefi  of  Denmark  ar- 
rived in  town  from  Bath* 

June  1 5*  The  fcvcn  Bilhops  were  brought 
by  Habeas  Corpus  from  the  Tower  to  the 
King't-bcnch  bar,  and  pleaded  not  guilty 
to  the  information  exhibited  againft  them  : 
they  were  admitted  to  bail  on  giving  their 
own  recognisances,  the  Archbilhop  in 
200/.  and  the  other  Bilhops  in  100/.  each, 
to  appear  from  day  to  day,  till  legally  dif- 
c barged* 

June  it.  Monfieur  Carfiof,  envoy  of 
Denmark,  admitted  to  his  audience. 

June  23.  Monfieur  ZuJfJiein,  envoy  from 
the  prince  of  Orange,  admitted  to  his  au* 
dience. 

June  29.  The  feven  Bilhops  came  upon 
their  trials  in  Weftminftcr-hall ,  and  the 
next  moring  the  jury  brought  in  their  ver- 
dict, that  they  were  not  guilty  ;  which  oc- 
casioned unufoal  rejoicings,  not  only  in 
London,  but  in  the  camp  at  Hounjlow  Heath  j 
and  the  King  having  ordered  mafs  to  be 
faid  on  board  the  fleet,  the  pricfts  were  in 
danger  of  being  thrown  over-board* 

An  order  of  council  for  inferting  the  name 
of  Jama  prince  of  Wales  in  the  prayers 
for  the  Royal  Family. 

A  proclamation  alfo  was  iflueJ  again  ft 
'  profanenefs  and  debauchery. 

Sir  R'ubard  Ihlioviay  and  Sir  John 
Powell,  jufticcs  of  the  King's-bench,  are 
displaced,  for  giving  their  opinions  agalnft 
the  court  in  favour  of  the  feven  Bilhops ; 
a  ltd  Sir  Thomas  Powell,  one  of  the  barons 
of  the  Exchequer,  and  Sir  Robert  Ba/dock, 
the  King's  ferjoant,  were  made  jufticcs  of 


the  King's-bench,  in  their  rooms.  Mr 
Serjeant  IngoUeJby  and  Mr.  Serjeant  Mo- 
tberam,  were  made  barons  of  the  Exche- 
quer }  and  Sir  Thomas  Jenner,  one  of  the 
barons  of  the  Exchequer,  was  made  one  of 
the  jufticcs  of  the  Common-pleas. 

July  6.  Sir  John  Trevor,  knt.  Matter 
of  the  Rolls,  Cbrtflopber  Vane,  efq.  sod 
Silas  Tuut,  efq.  were  fworn  of  the  privy- 
council,  as  was  Sir  Thomas  Strickland  the 
13th. 

July  10.  Smyrna  deftroyed  by  an  earth- 
quake. 

July  Jt,  The  ecclefiaftical  commifuoners 
iflued  an  order  to  all  chancellors,  archdea- 
cons, commiuaries,  and  officials,  to  in- 
quire in  what  churches  and  chapels  his 
Majefty's  declaration  was  read,  and  to  tranf- 
mit  an  account  of  %  them  on  the  16th  of 
Auguft  following :  whereupon  the  biuSop  of 
Rnbefier  rsfufed  to  act  any  longer  in  the 
comm.fliou. 

July  a  1.  James  duke  of  Ormond  died  at 
Kingfitn-Hail  in  Dorfctjbke,  in  the  79th 
year  of  his  age. 

The  people  feeing  the  meafures  ufed  to 
deAroy  the  church,  many  departed  from 
their  former  principles  and  took  meafures  to 
oppofe  the  King. 

The  Prelbyterians  and  clergy  formed  a 
union  to  oppofe  the  King,  and  rcfolvcd  to 
call  the  prince  of  Orange  to  their  afliftancc. 

Aug,  24.  The  King  declared  in  council 
his  resolution  to  call  a  parliament,  and  writs 
were  iflued  accordingly  for  a  parliament  to 
meet  the  27th  of  No-umber,  ■ 

Sept,  4.  Sir  J  ohm  Shorter,  knt.  Lord 
Mayor  of  London,  died ;  and  Sir  John  Ryles, 
knt.  was  the  neat  day  appointed  to  fuccced 
him  by  his  Majtfty. 

Mr.  Skeltm,  the  Ettglijb  envoy,  advaied 
the  court  of  France  to  attack  the  States, 
the  King  di (owned  this  memorial  and  re- 
called Sktlton. 

Sept.  9.  Count  D%Avaux,  the  Frttttb 
ambailador  at  the  Hague,  presented  a  me- 
morial to  the  States-General,  upon  their 
great  armament  by  tea  and  land  :  and  de- 
clared that  the  firft  act  of  haftility,  tore  - 
mitted  by  their  troops  againft  the  king  of 
Great  Britain,  his  matter  would  look  upon 
as  an  abfolute  rupture  of  peace  with  him. 

Septt  10.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Beaumont, 
captain  Pafion,  and  four  captains  of  thedoke 
of  Berwick%t  regiment,  broke,  for  refufmg 
to  recruit  their  companies  with  Irijh. 

The  King  foreseeing  without  a  Prote* 
ftant  army  h«  could  not  introduce  Popery, 
caihicred  many  Protettant  officers  and  nut 
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Catholics  in  their  room  j  he  began  with  the 
duke  of  Berwick**  regiment,  upon  which 
colonel  Beaumont  and  other  officers  made 
«  remonftrance  to  the  Duke. 

Several  Englijb  noblemen  and  gentlemen 
went  over  to  the  prince  af  Orange  to  demand 
bis  affiftance,  and  to  head  their  party. 

The  earl  of  Sbmvftmry  mortgaged  his 
eft  ate  for  4/^000/.  and  went  over  to  the 
Hague  to  the  Prince,  to  offer  his  money 
and  fword.  Alfo  admiral  Herbert',  lord 
M  or  daunt,  colonel  Sydney  t  lord  Dun  b  lain, 
lord  CburcbilU  and  ft  vera  1  others,  bciidcj 
many  eminent  citizens  of  London* 

The  prince  of  Orange,  in  order  to  eon- 
cert  meafores  for  the  Engli/h  p  rote  fonts, 
affcmbled  his  army  at  Nimiguen,  and  under 
colour  of  electing  ai)  archbi/hop  of  Cologne, 
encamped  an  army  and  prepared  a  fleet.  He 
secured  to  the  States  the  affiftance,  if  want- 
ed,  of  the  ele&ors  of  Minden,  Saxony,  and 
Brandenburgb,  princes  of  the  hooft  of  Lu- 
ntmburgb,  and  the  landgrave  of  Hejfc-Cajftl. 
The  French  king  ottered  to  lend  king 
antes  30,000  men,  (ince  his  own  forces 
could  not  be  depended  on ;  but  the  fame 
minister  who  had  put  the  King  upon  the 
rnoft  arbitrary  and  unpopular  actions,  was 
fo  good  as  to  advift  h,im  to  refuft  them  } 
fcut  the  King  made  a  new  alliance. 

Sept*  J 7*  Colonel  Bevtle  Skeltcfi,  the 
Engtijb  envoy,  being  looked  upon  to  be  at 
the  bottom  of  the  Trench  memorial,  was  re- 
called and  committed  to  the  Tower  $  but 
foon  after  made  lieutenant  thereof. 

Sept.  21.  The  King  publiftied  a  declara- 
tion, letting  forth  that  he  intended  a  legal 
eftablifhment  of  liberty  of  conftience  j  that 
he  would  inviolably  preferve  the  church  of 
"England ;  and  that  he  was  contented,  that 
the  Roman-Catholics  fhould  remain  inca- 
pable of  being  members  of  Parliament. 

Sept.  23.  The  King  received  certain  in- 
feUigenre,  that  the  preparations  of  the 
Dutch  ware  intended  againft  England.  He 
put  Pttrtfmouib  and  Hull  into  the  govern- 
ment ot  Papifts,  and  took  care  to  have  the 
majority  of  officer$  and  foldiera  in  thofe 
garrifons  of  the  Romifh  religion. 
*  Sett,  26.  The  King  declared  be  had  au- 
thorized the  lords  lieutenants  of  the  fe- 
deral counties  to  re  ft  ore  the  deputy  lieute- 
nants that  were  difplaced  \  and  gave  direc- 
tions to  the  lord  Chancellor,  to  put  thofe 
gentlemen  into  the  commilfion  of  the  peace 
■gain,  who  had  been  laid  afide. 

The  earl  of  Feverjham  wa«i  made  general 
•f  the  army,  and  lord  Dartmouth  had  the 
•cmujaadof  the  neet, 


Sept.  28.  A  proclamation  was  publi/hed, 
giving  an  account  of  the  intended  invahon 
from  Holland,  and  requiring  all  perfons  to 
prepare  for  the  defence  of  their  country  j 
and  the  writs  that  had  been  ilfued  for  call- 
ing a  Parliament  were  revoked. 

Sept,  29.  Sir  yobn  Chapman,  knt.  was 
elected  Lord  Mayor  of  London. 

The  fame  day  a  proclamation  for  a  gene* 
ral  pardon  was  published. 

Sept.  30.  The  bifhop  of  London*  fofpen- 
flon  was  taken  off. 

Oft.  1.  The  prince  of  Orange  published 
a  declaration,  with  the  reafons  of  his  in- 
tended expedition  to  England,  "via .  To  faci- 
litate the  calling  a  free  Parliament,  and  to  en- 
quire  into  the  birth  of  the  prince  of  Wales, 
andfecare  the  ProtcJIant  religion,  which  was 
in  great  danger. 

The  States-General  alfo  publi/hed  a  de- 
claration, fetting  forth  the  reafons  that  had 
obliged  them  to  affift  the  prince  of  Orange 
with  ships*  men,  and  ammunition. 

Oil.  2.  The  charter  of  London  was  le- 
ttered. 

Oel.  3.  The  King  having  deft  red  the  ad- 
vice of  the  archbimop  of  Canterbury,  the 
lord  bifttop  of  London,  (fefr.  Nine  of  the 
Lords  and  Difltops  attended  his  Majefty 
with  ten  articles,  or  proportions,  as  the 
beft  means  to  reftorc  his  affairs ;  the  fubr 
ftanceof  which  was,  that  hii  Majefty  would 
fufter  the  law  to  take  its  courfe,  can  a  Par- 
liament, and  rcdrefs  the  complaints  of  the 
people. 

Oft.  1 1.  The  commiffiorj  for  caufes  ec- 
clcfiaftical  was  diflblved.

A  public  Form  of  Prayer  compofedf  by 
the  Archbimop,  to  be  t}fed  daring  the  ap^ 
prehenfion  of  an  invafion. 

Oil.  12.  An  order  was  iiTued  for  restor- 
ing Magdalen  college  to  its  rights. 

OH.  1 5.  The  prince  of  Walt*  was  chrif- 
tened  in  the  chapel  of  St.  yarns**,  by  the  * 
name  of  yamet-Tranctt-EMvard :  his  holi- 
nef«,  repreftnted  by  his  Nuncio,  was  god- 
father} and  the  Queen-Dowager  god.mo- 
ther. 

The  depositions  of  forty  perfons  of  honour 
as  to  the  certainty  of  the  prince  of  Wain* 
birth,  of  whom  twenty- three  were  Pro- 
teftants, were  taken  and  enrolled  in  Chan- 
eery. 

Oft,  16.  The  prince  of  Orange  took  leave 
of  the  States  in  a  folemn  manner,  and  on 
the  19th  embarked  on  board  a  frigate  of 
thirty  ran:. 
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17.  A  proclamation  was  publifhed 
for  reftoring  corporations  to  their  ancient 
charters,  liberties,  rights,  privileges,  and 
franchises. 

The  King  placed  his  hoi  es  tn  tne  army  } 
he  bad  2500  men  from  Ireland,  and  3000 
Setts  advanced  to  CarUjle.  New  commif- 
fior.s  were  granted  lor  levying  ten  regi- 
ments of  hone  and  foot,  and  fevcral  in- 
dependent companies. 

Q&.  19.  The  prince  of  Orange  fet  fail 
from  Holland,  with  about  50  men  of  war, 
too  tranfports,  and  about  14,3a*  land 
forces  on  board,  acco  panted  by  the  earls 
of  Shrevjjbury  and  Macclesfield,  and  (evcral 
other  Englijh  gentlemen  of  quality  j  but 
they  were  driven  back  by  dorm. 

The  admiral  Herbert  led  the  fquadron, 
*ice  admiral  E-vertz.cn  brought  up  the  rear, 
and  the  Prince  was  in  the  center,  carrying 
the  flag  with  Englljb  colours,  and  their 
Highncfles  arms  fur  rounded  with  this  motto, 
*•  The  Protcllant  religion  and  liberties  of 
England*"  2nd  underneath  the  motto  of 
the  Ho'ufe  of  NaJJ'au,  Je  tnaintiendra,  [I 
will  maintain.] 

At  the  fleet's  being  difperfed,  the  States 
ifl'ued  a  report,  that  the  Prince  could  not 
undertake  the  voyage  again  till  next  fpring, 
which  made  the  King  revoke  fomc  of  his 
acli  of  grace. 

Ofl.  %o.    A  proclamation  was  ifl'ued 
commanding  all  horfes,  oxen,  and  cattle 
to  be  removed  twenty  miles  from  the  places, 
where  the  enemy  mould  attempt  to  land. 
;  The  King  fhut  up  the  komiih  chapels. 

08.  a8.  The  lord  vifcount  Prefion  was 
jnade  fecretary  o'  ftate,  in  the  room  of  the 
earl  of  Sunderland,  who  was  found  to  have 
betrayed  his  Majefty's  councils  to  the  prince 
of  Orange. 

Nov.  U  The  prince  of  Orange,  with  the 
"Dutch  fleet,  fet  fail  again,  and  on  the  5th 
landed  with  his  forces  at  Terhay  in  Devon* 
jbire. 

The  King  demanded  of  the  Bilhopa, 
whether  they  invited  over  the  prince  of 
Orange,  as  he  fugeefted  in  hii  declaration, 
which  lomc  of  them  denyj  but  upon  his 
demanding  of  them  to  fign  an  abhorrence 
of  the  invafion,  they  declined  it.  The 
bithops  of  Scotland  were  prevailed  on  to 
sign  an  abhorrence  of  the  invafion. 

Letters  of  pardon  were  granted  to  fcveral 
of  the  moil  obnoxious  perfons,  Chancellor 
Jefnes,  Sir  MUl  Butler,  Bifliop  of 
li  LJ}er  and  Durham,  and  upwards  of  twen- 
ty .n<re. 

Nov.  a,   A  proclamation  was  iffued 
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againft  the  publifliing  or  dhftrfag  the 

prince  of  Orange'%  declaration. 

Nov.  3.  The  Prince's  fleet  entered  the 
Channel*  pafled  by  the  Gunfieet  in  a  foggy 
day  ;  the  Englijb  could  not  purchafe  their 
anchors  and  were  kept  in  ty  eaflerly  winds. 

The  prince  of  Orange  puhliihed  *  letter 
to  the  officers  of  the  Engltjh  army,  contain- 
ing his  re  a  Cons  for  undertaking  the  Prole* 
ftant  caufe,  be  alfo  fent  one  to  the  fleet. 

Nov.  6.  The  King  publifhed  a  declara- 
tion, in  anwer  to  the  fuggeftions  in  the 
Prince  of  Orasge't  declaration. 

Nov.  7.  Lord  De/amare  took  up  arms  in 
Cbejhirt  an  j  declared  for  the  Prince  $  pan/ 
followed  his  example. 

Nov.  8.  The  prince  of  Orange  arrived  at 
Exeter. 

An  aflbciatioo  was  figned  by  the  gentle- 
men, who  joined  the  prince  of  Orangt  at 
Exeter. 

The  lord  Cornhury,  fon  to  the  earl  of 
Clarendon,  with  aknoft  three  entire  regi- 
ment  3,  went  over  to  the  prince  of  Orange. 

Nov.  13.  The  lord  UvtJact  was  Liken  at 
Cirencefier,  going  over  to  the  prince  of  Qrmnge* 
Nov.  17.  Several  Lords  fp:  ritual  and) 
temporal  petitioned  the  King  to  call  a  Par- 
liament. 

The  King  Ordered  his  troops  together  04 
Sali/hury  plain,  and  fent  a  re-iniorceraent 
to  Pert/mouth. 

He  printed  a  Jirt  of  the  Prince's  army, 
which  was  too  contemptible  to  infpire  him 
with  fear. 

The  King  hearing  the  city  of  London, 
and  the  counties  of  Kent  and  York,  were 
preparing  to  addrefs  him  for  an  accommo- 
dation with  the  prince  of  Orange ;  he  de- 
clared all  thofe  his  enemies  who  fhould 
pretend  to  advife  him  to  treat  with  the 
invader  of  his  kingdoms. 

After  the  Lords  petitioned,  the  King 
made  anfwer,  he  would  call  a  Parliament 
when  the  Prince  was  departed  ;  for  how  waj 
it  pofliple  a  Parliament  fhould  be  free  while 
an  enemy  was  in  the  kingdom,  and  could] 
return  one  hundred  votes. 

The  officers  of  the  army  made  a  decla- 
ration, that  they  could  not  in  conscience 
fight  againft.  the  prince  of  Orange.

Nov.  20.  The  earl  of  Bath  mace  him* 
fclf  maltcr  of  Plymouth,  where  the  Dutch; 
fleet  lay  fee  ore. 

The  earl  of  Skrrtv/lury  and  Sir  Jehn 
Guime  forced  the  duke  01  Beaufort  to  fur-, 
render  the  city  of  Br\fi$U.

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•  The  earl  of  Danby  had  fecured  York, 
haying  difarmed  and  turned  out  ail  the 
Papifts. 

Colonel  Copley  took  Hull,  and  made  lord 
Longdate*  a  Pap t  ft,  prifoner. 

The  duke  of  Somerfet  and  the  earl  of  0x~ 
feed,  ottered  the  Prince  their  (c prices. 

The  Prince  came  to  Sberbone,  and  from 
thence  to  Sali/bvry  ;  in  his  way  a  fmall 
fkirmifli  happened  between  the  two  parties 
of  h  or  tie,  when  the  lofs  proved  equal  on  both 


Nov.  %%.  The  King  publiihed  a  procla- 
tnation  of  pardon  to  all  that  had  deferted 
htm,  providedrthey  would  quit  the  prince 
of  Orange'*  fervicc  again  in  twenty  days. 

The  duke  of  Graft**,  the  lord  CburcbiU, 
with  fcveral  other  perfons  of  quality,  and 
a  good  body  of  troops,  deferted  his  Majclty 
At  Sali/bvry. 

In  the  King's  return  to  London,  the 
prince  of  Denmark,  the  duke  of  Ormond, 
and  others,  deferted  him. 

Nov.  a 6.  The  King  returned  from  Salif- 
bury  to  Whitehall,  where  he  found  that  toe 
princefs  Anne  went  away  the  night  before, 
after  the  Prince  her  huibaad,  and  joined, 
him  at  Oxford. 

Colonel  BeviU  Skeltcn  was  made  lieute- 
nant of  the  Tower. 

Nov.  %%.  The  King  iflued  writs  for  the 
calling  a  Parliament  to  meet  at  rVtfimwJler 
the  1 5th  of  January* 

A  falfe  declaration  was  published  in 
f^nden,  fuppofed  to  be  from  the  prince  of 


Dec.  8.  The  King  fent  the  mattjuis  ot 
Halifax,  the  earl  of  Nottingham,  and  the 
lord  Godolpb'tn,  to  treat  with  the  Prince, 
Whereupon  the  prince  of  Orange  fent  pro- 
pofals  to  his  Majefty,  by  the  earla  of  dm- 
radon  and  Oxford. 

The  propofals  offered  by  the  Prince  were 
fb  moderate,  the  King  owned  he  did  not 
expeft  fuch. 

The  King  fufrcred  himfelf  to  he  gained 
fcy  his  Popiflx  counsellors  and  the  Queen. 

The  Queen  and  the  young  Prince  were 
fent  over  to  Frame. 

Dee.  to.  The  King  took  water  at  White- 
hall ftairs,  and  embarked  for  France,  ac- 
companied by  Sir  Edward  Hales,  Mr.  $btf- 
dort,  and  a  Frenchman.  He  fent  orders  to 
the  earl  of  Feverfoim  todifband  the  army. 
■  The  King  when  he  took  water  threw 
the  great  feal  into  the  Thames,  that  nothing 
might  be  done  legally  in  his  abfence. 

Dee.  tr*  A  declaration  of  the  Lords 
Spiritual  and  temporal  in  and  about  Uadtn. 
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and  JTeftm'tnfier,  aflembled  at  Guildhall, 
fetting  torth  that  they  would  apply  to  the 
prince  of  Orange  to  procure  a  free  Portia* 
mcnt,  and  fecure  the  public  peace. 

Dec.  1%.  An  alarm  was  fpread  of  a  ge- 
neral matl'acre  intended  throughout  £«jf-» 
land  by  the  lrijb  troops,  who  were  di£« 
banded. 

Every  part  of  the  nation  was  alarmed  thia, 
day  with  the  report,  that  the  J/iJb  foldicra 
were  burning  of  towns,  and  cutting  of 
throats  in  their  neighbourhood,  and  that 
nothing  lefa  than  a  general  maflacre  of  the 
Proteftants  was  defjgned  f  nor  was  death, 
the  worft  that  they  were  to  expert,  for  faws* 
gridirons,  Proteftant  bridles,  and  number* 
lefs  inftruments  of  torture,  were  faid  to  be 
provided,  to  deftroy  all  that  would  not  turn 
Papifa. 

The  city  of  London  was  illuminated 
throughout  that  night,  and  every  man  proy 
vided  arms  to  defend  his  family  from  the 
cruel  Jri/b:  but  the  next  day,  difcovering 
there  was  no  ground  for  thefe  fears,  the 
people  recovered  from  their  confirmation. 

This  was  generally  fuppofed  to  have  been 
a  ftratagem,  to  create  in  people  a  dread  0/ 
Popery,  and  of  king  Jtimci"*  return  ;  for 
the  pretended  Proteftant  bridles  and  inftru*. 
menta  of  torture  were  afterwards  fhewn 
about  the  Directs,  to  create  in  the  people  an 
abhorrence  of  Popifti  cruelty. 

The  mob  demolished  and  plundered  fevey 
ral-  mafs-houfes,  and  the  houfes  of  the 
Roman-catholics  in  London,  and  particular- 
ly the  Spani/h  ambaflador's. 

The  lord  chancellor  Jeffrtes  was  taken 
in  difguife  at  Waff  tug,  and  fent  prifoner  to 
the  Tower,  where  he  died  foon  after. 

The  common  council  of  the  city  fent 
deputies  to  the  Prince,  to  invite  him  to 
come  to  London. 

Dec.  13.  An  order  of  the  prince  of  Orange 
and  another  of  the  Lords  in  London,  were 
iflued  for  re-a(Tcmbling  the  di/handed  troops 
under  their  proper  officers. 

Dec.  14.  The  prince  of  Orange  came  to 
Windsor. 

The  King,  being  driven  back  by  con- 
trary winds  to  Feverjbam,  was  taken  tor  n 
Jefuit,  and  abufed  by  the  rabble. 

The  King  in  his  journey  to  London,  fent 
the  earl  of  Feverjbam  to  invite  the  Prince 
to  the  palace  of  St.  James  . 

The  duke  of  Grafton,  marching  at  the 
head  of  a  regiment  to  rake  pofleflion  of 
Tiiimry-fvrt  from  the  Irifh,  an  Irifh  officer 
rode  up  to  him  and  fired  a  piftol  at  him, 
for  which  he  was  ihot  dead  on  the  place.

Dec.  r6.  By  the  invitation  of  the  Lords 
«t  London,  the  King  returned  to  Whitehall, 
and  was  received  with  the  moft  joyful  ac- 
clamations of  the  people. 

The  fame  night  the  King  published  an 
order  of  council  agaioft  tumults,  and  the 
demolishing  and  plundering  of  houfes,  and 
other  di  (orders ;  which  was  the  laft  regal 
wSt  he  executed  in  England. 

Dee.  iy*  The  prince  of  Oranges  forces 
took  poffeflion  of  all  the  pofts  about  White- 
hall and  St.  James's  ;  and  then  the  Prince 
fent  an  order  at  midnight,  for  the  King 
to  remove  from  Whitehall,  which  the  King 
fobinitted  to,  and  went  to  Roebefter  un- 
der a  Dut<b  guard. 

-  The  Prince  fent  three  Lords  to  acquaint 
the  King  he  fhould  be  attended  by  his 
guards  to  prefcnre  him  from  disturbances. 

The  Prince  relcafcd  the  Popifli  lords 
Ltrngdclt  and  Montgomery. 

Dec.  tS.  The  Prince  arrived  at  St.  James's 
where  he  received  the  congratulations  of  the 
nobility  and  perfons  of  quality. 

Dtr*  20.  The  aldermen  and  common 
council  of  London  attended  the  Prince  to 
congratulate  h\o  arrival. 

Dec*  *r.  Moft  of  the  Lords  and  perfons 
«f  quality  figned  the  engagement,  or  aflb- 
ctatjon,  that  was  drawn  up  at  Exeter,  to 
ft&nd  by  the  Prince. 

Thi  Bifhops  and  fome  temporal  Lords  re- 
fused to  fign  the  afl'ociation. 

Dec.  2a.  The  Lords  fpiritual  and  tempo- 
ral about  town,  aflembled  in  the  Houle  of 
Lords  at  fVeftminfter. 

Dei,  a?.  The  King  embarked  on  board 
a  final!  frigate,  with  the  duke  of  Berwick, 
his  natural  fon,  and  Alod'ie  a  Frenchman  j 
be  landed  fafe  at  Amhlettvje  in  France,  from 
whence  he  went  to  St.  Germain?*  ;  he  left 
a  paper  behind  him  dated  the  lad,  con* 
taining  the  rrafons  of  bis  withdrawing. 

He  faid  the  world  could  not  wonder  at 
it,  after  the  prince  of  Orange  had  made  the 
carl  of  T ever  pi  am  prifoner,  whom  he  fent 
to  treat  with  him  in  a  friendly  manner; 
and  bad  commanded  his  own  guards  to 
take  pofiefitun  of  Whitehall  at  11  o'clock 
at  night,  and  fent  him  an  order  at  mid- 
night, when  he  was  in  bed,  to  be  gone. 
After  this  he  had  little  to  hope  for,  from 
•nc  who  had  invaded  his  kingdoms,  and 
called  the  legitimacy  of  his  fon  in  queftionj 
appealing  to  all  who  knew  him,  even  to 
the  Prince  himfelf,  if  they  could  believe 
him  guilty  of  fo  unnatural  a  villany. 

The  Prince  having  received  intelligence 
•f  the  King's  departure,  publi&cd  an  or-  I 


der,  requiring  all  thofe  who'hsd  ferved  as 
members  in  any  of  the  Parliaments  held  in 
the  reign  of  king  Cbarlu  II.  to  meet  bins 
at  St.  James's  the  a6th  inftant,  together 
with  the  aldermen  and  common-council  of 

London. 

The  Peers  ordered  all  Papifts  to  depart 
the  city  of  London,  and  not  to  remove  above 
five  miles  from  their  homes. 

Dee.  25.  The  Lords  fpiritual  and  tem- 
poral aflembled  at  Weftninjter,  and  addrefled 
the  prince  of  Orange  to  fend  circular  lettera 
to  the  fevers  1  counties,,  universities,  citier- 
and  boroughs,  to  fend  members  to  repre^ 
fent  them,  to  meet  and  fit  at  JVefiminfier 
the  ltd  of  January. 

They  alfo  addrefled  the  prince,  of  Orange 
to  take  upon  him  the  adminifhation  of  pub- 
lic/ affairs  both  civil  and  military,  and  the 
difpofal  of  the  public  revenue,  fill  the 
meeting  of  the  intended  convention  on  the 
aid  of  January. 

Dec.  26.  Thofe  who  had  been  Mcmhesa 
of  Parliament  in  the  reign  of  king  Cbarfet 
II.  and  the  aldermen  and  common-council 
of  London,  attended  the  prince  of  Orange 
at  St*  James  s,  to  whom  the  Prince  made  a 
lpcech,  deiiring  them  to  advife  bim  bow  to 
purfue  the  ends  of  his  declaration,  in  calling 
a  parliament,  and  reftoring  the  rights  and 
liberties  of  the  kingdom. 

This  aflembry  of  the  commons  and  ci- 
tizens addrefled  the  prince  of  Orange  to  f uro- 
mon  a  convention,  to  meet  the  azd  of  Ja- 
nuary, as  the  Lords  had  done. 

Dec  28.  The  Prince  returned  an  anfwer 
to  the  Lords,  that  he  would  endeavour  to 
fiecurc  the  peace  of  the  nation,  and  iftue 
tsis  letters  for  afterobling  the  convention,  a* 
they  desired,  and  apply  the  revenue  to  the 
public  ufes,  &e.  He  returned  the  fame  an- 
fwer to  the  Commons  and  Citizens* 

The  French  ambaffador  having  been  very 
a&ive  to  promote  divifiunsamongft  the  Peers 
the  Prince  ordered  him  to  d/part  the  king- 
dom In  twenty-four  hours. 

Dec.  30.  The  Prince  received  the  fccra- 
ment  at  St.  Jama"*  chapel,  from  the  bitnop> 
of  London,  to  remove  any  appreheniions  of 
a  deftgn  to  alter  the  difctpline  of  the  efU- 
blimcd  church. 

The  fame  day  he  iflucd  a  declaration,  au- 
thorifing  all  officers  and  magi  ft  rates  (e» 
cept  Papifts)  to  continue  to  acT  in  their 
refpeclive  offices  and  places,  till  the  meet- 
ing  of  the  convention. 

The  Prince  vifited  the  Queen-dowagea, 
who  aflced  him  to  rrleafe  her  Chamberlain, 
the  carl  of  Fevtrjbam,  which  he  granted.*

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Jan.  1688-9.  The  prince  of  Orangt  if- 
feed  his  declaration,  for  the  better  colled* 
ing  of  the  public  revenue. 

Jan.  5.  An  order  was  tflued  by  the 
pryice  of  Orange,  for  the  withdrawing  his 
troops  out  of  the  refpective  cities,  and 
boroughs  of  England,  at  the  time  of  electing 
the  members  of  the  io  tent  ended  conven- 
tion. 

Jan.  6.  Dr.  Setb  Ward,  bifliop  of  So- 
rum,  died. 

Jan.  S.  An  order  was  published  by  the 
prince  of  Orange,  that  none  of  his  forces, 
•f  what  nation  foever,  mould  quarter  in 
any  private  houfe  without  the  owner's 
content. 

The  prince  of  Orange  aflerabled  the  Scotch 
nobility  and  gentry  rending  in  London,  and 
defired  their  advice  for  fecuring  their  reli- 
gion and  liberties:  whereupon  the  Scott 
propofed  the  calling  a  convention  in  that 
kingdom,  to  meet  the  14th  of  March  fol- 
lowing, and  that  the  Prince  would  take 
upon  him  the  adminiftration  of  the  go- 
vernment of  that  kingdom  in  the  mean 
time. 

Jan.  10.  The  Prince  fent  a  letter  to  the 
city  of  London,  to  defire  the  loan  of  200,000/. 
-which  they  complied  with,  and  raifed  in 
four  days  time,  Sir  Samuel  Dajhivaod  fub- 
icribing  60,000/.  himfelf. 

Jan.  16.  A  declaration  was  published  by 
the  Prince,  for  the  payment  of  the  fea- 
men's  wag  s ;  and  on  the  19th  another  fojr 
the  payment  of  the  land  forces. 

The  Archbifhop  and  (even  other  Bifliops 
fign  the  adorations,  after  fome  words  were 
fattened  in  it,  that  gave  them  uneafinefs. 

The  Diflenting  minifters  waited  on  the 
Prince,  praying  his  protection. 

The  Prince  fent  for  the  Princcfs,  to 
strengthen  his  claim  to  the  crown,  but  Hie 
was  retarded  by  the  frofts  in  Holland. 

King  James  wrote  a  letter  to  the  Privy- 
council,  informing  them  of  his  reafons  for 
the  flight  be  bad  taken j  alfo  another  to 
both  Houfe*  of  Convention,  which  they  re- 
verted. 

Jan.  22.  The  Convention  being  aflern- 
bled at  JVefiminftet,  the  marquis  of  Halifax 
Mraschofen  Speaker  by  the  upper  houfe,  and 
Henry  Pwfr,  efq.  by  tht  lower  houfe  \ 
.  after  whkb  a  letter  was  prefented  them  by 
the  prince  of"  Orange,  wherein  he  recom- 
mended tothem  the  fettlement  of  the  king- 
worn,  the  condition  of  the  Proteftants  in 
Ireland,  and  above  all,  difpatch  and  unani- 
»ity  in  their  refolutions. 

Great  debates  arofe  in  the  Houfe  of  Peers 
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on  the  queftion,  "  Whether  the  throne 
being  vacant,  it  ought  to  be  filled  up  by  a 
Regent  or  a  King." 

Addrcfles  were  prefented  to  the  Lords,  de- 
firing  that  the  prince  and  princefs  of  Orange  , 
may  be  fettled  on  the  throne,  which  was 
fupprefled  by  the  Prince,  as  tending  to  pro- 
mote tumults. 

Both  Houfes  addrefted  the  Prince,  and  re- 
turned him  thanks  for  delivering  them  from 
Popery  and  arbitrary  power,  and  his  care 
in  the  adminiftration  of  the  public  afrairs, 
and  deftred  him  to  continue  it ;  and  that  ho 
would  take  particular  care  of  Ireland* 

Jan*.  28.  The  Commons  refolved,  «That 
king  Janret  II.  having  endeavoured  to  fab- 
vert  the  conftitution,  by  breaking  the  ori- 
ginal contract  between  King  and  People, 
and,  by  the  advice  of  Jefaita  and  other 
wicked  perfons,  having  violated  the  funda- 
mental laws,  and  withdrawn  himfelf  out  of 
the  kingdom,  hath  abdicated  the  govern- 
ment, and  that  the  throne  is  thereby  va-» 
cant }'  and  Mr.  Hampden  carried  thia  refo- 
lution  up  to  the  Lords. 

Jan.  31.  A  thakfgiving  was  obferved  in 
London  and  IVtJhninfttr,  and  the  parts  adja- 
cent, for  the  deliverance  by  the  princcof 
Orange ,  and  on  the  14th  of  February  all 
over  the  reft  of  England* 

Feb.  2.  The  Lords  fent  back  the  above- 
faid  refalution  of  the  Commons,  with 
mendments,  vhs.  inftead  of  the  word  abdi- 
cated they  put  deferted;  and  emitted  the 
words,  and  that  the  throne  is  thereby  become 
vacant;  which  occafioned  long  and  warm 
debates  between  the  two  Houfe*  ;  but  at 
length  the  Lords  agreed  to  the  refalution 
without  any  amendment. 

Feb.  3.  The  Prince  left  everyone  to  their 
own  voice,  but  fearing  his  filence  would  be 
ill  conftrued,  he  font  for  the  marquis  of 
Halifax,  the  earls  of  Dauby,  Sbrev>/hrrym 
and  fome  others,  and  told  them  bes  would 
not  aflame  the  reins  of  government  as  a 
Regent.  This  was  divulged  to  the  Com- 
mons, who  voted  for  the  Prince. 

While  the  debates  were  in  the  Houfe 
concerning  the  eflablimment  of  the  crown, 
the  earl  Of  Dtmby  fent  over  to  the  Prin- 
cefs to  know  if  flie  deflred  to  fit  on  the 
throne  alone,  which  fhe  refufed.  . 

Feb.  7.  Both  Houfes  agreed  that  the 
prince  and  princefs  of  Orange  Jhonld  be 
king  and  queen  of  England,  but  the  fole 
and  regal  power  mould  be  in  the  Prince, 
only  in  the  name  of  both,  it  was  carried  in 
the  Hotjfe  of  Lords  by  two  or  three  voices 
only. 
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King  Janus  reigned  three  years  nine 
anonths,  and  eleven  days.

King  Jams  II,  while  he  was  duke  of 
York,  was  contracted  to  the  honourable 
Mrs.  Anne  Hyde,  eldeft  daughter  to  the 
tight  honourable  Edward  Hyde,  efq.  chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer,  (and  afterwards 
carl  of  Clarendon  and  lord  chancellor  of  Eng- 
iand)  on  the  24th  of  November  1659,  at 
Breda  in  Brabant ;  and  after  that,  for  leve- 
ral  months  before  they  came  to  England, 
lived  with  her  as  bis  wife.  They  arrived 
at  Lbndon  with  king  Char  la  JI,  on  the  29th 
of  May  1660,  and  were  married  according 
to  the  rites  of  the  church  of  England,  on 
the  3d  of  September  following  about  mid- 
night, at  Worcefter-houfc,  by  Dr.  Crotvrher, 
the  duke's  chaplain,  as  appears  by  the  coun- 
cil books  of  the  year  1600,  which  are  fub- 
icribed  by  the  Duke  himfelf  and  the  Du- 
chefs }  and  by  Dr.  Crowtber,  the  lord  Of- 
(ory,  and  Mrs.  Ellen  Strode,  woman  to  the 
Duchefs,  who  were  prefent  at  the  folemni- 
xation  of  the  marriage  at  Wotccfter-houfe, 
on  the  faid  3d  of  i>epttmber. 

The  Duke  and  Duchefs  had  ill  ue,  I .  Char  let 
duke  of  Cambridge,  born  the  22d  of  OStber 
2660,  who  died  before  he  was  feven  months 
old. 

2.  James  duke  of  Cambridge,  born  on  the 
t«th  of  July  1663,  but  died  in  the  year 
1667. 

3.  Charles  duke  of  Kendal,  born  the  4th 
of  July  1666,  and  died  in  May  1667. 

4.  Edgar  duke  of  Cambridge,  born  the 
14th  of  September  1667,  and  died  the  8th 
of  June  1671. 

5.  The  princefs  Afxry,  their  eldeft  daugh- 
ter, born  on  the  30th  of  April  1662,  and 
married  to  William  Henry  of  Naffatt,  prince 
of  Orange,  (afterwards  king  ot  England) 
on  the  4th  of  November  1677.

the  natural  JJfue  of  James  II. 

1.  James  Fitss  James,  his  eldeft  natural 
fon  by  lady  Arabella  Churchill,  (fhterto  coU 
Churchill,  afterwards  duke  of  Marlborough  J 
born  in  the  year  1671  :  he  followed  his  fa- 
ther king  James  into  France  in  the  year 
168S,  and  afterwards  ferved  in  the  French 
troops,  where  he  made  great  improvements 
in  the  art  of  war ;  he  commanded  both  the 
French  and  Spanilh  armies  with  fuch  fnc- 
cefs,  that  he  was  made  a  marshal,  duke, 
and  peer  of  France,  by  the  king  of  France, 
and  a  grandee  and  duke  of  Liria,  by  the 
kinr»  of  Spain,  whofe  crown  he  preferred 
upon  his  head  in  very  drtperate  circum- 
ftances.  It  was  he  that  commanded  the 
French  and  Spaniards  at  the  battle  of  Al' 
manxa  fo  fatal  to  the  Enghp>  in  the  year 
1707  ;  and  it  was  he  that  reduced  Catalo- 
nia, and  its  capital  Barcelona  in  the  year 
1714  ;  and  laftly,  it  was  he  that  the  French 
made  choice  of  to  command  their  armies  in 
Germany,  in  the  years  1733  and  1734, 
where  having  laid  ucge  to  Fbilip/hnrg,  hit 
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head  was  taken  off  by  a  cannon  ball,  at  be 
flood  upon  the  trenches  to  take  view  of  the 
enemy's  works,  and  fome  fay,  by  a  cannon 
from  his  own  batteries. 

No  General  excelled  him  in  the  art  of 
war,  unlefs  the  duke  of  Marlhtrotigh,  hit 
uncle,  and  of  both  of  them  it  was  fatd,  they 
were  never  beaten,  though  they  had  com- 
manded  in  numbcrlefs  battles. 

They  both  of  them  ftudicd  war  with  un- 
wearied application,  and  neither  of  them 
wanted  courage  j  of  the  duke  of  Berwick  it 
is  faid,  he  con  fide  red  war  at  a  fcience,  and 
left  little  to  chance,  depending  more  upon 
hi*  (kill  and  difcipUne,  than  the  bravery  of 
his  troops.  He  left  three  fons,  the  eldeft 
itiled,  duke  James  Fitz- James  \  the  fecond, 
duke  of  L'trlt ;  and  the  third  made  his  for- 
tune in  the  church. 

a.  Henry  Fitz-Jamet,  the  fecond  natural 
fon  of  king  James  U*oy  Mrs.  Churchill, 
ufually  (Hied  grand  prior,  who  followed  his 
father  into  France,  and  is  fine*  dead,  leav- 
ing only  one  daughter. 

3.  Lady  Henrietta,  his  eldeft  daughter  by 
Mrs.  Churchill,  roamed  to  Sir  Henry  Walde- 
grave,  afterwards  lord  Waldcgrawt,  by 
whom  he  had  iflue,  James  lord  Waldegrave. 

4.  Another  natural  daughter  by  Mrs. 
Churchill,  died  a  nun  in  France* 

King  Jameshzd  alfo  a  daughter,  by  Mrs.

He  had  iflue  alfo  by  Mrs.  Sedley,  a  daugh- 
ter named  Catharine,  born  in  16S1,  and 
married  in  1699  to  James ,  late  earl  of  An- 
rUjta,  by  whom  ihe  had  iflue,  a  daughter, 
but  was  feparated  from  him  by  aft  of  Parlia- 
ment, and  was  afterwards  married  to  his 
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Tel>  IlP^^HE  princefs  of  Orange  arrived 
J[    at  Whitehall  from  Holland. 

Teh*  13.  Both  Houfes  attended  the 
prince  and  princefs  of  Orange  with  a  decla- 
ration, aflcrting  the  rights  and  liberties  of 
the  fubjecx;  and  tbey  refolved,  "  That 
"  William  and  Alary,  prince  and  princefs 
«'  of  Orange,  be,  and  be  declared  king  and 
«<  queen  of  England,  Trance  and  Ireland, 

to  held  to  them  during  their  lives,  and  the 

life  of  the  futvivor  of  them,  and  that

fore  he  was  of  age,  and  the  Duchefs  died, 
not  long  after  him.

Bifhsp  Burnet  cblervcJ,  that  there  was  a 
majority  of  Whigs,  both  in  the  council 
and  among  the  great  officers  of  ftaie.

There  were  warm  debates  on  the  bill 
for  turning  the  Convention  into  a  Par- 
liament, tl  ere  having  been  no  writs  ifiued 
for  afTembling  the  members,  and  when  the 
a&  paffed,  feveral  "members  retired  into  the  v 
country.  " 

Feb.  27.  Admiral  Herbert  was  fent  with 
thirty  men  of  war  to  cruife  on  the  hip 
coaft. 

The  Commons  voted  his  Majefty  a  tem- 
porary aid  of  420,000/.  tp  be  levied  by 

monthly  affeffments. 

M-ircb  j.  King  William  fent  a  mcfTage 
to  the  Lords,  that  he  had  caufed  feveral 
pcrfons  to  be  apprehended  that  were  con- 
fpiring  againft  his  government :  and  he  fent 
another  mcfTage  to  the  Commons,  at  the 
fame  time,  defi ring  them  to  take  off  the 
duty  of  hearth-money,  which  was  looked 
upon  as  a  popular  ael  at  that  time. 

Every  hearth  or  chimney  paid  two  /hil- 
lings per  annum. 

The  archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  the  bifliope 
of  Ghcejier,  Ely,  Norwich,  Bath  and  Wellt, 
and  Pcterhrovgh  rcfufe  to  take  the  oaths 
to  king  Wtll'nm. 

The  temporal  Peers  that  rcfufed  to  take 
the  oaths  of  allegiance,  were  the  duke  of 
Neiveaftle,  the  earls  of  Clarendon,  Litchfield, 
Exeter,  Yarmouth,  and  Stafford,  with 
lords  Griffin  and  Stan.cU. 

March  2,    Wdliam  ordered  fixty 


men  of 
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war  to  be  fitted  out,  and  fevcral  new  regi- 
ments raifed. 

March  5.  King  William  having  acquaint- 
ed the  Parliament  that  king  Jarwt  was 
Cailed  from  Brefi  with  a  body  of  French 
troops,  in  order  to  land  in  Ireland  j  both 
Houfes  agreed  on  an  addrcf?,  that  they 
would  fraud  by  king  William  with  their 
lives  and  fortunes,  in  fupporting  his  al- 
liances abroad,  in  reducing  Ireland,  and  in 
defence  of  the  Proteftant  religion,  and  laws 
of  the  kingdom. 

March  8.  In  his  anfwer  to  the  addrefs, 
he  recommended  their  giving  timely  aflift- 
ance  to  the  Dutch)  and  repaying  them  the 
charges  of  his  expedition  j  the  fending 
ao,coo  men  to  Ire/and,  and  fuch  a  fleet  as 
might  make  them  mailers  at  fca,  and  the 
fettling  a  revenue  upon  himfclf. 

Dr.  Gilbert  Burnet  defied  bifhopofSari/fr, 
and  confecratcd  the  31(1  inlant. 

March  is.  King  Jamei  la  n  d  c  d  at  King  - 
fale  in  Ireland,  with  5000  French,  and  fiom 
thence  Went  to  Dublin. 

The  earl  of  Tyrconnel  h*d  collected  an 
army  of  30,000  foot  and  £ogo  horfe  to  jcin 
James  on  his  arrival. 

The  French  king  a  (Tided  him  with  four- 
teen ihips  of  the  line,  fix  frigates,  three 
tirelhips,  and  tranfports, -likewifc  fupplled 
him  with  arms  for  40,000  men,  and  pre- 
sented him  with  money,  plate  and  equi- 
pages. He  was  attended  by  count  D'Avaux, 
and  many  others  of  diftinftion.

And  on  the 
9th  of  April,  the  royal  affent  was  given  to 
an  aft  for  cflabliihing  the  coronation  oath  ; 
and  to  orher  afts  for  naturalising  prince 
George  of  Denmark,  and  fettling  his  pre- 
cedency, and  for  naturalising  count  Siham- 
herg,  and  others. 

April  9.  Prince  George  of  Denmark  was 
created  baron  of  Oahingham,  earl  of  Kendal, 
and  duke  of  Cumberland,  with  precedency 
of  all  dukes  by  aft  of  Parliament. 

April  ix.  King  William  and  queen 
Mary  were  crowned  at  Wejimirjler  by  the 
bilhopof  Linden,  with  the  following  cere- 
monies. 

Their  Majcftics  being  come  from  White- 
hall to  Weftminjler  (the  King  by  water  in 
his  royal  barge,  about,  a  quarter  part  ten 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  the  Qnccn  by 
land  in  her  chair,  a  little  before  eleven 
o'clock)  the  Heralds  began  forthwith  to 
put  the  proccflion  in  order  in  the  Court  of 
Rcqticfts,  and  after  that,  to  marthal  the  fe- 
vcral dalles  of  the  Peers  and  Pccrefles  3  the 
Peers  being  tailed  over  in  the  Houfe  of 
Lords,  and  the  PcerefTes  in  the  Painted 
Chamber,  where  their  Majcftics  were  gra- 
cioufly  pleafcd  to  be  prcfent:  and  by  half 
an  hour  pall  eleven,  their  Majefties,  and 
the  whole  pmceflion,  were  conducted  into 
Weftminftcr-hall  j  at  the  upperend  where- 
of a  thronc  being  erefted,  their  Majcftics 
repaired  thereunto,  and  took  their  feats  un- 
der their  canopies  on  the  inlidc  of  the  table. 

Whereupon,  the  mafic r  of  the  Jewel* 
houfe  prefentcd  to  the  Lord  High  Contta- 
ble  the  fwoid  of  ftatc,  the  fword  Cur  tana, 
and  the  two  pointed  fwords,  feverally  one 
after  another,  who  delivered  them  in  like 
manner  to  tht  Lord  Great  Chamberlain, 
who  drew  them  out  of  the  fcabbarls,  and 
laid  them  on  the  table  before  their  Ma- 
jcflies.

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Some  time  after  which,  the  Dean  and 
prebendaries  of  iVeflminRer,  attended  with 
the  Choir  of  that  Church,  &c.  brought  the 
Recalia  in  folcmn  procejfion  from  the  Col- 
legiate Church  there  to  Weftminfter-hall, 
•viz.  the  Dean  of  rVe/lminfttr,  the  Bible  , 
the  Sub-dean  the  chalice ,  Dr.  Killigrew, 
the  paten  j  Dr.  Patrick,  the  King's  crown ; 
Dr,  Littleton,  tne  Queen's  crown ;  Dr. 
Bujby,  the  King's  orb  \  Dr.  Bnave.ll,  the 
Queen's  orb  ;  Mr.  Annefly,  the  King's  fcep- 
ter  with  the  dove  ,  Mr.  Celling,  the  Queen  s 
fcepter  with  thc^dovc:  Dr.  De/anglc,  the 
King's  Crepter  with  the  croft  ;  Mr.  Berk' 
iey,  the  Queen's  fcepter  with  the  erofs  ; 
and  Mr.  Sartre,  St.  Edward's  ftaft":  after 
the  ufual  reverences,  the  Dean  fir  ft  pre- 
fented  the  Bible  to  the  Lord  High  Confta- 
ble,  who  delivered  it  to  the  Lord  Great 
Chamberlain,  by  whom  it  was  laid  upon 
the  table  before  their  Majefties  j  and  the 
reft  of  the  RegaLa  being  delivered  fevcrally 
by  the  Prebendaries  who  brought  them,  to 
the  Dean  of  ffejlminfter,  he  prefented  them 
tn  like  manner  to  the  Lord  High  Conftabk, 
and  he  to  the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain, 
who  laid  thofc  that  appertained  to  the  King 
before  his  Majefty,  and  thofe  that  apper- 
tained to  phe  Queen  before  her  Majefty. 

Then  the  Prebendaries  being  withdrawn 
to  the  lower  end  of  the  Hall,  Carter  fum- 
moned  up  the  fcvcral  Noblemen,  who  were 
appointed  to  carry  the  faid  Regalia  in  the 
procefljon,  and  the  Lord  Great  Chamber- 
lain, by  their  Majefties  directions,  deliver- 
ed them  accordingly. 

Thus  all  things  being  ready,  the  Heralds 
marftialled  the  proceffion  in  the  following

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The  KING  and  ftUEEN's  Majefties, 
fupported  by  tHe  Biftiops  of  Wtncbzfler 
anil  Brifiol,  under  a  rich  canopy,  having 
eight  ftaves  carried  by  fixteen  Barons  of 
the  Cinque-Ports. 
His  Majcfty  *s  train  borne  by  the  Mafter  of 
the  Robes,  affifted  by  Lord  Eland,  Lord 
rVtllougbbyi  Lord  hand f down,  and  Lord 
Dunblaine  \  and  her  Majcfty'*  train  borne 
by  the  Dutcbefs  of  Somerfet,  affifted  by 
Lady  Etixafrctb  P owlet,  Lady  Diana  Vert, 
Lady  Elizabeth  Cavendijb,  and  Lady  Hen- 
rietta Hyde, 

After  the  King  followed 
The  Earl  of  Mormouth,  Gentleman  of  the 
Bed-chamber. 
Two  Grooms  of  the  Bed-chamber. 
After  the  Queen  followed 
The  Countefs  of  Derby,  Lady  of  the  Bed- 
chamber. 
Two  of  her  Majcfty  *s  Women. 
Jhe  Captain  of  his  Majcfty 's  Guard  in 
waiting,  between  the  Captain  of  the 
Yeomen  of  the  Guard,  and  the  Captain 
pf  the  band  of  Gentlemen  Petitioners, 
followed  by  the  Lieutenant,  Enfign,  and 
band  of  Yeomen  of  the  Guard 
The  Serjeants  at  Arms  went  on  each  tide  of 
the  Regalia,  anJ  the  Gentlemen  Pen- 
sioners on  each  fide  of  the  canopy. . 
In  this  manner  their  Majefties,  arrayed 
in  their  royal  robes  of  crimfbn  velvet,  fur- 
red with  ermine,  the  King  on  the  right 
band  with  a  crimfon  velvet  cap  on  his  head, 
and  the  Queen  on  the  left  with  a  rich  cir- 
clet of  gold  on  her  head  ;  all  the  nobility 
in  robes  of  crimfon  velvet,  with  their  caps 
and  coronets  in  their  hands  j  and  the  reft 
who  formed  the  proceflion  being  richly 
clad,  or  wearing  their  proper  and  peculiar 
robes  or  habits,  but  all  uncovered,  marched 
on  foot  upon  two  breadths  of  blue  cloth, 
Spread  from  the  fteps  of  the  throne  in  Weft- 
rninfter-hall,  to  the  fteps  of  the  theatre  in 
the  choir  of  the  church  of  H^Jltuinftcr : 
the  whole  pafl'age  being  railed  in,  and 
guarded  with  his  Majefty'a  horfe  and  foot 
guards.    All  the  ftreets,  windows,  balco- 
nies and  fcaffolds  crowded  with  fach  an  in- 
finite number  of  Spectators,  as  were  fcarce 
ever  feen  before,  exprefling  great  joy  by 
/bouts  and  univerfal  acclamations. 

Being  entered  the  church,  and  the  no- 
bility and  others  duly  placed,  their  Majef- 
ties  afcended  the  theatre,  and  repaired  to 
their  chairs  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the  area  or 
fatrarhm,  with  faldftools  before  them,  for 
their  private  devotions.  Then  the  biibop 
jpf  Lend**)  who  performed  this,  great  for 
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lcmnity,  began  the  recognition;  which 
being  concluded  with  a  mighty  moot  of  all 
the  people  prefent,  their  Majefties  came  to 
the  altar  and  made  their  firft  oblation  \ 
which  done,  the  Lords  who  carried  the  Re- 
galia, prefented  them  feveraily  to  the  altar, 
to  be  there  depofited. 

Then  the  Litany  was  fung  by  the  Bifliopa 
of  St.  Afapb  and  Bangor ;  which  ended* 
the  communion  fervice  began.  The  epiftle 
was  read  by  the  Bifhop  of  Carlijle,  and  the 
gofpel,  taken  out  of  St.  Matn  xxii.  16,  ia, 
was  read  by  the  Biihop  of  St.  Afapb  ;  after 
which  followed  the  Nicene  creed;  which 
ended,  the  Biihop  of  Salijbury  being  ready 
in  the  pulpit,  repeated  the  Lord's  prayer, 
and  took  his  text,  II.  Sam.  xxiii.  3,  4.  Tix 
God  of  Unci  /aid,  the  rock  of  Ifrael  ftake  to 
me.  He  tbat  ruleth,  over  men  mufi  be  jvft, 
ruling  in  tbe  fear  of  God*  And  be  fbaU  ha 
at  the  light  of  the  m:rningt  when  tbe  fun 
rifetb,  even  a  morning  without  cloudi ;  as  tha 
tetfder  graft  ffringing  out  of  tbe  earth  by  char 
p'ming  after  rain.  Upon  which  words  he 
made  an  excellent  difcourfe,  their  Majeftiea 
fitting  in  their  chairs  on  the  fouth  fide  of 
the  area,  and  hearing  the  lame  with  great 
attention. 

After  the  fermon,  which  tailed  jo  ft  half 
an  hopr,  their  Majefties  took  the  new  efta- 
bliftjcd  oath  \  and  veni  creator  being  fung, 
and  the  holy  oil  confecrated,  their  Maje- 
fties were  conducted  to  their  regal  chairs 
placed  on  the  theatre  (near  the  caft  ride 
thereof)  that  they  might  be  more  confpicu- 
ous  to  the  members  of  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons (who  with  their  Speaker  were  feated 
in  the  north  crofs)  and  were  difrobed  of 
their  crimfon  velvet  mantles,  and  being  fo- 
lemnly  anointed,  were  prefented  with  the 
fpurs  and  fword,  (which  being  offered,  was 
redeemed  by  the  Earl  of  Portland)  and  ui- 
vefted  witb  the  imperial  palls  and  orbs,  and 
then  with  the  rings  and  fcepters ;  and  at 
four  o'clock,  the  crowns  were  put  upon 
their  Majefties  heads  by  the  Lord  Biihop  of 
London,  affifted  by  the  Lord  Biftiop  of  Ro- 
chtfter :  at  fight  whereof,  all  the  people 
ftiouted,  the  drums  beat  and  trumpets  found- 
ed, and  the  great  guns  at  the  Tower,  and 
in  St.  James's  park,  &c.  were  discharged, 
and  all  the  Peers  and  Peereeftes  put  on  then: 
coronets. 

Then  the  Holy  Bible  (brought  in  the 
proceflion  for  that  purpofe)  was  prefent- 
ed to  their  Majefties}  and,  after  the  be- 
nediction, their  Majefties  vouchfafed  to 
kifs  the  Bifliops.  Te  Drum  being  fung, 
their  Majeilics  afcended  the  throne,  and 
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being  Jnthroned,  tne  Archblftopsend  Bi- 
fhops  did  their  hom.ige  to  them  jointly,  and 
kifled  their  left  cheeks,  and  after  them 
Prince  Gevrge,  and  the  other  temporal 
Lord)  in  like  manner,  each  of  them  touch* 
jng  the  crowns  upon  their  Majefties  heads, 
and  feverally  killing  their  Majefties  cheeks. 
During  which  time,  the  Trcafurer  of  the 
Houihold  threw  about  the  coronation  me- 
dals, infer) bed  on  the  one  fide,  Ne  fotus  ah- 
fvmatur,  and  on  the  other  fide,  Gulitlmus& 
Maria,  Rex  &  Regina. 

Then  began  the  communion,  their  Ma- 
jefties making  their  fecond  oblation,  and 
the  King  and  Queen  having  received  the 
holy  facrament,  and  the  Biftrnp  having  read 
the  final  prayers,  their  Majefties  went  in 
ftate  to  St.  Edward's  chapel,  where  being 
diverted  of  their  imperial  palls,  &t.  and  ar- 
rayed in  their  royal  robes  of  purple  velvet, 
the  whole  company,  except  the  dignitaries  of 
IK'flminJter,  returned  to  Weftminfter-hall 
in  the  fame  order  they  came,  their  Maje- 
fties wearing  their  rich  crowns  of  irate,  and 
all  the  nobility  thair  coronets  on  their 
heads  ;  the  fpc&ators  all  the  time  continu- 
ing their  acclamations  of  joy :  being  en- 
tered into  the  hdll,  they  were  conduced  to 
their  feveral  tables  to  dinner,  which  were 
ail  ready  furniflied  before  their  coming  in. 

The  firft  courfe  for  their  Majefties  table 
vas  ferved  np  with  the  proper  ceremony, 
the  Lord  High  Steward  betwixt  the  Lord 
High  Conftable  and  the  Earl  Marfhal  pre- 
ceding rt  on  horfrback  ;  and  before  the  fe- 
cond courfe  wa>  ferved  up,  Charles  Dymoke, 
rfo.  their  Majefties  champion,  in  com- 
pile armour,  between  the  Lord  High  Con- 
ftablc  and  Earl  Marfhal,  all  on  tiorfeback, 
performed  the  ceremony  of  the  challenge 
after  theufual  manner. 

After  which,  Garter  (with  the  Officers 
of  Arms)  cried  Largcfiy  and  proclaimed 
their  Majefties  fliles  in  Latin,  Frtr.fb,  and 
Enrlifh,  after  the  accuftomed  manner. 

Dinner  being  ended,  and  the  whole  fo- 
Iemnita'  performed  with  great  fylendor  and 
magnificence,  and  with  all  poflible  expref- 
fions  of  univerfal  joy,  ^about  eight  in  the 
evening  the  company  broke  up,  and  their 
Malrfties  returned  to  Whitehall. 

The  fame  day  [April  1 1]  they  were  pro- 
claimed at  Edinburgh,  the  Convention  there 
having  declared  the  throne  vacant,  and 
*ottd  the  prince  and  princefs  of  Orange 
King  and  Queen,  according  to  the  precedent 
England  had  fet  them. 

April  12.  The  Houfe  of  Common?  at- 
tended their  Majefties  in  the  Banouetting- 
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houfe,  to  congratulate  them  on  their  coro- 
nation. 

April  13.  Jonathan  lord  bifhop  of  Brif«!t 
being  tranflated  to  Exeter,  was  confirmed. 

April  16.  A  medal  of  gold,  of  three 
pounds  value,  was  given  to  every  member 
of  the  Commons. 

April  18.  The  lord  chancellor  Jejfritt 
died  in  the  Tower,  and  was  buried  there. 

April  19.  The  Houfe  of  Lords  addrefTcd 
king  rVilliam\x  that  he  would  maintain  and 
fupportthe  Church  of  England,  and  fummon 
the  Convocation. 

An  act  was  paiTcd  for  exempting  their 
Majefties  fubjccls  that  diflented  from  the 
Church  of  England,  from  the  penalties  of 
certain  laws  j  which  was  called  the  tolera- 
tion ac"t. 

The  annual  revenue,  clear  of  all  charges, 
at  the  time  oiJames,%  abdication,  amounted 
to  2,061,855/.  and  the  difburfemcnts  for  the 
public  fervice  during  James**  reign  were 
600,000/.  there  remained  for  the  civil  lift 
the  fum  of  1,461,88  c/. 

April  24.  King  ffil/iam  gave  the  roral 
afTent  to  an  aft  for  abrogating  the  oaths  of 
fuprcmacy  and  allegiance,  and  appointing 
other  oaths)  to  another  for  taking  away 
the  revenue  arifing  by  hearth-money,  and 
to  four  other  alts. 

April  26.  The  Commons  addreffcd  his 
Maje/iy  to  declare  war  againft  Fiar.ee,  and 
promifed  to  ftand  by  him. 

King  William  iflued  a  declaration,  invit- 
ing the  French  Protcftants  to  tranfport 
themfelves  into  England,  and  at  the  fame 
time  iflued  a  proclamation,  prohibiting  the 
importation  of  French  goods. 

April  27.  The  civil,  lift  was  fettled  bv 
Parliament  at  600,00c/.  chargeable  with 
the  Queen  Dowager,  the  prince  and  prin- 
cefs of  Denmark,  the  judges  and  marfhal 
duke  Scbbmberg,  to  whom  the  Parliament, 
as  a  reward  for  his  eminent  fcrvices,  grant- 
ed  icojooo/.  the  Commons  alfo  voted  1000/. 
ihould  be  eftablilhed  for  the  fupport  of  the 
crown  in  time  of  peace. 

The  King  fent  a  meflage  to  bring  in  a 
bill  of  indemnity,  with  fuch  exceptions  m 
to  them  ihould  feem  neceffary. 

April  39.  King  Jama  met  the  Parlia- 
ment of  Ireland  at  Dublin. 

A  proclamation  was  iflued  for  recalling 
the  Englijb  feamen  out  of  the  fervice  of 
foreign  princes  and  ftates  j  and  another,  pro- 
hibiting feamen  to  defcrt  the  King's  fer- 
vice on  pain  of  death. 

Many  of  the  Proteftants  fliut  themfelves 
op  in  Ltr.dondtrrj,  whither  Jama  marched 

with. 
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"with  20,000  men,  and  laid  a  ftrong  fiege, 
which  was  purfued  with  much  cruelty 
again  ft  the  hroteftants,  who  held  out  till 
relieved  by  major  general  Kirk  with  9000 
men.  The  town  and  garrifon  was  preftrved 
by  the  vigilance  of  one  Mr.  Walker,  a  cler- 
gyman, who  was  received  with  great  ho- 
nour by  their  Maj  cities  in  London. 

May  1 .  A  bill  for  railing  money  by  a 
poll  lor  reducing  Ireland,  and  two  others, 
received  the  royal  aflent. 

A  fight  happened  between  admiral  Her- 
Urt  and  a  fquadron  of  French  in  Bantry  bay, 
lieither  fide  obtaining  any  great  advantage. 

May  4.  Sir  John  Holt,  ferjeant  at  law, 
was  conftitutcd  lord  chief  juitice,  (&c> 

The  cftatcs  of  Scotland  publiflied  a  pro- 
clamation, forbidding  all  perfons  to  corre- 
fpond  with  the  late  King  James* 
■  May  7.  War  was  declared  again  ft  France* 

Dilputcs  arofe  between  the  Houfes  on  an 
additional  poll-bill,  concerning  the  taxing 
the  Peers. 

The  Lords  infifted,  that  they  ought  to 
be  rated  and  taxed  by  commifiloners  of 
their  own,  which  the  Commons  refuling  to 
confent  to,  the  bill  was  dropped* 

King  James  ifl'ucd  a  proclamation  in 
Dublin,  for  the  meeting  of  the  Parliament, 
and  at  the  fame  time  he  created  Tyrcotmel  a 
duke. 

lnti'ilk'tWing,  a  town  in  Inland,  held  out 
againft  James ;  they  attacked  the  Irijb,  and 
defeated  6000  at  Newton  Butler,  killing 
and  drowning  near  3000,  with  the  lofs  only 
about  twenty  killed  and  fifty  wounded  on 
each  fide. 

May  10.  Thtlrifh  Parliament  met,  and 
voted  that  thanks  be  given  to  the  king  of 
France  for  his  affiftance,  and  a  bill  was 
brought  in  to  recognize  James's  title,  and 
to  exprefi  their  abhorrence  of  the  prince  of 
Orange's  title. 

James  offered  a  full  pardon  to  all  perfons 
who  fhould  ab'andon  his  enemies,  and  join 
him  in  twenty-four  days  after  his  landing 
in  Ireland. 

May  it.  King  gave  his  aflent  to  an 

act  lor  disarming  Papifts  ;  to  another  for 
annulling  the  attainder  o(  Algernon  Sidney, 
and  fome  other  alls. 

The  deputies  from  the  Convention  of 
Scothvd  mndc  a  formal  offer  of  that  crown 
to  king  IVHTiatti  snd  queen  Mary  in  the 
Banquetting-houfc. 

May  12.  The  grand  alliance  between 
the  Emperor,  king  Miriam,  and  the  States- 
General  concluded  at  Vienna. 

Jf.y  15.   Bifiiop  Burnet  publi&cd  his 
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paftornl  letter,  wherein  he  made  king  #?/- 
Ham  and  queen  Mary  to  have  a  right  to  the 
crown  by  conqucft. 

'1  he  late  judges  were  called  to  an  account 
by  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  for  giving  judgment 
againft  the  carl  of  Devsnjhire  in  the  King's- 
bench,  and  fetting  a  fine  of  30,00c/.  upon 
him,  and  committing  him  to  the  King's- 
bench  for  non-payment,  for  which  they 
begged  pardon  ;  and  the .  Houfe  of  Peers 
refolved,  that  the  fine  was  exorbitant,  and 
>ihat  a  Peer  cannot  be  committed  for  non- 
payment of  a  fine  to  the  King. 

May  16.  King  Iff/Ham  went  to  Pcrtf- 
mouth,  and  dined  on  board  the  Elizabeth 
with  admiral  Herbert,  where  he  knighted 
captain  A/lby  and  captain  Sbvucll,  and  di- 
ftributed  rewards  among  the  feamen  for 
their  good  fcrvicc  at  Bantry  bay,  to  the 
amount  of  ten  fhillings  each.  , 

May  22.  The  corps  of  the  late  duke  of 
Albemarle  was  brought  from  Jamaica,  where 
his  grace  had  been  governor  j  and  on  the 
30th  his  Duchcfs  arrived  in  England. 

May  23.  A  proclamation  for  a'faft  to  be 
kept  about  London  the  5th  of  June,  and  on 
the  19th  in  other  parts  in  England. 

May  24.  The  royal  aflent  was  given  to 
the  act  commonly  called  the  Toleration  act, 
for  indemnifying  Proteftant  Diflcnters  from 
the  penalties  of  certain  laws  ;  and  to  ano- 
ther for  annulling  the  attainder  of  Mrs. 
Alicia  Life,  condemned  for  harbouring 
fome  that  were  in  Mcnmutb's  rebellion. 

May  26.  Lord  vifcount  Dundee  engaged 
general  Mackay  on  the  Blair  of  Aihd,  and 
was  flain. 

In  this  engagement,  lord  vifcount  Dun- 
dee was  general  for  kingJWw,  and  general 
Mackay  for  king  Will'tatr.,  wherein  Mackay 
was  routed  j  but  lord  Dundee  being  killed 
in  the  action,  king  James"t  intereft  de- 
clined in  Scotland,  and  his  friends  were  ne- 
ver able  to  make  any  confiderablc  oppou- 
tion  afterwards. 

May  30.  The  duke  of  Somerfet  was  »n- 
ftalled  chancellor  of  Cambridge* 

May  31.  A  biil  was  brought  in  for  re- 
verting the  judgments  againft  Titus  Oates 
for  perjury;  but  it  would  not  pafs  :  how- 
ever king  William  pardoned  him,  and  fet- 
tled a  penlion  of  300/.  t>er  annum  upon  hina, 
which  he  and  his  wi(c  enjoyed  as  long  as 
they  lived,  which  was  many  years  after. 

The  Haniver  fucceflion  was  firft  propoled 
in  this  Convention,  but  the  Commons  op- 
pofed  it. 

The  ambafladors  from  the  States-Gene- 
ral were  admitted  to  their  audience, 

■3"* 
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June  6.  Thirty  men  of  war  arrived  from 
Holland  to  ad  in  conjunction  with  the  Eng- 
llJJ;  fleet. 

June  xi.  Refolved  by  the  Commons, 
that  the  judgment  given  againft  Mr.  Samuel 
Johnjon  in  the  King's-bcnch,  in  1686, 
was  illegal  and  cruel ;  and  a  bill  was 
brought  in  to  rcverfc  it. 

King  William  gave  Mr.  John/on  \ool.per 
annum  out  of  the  port-office,  and  1000/.  in 
money  j  and  bellowed  a  place  of  100/.  per 
annum  upon  his  fon. 

June  13.  The  duke  of  Garden  furren- 
dered  Edinburgh  cattle  to  king  Wtlliam"% 
troops,  having  held  it  for  Janus,  The  par- 
tjzans  of  James  were  headed  by  the  earl  of 
Bakarras  and  vifcount  Graham*  who  af- 
femblcd  a  body  Highlanders  and  declared  for 
king  James,  he  was  defeated  by  general 
Mahay  ;  who  commanded  the  King's  troops 
at  Kilficranky,  and  loft  his  life  by  a  cannon. 
Ihot. 

June  14.  Fourfcore  clergymen  and  up- 
wards came  in  a  body  to  Wcftminfter-haJl, 
to  take  the  oaths  to  king  William. 

June  18.  King  James  coined  braft  mo- 
ney in  Ireland,  and  fet  the  value  of  filver 
upon  it. 

June  22.  King  William  gave  the  royal 
aflent  to  an  aft  for  granting  his  Majcfty  an 
aid  of  twelve  pence  in  the  pound  j  an  aft 
for  putting  the  great  feal  into  commiflion  j 
an  aft  for  reverfing  the  attainder  of  alder- 
man Comijb  j  and  to  feveral  other  ads. 

June  24.  A  proclamation  was  iffued  for 
apprehending  Sir  Adam  Blair,  Dr.  Robert 
Cray,  &c.  for  difperfing  king  James't  de- 
claration. 

June  30.  The  envoy  of  Sweden  was  ad- 
mitted to  his  audience. 

July  20*  The  Parliament  of  Ireland, 
having  attainted  the  duke  of  Onrond,  the 
arthbifhops,  feven  bifhops,  and  many 
more  of  the  Proteftant  nobility  a*d  gentry, 
was  prorogued  to  the  12th  of  January. 

The  Irifli  Parliament  parted  an  aft  of  at- 
tainder againft  all  Proteftants,  who  had 
aided  or  affirted  againft  James*  Three 
thoufand  Protertantt  were  attainted,  amon  jrt 
whom  were  two  archbilhops,  one  duke, 
fevantcen  earls,  feven  counteflcs,  as  many 
bifhops*  eighteen  barons,  thirty-three  ba- 
ronets, fifty-one  knights,  and  eighty-thrcc 
clergymen  ;  all  of  whom  were  declared  pu- 
aifhable  by  death  and  forfeiture. 

By  another  act,  the  Parliament  of  Ireland     Londonderry , 
was  declared  independent  of  that  of  England, 

July  xx.  An  act  for  abolifhing  cpifcopacy 
i#  ^ff/^rewiw]  the  royal  aflent. 


July  23.  The  Sfanijh 
admitted  to  his  audience. 

July  24.  The  princefs  Anne  was  deliver- 
ed of  a  fon,  chrirtened  fVilliam,  and  after- 
wards created  duke  of  GU*eji<r. 

July  15.  King  Wiltiam  gave  the  royal 
aflent  to  an  act  for  an  additional  duty  of  ex- 
cife  upon  beer  and  ale.  An  act  for  taking 
away  the  court  holden  before  the  preiident 
and  council  of  the  marches  of  Wales,  A  a 
aft  to  vert  in  the  two  univerfities  the  pre- 
fentations  of  benefices  belonging  tu  Fapifls ; 
and  to  feveral  other  afti. 

July  30.  Major-General  Kirle  threw 
relief  into  Londonderry,  the  town  being  re- 
duced into  a  ftarving  condition,  and  bravely 
defended  by  Dr.  Walker  for  above  three 
months  after  the  governor  Lutufee  had  de- 
ferred that  command. 

The  garrifon  of  Inijlililng,  commanded 
by  Gujfavus  Hamilton,  defeated  a  body  of 
Irijb,  under  the  command  of  general  Mac 
carty,  taking  him  prifoner  with  all  his  ar- 
tillery, arms,  and  baggage. 

July  31.  The  trench  and  Irijb  raifed 
the  liege  of  Londonderry, 

Aug.  2.  Pope  Innocent  XI.  died.  He 
was  called  the  Proteftant  Pope,  from  his* 
adhering  to  the  confederates  againft  France* 
Aug.  3.  The  Commons  prefented  an  ad- 
drefs  to  his  Majefty,  that  feveral  fhips  bad 
fallen  into  the  enemy's  hands  for  want  of  a 
proper  convoy,  and  that  the  minifters  were 
negligent  in  their  office. 

Aug.  ii.  Duke  Sehomlerg  fet  fail  for 
Ireland  with  10,000  land  forces,  and  ar- 
rived the  next  day  in  the  bay  of  Caruk/er- 
gus, 

Aug.  15.  An  engagement  in  the  Low- 
countries,  between  prince  Waldeck  general 
of  the  EngRjh  and  Dutch,  and  marihal 
D%Humseret,  general  of  the  French,  but  no- 
thing decifive. 

Aug.  16.  An  addrefs  of  the  Lords  for 
paying  the  fervants  of  king  Charles  II.  the 
arrears  of  their  wages. 

Aug.  20.  An  aft  for  payment  of  the 
States  the  charges  of  king  William '$  expe- 
dition, amounting  to  600,000/. 

A'g.  21.  The  Parliament  was  adjourned 
to  the  acth  of  September. 

Aug,  28.  Caruifergus  in  Ireland,  fur- 
rendered  to  duke  Schcmberg,  after  four  days 
fiege. 

Dr.  Walker,  who  ib  bravely  defended 
ved  a  reward  of  5000/. 
from  king  William. 

The  King  concluded  a  new  league  with 
the  States-General,  in  which  former  trea-

tie?  were  confirmrj ;  it  was  agreed  the 
Dutch  thould  aihft  Greet  Britain  with  6000 
infantry  and  20  mips  of  w.»r ;  and  if  the 
States  ftiould  he  invaded,  England  mould 
alTift  them  with  io,coo  infantry  and  20 
4hip&  of  war. 

The  King  aifo  made  an  alliance  with 
CvrijTutt  V.  king  of  Denmark,  by  virtue  of 
which,  duke  Schcmbtrv  was  reinforced  with 
7000  Danijh  auxiliaries. 

A  comnn&on  was  granted  to  ten  biihops, 
and  the  fj;nc  number  of  dignitaries,  au- 
thorizing them  to  make  fuch  alterations  of 
the  liturgy  and  canons,  and  fuch  reforma- 
tion, as  might  conduce  to  the  unity  of  the 
church,  and  tend  to  compromifc  all  dif- 
ferences among  the  Pr<»tellant  fubjecls. 

Sept.  6.  Mtrtx  in  Germany,  furrendered  ' 
to  the  Imperialist's. 

Sept.  20.  The  Englijb  Parliament  met, 
and  adjourned  to  Oilober  the  19th. 

Sept.  23.  James  marched  within  two 
miles  of  the  Duke,  who  lay  near  Drogheda 
intrenched* 

The  ficknefs  in  Sebcmberg"$  army  was  fo 
great  that  he  declined  hazarding  a  battle 
with  James,  whofe  number  was  double. 
Winter  approaching  both  armies  went  into 
quarters. 

Sept.  25.  Colonet  Lloyd,  who  command- 
cd  the  IniJk'tlUrgcrs,  defeated*  a  great  body  of 
the  Irifb,  under  the  command  of  0"  Kelly, 
whom  he  made  prifon;r,  with  forty  other 
officers. 

Sept.  28.  A  confpiracy  was  difcovercd  in 
duke  Scbomberg't  camp,  carried  on  by  the 
Freneb  Papifts,  who  had  lifted  thcmfclves 
in  the  regiments  of  the  Trench  refugees  in 
the  Englijb  fervice.  Du  Pl'Jfis,  a  captain, 
and  five  more,  were  executed,  and  150  of 
them  fen t  to  Holland. 

Offober.  The  Englijb  army  fuffered  very 
much  by  the  blood  y-rlux  in  Ireland',  Sir 
Edward  Dering  of  Kent,  Sir  Thomas  Cower t 
and  abundance  of  other  officers  and  foldicrs 
were  fwept  an  ay. 

Oil.  6.  Cardinal  Oitobztii,  a  Venetian,  was 
elected  Pope,  and  took  upon  him  the  name 
of  Alexander  V1IJ. 

Off.  7.  The  duke  of  Brandenburgb  took 
Bonn  in  Germany. 

Oct.  10.  A  commiflion  was  iflucd  to  Dr. 
Lamplugb,  arch  biihop  of  York,  the  biihop  of 
London,  &e.  for  reviewing  and  altering 
the  liturgy,  in  favour  of  the  DijTcnters. 

Off.  13.  Dr.  Edward  Stilling  feet,  was 
•on  fee  rated  biihop  of  Worcejler ;  Dr.  Simon 
Partick,  biihop  of  Ely,  and  Dr.  Gilbert 
Jrcnfide,  bifhop  of  Brtfiol,  at  FuJbtm,  by 
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the  bilhops  of  London,  St.  Afapb,  and  Ro~ 

The  arch  biihop  of  Canterbury,  the  biihop's 
of Glocefier,  Ely,  Norwich,  Bath  tod  Weils, 
and  Peterborcugb,  were  fufpended  ab  officio, 
for  not  taking  the  oaths. 

Off.  19.  The  Parliament  met,  and  the 
King  demanded  further  fupplies,  and  pro- 
pofed  an  act  of  indemnity. 

The  marquis  of  Halifax  defired  to  be  ex* 
cufed  from  acting  as  Speaker  in  the  Houle 
of  Lords  any  longer  j  and  Sir  Robert  Atkynt, 
lord  chief  baron,  was  appointed  Speaker  in 
his  room. 

The  Marquis  alfo  rcfigned  the  privy  feal. 

Off.  24.  King  William  accepted  his  free- 
dom in  the  Grocer's  company. 

Off.  26.  The  earl  of  Peterborough,  and 
the  earl  of  Salijbury,  were  voted  to  be  inv» 
peached  of  high-trcafon,  by  the  Commons, 
for  departing  from  their  allegiance,  and 
being  reconciled' to  the  church  of  Rome  ; 
alfo  that  Sir  Edward  Hales  and  Obadiab. 
Walker  be  committed  to  the  Tower }  and 
on  the  28th,  the  carl  of  Cajllemain  was  re- 
manded to  the  Tower  for  the  fame  reafon. 

July  29.  The  King  and  Queen  went  to 
the  Lord  Mayor's  feaft  at  Guildhall. 

Provifion  and  ammunition  was  tranfport- 
cd  to  the  Englijb  army  in  Ireland,  exempt- 
ed from  paying  duty  by  the  King's  declara- 
tion. 

Nov.  2.  The  Commons  voted  a  fupply 
of  2,000,000/.  to  be  raifed  by  a  land-tax  of 
three  millings  in  the  pound,  and  other  ad- 
ditional duties  on  tea,  coffee,  and  chocolate. 

In  Flanders  the  French  were  not  idle,  they 
made  themfclvcs  almoft  entire  matters  of 
the  three  ecclefiartical  electorates :  had  re- 
duced feveral  principal  towns,  deftroyed 
Manbeim  bj  fire  and  fword,  and  burnt  the 
cities  of  Worms  and  Spires. 

Nov.  6.  The  Commons  refolved  on  an 
addrefs  to  king  William,  for  a  proclamation 
for  apprehending  colonel  Ludlow,  one  of 
the  mutdcrcrs  of  king  Charles  I.  and  a  pro- 
clamation was  iiTued  accordingly  on  the 
14th,  but  he  was  returned  to  Holland  fiift, 
with  the  Dutch  ambaiVadurs. 

Nov.  18.  On  the  petition  of  Dr.  Waller, 
the  Commons  refolved  to  addrefs  his  Ma- 
jefty,  to  diftribute  10,000/.  among  the  wi- 
dows and  orphans  of  thofe  who  died  in  the 
liege  of  Londonderry  j  and  on  the  19th  Dr. 
Walker  received  the  thanks  0/  the  Houfe, 
and  was  defired  to  give  it  to  aH  thofe  who 
had  ferved  under  him  at  Londonderry. 

Nov.  21.  An  order  of  the  Lord  Mayors 
&c.  offering  500/.  reward  for  the  difcovery 
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©f  the  perfans  who  defaced  king  WxlbtnC* 
picture  in,  Guildhall. 

The  Convocation  met,  the  biftop  of  Lon- 
don prelident,  and  the  lower  Houfe  chofc 
Dr.  Jane  prolocutor. 

An  act  was  made  to  veft  the  twoUniver- 
fitics  with  the  prefentations  of  the  Papifts. 

An  aft  to  erect  courts  of  Confcience  in 
Brifiol,  Glocefer,  and  Nctveajlle,  much  to 
the  benefit  of  the  inhabitants. 

Nov.  30.  A  commiflion  was  executed  by 
their  Majefties,  authorizing  the  Convoca- 
tion to  enter  upon  bufinefs,  and  particularly 
to  confidcrof  alterations  to  be  made  in  the 
liturgy  and  canons,  &c.  But  the  lower 
Houfe  not  being  difpofed  to  make  any 
alterations,  the  matter  was  dropped. 

Great  complaints  were  made  againft  the 
Commiflioncrs  employed  in  victualling  the 
jiavy,  who  had  furnifhed  corrupt  and  un- 
wholcfome  food,  Vhich  had  occafioned  a 
mortality  in  the  fleet.  Another  complaint 
was  exhibited  againft  S  bales,  commifiary- 
gcneral  of  the  army  fent  to  Ireland,  by 
whofe  ill  conduct,  duke  Schomherg  -had 
waited  for  artillery,  horfes,  and  carnages, 
and  the  foldicrs  wanted  their  bread  ;  the 
horfes  had  neither  fliocs  nor  provender, 
nor  the  furgeons  medicines  for  the  fick ;  fo 
well  was  king  William  fenred  by  his  pre- 
tended friends,  and  fo  great  was  their  jn- 
tereft  at  court,  that  no  other  puni/hment 
was  infTicteJ  on  them,  for  fuffering  great 
part  of  the  army  in  Inland  to  perifli  for 
want  of  necefiaries,  and  poifoning  the  fca- 
men,  than  to  be  difplaccd. 

Mr.  John  Shales  was  difplaced  as  pur- 
veyor general  of  the  army,  and  the  King 
recommended  that  commifiioneh  be  fent 
over  to  fnhrd  to  take  care  of  the  provifions. 

Dec.  16.  King  HVlhm  palT'cd  an  act, 
granting  an  aid  of  two  millings  in  the 
pound  for  one  year.  Another  act  for  de- 
claring the  rights  of  the  fubject,  and  fet- 
tling the  fucceflionof  the  crown  j  and  fome 
other  private  acts. 

In  the  act  of  fettling  the  fuce*flion  of 
the  crown,  it  enacts,  that  the  Kings  and 
Queens  of  England  mould  take  the  tcft  in 
the  firft  Parliament,  and  that  if  they  em- 
brace the  Roman  Catholic  religion,  or 
marry  a  Papilt,  their  fubjects  mould  be 
abfolved  of  their  allegiance,  and  that  the 
crown  (bould  defcend  only  to  a  Proteftant 
focce/Tbr. 

Admiral  Herbert,  created  earl  of  Tor- 
ringtcn,  failed  for  Inland,  joined  by  the 
Dutch  Beet,  with  an  attempt  to  take  Cork, 
but  did  not  land,  all  Jamtt'%  troops  being 


In  the  neighbourhood.  He  returned  to  Tar- 
bay  mo\\  of  his  men  being  fick,  owing  to 
the  badnefs  of  the  provifions. 

The  Dartmouth  man  of  war  waa  takes 
by  the  Frtnth. 

The  attainders  of  feveral  perfona  were 
taken  off,  «/;V.  thofe  of  lord  Wuffel,  Atrtr- 
neon  Sidney,  lady  Lifle,  and  alderman  Cy 
nijb  \  the  judgment  of  Mr.  Jcbnfon  was  re- 
verfed,  and  the  remainder  of  the  puniih- 
ment  of  Titus  Oates  was  made  void,  and 
himfelf  fet  at  liberty,  with  an  annual  peo- 
fion. 

An  act  was  patted,  abolishing  the  court 
of  the  marches  of  Wales. 

A  Ifo  an  act  for  the  relief  of  the  Irijb  Pro. 
teftant  clergy. 

The  lord  Griffin  was  committed  for  fend- 
leg  intelligence  to  France,  but  afterwaidi 
admitted  to  bail. 

The  lord  vifcount  Prr^un  was  committed, 
for  offering  a  patent  to  the  Houfe  of  Lords, 
whereby  he  was  created  a  baron  of  England, 
after  king  James's  going  to  France;  but 
upon  his  fubmiflion  he  was  difcharged. 

Dec.  18.  The  Commons  addrefTed  king 
William,  to  make  a  provifion  of  50,000/. 
per  annum  for  the  prince  and  princefs  of 
Denmark, 

The  promoting  this  addrefs,  occafioned 
fuch  a  mifundcrftanding  between  the  Queen 
and  Princefs,  that  the  Queen  would  have 
no  converfatiou  or  correfpondence  with  her 
afterwards.

telling  them  that  he  had  already  ven- 
tured his  life  for  the  prefervation  of  their 
religion,  laws,  and  liberties,  and  he  de- 
signed to  venture  his  perfon  again  this 
fpring  in  Ireland;  and  then  the  Parliament 
was  prorogued  to  the  aid  of  ApriU 

The  gentlemen  of  England  were  greatly 
diflretfed  at  this  time,  by  paying  three 
/hilling*  in  the  pound  and  a  poll-tax,  fcarce 
any  of  them  knowing  how  to  retrench  their 
expences,  though  the  taxes  of  all  kinds 
lefltned  their  revepues  fo  coaiideabjy. 
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Feb.  6.  A  proclamation  for  diflblving  the 
prcfent  Parliament,  and  calling  another  to 
xneetyOn  the  20th  of  March, 

Feb.  19.  William  Cbeny,  efq.  Sir  John 
Knatcbbull,  bait,  and  Sir  William  Pultney, 
knt.  made  cornmiflioncrs  for  executing  the 
office  of  keeper  of  the  Privy  Seal. 

Ftb.  20.  A  fait  appointed  for  the  fuccef* 
of  the  forces  in  Ireland,  on  the  nth  of 
March,  and  afterwards  on  the  third  Wtd- 
mefday  in  every  mouth. 

march  14.  The  count  dcLauxin,  and  the 
marquis  de  Ltry,  land  in  Ireland  with  5000 
French  troops. 

March  19.  Sir  Joint  Law t her  of  Lowber, 
bart.  vice  chamberlain  of  the  houraold, 
Richard  Hampden,  efq.  chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer,  Thomas  Pelhaw,  efq.  and  Sir 
Stephen  Fox,  made  lords  comiriilBoners  of 
the  Treafury. 

The  King  fent  a  fqusdron,  under  admi- 
ral Rujfel,  to  convoy  the  king  of  Spain's 
bride*  filter  to  the  queen  of  Portugal,  from 
Holland  to  the  Groyne. 

March  20.  The  fecond  Parliament  of 
this  reign  met,  and  the  Commons  having 
elected  Sir  febn  Trevor  their  Speaker,  he 
was  prcfented  and  approved  of  the  next  day, 
when  king  William  made  a  fpeech  to  both 
houfes ;  acquainted  them,  that  he  continu- 
ed his  intention  of  going  to  Ireland,  and  de- 
fired  their  afliftance  in  that  war,  and  the 
fcttlement  of  his  revenue,  which  he  pro- 
pofet  to  anticipate  and  borrow  money  upon :

Another  act  for  the  faie  of  goods  di/rrain- 
ed  for  rent}  and  fcvexal  private  acts  re- 
ceived the  royal  aflent. 

May  1 1.  Charlemm,  In  Ireland,  furprixed 
and  taken  by  the  Enrlijb. 

May  20.  An  act  tor  the  exercife  of  the 
government  by  her  Majefty,  during  the 
King's  abfence. 

An  act  for  rcverfing  the  judgment  in  a 
oho  warranto  again  ft  the  city  of  Londen,  and 
for  rcftoring  that  city  to  its  antient  rights 
and  privileges. 

An  act',  to  declare  the  right  and  freedom 
of  election  of  members  to  fervc  in  parlia- 
ment for  the  Cinque  pent. 

An  act,  for  encouraging  and  eftablifti- 
tng  the  manufacture  of  white  piper  in  thi% 
kingdom }  and  fcveral  other  acts  received 
the  royal  aflent. 

May  23.  An  act,  for  the  King  and 
Queen's  mod  gracious,  general,  and  free 
pardon,  received  the  royal  aflent  (out  of 
which  were  excepted  William  marquis  of 
Pvtou,  Robert  earl  of  Sunderland,  and  thirty- 
three  others).  The  Parliament  was  ad- 
journed to  the  2d  of  July. 

May  30.  A  proclamation  for  apprehend-  - 
ing  (ertTi\LamaJb:re  gentlemen,  and  others, 
who  were  charged  to  have  received  com- 
miflions  from  king  Jamet  II.  and  confpired 
to  make  an  inforrrction  in  his  favour. 

June  3.  Sir  John  Trevor,  fpeaker  of  the 
Commons,  Sir  Wiffiam  Rawlinfon  and  Sir 
George  Hutehim,  were  fworn  coramiflioners 
of  the  Great  Seal. 

Juete  1 1.  King  William  embarked  at 
Highlake  for  Ireland,  and  arrived  atCarrick- 
fergus  the  14th  inflant,  being  attended  by 
prince  George  of  Denmark,  the  duke  of  0>  - 
mond,  the  earls  of  Oxford,  Mancbefier,  and 
Scarborough,  Mr.  Boyle,  and  feveral  other 
perfons  of  quality  ;  the  fame  evening  went 
to  Belfaft,  where  he  was  met  by  the  duke 
of  Sebtimberg,  the  prince  of  Wit  ten-berg, 
major  general  Kirk,  and  other  general  of- 
ficers. 

June  16.  King  Jama  fttout  from  Dublin, 
for  the  army. 

June  17.  Queen  M^y  publifhed  a  pro- 
clamation for  all  Papifts  to  depart  ten  milea 
A»*  *  from 
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from  London  and  We/iminjter  \  and  another 
to  confine  them  within  hvc  miles  of  their 
dwelling*. 

Advice  was  received  of  the  Fr'tr.cb  fleet's 
being  ready  to  fail  from  fivijl  :  the  fleet  un- 
der admiral  Herbert  lyint?  in  the  Diwns,  the 
Queen  ordered  them  to  Pcrtfmouib. 
•  While  the  Admiral  lay  at  St.  Helms,  he 
received  advice  the  French  were  failed  with 
eighty  fbips  of  war,  his  own  and  the  Dutch 
fleet  only  amounting  td  fifty-fix  fail.  He 
received  exprefs  orders 'from  the  Queen,  to 
put  to  fea  and  engage  the  enemy. 

June  aa.  King  William  reviewed  his  ar- 
my, and  they  are  kid  to  have  amounted  to 
36,000  men. 

June  30.  As  king  William  was  viewing 
the  pofture  of  the  enemy,  who  lay  encamp- 
ed on  the  other  fide  of  the  Boyne,  he  receiv- 
ed a  flight  hurt  on  the  (boulder,  by  a  fliot 
from  a  field-piece.  They  killed  a  man 
and  two  horfes  clofe  by  his*  fide. 

The  King  betrayed  not  the  lead  fear 
on  this  occafion,  but  cxpreiTed  himfelf  in 
French,  «« There  was  no  neceflity  the  bullet 
{hould  have  come  nearer."  They  conclud- 
ed the  King  killed,  he  having  got  oft*  his 
horfe ;  and  fent  the  news  to  Dublin  and  Pa- 
ris, which  city  was  illuminated  by  bonfires. 

The  duke  of  Sc  bomber g  was  offended  at 
the  Council  when  the  order  of  battle  was 
formed,  and  retired  to  his  tent,  where  it  was 
fent  him. 

On  the  eve  of  the  battle  king  William 
rode  through  the  camp,  giving  directions 
for  the  battle :  he  ordered  his  men  to  wear 
green  boughs  on  their  hats,  as  James  %  wore 
white  paper  in  theirs. 

June  30.  The  French  defeated  the  Eng- 
lijh  and  Dutch  fleets,  commanded  by  the 
earl  of  Torrington,  off  Beachy. 

In  the  action,  the  Engtifit  loft  two  fhips, 
two  of  their  Captains,  and  about  400  men  j 
the  Dutch  loft  two  Admirals,  with  a  great 
number  of  men,  and  were  obliged  to  fink 
feveral  of  their  rtiip*,  to  prevent  them  fall- 
ing into  the  enemy's  hands. 

Both  Admirals  were  equally  blamed  5 
ours  for  not  fighting,  and  the  French  for 
Hot  purfuing  the  victory. 

July  1.  A  battle  was  fought  between 
Icing  James  and  king  William,  upon  the 
hanks  of  the  Btyne.  The  JrUb  foot  would 
not  ftand  a  charge,  fo  that  the  fon  gained 
an  eafy  victory  over  the  father.  However, 
the  Frentb  and  Svuifs  made  an  orderly  re- 
treat, and  king  Jam:i  retired  to  Dubttn  j 
end,  having  obferved  there  was  no  depen- 
dancc  upon  the  frijh  troops  in  their  own 
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country,  he  embarked  at  Waterfva*  for 
France.  In  this  battle,  duke  Scbcmberg  wav 
killed  by  an  accidental  fhot  (as  it  is  thought) 
from  Ins  own  men,  th=  nullct  cntcrir.g  at 
his  ntck  ;  Or.  Waller,  who  defended  L  rr- 
dondcry  in  bravely,  was  alfo  kilitd  iu 
engagement. 

t  he  his  on  the  fite  of  Jjmti  w?»  1500 
men,  amunj  whom  were  the  Icrds  Dcr^an 
and  Carting  ford,  Sir  Ned  O'Neal,  and  the 
marquis  d'Htcquinciurt  ;  many  prifoners 
were  taken,  the  chief  of  whom  w.«s  lieute- 
nant general  Hamilton. 

The  young  Schcmhrg  b.'haved  with  gftyt 
gallantry,  and  revenged  the  death  of  his 
father,  who  was  aged  82  years. 

The  Emrlifk  lolt  500  men;  king  Wif- 
liam  himfelf  was  near  fharing  the  fame 
fate  as  Schemberg,  a  cannon  ball  baring; 
carried  away  part  of  his  boot,  and  broke  a> 
horfe's  leg  dofe  by  him.  All  writers  con- 
cur in  giving  William  the  higher?  praife  for 
the  conduit,  courage,  refutation,  and  pre- 
fence  of  mind  he  difplaycd  throughout  the 
aft  ion. 

James  flood  upon  an  hilt,  an  inactive 
fpectator  of  the  whole  battle. 

July  4.  Jame%  had  no  fooner  left  Dublin 
j  than  the  Papitts  all  abandoned  the  city, 
which  the  Proteftants  aiiumed  the  govern- 
ment of,  and  invited  king  WiUiam'%  pre- 
fence  there. 

King  William  iffued  a  proclamation  in 
Dublin  to  pardon  all  the  common  people 
who  would  return  to  their  abodes  by  the 
1  ft  of  Augujl,  and  deliver  up  their  arme 
to  jufticcs  appointed. 

The  fame  day  the  French,  commanded  by 
marfhal  Luxemburgb,  defeated  the  Dutch, 
commanded  by  prince  Waldeck,  in  the  plains 
of  Fleury  in  Flanders,  which  was  occafmned 
by  the  cowardice  of  the  Dutch  horfe,  w  ho 
abandoned  their  foot  at  the  firft  charge ;  but 
never  infantry  made  a  braver  retreat  than 
their  foot  did,  after  their  horfe  had  forfa- 
ken  them. 

July  3.  The  duke  of  Ormond  took  pof- 
fcflion  of  Dublin,  and  on  the  6th  king  Wil- 
liam made  his  triumphant  entry  into  that 
city. 

The  French,  after  their  victory  at  fea, ho- 
vered about  upon  the  coafts,  as  if  they  in- 
tended a  defcent,  which  put  the  kingdom 
into  a  great  confternaribn  ;  the  militia 
i  were  every  where  raifed,  and  the  city  of 
htndon  offered  to  pay  a  confiderable  body  of 
troops  betides  the  militia. 

July  5.  A  proclamation  iffued  for  all  fea-

a  more  powerful  Heel ;  and  the  Dutch  order- 
t-d  out  thirteen  capita)  flups,  and  fix  fri^a:es, 
to  i"iin  their  fleet. 

Dnglcda  furrendcred  to  king  William, 
Kin%  William  became  pwficded  of  all  the 
pap;rs  of  'James,  by  which  he  difcovcrcd  a 
ticli^n  had  been  formed  againft  hit  life  by 
cne  Jones  ;  but  upon  king  William  under- 
taking the  expedition  it  was  dropped. 

A  proclamation  iffued  in  England,  for 
apprehending  Edward-Henry  earl  of  Litch- 
fehl,  Thomas  earl  of  Aylefbury,  William  lord 
Montgomery,  Roger  earl  of  Cajllemain,  Rich- 
ard vifcount  Pre/ion,  Henry  lord  Bellajii, 
Sir  Edward  Halts,  Sir  Robert  Tborold,  Sir 
Robert  Hamilton,  Sir  Ibeepbilux  Oglethorpe, 
colonel  Edward  Sac kvdle,  lieutenant- colo- 
nel William  Richard/on,  major  Thomas  Sta- 
ter, captain  David  Lloyd,  William  r<rn,  Clq. 
Edward  Elliot,  eiq,  Marmaduke  Lantdalc, 
efq.  and  Robert  Ratter ,  being  looked  upon 
as  difafleelcii  to  king  William,  and  to  cor- 
refpono  with  the  French,  and  entourage  an 
invaiion.

July  25.  Waterferd  furrendcred  to  King 
fVUUam,  before  it  was  formally  befiegtd.

Nor  till  he  had 
reftored  to  the  Protectants  of  F ranee,  all 
their  pofl'effions  and  goods,  and  an  en- 
tire h  berry  of  conscience.  -  4.  Nor  till 
the  eltates  of  the  kingdom  of  France  be 
eftabKmed  in  their  ancient  liberties,  <b  that 
the  clergy,  the  nobility,  and  the  third 
eftate,  may  enjoy  their  ancient  and  lawful 
privileges.   Nor  till  their  Kings  for  the 

r- 
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future  (hall  be  obliged  to  call  together  the  I 
faid  eftates,  when  they  defire  any  fupply, 
without  whom  they  mould  not  raife  any 
money,  on  any  pretence  what  foe  ver  j  and 
till  the  parliaments  of  that  kingdom,  and 
all  other  his  fubjc&s,  were  reftored  to  their 
juft  rights,  Sec.  And  the  confederates  in- 
vited the  fubjects  of  France  to  join  with 
them  in  this  undertaking,  for  rcfloring 
them  to  their  rights  and  liberties;  threate- 
ning ruin  and  devaftation  to  thofe  that 
rcfufed. 

Sir  Richard  Graham,  bait.  vifcountPr*/*- 
ton,  John  Ajbton,  and  Edmund Elliot,  gent, 
were  arraigned  at  the  Old  Bailey  for  high, 
treafon,  for  that  on  the  39th  of  De- 
cember laft,  they  confulted  and  confpired  to 
raife  a  rebellion  againft  king  William  and 
queen  Mary,  and  to  procure  the  French 
king  to  invade  this  kingdom  ;  and  to  that 
end,  compofed  feveral  treafonable  letters 
and  inftructions,  to  inform  the  French  king 
of  the  force  and  condition  of  the  EngUjh 
fleet,  and  the  harbour  of  Portsmouth,  and 
how  the  fame  might  be  taken  and  feiaed, 
ice,  that  they  procured  feveral  bills  of  ex- 
change for  the  payment  of  money  to  the 
enemy,  and  hired  a  (hip  to  tranfport  them- 
felves,  with  the  faid  letters,  inltruftions, 
and  bills  of  exchange,  to  France,  and  were 
actually  on  board  failing  thither  with  them, 
is  order  accomplish  their  faid  treafons. 

Thcfe  gentlemen  were  all  taken  on  the 
lift  of  December  over-again/t  Grow/end, 
in  a  fmack  they  had  hired  to  carry  them  to 
France,  with  the  papers  and  bills  mentioned 
in  the  indictment,  the  government  being 
apprized  of  the  defign. 

The  lord  Prefion  was  tried  and 
convicted  ;  and  on  the  xoth  Mr.  Ajbton  was 
convicted,  and  they  were  both  condemned  : 
Mr.  Ajhton  was  hanged  at  Tyburn  the  »8th 
inftant,  but  not  quartered  }  the  lord  Preftnn, 
on  promifmg  to  make  further  difcovcriet, 
was  pardoned. 

Elliot  was  never  pot  to  his  trial,  either 
becaufe  there  was  not  fufficient  evidence 
againft  him,  or  that  he  had  discovered  the 
defign  to  the  government. 

The  circumftance  which  eaft  Mr.  AJbttm, 
was  his  .  taking  up  the  packet  which  the 
lord  Prtflcn  had  dropped,  and  concealing  it 
in  his  bofom,  in  which  parcel  were  the 
treafonable  papers  and  letters  ;  though  Mr. 
AJhtem  knew  nothing  of  the  contents  of 
thofe  letters,  as  he  infilled  at  his  trial,  he 
was  going  over  as  a  paffenger,  and  knew 
nothing  of  the  lord  Prejhn't  defign ;  but 
imagining  tbere  might  be  foxnetbinf  In  the 


I  parcel  that  might  affect  lord  Prejhn,  hi* 
friend,  be  endeavoured  to  conceal  ft. 

Jan.  18.  On  the  King's  arrival  on  the 
coaft  they  came  off  Goree,  it  being  foggy, 
and  they  four  miles  from  the  fhore,  the 
King  took  to  a  boat  in  order  to  get  on  more,

deavouring to  procure  an  invafion  of  this 
kingdom* 

March  is.  King  Wiffiam  fet  out  from 
the  Hague  for  the  Netherlands. 

March  15.  The  French  king  laid  fiege  to 
Mans  in  perfon ;  whereupon  king  William 
ordered  the  confederate  army  to  afTemble. 

The  French  king  laid  fiege  to  Nice  in 
Piedmont,  about  this  time.,  and  took  it  from 
our  ally,  the  dnke  of  Savoy.

the  Rifing  Sun,  was  fet  oa  fire,  within  fight 
of  the  army  that  was  afiembled  to  have 
made  a  defcent  upon  England. 

Admiral  Carter  was  killed,  whofe  laft 
words  refuted  the  opinion  the  Jacobites  had 
formed  of  himj  finding  himfelf  wounded, 
he  ordered  the  Captain  to  fight  the  flop  as 
long  as  she  could  fwim. 

Admiral  Rooke  burnt  thirteen  of  the  ene- 
my's fhipi  at  La  Hague,  and  deftroyed  a 
number  of  tranfports  loaded  with  floret,  in 
the  midft  of  a  terrible  fire  from  the  fort, 
and  in  fight  of  James**  camp,  who  had" 
come  there  to  embark  on  board  the  fleet.

An  earthquake  happened,  when  Mcjfina 
in  Sicily  was  overturned  in  a  moment,  and 
18,000  perfons  perifhed,  and  in  the  whole 
ifland  to  the  number  of  60,000. 

Feb.  8.  The  royal  aflent  was  given  to 
a  bill,  for  fupplying  the  deficiency  of  a 
former  ad,  for  granting  a  duty  of  excife 
upon  beer  and  ale. 

it  was  enacted,  that  any  perfon  might 
add  a  fecond  life  to  the  life  already  named 
in  the  annuity  aft  j  upon  paying  in  thirty- 
five  pounds  more  to  every  hundred  already 
paid  in  j  and  a  third  life,  for  the  further 
fum  of  twenty  pounds. 

Feb.  14.  Prince  Lewis  of  Baden  re- 
turned. 

M onueur  de  Ruvigny  lately  appointed  to 
the  command  of  the  lying's  forces  in  Pied- 
mont, in  the  room  of  the  duke  Scbemberg, 
was  alfb  appointed  envoy  extraordinary  to 
the  duke  of  Savoy. 

The  Commons,  among  other  means  to 
xoife  a  fumcient  fupply,  voted  a  duty  upon 
leather,  foap,  wine,  the  tunnage  of  ail 
mips  and  vefTcls ;  alfo  on  hackney-coaches 
and  ftagc-coaches,  and  upon  paper  and  parch- 
ment, and  likewife  a  poll  tax. 

Feb.  17.  In  Dublin,  above  100  men 
were  killed,  by  the  blowing  up  of  a  maga- 
zine of  218  barrels  of  gunpowder. 

The  Commons  refolved,  that  the  lord 
Falkland,  a  member  of  that  Houfe,  by 
begging  and  receiving  2 coo/,  of  his  Ma- 
jcfly,  contrary  to  the  ordinary  method  of 
lifting  and  be  flowing  the  King's  money, 
was  guilty  of  a  high  mifdemeanor  and 
breach  of  truft ;  and  that  he  be  committed 
to  the  Tower,  but  he  was  fvoa  afterwards 
fct  at  liberty.

The  Admiral's  body  was  afterwards  found, 
and  feat  to  England  to  be  interred. 

Feb.  23.  Samuel  Eyres,  ferjeant  at  law/ 
was  made  one  cf  the  judges  of  the  King's- 
bench,  on  the  deceafe  of  Mr.  juftice  Dolbtm* 

Marcb  4.  Cbarlet  earl  of  Sbrcm>Jbury9 
was  made  principal  fee  re  tar  y  of  Aatc,  in 
the  room  of  the  earl  of  Nottingham. 

March  13.  The  royal  aflent  was  given 
to  an  act,  for  granting  certain  rates  and 
duties  upon  fait,  and  upon  beer,  are,  and 
other  liquors,  for  fecaring  certain  recom- 
pences  and  advantages  to  fuch  perfons  as 
would  voluntarily  advance  1,000,000/. 

This  was  the  firft  lottery  aft. 

An  aft,  for  relief  of  the  orphans,  and 
other  creditors  of  the  city  of  London. 

The  city  of  London  had  fpent  the  money 
they  were  intruded  with,  belonging  to  the 
orphans  of  deceafed  citizens,  in  building 
Bedlam,  the  Monument,  and  other  extra- 
vagant projects ;  and  now  to  pay  the  or- 
phans a  perpetual  interefr  of  four  per  cent* 
for  the  money  fo  embezzled)  they  were 
obliged  to  aiCgn  their  revenues. 

An  aft,  for  taking  away  the  procefs  of 
Capiatur fine,  in  the  court  of  Wejiminjlcr. 

An  act,  to  repeal  the  aft  of  the  10  Ed- 
ward 111.  for  finding  fureries  by  him  that 
hath  a  pardon  for  felony. 

An  aft,  to  prevent  delays  at  the  quarter- 
fr fiions  of  the  peace  5  and  to  fevera)  other 
afts.  After  which  the  King  made  a  fpeech 
to  induce  them  to  haften  the  other  bills  of 
fupply,  and  put  them  in  mind  of  the  debt 
due  for  tranfport-fervice  to  Ireland. 

1694,  April  16.  A  bill  for  raifing  mo- 
ney by  a  quarterly  poll,  received  the  royal 
aflent. 

A  new  corporation  was  erefted  by  aft  of 
Parliament  lor  the  Greenland  trade,  by  the 
name  of  the  company  of  London  merchant* 
trading  to  Greenland.

The  Par- 
liament met  April  19,  they  augmented  their 
taxes  fo  as  to  proportion  to  the  maintenance 
of  6300  men  ;  the  whole  fum  granted  bj 
them  was  16,000/. 

April  25.  The  royal  aflent  was  given  to 
an  aft, 'for  granting  feveral  duties  upo« 
tonnage  of  fhipping,  and  upon  beer,  ale, 
and  other  liquor:,  far  fecurinj  certain  re- 
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com  pen  ces  and  advantages  to  fuch  nerfons 
m  /boa Id  voluntarily  advance  the  fum  of 
j,eoo,coc/. 

This  was  the  foundation  of  the  Bank 
of  England,  the  fubferibers  being  incorpo- 
rated. 

The  ordinary  and  extraordinary  cxpences 
of  the  government  of  this  year,  amounted 
to  upwards  of  6,000,000/.

Helens,  with  the  combined  fleet,  confift- 
ing  of  ninety-three  fail,  bt fides  frijates, 
fireflups,  and  (loops  j  he  went  off  Brejt  and 
found  admiral  Tmurvillt  had  left  that  harbour. 
^  The  Admiral  returned  to  St.  Helens,  not 
finding  the  Srrfi  fleet. 

May  6.  King  }VHUam  embarked  fct* 
Holland. 

May  8.  Peregrine  Bertie  was  appointed 
vice-chamberlain  to  his  M.'jcfiy,  in  the 
room  of  Sir  John  Lnvther,  who  had  re- 
figned. 

May  11.  Edward  RujTtl,  efq.  Sir  John 
Lovttber,  of  IVbitebavin,  Dart.  Henry  Prirfi- 
man,  efq.  Robert  Auflen,  efq.  Sir  Rder'f 
Rib,  bart.  Sir  George  R01Z,  and  Sir

Admiralty. 

Charles  Montague,  efq.  one  of  the  cora- 
miflioners  of  the  Treafury,  was  made  chan- 
cellor and  under-trcafurcr  of  the  Exchequer. 

Sidney  Lord  Godolphin  j  Sir  Stephen  Fcx9 
knu  Charles  Montague,  efq.  Six  ffilTuiV

conftituted  lords  of  the  Treafury. 

May  18.  Admiral  Buffet  deftroyed  1 
French  man  of  war,  and  thirty-five  mer- 
chantmen in  Bertram-bay. 

May  29.  The  Admiral  failed  again  for 
the  Mediterranean. 

June  3.  The  duke  of  Satxy,  at  the  »n- 
flancc  of  England  and  Holland,  iflucd  a  de- 
claration, allowing  the  faudeis,  the  fro* 
exercife  of  their  religion. 

The  French  king  fent  30,000  men  into 
Spain,  on  the  fide  of  Catalonia,  nnder  the* 
marthal  dt  Nouallies $  he  proceeded  to  Pah" 
mos,  and  inverted  that  place. 

June  7.  It  was  taken  by  flora,  and  the 
French  eaercifed  great  cruelties. 

June  8.  The  BngtiA  fleet,  with  a  body 
of  land  forces  on  board,  came  before  Brtft, 
and  general  Tatma/b  landed  with  the  fim 
600  men,  where  they  found  fuch  batterie* 
and  intrenchments,  and  other  preparations 
made  to  receive  them,  (hat  they  thooght 
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fit  immediately  to  retire  to  the  (hips ;  but, 
the  tide  going  out,  the  flat-bottomed  boats 
ftuck  upon  the  oufe,  and  were  not  able  to 
get  oft.  Moft  of  thofe  that  landed,  were 
killed  or  wounded  :  and  amongft  the  reft, 
general  Talmajb  himfclf  was  mortally 
wounded,  and  died  Toon  after  his  return  to 
Port/mouth, 

•  Monfieur  Dueafe,  governor  of  Dominica, 
failed  with  three  ftiips  of  war,  and  twenty, 
three  tranfports,  having  on  board  1500 
men,  and  made  a  defcent  on  "Jamaica, 
landed  at  port  Morant  and  did  considerable 
«  damage,  and  carried  oft'  a  very  confiderable 
booty. 

June  28.  Stamp  duties  were  inftituted 
this  Parliament. 

The  hackney-coach  office  was  eftabtined 
this  year. 

June  30.  Gironne  in  Catalonia  Surrender  - 
ed  to  the  French,  hating  been  inverted  the 
a  8th. 

July  iz.  The  lord  Berkley  bombarded 
Diep,  on  the  t6th  Havre  de  Grace,  and  on 
the  26th  Dunkirk.  This  bombardment  was 
attended  with  the  lofs  of  the  Grerada  bomb 
which  blew  up  with  all  her  crew,  the  fleet 
returned  the  25th  to  St.  Helen's. 

It  was  remarked,  that  the  expenceof  thefe 
bombardments,  was  more  than  equivalent 
to  what  the  enemy  fuflrred  by  them. 

Admiral  Rujfel  with  the  grand  fleet  went 
to  the  Mediterranean,  to  protect  the  SpaniJJi 
coafb  from  the  infults  of  Tcurville.  His 
appearance  in  the  Mediterranean,  made  the 
Frtmb  raifc  the  ficge  of  Barcelona. 

Aug.  14.  A  proclamation  was  iflued,  of- 
fering a  reward  of  400/.  for  the  taking  of 
colonel  John  Parker,  who  had  been  com- 
mitted to  the  Tower  for  high-treafon,  in 
confuting  againft  king  William,  and  had 
made  his  efcape  the  1  ith  inftant ;  feveral 
other  perfons  were  committed  for  the  laid 
confpiracy. 

Sept.  5.  A  fire  happened  at  Warwick, 
which  burnt  down  the  great  church,  and 
moft  part  of  the  town. 

Sett.  6.  The  Parliament  was  prorogued 
to  the  25th  of  0  either,  and  afterwards  to 
the  nth  of  November. 

Sept.  9.  The  Confederates  laid  fiege  to 
Huy,  which  forrendered  the  17th. 

Sir  Cloudefly  Shovel  attempted  to  burn 
the  forts  that  defended  Dunkirk  toward!  the 


fea,  by  fome  new  invented  machines ;  but 
he  did  not  meet  with  that  fuccefs  as  was 
expected  from  them,  and  returned  to  the 
Downs. 

Sept,  28.  The  Engiijb  Eaft-India  com- 
pany had  a  fecond  charter  of  regulations 
granted,  altering  the  preceding  one. 

Sept.  29.  Sir  Thomas  Lane,  knt.  was 
elected  Lord  Mayor  of  London. 

Sept.  30.  King  William  ended  this  year's 
campaign,  and  left  the  camp  to  return  to 
E  nglar.d. 

Ocl.  14.  King  WilUam  gave  the  com- 
mand of  the  Coldfiream  regiment  of  guards, 
which  the  late  general  Talmajk  commanded* 
to  the  lord  Curts. 

Nov.  2.  King  William  arrived  at  Canter- 
bury from  Holland. 

Nov.  12.  The  Parliament  met,  and 
king  William  made  a  fpeech  to  both  Houfcs  s 
wherein  he  told  them,  that  their  affairs 
were  in  a  better  pofture  both  by  fea  and 
land,  than  when  he  parted  with  them,  for 
that  this  year  a  flop  had  been  put  to  the 
progrefs  of  the  French  arms ;  and  he  earnest- 
ly recommended  to  them  the  furniftting  him 
with  further  fupplics,  as  the  only  means  to 
procure  an  advantageous  peace  j  and  he 
again  recommended  the  discharging  the 
debt  for  tranfport-fervtce  to  Ireland. 

Nov.  ai.  A  thankfgiving  for  king  Wil- 
liam'* Me  return,  tfr.  appointed  to  be  ob- 
fcrved  the  16th  of  December. 

Nov.  22.  Dr.  John  Tillotfon,  archbilhop 
of  Canterbury  ,  died  at  Lambeth,  in  the  65th 
year  of  his  age. 

Nov.  30.  The  Commons  voted  a  fupply 
of  4,700,000/.  and  upwards,  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  fea  and  land  forces  for  the 
yvar  enfuing. 

Dec.  21.  Queen  Mary  was  taken  ill  of 
the  fmall-pox  at  Kenfington. 

Dee.  22.  King  William  gave  the  royal  af- 
fent  to  an  act,  for  granting  to  their  Ma- 
jefties  tonnage  and  poundage  }  and  to  an 
act,  for  the  frequent  meeting  and  calling 
of  Parliaments. 

This  was  the  important  triennial  acly 
which  could  not  well  be  refufed,  when 
fuch  vaft  fums  were  granted  at  the  fame 
time,  though  one  of  the  like  nature  had 
been  rnefted  formerly. 

Dec.  28.  Queen  Mary  died  in  the  33d 
year  Of  her  age)  and  the  6th  of  her  reign* 
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1694,  fT^HE  Lords  waited  upon  king 
Dec.  31.  X  William  with  an  addrefs  of 
cnndolance,  upon  the  death  of  his  Queen , 
wherein  they  promifed  to  aflift  him  againft 
all  his  enemies.  The  Commons  the  fame 
day  attended  his  Majcfty  with  an  addrefs  to 
the  fame  effeft,  which  was  followed  with 
addreiles  from  many  other  parti  of  the 
kingdom. 

1694-5,  Jan.  16.  Dr.  Thomas  Tcnifon 
was  translated  from  Lincoln  to  Canterbury. 

February'  Several  gentlemen  from  Lan- 
caflnre,  who  had  been  committed  and  tried 
a*  Mancbejter,  for  confpiring  againft  the 
government,  and  been  acquitted  for  want 
of  evidence  againft  them,  complained  to 
the  Parliament  of  their  being  unreafonably 
and  milicioufly  pro  fee  u  ted  :  but  both  the 
Lord  and  Commons  rcfolved,  that  the  go- 
vernment had  fuftkient  caufe  to  profecute 
thufe  gentlemen;  and  the  Commons  alfo 
ordered  Mr.  SrandUb  of  Standijb-ball  in 
Lancajhire,  to  be  taken  into  cuftody. 

Feb.  11.  King  WiUiam  came  to  the 
Houfe  of  Peers  (though  his  Queen  was  not 
buried)  and  gave  tht  royal  affent  to  an  aft, 
for  granting  four  (hillings  in  the  pound.

Mr.  Henry  Guy,  a  member  of  the  Houfe,  u 
was  committed  to  the  Tower,  for  taking  tf 
bribe  of  200  guineas. 

Henry  Killcgrew,  Henry  Pillars,  and  R'ub~[ 
ardGea,  eiqrs.  commiflioners  for  licenfing ' 
hackney  coaches,  were  turned  out  at  th# 
inftance  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons  for  re- 
ceiving bribrs. 

Injunftions  were,  tent  by  his  Majefty  to 
to  the  archbiihops  and  biftiops,  for  pre* 
ferving  and  reftoring  the  difcipline  of  the  T 
church :  one  whereof  was,  that  the  biftiops 
and  clergy  (hould  be  obliged  to  refle'ence, 
and  the  abufe  of  pluralities  (hould  be  re- 
drefTed.

the  King's  anfwer  was  reported",  viz,.  That 
in  this,  as  in  every  thirg  clfe,  he  (hould 
always  endeavour  to  have  a  due  regard  to 
the  intcrcft  and  honour  of  this  nation. 

Sir  Tlmas  Ccck,  being  examined  by  a 
committee  of  both  houfes,  confeftcd  the 
diftributing  about  70,000/.  in  behalf  of  the 
Eaft-India  company,  among  the  friends  of 
certain  courtiers  and  commoners  ;  but  would 
not  acknowledge,  that  he  knew,  that  either 
the  miniftcrs,  or  fenators  themfclves,  had 
received  any  of  it. 

However,  the  commons  thought  they 
had  fufficicnt  evidence  to  ground  an  im- 
peachment on  againft  the  duke  of  "Leeds.  \ 
and  were  proceeding  to  impeach  S*t  *fotti 
Trtvor,  Mr.  (7;/y,  and  others,  for  bribery  } 
but  the  court  procured  the  parliament  to  be 
prorogued  j  and  only  Sir  TbematCock,  Sir 
Balil  Ftrebract,  Bates  and  Craggs  were  im- 
prifoncd,  to  fatisfy  the  clamours  of  the 
people.

(late,  »n  the  room  of  Sir  Jcbn  Trencbard, 
deceafed.

Jord  deputy  of  Ireland. 

May  9.  A  proclamation  iffued  for  appre- 
hending John  Roberts,  fervant  to  the  duke 
of  Leeds,  who  was  charged  with  receiving 
5000  guineas  for  promoting  charters  for  the 
iaft  India  company  \  but  he  was  known 
to  be  fled  to  Holland  before  the  proclama- 
tion iffued. 

The  Parliament  of  Scotland  met,  the 
marquis  of  Txvedale  being  his  Majcfty's 
high  commiflioner,  In  this  Parliament  the 
maflacrc  at  Glencce  was  enquired  into.  It 
feems  in  the  year  1692,  King  William  pub- 
lifhed  a  proclamation,  inviting  the  Higb- 
•  landers,  who  were  in  King  J.imts^  intcrcft, 
to  come  in  and  lay  down  thrir  arms  before 
the  iftof  January  1692-3,  and  they  mould 
Jure  his  Majefty's  pardon  ;  whereupon 
Alexander  Mae-Donald,  laird  of  Gkncee,  one 
of  the  moft  confidtraMs  cla-s  in  the  north 
of  Scotland,  came  to  Inverse  by  with  his 
followers,  a  little  before  the  time  was  ex- 
pired, and  offered  to  furrendcr  to  colonel 
Hill,  the  governor  of  the  fort  there  ;  but 
colonel  Hill  told  him  he  mult  apply  him- 
felr*  to  the  civil  mag-Grate:  whereupon  he 
went  to  Jnverary,  the  chief  town  in  Ar- 
pylejkirc,  and  fubmittcd  himfrlf  to  the  She- 
riff of  the  county,  the  time  prefcribed  by 
the  proclamation  for  their  coming  in  being 
then  ehpf*d  one  day  ;  however,  the  Sheriff 
talcing  notice  of  his  offer  to  funrender  to  co- 
lone!  //(//before  the  time  expired,  thought  fit 
to  accept  his  fubmiffion  ;  and  the  Laird  and 
his  followers  having  taken  the  o^ths,  return- 
ed home,  in  confidence  they  mould  have 
the  advantage  of  the  promifed  indemnity. 

Soon  after  part  of  the  earl  of  Argyle't 
raiment  came  and  quartered  at  Glcneoe  ; 
and  on  the  12th  of  February  the  command- 
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ing  officer  received  orders,  that  at  five  the 
next  morning  he  fhould  fall  upon  the  GUn- 
af  rebels,  and  deftroy  them  every  foul  j 
accordingly  on  the  13th  of  Fel'ucy  in  the 
morning  before  it  was  light,  a  dreadful 
(laughter  was  irude  of  the  inhabitants  of 
Gltncoc. 

Tins  barbarous  fact  made  a  great  noife 
all  over  Europe,  and  was  looked  upon  as  a 
reflection  on  the  King  himfelf  j  where- 
upon coramiffioncis  were  ordered  to  enquire 
into  it.  Captain  Campbell,  who  command- 
ed in  Gltncct,  produced  his  orders  from 
Duncafon,  the  major  of  the  regiment ;  the 
major  produced  his  orders  from  colonel 
James  Hamilton  j  and  he  it  fecms  received 
his  orders  from  the  mafler  of  Strirs,  fe- 
cretary of  Hate  5  but  Hamilton  did  not  ap- 
pear when  he  was  fummoned  before  the 
Parliament,  and  the  Parliament  were  con- 
tented with  voting  it  a  barbarous  murder, 
and  that  the  Secretary  of  (rate  had  exceeded 
the  inftru&ions  he  received  from  his  Ma- 
jefty :  however  no  body  was  punifhed  for 
the  fact. 

The  parliament  of  Ireland  me*  under  lord 
Capel,  and  granted  the  King  a  fupply  of 
163,000/.  and  a  further  fum  on  additional 
duties  on  certain  merchandizes.

The  Commons  refolvcd  ro  raife 
a  fupply  of  r,soo,coo/.  for  fupplying  the 
deficiency  of  the  dipped  money,  by  a  tax 
oh  windows. 
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A  reward  of  five  per  Cent  was  given  to 
thofc  th:it  brought  in  undipped  nwncy  to 
the  mint,  and  three-pence  an  ounce  gi- 
ven for  all  wrought  plate  brought  into  u.e 
mint  a'  ovc  the  value  j  and  for  the  greater 
expedition  in  coining,  mir.ts  were  erected 
in  all  the  great  cities  in  England;  and  the 
ufe  of  plate  in  public  houfes  was  prohibited, 
but  ftiJI  the  diftrefs  that  was  occafioncd  by 
calling  in  the  money,  is  not  to  be  con- 
ceived. There  was  very  little  mrncy  to 
pay  fcrvants,  artificers,  or  labourers  at 
home,  or  the  foldiers  abroad. 

Jtin  lorJ  Murrey,  eldeft  »*on  to  the  mar- 
quis of  Atbtl,  was  made  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal fecrctJiies  of  flute  in  Scotland. 

ji'95-6,  Jan  >6.  A  proclamation  was  if- 
fucd  cjfiering  a  reward  of  200/.  for  appre- 
h c rs d i g  M r.  R '.be r t  Fielding^  for  challcrgi tig,' 
.-.faulting,  and  wounding  Sir  Harry  Dutton 
Cr/r,  ajultice  of  peace,  for  doing  his  duty 
in  the  execution  of  his  office. 

The  king  of  Poland,  who  had  hitherto 
refufed  to  acknowledge  king  William*  ti- 
tlt  to  the  crown  of  England,  now  confented 
to  recognize  him  as  king  of  Great  Br\tain9 
as  did  the  republic  of  Venice. 

Jan.  21.  King  William  gave  the  royal 
affect  to  an  act  fur  enlarging  the  times  to 
come  in  and  purchafc  certain  annuities,  and 
tor  continuing  the  duties  on  low  wines,  &c.

By  this  act,  ill  the  Peers  were  to  be 
fummoncd  to  a  tend  the  trial  of  a  Peer  or 
Pecrcfs,  whereas  before,  the  King  appoint- 
ed a  certain  number,  ufuaMy  between  twen- 
ty andthiity,  to  try  a  noble  prifoner,  if  it 
was  not  during  a  feflion  of  Parliament :  by 
this  act  alfo,  every  commoner  was  to 
have  a  copy  of  his  indictment,  a  copy  of  the 
panne!,  and  council  affigned  him,  and  two 
wirneffes  were  reqnirrd  to  convict  him, 
which  are  privileges  he  was  not  entitled  to 
before  this  act.

An  ait  for  preventing  charge  and  es> 
pence  in  elections  of  members  to  fervc  in 
Parliament  ;  and  to  feveral  private  adts. 

'Jan.  22.  King  William  having  granted 
to  the  carl  of  Portland,  the  manors  of  Den* 
H,  Brcmfeld,  and  Yale,  bein~  five  parts  in 
£x  cf  a  whole  county,  and  which  waa  part 
of  the  principality  of  Wale* ;  the  Com- 
mons addrefTed  him  to  revoke  this  exor- 
bitant grant :  whereupon  tlieKing  faid,  he 
would  find  fome  other  way  to  flicw  his  fa- 
vour to  that  Earl.

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'Jan.  26.  The  Commons  refolved,  that 
the  directors  of  the  company  of  Scotland 
trading  to  Africa  and.  the  Indies,  admini- 
ftring  and  taking  here  in  this  kingdom  an 
oath  dejideli,  and  under  colour  of  a  Scotch  aft 
of  Parliament  (tiling  thcmfclves  a  company, 
and  afting  as  fuch,  and  raifing  monies  in 
this  kingdom  for  carrying  on  the  faid  com- 
pany, were  guilty  of  a  high  crime  and  mif- 
demeanour  j  and  that  lord  Bel  haven,  Wil- 
liam Patenfon,  and  the  reft  of  the  directors 
of  the  Scotch  company,  be  impeached  of 
the  faid  high  crimes  and  mifdemeanours. 

Jan.  27.  The  Royal  Sovereign,  the  firft 
man  of  war  that  was  built  in  England  of 
thbfe  large  dimenfions,  was  fet  on  fire  by 
accident  in  the  river  Thames,  and  burnt. 

Feb.  13.  Roderick  Mackenzie  endeavour- 
ing to  fupprefs  the  evidence  he  had  given, 
concerning  the  Scotch  Eafi-Indii  company, 
was  ordered  into  cuftody,  but  made  his 
efcape ;  whereupon  the  King,  at  the  in- 
ftance  of  the  Commons,  iffued  a  proclama- 
tion for  apprehending  him.

An  injunQion  by  king  William  againft 
difputes  concerning  the  Trinity,  occafioned 
by  the  controverfy  between  Dr.  South  and 
Dr.  Sherlock  on  that  fubjeft. 

Feb.  14.  A  confpiracy  was  difcovered 
by  Mr.  Pendergrafst  to  raife  an  infurrcc- 
tion  in  Erg/ana,  in  favour  of  king  James, 
which  was  to  be  fupported  by  a  French  in- 
vafion  j  and  fome  of  the  confpifators  were 
charged  with  a  defign  of  attacking  king 
William*  guards,  at  he  came  from  hunting 
near  Richmond,  and  either  to  take  him  pri- 
foner  or  kill  him ;  from  whence  this  con- 
fpiracy obtained  the  name  of  the  Aflaflina- 
tion  Plot. 

The  carl  of  Ayhfoury  was  fent  to  the 
Tower. 

Feb.  *3>  A  proclamation  was  iflued, 
offering  a  reward  of  1000/.  for  discovering 
and  apprehending  the  duke  of  Berwick 
(fuppofed  to  be  in  England  at  this  time) 
Sir  George  Barclay,  major  Lcnvick,  George 
Porter,  Cardtll  Goodman,  Sir  William  Per- 
kins, or  any  other  of  the  confpiraton. 

Feb.  24.  King  William  having  pafled  an 
aft  for  taking,  examining,  and  fteting  the 
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public  accounts,  made  a  fpeech  to  botfi  * 
Houfes,  and  acquainted  them,  that  he  had 
received  fevrral  concurring  informations  of 
a  defign  to  alTallinate  him  ;  and  ttat  at  the 
lame  time  the  enemy  were  very  forward  in 
their  preparations  for  an  invafion  ;  that  he 
had  therefore  ordered  a  fleet  to  be  fitted  out, 
and  fent  for  a  body  of  troops  for  their  fe- 
curity ;  and  that  feveral  of  the  confpirators 
were  in  cuflody,  and  care  taken  to  appre- 
hend the  reft,  and  he  did  not  doubt  of  their 
readinefs  and  zeal  to  do  every  thing  they 
judged  proper  for  their  common  fafety. 

The  fame  evening  both  Houfes  attended 
king  William  withanaddrefs,  congratulating 
his  efcape,  and  declaring  their  deleft* tion 
and  abhorrence  of  fb  villanous  and  barba- 
rous a  defign  :  they  in  treated  his  Majefty 
to  take  more  than  ordinary  care  of  his  per- 
fon,  and  affured  him  of  their  afiiftance  to 
defend  his  perfon  and  fupport  his  govern- 
ment, againft  the  late  king  James,  and  alt 
other  his  enemies  ;  declaring  that,  in  cafe 
his  Majefty  came  to  any  violent  death,  they 
would  revenge  it  upon  his  enemies. 

Feb.  15,  26,  27.  The  members  fpent 
thefe  three  days  in  framing  and  fubferibing 
an  afibciation,  wherein  they  declared,  thic 
king  William  is  rightful  and  lawful  King  of 
thefe  realms  ;  and  mutually  engage  to  ft  and 
by  and  aflift  each  other  in  the  defence  of 
his  Majefty,  againft  king  James  and  his 
adherents  $  and  in  cafe  king  William  (hot: Id 
come  to  a  violent  death,  they  oblige  them- 
felves  to  unite  anJ  aftbeiate  in  revenging  it 
upon  his  enemies,  and  in  fupporting  the? 
fucceflion  of  the  crown,  according  to  the 
aft  of  I  William  and  Mary. 

Ninety-two  members  of  the  Houfe  of 
Common*,  and  fifteen  of  the  Peers,  refuted 
to  fign  the  afibciation  voluntarily. 

An  aft  was  palled  to  enforce  the  figning 
of  the  afibciation,  and  thofe  were  declared 
incapable  of  any  public  truft,  who  did  net 
fign  it. 

Feb.  28.  Admirals  Rujftl  and  Shovel  with 
feveral  men  of  war,  fet  fail  to  oppofe  the 
intended  French  invafion. 

March  2.  King  James  came  to  Calais, 
in  order  to  have  embarked  with  a  body  of 
troops  for  England,  but  admiral  Rujftl  ha- 
ving aflemblcd  a  fuperior  fleet  of  men  of 
war,  and  appearing  before  Dunkirk,  and 
the  duke  of  Wirtemburgb  having  trsnf- 
ported  twenty  battalions  of  the  confederate 
forces  into  England,  his  hopes  of  a  fudden 
rcftoration  were  difappointed.

Ad  act  for  caking  off  the  obligation  and 
encouragement  for  coining  of  guineas  for  a 
certain  time. 

Nate,  Guineas  went  at  the  rate  of  thirty 
fhUlings  at  the  time  of  calling  in  the  dipt 
money. 

An  act  for  the  relief  of  poor  prifoncrs  for 
debt  )  and  to  fever*!  private  acts. 

March  II.  Robert  Cbarneck,  Edward 
King,  and  Thomas  Keys,  were  tried  and 
convicted  of  high  trcafon,  in  compafling 
and  imagining  the,  death  of  king  William, 
by  aflajfinationi  &c»  and  executed  at  Ty- 
burn on  the  18th 

March  1  a,  A  proclamation  for  a  thankf- 
giving  to  be  obferved  for  king  William'i 
prcfervation,  and  difappointing  the  intend- 
ed infurrection  and  invafion,  on  the  16th 
of  April,  1696. 

March  17*  Fifteen  thoufand  pounds 
Toted  for  the  relief  cf  the  French  pro- 
teftants. 

March  18.  A  proclamation  offering  a 
reward  of  500/.  for  apprehending  Lord 
Afcntgmery  and  Sir  jfobn  Fenxaick. 

March  at.  Sir  John  Freind  tried  and 
convicted  of  high-treafon,  in  confpiring 
the  King  s  death,  and  inciting  an  infurrec- 
tion  and  invafion. 

March  24.  Sir  William  Perkins  indicted 
and  convicted  of  high-treafon,  in  promoting 
the  aflaffination  of  king  William,  and  in- 
citing a  rebellion  and  invafion.  Sir  Jabn 
Freind  and  Sir  William  Perkins .  were  exe- 
cuted at  Tyburn  the  3d  of  April,  1696, 
where  Mr.  Collier,  the  priert,  gave  them 
abfolution. 

1696,  April  3.  Sir  Clovdejley  Shovel 
bombarded  Calais,  and  did  conudcrable  da- 
mage, having  thrown  into  the  town  be- 
tween two  and  three  hundred  bombs.

Brigadier  Ambrefe  Rockioood, 
major  Robert  Lonici,  and  Charles  Cranburn, 
tried  and  convicted  of  high-treafon,  as  con- 
fpirators  in  the  afiafli  nation  plot )  they 
were  executed  at  Tyburn  the  19th  inftant. 
Thefe  were  the  fhrrt  prifoncrs  that  had  the 
benefit  of  the  act  for  regulating  trials, 
which  allowed  council,  &c. 

April  24.  Sir  George  Rwke  arrived  front 
Cadin  with  the  fleet  under  his  command. 

April  27.  King  William  gave  the  royal 
afTent  to  an  act  for  laying  feveral  duties  up- 
on low  wines,  or  fpirits  of  the  ftrft  cxtrac* 
tion  }  and  for  preventing  the  frauds  and 
abufes  of  brewers,  diftillers,  and  other  per- 
fons  chargeable  with  the  duties  of  excife.

An  act,  that  the  folemn  affirmation  and 
declaration  of  the  people  called  Quaker*, 
fliall  be  accepted  inflcad  of  an  01th  In  the 
ufual  furm  :  and  to  two  other  alts. 

After  which  the  King  made  a  fpeech  to 
J»oth  Houfes,  acknowledging  their  kind- 
nefs  in  the  great  teal  and  concern  they  had 
{hewn  for  his  pcrfon  and  government,  and 
the  fupplies  they  had  provided  him }  and 
faid,  that  the  neceffitv  of  affairs  requiring 
his  prefence  abroad,  he  hoped  they  would 
be  aflifting  to  thofe  he  mould  leave  in  the 
adminiftration  of  the  government.  Then 
the  Parliament  was  prorogued  to  the  16th 
of  June.

Peter  Cook,  efq.  fon  of  Sir 
Milts  Cock,  was  tried  for  high  treafon,  as  a 
confpirator  in  the  late  plot,  and  convicted, 
but  afterwards  pardoned,  not  being  charged 
with  any  dire  ft  deugn  againft  king  IVil- 
lianii  life. 

May  23.  A  proclamation  for  a  fait  to 
he  obferved  the  26th  of  June,  for  the 
fuccefs  of  the  campaign. 

May  30.    Lord  Caf>cl,  lord  deputy  of  I 
Inlaid,  died,  and  the  council  elected  the 
lord  chancellor  Porter,  as  chief  governor, 
till  the  King's  plcafure  mould  be  known. 

The  confederates  begun  this  year's  cam-

Lord  Cum,  brigadier  Stttart, 
brigadier  Leviftn,  brigadier  EarU,  colonel 
Collier,  and  monfteur  De  Tongue,  made  ma- 
jors-general j  and  the  prince  of  Whtemberg, 
colonel  Cunningham,  col.  Ingoldfby,  col. 
Fairfax,  col.  Trelaxoney,  col.  Maitiaxd  axd 
col.  Tiffin,  made  brigadiers-general. 

Sir  John  Fenwick,  against  whom  a  p re- 
clamation was  iffued,  as  a  confpirator  in 
the  late  plot,  was  taken  at  New  Remutey  m 
Kent,  end  committed  to  the  Tower. 

June  \t.  John  Sobiejki,  the  martial  king 
of  Poland,  died  this  year,  in  his  70th  yeaf, 
and  was  fucceeded  by  Auguflut,  elector  of 
Saxony,  after  having  changed  his  religion. 

June  27.  The  Parliament  of  Ireland 
met,  and  expelled  Mr.  Sander fon,  the  only 
member  of  their  hotrfe  who  had  not  fijned 
the  afTociation* 

The  King  appointed  the  Lord  Chancel* 
lor,  and  the  earls  of-MmtrOtb  and  DrtghetU, 
lords  juftices  of  Ireland.  Shortly  after  the 
Chancellor  died. 

July  1.  Sir  John  Turton,  a  baron  of 
the  Exchequer,  made  one  of  the  justices  of 
the  King's-bcnch,  in  the  room  of  Mr.

Admiral  Bmbmr  having  been  fent  to 
block  up  Monf.  Du  Bart,  the  French  ad* 
rairal,  in  Dunkirk,  the  latter  found  means 
to  efcape  out  in  a  fog,  and  fell  In  with  a 
Dutch  fquadron  of  fix  frigates  and  many 
merchant  mips,  which  he  took;  he  wax 
attacked  by  a  convoy  to  a  fleet  of  outward 
bound  ftipx,  who  forced  Du  Bart  to  burn 
four  of  the  Dutch  frigates  and  thirty-four 
merchant  mips  ;  thus  ended  the  naval  ope- 
rations of  this  year.

King  William  returned  from 
Holland,  neither  the  confederates  nor  the 
Wrench  having  attempted  one  fiege,  or  en- 
tered upon  any  conliderable  action  this  cam- 
paign. The  reafon  given  for  the  inactivity 
of  the  Ersgjjjb,  was  the  great  Scarcity  of 
money  in  England,  upon  the  recoiling  the 
silver  this  year  }  and  it  is  very  certain  that 
both  armies  this  campaign  half  fubftfted 
ihemfclves  by  the  plunder  of  the  mifcrable 
inhabitants  of  thofe  countries  that  were  the 
feat  of  war. 

Off.  7.  The  ncutralllty  of  Italy  agreed 
on  between  France  and  the  confederates. 

Off.  17.  John  Clanciy,  who  had  been 
ioformed  againft  by  captain  Porter,  was 
tried  and  convicted  of  a  mifdemeanour,  in 
•tampering  with  Porter  to  go  over  to  France, 
or  fupprets  his  evidence  again  ft  the  Earl  of 
jSylcjhury,  Lord  Montgomery,  and  Sir  J,t>Ln 
'Tenwick.  He  was  fentenced  to  pay  a  fine 
.of  500  marks,  to  ftand  three  times  in  the 
pillory,  and  find  fureties  for  bis  good  be- 
haviour for  one  year.

He  acquainted  them  that  fome  overtures

The  French  Proteftants  have  been  allow- 
ed 1 5,000/.  a  year  ever  fmce. 

Off.  23.  The  Commons  attended  the 
King  with  an  addrefs,  alluring  them  that 
they  would  not  be  amufed  or  diverted-  by  any 
often  of  peace  from  aflifting  him  in  the  pro- 
fee  ut  ion  of  the  war.  In  anfwer  to  which, 
the  King  told  them,  that  the  continuance 
of  their  aeal  and  favour,  was  the  thing  of 
tbe  world  he  valued  moft,  and  that  he 
Should  make  the  good  and  fafety  of  the  nj- 
tion  the  principal. care  of  lis  life. 
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Off,  28.  The  Lords  attended  the  King 
with  an  affectionate  addrcf*,  of  the  fame 
purport  with  that  of  the  Commons. 

A  pamphlet,  cntiluled,  An  Account  cf 
the  Proceedings  of  the  Commons,  in  relation 
to  the  rt- coining  the  dipt  Money,  and  faliinr 
'be  Price  of  Guineas,  was  ordered  to  be  burnt 
by  the  common  hangman  j  and  his  Ma- 
jelly  was  addrefled  to  ifiue  a  proclamation, 
offering  500/.  for  the  difcovery  of  the  au- 
thor j  and  the  loth  of  December  a  procla- 
mation was  iflued  for  apprehending  one 
Qrajccmb,  who  handed  it  to  the  prefs. 

jVcv.  $•  A  proclamation  was  iflued,  of- 
fering a  reward  of  1000/.  for  apprehending 
Cardell  Goodman,  a  witnefs  of  a  late  plot, 
who  had  withdrawn  himfelf. 

The  Commons  voted  a  fupply  of  upwards 
of  five  millions,  for  the  charges  of  the  en- 
fuing  year,  fur  the  maintaining  40,000  fca- 
mcn  and  87,000  landmen, 

Noti,  The  land  bank,  that  had  been 
•ftablilhed  by  act  of  Parliament  laft  year, 
and  was  to  have  raifed  two  millions  and  a 
half,  did  not  produce  the  fum  defitcd,  which, 
reduced  the  government  to  very  grcaC 
ftraits. 

Government  tallies  and  debentures  were 
at  40,  50,  and  60  per  cent,  difcount  about 
this  time ;  and  even* bank  bills  at  2c per  cent 
difceunt  j  as  tbe  fellers  of  the  goverumcnt 
Securities  and  bank  notes  became  very  ou- 
-sncroof,  they  were  offered  and  in  a  manner 
cried  in  Exihange-aVuy,  where  many  rich 
men  vaflly  incrclfcd  their  fortunes  by  buy- 
ing them  up  :  but  fuch  was  the  diligence 
of  this  Parliament  in  creating  new  funds 
for  the  difcharge  of  the  debts  of  the  na- 
tion; in  a  courfe  of  time,  that  banjc  bills 
rofe  to  par  again,  on  the  Parliament's  in- 
crcaung  their  ftock  another  million,  and 
continuing  their  term  to  the  year  j  7 10: 
but  nothing  fupplied  the  want  of  calh  bet- 
.ter.than  the  Parliament's  authorizing  the 
•Treasury  to  ill'ue  out  near  thtce  millions  of 
Exqucqucr  notes,  which  being  allowed  in 
taxes,  and  circulated  by  the  Bank  for  a  mo-  . 
derate  premium,  contributed  in  a  great 
meafure  to  reftore  things  to  their  anticjit 
ftate. 

Wov,  6.  Captain  Thomas  Vaughan,  com- 
mander of  the  Royal  Clmcarty,  was  tried 
and.  convicted  of  high  trtafon,  in  that, 
being  a  fubject  uf  king  Williams  (an  Irifij- 
man)  he  had  accepted  a  commiflion  from 
the  French  king,  and  cruifed  upon  the  Sub- 
jects of  England,  with  an  intent  to  take 
and  Spoil  them  upon  tbe  high  feas,  &c. 
Nov,  tj.  The  Wdliem  packet-boat  going 
Ddd  %  frym 
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from  Holland  to  Ireland  with  fame  paflc ti- 
gers, among  whom  was  brigadier  Fine-Pa- 
trick, was  call  away  in  Dublin-hay,  and 
(inly  the*  mafter  and  a  boy  laved. 

Sir  John  Fetrtvick  had  been  indifted  for 
high-treafon,  as  concerned  in  the  late  con- 
fpiracy  againft  king  William  ;  but  there 
being  but  one  witnefs  againft  him,  he  could 
not  be  convifted  in  tbb  courts  of  law : 
whereupon  this  day  a  bill  was  brought  into 
the  Houfe  of  Commons  to  attaint  him  Of 
high  treafon,  without  allowing  him*  trial* 
This  occafioned  long  debates  in  the  Houfe 
of  Commons.  However  the  party  that 
Was  for  the  bill  carried  it,  189  againft  156. 
In  the  Houfe  of  Lords  alfo  this  bill  occa- 
fioned warm  debates  j  but  it  was  carried  at 
length,  fixty-eight  being  for  it,  and  fixty- 
one  againft  it. 

Sir  George  Rooke  was  called  before  the 
Houfe,  to  give  an  account  why  the  Toulon 
fquadron  was  fuflfered  to  get  unmolefted  in- 
to Brejl  i  alfo  Sir  Cliueirjlry  Sbruel  was  or- 
dered to  lay  copies  of  his  orders  before  the 
Houfe,  when  they  were  both  acquitted  with 
nonoor. 

Six-pence  per  month  was  deducted  out  of 
every  feaman's  wages,  for  the  fupport  of 
Greenwich  hofpital. 

The  corporation  of  the  Trinity-hoofe  be- 
gan a  light-houfe  on  Ihe  Edtfyftonc-rockj 
near  P'lymcufb. 

King  William  appointed  a  board  of  com. 
miflioners  for  trade  and  plantations,  cort- 
fifting  of  a  firft  lord  commifiioner  and  feven 
others,  each  with  a  f alary  of  1000/.  the  fa- 
mous John  Lode,  efq.  was  appointed  firft 
\ori  comm iftjonfcr. 

An  aft  was  paffed  for  the  increafe  and 
encouragement  of  feamen,  eftabliftiing  a  re- 
gifter  of  30,000  men,  in consideration  ef-e 
yearly  premium  of  ^cj.  each.  • 

Nov.  19.  King  WilTtans  appointed  Tho- 
mas Earl  of  Pembroke,  lord  privy-feal.  Lord 
Vifcount  Villon  and  Sir  Jojtfh  Williamson, 
his  plenipotentiaries  to  treat  Of  a  peace  with 
^France. 

*  Nov.  a  5.  The  Commons  referred,  that 
a  fupply  be  granted  to  make'  good  the  defi- 
ciencies of  parliamentary  funds  t  which  de- 
nciences  were  then  computed  to  amount  to 
upwards  of  fire  millions  fterling.

April  9*  Xft/fiam  earl  of  Craven,  died  in 
the  89th  year  of  his  age. 

April  ii*  Sir  Thomas  Aftmf><j[ony  Sir 
CharUt  Caterell,  jun.  and  Jama  Tyrrel,  efq. 
w«re  appointed  commiffioncrs  for  executing 
the  office  of  lord  privy-feal,  in  the  abfence 
of  the  earl  of  Pembroke,  who  was  in  Holland. 

April  14.  Cbarlti  earl  of  Maneheftcr  was 
appointed  ambaflador  extraordinary  to  the 
republic  of  Venice  \  Sir  James  Rujbout,  bart. 
-ambaflador  to  Turkey  \  and  Sir  Lamhvt 
Bbckwell,  envoy  to  Tujcany,  who  was 
knighted  on  that  occafion. 

Tumults  of  the  Weavers  in  London,  on 
account  of  calicoes  and  other  Indian  manu- 
factures, imported.  They  had  very  near 
feized  the  treafure  at  the  Eaft-InJia  hoafe. 

April  16.  The  royal  aflent  was  given  to 
ah  act  for  laying  a  duty  upon  leather,  for 
the  term  of  three  years  ;  and  making  other 
provifion  For  anfwering  the  deficiencies  as

An  act  for  licenfing hawkers  and  pedlars, 
far  a  farther  provifion  for  payment  of  the 
interest  of  the  tranfport  debt  for  the  re- 
ducing of  Ireland. 

An  act  for  granting  to  his  Majefty  a  fur- 
ther fubfidy  of  tonnage  and  poundage  up- 
on merchandises  imported  for  the  term  of 
two  years  and  three  quarters  j  and  an  addi- 
tional land  tax  for  one  year,  for  carrying 
on  the  war  againft  France. 

Kotwithftsnding  the  taxes  were  fo  very 
heavy  at  this  time,  the  national  debt  whs 
vaftly  inrreafed  by  the  frauds  of  the  offi- 
cers of  the  revenue,  as  well  as  by  thofe 
who  were  concerned  in  making  contracts 
for  the  government. 

One  method  practifed  among  many  others 
was,  by  making  falfe  indorsements  upon 
Exchequer  bills,  whereby  they  gained  feven

thefe  plunderers  of  the  nation  were  Mr. 
Ctarlet  buncombe,  receiver  general  of  the 
Excifc,  "Mr*  John  Knight,  treafurer  of  the 
Cuftoms,  Bartholomew  Burton,  of  the  Ex- 
cite Office,  and  Reginald  Marrict,  one  of 
the   deputy   tellers  of    the  Exchequer. 
Whereupon  Duncombe  and  Knight  being 
members  of  the  Commons,  were  expelled, 
and  committed  to  the  Tower,  and  Burtom 
was  fent  to  Newgate,  and  a  bill  being 
brought  in  to  puniih  them,  was  loft  by- 
one  voice  in  the  Houfc  of  Lards,  and  they 
all  efcaped,  being  fuppofed  to  have  pur- 
chafed  their  peace  with  part  of  the  fpoils 
they  had  defrauded  the  nation  of. 

An  a*ct  fur  the  leflemng  the  duty  upo*» 
tin  and  pewter  exported,  and  granting  an 
.  equivalent  for  the  fame  by  a  duty  upon 
drugs. 

An  act  to  make  perpetual  and  snore  ef- 
fectual an  act,  entitled  an  act  to  prevent 
delays  at  the  quarter  feffions  of  the  peace. 

An  act  to  enforce  the  act  for  the  locreaie 
and  encouragement  of  fcamen* 

An  act  for  explaining  and  enforcing  the 
act  for  paving  and  cleaning  the  ftreets  with- 
in the  cities  of  London  an  J  Jftjlminjter,  and 
borough  of  Sontbwark,  and  weekly  bills 
of  mortality,  and  ftreets  adjoining  there- 
unto $  and  for  widening  the  ftreet  at  the 
fouth  end  of  London  bridge. 

An  act  for  the  farther  encouragement  of 
the  manufacture  of  luteftrings  and  alamodes 
within  this  realm ;  and  for  the  better  pre-- 
venting  the  importation  of  the  fame.

After  which  the  King  made  a  fpeech,  re- 
turning the  Houfes  thanks  for  what  they 
had  done,  which  he  faid  had  been  carried 
with  great  prudence,  temper,  and  affection  ^ 
that  they  had  furmotinted  mighty  difficul- 
ties, and  brooght  things  to  fuch  a  ce-nclu- 
fion,  that  titey  might  hope  to  carry  en  the 
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war  with  fuccefs,  if  the  enemy  did  not 
?h:nk  it  his  intereit.  Co  agree  to  an  honoura- 
ble peace. 

Vice  admiral  Neville  was  fent  to  join 
admiral  Jlfeeiu  at  Madeira,  and  from  thence 
failrd  for  the  Wejk  India  iflands,  in  purluit 
cf  M.  de  Pohttis  who  wm  gone  to  Cartba- 
gtna  with  twenty-fix  fhips.  The  Eng'ijb 
£ee;  came  in  fight  of  the  French  fquadrun, 
but.  could  r.ot  bring  them  to  engagement. 
The  Eeihfh  fleet  took  a  rly-boat  with 
a>oo,ooo/.  worth  of  plate  on  board. 

The  fleet  returned  to  Jamaica,  from 
whence  a  fquadron  was  difpatched  to  Petit' 
Guovait  which  place  they  furprifed  and 
burnt,  and  brought  off  a  number  of  ne- 
groes to  Jamaica. 

Both  thefe  admirals  died  abroad,  and 
captain  Robert  Dilkts,  as  fenior  captain, 
brought  the  Aeet  home  the  latter  end  of 

Ctl(J>er. 

The  French  admiral  Peintis,  on  his  return 
home,  was  engaged  by  fix  EngUJb  mips 
tanker  the  command  of  captain  Harlow, 
but  he  fecured  a  retreat  into  Brtft  with  the 
Xreafure  he  had  got  at  Carthagena,  amount- 
ing  to  1,000,000/.  fterling. 

April  17.  Cbarlet  the  Eleventh,  king  of 
Sweden ,  died  in  the  forty  fecond  year  of 
bit  age,  and  the  twenty  fevcntb'of  his  reign 
and  was  fuccecded  by  his  fon.  Claries. 

April  19.  The  earl  of  Sunderland  was 
snaoc  lord  chamberlain  of  the  houihold, 
upon  the  refignation  of  the  earl  of  Dcrfet, 
and  admitted  of  the  Privy-council ;  and 
Teemed  to  have  now  as  great  an  influence 
in  king  William  t  court,  as  he  formerly 
had  in  his  late  mailer  king  James's. 

April  22.  Sir  John  Somcrs,  lord  keeper, 
was  constituted  lord  high  chancellor  of 
England. 

The  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury  \  the  lord 
chaacejllor ;  the  earl  of  Pembroke,  privy 
Teal ;  the  duke  of  Devon,  lord  fteward  j 
the  duke  of  Sbrewjbvry,  fecretary  of  ftate  $ 
the  earl  of  Sunderland,  lord  chamberlain  ; 
the  earl  of  Dor  jet,  the  earl  of  Rem  try,  and 
admiral  Edward  Wujjfel,  were  appointed 
lords  jutticcs  during  the  King's  ablence  in 
Holland* 

Goodwin  Wharton,  elq.  was  made  one  of 
the  lords  of  the  Admiralty,  in  the  room  0/ 
colonel  Aufiin,  deceafed. 

April  25.  King  William  embarked  at 
Margate,  aod  landed  in  Holland  the  next 
day. 

The  earl  of  Stamford  was  conftituted 
chancellor  of  the  dutchy  of  Lancajier  j  and 
lord  Wharton  was  created  chief  juftice  and

juftice  in  Eyre  of  all  the  forefts,  chafes,  and 
parks,  on  this  fide  Trent. 

April  it},  0.  S.  The  conferences  between 
the  plenipotentiaries  for  treating  of  a  gene- 
ral peace  were  opened  at  RtfioUk,  Muniieur 
Letinroot,  the  Swedifi>  ambaflador,  was  me- 
diator. 

Ralph  Grry,  efq.  was  appointed  governor 
Of  Bjfbadeei. 

Mjy  6.  Ae-h  in  Flanders,  was  invefledi 
by  the  French  under  the  command  of  Mon- 
fieur  Catinat. 

»  The  earl  of  Rtvert  was  made  lieutenant* 
general,  and  brigadier  Lumtey  major-general. 

Mat  16.  At  lb  was  furrendered  to  the 
French. 

The  French  made  thcmfclvcs  matters  of 
Carthagtna,  and  admiral  Ponti  brought  away 
with  him  to  France  the  value  of  twelve 
millions  of  crowns,  according  to  the  Spa* 
r'.ifo  account. 

June  a ,  0.  S.  Barcelona  M  as  invefted  by 
the  French,  commanded  by  the  duke  of 
Vendojme.  The  prince  of  Hejfe  Darmfiadt, 
the  governor,  made  a  brave  defence,  but  was

continued  cruifing  for  a  few  weeks.

It  was  not  the  defire  of  feeing  the  cele- 
brated cities  of  the  German  empire,  or  the 
moft  potent  republic  of  the  umvetfe,  that 
made  me  leave  my  threoe  In  a  diffant  ceun* 
I«*  try, 
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try,  and  my  victorious  aimies  ,  but  the  ve- 
hement paftion  alone  of  feeing  the  molt 
brave  and  mod  generous  hero  of  the  age. 
1  have  my  wi/h  :  I  have  fecn  .he  bell  man, 
and  the  heft  prince  in  the  ucrl.f,  'which 
gives  me  more  fatisfaction  than  the  taking 
•f  sffeph,  and  triumphing  over  the  Tartars. 
But,  Sir,  the  conqueft  is  yours,  your  mar- 
tial genius  directed  my  fword,  and  the 
emulation  of  your  exploits  ir.flilkd  into  my 
breaft  the  firft  thoughts  of  enlarging  my 
dominions. 

«*I  cannot  exprefs  in  words  the  venera- 
tion I  have  for  your  virtue  j  my  journey  is 
One  proof  of  it. 

"  The  fcafon  Is  fo  fir  advanced,  and  1 
hope  the  peace  too,  that  I  (hall  not  have 
the  plcafure  which  JlTaxin-Uijn  felt,  of 
fighting  under  the  banner  of  Erg'and  igitnfl 
France  the  common  enemy.  If  the  war 
continues,  I  and  try  armies  will  readily  tb 
ferve  your  order*  \  and  if  in  war  or  peace 
your  induflrious  fubjeifs  will  trade,  to  ti.e 
moil  northern  parts  of  the  world,  the  ports 
of  Rujfia  mall  be  free  for  ihem,  at; !

as  they  continue  to  be  at  this  day ;  but  it 
was  very  remarkable  on  this  occasion,  thzf 
not vithlUn ding  the  nation  had  been  ex- 
hausted by  *  I°ng  war,  and  diftrctfed  by 
recoining  all  (he  silver,  the  whole  fum  of 
1,000,000/.  was  fubferibed  within  two  days, 
and  the  fubferibers  incorporated.

The  Scottifk  company  fent  50  mips  and 
laoo  men  to  make  a  fettlement  on  the 
Iflbmus  of  Darien  :  they  landed  the  4th  of 
November  and  creeled  a  fart. 

Dec.  1.  King  William  embarked  for 
England,  and  arrived  ai  Margate  the  3$ 
inftant. 

Dec.  9.  The  new  Parliament  met,  and 
the  Commons  being  dircfted  to  chufs  a 
Speaker,  they  elected  Sir  Thomas  Littlercr. 
bart.  who  was  approved  by  the  King ;  after 
which  his  Majefty  made  a  fpeech  to  both 
Houfes,  wherein  he  recommended  to  them 
the  keeping  up  a  eonfidcrable  force  by  land 
and  fea,  and  the  making  loroe  further  pro- 
grefs  in  difcharging  the  national  debts,  the 
employing  the  poor,  the  advancement  of 
trade,  and  the  difcouraging  vice  and  pro- 
fanenefs;  but  never  mentioned  one  word 
of  the  partition  treaty.

Bucks',  but 
upon  ms  refuting  to  take  the  oaths,  anew 
writ  was  iflued  to  Wicmb  to  chute  another 
burgefs.

The  Commons  waited  on  the 
King  with  their  resolutions,  jn  relation  to 
the  JrUh  forfeitures ;  in  anfwer  to  which, 
his  Majefty  told  them,  he  thought  himfelf 
obliged  in  juftice  to  reward  thofe  who  had 
ferved  werl,  and  particularly  in  the  reduc- 
tion of  L eland,  out  of  the  eft  ites  forfeited 
to  him  there  5  and  that  their  leflening  the 
national  debts,  and  rcftoring  the  public 
credit,  he  thought,  would  beft  contribute 
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to  the  honour,  intereft,  and  fafety  of  fJhtf 
kingdom.

The  commons  having  tacked 
the  land-tax  bill  and  the  refumption  of  the 
Lijb  forfeitures  together,  occafioned  feveraj 
conferences  between  the  two  Houfesj  but 
at  length  the  Lords  yielded  to  the  Commons 
by  his  Majetty's  direction,  money  bcine. 
very  much  wanted. 

The  Commons  refolved,  that  an  addrefs 
be  nude  to  his  Majefty,  that  no  perfon  who 
was  not  a  native  of  his  dominions,  except 
the  prince  of  Denmark,  be  admitted  to  bts 
M^jcfty*s  f  uncils  in  England  or  Ireland  \ 
bot  to  prevent  the  prefenting  this  addrefs, 
the  King  went  to  the  Hcufe  on  the  nth 
infta^t,  and  prorogued  the  Parliament  to 
the  23d  of  May.

An  aft,  for  the  better  explanation  and 
better  execution  of  former  aftj  made  touch- 
ing watermen  and  wherrymen  rowing  on  the 
river  of  Th*met\  and  for  the  better  order- 
ing and  governing  the&id  watermen,  wher- 
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rymenj  and  lightermen  up^n  the  fiid  river, 
between  Grave/end  and  Wwdfor. 

An  aft,  for  taking  away  the  duties  upon 
the  woollen  manufactures,  corn,  grain, 
bread,  bifcuitt,  and  meal  exported. 

An  aft,  for  the  appointing  commiflioners 
to  take,  examine,  and  determine  the  debts 
due  to  the  army,  navy,  and  for  traufport- 
fervice,  and  alio  an  account  of  the  prixea 
taken  during  the  late  war. 

An  aft,  to  diffolve  the  duke  of  Norfotk'% 
marriage  with  the  lady  Mary  Mordant,  and 
to  enable  him  to  marry  again  ;  and  to  Se- 
veral other  private  afts. 

May  at  . The  great  feal  being  taken  from 
the  lord  Somen,  Sir  Nathan  Wright  Wtt 
made  lord  keeper. 

The  Parliament  of  Scotland  met,  and  a 
vote  was  propofed,  Thai  the  colony  of  Ca- 
ledonia in  Darien  was  a  legal  and  rightful 
fcttlement,  and  that  the  Parliament  would 
maintain  and  fupport  it  :  whereupon  the 
High  Commi/Tioner  adjourned  them  from 
time  to  time,  to  prevent  the  question  being 
put;  of  which  the  Scotch  complained  inn 
national  addrefs  to  king  William. 

June  14.  Edward  earl  of  Jerfey  Wis 
conftituted  lord  chamberlain ;  and  the  carl 
of  Ramney  groom  of  the  ftolc. 

June  27.  King  William  declared  in  coun- 
cil his  deiign  of  going  to  Holland;  and  ap- 
pointed the  archbiwop  of  Canterbury  j  Sir 
Nathan  Wright,  lord  keeper  j  the  carl  of 
Pembroke,  lord  prcfident ;  the  lord  vifcount 
Lorfdale,  lord  privy -feal j  the  duke  of  De- 
von, lord  fteuard  ;  John  earl  of  Bridge- 
water,  firft  commi  fltcner  of  the  Admiralty  | 
John  earl  of  Marlborough ,  governor  to  the 
duke  ofGlocefler,  and  Ford  carl  of  Tanker- 
ville,  firft  commiflioner  of  the  Treafury, 
lords  juftices  in  his  abfence. 

July  5.  The  King  embarked  at  Mar- 
gate, and  arrived  in  Holland  the  next  day. 

July  20.  An  alliance  having  been  en' 
tcrcd  into  between  the  kings  of  Denmark 
and  Poland,  and  the  caar  of  Mufcovy,  againft 
the  young  king  of  Sweden  }  and  h:s  enemies?

The  Parliament  twas  further 
prorogued  to  the  14th  of  Oclober. 

Sept.  18.  The  earl  of  Rocbeflcr,  being 
made  lord  lieutenant  of  Ireland,  arrived  it 
Dubttn. 

08.  18.  King  William  returned  to  Eng- 
land. 

Off.  28.  Pope  Innocent  XII.  died,  in  the 
86th  year  of  hi»  age. 

Oil.  29.  The  Parliament  of  Scotland 
met  1  and  having  received  advice  of  the  lofs 
cf  Darren,  fince  their  laft  meeting,  fell 
into  great  heats.

Nov.  |a  MS.  The  long  expefled  death 
cf  Charles  II.  king  of  Spain,  happened}  he 
died  in  the  39th  year  6f  his  age,  and  the 
36th  of  his  reign;  and,  having  been  pro- 
voked by  the  partition  of  his  dominions  by 
the  Englijb  and  Dutch,  he  made  his  will 
t'nt  preceding  month,  and  difpofed  of  his 
Crown  to  Philip  duke  of  A^jou,  fecond  fon 
to  the  dauphin  of  France',  and  in  cafe  he 
died  without  iflue,  or  the  crown  of  France 
fhould  defcend  to  him,  Spain  to  pals  to  the 
duke  of  Betry,  his  youngeft  brother}  and 
in  cafe  he  died,  &c.  or  France  defcend  to  thr 
duke  of  Berry,  then  Spain  to  go  to  the  arch- 
duke Charles,  the  Emperor's  fecond  fon ;  and 
on  failure  of  iflue  of  the  archduke  Charles, 
then  to  the  duke  of  Savoy,  without  any  par- 
tition, or  difmetnbting  of  the  monarchy.

Dec.  12.  Lawrence  earl  of  Rocbeflcr 
made  lord  lieutenant  of  Ireland. 

Sidney  lord  Gcdolpbin  was  made  firft  I 
miflioncr  of  the  Treafury. 

Dec  19.  The  King  diflblved  the  Parlia- 
ment, becaufe  the  Houfe  of  Commons  hai 
not  been  fo  compliant  as  he  defircd.

This  year  and  in  1587,  the  price  at  the 
beginning  and  end  of  the  year  varied  as 
cxpreiTed. 
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1700-1,  Jan.  The  eleaor  of  Brandett- 
hurgb  was  crowned  king  of  Prvjfia. 

The  Parliament  of  Scotland  paffed  an  aft, 
for  keeping  on  foot  3000 forces  till  the  firft 
of  December  1701 ;  and  another  for  a  land- 
tax  to  maintain  thefe  troops.  The  King 
defired  1100  men  on  his  account  to  the 
firft  of  June  following,  which  they  com- 
plied with,  and  then  were  prorogued  to  the 
fixth  of  May. 

The  earl  of  Argyle  and  duke  of  Sheenf- 
bury9  having  exerted  themfelves  in  calming 
the  minds  of  the  Scotch,  and  gaining  them 
to  the  fide  of  government,  the  King  re* 
warded  the  duke  of  Quetnfbury  with  a  gar- 
ter, and  Argyle  was  made  a  duke. 

Feb.  io.  The  Parliament  met,  and  being 
directed  to  chufe  a  Speaker,  they  elected 
Robert  tlarley,  efq.  who  was  the  next  day 
approved  by  his  Majefty  5  after  which  the 
Kmg  made  a  fpeech  to  both  Houfes, 
wherein  he  told  them,  that  the  duke  of 
Cheeper death  had  made  it  abfolutely  ne- 
cefl'ary,  that  there  mould  be  a  farther  pre*, 
viuon  for  the  fucceffion  of  the  crown  in  th« 
Proteftant  line.   That  the  King  of  Spain  % 
death  had  made  a  great  alteration  in  atfaira 
abroad,  and  defired  them  to  take  it  into 
tbelr  confideration,  and  take  fuch  resolu- 
tions as  mould  be  moft  conducing  to  the 
fafety  of  the  kingdom.   He  defired  TuppUes 
for  the  current  year,  put  them  in  mind  of 
the  deficiences  of  former  funds,  and  of  the 
public  debts  }  of  repairing  and  augmenting 
the  navy,  and  sonifying  the  ports}  the  im- 
provement of  trade,  and  making  provifien 
for  the  poor. 

The  Convocation  was  opened,  and  Dr. 
IIooper9  dean  of  Canterbury  t  was  chofen  pro- 
locutor of  the  lower  Houfe. 

The  Convocation  not  having  been  fuf- 
fered  to  fit  and  do  bufinefs  for  ten  years, 
had  occafioned  great  uneafinefs  among  the 
dergy. 

The  firft  thing  they  did  wa»  lo  prefent  a 
dutiful  addrefs  to  bis  Maiefty,  giving  bim 
all  poffible  aflfuxanec  for  their  fUady  loyalty 
Fffa  ™« 
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and  affection  to  hit  facred  pcrfon  and  go- 
vernment. 

The  Lower  Houfe  proceeded  to  cenfure 
fevcral  injurious  and  blafphemous  paflages, 
contained  in  a  book  writtcnl>y  jfohnTclandt 
intituled,.  Cbrif.ianity  not  myflerbut.  While 
the  Upper  Houfe  expreflcd  their  indigna- 
tion at  a  book,  intituled,  Fjfayi  on  tic  ba- 
lance cf  Power ;  in  which  Is  the  following 
paflage,  "  Are  not  a  great  many  of  us  able  to 
point  out  fevcral  perfons,  whom  nothing 
has  recommended  to  places  of  higheft  truft, 
and  often  to  rich  benefices  and  dignities, 
tut  the  open  enmity  which  they  have  al- 
fnoft  from  their  cradle:  profefTcd  to  the  di- 
vinity of  Chrift.P  Which  their  Lordfhips 
fcemed  to  apprehend  was  levelled  againft 
foraccf  their  order.    But  there  happening 
to  he  a  mifunderftar.ding  between  the  two 
houfes  about  adjournments,  there  was  no 
bufinefs  ior.e. 

The  Lower  Houfe  proceeded  however  to 
cenfure  Bifliop  Burnet's  expofition  of  the 
xxxix  articles  \  the  Upper  Houfe  declared 
their  cenfure  was  fcandalous,  and  they  had 
yio  authority  to  examine  the  works  of  a 
bifhop. 

Feb.  14.  The  Commons  refolved  to  tend 
by  and  fupport  his  Majeftv  and  bis  govern- 
ment, and  take  fuch  effectual  meafurcs  as 
may  beft  conduce  to  the  intereft  and  fafcty 
of  England,  the  prefervation  of  the  prote- 
rant  religion,  and  the  peace  of  Europe. 

Feb.it.  The  Commons  having  pcrufed 
the  treaties  between  England and  the  Statcs- 
feneral,  addrefied  his  Majefty  to  enter  into 
fuch  negotiations  with  them  and  other  po- 
tentates, as  might  moft  effectually  conduce 
to  the  mutual  fafcty  of  thefe  kingdoms  and 
the  States-general,  and  the  prefervation  of 
the  peace  of  Europe ;  and  gave  him  aflu- 
rances  of  fupport  and  afftftance  in  perform- 
ance of  the  treaty  made  with  the  States- 
general  in  1677,  whereby  England  was  to 
fumifh  them  with  a  body  of  troops,  in  cafe 
of  their  being  attacked. 

Feb.  xc.  Dilutes  happened  between  the 
two  Houfes  of  Convocation,  concerning 
the  Archbifhop's  power  to  adjourn  the 
Lower  Houfe. 

Feb.  26.  A  proclamation  was  iflued  for 
putting  the  laws  in  execution  againft  Pa  - 
pi/Is,  and  other  difaftccled  perfons. 

Feb.  a8.  John  Packburfi  and  John  Paf- 
eball,  erqrs.  two  of  the  commiflioners  of 
the  prizes,  were  ordered  to  be  committed 
to  the  Tvtver  by  the  Commons,  for  neg- 
lecting their  duty. 

'  March  6.  A  proclamation  was  iflued  for 


the  difcovery  and  apprehending  of  ps 
offering  a  pardon  to  all  that  mould  volti 
tarily  furrender  thernfelves,  except 
Every. 

Another  proclamation  was  iflued  at  the 
rnftancc  of  the  Ccmmons,  for  imclorsnsj  * 
blcfling  on  the  confultations  of  Pariaaa* 
roent. 

Manb  ia.  The  refolutions  of  the  com* 
mittee,  appointed  to  confidcr  of  the  fur~ 
ther  limitations  of  the  crown,  were  re- 
ported, and  agreed  to  by  the  Commons  j 
and  were  to  this  effect,  viz. 

Rcfolved,    1 .  That  all  things  properly 
cognizable  in  the  Privy-council  be  tranf- 
acted  there  ;  and  all  refclutions  taken  there- 
upon figned  by  the  Privy  council,    a.  That 
no  foreigner,  though  naturalized,  fh^uid 
be  capable  of  a  grant  from  the  crown,  to 
himfelf,  or  any  in  truft  fox  him.    3.  That 
Er.g'.jy.d  mall  not  be  obliged  to  eng?gc  In  any 
war  for  the  defence  of  the  foieign  domi- 
nions cf  any  fuccceding  King.    4.  That 
fucceeding  Kings  fhall  join  in  commnnicrt 
with  the  churchfof  ErglanJ.    5.  That  no 
pardon  wall  be  pleadable  tJ  an  impeachment 
in  Parliament.

A  proteft  of  theduchefs  of  Savoy ,  daugh- 
ter to  the  princefs  Henrietta,  duchefs  of  Or- 
leans,  (who  was  the  youngeft  daughter  of 
king  Charles  I.)  and  next  in  blood  to  the 
erown  of  England,  againft  the  altering  the 
fucceffion. 

Mareb  1  j.  An  act  for  renewing  the  bills 
of  credit,  commonly  called  Exchequer  bills, 
received  the  royal  aflcnt. 

The  EngTtfb  and  Dutch  printed  memo- 
rials to  the  French  ambafiador  at  the  Hague, 
requiring  his  Matter  to  withdraw  his  troops 
out  of  the  Spanifb  Netherlands,  and  to  al- 
low a  fufficicnt  barrier  for  the  fecurity  of 
England,  and  the  States-general ;  to  which 
the  French  ambafTador  gave  no  anfwer. 

March  20.  The  Lords  addreffed  his  Ma- 
jefty,  fhewing  :he  ill  confluences  of  tho 
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tietty  of  petition  to  the  peace  and  safety 
of  tut  opt  j  and  defiring  him,  that,  for  the 
future,  he  would  communicate  all  matters 
or*  importance,  relating  to  his  Mru'tjb  do- 
minion:, to  a  council  «f  bis  natural-born 
fuhjecls,  whufe  intcrcft  it  was  to  confuk 
the  welfare  of  their  country  j  and  whofe 
txperience  and  knowledge  of  their  country 
would  alfo  render  them  more  capable  than 
Grangers,  of  advihng  hit  majeiVy  in  the  true 
interefis  of  it.  And  they  advilcd  bis  Ma- 
jelly,  that,  in  future  treaties  with  the 
Trench  king,  he  would  proceed  with  fuch 
caution,  as  might  carry  a  real  Security. 

March  a*.  The  Commons  alfo  addrelTed 
h"n  Majefiy,  laying  before  him  the  ill  con- 
feouences  of  the  treaty  of  partition. 

1701,  March  ay.  A  proclamation  was 
ifiucd  fcr  apprehending  John  Glow,  Alex* 
*ttd*r  Cut:}itg>  ft 'Mum  Ady,  and  William 
Clifton,  for  offering  bribes  to  procure  the 
election  of  burgcfi'cs  to  fen c  in  Parliament. 

Thomas  earl  of  Pembroke,  lord  prcfident 
of  the  council,  was  appointed  nrft  commii- 
fioner  of  the  Admiralty,  in  the  room  cf 
John  earl  of  Bridgvweuer,  who  died  the 
£th  of  March. 

Henry  Boyle,  cfq.  chancellor  and  under- 
treafurer  or  the  Exchequer,  *as  fworn  of 
the  Privy-council ;  and  Thomas  Pelham, 
etq.  was  made  one  of  the  lords  of  the 
Treafury. 

March  31.  The  King  acquainted  the 

Commons  of  the  hregib  king's  declara- 
tion) that  he  wauid  grant  00  other  fecu- 
rity  than  a  renewal  of  the  peace  of  Ryf- 
Kvick,  snd  alfj  of  the  States  demanding 
fucccur:.  a^resablc  to  the  treaty  of  1677. 

April  1.  Uefolvcd  by  the  Commons, 
that  Wi'iiam  earl  of  Portland,  by  negoctat- 
ing  and  concluding  the  treaty  of  partition, 
was  guilty  of  high  ciimes  and  mifdemea- 
nour«  j  and  ordered  Sir  John  Levifon  Gonotr 
to  impeach  him  af  the  bar  of  the  Houfe 
of  Lords. 

Henry  Hcward,  duke  of  Norfolk,  died 
Suddenly.  His  place  of  earl  mffrflial  was 
.given  to  the  carl  of  Cailijlc. 

April  13.  The  King  received  a  letter 
.from  Philip  of  Spain,  notifying  his  accef- 
£on  to  the  crown. 

April  14.  The  king  of  Spain  was  crowned. 

The  lord  Semers,  hearing  that  the  Com- 
mons were  debating  concerning  an  impeach- 
ment again  A  him,  defired  to  be  heard  firslj 
and  he  was  heard  ia  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons. But,  after  he  withdrew,  it  was  re- 
solved, that  by  ndvifing  the  treaty  of  parti- 
tion, whereby  hvr^e  territories  of  the  ' 


of  Spain  1  dominions  were  to  Be  delivered 
up  to  France,  he  was  guilty  of  a  high  crime 
and  misdemeanour,  and  ordered .  that  Mr. 
hare  ox  rt  carry  up  an  impeachment  againft 

him. 

April  1  e.  They  alfo  refolved  to  impeach 
Edward  carl  of  Or  ford,  and  Charles  ioal 
Halifax ;  and  they  were  impeached  ac- 
cordingly. 

April  17.  King  WuTtam  wrote  a  letter  to 
king  Philip*  congratulating  him  on  hisac. 
cciaon  to  the  throne  of  Spain  \  and  the 
States-general  alfo  congratulated  him  on 
his  accctnou. 

April  13.  The  Commons  addrcfled  his* 
Majcfty  to  remove  from  his  councils  and 
pre  fence  for  ever,  John  lord  Stmtrt,  EoU 
ward  earl  of  Or  ford,  and  Charles  lord  Ha- 
lifax, who  advilcd  that  pernicious  partition, 
treaty  ;  as  alfo  WUliasn  earl  of  Portland, 
who  transacted  it. 

His  Majefty  fent  for  anfwer,  That  he 
would  employ  none  in  his  fervice,  but  fads 
as  fliauld  be  thought  molt  likely  to  im- 
prove the  mutual  trufl  between  him  and 
his  Parliament. 

The  Lords  on  the  other  fide  addreiTcd, 
that  bis  Majefty  would  pais  no  cenfure  on 
thefe  four  Lords,  until  judgment  waa 
given  againft  them  upon  thcahovetaid  im- 
peachments. 

April  26.  Sir  George  Rtnkc  was  appointed 
admiral  and  commander  in  chief  of  his 
Majefty's  fleet,  this  furaroer. 

May  8.  King  William  fent  a  meiTage  to 
the  Common?,  defiring  them  to  afford  the 
States-general  their  immediate  aiMance. 
Whereupon  the  Commons  refolved,  That 
they  would  effectually  arnft  his  Majefty  to 
fupport  his  allies  in  maintaining  the  liber- 
tics  of  Europe ;  and  would  immediately 
provide  fuccours  for  the  States-general,  ac- 
cording to  the  treaty  of  1677.

An  Indian  prince  of  the  Great  McguHa 
family,  having  been  taken  by  European  pi- 
rn tea  in  the  Indian  leas,  as  he  was  going 
00  a  pilgrimage  to  Mecca,  the  Eafi-Jndiu 
company's  factors  at  Sarat  were  kid  in 
irons;  but  upon  repreficnting  that  thofe 
pirates  were  robbers,  alike  enemies  to  the 
Erglifb  and  all  mankind,  and  making  fomc 
rich  prefeno  to  the  Mogul' %  minifters,  the 
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kending  they  would  be  liable  to  the  like 
tni&lortunc  if  the  Emglij'i  pirates  in  thole 
1cm  were  not  fujtprcilee,  they  dc  fired  the 
company  to  procure  a  man  of  war  to  be 
fent  thither  for  the  protection  of  the  trade 
em  that  fide,  and  to  deltroy  a  nest  of  pi* 
sates  that  lay  in  foroe  obfeure  creeks  in 
Madagascar  ,  and  a  man  of  war  Wat  ac- 
cordingly fent  thither  commanded  by  cap- 
tain K'idd  t  and  fuch  expectations  there 
■were  that  Kidd  would  meet  with  immenfe 
riches  among  thofe  pirates,  that  feverai  of 
•the  Engli/h  miniftry  engaged  in  the  enter* 
frire,  particularly  lord  Sorners,  the  earls  of 
Btmney  iniCrfird,  and  lord  Btllamonr,  who 
laid  out  large  fums  in  fitting  out  the  /hip, 
and  procured  a  grant  from  the  crown  of  all 
the  treafufe  and  effects  that  Kidd  mould 
take,  who  turning  pirate  afterwards,  their 
enemies  fuggefted  that  Kidd  had  orders  for 
what  he  did  from  the  great  men  who  em- 
ployed him,  and  was  aflured  of  tbeir  pro- 
tection i  but  whatever  his  orders  were,  or 
thofe  noble  adventurers  expected,  certain 
it  is,  that  Kidd  made  prize  of  feverai  rich 
merchant  (hips  in  the  Indian  teas,  and  di- 
vided the  fpoil  with  his  crew ;  and  re- 
turning to  New-Ergland  was  taken  there 
by  Lord  BtlLmont  the  governor,  one  of  his 
employers,  and  fent  to  Old  England  \  how- 
ever his  employers  were  fovercly  reflected 
on,  and  this  was  made  an  article  in  the 
impeachments  of  the  lords  Scmers  and  Or- 
ford,  who  had  contributed  to  fit  out  KiJd'i 
ship. 

A  petition  was  prefented  to  the  Hcufcof 
Commons  from  the  j  unices  of  peace  and 
grand-jury,  at  the  Cjiiarter-teffions  held  at 
Maidflwty  advifmg  the  Commons,  among 
Other  things,  to  turn  their  addrcflcs  into 
bills  of  fupply  :  whereupon  the  Commons 
refolved,  that  the  faid  petition  was  fcanda- 
lous,  infolent,  and  fed  it  io  us,  tending  to 
deftroy  the  conftitution  of  Parliaments,  and 
to  fubvert  the  eftabliihed  government ;  and 
ordered  thofe  gentlemen  who  brought  it  to 
be  taken  into  cuftody,  vix.  fVUfiam  Cole- 
fcpptr,  Thomas  Cilepepper,  David  PolbUl, 
Jufiinlan  Cbamfiney,  and  William  Hamilton, 
cfqrs.  and  the  fcricant  at  arms  afterwards  ac- 
quainted the  houfe,  that  there  was  fuch  a 
mob  gathered  about  the  petitioners  that  he 
apprehended  a  refcue,  they  were  committed 
to  the  Gatehoufr. 

Upon  the  fending  the  Kentijh  petitioners 
to  the  Garehoufe,  came  out  a  libel,  inti- 
tled,  Legion,  aflerting,  that  the  Commons 
havejjo  right  to  imprifon  any  but  their 
pwn  members :  that  they  were  bet  the  peo-

pie's  Servants  and  ooght  to  be  reduced  when 
they  prefume  to  act  arbitrarily  and  tyranni- 
cally, Sec. 

May  9.  Articles  of  impeachment  were 
carried  up  to  the  Lords  againft  the  earl  of 
Orftrd,  by  colonel  Byerity  ;  wherein  he 
was  charged  with  procuring  exorbitant 
grants  to  himfelf  from  the  crown,  with 
converting  the  public  money  to  his  own 
ufe,  when  he  was  admiral  in  the  Strtigbtt  { 
with  procuring  a  commiilion  for  captain 
Kidd,  to  commit  piracies  and  depredations, 
in  order  to  (hare  the  plunder  with  him ; 
with  neglecting  feverai  opportunities  of  de- 
frroying  the  French  (hips,  and  with  ad- 
vifmg the  figning  the  partition-treaty. 

May  14.  Articles  of  impeachment  were 
carried  up  againft  the  lord  Somen  by  Mr<  ' 
Hartcurty  wherein  he  wa  (charged  with  ad- 
vidngthe  partition-treaty,  and  affixing  ti  e 
great  feal  to  it,  without  the  knowledge  of 
the  other  Lords.j offices,  or  Privy-cooncii : 
nor  did  he  caufe  the  treaty  to  be  rolled  in 
chancery,  as  ufual.  That  he  parted  many 
exorbitant  grants  from  the  crown  ;  that  he 
procured  the  commiffion  for  captain  Kidd, 
the  pirate,  and  was  to  have  (hared  the  fpoil 
with  him ;  and  that  he  had  made  divers 
arbitrary  and  illegal  orders,  when  he  was 
lcrd  Chancellor. 

June  1.  Jt-bn  earl  of  Marlbcrcugb  was 
appointed  general  of  the  foot,  and  com- 
mander in  chief  of  his  Maiefty' s  force*  isj 

Great  difference*  happened  at  this  time 
between  the  two  Houfe},  as  to  their  re- 
fpective  rights  of  fixing  the  time  for  the 
trial  of  the  impeached  Lords,  and  other 
proceedings  in  order  to  their  trial. 

Jure  it.  The  royal  aflent  was  given  to 
an  aft,  for  the  further  limitation  of  the 
crown,  and  better  fecuring  the.  rights  and 
liberties  of  the  fubjects. 

An  act  for  preventing  the  inconvenient 
cic>  that  may  happen  by  pritilege  of  Parlia- 
ment. 

An  act  for  continuing  the  acts  therein 
mentioned,  for  preventing  theft  and  rapine 
upon  the  northern  borders  of  England. 

An  act  for  appointing  wardens  and  afiay- 
matters,  for  allaying  wrought  plate  in  the 
cities  of  Exeter,' York,  Briftal,  Cbejhr,  and 
Nonvicb. 

An  act  for  continuing  a  former  act  to 
prevent  falfe  and  double  returns  of  mem- 
bers to  ferve  in  Parliament. 

An  act  for  the  better  fettling  and  preferv- 
ing  the  library  kept  in  the  houfe  at  Wejli*in- 
JUr,  called  Cotton-houfc,  in  the  name  and 
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family  of  the  Cottortt,  for  the  benefit  of  The 
public  )  and  to  feveral  other  private  acts. 

After  which  the  ICing  made  a  fpeecb, 
thanking  them  for  the  ad  of  fucceflion, 
and  prefling  them  to  difpatch  the  other 
public  bufiocfs,  his  pretence  being  required 
in  Holland. 

The  Commons  addreiTed  his  Majefty, 
that  fcveral  difatTected  perfons  have  gone 
about  toraife  tumults  in  fcveral  parts  efthe 
kingdom  to  diiturb  the  peace,  they  there- 
fore befought  his  Majefty  to  provide  for 
the  public  peace  and  fccurity. 

In  anfwer  t»  the  King's  fpecch,  the 
Commons  addreiTed  his  Majefty,  defiring 
him  to  form  fuch  alliances  with  the  States 
and  Emperor,  as  he  would  think  neceilary 
for  maintaining  the  independency  of  Europe. 

The  Commons  granted  the  fum  or  a 
million  and  a  half  for  the  public  expcnces, 
to  be  raifed  by  a  land-tax*  certain  duties, 
and  a  weekly  deduction  from  the  excife,  fo 
as  to  bring  down  the  civil  lift  to  600,000/. 
they  voted  30,000  feamen,  and  refolved 
that  10,000  troops  would  be  fent  to  the 
States-General. 

Jane  The  Lords  lent  a  tneflage  to 
the  Commons  with  their  rcfolutions*  1. 
That  no  Lord  of  Parliament,  impeached 
for  high  crimes  and  mildemeanours,  and 
coming  to  his  trial,  ihall  upon  his  trial  be 
without  the  bar.  a.  That  no  Lord  of  Par- 
liament, impeached  o'f  high  crimes  and 
mifdemeanoufv  can  be  precluded  from 
voting  on  any  occaflon,  except  in  his  own 
trial  s  and  that  they  had  appointed  Tutfday 
the  17th  infract,  for  the  trial  of  lord 
Somtrt. 

The  Commons  anfwered,  that,  inafmuch 
as  the  impeached  Lords  were  to  be  allowed 
to  vote  for  one  another  at  their  trials  ;  for 
this  and  other  reafons,  they  did  not  think 
fit  to  apperr  at  tha  trial. 

At  a  conference  held  the  fame  day  be- 
tween the  two  Houfes,  in  relation  to  the 
trial  of  the  impeached  lords,  lord  Haver' 
fiiam  faid,  they  (their  lordtnips)  hope  juf- 
tice  (hall  never  be  made  nfe  of  as  a  maflc 
for  any  defign  j  and  that  it  was  demon  ftra- 
tioo,  that  the  Commons  thcmfelves  thought 
the  impeached  Lords  innocent,  &fc. 

Whereupon  the  Commons  immediately 
withdrew  from  the  conference,  and  a  charge 
was  drawn  up  again  ft  lord  Haver/ham,  and 
fent  up  to  the  Lords  by  Sir  Cbrificphtr  Muf- 
grave  ;  and  the  Commons  refilled  to  come 
to  any  further  conference  with  the  Lords, 
till  joftice  was  done  upon  lord  Ilawrjbam 
for  the  indignity  offered  to  the  Houi'e  of 
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June  14.  Articles  were  carried  up 
againft  Lord  Halifax  by  Mr.  Bridget,  where- 
in they  charge  him  with  procuring  exor- 
bitant grants  from  the  crown  to  his  own 
ufe:  with  cutting  down  and  wailing  the? 
timber  in  his  Majefty's  forefts  j  and  with 
holding  several  offices  in  the  Exchequer 
that  were  inconfiftent,  and  defigned  as> 
checks  upon  each  other ;  and  laftly,  that 
he  advifed  the  partition-treaty. 

June  17.  The  Lords  proceeded  to  the 
trial  of  lord  Semen  in  Weftminfter-hall,  and 
the  Commons  not  appearing,  they  acquitted 
him,  anddifmi&d  the  impeachment. 

June  20.  The  Commons  refolved,  that 
the  Lords  had  refufitd  juftice  to  the  Com- 
mons, on  the  impeachment  againft  lord 
Somen,  by  denying  to  fettle  the  prelimina- 
ries to  the  trial,  by  a  committee  of  both 
Houfes  j  and  afterwards  proceeding  to  a 
pretended  trial  of  the  faid  Lord,  which 
could  tend  only  to  protect  him  from  juf- 
tice, by  colour  of  an  illegal  acquittal ;  and. 
that  all  the  ill  conferences  which  might 
at  this  time  attend  the  delay  of  the  fupplies 
given  by  the  Commons,  were  to  be  im- 
puted to  thofe,  who,  to  procure  an  indem- 
nity for  their  own  enormous  crimes,  had 
ufed  their  utmoft  endeavours  to  make  a 
breach  between  the  two  Houfes. 

The  fame  day,  the  Lords  fent  the  Com- 
mons ameflage,  that  they  intended  to  pro- 
ceed to  the  trial  of  the  earl  of  Orford  on 
Monday  next,  and  fent  them  alfo  a  copy  of 
lord  tfavtrfhens  aniwer. 

The  Commons  ordered,  that  none  of  their 
members  fliould  prcfume  to  appear  at  the 
pretended  trial  of  the  earl  of  Oxford. 

June  23.  The  Lords  refolved,  that  the 
resolutions  of  the  Commons  of  the  aotol 
inftant,  contained  moft  unjuft  reflections  oe»~_ 
the  Houfe  of  Peers,  and  were  contrived  tor 
cover  tbeir  affected  and  unrealbnable  def 
lays  in  profecuting  the  impeached  Lords, 
and  did  manifeftly  tend  to  ths  deftruction 
of  the  judicature  of  the  Lords,  &r.  ani 
that  all  the  ill  confequenccs  attending  th& 
deferring  the  fupplies,  were  to  be  attrit 
butedto  the  fatal  council  of  the  putting 
off  the  meeting  of  the  Parliament,  and  the 
unneceiTary  delays  of  the  Commons.  • 

The  fame  day  the  Lords  unanimously  ac- 
quitted the  earl  of  Or  ford,  as  they  had  dons; 
lord  Semert. 

June  04.  The  Lords  ordered  the  charge 
againft  lord  Haverjham,  and  the  impeach* 
ments  againft  the  earl  of  Portland  and  lord, 
Halifax,  to  be  ^ifmi fled,  for  want  of  pro- 

fecutioii  by  the  Coxnmoni. 
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gociationf  at  the  Hague ;  arid  EJtttrd 


In  this  difpute  it  feems  to  have  been 
agreed,  both  by  the  Lords  and  Commons, 
that  the  partition  treaties  were  of  pernicious 
confluence ;  and  that  the  tranfe&ing  them 
in  that  private  manner,  -without  communi- 
cating them  to  the  privy -council)  was  a 
bisK  mifdemeanour  in  thofe  that  advifed 
and  tranfafted  them  :  but  whether  the 
Common*  apprehended,  that  the  Peers, 
who  were  generally  in  the  intercft  of  the 
eld  mini/try,  would  not  pafs  any  fevers 
cenfure  on  the  impeached  Lords,  or  for 
what  other  reafon  is  uncertain  t  the  Com- 
mons feem  to  have  been  a  little  dilatory 
in  their  proceedings,  and  might  poffibly 
«Lfign,  that  the  Lords  (hould  have  lain  un- 
der thefe  impeachments  during  the  recefs  of 
Parliament ;  there  might  be  alfn  Something 
of  party  in  the  cafe ;  the  impeached  Lords 
were  the  chiefs  of  the  Whigs,  and  had  long 
ieigncd  at  court  without  controul,  and  the 
tones  who  fucceeded  them  might  have  a 
view  of  preventing  their  return  to  their 
poib,  a*  well  as  bringing  them  to  jufttce. 

The  fame  day  the  royal  aflfcnt  was  given 
tb  an  aft  fur  granting  to  his  Majefty  an  aid 
for  defraying  the  expence  of  his  navy, 
guard*,  and  garrifons,  for  one  year,  and 
fur  other  neceflfary  occasions. 

An  aft  for  granting  to  his  Majefty  feveral 
duties  upon  low  wines,  or  fpirits  of  the 
ftrtt  ettraftion  j  and  continuing  feveral  ad- 
ditional duties  upon  coffee,  tea,  chocolate, 
Ibices,  and  piftures ;  and  certain  import- 
lions  upon  hawkers,  pedlars,  and  petty 
chapmen  }  and  the  duty  of  1 5/.  ftr  <mt. 
upon  rnuflins  j  and  for  improving  the  du- 
ties upon  japanned  and  lacquered  goods ; 
and  for  continuing  the  coinage  duty  for  the 
fcveral  purpofes  therein  mentioned. 

An  act  for  appropriating  3700/.  weekly. 
Out  of  certain  branches  of  excife,  for  pub- 
He  ufea,  and  for  making  a  provifion  for  the 
service  of  his  MaieftVs  houmold  and  fa- 
mily, and  other  his  nceefiary  occafions  j 
and  to  feveral  other  private  vctt.  After 
which  die  King  thanked  them  for  the  fup- 
flies  they  had  given  him  ;  and  the  Parlia- 
ment Was  prorogued  to  the  7th  of  Aagvjr. 

Jwtt  a8.  The  King  appointed  the  arch- 
il mop  of  Canttrbttry,  the  Lord  Keeper,  the 
tart  of  Vembrtke,  the  duko*  of  Devon  and 
tnxfrp,  the  earl  of  Jtrftf,  and  lord  Go* 
ele.'pbvt,  lords  juftices  during  his  abfence. 

A  new  cdmmiflicm  of  admiralty  was  made 
ft*,  at  the  head  of  which  was  placed  the 
Carl  of*  p!T.'f^rflt*« 

Tht  eari  of  Msrlboro-jvh  was  appointed 
and  preiMpoterrtrery 


^relations  ar.  me  narue}  ana  ej^lstS 
Southwell,  Cbrtfitpbtr  Mu  fcravt,  and  Jamet 
Vernon,  jun.  efqrs.  commirttoners  for  the 
privy- fenl,  on  the  death  of  Ford  eari  of 
Tanken-illf,  who  died  Junt  15. 

Sir  Thomas  Trevor,  lent,  attorney-gene- 
ral, was  made  lord  chief  juftice  of  th« 
Common-pleas,  upon  the  deceafc  of  Sir 
Gfsrge  Tre/y,  and  Edtoard  Ncrtby,  of  the 
Middle  Temple,  efq.  made  attorn -y  general. 

July  x.  King  William  embarked  at 
Marine,  and  in  two  davs  arrived  in  Holland. 

King  William,  in  his  fpeech  to  the 
States-General,  the  day  after  his  arrival  at 
the  Hague,  told  them,  he  always  came  in- 
to that  country  with  joy,  but  efpecially  at 
that  dangerous  conjuncture,  becaoTe  he 
forcfaw  his  pre  fence  would  be  neceflary  for 
the  fcrvice  of  the  ftate  5  he  hoped  to  have 
parted  the  remainder  of  his  days  in  repofr 
and  peace,  and  left  their  (late  in  a  quiet, 
flourishing  condition,  but  there  happened 
fuch  alterations  in  the  affairs  of  Eunft, 
that  he  knew  not  what  Divine  Providence 
would  determine  concerning  them  :  he 
was  overjoyed  to  find  things  ftill  quiet, 
which  was  to  be  afcribed  to  their  refolo- 
tion  of  putting  themfelvca  in  a  pofture  of 
defence,  and  was  perfuaded  their  eonfedr- 
rates  would  contribute  vigoroufty  towarda 
it :  he  could  aflure  them,  the  whole  Euglijb 
nation  was  ready  to  aflfift  their  ftate,  and 
ftrongly  to  contribute  towards  their  defence  ; 
this  was  what  their  High  MightinerTe* 
mi^ht  depend  upon,  &e .  Which  is  a  fof* 
fictent  confutation  of  that  calumny  of 
bifhop  Burnet**,  that  the  Engltfb  miniftry 
and  Parliament  were  Jacobites,  and  pur- 
chafed  by  France. 

July  15.  An  alliance  was  formed  be- 
tween king  William,  the  king  of  Denmarkt 
and  the  States,  and  Denmark  engaged  to 
furni/h  3000  horfek  tooo  dragoons,  and 
Sooo  foot,  in  conftderation  of  receiving  a 
fubfidy  of  300,000  crowns  a  year  during 
the  war. 

Endeavours  were  ufed  to  bring  about  a 
p**ice  between  Sweden  and  Pelcnd  without 
effect. 

The  fleet  confided  of  forty-eight  /hips  of 
the  line,  befidea  frigates,  firefliips,  and  fmall 
vedcls,  ready  for  fea  at  Sfritbc&d,  under  the 
command  of  Sir  Gctrge  Roeke. 

July  18.  The  king  of  Stveden  defeated 
the  Saxons,  and  on  the  30th  gave  them  ft 
fecond  defeat. 

The  French  king  recalled  his  amlafTadora 
from  the  Hagne. 

A*g.  5.   The  huferiaUjis  marched  mto 
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*!  strmfy  with  an  army  of  40,000  men,  unJer 
the  command  of  prince  Engine  ot  Savcy,  10 
fcnake  good  his  Imperial  Msyefty's  preten- 
tions to  ihc  Spaaifl:  tetritories  there  ;  they 
.  made  themfclves  mailers  of  Cajlirltone. 

Admiral  Bemixw  was  difpauhed  with  a 
strong  fquadron  to  the  Wtfl  Indies. 

Trie  Kin;  revoked  his  Aetccrs  patent  to 
the  commiflicners  of  the  AdmitaJty,  and 
loon  after  appointed  the  earl  of  Femhrske 
lord  high  admiral  of  England. 

The  Earl  fent  Cjpuin  Edward  Ixodes  to 
CUsAise,  to  bring  home  the  fea  ftores  and 
the  merchants  efte&s  before  the  war  broke 
out)  which  frrvice  was  well  performed. 

Sept,  x.  The  Impertalifis  gained  an  ad- 
xantage  of  the  French  at  Cherry  in  Italy. 

Sept.  6.  King  James  II.  diad  of  a  le- 
thargy at  St.  Germaims  en  Lay*  in  France, 
in  the  68th  year  ot  hi*  age.  Bis  body  was 
depyfittd  in  the  monaftcry  of  the  Bene- 
dictines in  Paris,  and  his  heart  fent  to  the 
nunnery  of  Cbailht.  Hit  iiToc  that  fur- 
trived  him,  were  the  princefs  Anne  of  Den- 
mark, whom  be  had  by  his  rtrft  duchefs  the 
lady  Anne  Hyde,  eldeft  daughter  of  Edward 
earl  of  Clarendon  ;  his  fon  Jam$s-Franeit~ 
F.dxcard,  and  his  daughter  Ltwifa-Mana- 
Terefa,  whom  he  had  by  queen  Mary, 
daughter  to  A/phonfod'EJle,  duke  of  Mcdena. 

Upon  the  death  of  king  James,  the 
French  king  immediately  can  fed  hi*  fon  to 
be  proclaimed  king  of  England,  Sett/and, 
and  Ire/and,  by  the  name  of  James  III. 
'Whereupon  Icing  William  rent  in  exprefs 
to  the  earl  of  Manchefier,  his  ambaflador  at 
Paris,  to  return  to  England,  without  taking 
leave  of  that  court ;  and  ordered  Monf. 
Ptmffin,  the  French  fecretary  in  England, 
to  depart  the  kingdom. 

The  city  of  London,  »ni  the  feveral  coun- 
ties and  corporations  in  England,  addrcfled 
king  William,  ihewing  their  refentment  at 
French  king's  proclaiming  the  prince  of 
Walt:,  and  prom i fed  to  exert  themfclves  in 
defence  of  king  William's  title. 

Sept.  7.  King  William  concluded  an  al- 
liance with  the  Emperor,  and  the  States- 
Ocneral  againft  France,  which  obtained 
the  name  of  The  Grand  A  Hi  since  1  where- 
in it  was  agreed,  that  fatisfa&ion  fliouid  be 
procured  to  the  Emperor  for  bis  preten£ons 
upon  Spain,  and  fecurity  to  England  and 
hisiland  for  thdr  dominions  and  commerce ; 
and  if  they  could  not  obtain  this  in  a  peace- 
able way,  within  the  fpaee  of  two  months, 
then  they  {hould  afl&ft  each  other  with  all 
their  forces  to  accomplifh  it.  And  in  or- 
der to  this,  they  mould  endeavour  to  con-

cucr  the  Spanijh  Netherlands  for  a  barrie* 
lor  the  Dutit  ;  and  the  duchy  of  Milan, 
the  kingdom  of  Naples  and  Sicily,  and  the 
Spanijh  places  on  the  coaft  of  lujary,  for 
.thc  hmpcrorj  that  the  Englijh  and  Dutch 
mould  poflefs  fuch  places  as  they  Could  take 
from  ihc  Spaniards  in  the  Ir.dies  \  and  thaC 
none  of  the  parties  mould  make  peace  with- 
out the  content  of  the  other,  nor  before 
they  bad  obtained  fatisfaetion  for  the  Em- 
peror, and  a  fecurity  for  the  dominions  and 
trade  of  the  Englijh  and  Dutch  j  and  pro- 
cured that  the  crowns  of  France  and  Spain 
mould  never  be  united  under  the  fame 
Prince  }  or  the  French  ever  be  fuftered  to 
trade  to  the  Indies,  Laftly,  All  priocea 
and  ftates,  particularly  the  princes  of  Ger- 
tnany,  (hould  be  invited  into  this  alliance. 

King  William  lay  dangcroufly  ill  in  Hol- 
land for  fome  time,  after  the  conclusion 
of  this  treaty,  but  bis  ilJaefr  was  Lnduilri- 
ottfly  concealed. 

Oa.  The  Germans  gained  feveral  ad- 
vantages  of  the  French  in  Italy  :  but  there 
happened  no  decifive  action. 

Nov.  5.  King  William  returned  from 
Holland, 

Nov.  11.  A  proclamation  iflued  fbrdtf- 
folving  the  prefent  Parliament,  and  calling 
another  to  meet  the  30th  of  December. 

AW.  ia.  The  earl  of  Radnor  was  made 
fteward  of  the  duchy  of  Cornwall,  warden 
and  fteward  of  the  flannaries,  <aTc.  in  the 
room  of  John  earl  of  Bath,  deceafed. 

Dec.  8.  The  Imperialists  pcflcfl'ed  them- 
fclves of  all  the  places  in  Mantua,  except 
the  towns  of  Mantua  and  Goito. 

Dec.  17.  Charles  earl  of  CarliJIe,  made 
firft  corr.miflioner  of  the  trcafury. 

Dec.  aS.  Sir  Rolert  Sutton  being  fent 
ambaflador  to  Turkey ,  made  bis  public  en- 
try into  Adr'xarople. 

Dee.  30.  The  Parliament  met,  and 
being  directed  to  chufe  a  Speaker,  they  chofe 
Mr.  Barley,  who  was  approved  by  the  King 
the  next  day  ;  and  then  his  Majefty  made 
a  fpeech  to  both  Houfes,  wherein  he  told 
them,  that  the  frtting  up  the  prince  of 
Wales  for  king,  wai  not  only  the  highe& 
indignity  to  him,  but  concerned  evc^y  man 
who  had  a  regard  for  the  Protcftant  reli-

■  the  purpofes  they  were  intended,  and  /aid, 
he  wa«  willing  the  mifmanngements  an<f 
mifapplications  in  the  late  war,  if  there' 
were  any,  fhould  he  examined.  He  alfo 
recommended  difyatch  to  them. 

1701-2,  Jan.  1.  The  Lords  addrefled  his 
M.ijefty,  and  on  the  cth  inft.  the  Commons, 
promlflng  to  maintain  and  fupport  his  title 
and  the  Protcftant  fuccefllon,  and  the  Com- 
•  fnons  promifed  to  enable  him  to  make  good 
all  the  alliances  he  had  made,  or  (hould 
hereafter  make,  purfuant  to  the  addrefies 
and  advice  of  his  moil  dutiful  and  loyal 
Commons  of  the  laft  Parliament,  for  the 
preferving  the  liberties  of  Europe,  and  re- 
ducing the  exorbitant  power  of  France. 

The  Lords  prefented  a  fecond  addrefs, 
wherein  they  represented  the  French  king's 
perfidioufnefs,  in  placing  his  grand fon  on 
the  Spaniflt  throne.

N.  S.  Marftial  VUltny,  general 
t>f  the  French  and  Spanijh  armies  in  Italy 
was  furprifed  at  Cremona  in  his  bed,  and 
taken  prifoner  by  the  Imperialist  under 
prince  Eugene]  hut  fome  of  the  Imperial1 
troops  not  coming  up  fo  foon  as  was  deftgn- 
ed,  the  ImperiafiJIi  were  forced  to  quit  the 
town  aga  n,  though  they  brought  off  the 
Marfhal.

Prince  Eugene,  with  a  finall  body  af 

troops,  entered  Cremona  in  the  night,  by  a 
fubtcrrancous  pafTage,  which  had  formerly 
been  an  aqueduct,  and  had  it  not  been  far 
the  notable  refinance  he  met  with  from 
from  two  Irijb  battalions,  and  a  thick  mift, 
in  which  thole  that  were  to  fupport  htm  loft 
their  way,  he  had  continued  maftcr  of 
the  place.

This  was 
the  aft  that  enjoined  the  taking  of  the  ab- 
juration oath  ;  and  was  the  laft  public  aft 
pafled  in  this  reign. 

March  8.  About  eight  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  king  Wtlhatn  died  at  Kerfngtox, 
being  in  the  52d  year  of  his  age,  and  the 
nth  of  his  reign,  and  was  buried  in  Henry 
VHth's  chapel,  Weftminfter-abbey.  He 
received  the  facrament  about  five  the  fame 
morning,  at  the  hands  of  the  arebbifttop 
of  Canterbury,  This  prince  was  the  pofthu- 
mous  fon  of  William  prince  of  Orange,  by 
the  princefs  Mary,  eldeft  daughter  of  king; 
Char  let  I. 

On  the  4th  of  November,  1677,  he  mar- 
ried his  firft  coufin,  the  princefs  Mary,  el- 
deft daughter  of  Jamet  duke  of  York,  (after- 
wards king  of  England.)  She  died  on  the 
28th  of  December,  1694*  by  whom  he  b«d 
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IfTtie  ;  neither  have  we  heard  of  any  na- 
tural iffue  be  left  behind  him.

Z70T-*.  A  NNEt  tho  only  furviving 
Mar.  8.  J\  child  of  king  Jamet  II,  by 
the  lady  Anne  hy eldeft  daughter  of  Ed- 
ward earl  of  Clarendon,  fucceeded  to  the 
crown  in  the  33d  yeay  of  her  age. 

She  was  proclaimed  with  the  ufual  fo- 
lemnity,  and  the  fame  day  made  a  fpeech 
its  council*  declaring  how  fenfible  ihe  was 
of  the  oofpeakable  lofs  the  nation  had  fuf- 
toined  by  the  death  of  the  late  King,  and 
the  burthen  It  brought  npon  herfelf  j  which 
aaothing,  ihe  laid,  could  encourage  her  to 
undergo,  but  the  great  concern  me  had  of 
the  preservation  of  the  religion,  laws,  and 
liberties,  of  her  country.  And  that  no 
pains  mould  be  wanting  on  her  part  to  de- 
fend and  fupport  them,  and  to  maintain 
the  protefVant  fucceflion.  She  declared  her 
opinion  for  carrying  on  the  preparations 
sgainft  FrOatf,  and  Supporting  the  allies  ; 
and  faid  ihe  mould  countenance  thofe  who 
concurred  with  her  in  maintaining  the  pre- 
sent conftitution  and  cftabhfhment.

Ac  mould  not  be  ready  to  do  for  the  hap- 
pinefs  and  profperity  of  England  j  and  they' 
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ihouid  always  ftnd  her  a  Arid  and  religious  } 
♦bfciver  of  her  ward. 

Mtrcb  14.  The  Commons  refolved,  that 
the  fame  revenue,  that  had  brenfettiea  on 
king  H'Jiion,  ihould  be  Settled  on  her  Ma- 
jetty  for  life.

unparalelled  bounty.

Jure  9.  The  Parliament  of  Scotland 
met,  being  the  fame  convention  that  af- 
femblcd  at  the  revolution.

Jure  14.  Dr.  William  Kicbeljcn  confe- 
ctated  brtrir.p  o(  Carlijle. 

Her  Ma  jetty  fent  a  letter  to  the  Parlia- 
ment of  Scotland,  (hewing  her  refentmcnt 
that  duke  Hamilton  and  hi*  adherents  fnould 
declare,  that  ihry  did  not  conceive  them- 
felvcs  warranted  to  meet  ar.dact  in  this 
-  p  reft:  n't  fcMion,  and  thereupon  withdrew* 
their  attendance ;   and  allured  them  (he 
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would  maintain  the  authority  and'  dignity  erf 
this  Parliament  againft  alluppofers. 

A  proclamation  for  appre- 
hending deferters,  and  ell  perfons  going  to 
and  coming  from  France  without  licence. 

A  proclamation,  commanding  alt  fcamrn 
to  enter  tbemfclves  on  board  her  Majefty's 
fliijjs  of  war. 

June  23.    William  Fuller  having  been 
profecuted  and  convicl<d  in  the  King's- 
bench,  for  an  impoftor,  and  for  publishing 
certain  libels,  the  one  entitled,  Original 
Lettfrs  r.f  the  lati  king  James,  &e.  The 
other,  Twcnty-Jix  Dfpojh'nrs  of  Perfons  if 
Quality  and  Worth  ;  was  fentenced  to  (land 
three  times  in  the  pillory,  to  be  fentto  the 
houfe  of  correction,  and  to  pay  a  fine  of" 
1000  marks.    This  was  that  Fuller  who 
pretended  to  prove  the  (lory  of  the  warm- 
ing pan,  on  which  fuch  ftrefs  was  laid  at 
the  Revolution .

The  duke  of  Semerfet  was  conftitotej 
matter  of  the  horfe  to  her  Majefty,  in  ttie 
room  of  the  earl  of  Pcmbnke,  who  was) 
made  prefident  of  the  council. 
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-  The  earl  of  Ranelagh  was  made  receiver 
aod  pay-mafter  general  of  her  Majefty's 
forces  }  William  Blathnvayt,  efq.  fecrctary 
at  war}  lord  Waldev,  comniiflary-jeneral  of 
the  mutters  ;  major-general  Erie,  governor 
of  Part/month  i  and  brigadier  Cbolmondley 
was  made  a  major-general,  and  governor 
of  Tilbury -fort,  in  the  room  of  brigadier 
S*faoin,  late  governor  of  Jamaica,  rieceafed. 

Prince  Emeji-Auguftus,  youngeft  brother 
to  the  elector  of  Hanover,  accepted  a  com- 
ntiffion.  of  major* general  from  the  carl  of 
Marlborough,  and  made  the  campaign  with 
the  Englijb  troopj  in  the  Netherlands.  At 
the. fame  time  the  colonels  Withers,  Stanley, 
and  Frederick  Hamilton,  were  made  briga- 
djers-general. 

"July  19.  An  order  of  council  was  made, 
that  no  officer  or  fervant  of  her  Majefty

Aug.  15.-  The  duke  of  Om'.nd  landed 
with  the  confederate  forces  between  Rota 
and  St.  Katharine'*  for:  with  little  oppofj- 
Von. 

Aug,  1 5.  N.  S.  A  battle  was  fought  at 
Lstzara  in  Italy,  between  the  Jmpet'salijls, 
under  the  command  of  prince  Fu^tr.e,  and 
the  Spaniards  and  French,  commmJed  by 
icing  Philip  an*!  the  duke  of  I'txdvfme :  grc.it 
was  the  fuughter  on  both  fides,  and  both 
claimed  the  victory  ;  but  it  is  generally  ac- 
counted a  drawn  bottle. 

Aug.  2 1.  The  duke  cfOnncpd  took  pof- 
fefl:on  of  port  St.  Mary*',  where  his  forces 
committed  intolerable  rtifcrden,  rifling  the 
homes  and  cltutchei,  and  ruviihing  the 
nuns,  which  gave  the  Spaniards  fuch  an 
ill  opinion  of  their  heietuk  friends,  that 
thev  could  never  br  induced  to  join  them. 

The  elector  of  Bavaria  declared  fot 
Frarct, 

The  French  tried  to  engage  the  Turks  in 
a  war  with  the  Emperor :  but  the  Grand 
Vizir  being  ftrangled  prevented  the  execu- 
tion of this  defign. 

Aug.  26.  The  Queen  and  Prince  fet  out 
from  Windftr  for  Bath,  and  that  night  ar- 
'  rived  at  Oxford,  where  they  were  magnifi- 
cently entertained  }  and,  during  h»r  whole 
procefi  to  and  frr-m  Bath,  her  Majefty 
joct  with  fuch  expref&ont  of  her  pop- 
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pie's  affection,  as  hardly  any  Prince  be- 
fore her  had  ever  experienced. 

Aug.  29.  The  earl  of  Marlborough 
raufed  I'enlrw  to  be  inverted. 

On  the  7th  of  September  the  trenches 
were  opened,  and  on  the  10th  lord  Cuttt 
attacked  fort  St.  Michael,  fword  in  hand, 
and  carried  it  before  any  breach  was  made  j 
which  was  looked  upon  as  one  of  the  btaveft 
actions  that  was  performed  during  the  war. 

Sept.  A  proclamation  was  iflued  for 
the  Parliament  to  meet  the  20th  of  OSloberp 
for  the  difpjtch  of  bufinefs. 

Sept.  10.  iV.  S.  Landau  furrendered  to 
the  ImptnaHjli,  after  a  fiegc  of  a  1  mo  ft  three 
months. 

Sept.  17.  The  Eitflijt  troops,  under  the 
duke  of  Ormond,  in  Spain,  reimbarked  and 
fet  fail  for  England,  not  having  been  able 
to  approach  Cadiz. 

Sept.  25.    Fenlcto  furrendered. 

Sept.  28.  Robert  Spencer,  earl  of  Sunder- 
lard,  the  greateft  politician  of  the  age, 
died. 

Sept  29.  Sir  Samuel  Vafl.vjcod,  knt, 
elected  lord  mayor  of  London. 

Oil.  6>  Rurmond  and  Strvcnfeoacrt  upon 
the  Maffe,  furrendered  to  the  earl  ot  Marl- 
biruigb. 

Oil.  8.  Fife  captains  of  admiral  Bent' 
b<nv»  fuuadron  in  the  Wtjl  Indies,  were 
tried  on  board  the  Breda,  at  pjrt  Ruyal  in 
Jamaica,  for  cowardice  and  breach  of  or- 
ders, in  an  engagement  with  Du  Caff*. 

Captain  Ccnfable  of  the  IVindfor  was 
caftucrcd  and  imprifoned  ;  Fincmt  of  the 
Falmouth,  aj>d  Fogg,  the  Admiral's  cap- 
tain, having  figned  a  paper  that  they  wouid 
not  fight  on  the  pre  Tent  occafion,  they 
were  only  fufpended,  having  behaved  well 
in  the  action  ;  captains  Kirby  and  If'aJt 
were  condemned  to  befhot  to  death  }  they 
were  fent  to  England,  and  mot  on  board  a 
(hip  at  Plymouth,  not  being  furJercd  to  come 
on  ftmte.  Admiral  Bcobctv  having  his 
leg  mattered  by  a  preat  fhot  in  the  engage- 
ment with  Du  CaJJ'e,  died  of"  h;s  wounds  it)  « 
the  Wtji  Indies,  on  th^  41 L.  of  Nwemba: 

The  elector  of  Bavaria  furpriied  the  Im- 
perial city  of  U/m,  the  capital  of  Suabia, 
and  publtfhed  a  manifefto,  declaring  he  ex- 
pected the  circles  of  Suabia  and  Franccnia 
fhould  obferve  a  neutrality  :  whereupon 
the  miniftcrs  of  Bavaria  and  Coiopn  were 
expelled  the  general  diet  of  the  empire.

Chsttaurcnard,  and 
the  Sparijl.*  galleons,  in  the  port  of  Vtgc  in 
GaUi'h)  while  the  duke  of  0>ptcr.d  landed 
his  forces,  and  attacked  the  caHlcs  that  ft> 
cured  the  harbour,  athnir.il  Ucfjon  having 
broke  throbeh  the  biom,  that  obfnuctcd 
the  entrance  of  the  harbour,  with  infinite 
hazard  j  the  ErgHjb  took  fcur  galkcns  and 
five  large  men  ot  war,  ani  the  Dutch  five 
galleons  and  a  large  nun  of  w.ir  j  fix  other 
galleons  and  about  four«eei>  men  of  war 
were  deftroyed,  with  abun  iante  of  ptatc 
and  rich  effects  ;  and  a  confiV.erable  qaan- ' 
tity  of  plate,  and  other  erteci?,  we:e  taken 
by  the  Eugfi/h  and  Dutch. 

Col.  Moor*,  governor  of  Pert  Royal  in 
Carolina,  marchrd  fx">m  Cbarles-twr  with 
500  men,  in  order  to  deflioy  a  colony  of 
Spaniards  at  St.  Augujlint. 

Oil.  13.  N.  S.  A  battle  happened  be- 
tween the  Impcriali/fs,  under  prince  Ltzvis 
ctBaJen,  and  the  French,  commanded  by 
marfhal  Hilars,  at  Fridlingutn  :  both  fides 
claimed  the  victory. 

Oil.  14.  Marlhal  BcujjJers  abandoning 
the  city  of  Liegt,  the  carl  of  Aljribonygb 
took  poflefJion  of  it,  and  on  the  23d  took 
the  citadel  by  flcrm. 

Off.  16.  Adniiral  Sbrvel  joined  the  con- 
federate fleet  with  twenty  men  of  war  at 
Vigo and  the  next  day  the  duke  of  Ortr.tmi 
witjjl  his  land  forces  embarktd  for  Enghrd, 
in  company  with  Sir  Garge  Rtche,  who  left 
Sir  CLudtjley  Sbmti  to  deflroy  the  Clips  that 
could  not  b-  got  off ;  he  brought  away  with 
him  110  bral'i  cannon,  and  followed  the 
grand  fleet  a  few  days  after,  and  arrived 
November  7. 

Cel.  20.  The  Parliament  of  England 
met,  and  being  directed  to  choofc  a  Speaker, 
they  elected  Rdert  harl-y,  efq.  t!  e  Speaker 
of  the  laft  Houfe  of  Commons,  who  was 
approved  by  her  Majrfly  the  next  day  ;  af- 
ter which,  (he  made  a  fpeeeh  to  both 
Hcufes,  wherein  fhe  acquaintedthem,  with 
the  many  expreflions  of  joy  and  frtisfaction 
Hie  had  met  with  in  all  the  counties  through 
which  fhe  had  lately  pafTed,  and  faid,  fhe 
looked  upon  it  as  a  true  meafure  of  the 
duty  and  aff  ection  of  all  her  fubjects.  She 
defired  of  ths  Commons  the  fnpplies  for 
theenfuing  year,  and  that  they  would  in- 
fpect  the  public  accounts,  if  there  were  any 
rnifmanagements  they  fhotild  be  punifhed. 
She  fajd  Ac  was  refolved  to  maintain  the 


eftablifhed  church,  and  protect  them  lit 
their  rights  and  liberties,  and  relied  Opoo 
their  care  of  her. 

Oil  zz.  Commiflioners  were  appointed 
by  her  Majefly  to  treat  with  the  Seetcb  com- 
miflioncrr,  concerning  aa  union  of  that 
kingdom. 

0"'/.  23.  The  Lords  addreflcd  her  Ma- 
jefty,  and  congratulated  the  fuccefs  of  her 
arms,  under  the  command  of  the  earl  of 
Afar.'i'ercugb* 

Oil.  27.  The  Commons  attended  her 
Majetly  with  an  ad<ircfs,  a  flu  ring  her  fh« 
thculd  have  met  with  the  like  cxprciltons 
of  joy  in  any  other  part  of  his  dominions, 
h  d  fhe  honoured  them  with  her  prefence, 
as  fhe  tii J  in  her  lail  progrefs.  They  iaid^ * 
they  were  the  more  affected  with  the  dis- 
appointment at  Cadis,  becaufe  it  gave  trou- 
ble to  her  Majefly  }  but  the  protection  of 
their  trade,  the  vigorous  fupport  of  the  al- 
lies, and  the  wonderful  progrefs  of  her 
arms,  under  the  conduct  of  the  earl  of 
Marlbsrougb,  had  fignally  1  eirieveJ  the  *a- 
tient  glery  of  the  Englijb  nation. 

Some  debates  arole  in  the  Houfe 
the  word  retrieve,  as  feeming  to  cart  a  re- 
flection on  king  William,  and  the  word 
maintain  was  propnfed  in  the  room  of  it  j 
but  upon  a  dtvifion,  it  was  carried  fof 
retrieve,  180  to  80.

Oil.  29.  0.  if.  Being  the  Lord  Mayor'* 
day,  her  Majefly  accepted  of  an  invitation 
from  the  city,  and  dined  at  Guildhall  in 
great  fplendor. 

OB.  30.  Lord  Shannon  arrived  at  X.-*- 
<>cn  with  advice  that  the  duke  of  Onr.ttd 
and  Sir  Gccrgt  Reckehid  taken  and  dcflro)ed 
the  whole  Fnxcb  fquadron  and  the  Sp**ijh 
galleons,  which  Monf.  Cbatcaurenard  ii»d 
brought  into  the  harbour  of  Vigo  in  Galitci*, 

Neat.  z.  Refolved  by  the  Commons, 
that  ri^ht  had  not  been  done  them  upon  the 
impeachments  before  the  Lords  in  the  13th 
year  of  the  late  reign. 

A  bill  fur  preventing  ocofional  conform- 
ity was  brought  into  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons. 

The  Commons  voted  40,000  men  far 
the  fea  fervice,  and  350,00^/.  to  be  granted 
for  guards  and  garrifons  for  the  enfuing  year. 
They  alfo  voted  70,933/.  for  ordnance, 
833,826/.  for  the  pay  of  the  land  forces, 
and  51,843/.  for  fuhfidies  to  the  allies. 

Nov.  3.  A  proclamation  was  iflued  for 
a  thank  (giving  to  be  obferved  on  the  r*th 
intrant  shoot  Lemdem,  and  on  the  third  of 
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Pectmler  5n  othir  parti  of  England,  for  the 
fucccffcs  of  the  allies  by  fea  and  land. 

Nw.  5.    The  carl  of  Marlforovgh  was 
taken  by  a  French  party  from  6>/<&r,  in  his 
return  from  the  confederate  army  to  Hcl- 
Lmd\  but  not  being  known,  and  producing 
a  trench  pals,  after  they  had  plundered  his 
boar,  he  was  difmiffed,  and  proceeded  on  his 
voyage  to  the  Hague,  where  he  arrived  the 
7th,  a  little  after  the  report  of  his  being 
,  taken,  and  was  congratulated  on  his  cfcape. 
Nov,  8.    The  <iukc  of  Ormoxd  and  ad- 
miral Roche  arrived  at  London,  and  on  the 
13th  the  Duke  received  the  thanks  of  the 
Peers  for  the  fervice  performed  at  Vigo. 

The  Admiral  alfo  received  the  thanks  of 
the  Commons  the  21ft,  at  his  coming  into 
that  Hou,fe. 

Nsv*  to.  Captain  Leake  brought  an  ac- 
count of  his  having  deftroyed  the  French 
fettlements  in  Nnofcundlatd }  alio  having 
taken  twenty-nine  fail  of  the  enemy,  and 
burnt  twenty-two  mo.c. 

Sir  Ji.ii/i  Paitirgrcn  complained  againft 
the  bilbop  of  fV«rt,jn  r,oictTt»'.n  undue  prac- 
tices, in  order  to  prevent  his  being  elcclrd 
a  member  for  the  county  of  Y/.rcef.cr\  the 
Commons  rcfolved,  that  the  proceedings  of 
the  bilhop,  his  for.,  and  his  agents,  in  or- 
der to  the  hindering  the  eleftion  of  Sir 
yebn,  had  been  a  m-licipus,  unchriftian,  and 
arbitrary,  and  an  hijh  violation  of  the 
iirivilccw  of  the  Commons  ;  and  addrcfl'ed 
her  Majcfty  to  remove  him  fiom  being  Al- 
HiOner,  with  which  Ihc  complied,  though 
Che. Lord:,  attended  her  with  a  countcr-ad- 
drefs. 

AVi-.  12.  The  Quren,  attended  by  both 
Hottfes  of  P.irliareen-  and  the  grc^f  cfTkers 
bf  flate,  went  to  St.  Paul's,  brine  a  public 
thar.kfgiving  for  the  futceCes  of  the  eam- 
o-Tgn. 

The  Commons  addrefTed  her  Majerty, 
that  ihe  would  caufe  the  Duke  of  0:nu.d 
'  and  Sir  Ge:rg(  Rczlc  to  hy  before  them  an 
account  of  their  proceed! nts. 

Sir  Gxtgt-  Ruhe  wa*  fworn  of  the  privy 
Council. 

Nov.  20.  The  low  rr-houfe  of  Convo- 
cation returned  thanks  to  the  Commons, 
for  the  regard  had  to  their  privileges  in  the 
cafe  of  Mr.  Lloyd,  the  biAVp  of  W<.rccjl<r\ 
fan  :  whereupon  the  Commons  rcfolved, 
that  they  would  upon  all  occafions  affert  the 
juft  rights  and  privileges  of  the  lower  hoiifc 
©f  Convocation. 

The  thVrn  fent  a  mefiase  to  the  Com- 
IBom,  recommending  a  farther  provtiion 
for  the  oriikfc  ti  DtmMrk  to  their  confi-

Nov.  28.  The  earl  of  Marlborough  re* 
turned  from  Holland,  and  received  tho 
thanks  of  the  Lords  and  Commons  for  hie 
fignal  flrvices  this  campaign. 

Nov.  29.  Thomas  Hop/on,  efq.  vice-ad- 
miral of  the  red,  being  prcfented  to  her 
Majefty,  was  knighted,  and  a  penfion  of 
cel.  per  annum  fettled  upon  him  for  hit 
rave  Behaviour  at  Vigo. 
l  ie  broke  the  boom  at  the  entrance  of 
the  harbour,  engaged  feveral  men  of  war 
fingly,  and  when  his  fhip  was  fet  on  fire 
by  a  rtre-fltip,  he  remained  on  board  and 
extinguished  the  fire,  though  half  his  mea 
jumped  overboard.  1 

Dec.  2.  The  controverfy  between  the 
upper  and  lower  houfes  of  Convocation,  as 
tr>  the  power  of  the  lower  Houfe  to  ad- 
journ themfclves,  continuing  ;  the  lower 
Houfe  offered  to  refer  the  difpute  to  her 
Majefty,  which  the  upper  Houlc  declined* 
Dec.  7.  The  Commons  rcfolved,  thac 
the  earl  of  Ranelagh,  pay-maftcr-general  of 
the  array,  had  mifapplied  feveral  fume  of 
toe  public  money  ;  and,  to  prevent  any- 
further  profecution,  his  Lordfhip  thought 
fit  to  refign  his  place  ;  however,  he  wus 
afterwards  expelled  the  Houfe  of  Commons. 

Dec.  10.  The  Queen  fent  a  meflage  to 
the  C  >mmons,  that  me  thought  fit  to  grant 
the  title  of  a  duke  of  this  kingdom  to  the 
earl  of  Afa*!rorcvgb,  and  theheits  male  of 
his  body  j  as  alfo  a  penfion  of  5000/.  per 
ar.mm,  out  of  the  poft-office,  which  uSe 
defired  might  be  continued  with  the  honour 
to  the  Duke  and  his  poflcrhy.  This  oc- 
cafioninj:  warm  debates  in  the  H<ufr,  the 
Quoe-n  let  them  know,  that  the  Duke  de- 
clined the  perpetuating  the  penfion  ;  upon 
whirh  the  matter  dropped. 

The  Lords  refilling  to  pafs  the  bill  for 
preventing  occ«fiwnal  conformity,  without 
fuch  amendments  as  would  wholly  eluiie 
the  force  of  it  j  and  being  apprrhenfive  the 
Commons  might  tack  it  to  the  monry-biD. 
in  order  to  procure  it  a  pall  age  through 
their  Houfe  ;  their  Lordlhips  refolvej,  that 
the  annexing  any  claufe  to  a  money-bill, 
w,:s  contrary  to  the  coaftkutioa  and  ufage 
of  parliaascnts, 
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The  Sct::i  epifcopal  clergy  addrefTcd  her 
Majefty  to  companionate  their  circum- 
stances j  and  that  they  might  be  admitted 
to  benefices  in  fuch  pariihes  in  ScrtJJnd,  as 
ware  of  the  epifcopal  perfuaGon. 

Dec.  13.  A  pr  *Umation  was  iffued  for 
tke  difcovery  ot  fuch  plate  and  goods  as 
were  plundered  at  port  St.  Mary'%  or  V igo  ; 
and  another  procLmition  on  the  18th 
againft  merchant  (hips  carrying  jacks  and 
pendants  like  men  of  war. 

The  Queen  ordereJ  the  words  Settfer 
Eadem  to  be  ufed  as  her  motto  in  her  arms. 

Dec.  21.  A  proclamation  was  iftued  fbr 
encouraging  feamen  to  enter  themfelves  on 
board  her  Majcfty's  mips  of  war. 

Dec.  26.  'Tbctnas  Colcf>tpfert  one  of  the 
Kentilb  petitioners,  makes  his  fubmiftion 
to  tlie  Commons :  and  the  profecution 
againit  him  by  the  Attorney- general  was 
ordered  to  be  (lopped. 

1702-3,  Jm-  4.  John  Hrwet  efq.  con- 
diluted  pay-mafterof  the  guards  and  garri- 
sons, and  Sir  Stephen  Fex  of  the  other 
troops. 

Jar..  5.  The  Queen  reprefenting  to 
the  Parliament  the  great  apprehenfions  the 
Dutch  were  under,  from  the  French  king's 
augmenting  bis  troops  in  FUnden,  the 
Commons  agreed  to  augment  the  Ezgl'ijk 
troops  on  that  fide  to  50,000  men,  upon 
condition  thrt  the  Dutch  would  prohibit  all 
trade  and  correfpondence  with  France  ;  but 
this  condition  was  never  obferved  by  the 
Dutch  above  one  year  during  the  war, 
thongh  the  Englifo  confented  to  much 
greater  augmentations  afterwards. 

Jan.  15.  The  Dutch  rear-admiral  Van- 
Jer  Dufflit  arrived  at  Spit  bead,  with  1800 
l\nd  forces,  in  order  to  join  a  fquadron  of 
Er.glifn  men  of  war,  and  make  fome  at- 
tempt on  the  Sfctnijb  JVefl  Indies  j  but  that 
expedition,  and  all  thoughts  of  profecuting 
the  war  in  the  fVcJi  India  (where  only  the 
Fr.jrlijh  could  gain  any  advantge)  were  laid 
afidc,  after  it  was  refolvcd  the  duke  of 
Mar/borough  mould  maintain  an  offenGve 
war  in  Flarden,  to  quiet  the  minds  of  his 
dear  friends  the  Dutch. 

The  Commons  forcfecing  what  immenfe 
fums  rr.u^  be  carried  to  Flanders,  to  fubfilt 
tl;e  Brliijb  troops  there,  addrcfled,  that 
thev  misht  be  fjpplied  with  provifions 
from  Fncland  ;  but  this  was  not  found 
pra<fbcab?e. 

Feb.  1.  A  proclamation,  of/Vring  a  par- 
don to  all  foldrers  who  mall  return  to  their 
i£g;ments. 

A  proclamation,  offering  a  reward  of 
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200/.  for  the  apprehending  captain  Ccfimrt 
and  La  Touebe,  two  French  piifot;er>  of 
war,  who  had  cfcjped  out  of  the  prifon  of 
Southampton,  and  prohibiting  all  perfons  to 
harbour  them. 

Feb.  4.  A  proclamation,  offering  a  par* 
don  to  any  of  the  murderers  of  William 
Harrijw  and  Edward  Simrnonds  who  fhouid 
come  in  and  difcover  thej>  accomplices. 

The  earl  of  Rocbefier  defiling  to  be  re- 
called from  Ireland,  the  duke  of  Ormend  was 
made  lieutenant. 

The  Commons  rcfolved,  that  Chariot 
lord  Halifax,  auditor  of  the  receipt  of  the 
Exchequer,  had  ne^leclcd  his  duty,  and 
was  guilty  of  a  breach  of  truft,  in  fuflcrinj 
mifrpplication*  of  the  public  money,  &e. 
and  addrcfled  the  Queen  that  (he  would  or- 
der the  Attomey-generl  to  profecutehim. 

On  the  other  fide,  the  Lords  took  upon 
them  to  examine  the  public  account!,  and 
dcfircd  of  the  Commons  that  their  mem- 
bers that  were  commiflioners  of  accounts 
might  attend  them  ;  but  Hie  Commons  nwC 
complying  with  this  mcflage,  their  Lord- 
iVtps  proceeded  in  the  examination,  and  re- 
folved,  that  lord  IlaZfux  had  perforated  hit 
duty,  and  had  not  been  guilty  of  any  breach 
of  truft. 

Feb.  16.  A  conference  was  held  be- 
tween the  two  Houfes,  where  the  Lorde 
aflerted  their  right  to  examine  the  public 
accounts,  and  the  Commons  denied  they 
had  any  right  to  intermeddle  with  them  j 
the  railing  money,  and  applying  it,  being 
folely  in  the  Commons :  wheieopon  the 
conference  was  broke  up  in  a  great  heat. 

The  Lords  having  examined  into  the  ex- 
pedition to  Cadiz,  rcfolved,  that  Sirpesrge 
Rooie  had  done  his  duty,  purfuant  to  the 
councils  of  war,  like  a  brave  officer,  to  the 
honour  of  the  EugHJh  nation. 

Feb.  18.  A  proclamation  for  the  diflri- 
bution  of  the  prize  goods,  taken  at  Vigo% 
among  the  foldiers  and  feamen. 

This  year  an  attempt  was  made  by  the 
Englijb  from  Cardina^  under  col.  Metre, 
againft  St.  Augufiine,  the  capital  of  Spanijh 
Fhrida,  but  without  fucceis. 

The  land  proprietors  of  the  two  pro- 
vinces of  Eafl  and  Wtjl  Ncxv-jfcrfty  fur- 
rendcred  their  charters  to  the  Queen*  re- 
ferving  certain  rights  and  privileges.  Her 
Majcfty  confolidatcd  the  f*id  two  provinces 
into  one,  and  appointed  lord  Cerubury  the 
firft  regal  govrroor. 

Genera]  Codringten,  governor  of  the  Lee- 
ward iilands,  attacked  and  took  the  ifland  of 
Guadahupt  from  the  French  ;  the  EfgUA 
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lurnt  the  town,  razed  the  fortifications, 
took  oft*  the  guns,  and  made  their  retreat 
without  the  lofs  of  a  man. 

The  old  and  new  E  aft -India  companies 
were  united  this  je  r,  and  a  new  charter 
was  grjnted,  to  be  called,  The  united  com- 
pany of  merchants  of  England  trading  to 
the  Eaft- Indies. 

Ftb.  ao.  The  duke  of  Marlborough'' t 
e-nly  fan,  the  marquis  of  Blandford,  died  of 
the  fmall  pox,  at  King's  college  Cambridge. 

Feb.  45.  A  book  entitled,  The  ttmtcft 
Way  with  tbt  Dijj'cnters,  was  ordered  by  the 
Commons  to  be  burnt  by  the  hangman,  and 
the  author,  Daniel  De  Foe,  to  be  profecued 
at  law.  The  dtfign  of  this  book  was  to 
infinuate  that  the  Parliament  were  about 
to  enact  fanguinary  raws,  to  compel  the 
Di /Tenters  to  conformity. 

Feb.  17.  The  royal  affect  was  given  to 
an  act  for  granting  to  her  Majefty  a  land- 
tax  of  four  /hillings  in  the  pound,  for  carry- 
ing on  the  \wr  againft  France  and  Spain. 

An  act  for  enabling  her  Majefty  to  fettle 
•  revenue  for  fupporting  the  dignity  of  his 
royal  highnefs  prince  Gccrge,  hereditary 
prince  of  Denmark,  in  cafe  he  fliould  fur- 
▼ive  her  Majefty. 

An  act  for  the  finishing  and  adorning  the 
cathedral  church  of  St.  fauPs,  London. 

An  act  for  enlarging  the  time  for  taking 
the  oath  of  abjuration  ;  and  alfo  /or  recapa- 
citating  and  indemnifying  fuch  pcrfons  as 
have  not  taken  the  fame  by  the  time  li- 
mitted,  and  /hall  take  the  fame  by  a  time  to 
be  appointed  ;  and  for  the  farther  fecurity 
of  her  Majefty's  perfon,  and  the  fucceflion 
of  the  crown  in  the  Proteftant  line ;  and 
for  extinguishing  the  hopes  of  the  pretend- 
ed prince  of  Wales,  and  all  other  pretenders, 
and  their  open  and  fecret  abettors  j  and  to 
fcveral  other  acts. 

After  which  her  Majefty  made  a  fpecch 
to  both  Houfes,  thanking  them  for  the 
difpatch  they  had  given  to  the  public  af- 
fairs, for  the  large  fupplies  that  had  been 
granted,  and  the  provifion  that  had  been 
made  for  the  Prince.  Then  the  Parliament 
was  prorogued  to  the  a*d  of  April. 

The  majors-general,  William  Stuart  and 
Thomas  Erie,  efqrs.  the  lords  Porttnorc, 
Cutti,  Lun./cy,  Tvviot,  and  major-general 
Ramfcy,  were  made  lieutenants-genera). 

March.  Sir  Henry  Bellajxs,  lieutenant- 
general,  found  guilty  of  plundering  the 
Spaniards  at  pott  St.  Mary's,  by  a  court 
of  general  officers  ;  he  was  broke  and  dif- 
mifled  the  fervice,  and  Sir  CharUt  Kara 
•was  acquitted  of  the  charge.

The  Convocation  which  fat  at  the  fame 
time  as  the  Parliament,  was  diftrjc*cd  by 
the  fame  feuds  and  animofities  that  prevail- 
ed in  that  alTcmbly,  and  were  diftin^uiibcdl 
by  the  names  of  High-church  and  Low- 
church. 

The  earl  of  Clarendon's  hJflory  was  now 
published. 

The  marquis  of  Caermarthen,  ma*!e  vice- 
admiral  of  the  red ;  John  Graydin,  efq. 
vice-admiral  of  the  white  ;  John  Leait, 
efq.  vice-admiral  of  the  blue  ;  George  By»g9 
efq.  rear-admiral  of  the  red }  Thomas  Di!~s, 
efq.  rear-admiral  of  the  white  ;  and  BaJZt 
Beaumont,  efq.  rear-admiral  of  the  bloe. 

March  13.    The  elector  of  Hanover,  by 
his  proxy  lord  Mohun  j  the  duke  of  Bed- 
ford, in  perfon  ;  and  the  dnke  of  Marlho- 
rcugb,  by  his  proxy,  Sir  Benjamin  Ba:hurfi9 
inftalled  knights  of  the  garter. 

The  earl  of  Seajlcld  was  appointed  chan- 
cellor in  Scotland,  and  the  duke  of  Hhiertif- 
bury  and  lord  vifcoont  tarbat  were  made 
fecrctaries  of  ftate  j  the  marquis  of  yfr- 
ntandale  was  made  prefident  of  the  council, 
and  the  carl  of  Tullibardine,  lord  privy  feat, 
and  the  earl  of  March,  governor  of  Ed'm* 
buigh  caftle. 

An  addrefs  to  her  Majefty  from  the  epif- 
copal  clergy  of  Scotland,  ftiewing  how  they 
were  unjuftly  and  violently  turned  out  of 
their  benefices  at  the  Revolution  ;  and  in- 
treated  her  Majefty  to  companionate  them 
and  their  numerous  families,  who  were  re- 
duced to  a  flarving  condition,  cm  account 
of  their  adhering  to  the  true  primitive  and 
apoftolical  church,  of  which  her  Majetty 
was  a  member.  Her  Majefty  anfwered, 
they  might  be  aflured  of  her  protection, 
and  exhorted  them  to  live  peaceably  wij,h 
the  Prefbytrrian  clergy. 

Vice-admiral  Graydcn  was  fent  to  attack 
the  illand  of  Flacentia,  and  to  expel  the 
French  from  the  fStxofcund.'atd  fiihcry,  he 
fell  in  with  Du  Cajji,  wiih  four  ihip«, 
which  he  fufl'crcd  to  efcape,  and  returned 
without  any  fuccefs. 

1703,  April  6.  Marfhal  VtlHers  joined 
the  elector  of  Bavaria  ;  after  which  the 
Elector  made  himfelf  maftcr  of  Rctijhcn, 
where  the  dyet  of  the  empire  were  af- 
fcmbled. 

The  duke  of  Marlborough  laid  liege  t» 
Bonn,  which  furrendered  about  three  weeks 
after  j  during  the  fiege  the  French  fur- 
prized  two  battalions  of  the  confederate 
troops  in  Tcngerrn,  and  made  them,  pri- 
foncrsi  but  by  the  capitulation  of  Huy  they 
were  relcafcd  again. 

The 
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The  Cevennoh,  or  Huguenots  of  Lsn- 
gucdac,  having  raifcd  an  infurrcilion,  ob- 
tained fevcral  advantages  of  the  French 
king's  troops. 

-  May  6.  The  king  of  Pertugal  came  in- 
to the  grand  alliance. 

Sir  George  Roeke  w-sfent  to  cruifc  <>n  the 
French  COift,  he  took  a  French  Eafl- India 
fhip,  worth  100,00c/.  with  other  prices, 
and  returned  about  the  middle  of  June. 

The  Parliament  of  Scotland  met  under 
the  duke  of  Sluccnjbuiy,  and  a  bill  for  the 
toleration  of  epifcopacy  being  propofed,  it 
was  rejected  ;  they  alfo  refufed  to  come  un- 
der the  ProtelUnt  fucccflion  at  this  time. 

On  the  contrary,  tbey  brjng  in  a  bill 
for  the  fecurity  of  the  government  which 
has  an  hoftile  appearance,  and  the  High- 
commiffioner  rciuling  to  pafs  it,  they  qucf- 
tioned  if  the  crown  had  a  negative. 

June  30,  N.  S.  The  confederate  troops, 
vnder  the  command  of  general  Of  Jam,  were 
fur  prized,  and  furrounded  by  the  French, 
commanded  by  Bcvjflers,  at  Eciercn.  Ge- 
neral Of  dam  being  cut  off  from  his  army, 
fled  to  Brula  j  but  the  Dutch  generals, 
notwithstanding,  maintained  their  ground. 
There  was  an  incredible  (laughter  on  both 
fides,  and  night  coming  on,  the  French 
thought  fit  to  retire. 

The  elector  of  Bavaria  Invaded  77/-;/,  in 
order  to  open  a  communication  with  the 
French  in  Italy;  but  the  Imptrialifls  making 
a  diverfion  in  Bavaria,  he  was  obliged  to 
retire,  to  defend  his  own  country. 

July,  Sir  Gecr^e  Rccle  being  taken  ill, 
the  command  of  the  fleet  was  given  to  Sir 
Clcudejey  Shovel,  confifting  of  thirty-five 
mips  of  the  line. 

The  Admiral  being  joined  by  twelve 
fhlps  of  the  line,  under  the  Dutch  admiral 
Allmonde,  they  failed  from  St.  Helens  for 
the  coaft  of  Portugal. 

July  4,  N.  S.  The  confederate  fleet, 
under  Sir  ChudeJIey,  Shovel,  arrived  in  the 
river  of  Lift™. 

July  22.  Rear  admiral  Dilkes  failed  from 
Spit  bead  for  the  coaft  of  Kcrmardy,  where 
he  took,  burnt,  and  funk,  forty  fail  of 
the  enemy's  /hips,  three  of  which  were 
equipped  as  men  of  war,  The  Queen  had 
a  medal  ft  ruck  upon  thcoccaiion,  and  de- 
livered to  the  Admiral  and  all  his  officers. 

Aug*  IX.  Admiral  Shsvel  arriving  be- 
fore Ail bea  in  Spa'tn^  with  the  grand  fleet, 
landed  2500  men,  and  publifhed  a  declara- 
tion, inviting  the  Spaniards  to  come  over 
to  king  Cbarles  III.  and  defert  king  Phils*. 

Aug.  16,  N.  S,  Huy  w.i?  inverted  by 
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the  confederates,  and  furrendercd  the  3glh 

initunt. 

Aug.  20.  The  Queen  and  Prince  fct  out 
from  Wind/or  for  the  Bath. 

A'.t£.  The  bremb,  under  xhn  com- 
mand of  tiie  ^l.ike  of  Burgundy,  inverted 
Old  Krif.tr,  whkh  furrendcred  the  6th  of 
Sift  err  her. 

Sept.  jo,  N.  S.  The  confederates  in- 
verted Lirrl'tr^h,  which  firrrcndered  tlac 
zZih  inftjnt.  ' 

Sep:.  12,  Ar.  The  Emperor  and  the 
king  of  the  R.mnr.s,  rcfigncd  their  right  to 
the  dominions  of  Spain  to  the  archduke 
Charie;,  who  wa>  thereupon  declared  king 
of  SfJ!<:,  by  the  name  of  Ckariet  III.  _ 

Srpt.  in.  The  P.irlument  of  Scot  far  J 
was  adjourned  to  Oct.  \z.  following,  the 
Queen  having  given  her  afi'ent  to  the  fol- 
lowing a<fls.

The  commifiinn  for  treating  of  an  Union 
with  Ergl.tnd  was  vacated,  with  n  prohi- 
bit-on to  grant  any  othrr  commiffion  with- 
out content  or*  Parliament. 

No  fupply  having  Keen  granted  for  the 
pay  of  the  army,  that,  with  the  chaigc  of  the 
government,  w«js  left  to  run  upon  credit. 

The  Queen  conferred  honours  on  thofe 
who  appeared  tohavc  influence  in  tht  Scotch 
nation.

The  duke  of  Savoy  agreeing  to  come 
into  the  grand  alliance  j  f<)  foon  as  it  was 
difcotered  by  the  French,  the  duke  of  fra- 
dofmc  made  twenty-two  thouiand  of  his 
troops  prifonen  of  warj  which  his  Royal 
Highncfs  retaliated,  by  feising  the  French 
ambafi'ador,  and  ail  the  fubjects  of  France 
In  his  dominions.

The  Lords  and  Commons 
refpecYiTely  attended  her  Majefty  with  moft 
dutiful  addreiTes)  and  the  Commons  re- 
solved, that  the  50,000  men,  that  acted  in 
conjunction  with  the  allies  in  Flandtrt  left 
campaign,  mould  be  continued  another 
year.  That  the  proportion  of  land-forces 
to  ad  in  conjunction  with  Ptrtvral,  mould 
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be  Soco  men ;  and  that  40,600  men,  in" 
eluding  5000  marines,  mould  be  employed 
on  board  the  fleet. 

Nov.  11.  The  Suffolk  and  Scmerfet  men 
of  war  Arrived  at  Spit  bead }  and  in  a  few 
days  the  whole  confederate  fleet,  command* 
ed  by  Sir  Cloudefry  Shovel,  arrived  from 
the  Straits. 

Nov.  13.  The  prince  of  litjfe  being  de- 
tached from  the  Netherlands,  in  order  to 
endeavour  the  relief  of  Landau ,  was  fur- 
prized  by  the  French  under  the  command  of 
maifhal  TalJard  and  Monii eur  Pracontal,  at 
Spier  back,  and  defeated. 

Nov.  19.  Landau  was  furrendcred  to  tht 
French. 

Nov.  16.  About  midnight  began  the 
mod  terrible  ftorm  that  had  been  known 
its  England,  the  wind  W.  S.  W.  attended 
with  dailies  of  lightning.  It  uncovered  the 
roofs  of  many  houfes  and  churches,  blew 
down  the  f pi  res  of  feveral  Aeeples,  and 
chimniei,  tore  .whole  groves  of  trees  up  by 
the  roots.  The  leads  of  fome  churches 
were  rolled  up  like  fcrolls  of  parchment, 
and  feveral  vefleb,  boats,  and  barges  were 
funk  in  the  river  of  Thames ;  but  the 
royal  navy  fuftaincd  thegreateft  damage,  be* 
ing  juft  returned  from  the  Straus :  four 
third  rates,  one  fecond  rate,  four  fourth 
rates,  and  many  others  of  left  force,  were 
cart  away  upon  the  coaft  ef  England,  and 
above  fifteen  hundred  feamen  loir,  befidee 
thofe  that  were  caft  away  in  merchant  mips* 
The  lofs  that  London  alone  fuftained  was 
computed  at  one  million  fterling,  and  the 
city  of  Brillol  loft  to  the  amount  of  two 
hundred  thoufand  pounds,  Among  the 
pcrfons  who  were  drowned  was  rear  admiral 
Btaument. 

Upon  this  calamity  the  Commons  ad-* 
drcfled  her  Majefty,  that  flic  would  give 
directions  for  rebuilding  and  repairing  the 
royal  navy ;  and  that  (he  would  make  fome 
provifion  for  the  families  of  thofe  feamen 
that  pevi/hed  in  the  ftorm,  with  which 
her  Majefty  complied. 

The  Commons  granted  the  fum  of 
3, SS  1,006/.  i$r.  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
forces,  and  for  the  djfeharge  of  the  fubfi- 
dics  payable  to  her  Majcfty's  allies. 

Dec.  6.  The  elector  of  Bavaria  laid 
fiege  to  Aujhurgh,  which  furrendered  the 
14th  inftant. 

He  afterwards  took  the  imperial  city  of 
Rati/hon,  and,  in  a  manner,  made  the  dyet 
his  prifoners,  and  was  joined  by  the  French 
army  commanded  by  marihal  Pillars. 

The  Hungarians  made  an  indirection 
IU  at 
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at  the  fame  time,  under  the  famous  prince 
ftar'Hjki,  and  threatened  Aufirla. 

Dec.  7.  A  bill  for  preventing  occafional 
conformity  parted  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 
but  was  rejected  by  the  Lord?,  by  a  majo- 
rity of  twelve  or  thirteen  voices. 

Dec.  iz.  A  proclamation  was  published 
for  a  faft,  to  be  obferved  the  19th  of  Jan. 
on  account  of  the  great  ftorm. 

Dec.  ty.  The  garrifon  of  Celder  fur- 
rendered  to  the  confederates. 

The  Comm  ns  prefented  an  addrefs  to 
the  Qaeen,  /.flu ring  her  they  would  provide 
for  the  fupport  cf  fuch  alliances  as  /he  had 
made,  or  mould  make  with  the  duke  of 
Savoy. 

The  Queen  gave  the  royal  affent  to  the 
land-tax  j  after  which  me  made  a  fpecch 
to  both  Houfe  s,  wherein  /he  acquainted 
them  with  a  plot  carried  on  in  Scotland  by 
the  cmiflaries  of  France,  which  flic  def'gned 
to  lay  before  them  as  foon  as  the  examina- 
tion* were  perfected. 

1  he  Lords  appointed  a  committee  to  take 
thr  examination  of  the  plot  j  at  which  the 
Commons  were  difguftcd,  and  addreflcd  her 
JvJajefty,  laying  before  her  the  concern  they 
were  under  to  fee  her  prerogative  violated 
by  tne  Lords,  by  wrefting  the  examination 
out  of  ber  Majcfty'a  hands. 

The  Lords  on  the  contrary  revived,  that 
they  had  an  undoubted  right  to  take  the 
examinations  of  perfons  charged  with  cri- 
minal matters,  whether  they  were  in  cuf- 
tody  or  not,  and  to  order  tbcm  into  the  cuf- 
tody  of  the  officers  of  their  Houfe  j  and 
that  the  addrefs  of  the  Commons  was  un- 
parliamentary, groundlcfs,  and  without  pre- 
cedent. 

Thefe  conteftj  occafioned  warm  reprefen- 
tationsto  her  Majclly  by  the  Houfcs  agaAnft 
one  another. 

A  farther  Jifputc  happened  between  the 
two  Houfe s«.  in  the  cafe  of  Ajbby  and  White , 
concerning  the  right  of  determining  con- 
troverted eL;cti6ns. 

The  Commons  refolved,  that  the  right 
of  an  elcclpr  to  Vote  was  cognizable  only  in 
$eir  Houfe  }  and  thrt  Ajbby  having  brought 
his  action  agninil  the  return ing-ofheer  for 
not  receiving  his  vote,  was  guilty  of  a  breach 
'of  privilege,  and  fo  were  all  the  lawyers-, 
attornics,  and  other  perfont  concerned  in 
the  caufe  j  and  ordered  thefe  refolttfions  to 
be  fixed  <»n  Weftminfter-hall  gate. 

The  Lords  on  the  contrary  refohred,  that 
■f  any  elector's  vote  was  refufed,  he  had  a 
right  to  brine  his  action  ;  and  that  the 
Commons  deterring  people  from  bringing 


their  actions,  was  hindering  the 
juftice,  fitfe. 

Dec.  23.    King  Charles  III.  arri  vrd  2* 
Sfitbead.    The  duke  cf  Home' Jet,  nuricr  of 
the  horic,  brought  him  a  tetter  from  her 
Majefty,and  invited  him  to  Wine* for,  when 
he  arrived  the  19th,  and  on  the  31  ft  re- 
turned with  the  duke  of  Somcrfet  to  his 
feat  at  Petxvor/b  in  SuJ/'cx.    He  let  fail  for 
Portugal  the  5th  of  'January  j  but,  being 
put  back  by  contrary  wines,  it  was  the 
0.7th  of  February  before  he  arrived  at  Li/icn.

Jan.  i%.  Count  Staremburgb  joined  the 
duke  of  Savoy  with  1 6,000  ]'m^rriaft/fs9 
having  marched  near  200  miles,  rlc rim; /ris- 
ing every  day  with  the  enemy,  who  were 
fuperior  to  him  in  numbers. 

Jan.  15.  The  duke  of  MarlbonmZb 
went  over  to  the  Hague,  to  concert  mea- 
fures  with  the  States-general,  which  being 
fettled,  the  Duke  returned  Ttb.  24. 

Jan,  17.  The  Queen  publiflicd  an  order, 
for  the  regulation  of  the  piay-houfts,  pro- 
hibiting them  to  aft  any  thing  contrary  to 
religion  and  good  manners. 

Jan.  21.  The  royal  aflent  was  given  to> 
the  malt- act  -y  after  which  her  Majefty 
made  a  fpeech  to  both  Houies,  wherein  flie 
took  notice  of  king  Cbartet't  being  driven 
back  upon  our  coafts,  and  dcfired  them  to 
give  all  difpatch  to  tbepublis  bufirtefs.

A  proclamation  for  apprehending  John

John  Howe,  the  printer,  and  Benjamin

5  The  royal  aflent  was  given  to  an  aft  for 
granting  an  aid  to  her  Majefty,  for  carry- 
ing on  the  war,  and  other  her  Majefty's, 
occjfions,  by  felling  annuities  at  feveral 
rates,  and  for  fuch  refpective  terms  or 
cftatcs  as  are  therein  mentioned. 

An  act  for  the  increafe  of  feamen,  and 
better  encouragement  of  navigation,  and  fe- 
curity  of  the  coal  trade.

They  accufrd  him  of  not  performing  his 
duty  in  deftroying  the  French  (hips  he  fell 
in  with.  The  Admiral  was  accordingly 
difmifled  the  fervice. 

The  Lords  rcfumcd  the  examination  of 
the  carl  of  Or  ford's  accounts,  in  relation  to 
riis  victualling  the  fleet,  while  it  wintered 
at  Cadix  i  and  they  confirmed  an  order  the 
lords  of  the  Trcafury  had  made  to  pafs  the 
laid  accounts. 

It  being  debated  in  the  Houfe  of  Peers, 
whether  the  earl  of  Net 'Ingham  had  done 
his  duty  in  the  examination  of  Sir  Jchn 
Mac  learn  concerning  the  Scotch  plot,  it  was 
fcfolved  in  the  affirmative  by  a  majority  of 
eleven  voices. 

The  Commons  refdlved,  that  a  book 
that  was  published,  endeavouring  to  prove 
the  mortality  of  the  foul,  and  anotb-r, 
intitlcd,  A  Vindication  of  religion  agairff  the 
Jmpcftors  of  Philofophyt  contained  doctrine* 
deAructive  of  the  Chriftian  religion:  and 
ordered  them  to  be  burnt  by  the  hangman. 

The  Lords  refolvcd  alfo,  that  there  had 
been  a  dangerous  plot  in  Scotland,  and  that 
nothing  had  given  fo  much  encouragement 
go  the  confpixacy,  as  the  fucccfiion  of  the 
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crown  of  Scotland  ml  being  declared  to  be 
in  the  princefs  Sophia,  and  addrefled  hcT 
Majefty  to  ufe  her  utraoft  endeavours  to  havfe 
that  crown  fettled. 

March  30.  The'  Lords  addrefled  her 
Majefty,  that  no  pcrfons  might  be  put  in 
commiflion  of  the  peace,  who  had  refufed 
the  oaths  to  king  William. 

1704,  April  3.  The  Queeo  gave  the 
royal  aflent  to  an  act  for  granting  to  her 
Majefty  an  additional  ftibfidy  of  tonnage 
and  poundage  for  three  years. 

An  act  for  the  making  more  effectual  her 
Majefty's  gracious  intentions  for  the  aug- 
mentation of  the  maintenance  of  the  poor 
clergy,  by  enabling  her  Majefty  to  giant  in 
perpetuity  the  revenues  of  the  ftrft  fruitt 
and  tenths  $  and  alfo  for  enabling  any  other 
perfons  to  make  grants  for  the  fame  pur* 
pofe. 

An  act  for  the  di (charge  out  of  prifon  of 
liich  infolvcnt  debtors  as  (hall  ferve,  or  pro* 
cure  a  pcrfoo  to  ferve,  in  her  Majefty's  fleet 
or  army. 

An  act  for  raiting  the  militia  for  the  year 
1704,  notwithftanding  the  month's  pay 
formerly  advanced  be  not  repaid  }  and  to 
feveral  other  bills. 

After  which  the  Queen  returned  her 
thanks  for  the  difpatch  of  the  public  bufi- 
nefs,  and  the  fupplies.  Then  the  Lord- 
Keeper  prorogued  the  Parliament  to  the  4th 
of  July. 

The  earl  of  Nottingham  not  being  fatisfied 
with  the  Queen's  meafurci,  refigncd  the 
feals  as  fecretary  of  ftatc. 

^  April  4.  David  Lend  fey.  condemned  for 
high-trrafon,  in  returning  from  Francs 
without  licence  $  he  was  a  Scotchman,  and 
pleaded  a  Scotch  pardon,  but  it  was  not  al- 
lowed j  however,  the  Queen  thought  fit 
to  grant  him  an  Englifh  pardon. 

Mr.  Harley,  the  Speaker,  was  made  fe- 
cretary of  (late. 

April  7.  The  duke  of  Marlborough* 
general  Churchill,  &c.  went  over  to  Hoi* 
land,  in  order  toopen  the  campaign.

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Sir  George  Jtookefcf  fail  from  Lijhon  wii 
the  grand  fleet,  having  the  prince  of  Hej 
and  fome  land  force*  on  board,  towait 
Barcelona. 

Afiril  23.  The  .earl  of  Kent  was  made 
lord  chamberlain,  in  the  room  of  the  earl 
of  Jerjey  j  and  'Thomas  Man/el,  efq.  was 
made  comptroller  of  the  houihold,  in  the 
room  of  Sir  Edward  Seymour. 

When  it  was  known  in  France  that  the 
Scottffb  confpiracy  was  difedveted,  Fraxer 
Was,  by  the  French  king's  order,  confined 
in  the  BafiUe.  where  he  remained  several 
years.

|»ubli(hed  a  declaration,  inviting  his  Sparlfh 
fubjefts  to  join  him,  and  offering  a  pardon 
to  all  that  fnould  return  to  their  duty  with- 


The  King  of  Portugal  alfo  publifhed  a 
declaration,  aliening  the  title  of  king 
Charles  III.  to  the  Spani/h  monarchy,  and 
lits  reafon*  for  appearing  in  his  defence 
againrt  king  Philip,  whom  he  looked  upon 
as  an  ufurper. 

1  April  45.  Duke  Schcmberg,  general  bf 
the  Englijh  forces  in  Portugal,  publifhed  a 
declaration,  offering  a  pardon  to  all  Irilh 
officers  and  fordiers,  in  the  fervice  of  France 
and  Spaint  if  they  would  quit  that  fervice, 
and  come  over  to  king  Char  lei  III.  and 
promifed  them  the  fame  ports  they  held 
under  the  enemy.

Count  rVraujlaiv,  the  Impe- 
rial miniffer  in  England,  having  reprefented 
the  diftrefs  the  empire  was  reduced  to,  by 
the  con]  unci  ion  of  the  French  and  Beta- 
runs,  and  the  hifurreetion  of  the  maleron- 
tents  in  Hungary  j  it  was  atreed  between 
the  queen  bf  Great 'Britain  and  the  States- 
general,  that  the- duke  of  Marlborough 
mould  advance  towards  the  Danube  with  a 
powerful  reinforcement  of  the  confederate 
troops  and  join  the  Imperials ;  and  ac- 
cordingly the  Duke  began  his  march.

fulved  to  draw  near  Domtweru 

July  a.  The  duke  of  Marlborough*  and 
prince  Lewis  of  Be  Jen,  attacked  the  Bava- 
rian intrenchments  at  Schcl.'enberg,  near  Do- 
rutvjert,  and  carried  them  after  a  fhort  dif- 
pute,  wherein  fix  thoufand  were  killed  and 
wounded  on  the  fide  of  the  allies,  and  lieute- 
nant general  G^r,  and  majoi  general  Be'm- 
keim,  in  the  Dutch  fcrvice,  were  killed. 
Prince  Lewis  of  Baden,  general  Tbungen, 
c  "  .. o  t  Horn, cou  niStirum,  the  pri nee  Whmt% 
lieutenant  general  Wi'-d,  major  general  Pa- 
land,  and  many  other  officers,  were  wounded. 
The  day  after  this  action,  the  Bavarian  gar- 
xifon  quitted  Donawcrt,  of  which  the  allies 
took  poffeflion.  The  enemy  had  8000  men 
killed,  and  the  confederate;  took  16  pieces 
of  cannon,  and  13  (land  of  colours. 

July  5.  The  army  of  the  allies  entered 
Bavaria,  and  the  Elector  retired  under  the 
cannon  of  Au/hurgh. 

The  confederate  Ccnrr  ,  at  this  time, 
propofed  terms  of  accommodation  to  the 
elector  of  Bavaria,  which  were  in  a  man- 
ner agreed  on}  but,  upon  advice  that  mar- 
Mai  Tallard  had  pafled  the  Black  Fore/I,  in 
order  to  join  him,  the  Elector  broke  oft* 
the  treaty  ;  whereupon  the  duke  of  Marl- 
borough detached  thirty  Iquadrons  of  horfe, 
who  burnt  and  plundered  the  country  of 
Bavaria  to  the  walls  Munich. 

July  6.  The  Parliament  of  Scotland  met, 
and  applied  to  her  Majefty  to  have  the  pa- 
pers relating  to  what  was  called  the  Scotch 
plot  in  England  laid  before  them  ;  and  re- 
prefented,  that  the  intermeddling  of  the 
Englijh  Houfe  of  Lords  in  that  matter  was 
an  increacbraent  on  the  independency  of 
Scotland,  and  her  Majcrty's  prerogative,  as 
Queen  of  that  kingdom  ;  and  defired  (he 
ihould  take  fuch  meafures  as  might  prevent 
all  fuch  intermeddling  for  the  future. 

The  Sctls  alfo  pafled  an  act,  the  5th  of 
Augufi,  called,  The  At!  of  Security  \  where- 
in they  enact,  that,  if  the  Queen  died  with-

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July  is.  Stanijlaut  Lenrinjii,  palatine 
of  Pofen,  elected  king  of  Poland  by  the 
confederate  Pcla,  at  fVarfaw,  btring  fup- 
ported  by  the  king  of  Sweden.

The  land  officers  were  of  opinion  it  waa 
impoflible  to  carry  thofe  works,  being  de- 
fended by  an  hundred  guns  mounted  oext 
the  fea,  and  a  mine  was  fprung  at  their 
landing,  which  blew  up  4a  of  them  inta 
the  air,  and  wounded  60  j  however,  they 
prefTcd  forwards,  and  carried  moft  of  the 
outworks  at  the  firft  affault,  and  took  the 
place  in  three  days,  which  has  held  out  fc- 
veral  fieges  fince,  again  ft  both  French  and 
Spaniards,  which  Jailed  many  months.

Nor  did  this 
victory  coft  the  allies  lefs  than  15,000  men 
killed  or  wounded.

That  the  laws  for  the  regulation  of  trade, 
cuftums,  and  excife,  (hall  be  the  fame  in 
Scotland  as  England* 

The  reft  of  the  laws  of  Scotlmd  to  remain 
at  before,  but  alterable  by  Parliament  ;  the 
court  of  fcflion,  and  other  court*  of  law,  to 
remain  in  Scotland  as  before. 

Sixteen  Peers  of  Scotland  Should  fit  in  the 
Britifi  Houfe  of  Lords,  and  45  reprefenti- 
tives  for  Scotland  in  the  Houfe  of  Comwvns  : 
all  the  Peers  of  Scotland  to  be  Pcer«  of  Great 
Britain,  and  enjoy  all  privileges  as  the  Peers 
of  England  do,  except  fitting  in  the  Houfe 
cf  Lordi,  and  upon  trials  of  Peers. 

The  refpedtive  churches  of  England  and 
Sc-thnd  were  confirmed  in  their  rights  and 
privileges  as  fundamental  and  effeiitial  con- 
ditions of  the  Union.

England,  nor  had  any  of  thero^  till  of  late 
years,  qualifications  to  .  be  chofen  for  any 
Engnjh  borough.

11.  id.  towards 
the  land-tax,  not  furKcicnt  to  pay  for  the 
places  and  penfions  the  Scctcb  enjoy.

only  Spain  was  loft,  but  theattcmpt  on  Thorn- 
ton probably  mi fcarried  j  at  Jcaft  this  wa«.

but  there  v. as  another,  on  which  great 
ftrefs  was  laid,  and  that  was,  the  inaction 
of  the  duke  of  Marlborough  this  campaign^ 
who  neither  attempted  a  fiege, ,  or  made  one.

loft  J  the  Firebrand  was  atfo  cart  away,  and 
but  twenty-four  of  her  men  Caved.  Ad- 
miral Byngt  perceiving  the  misfortune,  al- 
tered his  courfe,  whereby  he  preferred  him- 
fclf  and  the  reft  of  the  fleet  which  fleered 
after  him.

She  told  them,  (he  was  refolved  to  fupport 
and  encourage  the  church  of  England,  to 
preferve  the  Britijb  conftitution  according 
to  the  Union,  and  to  maintain  the  indul- 
gence allowed  by  law  to  fcrupulous  con- 
sciences; and,  that  all  thefe  might  be  tranf- 
mitted  to  pofterity,  Ihe  would  employ  none 
but  fuch  as  were  heartily  for  the  Pretcltaot 
fucceflion  in  the  houfe  of  Hanover,  the  io- 
tercft  of  which  family  no  perfon  could  be 
more  truly  concerned  for,  than  herfelf. 

The  Lords  and  Commons,  in  their  re- 
fpeltive  addreflcs,  declared  their  concur- 
rence in  all  her  Majefty's  refolutions  men-

general  Stanbofe,  with  the  Britilh  troops, 
confining  of  eight  battalions,  and  as  many 
fquadtons,  halted  at*  Bril  uega,  where  he 
was  furprifsd  the  9th  by  king  Philip'*  army, 
which  furrnunded  the  place.  The  Fnglifi 
defended  thcmfelvcs  with  great  obftinacy 
till  the  icth  in  the  morning  ;  and  then  hav- 
ing fpent  all  their  ammunition,  were  for- 
ced to  furrender  prifrners  of  war. 

Count  Starembergb  having  advice  of  the 
dirtrefs  the  Britijb  troops  were  in  at  Bnbut- 
ra,  marched  t  j  their  relief,  but  was  met  by 
king  Pbilip,  and  the  duke  of  Vendofmc  at 
Villa  Vichfay  about  a  league  from  Bribue- 
l»t  the  10th  inftant,  in  the  evening ; 
whereupon  a  buttle  was  fought,  and  general 
Starcmbo gb  gave  Sufficient  demrmftration  of 
his  military  frill,  by  giving  the  Spaniards  a 
defeat  when  he  was  nnt  half  their  number} 
however,  undsrftanding  that  the  Britijb 
troops  in  Brihurga  were  made  prifoners  of 
war  that  morning,  .^nd  not  being  in  a  con- 
ditio!! with  the  fmall  body  of  troops  he  had 
with  him  to  profecotc  his  victory  ;  the  day 
after  the  battle  he  continued  his  march  to- 
wards Arragon,  without  being  difturbed  by 
the  enemy  ;  and,  having  withdrawn  the 
confederate  troops  out  of  the  garrilbns  in 
that  kingdom,  marched  afterwards  to  Cata- 
lonia.

They  fji  'her  took  notice  of 
thp  mif^pclicatinn  of  th<*  public  money  to 
t>tb-r  purpoles  than  the  Parliament  p^ovid- 
rt?  it ;  or  the  notorious  frauds  or  the  brew- 
er; who  fcrved  the  navy ;  the  leaving  many 
millions  of  the  public  money  unaccounted 
jor,  and  the  Squandering  away  great  fume 
uton  th«*  Palatine*,  who  were  a  ufelcfs  peo- 
ple, a  mixture  ot  r» n  rdgions,  and  dange- 
*>»s  to  the  coaflituiiin 5  and  they  kulJ, 
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that  tfcofe  who  advifed  the  bringing:  them 
over,  were  enemies  to  the  Queen  and  king- 
dom ;  tbey  represented,  that  the  late  mi- 
niftry deprefled  the  friends  of  her  MajeuV 
and  the  church,  and  preferred  only  men  of 
licentious  and  impious  principles  ;  and  that, 
if  her  Msjefty  had  not  difplaced  them,  irre- 
par  able  mifchief  msjft  have  accrued  to  the 
public. 

The  Commons  alto  represent  tbe  neglect* 
of  tbe  Cornmifiioners  tor  victualling  the 
navy,  particularly  in  fufferiog  the  brewers 
to  defraud  Use  public,  in  tbe  following  in- 
fiances :

Rclfe,  inftead  c  2782,  had  delivered  but 
j  102  ;  and  B.Ji,  Tilburft,  and  Kelly,  three 
other  brewers,  had  committed  tbe  like 
frauds. 

It  feems,  the  captains  and  purfer*  of  tbe 
flups  agreed  to  take  fo  much  fhort  of  what 
the  government  allowed  the  feveral  fhipe 
companies;  in  conli  icntion  whereof,  the 
brewer  allowed  the  captain  and  purfcr  a 
fura  of  money,  and  put  the  reft  in  bit 
pocket  j  the  purfer  giving  him  a  receipt  for 
the  whole :  and  this  practice  was  connived 
at  by  tbe  miniftry  fame  years.

Nov.  28.  The  baron  B?tbrnar9  envoy 
extraordinary  of  Uancver,  delivered  •  me- 
morial to  one  cf  the  fecretsries  of  slate 
again  ft  her  Majcfty's  cotering  into  a  treaty 
of  peace  with  France. 

Count  Valla:,  the  Imperial  mintftcr, 
being  forbid  the  court,  fet  out  for  Holland* 
in  his  return  home. 

Dee.  Several  lords  were  clofefed  ;  but 
were  proof  againft  all  the  court  tempta- 
tions.* 

Dec.  6.  Mrs.  Jan*  Scbrimjbato  died  «a 
the  hofpitai  in  Rofemary-Lane,  near  Tower* 
Hill,  in  the  127th  year  of  her  age. 

Dec.  7.  The  Parliament  of  Great  Brit  aim 
met,  and  her  Majefty  made  a  fpeech  to 
both  houfct ;  wherein  (he  acquainted  them* 
that,  Nvitoitbfianding  the  arts  of  tbcje  that 
delight  in  war,  both  time  and  place  were 
appointed  for  the  opening  a  treaty  of  a  ge- 
neral pe.ice  ;  but  that  the  beft  way  to  have 
this  treaty  effectual,  was  to  make  an  early* 
provifion  for  the  campaign  ;  and  therefore 
/he  defirvd  of  the  Commons  the  fupplies  for 
the  next  year's  fervice ;  and,  as  fhe  ha4 
had  their  chearful  concurrence  in  carry- 
ing on  this  long  and  expenfive  war,  fhe 
afiured  herfclf  no  true  Proteftant  or  good 
fubject  would  envy  Britain,  or  her,  the 
glory  and  faiisfaclion  of  ending  the  fame 
by  a  juft  and  honourable  peace  ;  and  con- 
cluded with  recommending  to  them  una- 
nimity, that  the  enemy  might  not  think 
them  a  people  divided  among  themfelvea, 
and  consequently  prevent  the  obtaining  that 
good  peace,  of  which  {he  had  fuch  rcafon-* 
able  hope,  and  fo  near  a  view. 

In  the  debates  on  an  addrefs  of  thanks, 
it  was  propofed  in  the  Houfe  of  Common* 
to  reprcfent  it  as  their  opinion,  Thar  m 
fence  could  be  (aft  or  honourable,  if  Spaia 
and  the  Weft-Indies  tvere  allotted  to  any 
branch  of  the  houfe  of  Bourbon ;  and  though 
this  claufe  was  rejected  here,  yet  the  Lords 
thought  fit  to  infert  a  claufe  to  that  effect 
in  theirs. 

Dec.  10.  The  Commons  prefented s  her 
Majefty  with  an  addrefs  of  thanks  for  her 
fprech,  and  allured  her  they  had  an  entire 
confidence  in  her  wifdom  and  goodnefs  in 
fettling  the  terms  of  peace  j  and  that  they, 
mould  take  all  poffiblc  care  to  prcferve  that 
unanimity  her  Msjcfty  had  recommended, 
and  ufe  their  utmoft  endeavours  to  di Cap-, 
point  as  well  the  arts  and  dcfigns  of  thofc^ 
who  for  private  views  nay  delight  in  war, 
j .  as  tbo  hope*  the  eucmy  might  have  vainly 
' '  entertaiac< 
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fcntettained  of  receiving  advantage  from  any 
dl  virion  amongft  them. 

.  With  this  addrcfs  her  Majefty  ftiewed 
great  fatisfaction  in  her  anfwer :  but  to 
that  of  the  Lords,  who  advifed  that  no 
peace  fljould  be  made  without  the  French 
giving  up  Spain  and  the  IV efi -Indies  ;  ihe 
faid,  Jhe  jbvuld  be  forry  any  one  could  think  fhe 
WTuld  not  do  her  utmlft  to  recover  Spain  and 
the  Wcft-Indits  from  the  houfe  of  Bourbon. 

Dec,  19.  A  proclamation  was  iflucd,  for 
a -public  faft  to  be  obferved  the  16th  of 
January,  for  a  bleifing  on  the  intended 
treaty  of  peace. 

Dec  a  1.  Mr.  Loekart,  from  the  com- 
TOjfiioncrs  of  the  public  accounts,  made  a 
report  from  fome  undue  practices  they  had 
difcuvered  in  their  examinations  relating 
to  the  affairs  of  the  army ;  viz.  that  the 
duke  of  Marlborough  had  taken  to  his  own 
ufe,  of  the  perfons  he  contracted  with  for 
the  foldieri  oread,  63,319/.  and  upwards  t 
that  he  had  referved  to  himfclf  alfo  two 
and  an  half  per  cent,  out  of  the  pay  of  the 
foreign  troops,  amounting  to  460,061/.  in 
aU  $231380/.  being  public  money,  and 
which  he  had  never  accounted  for;  and 
that  he  had  allowed  his  fecreiary  Mr.  Car- 
donnel  to  receive  of  the  contractors  500  gold 
ducats  on  the  Agning  of  every  contract } 
and  Mr.  Sweet,  the  deputy  paf-mafter  in 
Holland,  to  deduct  one  per  cent,  for  all  the 
money  to  be  paid  the  contractors  for  bread. 

That  Ruber t  Walpilc,  efq.  when  he  was 
fecretary  of  war,  received  of  the  contractors 
for  forage  in  Scotland,  to  his  own  ufe,  500 
guineas,  and  a  note  for  500  more  :  that 
Sir  David  Da'rympUrniioo  guineas  of  the 
Scotch  contractors  :  and  that  the  earl  of 
Leven,  commander  in  chief  in  Scotland, 
received  joo/.  per  annum  of  Jthem. 

Dec.  13.  The  privy-fcal  was  delivered  to 
Sir  George  Beaumont,  bart.  Robert  Byerley, 
and  Edward  Nicholas,  efqrs.  commiffioners 
for  executing  that  office,  in  the  abfence  of 
the  biftjop  of  BriJJol,  who  was  made  one  of 
the  plenipotentiaries  for  the  treaty  of  peace 
at  Ut/echt. 

Dec.  28.  Her  Majefty,  by  her  writ,  called 
to  the  Houfe  of  Lords  James  lord  Compton, 
eldeft  fon  to  the  earl  of  Northampton,  and 
Charles  lord  Bruce,  eldeft  fon  to  the  earl  of 
Ayltfbury. 

Dee.  30.  Upon  the  reprcfentation  of  the 
Commons  of  the  public  money  the  duke  of 
Marlborough  had  converted  to  his  own  ufe, 
her  Majefty  was  pleafed  to  turn  the  Duke 
9ft  of  alt  his  places,  as  the  Duchcfs  had 
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been  before  out  of  hers.  The  places  th^y 
both  held,  ac  a  moderate  compulation, 
amounted  to  62,32  c/.  per  annum,  bcfid.s 
what  had  he  made  by  the  contracts  for  the 
lbldiers  bread  ;  by  the  two  and  an  rulf  per 
cent,  he  deducted  out  of  the  p.»y  of  the 
foreign  troops ;  and  beGdes  the  prefents  he 
received  from  the  fcmpcror,  the  i>U!ca 
General,  the  king  of  PruJJia,  the  elector 
of  Harm/er,  and  other  princes ;  and  of 
fafe-guards,  which  laft  was  no  inconfider- 
able  article :  nor  is  Blenheim  caftle,  and  the 
eftate  at  IVoodjtxk,  reckoned  in  this  ac- 
count. 

Robert  Walpole,  efq.  and  Mr.  Cardonnel, 
were  expelled  the  Houfe  of  Common*,  for 
their  breach  of  truft,  in  converting  the 
public  money  to  their  own  mes. 

Her  Majefty  created  ten  peers. 

1711-12,  Jjn.  1.  The  duke  of  OrmanJ 
was  conftituted  captain-general  of  all  her 
Majefty's  forces  in  Great  Britain,  and  co- 
lonel of  the  flrft  troop  of  guards. 

The  duke  of  Northumberland  W3$  midc 
captain  of  the  firft  troop  of  hurfeguards. 

The  carl  of  Rivers  was  made  mafter- 
general  of  the  ordnance,  and  colonel  of 
the  regiment  of  blue  horfc,  in  the  room  ef 
the  duke  of  Northumberland. 

Jan.  4.  Prince  Eugene  of  Savoy  arrived 
in  England  from  the  Emperor,  to  endea- 
vour to  divert  the  Queen  from  entering  into 
a  treaty  of  peace. 

Jan.  8.  The  marquis  efUxclIes,  abbot 
de  Pclignac,  and  Mr.  M-fnager,  the  three 
plenipotentiaries,  airived  At  Utrecht',  as  did 
alfo  about  the  fame  time  eight  from  the 
States-General  ;  and  biftiop  Rolirfon,  and 
the  lord  Raby  from  England. 

Jan.  II.  The  duke  of  Beaufort,  was 
mad«  captain  of  the  band  of  peofioncrs,  in 
the  room  of  the  duke  of  St.  Albans. 

Brigadier  Hill,  brother  to  lady  Maflum, 
was  made  lieutenat  of  the  Tower,  in  the 
room  of  lieutenant  general  Cadcgan. 

Jan.  17.  The  duke  of  Somerj'et  was  re- 
moved from  the  place  of  mailer  of  the 
horfe. 

Her  Majefty  being  indifpofed,  fent  raef- 
fages  to  both  Houfcs,  acquainting  them, 
that  her  plenipotentiaries  were  arrived  ac 
Utrecht,  and  had  begun  to  concert  the  mod 
proper  ways  of  procuring  a  juft  fatisfaction 
to  all  the  allies  j  and  that  they  might  de- 
pend upon  her  Maiefty's  communicating  to 
her  Parliament  the  terms  of  peace,  before 
they  ftiould  be  concluded ;  and  the  world 
might  now  fee  how  grouadlcfs  thofe  mali- 
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cious  reports  were  of  her  treating  of  a 
Separate  peace. 

The  tnefiages  to  each  Houfe  were  the 
fame  \  only,  in  that  to  the  Lords,  her  ^la- 
jetty  recommended  to  their  consideration 
the  harJfhip  the  Scotch  peers  lay  under,  in 
Wing  incapaciated  to  be  peers  of  Great 
Britain;  and  defired  their  advice  in  fet- 
tling that  affair  to  the  fat isf action  of  the 
whole  kingdom.  It  had  been  adjudged 
the  Houfe  of  Peers,  in  the  cafe  of 
Hamilton,  whom  the  Queen  had 
created  duke  of  Brandt*,  that  no  Scotch 
er,  created  a  peer  fincc  the  Union,  could 


by  tfa 
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in  Parliament,  though  the  Queen  was 
at  liberty  to  increafe  the  Peerage  of  Erg' 
land,  as  fhe  faw  fit,  and  confequently  to 
make  a  greater  majority  of  Englijb  peers  in 
the  Houfe  of  Lords,  than  there  was  at  the 
time  of  the  Union. 

The  commiflioners  of  the  general  af- 
fembly  in  Scotland  alfo  drew  up  an  addrefs 
to  her  Majeity,  fetting  forth,  That,  by  the 
act  for  the  Union  of  the  two  kingdoms,  all 
the  ac|s  for  fecuring  the  Proteftant  reli- 
gion»  and  Pre/by tcrian  government,  in 
Scotland,  were  ratified  and  confirmed,  as 
ciTential  and  fundamental  conditions  or  the 
Union,  even  beyond  the  reach  of  Parlia- 
ment; and  that  (hey  were  greatly  forprilkl 
and  afflicted  therefore,  that  a  bill  mould 
be  brought  ia  for  the  allowing  a  bound  left 
toleration  in  Scotland,  which  threatened 
the  overthrow  of  their  church,  and  gave 
a  licence  to  all  manner  of  errors,  irreli- 
gious difputes,  and  blafphimies  j  and  there* 
fore  ^conjure  her  Majefty  to  make  ufe  of 
her  authority  to  prevent  the  palung  of  it. 
But  her  Majefty,  thinking  a  toleration 
in  the  oorth  as  reafonable  as  in  the  fouth 
part  of  the  ifland,  did  not  think  fit  to  in- 
terdo  fe. 

She  concluded  both  mefTiges  with  de- 
firing  they  would  find  a  remedy  for  fup- 
prefting  falfe  and  fcandalous  libel*. 

Robert  WalpoUt  ^»  *  memSer  of  the 
Houfe  of  Commons,  and  late  trcafurcr  of 
war,  was  committed  to  the  Tower,  tor 
corrupt  practice  in  payment  of  the  troops 
in  Scotland ;  which  ocrafioned  great  de- 
bates in  the  Houfe,  that  hid  open  hh 
conduct  in  a  very  difcredifabJe  light,  ar.d 
gained  him  a  general  cenfure. 

There  was  found  in  a  plowrd  field  in  the 
parim  of  Stunsfield,  neir  Wocdpcl  in  Ox- 
fordjkire,  an  intire  teffe Hated  Roman  pave- 
ment, 35  feet  in  length,  and  20  in  breadth, 
compofed  of  little  fquar-  ftones  of  the  big- 
aefs  of  dice,  of  fcvcral  colours,  and  dif- 


pofed  in  a  regular  order,  tt  appeared'  tV 
have  been  made  upwards  of  1400  years. 

Jan.  14.  The  Commons  voted,  That 
the  two  and  a  half  ttt  cent*  which  the 
duke  of  Marlborough  deducted  from  the 
foldiers  pay  for  bread  and  forage,  was  public 
money,  and  ought  to  he  accounted  ftr  ;  an* 
that  the  deducting  it  was  illegal  and  umasr- 
rant  able, 

Jan,  a6.  The  new  Emperor  arrived  at 

Vlcr.tta  from  Ftankfort. 

Jatt.  17.  The  counters  of  Sunderland, 
and  the  lady  Bialfen,  daughters  to  the  duke 
of  Mar/borough,  refigned  their  places  a*' 
ladies  of  the  bed-chamber. 

Jan.  29,  The  archbifhop  of  Tuam,  and 
Sir  Cottjfantine  Pbippt,  lord  chancellor  of 
Ireland,  were  conftituted  lords  juftices  of 
that  kingdom,  in  the  abfence  of  the  duke 
of  Ormond. 

William  Stewart,  efq.  was  made  general 
of  the  foot,  and  commander  in  chief  of  he* 
Majefty'a  forces  in  Ireland,  during  the  ab- 
fence of  the  duke  of  Ormond. 

Jan.  29.  N.  S.  The  fir  ft  genera!  con- 
ference was  held  between  the  plenipoten- 
tiaries HUtrecbl.  It  was  opened  by  tb« 
lord  bifhop  of  Briflol,  firft  plenipotentiary 
of  Great  Britain,  with  a  fpcech  fui tabic  to 
the  occafion. 

Feb.  9.  The  royal  afleht  was  given  to  an 
act  for  granting  an  aid  to  her  Majefty,  to 
be  raifed  by  a  land-tax  in  Great  Britain,  for 
the  fervice  of  the  year  1712.

The  dauphinefi  of  France,  Maria  Ade- 
laida  of  Savcy,  died,  in  the  26th  year  of 
her  age.  Six  days  after,  her  huJband,  Lewis 
the  dauphin,  died,  in  the  30th  year  of  hit 
age.  His  eldeil  fon,  who  was  five  years 
pld,  died  likewife  a  few  days  after, 

Feb.  16.  The  Houfe  of  Lords  attended 
the  Queen  with  an  addrefs,  representing 
their  indignation  at  the  dilhonouruhle  treat- 
ment of  her  Majcfty  by  France,  in  propofing 
to  acknowledge  her  title  to  the  crown,  no 
fooncr  than  when  the  peace  flioujd  be  fign- 
cd  j  and  exprtfting  all  their  refcntment  at 
the  terms  or  peace  offered  by  France  ,  re- 
newing their  promifes  to  ftand  by  her  with 
their  lives  and  fortunes,  if  the  would  con- 
tinue the  war. 

To  which  addrefx  her  Majefty  only  an- 
fwered,  that  (he  thanked  them  for  the 
zeal  they  had  exr rett  a  for  hei  honour,  anJ 
for  the  alTurances  they  gave  or  afiilling  her. 

Feb,  z4*  The  duke  of  Ormond  was  con- 
stituted general  of  all  her  Majefty's  forces. 

March  3.  The  rcyal  aifent  was  given  to 
an  ad  to  prevent  the  dhiurbing  the  epif- 
copal  communion  in  Scotland  in  the  excr- 
cife  of  their  religious  worftiip  y  and  to  re- 
peal an  aft  parted  in  Scotland,  intitled,  an 
aft  againft  irregular  baptifms  and  marriages. 

March  4.  The  Commons  attended  her 
Majefty  with  a  reprefentation,  /hewing  the 
hardships  the  allies  had  put  on  England  in 
carrying  on  this  war. 

They  (hew,  firft,  that  the  expence  of 
England,  in  the  beginning  of  the  war, 
amounted  to  but  about  3,700,000/.  but  was 
now  increafed  to  6.900,000/.  and  upwards, 
by  being  obliged  to  fupply  the  deficiencci 
of  her  allies :  that  the  States  General  were 
frequently  deficient  two  thirds  of  the  quota 
of  (hipping  they  ftipulated  to  provide, 
which  not  only  increafed  the  charge  of 
the  Engtifh,  but  was  the  occanon  of  great 
damage  to  the  royal  navy,  and  the  deduc- 
tion of  the  merchants  (hips,  which  were, 
deftroyed  for  want  of  convoys,  the  Englijb 
men  of  war  being  employed  in  other  fer- 
fice  s  and  that  the  Dutch  had  alfo  been  de- 
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ficient  in  the  Netherlands  upwards  of  10,000 
men  of  their  quota  of  troops:  that  the  whole 
burd.n  of  the  war  alraoft,  in  Spain  and 
Portugal  had  of  jlate  been  thrown  upon 
the  Lnghjh  \  the  Dutch  had  every  year 
IcfTcned  their  troops  in  Spain  and  Por- 
tugal j  and  the  Emperor,  who  was  moft 
nearly  concerned,  had  no  troops  at  all  in 
pay  there,  till  the  laft  year  of  the  war,  and 
then  but  one  fingle  regiment:  that,  on  the 
contrary,  the  Engli/h  did  not  only  maintain 
60,000  men  in  the  Spanilk  war,  but  the 
charges  of  the  (hipping  only  employed  in 
that  fervice,  amounted  to  above  8,000,000 
fterling  :  and,  in  (hort,  that  England  had 
expended  in  the  war,  beyond  its  quota, 
above  jn,ooo,ooo  of  money;  all  which 
the  late  miniftry  had  not  only  connived  at, 
but,  in  many  inltancet,  contrived  and  en- 
couraged, upon  private  views  ;  that  the 
greater  our  fuccefs  had  been,  the  heavier 
had  been  the  burden  on  the  part  of  -  Eng- 
land \  and  that  new  dominions  were  daily 
conquered  for  the  allies,  whjle  they  abated 
their  (hare  of  the  expence;  and  it  could  not 
be  expected  they  (ho  it  Id  ever  be  weary  of 
inlarging  their  territories  at  the  charge  of 
England,  efpecially  when  even  the  revenue* 
of  the  conquered  countries  ve/e  not  applied 
to  the  carrying  on  the  war. 

That,  though  Britain  had  borne  as  great 
a  (hare  of  the  war  at  the  whole  confederacy, 
no  ndv^ntages  had  been  ftipulated  for  her  1 
b«t,  on  the  contrary,  the  late  barrier  treaty 
with  the  Dutch  was  diftruftive  to  our  trade, 
and  the  putting  Newport  and  other  placet 
in  Flanders  into  their  hands,  made  the  trade 
of  the  Engiijh  to  the  Netherlands  precarious, 
and  the  ftrcogth  nf  that  country »  which 
Britain  hafl  (0  largely  contributed  to  reduce, 
might  h'  re  titer  be  r.rnj  Joyed  againft  Britain* 
And  they  refofved,  that  the  lord  Tcwnf- 
hend,  who  negociare  1  the  barrier  treaty  with 
the  Dutch,  and  all  others,  who  advifed  the 
ratifying  it,  were  enemies  to  the  flatc. 

Upon  this  reprefentation,  the  Queen 
ordered  the  earl  of  Srratfcrd  to  notify  to 
the  States,  that,  unlets  they  made  up  their 
quota  of  troops  in  the  Netherlands,  her  Ma» 
jefty  would  reduce  the  number  of  Britijk 
troops  there. 

March  5.  The  plenipotentiaries  of  the 
allies  at  Utrttcbt  delivered  in  their  refpeftive 
fpecific  demands  to  the  French  plenipoten* 
tiaries  j  and  infifted,  that  the  French  (hould 
give  a  fprcific  anfwer  in  writing  to  the  fpe- 
cific demands  of  the  allies ;  but  this  the 
French  refufed,  and  propofed  to  treat  ver- 
bally of  the  matters  remaining  in  difference 
P  p  p  between 
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between  them,  which  the  Britijh  plenipo- 
tentiaries at  length  agreed  to. 

March  13.  Prince  Eugene  had  his  audi- 
ence or  leave.  Her  Majefty  presented  him 
with  a  fword  of  the  value  of  5000/)  but  it 
teems  he  could  not  prevail  upon  her 
to  continue  the  war  any  longer  at  her 
own  expence.  or  induce  her  to  believe  his 
matter  would  contribute  more  to  it  than  he 
bad  done. 

March  J 7.  Her  Majefty  iffued  a  procla- 
mation^ offering  a  reward  of  100/.  to  any 
One  that  Should  difcover  a  Mzbock. 

171*,  March  *6.  George  earl  of  Nor- 
thampton was  made  confrable  of  the  Tower 
of  London* 

April  9.  The  duke  of  Ormond,  accom- 
panied by  feveral  of  the  nobility  and  per- 
sons of  quality,  fet  out  for  Flanders. 

April  12.  Louifa-Maria-Tcrefa,  youngeft 
daughter  to  the  late  king  Jama,  died  at  St. 
Cermaint  in  France,  in  the  19th  year  and 
$fth  month  of  her  age. 

Aril  14.  The  upper-houfe  of  Convoca- 
tionfacknowledged  the  validity  of  Jay-bap- 
tifin,  which  the  lower-houfe  feemed  to  de- 
>  ay,  and  occalioned  a  difpute  between  them. 

The  Convocation,  which  fat  with  the 
Parliament,  frill  carry  on  their  difputea 
tti>out  prorogation,  and  fome  Nonjurors  en- 
tertained odd  notions  about  the  Eucbarift 
being  a  proper  facrifice,  the  neceflity  of 
prieftly  abfolution,  the  invadility  of  lay- 
baptifm ;  and  others  condemn  the  fuprema- 
cy  of  the  crown  in  ecdeiiaftical  matters,  Sec. 

i;he  confederate  forces  began  to  take  the 
$t\i. 

April  »o.  The  French  refugees  petitioned 
the  Queen  to  fupport  their  intereft  in  the 
prefent  treaty  of  peace,  the  earl  of  Dart* 
mouth  informed  them,  that,  ftrict  orders  had 
been  given  to  the  Enghfh  plenipotentiaries 
to  the  fame  effect }  but,  notwithstanding, 
they  were  not  duly  taken  care  of. 

<Thomat  earl  of  Stratford  came  from  Utrecht 
to  the  idagnet  and  earnestly  preffed  the 
States  to  come  into  the  Queen's  meafures, 
but  did  not  acquaint  them  what  they  were. 

May  10.  Secretary  St.  John  fent  a  letter 
t,o  the  duke  of  Ormond,  with  the  Queen's 
pofitive  command,  that  be  Should  avoid  en* 
gaging  in  any  liege,  or  haaarding  a  battle, 
till  he  received  further  orders  from  England. 
'  May  ax.  The  royal  aflent  was  given  to 
an  act  for  laying  feveral  duties  upon  all  foap 
and  paper  made  in- or  imported  into  Great 
Britain,  and  Upon  chequered  and  ftrtped 
linens  and  (luffs  printed,  painted,  or  Stamp- 
ed j  npon  feveral  kinds  of  flapped  vellum, 


parchment,  and  paper;  nod  upon  .certain, 
printed  papers,  pamphlets,  and  advertiie- 
ments;  for  raifing  the  fum  of  1,800,000/. 
by  way  of  a  lottery  towards  ber  Majesty's 
fupply;  for  licenfing  an  additional  number 
of  hackney  chairs  j   for  charging  certain 
ftocks  of  cards  and  dice;  and  for  better  /e- 
curing  her  Majefty's  duties  to  arife   in  the 
office  for  ftamp  duties  by  licences  for  mar- 
riages, and  ofherwife    and  for  relic/  of 
perfons  who  have  not  claimed  their  lottery- 
tickets,  and  for  borrowing  money  upon  flock 
(part  of  the  capital  of  the  Soutb-fca  coov 
pany)  for  the  ufe  of  the  pubjic. 

An  act  for  enlarging  the  time  given  to 
the  cornmiflioners  appointed  by  her  sM^jefrr, 
purfuant  to  an  act  for  granting  to  her  Ma- 
jetty  feveral  duties  on  coals,  for  building 
fifty  new  churches  in  and  about  the  cities 
of  London  and  Wefimwfiert  and  suburbs 
thereof)  and  other  purpofes  therein  men- 
tioned ;  and  alfo  for  giving  the  faid  commif- 
fioners  further  powers  for  better  effecting  the 
fame;  and  for  appointing  monies  for  re- 
building the  pariSh  church  of  St.  Mary 
Wet  I  moth,  in  the  city  of  London. 

An  act  for  better  collecting  and  recover- 
ing the  duties  granted  for  the  fupport  of  tbe 
royal  hofpital  at  Greenwich,  and  for  the  fur- 
ther benefit  thereof ;  and  for  the  preferring 
het  Majefty's  harbour- moorings. 

An  act  to  reftore  the  patrons  to  their  an- 
tient  rights  of  prefenttng  rniniAers  to  the 
churches  vacant  in  that  part  of  Great  Britain 
called  Scotland. 

An  act  for  repealing  part  of  an  act  paffed 
in  the  Parliament  of  Scotland,  intituled, 
an  act  for  difcharging  thp  Tnle  Vacance* 
An  act  for  repealing  a  daufe  in  the  fta- 


tute  made  in  the  aift  year  of  the  reign  of 
king  James  I.  intituled,  An  act  for  tbe 
further  description  of  a  bankrupt,  and  for 
relief  of  creditors  again  ft  fuch  as  Dull  be- 
come bankrupts,  and  for  inflicting  corporal 
punishment  upon  the  bankrupts  in  fome 
fpecial  cafes,  and  for  the  explanation  of  the 
laws  relating  to  bankruptcy  in  cafe  of 
partnership. 

An  act  for  the  more  effectual  preventing 
fraudulent  conveyances,  in  order  to  multi- 
ply votes  for  electing  knights  of  {hires  to 
ferve  in  Parliament. 

An  act  for  regulating.  Improving  and 
encouraging  the  woollen  manufacture  of 
snlxt  or  medley  broad-cloth,  and  for  the 
better  payment  of  the  poor  employed 
therein. 

An  act  to  give  further  time  for  inrolling 
foch  leafcs  panted  from  the  crown  as  hare 
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hbt  been  inrollea1  within  the  refpeftlve 
times  therein  limited}  and  for  making  the 
pleading  of  deeds  of  bargain  and  fale  in- 
rolled,  and  of  fee- farm  rents  more  eafy. 
.  An  aft  /or  reviving  and  continuing  fe- 
veral  aftt  therein  mentioned  j  for  the  pre- 
venting mifchiefs  which  may  happen  by 
tire  j  for  building  and  repairing  county  gaols; 
tbr  exempting  apothecaries  from  ferving  pa- 
rim  an  J  ward  offices,  and  ferving  upon  ju- 
ries j  and  relating  to  the  returning  of  jurors. 

An  aft  for  the  relief  of  merchants  im- 
porting prize  goods  from  America. 

An  aft  to  prevent  abufes  in  making  linen- 
doth,  and  regulating  the  lengths,  breadths, 
and  caual  forting  of  yarn  for  each  piece 
made  in  Scotland,  and  for  whitening  the 
ftme. 

An  aft  for  the  relief  of  in fol vent  debtors, 
by  obliging  their  creditors  to  accept  the  ut- 
moft  fatisfaftion  they  are  capable  to  make, 
and  reftoring  them  to  their  libetty  ;  and  ts 
feverat  private  afts. 

May  aS.  The  duke  of  Ormond  declared 
to  prince  Eugene,  that  her  Majefty  having 
a  near  profpeft  of  a  peace,  had  given  him 
orders  not  to  aft  oft'enfively. 

The  confederate  armies  parted  the  Scbe/d, 
and  the  duke  of  Ormond  took  his  quarters 
at  Marcbitnr.es.    The  quatter-mafters  gene- 
ral having  viewed  the  enemy's  army,  de- 
clared there  was  a  6ne  opportunity  of  at-  | 
tacking  them;  the  duke  could  not  help  dif-  j 
covering  the  orders  he  had  received,  which  ( 
the  allies  were  highly  (hocked  at,  though 
they  had  fufpccleJ  it  for  fome  time 

The  Commons  hearing  of  it,  fome  moved 
for  an  addrefs  to  the  Queen,  to  give  in- 
ftruftions  to  her  general  in  Flanders,  to 
pro  fee  ute  the  war  with  the  utraoft  vigour, 
out  it  was  carried  in  the  negative. 

The  Lords  like  wife  took  the  affair  into 
confederation,  and  (hewed  the  ill  confe- 
rences of  fuch  a  proceeding,  and  the  nc- 
ceffity  of  carrying  on  the  war  with  vigour  j 
but,  after  long  debates  (wherein  the  duke 
of  Marlborough  was  feverely  reflcfted  on 
by  earl  Paulet,)  nothing  was  determined. 

The  Dutch  complained  to  the  bifhop  of 
tSriflol  of  the  order  given  to  the  duke  of 
Ormond  without  their  concurrence  j  he  told] 
them  her  Majefty  had  much  more  reafon  to 
complain,  fince,  notwithftanding  all  the 
Advances  (he  had  made,  in  order  to  engage 
them  in  a  plan  of  peace,  they  bad  not  an- 
fwered  her  as  they  ought,  and  as  her  Ma- 
jefty hoped  they  would ;  and  therefore  they 
ought  not  to  be  furprifed,  if  her  Majefty 
did  now  think  berfclf  at  liberty  to  eater  into 
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feparate  meafures,  in  order  to  obtain  peace* 
However,  her  Majefty  hoping  they  would 
at  length  be  induced  to  enter  into  more  peace- 
able meafures,  commented  to  the  fiege  of 

Se\uefnoy. 

June  6.  The  Qgeen  came  to  the  Houfe 
of  Peers,  and  communicated  to  the  Parlia- 
ment the  terras  on  which  a  peace  might  be 

made 

The  principal  articles  were,  that  the 
French  king  mould  acknowledge  the  Pro- 
teftant  fucceffion,  and  remove  the  Pretender 
out  of  his  dominions. 

That  France  and  Spain  were  never  to  be 
united  in  one  head,  but  the  refpeftive 
Kings  were  to  make  renunciations  for  them- 
felves  and  their  heirs. 

That  Newfoundland)  St.  CLriftopbert,  Hud- 
font- Bay,  Sec.  were  to  be  yielded  to  the 
'Englifo\  as  alfo  Gibr alter  and  the  ifland  of 
Minorca. 

That  Naples,  Sardinia,  and  Milan,  (hould 
be  yielded  to  the  Emperor,  and  a  barrier 
eftablifhed  in  Flanders,  on  the  Rhine,  and  ia 

Savny. 

And  that  Dunkirk  {hould  be  demolished, 
and  Annapolis  and  Nova  Scotia  in  Nortb 
America,  mould  be  yielded  to  Great  Britain, 
Slucjncy  was  invefted  by  the  allies. 
June  0.  The  Common*,  addreftcd  berMa- 
jefty,  afl'uring  her,  they  had  an  entire  con- 
fidence (he  would  fteadily  purt'ue  the  true 
intercll  of  her  own  kingdoms,  and  endea- 
vour to  procure  for  all  her  allies  what  wa* 
due  to  them  by  treaties,  and  what  was  ne- 
ceflary  for  their  fecurity. 

June  10.  The  Lords  alfo  addrefled  her 
Majefty.  a  (Turing  her,  that  they  did  en* 
tirely  rely  on  herwifdom  to  finifh  that  great 
and  good  work  of  peace  we  bad  entered 
upon. 

The  Commons  refolved,  that  a  certain 
preface  of  bifhop  Fleetwood'*  to  his  fermonsp 
calumniating  h  r  Majefty  for  changing  her 
miniftry,  and  hearkening  to  propofals  of 
peace,  was  malicious  and  faftious,  tending 
to  create  difcord,  &c.  and  ordered  it  to  be 
burnt  in  the  palace-yard  by  the  common 
hangman. 

June  11.  The  duke  of  Vcndofme  died  ia 
Spain,  as  be  was  upon  the  road  from  Valen- 
cia to  Lerida. 

Sir  William  TVyndbam,  hart,  was  made  fe» 
cretary  of  war  in  the  room  of  lord  Lanj* 
down,  who  was  foon  after  made  comptroller 
of  her  Majefty's  houftiold. 

June  16.  The  bifhop  of  BriJUl .repre- 
fefltcd  to  the  States-general  the  neceftUy  of 
e  fofpenfion  of  arms  in  the  Netherlands,  ia 
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irder  to  facilitate  the  conclufion  of  the 
treaty. 

The  duke  of  Ormond  alfo  acquainted 
prince  Eugene  and  the  held  deputies,  that 
he  had  received  ordsrs  to  agree  with  the 
French  to  a  ceftation  of  arms  for  two  months, 
and  to  fend  ten  battalions  to  Dunkirk,  which 
the  French  had  offered  to  put  into  the  hands 
of  the  Queen  as  a  fecurity  for  the  perform- 
ance of  the  offers  the  French  king  had  made } 
and  he  declared  alfo,  that  he  would,  in  three 
or  four  days, march  off  withthe  Britifh  troops 
and  the  foreigners  in  the  Queen's  pay,  and 
gave  the  generals  oidera  tolollow  him,  but 
the  foreign  generals  declared,  they  could 
not  feparate  from  the  army  of  prince  Eu- 
gene, without  exprefs  orders  from  their  ma- 
rten *,  whereupon  the  duke  of  Ormond  con- 
tinued fome  days  longer  in  his  camp. 

Lieutenant-general  Webb  was  made  lieu- 
tenant general  and  commander  in  chief  of 
all  her  Majefty 's  forces  in  Great  Britain,  in 
the  room  of  general  Erie. 

The  duke  of  Marlborough  challenged 
lord  Paulet,  for  insinuating  in  the  Houfc  of 
Lords,  that  his  grace  contrived  to  knock  his 
officers  on  the  head,  in  order  to  fill  his  pock- 
ets, by  difpofing  of  their  commiffions,  bot 
the  duel  waa  prevented. 

Brigadier  Will  was  made  lieutenant- 
general  of  the  ordnance  in  the  room  of  ge- 
neral Erie. 

Join  duke  of  Argyle,  war  alfo  appointed 
general  and  commander  in  chief  of  all  the 
1  ynd- forces  in  Scotland,  and  captain  of  the 
company  of  foot  in  Edinburgh  caftle. 

The  generals  of  the  foreign  trcops  in 
Britijb  pay  being  commanded  by  the  duke  of 
Ormond  to  march,  they  all  refufed,  except 
two. 

Major-general  Grovejlein,  governor^  of 
Boucbain,  having  been  detached  by  prince 
Eugene,  with  about  1 500  horfe,  dragoons, 
tec.  made  a  fuecefsful  incurfion  into  France, 
and  having  ravaged,  plundered,  and  burnt 
fcveral  open  towns  and  villages  in  Cham- 
pagne and  Metz,  and  (truck  terror  as  far  as 
Paris,  made  his  retreat  by  Traerbach  to 
Maeflr'ubti  but  the  French,  in  revenge, 
plundered  Tortele,  &e» 

Mr.  fecrctary  St.  John  reported  to  the 
Houfc  of  Commons  that  their  addrefs  re- 
lating to  the  rents  of  the  biftiops  lands  in 
Worth  Britain,  which  remain  in  the  crown, 
having  been  prefented  to  her  Majefty,  fhe 
had  commanded  him  to  acquaint  that  Houfe, 
that  the  profits  of  thofe  lands  mould  be  ap- 
plied to  the  fupport  of  fuch  of  the  epifcopal 
clergy  there  as  mould  take  the  oaths  ac- 
cording to  the  dehrc  of  that  Houfe. 
-  . 
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He  likewife  acquainted  the  fcwJgn  rm ra- 
fters at  London,  that  her  Majefty  bad  re- 
ceived advice  that  their  matters  troops  la 
her  fervice  refufed  to  obey  the  duke  of  Or- 
nond,  and  that,  if  they  perfifted  in  that 
refolotion,  her  Majefty  would  pay  them 
neither  fubfiftence,  fubfidy,  nor  arrears. 

June  »i.  The  royal  aflent  was  given  to 
an  aft  for  laying  additionalduties  00  hides, 
vellum,  Coffee,  Sec.  for  a  lottery,  Sec.

Admiral  Leake  convoyed  briga- 
dier Hill,  and  4000  men,  from  England  to 
Dunkirk,  and  the  next  day  that  town  w.ts 
evacuated  by  the  French*  and  the  brigadier 
took  pofieflion  of  it  for  her  MajcAy. 

The  duke  of  Argylt  was  made  governor 
of  P.rtmabon* 

Cuyers  party  and  George  Fielding,  efqrs. 
were  conftituted  commimoners  to  execute 
the  place  of  Mailer  of  the  Horfe.  1 

July  %,  N.  S.  King  Philip  publifhed  his 
renunciation  of  the  crown  of  France* 

July  12.  Richard  Cromwell,  the  elded 
fbn  of  Oliver  Crcnvwell,  and  who  fucceeded 
him  in  the  prote&orfhip,  September  3,  1658. 
died  at  Cbrjbunt  in  Hert/otdjbire,  in  the  90th 
year  of  his  age. 

July  16.  Prince  Eugene,  with  the  con- 
federate forces,  and  the  B ritilh  mercenaries, 
feparated  from  the  duke  of  Ormond,  and 
the  next  day  laid  fiegc  to  Landrecy. 

July  17.  The  duke  of  Ormond  caufed  a 
ceffation  of  arms  between  Great  Britain  and 
France,  to  be  proclaimed  in  his  camp  ;  as 
the  m artful  Villars  did  in  the  French  camp 
the  fame  day,  of  which  he  fent  advice  to 
the  duke  of  Ormond  that  evening.  The  carl 
of  Strafford  came  to  the  Duke's  camp  about 
this  time,  and  marched  with  the  army  ; 
and  Sir  Ibotnas  Hattmer  fpmt  great  part  01 
the  campaign  in  Flanders. 

The  duke  of  Ormond,  with  the  Britijh 
forces,  marching  towards  Dunkirk,  they 
were  denied  entrance  into  Bcuctain  and 
Doway,  (in  which  laft  place  the  Britifli  hof- 
pital  was)  by  the  Dutch',  whereupon  the 
duke  bent  his  march  towards  Ghent,  of 
which  city  and  Bruges,  he  took  poflcflion 
•n  the  43d  of  July,  N.  $.  and  detached  fix 
battalions  to  reinforce  the  garrifun  of  Dun- 
kirk. 

The  reft  of  the  Britilh  troops  encamped 
between  the  Lys  and  the  canal  of  Bruges 
and  Ghent. 

July  14.  N.  S.  Marfhal  Villars  attack- 
ed the  earl  of  Albemarle,  who  was  encamped 
with  thirteen  battalions  and  thirty  fqua- 
drons  at  Dentin,  to  fecure  the  communica- 
tion of  the  allies  with  Marcbiennes,  where 
was  their  grand  magaxine.  In  this  action, 
the  carl  of  Albemarle  was  taken  pri  loner; 
count  Dbona,  lieutenant-general  and  go- 
vernor of  Mom,  was  drowned  in  the  Scbeld; 
count  Nafnt  JVodenburgb  killed  by  the 
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fword  {  3000  more  killed  and  wounded, 
and  as  many  made  prifoncrs ;  and  a  vail 
quantity  of  ammunition,  and  provifion, 
twelve  pieces  of  caonoo,  thirty- (even  co- 
lours, and  tl^ree  ttandards  Were  taken  by 
"  the  French. 

July  26.  Thorn**  duke  of  Leedt  died,  in 
the  8 1 A  year  of  his  age. 

July  27.  A  Quarrel  happened  at  Utrecht, 
between  the  French  and  Dutch  plenipoten- 
tiaries, occafioned  by  the  fervants  0/  the 
French  minifters  laughing  at  thofe  of  the 
Dutch,  upon  the  news  of  their  defeat  at 
Denain.  For  this  intolerable  atfront,  the 
fervants  of  the  count  Dc  Rccbteren,  one  of 
the  Dutch  minifters,  fell  upon  the  fervants 
of  Monf.  Meinager,  and  beat  them  \  and 
when  the  Fnncb  demanded  fatisfaclion  of 
count  Dt  Reckttren,  he  feemed  to  juftify 
his  fervants.  This  accident  long  fufpend- 
ed  the  negotiations  of  peace. 

July  31.  Marcbiennes  furrendered  to 
ths  French  ;  and  the  garrifon,  confiding  of 
between  four  and  five  thoufsnd  men,  were 
made  piifoners  of  war.  In  this  place  was 
above  300,000  weight  of  powder,  which 
the  Dutch  commiiTary  caufed  to  be  funk  in 
the  Scarf  e  before  the  fiegc :  there  were  al- 
fo  100  pieces  of  cannon,  3C0  waggens,  a 
prodigious  quantity  of  bombs,  grenaJoes, 
bullets,  corn,  meal,  bacon,  wine,  brandy, 
and  all  forts  of  provifion  and  tools  neceftary 
for  making  two  lieges,  and  great  numbers 
of  horfts.  Upon  this  misfortune,  prince 
Eugene  raifed  the  fiege  of  Landrecy,  and 
marched  towards  Mons  the  2d  of  Augufi. 

Thomas  Harley,  efq.  being  fent  to  Hano- 
ver in  the  beginning  of  this  month,  en- 
deavoured, in  vain,  to  bring  the  Elector 
into  the  Bii'i/b  meafiires  about  a  peace. 
The  King  of  Prwffia  refufed  alfo  to  come 
into  them. 

Aug.  14,  N.  S.  The  French  inverted 
Dwtay,  and  the  next  day. the  trenches  were 
opened. 

Aug.  16.  General  Stanhope,  who  was 
made  prifoner  at  Bribuega,  being  exchanged 
for  the  duke  d^Efcahria,  returned  to  Eng- 
land. 

Henry  St.  John,  lately  created  vifcouot 
Bdingbroke,  was  fent  incognito  to  Paris,  ao 
companied  by  Matthew  Prior  and  Abbe 
Gaultier,  to  remove  all  the  difficulties  that 
might  obftruct  the  general  fufpenflon  of 
arms  between  England  and  France.  He 
arrived  at  Paris  the  6th,  and  two  days  after 
finned  a  treaty  far  the  fa  id  fufpenflon  of 
arms,  both  by  fca  and  land,  for  four 
months.   He  was  impowered  by  his  in- 
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ftruftions,  to  conclude  a  feparate  peace 
with  EngUni,  France,  Spain  and  Savoy. 
He  agreed  to  the  payment  of  60,000/.  oer 
annum,  to  king  "James  Il.*s  dowager.  He 
came  back  to  London  the  18th,  having  left 
Mr.  Priw  at  Parii. 

While  he  was  there,  the  Pretender  made 
a  vifit  to  the  king  of  France,  1 

A  FVe»c*  fquadron  invaded  the  Leeward 
iftandi,  and  made  great  devastations  there. 

Aug.  18.  A  proclamation  was  iflued, 
declaring  a  fufpenfion  of  arms  between 
Great  Britain  and  France. 

The  Earl  of  Strafford,  Sir  John  Leake, 
Sir  George  Byng,  Sir  William  Drake,  Jofepb 
Aijlabie,  efq.  Sir  Jamts  rVifhcart,  and  George 
Clarke,  efq.  were  conftituted  lords  com- 
miflioners  of  the  Admiralty. 

Aug.  39.  The  duke  of  Hamilton  and 
Brandon  made  matter  of  the  ordnance,  in 
the  room  of  earl  Rrvers,  decrafed  ;  and  was 
appointed  to  go  her  Majefty's  ambaffador 
extraordinary  at  the  court  of  France* 

Aug.  31.  Lord  North  and  Grey  made 
governor  of  Portsmouth,  in  the  room  of  lieu- 
tenant-general Erie. 

Sept.  6.  A  Dutch  party,  commanded  by 
Vptain  De  la  Rue,  furprifed  and  took  fort 
Kntque  in  Flanders. 

Sept.  8.  Brigadier  Pierce,  commander 
of  the  Englijb  troops  in  Catalonia,  notified 
to  count  Starembergb,  that,  a  ceflation  of 
arms  having  been  agreed  upon  between  Bri- 
tain and  France,  be  rauft  feparate  his  forces 
from  him. 

The  garrifon  of  D  envoy  furrendered  pri- 
soners of  war  to  the  French as  the  gamfon 
of  fort  Scarpe  had  the  a8th  part. 

Sept.  18.  N.  S.  S^uefnoy  was  inverted 
by  the  French. 

Sept.  15.  Sidney  earl  of  Godolphin,  late 
lord  treafurer  of  England,  died. 

Lord  Lexington  was  fentto  Spain,  to  take 
the  renunciation  of  king  Philip  to  the 
crown  of  France,  and  arrived  at  Madrid 
thd  18th  of  OSober. 

Sept.  39.  Sir  Richard  Hoare,  knt.  elect- 
ed lord  mayor  of  London. 

Off. 4.  N.  S.  $Z*tjrtoy  furrendered  to 
the  French  \  the  garnion  being  made  pri- 
foners of  war.  According  to  the  French  ac- 
count, this  garrifon  completed  the  number 
of  forty  battalions  of  the  allies  they  had  de- 
frroyed,  or  made  prifoners,  fince  the  defeat 
at  Dentin,  which  happened  the  14th  of

The  duke  of  Ormond arrived  at  London. 

Nov.  5*    King  Philip  executed  his  re- 
nunciation to  the  crown  of  France. 

Nov.  7.  A  fufpenfion  of  arms  was 
figned  for  four  months,  between  France^ 
Spain,  and  Portugal. 

Nov.  15.  A  duel  was  fought  in  Hyde 
park,  between  the  duke  of  Hamilton  and 
Brandon  and  colonel  Hamilton,  on  the  one 
part,  and  lord  Malum  and  lieutenant-gene- 
ral Mackartnty  on  the  other  part.

and  the  governor  of  Minorca  for  the  Em* 
peror,  refuting  to  take  the  oath*  to  bef 
Majefty,  had  leave  to  retire  to  Barcelona  t 
but  the  reft  of  the  magiftrates  took  an  oath 
of  fidelity  to  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  and 
continued  there.

Nov.  30.  The  duke  of  Marlborough 
having  obtained  leave  of  her  Majefty  to  go 
beyond  fea,  embarked  at  Dover  for  Oftend. 

The  marquis  de  Monte/eon,  am- 
baflador from  Spain,  arrived  at  Lwfar. 

Dee*  7.  The  ccflation  of  arms  between

Jan,  30*  A  new  treaty  of  barrier  be* 
tween  Great  Britain  and  the  States  was 
figned. 

Jan,  31.  The  Imperial  and  French  mi- 
ni Iters  met,  and  entered  into  a  treaty  for 
the  evacuating  Cataltniah^xhe  Imperialilb, 
and  the  neutrality  of  Italy. 

Feb.  t.  The  king  of  Sweden  having  re- 
ftded  three  years  and  upwards,  at  Bender, 
in  the  Turkijb  dominions,  and  received 
great  civilities  from  the  Porte,  was  attacked! 
in  the  palace  the  Turks  had  afiigned  him; 
and,  having  defended  himfelf  with  great 
refolution,  and  loft  moft  of  hit  follower*, 
was  at  length  wounded  and  taken  pri- 
foner. 

He  refufed  to  quit  the  Turkijb  territories 
and  return  home,  though  he  had  received 
large  fums  from  the  Grand  Seignior  to  ena- 
ble him  to  begin  his  march.

The  dukes  of  Berry  and  Or- 
leant  made  their  public  renunciation  to 
the  crown  of  Spam,  in  the  Parliament  of 
Parit. 

In  purfuance  of  the  Convention  for  the 
evacuation  of  Catalonia,  the  Eraprefs  em- 
barked at  Barcelona,  on  board  the  Britifh 
fleet,  commanded  by  Sir  John  Jennings. 
and  arrived  in  good  health  at  Vado  in  Italy 
theiSthinft.

March  30.  0.  S.  The  peace  wa$  figned 
at  Vtrecbt  by  the  mini  (ten  of  Great  Britain 
and  France,  and  by  all  tha  other  allies,  er« 
•  eept  the  minUlera  of  the  Emperor  and  the 
Empire. 

April  7.  The  lord  keeper  Narcourt  was 
made  lord  high  chancellor  of  Great  Britain* 

April  9.  The  Britijh  Parliament  met, 
and  the  Queen  made  a  fpeech  to  both 
Houfes,  wherein  me  acquainted  them,  that 
the  peace  was  (igned  ;  and  faid  what  /he 
hid  done  for  the  Protectant  fucceftlon,  and 
the  houfe  of  Hanavcr%  might  convince  fuch 
as  wilhed  well  to  both,  and  defired  the 
quiet  and  fafety  of  their  country,  how  vain 
all  attempts  were  to  divide  them  j  and  that 
thofe  who  would  make  a  merit  by  Sepa- 
rating their  interefts,  would  never  attain 
their  ill  ends. 

What  force  was  neceflary  to  be  kept  up 
for  the  fecurity  of  the  kingdom  (he  left  in- 
tirely  to  the  Parliament ;  (he  depended  up- 
on the  loyalty  and  affection  of  her  people, 
»nd  wanted  no  other  guaranty  j  (he  recom- 
mended to  their  care  thofe  brave  men,  who 
hid  fcrved  in  the  Jate  war  j  the  improving 
and  encouraging  the  trade  and  manufac- 
tures of  the  kingdom,  and  particularly  the 
fi(hery;  (he  expreflTed  her  difpleafore  at  the 
fediticras  and  fcandalous  libels  that  fwarmed 
at  this  time,  which,  (he  thought,  required 
a  new  law  to  fuppreb  them  ;  (he  faid,  the 
impious  practice  of  duelling  alfo  required  a 
fpeedy  and  effectual  remedy  j  and  now  they 
were  entering  upon  peace  abroad,  (he  con- 
jured them  to  do  their  utmoft  to  calm  men's 
minds  at  home,  that  the  arts  of  peace  might 
be  cultivated. 

'  April  10,  11.  Each  Houft  attended  her 
Majefty  with  an  addrefs  of  congratulation, 
upon  the  canclulion  of  the  peace. 

The  principal  articles  of  the  peace  be- 
tween Great  Britain  and  France  were,  the 
fecuring  the  Proteftant  fucceftlon  j  the  fe. 
paratiug  of  the  French  and  Spanijb  crowns  ; 
the  demolition  of  Dunkirk}  the  reftoring 
and  enlarging  the  BrUiJb  colonies  and  plan- 
tations in  America  }  and  the  giving  a  juft 
and  reafonable  fatis  action  to  all  the  allies. 

The  principal  articles  between  France  and  I 
Savoy  were,  the  ceflRon  of  Sicily  to  the  duke 
of  Savoy'*  the  giving  him  a  barrier  agaiuft 
France  ;  and  the  limitation  of  the  crown 
of  Spain  to  the  duke  of  Sawy,  on  failure 
of  iflue  of  king  PhWp. 

About  this  time,  moft  of  the  minifters 
•f  Utrecht  received  by  the  poft,  a  printed 
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proteftation  of  the  Pretender,  addrefled  m 
all  kings,  princes,  6fr. 

By  the  treaty  with  the  Dutch,  France 
agreed  to  yield  up  the  town  and  duchy  of 
Luxemburgb,  the  towns  of  Namur,  Charia- 
roy,  Men  in  y  four  nay,  Furuex,  Kmmjue,  Lao, 
Dixmude,  Tpret,  &e.  for  a  barrier;  and  the 
Dutch  (Hpulated  to  yield  up  Lifie,  ASex, 
Bet  bunt*  and  St.  Venant,  to  France* 

AprU  19.  The  Empre fa  prefented  ad- 
miral Jenninvt  with  her  picture  fet  in  draw 
mondf,  on  his  taking  hit  leave  of  her  at 
Milan* 

April  28.  N.  S*  The  ratifications  of 
peace  were  exchanged  at  Utrecht. 

The  duke  of  Athol  was  made  lord  privy 
feal  of  Scotland. 

May  4.  Her  Majefty  gave  the  royal  af- 
fent  to  the  bill  for  granting  an  aid,  to  be 
raifed  by  a  land-tax  of  two  (hillings  in  the 
pound,  for  the  year  171 3. 

May  5.  The  peace  between  Great  Br* 
tain  and  France  was  proclaimed  with  great 
folemnity  at  London.

The  Qnecn  procured  the  French 
Proteftaats  on  board  the  Rallies  to  be  re- 
leafcd  by  the  French  king,  oa  conditio* 
they  mould  tranfport  themfelvea  out  of  kia 
dominions.

The  Commons  adJreffed  the  Queen,  dt- 
iiring  to  know,  what  equivalent  the  Iking 
of  France  was  to  have  for  the  demoliuoaof 
Dunkirk  f 

Lifie  w*»  delivered  up  to  the  French,  i* 

piufvUAC* 
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•urfuancc  to  ihe  treaty  of  peace  :  and,  in 
pursuance  of  the  fame,  the  French  yielded 
up  the  city  and  citadel  of  Luxmburgb  to 
the  Dutch. 

June  8.  SlrTbcmas  Pcnvis  took  his  place, 
as  one  of  the  judges  of  the  King's-bench  j 
and  Sir  WtiRarn  Banifier,  as  one  of  the  ba- 
rons of  the  Exchequer. 

June  11.  The  duke  of  Sbrrwjhmry,  atn- 
baliadur  of  Great  Britain  to  the  court  of 
Franc*,  made  his  public  entry  into  Paris 
with  great  ftate. 

June  12.  Landau  was  inverted  by  the 
French,  and,  the  24th,  the  trenches  were 
opened.    Surrendered  the  20th  of  Auguft, 

June  14.  The  royal  aflent  was  given  to 
the  ad  tor  granting  feveral  dutici  on  malt, 
cyder,  and  perry,  for  the  fervice  cii 
the  year  1713}  and  fur  making  forrh  du- 
plicates of  lottery-tickets  loft,  burnt  or  de- 
ftroyed j  ana  for  enlarging  the  time  for  ad- 
juftitig claims  in  feveral  lottery  aclsj  and  to 
punirti  the  counterfeiting  or  forging  of  lot- 
tery-orders* 

And  to  an  aft  for  making  inclofures  in 
fome  part  of  the  common  gtounds  in  the 
weft  riding  of  the  county  of  Tori,  for  the 
endowing  poor  vicarages  and  the  chapelries, 
for  the  better  lupport  of  their  minifters. 

June  25.  Her  Majelty  fent  a  menage  to 
the  Commons,  acquainting  them  with  the 
debts  contracted  in  the  civil  lift,  by  reafon 
of  thd  revenue,  defigned  for  it,  being 
applied  to  other  ufes  by  former  Parlia- 
ments. The  Commons  granted  her  Ma- 
jelly  350,000/.  to  difchargc  thole  debts 
agreeable  to  her  rcqueft. 

The  Scots,  being  uneafy  at  the  malt-

An  act  for  continuing  an  aft,  intitled, 
an  atl  for  encouraging  the  importation  of  naval 
fibres  from  her  Majefifs  plantations  in  NiYtfc  ' 
America  j  and  for  enrvuragirg  the  mporfa* 
tior  cf  naval  Jlcresfrm  Scotland  to  England. 

An  act  for  continuing  the  acts  therein  ' 
mentioned,  for  preventing  theft  and  rapine 
upon  the  northen  borders  of  England. 

July  7.  A  thankfgiving  was  obferved  Sat 
the  conclufion  of  the  peace  :  and  the  two 
Houfes  went  to  St.  Paul\,  the  Lor  it  wear- 
ing their  robes  j  but  the  Queen  was  abfent, 
00  account  of  her  indtfpcfition. 

The  fame  day  Dr.  Henry  Cowpttn,  lor*' 
bifhop  of  London,  died  in  the  8 lit  year  of 
his  age. 

The  Commons  alfo  prefented  an  addrcft 
to  her  Majefty,  that  fhe  would  ufe  the 
moft  fpeedy  and  prefling  inftances  with  the 
duke  of  terrain,  8k.  not  to  receive  or 
fufter  the  Pretender  to  continue  in  their 
dominions.

and  ertaies,  together  with  the  privileges  of 
the  inhabitant*  of  both  Ce/tin,  were  grant- 
ed and  confined  to  them ;  and  the  cefiion 
cf  Sicily  confirmed  to  the  duke  of  Savoy* 

July  16.  The  royal  aflent  was  given  to 
an  atf,  to  explain  the  acts  for  licenling 
hackney-chairs. 

An  act  to  encourage  the  making  fail- 
doth  in  Great-Britain. 

An  adl  to  build  a  church  near  the  May- 
pole in  the  Strand. 

An  act  to  regulate  the  forces  to  be  con- 
tinued in  her  Majefty's  fejrvjce. 

An  act  to  make  perpetual  an  act  for 
better  relief  of  the  poor. 

An  act  to  enable  officers  and  foldiers  in 
tlie  late  war  to  exercife  trades,  and  officers 
to  account  with  foldiers. 

An  act  to  make  perpetual  the  act  to  pre- 
vent falfe  and  double  returns  of  members  in 
Parliament. 

An  act  to  rajfe  j,2co,ooc/.  for  public 
ofea,  by  circulating  Exchequer  bills,  and 
to  enable  her  Majefty  to  raife  500,000/. 
to  pay  debts  owing  to  her  fcrvants  j  and  to 
feveral  private  aft?. 

After  which  her  Majefly  made  a  fpeeeh 
to  both  Houfes,  wherein  (he  gratefully  took 
notice  of  the  Services  they  had  performed 
to  her  and  their  country,  by  eating  the 
nation  of  a  debt  of  q,coo,coc/.  without 
laying  any  further  burden  upon  her  people ; 
by  enabling  her  to  pay  her  juft  debts  to  her 
fervants,  and  ftrcogthening  her  hands  in 
obtajping  peace  :  (be  recommenced  to  them 
the  ufing  their  endeavours  to  difTipatethofe 
groundlefs  jealoufies  that  had  been  foment- 
ed ;  and  that  they  would  (hew  their  love  to 
their  country  by  obviating  the  malice  of 
the  ill-minded,  and  undeceiving  the  de- 
luded :  and  fhe  faid,  (he  was  of  opinion, 
that  nothing  could  recover  the  diforder  that 
had  happened  during  fo  long  a  war,  but  a 
steady  adhering  to  the  conftitutton  in  church 
and.  ftatc  ;  and  that  fuch  as  wefe  true  to 
thefe  principles,  were  only  to  bp  relied 
upon.  Then  the  Parliament  was  pro- 
rogued fo  the  Sth  of  Augufl.

balance  of  Eurote  j  that  their  ntoation 
pointed  out  to  them  the  true  interest  of 
their  country,  which  could  flourifh  only 
by  trad*,  and  would  be  mod  formidable  by 
the  right  of  application  of  their  naval  force  f 
ftte  cxprefled  her  fatiafaction  in  the  joy  the 
people  had  ftiewn  on  her  recovery  j  and 
wiftted  that  effectual  care  had  been  taken 
to  fupprefs  thofe  feditious  papers,  and  fac- 
tious rumours,  by  which  de/igning  men  had 
been  able  to  (ink  the  public  credit  t  the  faid, 
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forae  were  arrived  to  that  height  of  malice, 
to  infinuate,  that  the  Proteftant  fucceflion 
was  io  danger  under  her  government,  who 
only  meant  to  difturb  tl.c  prefent  tranquili- 
ty, and  to  bring  real  mifebiefs  upon  us  ; 
and  after  all  (he  bad  done,  to  fecure  that 
Jucceflion,  /he  could  net  mention  thefe  pro- 
feedings  without  fome  degree  of  warmth  ; 
and  Jhe  hoped,  they  all  agreed  with  her, 
that  attempts  to  ueaken  bcr  authority,  or 
render  the  pofleflion  of  the  crown  uneafy 
to  her,  could  never  be  proper  means  to 
ftrengthen  the. ProteJUot  fuueflion}  that 
Ae  would  have  it  their  endeavour,  as  it  had 
been  her's,  to  unite  our  differences,  not  by 
relaxing  f  rom  the  ftrictxft  a<ib<;rcnce  to  pur 
tonfiitution  in  church  and  Aatc,  but  by 
observing  the  laws  tbemfelvcs,  and  en- 
forcing a  due  obedience  to  them  in  others ; 
that  uSe  had  the  concurrence  of  the  Uft 
Parliament  in  making  the  peace  ;  and  me 
delired  it  might  be  the  honour  of  this,  to 
•flirt  her  in  obtaining  fuch  fruits  from  it  as 
Ihight  not  only  derive  blcflings  on  the  pre- 
fent age,  but  even  down  to  the  laicil 
often  ty. 

March  3,  5.  Each  Houfe  prefenUd  an 
addrefs  to  her  M»»jetty,  congratul  i.  ng  bcr 
upon  her  recovery,  and  on  the  ratification 
of  the  treaties  of  peace. 

The  Convocation  alfo  prefented  an  ad- 
erefs,  congratulating  bcr  Majefty'*  reco- 
very ;  wherein  they  prayed,  that  after  a 
long  and  happy  reign,  flie  might  be  able  to 
tranfmit  the  protection  of  this  church  and 
ft  ate,  to  a  Proteftant  fucccflbr  in  the  U- 
luihrioui  Houfe  of  H mover. 

March  8.  Dr.  Robinfin,  bifliop  of  Lett- 

was  made  dean  of  the  chapel. 
Dr.  Snalridge  was  made  bifliop  of  Br'ijld, 
and  lord  almoner. 

The  French  king,  at  the  inftance  of  her 
JVlajcfty,  releafed  4*  Protcftants  more  from 
the  gallies. 

The  Lords  about  this  time  cenfured  a 
pamphlet,  intitled,  The  Pmbnc  Spirit  of 
tbt  Wtig%,  *c.  containing  reHc&jons  on 
Utttfti  Crifit,  and  the  projectors  of  the 
Union,   but  particularly  on  the  earl  of 

Barter  the  printer,  and  Morpbtto  the 
publisher,  were  both  taken  into  coftody  of 
the  Black  Rod  ;  and  a  reward  of  300/. 
entered  for  the  difcovcry  o'  the  2uthor. 

March  13.  On  the  other  hand,  a  com- 
plaint being  made  in  the  Houfe  of  Com* 
•none  of  a  paper,  called,  Tbt  Enflijhman, 
and  a  pamphlet,  intitled,  The  Crifit,  and 
Mt*  Steele  acknowledging  himfelf  the  au- 


thor of  thefe  pieces  5  they  were  voted  fcaa- 
dalous  and  feditious  libels  ;  highly  reflect- 
ing upon  her  MajcAy,  the  nobility,  gentry, 
clergy,  and  univerfities  j  maliciously  intinu* 
ating,  that  the  Proteftant  fucceflion  in  the 
Houfc  of  Hanover  was  in  danger  under  her 
Majefty's  adminirtration,  &c.  And  that 
Richard  Steele,  efq.  the  author,  be  expell- 
ed the  Houfc. 

Sir  William  Dcneet,  bart.  was  rranflated 
from  Cbifier  to  the  fee  of  York,  on  the 
death  of  Dr.  John  Sharp,  and  was  confirm- 
ed in  that  fee. 

1714,  April  1.  Lieutenant  Nicbolh,  late 
of  Seymour  s  regiment,  was  tried  and  con- 
victed at  the  aflues  at  Exeter  of  curfin&  the 
Queen,  fentenced  to-  the  pillory,  and  to 
pay  a  tine  of  50/. 

April  4.  Dr.  Fraitch  Gajlrel,  was  con- 
fecrated  bifliop  of  Cbcfter. 

April  6.  The  Earl  of  Strafford,  Sir  Johm 
Ltake,  Sir  William  Drake,  Sir  Jamts  Wtf- 
beart,  George  Clark,  efq.  and  Sir  Gc»g* 
Beaumont,  were  appointed  commiflionere 
for  eaecuiing  the  office  of  lord  high  ad- 
miral. 

An  addrefs  of  the  Houfe  of  Lords  to  her 
Majefty,  that  (he  would  continue  her  in- 
tcrpofition  in  the  moft  pre  fling  manner, 
that  the  Catalonians  might  have  the  full  en- 
joy mcnt  of  their  ancient  liberties  continued 
to  then) :  to  which  her  Majefty  anfwer- 
ed,  That,  at  the  condufion  of  the  peace, 
(he  refolved  to  continue  her  interpofttiotr 
upon  every  proper  occafion  for  obtaining 
thofe  liberties  j  and  to  prevent,  if  portable, 
the  misfortunes  to  which  that  people  were 
expofed  by  the  conduct  of  thofe  more  near- 
ly concerned  to  help  them. 

April  to.  The  duke  of  Atbetvrit  ap- 
pointed her  M\iefty's  comroi (nonet  to  the 
general  afiembly  of  the  church  of  Scotland. 

April  12.  An  addrefs  of  the  Lards  to 
her  Majefty,  to  iflue  a  proclamation,  of- 
fering a  reward  to  any  one  that  (hould  ap- 
prehend the  Pretender  ;  and  to  renew  her 
inftances  with  the  duke  of  Lor  rain,  for  re- 
moving-him  from  thence;  and  that  the 
Emperor  might  be  de fired  to  enter  into  the 
guarantee  of  the  Protectant  fucceflion  ;  to 
which  her  Majefty  anfwered,  It  would  be 
a  real  ftrengtbening  to  the  fucceflion  mi  the 
Houfe  of  Hanover,  as  well  as  a  fupport  to, 
her  government,  that  an  end  were  put  to 
thofe  groundlefs  fears  and  )ea!»>ufies  that 
had  been  fo  induftrioofly  promoud  ;  that 
at  this  time  (he  did  not  fee  any  occafion 
for  fuch  a  proclamation  j  but  whenever  (be 
judged  it  ntceflary,  (he  would  give  order 

for 
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for  one :  and  at  to  the  other  particular  hi 
their  addrefs,  flie  mould  give  proper  direc- 
tions. 

Baron  Sebatas,  minifter  of  Hanover ;  de- 
manded of  the  Lord  Chancellor  a  writ,  for 
fummoning  the  electoral  Prince,  as  duke 
of  Cambridge,  to  the  Houfe  of  Ltrds  \  and 
her  Majerty  gave  directions  for  iffuing  the 
writ:  but  ihe  re  fen  ted  that  demand  fo 
highly,  that  (he  forbid  baron  Sbatx  the 
court  ;  and  he  returned  foon  after  to  Hano  • 

The  lord  Paget,  was  appointed  envoy 
extraordinary  to  the  court  of  Hanover, 

Char Ui  rVbit'Worrb,  efq.  was  appointed 
her  Majefty's  plenipotentiary  at  the  con- 
grefs  to  be  held  at  Baden  in  Sivitxtrlard, 
lor  treating  of  a  peace  between  the  Empire 
and  France. 

April  13.  The  duke  of  Argyle  was  re- 
moved from  all  his  places  J  and  the  earl  of 
Stairs  was  ordered  to  fell  his  regiment,  as 
was  major-general  Davenport  his  poft  of 
lieutenant  of  the  fi»-ft  troop  of  life-guards. 

April  14.  Mr.  liar  lev,  being  fent  to 
Ha  fever,  to  afl'ure  their  electorjl  High- 
jicfies  of  her  Majefty's  affection  and  friend- 
ihip  for  that  Houfe,  was  admitted  to  his 
audience. 

The  earl  of  Partmore  was  appointed  to 
fuccetd  the  earl  of  Stairt,  in  the  command 
•f  the  royal  regiment  of  North  Britijh  dra- 
goons. 

An  addrefs  from  both  Houfes  of  Parlia- 
ment was  prefented  to  herMajcfty,  exprcf- 
fing  the  juil  fenfe  they  had  of  her  Majefty's 
goodnefs  to  her  people,  in  delivering  them 
hy  a  fafe,  honourable,  and  advantageous 
peace  with  France,  and  Spsin,  from  the 
heavy  burden  of  a  conlurning  land-war,  un- 
equally carried  on,  and  become  at  laft  im- 
practicable }  and  to  intrcat  her  Majefty, 
that  Ihe  would  with  the  fame  fteadineis,  not- 
withstanding the  many  obftructions  which 
had  been,  or  might  be,  thrown  in  her  way, 
purfue  fuch  irteafures  as  the  lhould  judge 
fie  certify  for  completing  the  fettlement  of 
Europe,  To  which  her  Majefty  anfwered, 
That  fee  efteemcd  this  addrefs  as  the  unit- 
ed voice  of  her  affectionate  and  loyal  fub- 
jectsj  aod  returned  them  the  heartieft 
thanks  which  could  be  given  by  a  fovereign, 
who  defired  nothing  more  than  to  ice  her 
people  fafe  and  flourifhing. 

About  the  end  of  this  month,  advice 
came  to  England,  that  the  fbrtiiications  of 
(he  harbour,  town,  and  citadel  of  Dunkirk, 
were  entirely  demolithed. 
ffUf  X.  The  earl  of  Pestrbarngh  was  ap- 


pointed governor*  of  Pertmabcu,  and  the 
ifland  of  Minorca,  in  the  room  of  the  duke 
of  Argyle. 

May  4.  A  proclamation  was  ifiued,  for 
the  discovering  and  apprehending  of  Popi/h 
priefts  and  Jefuits,  and  thnfe  who  liaj 
ferved  in  arms  againft  her  Majefty,  and  the 
late  King. 

Mr.  HiHiab  Bedford,  who  publifhed  the 
b'jok,  called,  Hereditary  Rrgbt,  fire,  was 
(crrtenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  1000  marks,  to 
remain  a  prifoner  three  years,  and  to  give 
fccurity  for  his  good  behaviour  during  life. 

May  19.  The  Queen  wrote  to  the  prin- 
cefs  Htpkia,  (hewing  her  refentment,  that 
/he  ihould  enter  into  a  defign  of  fixing  a 
Prince  of  her  blood  in  her  Majefty's  domi- 
nions, even  while  me  was  living  $  but,  at 
the  fame  time,  offering  to  enter  into  any 
meafure  for  fecuring  the  Hanover  fueceffion. 

She  wrote  alio  to  the  electoral  Prince, 
acquainting  him,  that  nothing  could  be 
more  dangerous  to  the  tranquility  of  her 
dominions,  and  to  the  Hanover  fucceflion, 
than  his  defign  of  coming  to  England  with- 
out her  leave. 

The  earl  of  Oxford,  lord  treafurer,  wrote 
at  the  fame  time  to  {he  Elector,  acquaint- 
ing him  how  heartily  the  Queen  was  for 
bis  fuctcflion  ;  and  that  ihe  was  ready  to  de 
any  thing  that  might  make  it  more  fee u re. 
that  was  confident  with  her  fafety ;  and 
that  the  accident  about  the  writ  might  be 
improved,  to  incrcafe  the  friend  fhip  be- 
tween the  Queen  and  his  moil  Serene  fa- 
mily. 

June  8.  N.  S.  The  princefs  Sophia, 
electrefs  and  duchefs  dowager  of  Hanover, 
died,  in  the  84th  year  of  her  age  :  where- 
upon an  order  of  council  was  iftticd,  fbr  al- 
tering the  Common  Prayer,  by  leaving  out 
the  words,  The  "princefs  Sepbia,  and  in- 
ferring the  words,  The  duke  of  Bmnftviek, 

This  Princefs  was  fourth  and  youngcit 
daughter  of  Frederic,  king  of  Bohemia,  and 
Elizabeth  of  England,  only  daughter  of  king 
Jarr.n  I.  and  was  born  at  the  Hague,  the 
3d  of  OSfober,  1630.  In  the  year  1658, 
me  was  married  to  Erntfl  A*r»jht,  duke 
of  Brunfwick  and  Lunenhnrg  (fourth  and 
youngeft  fon  to  George  duke  of  Lwnarlurg* 
2 ell)  who,  in  1662,  ftcceeded  count  Frandt 
of  Wirtenburg,  in  the  bithopric  of  Ofno* 
lurgb  :  In  1600,  on  the  death  *f  his  eldeft 
brother,  John  Frederic,  duke  of  Hanover, 
Emcjl  Augujlut  fuceeded)  htm  alfo  in  that 
dignity  }  and,  in  the  year  169a,  he  reeeived 
the  investiture  of  the  electoral  dignity  of 
Brvnfwick  Lamtnbtrg.   This  Prince  died 
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on  the  xjd  of  January,  1698,  having  had, 
by  the  princefs  Sophia,  fix  fon»,  George 
Ltio'u,  Frederic  Augufiut,  Maximilian  Wil- 
liam, Charles  Philip,  Cbrifiiaa  and  Erneft  Au- 
£pfhitt  and  one  daughter,  Sopbia  Dorothy, 
who,  in  the  year  1684,  became  the  fecond 
wife  of  Fred&ic  the  Third,  king  of  Prujfid. 
The  princeft  Sopbia  had  a  Very  ftrong  heal- 
"Ly  conftitution,  and  was  endowed  with 
£PB4,t  abilities  natural  and  acquired.  She 
was  pcVfeft  miftnis  of  Low  Dutch,  German, 
Englijh,  Aw^and  Italian  languages,  and 
had  a  genius  cqualrr  AuumLfor  converfari- 


on  or  bufmefs,  which  rendercdhcr  norrnrry^^ept  year,  and  for  difchargtng  the  national 


the  ornament  and  delight  of  her  court,  but 
qualified  her  to  manage  and  fupport  the 
higheft  intercfts.  The  greatnefs  of  her  foul 
bore  proportion  to  her  birth,  and  the  ftation 
which  fhe  filled ;  but  with  all,  was  temper. 
'  ed  with  fo  much  fweetnefs  and  affability, 
that  the  duty  of  thofe  below  her  became 
their  pleafure*  No  one  ever  gave  liberties 
with  a  better  choice,  or  could  act  without 
refer  ve  to  greater  advantage.  She  behaved 
in  both  parts  to  admiration,  as  a  daughter  of 
England,  and  as  a  mother  of  Germany.

ments in  danger,  drew  up  a  qualifying  pa- 
per, or  explanation  of  his  faith  in  the  Holy 
Trinity:  with  which  the  upper  Houfe  de- 
clared themftlves  fatisfied:  but  the  low- 


perable  difficulties;  and  defired  her  Majefty 
to  ufe  effectual  mcAnt  for  procuring  luch 
alterations  to  be  made  in  the  fame,  as  might 
render  that  trade  practicable  and  beneficial 
to  her  fubjcCts. 

To  which  her  Majefty  anfwered,  It  had 
been  her  care  to  procure  ail  poffible  acvan- 
tsges  for  her  fubjects  in  trade ;  and  fhe 
fhould  continue  her  utmoft  endeavours  to 
obtain  further  benefits.

Her  Majefty  was  taken  dange- 
foufty  ill  with  a  great  heavinefs,  and  (hoot- 
ing  pains  inher  head  ;  whereupon  her  phy- 
sicians were  confulted,  and  (he  was  cupped, 
Which  gave  her  fome  prefent  eafe ;  but  her 
indifpofition  returned,  and  (he  was  fcized 
with  a  fit  of  apoplexy;  and  though,  upon 
taking  more  blood  from  her,  flic  came  to 
herfclf  again  \  flie  lay  in  a  fort  of  lethargy 
till  the  firft  of  Augufi. 

While  the  Queen  by  ill,  the  duke  of  Or- 
tnond  gave  orders  for  doubling  the  guards, 
and  afTembling  the  troops.  Portfmcutb  was 
put  in  a  pofture  of  defence }  and  feven 
battalions  were  fent  for  out  of  Flanders. 

July  31.  A  letter,  Signed  by  the  Privy 
Council,  was  fent  to  the  elector  of  Brunf- 
wick,  bv  Mr.  Craggs,  jun.  to  acquaint  him 
with  the  extreme  danger  the  Queen's  life 
was  in,  and  the  meafures  they  had  taken  to 
fecure  his  peaceable  acceflion  ;  and  to  deft  re 
his  electoral  Highncfs  to  repair  with  all 
fpeed  to  Holland,  where  a  fquadron  of  Bn- 
tljb  men  of  war  would  attend  to  bring  him 
over,  in  cafe  the  Queen  died. 

Orders  were  aTfo  fent  by  the  Privy 
Council  to  the  earl  of  Strafford,  in  Holland, 
that  he  fliould  apply  to  the  States  General, 
to  be  in  readinefs  to  perform  the  treaty  of 
guarantee  of  the  Proteftant  fucceffion,  if 
there  fliould  be  occafion  \  and  the  earl  of 
Berkley  was  appointed  to  command  the  Bri- 
tijb  fleet. 

Aug.  1.  Queen  Anne  died  a  littlo  after  fe- 
ven in  the  morning,  in  the  50th  year  of 
her  age,  and  13th  of  her  reign.  She  was 
fecond  daughter  to  James  duke  of  York,  af- 
terward! Jamti  II.  by  his  firft  wife,  lady 
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Anne,  daughter  of  Edward  Hyde,  chancel* 
lor  of  the  Exchequer,  and  afterwards  lord 
Chancellor  of  England.

She  was  married  the  a8th  of  July,  1683,  to 
prince* George  of  Denmark,  l'econd  foo  to 
Frederick  III.  king  of  Denmark  ;  and  had 
iflue  by  him,  I.  A  daughter  ftill-born,  of 
whom  her  royal  Highnefs  was  delivered  on 
the  12th  of  M.ry,  1684.    2.  Lady  M*ry, 
born  at  Whitehall  the  ad  of  June,  16S5  ;
